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PREFACE. 


The  first  edition  of  ''Benefit  Societies  and  Life  Insurance"  was 
published  in  1888.  The  beneficiary  societies  at  that  time  were 
new  and  the  conrts  were  called  npon  to  decide  many  questions  for 
which  few  precedents  eonld  be  found.  The  book  received  a  flatter- 
ing reception  from  the  profession  and  the  courts.  The  second  edi- 
tion appeared  in  1894  in  an  enlai^ed  form  and  a  chapter  on  acci- 
dent insurance  was  added.  The  third  edition  was  in  1904  and  all 
the  cases  up  to  that  time  were  referred  to. 

While  it  was  the  aim  of  the  author  to  make  these  various  editions 
full  and  complete  discussions  of  the  law  of  life  and  accident  insur- 
ance, an  impression  seemed  to  prevail,  because  of  its  title,  that  the 
book  was  devoted  to  a  comdderation  only  of  the  cases  relating  to  the 
beneficiary  societies,  while  the  fact  was  that  it  was  intended  to  cover 
that  subject  and  life  and  accident  insurance  as  well. 

Twelve  years  have  passed  and  the  volume  of  litigation  in  this 
branch  of  the  law  has  greatly  increased.  It  has  been  deemed  best 
in  the  new  edition  to  make  the  title  more  indicative  of  its  scope,  and 
for  that  reason  it  is  called  **The  Law  of  Life  and  Accident  Insur- 
ance." The  matter  of  the  last  edition  of  Benefit  Societies  has  been, 
retained,  but  the  arrangement  is  different.  Many  new  features 
have  been  added  and  all  the  cases,  both  relating  to  life  and  acci- 
dent insurance,  as  well  as  to  beneficiary  societies  and  voluntary  as- 
sociations, have  been  cited,  bringing  the  discussion  down  to  date. 

The  plan  adopted  in  former  editions  of  giving  full  extracts  from 
the  opinions  of  the  courts  has  been  adhered  to  and  it  is  hoped  that 
they  will  prove  of  service.  The  cases  are  cited  with  reference  to 
the  official  reports,  the  National  Eeporter  System,  the  Lawyers*  Re- 
ports Annotated  and  Annotated  Cases. 

The  ituthor  is  grateful  for  the  kind  reception  his  work  has  re- 
ceived and  trusts  that  this  favor  will  be  continued  and  that  the 
profession  will  find  this  new  edition  both  reliable  and  helpful.

An  effort  has  been  made  to  make  all  references  accurate,  having 
alone  in  view  the  practical  use  of  the  book  by  active  practitioners.

In  addition  to  the  law  of  voluntary  and  fraternal  beneficiary 
associations  the  subjects  of  regular  life  and  accident  insurance 
have  been  carefully  and  exhaustively  reviewed  in  all  particulars, 
even  more  so  than  in  former  editions,  so  that  in  this  respect  the 
work  will,  it  is  believed,  be  found  satisfactory. 

The  author  is  grateful  for  the  kind  appreciation  his  work  has 
received  from  bench  and  bar,  and  trusts  that  this  new  edition  will 
meet  with  continued  confidence  and  favor.

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PREFACE  TO  SECOND  EDITION. 


When  the  first  edition  of  this  work  appeared  the  law  of  beneficiary 
insurance  was  in  its  infancy.  During  the  six  years  that  have 
elapsed  since  it  publication  numerous  new  decisions  have  been  ren- 
dered, sometimes  modifying  or  changing,  but  more  frequently 
adding  to,  the  principles  there  laid  down.  The  importance  of  these 
new  cases,  as  well  in  regard  to  life  insurance  proper,  as  beneficiary 
indemnity,  or  questions  arising  in  cases  involving  the  acts  of  vol- 
untary associations,  or  clubs,  imperatively  demandeli  their  incor- 
poration in  a  new  edition. 

The  text  has  therefore  been  carefully  revised,  incorporating  all 
the  cases  bearing  on  the  subjects  herein  treated  of  up  to  October  1, 
1894.  In  this  work  of  revision  five  hundred  pages  of  new  matter  and 
twelve  hundred  cases  not  cited  in  the  first  edition  have  been  added. 

A  chapter  on  accident  insurance  in  all  its  phases  has  been  in- 
cluded, as  that  branch  of  business  has  increased  enormously  during 
the  last  ten  years. 

The  subject  of  regular  life  insurance  was  fully  treated  in  the 
first  edition  and  is  now  still  more  carefully  and  thoroughly  con- 
sidered. It  is  believed  that  all  the  cases  on  this  subject  decided  by 
courts  of  last  resort  have  been  cited. 

In  the  revision  the  plan  of  quoting  liberally  from  the  opinions 
of  the  courts  has  been  adhered  to  because  in  this  way  the  reasons 
for  conclusions  are  shown,  and  the  work  gains  an  added  value  to 
those  who  either  have  not  access  to  full  law  libraries,  or  wish  to  be 
relieved  from  the  necessity  of  consulting  the  authorities  cited.  The 
conscientious  effort  has  been  made  to  be  fair  in  all  respects,  giving 
the  law  as  it  is  found  in  the  adjudications  of  the  courts,  and  to 
avoid,  as  far  as  possible,  the  expression  of  personal  views.  If  the 
question  has  been  decided  differently  by  different  courts  the  reason- 
ing on  both  sides  has  been  given,  leaving  the  reader  to  decide 
which  is  most  sound.

PREFACE  TO  PIBST  EDITION. 


The  secret  benevolent  and  beneficiary  orders,,  or  beneficiary  so- 
cieties, which  are  both  social  clubs  and  life  insurance  companies, 
have  multiplied  amazingly  during  the  last  twenty  years.  Branches 
of  these  organizations  are  now  found  in  nearly  every  village  in  the 
land  and  in  the  larger  cities  lodges  are  numbered  by  scores  and 
even  hundreds.  They  have  characteristics  in  common  with  ordinary 
clubs  and  the  familiar  fraternities,  the  Masons  and  Odd  Fellows. 

The  litigation  connected  with  these  societies  is  novel  and  impor- 
tant. It  embraces  two  classes  of  cases ;  the  first  involving  the  dis- 
cipline of  members  and  their  personal  liability  for  the  community 
debts;  the  second  includes  the  still  more  important  questions  re- 
lating to  the  rights  of  beneficiaries,  the  decision  of  which  often  re- 
quires an  application  of  the  principles  of  the  law  of  life  insurance. 
The  numerous  cases,  decided  during  the  last  ten  years,  by  the 
courts  of  last  resort  of  the  several  States  and  the  Federal  courts, 
are  not  collected  or  discussed  in  any  legal  textbook,  consequently 
they  are  ujif  amiliar  to  most  lawyers,  who  do  not  realize  their  extent 
and  value. 

Cases  that  have  arisen  in  my  own  practice  have  convinced  me  of 
the  need  of  a  treatise  on  the  subject,  one  in  which  the  rights  and 
liabilities  of  members  of  the  beneficiary  orders  and  of  their  bene- 
ficiaries should  be  considered  in  close  connection  with  the  law  of 
life  insurance  proper.  This  need  I  have  tried  to  supply.  The  work 
covers  the  entire  subject  of  life  insurance  and  includes  all  cases 
decided  up  to  date. 

The  extent  to  which  I  have  succeeded  must  be  determined  by  the 
profession.  Although  I  make  public  the  results  of  my  labors  with 
diffidence,  I  am  content  to  do  so  without  apology  other  than  this 
brief  explanation.  My  work  must  speak  for  itself — ^its  value  must 
be  measured  by  the  merit  its  use  may  develop,  its  faults  could  not 
be  lessened  or  excused  by  anything  I  here  might  say. 

I  have  generally  cited  the  cases,  in  addition  to  a  reference  to  the 
regular  reports,  by  the  volume  or  page  of  the  American  Decisions, 
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American  Reports  and  the  National  and  Co-operative  Systems  of 
Reporters,  if  re-reported.  I  have  not,  however,  given  all  of  these 
references  each  time  the  case  is  referred  to.    The  full  citations  may

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§  416.  Liability  of  Insurer  Under  an  Ihsnrance  Contract  May 
Be  Conditional. — ^In  entering  into  a  contract  of  life  insurance,  it 
is  lawful  and  usual  for  the  parties  to  agree  upon  the  terms  and 
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•  \;jualify  the  liability  with  whatever  restrictions  or  conditions  they 
see  fit.  If  these  conditions  and  provisions  are  not  against  the 
policy  of  the  laW  or  prohibited  by  statute,  they  will  be  valid. 
There  may  be  various  qualifications  of  the  liability  on  the  part 
of  the  insurance  company;  such  as  the  prompt  payment  of  pre- 
miums, th«  observance  of  certain  rules  as  to  residence,  habits, 
etc.,-  and  a  total  exemption  from  liability  if  death  results  from 
certain  causes  or  occurs  under  specified  circumstances.  We  pro- 
pose in  this,  chapter  to  consider  these  conditions  which  avoid  the 
right  of  recovery. 

§  417.  Contracts  of  Benefit  Sooieties  and  Ordinary  Life 
suraiioe  Companies  Contrasted. — In  ordinary  life  insurance  con- 
tracts, the  policy,  or  the  application,  medical  examination  and 
other  certificates,  if  such  be  aptly  referred  to,  in  connection  with 
the  policy,  contain  the  entire  agreement  of  the  parties.  Gener- 
ally speaking,  the  liability  of  the  insurer  will  not  be  effected  by 
anything  not  contained  in  this  contract — the  latter  is  supposed 
to  speak  for  itself  and  is  to  be  construed  like  other  contracts; 
it  should  be  certain  and  definite  so  tliat  from  the  first  the  assured 
and  insurer  may  read  and  know  its  terms  and  conditions.  With 
the  obligations  of  benefit  societies  and  their  members  the  ease 
may  be  somewhat  different.  It  is  competent,  within  certain 
bounds  and  by  mutual  consent,  for  other  conditions  or  terms  to 
be  aSded  to  the  contract.  The  member,  in  becoming  such,  usually 
agrees  to  be  bound  by  laws  subsequently  enacted,  as  well  as  those 
in  force  at  the  time  of  his  joining  the  society,  and  thus,  in  one 
sense,  the  contract  is  uncertain  until  the  liability  is  determined 
by  the  death  of  the  member.  We  have  already  discussed  the 
obligation  of  subsequently  enacted  laws  ^  and  have  seen  that  the 
chief  difference  between  the  ordinary  contracts  of  life  insurance 
companies  and  those  usual  in  benefit  societies  is  that  in  the  for- 
mer the  policy,  and  documents  referred  to  in  it,  contain  the 
agreement,  while  in  the  letter  the  oertificate  and  application, 
together  with  the  charter  and  by-laws,  are  to  be  looked  to  for 
the  contract.^    There  is  no  reason,  however,  why  there  should  be

In  either  case  the 
object  is  to  ascertain  the  intent  of  -the  parties  and  enforce  the 
liability  accordingly,  unless  something  in  statute  or  common  law 
forbids. 

§  418.  Scope  of  This  Chapter.— We  have  already  considered 
the  subjects  of  warranty  and  representation  and  general  con- 
struction of  the  contract.  Reserving  for  future  discussion  the 
matters  of  premium,  or  assessments  and  dues,  and  forfeiture  for 
their  non-payment,  we  shall  review  some  of  the  other  conditions 
generally  found  in  life  insurance  contracts,  the  observance  of 
which  are  necessary,  if  liability  for  the  loss  is  to  attach.  By  some 
of  these  conditions,  usual  in  life  insurance  policies,  but  not  so 
common  in  the  case  of  the  obligations  of  benefit  societies,  certain 
restrictions  upon  residence,  travel,  habits  and  occupation  are 
imposed,  and  by  others  the  contract  is  made  void  if  death  results 
from  suicide,  intemperance  or  violation  of  law.  It  may  be  pos- 
sible that  the  law  would  imply  some  of  these  conditions,  but  this 
is  disputed.  As  liability  under  a  policy  of  fire  insurance  would 
be  avoided  if  the  assured  should  himself  burn  his  property,  so  it 
is  probable  that  an  insurer  would  not  be  responsible  if  the  assured 
should  feloniously  take  the  life  of  the  insured,  or  if  the  insured 
knowingly,  designedly  and  understandingly  killed  himself .•  Nor 
need  we  at  this  time,  either,  consider  the  provisions  of  the  con- 
tract as  to  tho  proceedings  after  the  loss  has  occurred,  which 
properly  belong  to  another  division  of  the  subject. 

§  419.  Condition  as  to  Future  Conduct^  When  Binding.— It  is 
competent  for  the  assured  to  warrant  that  he  will  or  will  not  do 
certain  things,  and  the  word  "guarantee"  has  been  held  to  be 
equivalent  to  warrant.*  But  a  stipulation,  in  order  to  amount 
to  a  warranty,  must  be  in  some  way  incorporated  into  the  policy.'

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And  the  language  must  be  clear,  for  such  a  provision  will  be 
strictly  construed*  The  company  is  not  obliged  to  tender  back 
the  premiums  where  the  policy  has  become  void  because  of  a 
breach  of  a  promissory  warranty.^  A  covenant  that  the  assured 
will  not  practice  ''any  pernicious  habit"  is  not  ambiguous,  so 
that  parol  evidence  is  admissible  to  show  what  interpretation  the 
agent  put  upon  it®  It  is  difficult  to  distinguish  any  difference 
between  promissory  warranties  and  promissory  representations, 
unless  it  be  that  the  former  must  be  strictly  complied  with  and 
the  latter  only  substantially  carried  out.  If  there  is  any  differ- 
ence it  is  one  of  degree.  ''A  promissory  representation/'  says 
Judge  Gray,®  *'iiray  be  inserted  in  the  policy  itself;  or  it  may 
be  in  the  form  of  a  written  application  for  insurance,  referred 
to  in  the  policy  in  such  a  .manner  as  to  make  it  in  law  a  part 
thereof;  and  in  either  case  the  whole  instrument  must  be  con- 
strued together.  But  this  written  instrument  is  the  expression, 
and  the  only  evidence,  of  the  duties,  obligations  and  proi^Lises  to 
be  performed  by  each  party  while  the  insurance  continues.  To 
make  the  continuBnce  or  termination  of  a  written  contract,  which 
has  once  taken  effect,  dependent  on  the  performance  or  breach 
of  an  earlier  oral  agreement,  would  be  to  violate  a  fundamental 
rule  of  evidence.  A  representation  that  a '  fact  now  exists  may 
be  either  oral  or  written,  for  if  it  does  not  exist  there  is  nothing 
to  which  the  contract  can  apply.  But  ^an  oral  representation  as 
to  a  future  fact,  honestly  made,  can  have  no  effect;  for, 
if  it  is  a  mere  statement  of  an  expectation,  subsequent 
disappointment  will  not  prove  that  it  was  untrue;  and  if  it  is 
a  promise  that  a  certain  state  of  facts  shall  exist  or  continue 
during  the  term  of  the  policy,  it  ought  to  be  embodied  in  the

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Ins.  Co,,"  it  was  said:  "The  insurer  is  at  liberty  to  compel  an 
observance  of  promises  in  regard  to  future  conduct,  by  incor- 
porating them  into  the  written  contract,  if  it  regards  a  perform- 
ance as  important,  but  the  promise,  unless  embodied  in  the  con- 
tract, is  not  a  part  of  it.^^  All  things  to  be  done  by  one  or  the 
other  during  the  continiiance  of  the  written  agreement,  upon  the 
doing  of  which  the  life  of  the  contract  depends,  must  appear  in 
the  agreement. ' '  There  is  a  difference  of  opinion  as  to  what  lan- 
guage will  constitute  a  promissory  warranty.  In  one  case^'  the 
Supreme  Court  of  Pennsylvania  held  that  by  "  declaring '*  that 
he  would  not  do  certain  things  the  insured  did  not  "warrant" 
that  he  would  not.  The  United  States  Circuit  Court,  upon  simi- 
lar facts,  held  the  reverse.^'  In  a  case  decided  by  the  Supreme 
Court  of  Calif ornia,^^  t)ie  facts  were  these:  The  member  of  a 
temperance  order  agreed  in  his  application  "that  a  compliance 
with  all  the  laws,  regulations  and  requirements  which  now  or 
hereafter  may  be  enacted  by  our  said  order  is  the  express  condi- 
tion upon  which  I  am  to  be  entitled  to  participate  in  the  mutual 
benefit  life  system,"  and  the  certificate  contained  a  clause  that 
it  was  issued  upon  the  express  condition  that  the  m-ember  "shall 
in  every  particular,  while  a  member  of  our  said  order,  comply 
with  all  the  laws,  rules  and  requirements  thereof. "  After  becom- 
ing a  member  the  assured  began  to  drink  intoxicating  liquors 
and  his  death  was  hastened  by  such  use  of  liqour.  At  the  time 
of  his  death  all  his  dues  and  assessments  were  paid  up,  and  after- 
wards the  beneficiary  named  in  the  certificate  brought  suit 
against  th«  order  for  the  benefit.  The  defense  was  the  violation 
of  the  condition  as  to  the  use  of  liquor.    The  remaining  facts  are

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Stated  by  the  court  in  its  opinion  as  follows:  "The  controlling 
and  distinguishing  feature  of  this  order  is  its  requirement  of 
daily  abstinence  from  the  use  of  liquor  as  a  beverage  by  its  mem- 
bers. It  is  the  fundamental  principle  in  every  degree.  In  order 
to  become  :a  member  of  the  ord^r,  or  entitled  to  a  beneficiary  cer- 
tificate,  the  applicant  was  required  to  take'  all  the  degrees,  and 
to  pledge  himself,  upon  taking  each  one,  that  so  long  as  he  was 
a  member  of  the  order  he  would  wholly  abstain  from  the  use  of 
all  alcoholic  liquors  as  a  beverage.  Violations  of  this  pledge 
were  punished  by  suspension.  The  system  of  insurance  is  clearly 
intended  to  be  confined  exclusively  to  temperance  people.  The 
applicant  Hogins  so  understood  it.  In  his  application  he  ex- 
pressly agreed  that  he  should  not  be  entitled  to  the  benefits  of 
the  system  unless  he  complied  with  all  the  laws,  regulations  and 
requirements  of  the  order.  The  clause  quoted  from  the  certificate 
does  not,  perhaps,  literally  express  the  meaning  intended,  but  it 
is  quite  clear  what  was  meant  and  intended  by  the  parties.  It 
does  not  say  that  payment  is  contingent  upon  the  express  con- 
dition, but  such  was  clearly  the  intent.  Appellant  claims  that 
the  condition  is  for  the  insurance  merely,  but  the  conditions  are 
in  their  nature  matters  to  occur  in  the  future.  'That  said  Daniel 
Hogins  shall  in  every  particular,  while  a  member  of  our  said 
order,  comply  with  all  the  laws,  rules  atid  requirements  .thereof,' 
shows  beyond  controversy  that  his  conduct  after  the  issuance  of 
the  certificate  was  to  be  the  condition  of  payment.  His  applica- 
tion shows  clearly  that  such  was  his  intention  and  contract,  and 
we  think  that  the  application  Bnd  the  certificate  may  be  read 
together  for  the  purpose  of  showing  that  the  clause  in  the  cer- 
tificate is  an  express  condition  precedent  to  the  payment  of  the 
insurance^  .  .  .  We  do  not  think  that  suspension  or  expul- 
sion was  necessary  by  the  order  to  forfeit  the  policy."  In  an- 
other case"  the  Court  said:  "It  seems  clear  that  effect  must  be 
given  to  the  plain  terms  of  the  insurance  contract,  that  proof  of 
a  violation  of  its  provisions  is  a  defense  to  any  action  to  recover

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thereon.  Such  provision  is  as  clearly  self-executing  as  are  those 
frequently  met  with  which  provide  that  if  a  member  fails  to  pay 
any  assessment  upon  his  membership,  made  in  accordance  with 
the  insurance  contract,  he  shall  from  the  time  of  such  failure 
stand  suspended  and  no  longer  a  member  of  the  order.  The  one 
says  compliance  with  all  the  laws,  rules  and  regulations  of  the 
order  is  a  condition  precedent  to  any  liability  thereon ;  the  -other 
that  payment  of  dues  according  to  the  contract  is  a  precedent  to 
the  continuance  of  the  membership.  No  suggestion  has  been  made 
which  from  any  standpoint  reasonably  supports  a  contrary  view 
to  that  above  expressed,  except  that  the  law  adopted  by  appel- 
lant merely  required  the  expulsion  of  members  as  a  penalty  for 
entering  into  the  business  of  selling  intoxicating  liquor  as  a  bev- 
erage, and  need  not  necessarily  be  construed  as  prohibiting  mem- 
bers from  entering  into  such  business,  and  that  therefore  the 
promise  of  Bichter,  that  he  would  obey  all  the  laws,  rules  and 
requirements  of  the  order  as  a  condition  precedent  to  liability  to 
his  beneficiary,  does  not  necessarily  include  a  promise  not  to 
enter  into  the  business  mentioned  in  the  law.  We  are  not  in- 
clined to  treat  that  suggestion  as  unworthy  of  consideration. 
The  by-law  did  not  expressly  prohibit  members  from  entering 
into  the  business  of  vending  intoxicating  liquors.  However,  it 
seems  that  no  more  strict  rules  of  construction  should  be  applied 
to  it  than  ordinarily  applied  to  penal  statutes,  and  we  may  ven- 
ture safely  to  say  that  such  statutes  are  generally  held  by  neces- 
sary implication  to  prohibit  those  things  that  are  made  punish- 
able by  them;  that  such  implied  prohibition  exists  in  all  cases 
where  the  purpose  of  the  law  is  to  make  the  act  punishable 
against  which  it  is  directed." 

A  benefit  certificate  conditioned  to  be  void  if  the  insured  has 
delirium  tremens  is  void  if  the  member  has  delirium  tremens, 
though  he  was  not  suffering  from  it  at  the  time  of  his  death  and 
though  death  did  not  result  from  the  use  of  liquor.^^ 

§  420.  Bestrictionfl  on  Travel  or  Residence.— It  is  usual  in  life 
insurance  policies  ]for  restrictions  to  be  imposed  upon  the  insured 
in  regard  to  travel  or  residence  beyond  certain  limits.  Such  pro- 
visions are  to  have  a  reasonable  construction.    Where  residence

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in  a  certain  district  was  forbidden^  a  temporary  sojourn  in  such 
territory  does  not  forfeit  the  policy."  In  a  case  involving  a 
clause  of  this  kind,^"  the  court  said:  ''The  meaning,  therefore, 
is  that  if  the  assured  shall  pass  beyond  or  be  without  the  regions 
in  which  residence  is  permittedi  except  to  go,  as  a  passenger,  by 
the  usual  lines  of  conveyance  between  ports  or  places  within 
those  regions,  the  policy  shall  be  void;  and  perhaps  it  is  to  be 
inferred,  though  it  is  not  explicitly  stated,  that  if  he  shall  be  in 
a  specified  portion  of  residence,  but  at  a  time  when  residence 
there  is  not  permitted,  except  it  be  to  'pass,  as  a  passenger,' 
upon  a  usual  route  of  travel,  the  policy  shBll  become  void.  If 
any  such  inference  against  the  assured  is  allowable,  that  would 
seem  to  be  the  utmost  scope  of  it.  It  was,  therefore,  a  violation 
of  no  condition  of  the  policy  that  the  assured  went  from  Long 
Beach  to  New  Orleans,  and  back  to  Long  Beach  again,  on  the 
31st  day  of  July,  1894,  nor  that,  on  arrival  at  New  Orleans  on 
August  6th,  he  was  compelled  to  interrupt  his  journey  homeward, 
and  go  to  the  house  of  a  friend  to  die,  unless,  according  to  the 
fair  meaning  of  the  policy,  construed  liberally  in  favor  of  the 
assured,  he  by  so  stopping  ceased  to  be  a  passenger  and  became 
a  resident.  As  already  indicated,  our  opinion  is  that,  to  be  a 
passenger  or  traveler  on  a  journey,  by  a  route  of  public  convey- 
ance, one  need  not  be  on  the  constant  go.  He  may  not  stay  on 
his  way  so  long,  and  under  such  circumstances,  as  to  become  a 
sojourner ;  but  he  has  the  right  to  stop,  as  ia  passenger  or  traveler 
is  to  be  expected  to  do,  for  any  purpose  of  business,  health,  or 
pleasure,  and  especially  when  sickness  makes  it  necessary. 
Whether,  in  this  instance,  the  interruption  of  the  journey  was, 
in  the  view  most  favorable  to  the  defendant  in  error,  a  question 
of  fact,  or  of  mixed  law  and  fact,  to  be  submitted  to  the  jury 
upon  proper  instructions."  In  these  cases,  while  the  condition 
must  be  kept,  it  is  competent  for  the  insurer  expressly,  as  by  a 
permit,  or  impliedly,  as  by  receiving  a  premium  with  knowledge 
of  the  violation  "  to  waive  the  forfeiture.    In  the  case  of  implied

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waiver  it  is  immaterial  whether  the  knowledge  be  aetnal  or  con- 
structive,^^ but,  if  the  knowledge  be  received  through  an  agent 
who,  under  the  contract,  has  no  right  to  waive  forfeitures,  there 
will  be  no  constructive  knowledge  of  the  insurer'^  unless  the 
insured  be  misled  to  his  prejudice.  If  a  permit  be  granted  it  will 
be  construed  most  strongly  against  the  company.^'  If  the  lan- 
guage used  is  clear  and  unambiguous  it  must  be  strictly  followed, 
although  the  deviation  be  to  the  advantage  of  the  insurer,^'  and 
the  waiver  is  only  for  the  time  named  and  after  its  expiration 
the  conditions  of  the  policy  remain  in  force.*^  The  indorsement 
of  a  permit  to  6njoy  privileges  which  the  insurer  had  under  the 
original  contract  will  not  affect  or  restrict  such  rights  ;*'  but  if 
such  indorsement  be  made  at  the  time  the  policy  is  issued  it  is 
to  be  deemed  part  of  the  contract.'^  A  permit,  however,  is  a 
separate  and  independent  agreement.'^  In  construing  policies 
the  term,  '^settled  limits"  of  the  United  States,  means  the  estab- 
lished boundaries  of  the  Union.^  Under  a  policy  covering  inju- 
ries received  within  the  United  States,  but  not  ''beyond  the  seas," 
the  Canal  Zone  is  beyond  the  seas.^  Whether  when,  under  a 
permit,  the  assured  has  gone  into  a  region  forbidden  by  the  pol- 
icy and  is  there  taken  sick  so  that  he  cannot  return  within  the 
specified  time,  the  policy  is  forfeited  under  the  condition,  is

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doubtful.  In  one  case'®  the  insured  was  restricted  from  being 
in  certain  territory  after  a  specified  date.  About  a  month  before 
the  latter  date  he,  being  in  such  territory,  was  taken  sick  and, 
being  too  ill  to  travel,  remained  where  he  was  until  after  the 
limit  of  time  expired,  when  he  died.  The  Court  held  that  the 
sickness  was  an  act  of  God  which  saved  the  condition.  In  a  later 
case,  in  the  same  State,'^  it  was  held  that,  if  a  person,  already 
in  feeble  health,  goes  beyond  the  restricted  limits  and  remains 
there  until  he  is  too  feeble  to  return,  the  impossibility  of  return 
cannot  be  alleged  Bs  an  excuse  for  violating  the  condition,  for 
the  insured  took  the  chances.*^  The  Court  says:"  "The  policy 
contained  a  provision  that  it  should  be  void,  null,  and  of  no 
effect,  in  case  Starr,  whose  life  was  insured,  should,  between  the 
first  day  of  July  and  the  first  day  of  November  in  any  year,  visit 
any  part  of  the  United  States  lying  south  of  the  southern  bound- 
aries of  Virginia  and  Kentucky,  without  the  written  consent  of 
the  company.  In  November,  1869,  he  went  to  Louisiana  and 
remained  there  until  he  died,  on  the  18th  day  of  March,  1872. 
The  defendant  alleged  this  as  a  breach  of  the  policy  and  refused 
payment  upon  this  ground.  He  had  the  written  permit  of  the 
defendant  to  go  to  New  Orleans  and  remain  there  until  the  first 
day  of  July,  1870.  The  claim  on  behalf  of  the  plaintiff  is  that 
he  (insured)  became  so  sick  and  feeble  that  he  could  not  return, 
and  hence  that  his  return  was  rendered  impossible  by  the  act  of 
God,  and  that  therefore  his  absence  was  excused  and  there  was 
no  breach  of  the  policy.  Even  if  this  claim  were  otherwise  valid, 
the  facts  do  not  sustain  it.  The  only  proof  upon  the  subject  is 
that  he  met  with  an  accident  before  going  south ;  that  his  health 
was  very  poor  in  the  summer  of  1870,  and  *he  could  only  ride 
out  to  the  plantation  in  which  he  was  interested,  in  a  buggy,  and 
ride  back,  not  getting  out  of  it,  and  was  never  any  better.  *  No 
witness  testified  that  he  was  too  unwell  to  return  north,  or  that 
he  made  any  effort  to  return,  and  his  condition  before  July  1st 
was  not  described.    To  bring  the  case  within  the  supposed  rule

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there  should  have  been  proof  that  for  some  time  before  July 
Ist  he  was  unable  to  travel  by  any  of  the  usual  modes ;  not  that 
it  was  merely  inconvenient  for  him  to  travel,  but  impossible. 
He  was  bound  to  return  if  he  could  travel  by  short  stages,  or  by 
incurring  unusual  expense  to  secure  comfort,  safety  and  conven- 
ience. But  another  answer  to  this  claim  is  that  he  took  the 
chances  of  being  unable  to  return.  He  went  south  for  business 
purposes,  knowing  that  tho  policy  would  be  avoided  if  he  did 
not  return  by  the  first  day  of  July.  He  had  the  right  to  go  and 
remain  there  until  July  1st  without  the  permit  of  the  company. 
He  obtained  that,  that  he  might,  without  violating  another  con- 
dition in  the  policy,  go  and  return  upon  the  ocean  if  he  desired 
to.  He  was  feeble  when  he  went  and  he  could  not  go  so  far 
south  that  he  could  not  return,  and  after  remaining  there  until 
he  was  too  feeble  to  return,  enable  the  holder  of  the  policy  to 
claim  that  his  return  was  rendered  impossible  by  the  act  of  God, 
and  that  thus  the' breach  of  the  condition  was  excused.'* 

§  421.  Change  of  Occupation  to  One  More  Hazardous  or  One 
Prohibited.^ — ^A  condition  of  forfeiture  if  the  assured  engage  in 
another  or  forbidden  business  will  be  enforced;  and  if  the  con- 
dition is  that  if  the  member  of  a  benefit  society  shall  engage  in 
a  prohibition  occupation  his  membership  shall  be  ipso  facto  for- 
feited, such  a  condition  is  self-executing.*'  A  condition  that  the 
insured  shall  not  change  his  occupation  to  one  more  hazardous 
is  not  violated  if  the  insured  casually  engage  in  a  different  busi- 
ness. As,  for  example,  if  a  teacher  temporarily  work  upon  a 
building  he  is  erecting  for  himself  and  is  killed  while  so  doing,'* 
or  a  foreman  occasionally  does  diving.'^  Or,  if  a  slave  who,  was 
a  laborer  in  a  tobacco  warehouse,  be  killed  while  being  removed 
to  a  plantation  north  of  New  Orleans,  the  policy  forbidding  a 
removal  to  more  southern  localities.*®  If  the  insured  engage  in 
any  occupation  prohibited  by  the  terms  of  the  policy  it  will  be

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void,  if  SO  provided  in  the  contract.**  The  construction  of  these 
conditions  will  be  strict ;  for  example,  merely  owning  a  half  inter- 
est in  a  saloon  is  not  ''keeping"  a  saloon.^^  A  prohibition  against 
entering  the  military  service  is  not  unusuiaL  It  has  been  held 
that  this  does  not  apply  where  a  person  occupied  a  mere  clerical 
position  in  the  office  of  the  adjutant-general,**  but  does  if  the 
insured  connects  himself  in  any  way  with  the  belligerent  force/* 
and  it  is  immaterial  whether  the  service  was  voluntary  or  invol- 
untary.*' It  has  been  held  that  whether  being  B  chaplain  in  the 
army  is  being  in  the  "military  service"  within  the  meaning  of 
these  words  in  a  policy  of  life  insurance  is  a  question  for  the 
jury.**  In  one  reported  case*'  the  contract  provided  that  the 
insurance  should  be  avoided  if  death  resulted  from  any  of  the 
casualties  of  war  or  rebellion,  or  from  belligerent  forces  in  any 
place  where  the  insured  might  be.  The  insured  was  killed  just 
after  the  Civil  War  by  a  roving  guerrilla  band.  The  court  held 
that  the  proviso  did  not  attach,  for  it  was  the  same  as  if  the 
insured  had  been  murdered  by  a  robber,  the  band  in  question 
being  mere  robbers.  Where  the  by-laws  provide  that  the  cer- 
tificate shall  become  void  Bs  to  any  claim,  on  account  of  the 
death  of  the  member  traceable  to  a  forbidden  occupation,  the 
certificate  remains  in  force  except  as  to  the  hazard  of  such  occu- 
pation.** 

§  422.  Intemperance. — ^There  may  be  in  the  policy  an  agree- 
ment as  to  the  habits  of  the  insured.  The  usual  conditions  are 
thBt  the  policy  shall  be  void  if  the  insured  becomes  '*so  far  in- 
temperate as  to  impair  his  health  or  induce  deliriun/i  tremens.** 
The  fact  that  drunkenness  is  a  disease  does  not  lessen  the  force

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of  a  promissory  warranty.  In  a  case  in  Indiana  the  comrt  said :  ^^ 
"Appellees'  counsel  quote  from  eminent  writers  on  medical  juris- 
prudence, showing  that  drunkenness  is  a  disease,  and  that  it  is 
liable  to  occur  periodically,  and  argue  from  these  facts  that  the 
company,  knowing  that  Bodurtha  was  diseased,  and  the  cause 
of  it,  having  issued  the  policy,  cannot  now  honestly  refuse  pay- 
ment. We  think  it  would  be  a  dangerous  precedent  to  hold  that 
the  deplorable  conditions,  physical  and  mental,  which  are  likely 
to  follow  the  immoderate  use  of  intoxicantis,  should  preclude 
business  transactions  with  one  who  in  the  past  may  have  been 
the  victim  of  the  habit,  but  who  promises  to  be  temperate  in  the 
future,  and  to  release  such  party  from  the  obligations  of  B  valid 
contract  because  of  his  failure  to  keep  this  promise. "  In  a  case 
in  Illinois  ^'  the  beneficiary  certificate  given  to  a  member  of  an 
order  witnessed  that  he  was  entitled  to  certain  rights  and  privi- 
leges of  the  order,  and  the  same  was  issued  upon  the  express 
condition  that  he  should,  while  B  member  of  the  order,  faithfully 
maintain  his  pledge  of  total  abstinence,  and  comply  with  all  the 
laws,  rules,  regulations  and  requirements  of  the  order,  otherwise 
it  to  be  of  no  effect,  and  if  the  member  should  die  in  good  stand- 
ing the  beneficiary  should  be  entitled  to  certain  benefits.  The 
Supreme  Court  held  that  as  the  requirements  in  the  condition 
were  used  conjunctively,  a  compliance  with  all  of  them  was  neces- 
sary to  B  recovery,  and  that  a  violation  of  the  pledge  of  total 
abstinence,  alone,  would  bar  a  recovery  by  the  beneficiary.** 
Where  the  application  contained  a  recital  that  if  the  applicant, 
at  that  time  represented  to  be  temperate,  ''become  as  to  habits 
far  different  from  the  condition  in  which  he  is  represented  to  be, 
80  as  to  increase  the  risk  on  the  life  insured,  the  policy  shall 
become  null  and  void,'*  and  the  policy  expressed  ''that  if  any 
of  the  declarations  and  statements  made  in  the  application  shall 
be  found  in  any  respect  untrue,'*  that  it  shall  be  void;  it  was 
held  ^^  that  this  was  an  express  warranty  that  the  insured  would

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not  alter  his  habits,  and  it  having  been  proved  that  he  had  be- 
come so  far  intemperate  as  to  increase  the  risk,  the  policy  was 
avoided.**^  But  if  the  right  is  reserved  to  cancel  the  policy,  be- 
cause of  intemperance  sufficient  to  impair  health,  there  must  be 
actual  existence  of  the  fact,  not  conjecture.^*  In  a  case  in  the 
United  States  Circuit  "Court  ^*  the  court  instructed  the  jury  to 
the  effect  that  the  impairment  of  health,  contemplated  by  tht 
condition  that  the  policy  shall  be  void  if  the  insured  becomes 
'*so  far  intemperate  as  to  impair  his  health  or  induce  delirium 
tremens/'  is  not  necessarily  permanent  or  irremediable,  nor  is  it 
the  temporary  indisposition  or  disturbance  usually  resulting  from 
a  drunken  debauch,  but  it  is  the  development  of  disease,  or  the 
impairment  of  constitutional  vigor,  by  the  use  of  intoxicating 
beverages  in  such  a  degree  and  for  such  a  time  as  is  ordinarily 
understood  to  constitute  intemperance.  ''A  single  excessive  in- 
dulgence in  alcoholic  liquors  is  not  intemperate,  but  there  must 
be  such  frequency  in  their  use,  continued  for  a  longer  or  a  shortft* 
period,  as  indicates  an  injurious  addiction  to  such  indulgence.'* 
But,  upon  appeal  to  the  Supreme  Court  of  the  United  States,"* 
the  case  was  reversed,  the  court  saying:  **The  effect  of  these 
and  other  instructions  was  that  the  policy  should  be  void  if  the 
insured  became  so  far  intemperate  as  to  impair  his  health,  was 
not  broken  unless  intemperance  became  the  habit  or  rule  of  his 
life  after  the  policy  was  issued.  The  jury  may  have  believed — 
and  there  was  some,  we  do  not  say  conclusive,  evidence  to  justify 
them  in  so  believing — ^that  the  efficiently  controlling  cause  of  the 
death  of  the  insured  was  an  excessive  and  continuous  use  of 
strong  drinks  for  several  days  and  nights  immediately  preceding 
his  death;  yet  they  were  not  at  liberty,  under  the  instructions, 
to  find  that  he  became  so  far  intemperate  as  to  impair  his  health, 
unless  it  further  ^appeared  that  his  intemperance  in  the  use  of 
alcoholic  stimulants  covered  such  a  period  of  time  as  to  consti- 
tute the  habit  of  his  life.    This  construction  of  the  contract  is,

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in  onr  judgment,  erroneous.  If  the  substantial  cause  of  the 
death  of  the  insured  was  an  excessive  use  of  alcoholic  stimulants, 
not  taken  in  good  faith  fdr  medical  purposes  or  under  medical 
advice,  his  health  wias  impaired  by  intemperance,  within  the 
meaning  of  the  words,  'so  far  intemperate  as  to  impair  his  health,' 
although  he  may  not  have  had  delirium  tremens,  and  although, 
previously  to  his  last  illness,  he  had  not  indulged  in  strong  drink 
for  such  a  long  period  of  time  or  so  frequently  as  to  become 
habitually  intemperate.  Whether  the  death  was  so  caused  is  a 
matter  to  be  determined  by  the  jury  tmder  all  the  evidence. ' '  '• 
On  a  retrial  of  the  case,^  the  court  charged  the  jury  that  if  the 
assured  died  from  a  simple  debauch,  although  he  had  previously 
been  temperate,  it  was  a  violation  of  the  condition.  The  jury 
again  found  for  the  plaintiff  and  on  appeal  the  judgment  was 
affirmed-'^  The  word  intemperate  means  habitually  excessive 
use,  not  the  excessive  or  habitual  use.'^  Intemperance  is  a  ques- 
tion of  fact,  and  once  being  drunk  cannot  be  said  to  make  a  man 
intemperate."*  The  words  temperate  or  sober  refer  to  general 
habits  or  usual  practice  or  conduct  of  lif e.*®  Under  a  somewhat 
similar  clause  the  Supreme  Court  of  Pennsylvania  held  •*  as  fol- 
lows: "The  whole  defense  arises  under  this  clause  in  the  policy: 
'It  is  further  agreed  and  understood,  that  if  he  shall  become  so 
far  intemperate  tis  to  seriously  or  permanently  impair  his  health 
or  induce  delirium  tremens,  then  this  company  shall  not  be  lia- 
ble.* Thus,  no  degree  of  intemperance  was  sufficient  to  defeat 
a  recovery  unless  it  had  the  effect  Ho  seriously  or  permanently 
impair  his  health  or  induce  delirium  tremens/    Any  less  effect

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was  insufficient.  No  offer  to  prove  that  Bohkopp's  intemperanfte 
produced  any  such  effect  was  rejected.  The  rejected  offer  cov- 
ered by  the  first  assignment  [of  errors]  clearly  shows  that  the 
company  did  not  consider  habitual  intemperance  any  ground  for 
refusing  a  risk.  It  was  to  prove  that  Bohkopp  was  an  habitual 
drunkard  for  many  years  prior  to  and  at  the  time  the  insurance 
was  taken;  that  he  had  created  an  appetite  which  had  become 
fixed  upon  him ;  but  that  it  had  not  seriously  impaired  his  health 
at  that  time.  The  offer  did  not  propose  to  show  that  he  there- 
after became  so  intemperate  as  to  either  'seriously  or  perma- 
nently impair  his  health.*  It  was  to  show  *by  experts  that  the 
amount  he  had  drank  before  and  the  amount  he  had  drank  after- 
wards  was  sufficient  to  seriously  impair  a  man's  health.'  The 
capacity  of  persons  to  drink  liquor  is  so  unequal,  and  the  effect 
is  so  different  on  different  individuals,  it  by  no  means  follows 
that  a  quantity  sufficient  to  affect  some  other  man's  health  had 
the  same  effect  on  the  health  of  Bohkopp.  The  question  m  issue 
was,  Did  his  intemperance  so  affect  him  T  The  court  opened  the 
door  wide  and  permitted  the  plaintiff  in  error  to  give  all  the 
evidence  offered  of  Bohkopp's  intemperate  habits  and  of  the 
effect  on  him.  That  he  was  habitually  intemperate  was  not 
denied  or  controverted.  It  was  clearly  proved.  The  contention 
was  whether  its  effect  was  such  as  to  bring  him  within  the  clause 
of  the  policy  which  would  prevent  a  recovery.  Possessing  a  con- 
stitution and  health,  which  habitual  intemperance  for  so  many 
years  had  been  unable  to  seriously  injure,  showed  a  capacity  to 
withstand  its  action  that  justly  confined  the  evidence  to  the 
effect  the  liquor  had  on  him,  and  not  what  effect  it  might  have 
on  some  other  person. ' '  A  specific  stipulation  in  a  separate  clause 
of  a  policy  of  life  insurance,  that  if  the  assured  shall  become 
intemperate  to  a  certain  degree  the  comiMiny  may  cancel  the  pol- 
icy, and  thus  absolve  itself  from  liability,  will  control  a  general 
stipulation  that  such  a  degree  of  intemperance  shall  work  an 
absolute  forfeiture.**  The  phrase,  delirium  tremens,  has  an  ordi- 
nary and  accepted  meaning,  as  recognized  by  all  lexicons  of  the 
English  language  and  is  in  common  use  by  English-speaking  peo^ 
pie,  and  thie  words  when  used  in  life  insurance  policies  are  to  be

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taken  in  their  usual  sense  and  the  standard  dictionaries  are  to 
be  looked  to  for  a  definition.*^  Where  the  assured  covenanted 
not  to  ''practice  any  pernicious  habit  that  obviously  tends  to 
shorten  life/'  it  was  held  that  an  excessive  use  of  alcoholic 
liquors  was  such  a  pernicious  habit  as  avoided  the  policy.*^  Evi- 
dence of  the  reputation  of  the  insured  as  to  drinking  is  admissible/^ 
The  St.  Louis  Court  of  Appeals  has  defined  the  term  ''habitual 
drunkard""  as  follows:  "Appellant  further  complains  of  the  re- 
fusal of  certain  instructions  proffered  by  it  as  a  definition  of  an  ha- 
bitual drunkard  and  the  giving  on  that  subject  of  the  following 
instruction  of  the  Court's  motion,  to- wit:  'The  Court  instructs 
the  jury  that  an  habitual  drunkard  is  a  person  given  to  inebriety 
cr  the  excessive  use  of  intoxicating  drinks  who  has  lost  the 
power,  OP  will,  by  frequent  indulgence,  to  control  his  appetite 
for  it.'  This  instruction  is  a  verhatim  copy  of  the  definition  of 
an  habitual  drunkard  given  in  Bouvier's  Law  Dictionary.  The 
state  of  drunkenness  is  one  where  the  passions  are  visibly  ex- 
cited  or  the  judgment  impaired  by  the  stimulant  of  drink  or 
drug.  It  necessarily  involves  a  temporary  loss  of  full  self-control 
on  the  part  of  the  person  affected.  By  constant  indulgence  it 
becomes  habitual  In  other  words,  as  has  been  well  said,  'the 
only  rule  is,  has  he  a  fixed  habit  of  drunkenness?'  '^  The  fore- 
going instructfon  did  not  require  proof  of  greater  addiction  to 
drink  than  is  necessary  to  constitute  an  habitual  drunkard  under 
the  doctrine  of  the  cases  cited.  A  dissection  and  analysis  of  the 
instruction  as  a  whole  will  also  demonstrate  that  it  only  contains 
an  equivalent  statement  of  the  rule  that  an  habitual  drunkard  19 
one  who  has  acquired  a  fixed  habit  of  drunkenness.  For  it  may 
be  justly  said,  a  person  who  has  lost  the  power  or  will  (inclina- 
tion) not  to  do  a  certain  act  has  acquired  a  fixed  habit  of  doing  it. 
Now  the  particular  act  supposed  in  the  instruction  is  'inebriety,'

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which  term  is  a  mere  Latin  derivative  having  the  same  meaning 
as  drunkenness.    It  follows,  therefore,  that  the  effect  of  the  in- 
structions was  to  tell  the  jury  that  they  must  find  that  the 
assured  had  acquired  a  fixed  habit  of  inebriety  or  drunkenness 
before  they  could  find  that  he  was  an  habitual  drunkard,  which 
is  a  strictly  accurate  statement  of  the  rule  deduced  from  reason 
and  precedent.    The  instruction  under  review  predicates  its  con- 
clusion upon  either  of  two  propositions:    First,  loss  of  power, 
caused  by  indulgence  in  drink,  to  avoid  drunkenness;  second, 
loss  of  will  or  inclination,  caused  in  the  same  manner,  to  abstain 
from  drunkenness.     Both  of  these  propositions  express  simple 
truths,  verified  by  every-day  observation  and  plain  principles  of 
science,  in  the  light  of  which  it  is  undeniable  that  men  from  fre- 
quent overindulgence  in  drink  either  lose  the  power  or  inclina- 
tion to  refrain  from  gratifying  the  appetite  thus  created.    It  is 
not  true  that  men  only  become  habitual  drunkards  from  lack  of 
power  to  live  otherwise.    Many  of  them  reach  that  state  from 
simple  choice,  impelled  by  the  gratification  which  they  experience 
in  the  mere  sensuous  effects  of  stimulants.    This  latter  view  was 
one  of  the  alternatives  clearly  expressed  in  the  instruction  under 
review,  and  which  the  learned  counsel  for  appellant  appears  to 
have  overlooked  in  his  criticism  of  the  instruction.    It  is  true 
that  the  declaration  of  law  contained  in  the  instruction  is  ex- 
pressed in  abstract  and  general  terms.    It  did  not,  however,  in- 
correctly define  an  habitual  drunkard  in  the  light  of  the  deci- 
sions on  that  subject,  and  the  record  wholly  fails  to  show  that 
defendant  was  prejudiced  on  account  of  the  want  of  more  par- 
ticularity and  greater  fullness  in  the  instruction  of  the  court." 

§  423.  Oonsequences  of  Violation  of  Promissory  Representa- 
tions.— ^If  the  contract  provides  that  the  violation  of  any  prom- 
issory representation,  such  as  the  drinking  of  liquor,  or  engaging 
in  a  more  hazardous  occupation,  or  becoming  intemperate  to  a 
specified  degree,  shall  have  the  effect  of  making  void  the  cer- 
tificate or  policy,  such  a  stipulation  will  be  upheld,  and  the  con- 
tract becomes    void  ipso  facto,^^     But  if  the  contract    provides

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merely  that  a  member  of  a  society  shall  not  engage  in  a  certain 
occupation  or  do  certain  things,  the  member  is  in  good  standing 
and  the  contract  in  force  until  a  trial  and  conviction  is  had  for 
such  offense.^*  In  a  case  in  Iowa/®  the  laws  of  the  society  pro- 
vided, as  a  prerequisite  to  eligibility,  that  the  applicant  should 
not  be  engaged  in  any  extra-hazardous  business.  A  by-law  was 
afterwards  adopted  declaring  that  members  might  engage  in  any 
lawful  occupation,  not  extra-hazardous,  and  specifying  certain 
employments  as  extra-hazardous,  among  them  that  of  car-coupler. 
The  member  became  such  while  a  car-sealer,  but  afterwards  be- 
came a  car-coupler  and  while  engaged  in  that  occupation  received 
an  injury  resulting  in  death ;  the  court  held  that,  as  he  was  eligi- 
ble Bnd  became  a  full  member  by  the  issuance  of  the  certificate, 
the  change  of  occupation  did  not  work  a  forfeiture,  although 
after  the  issue  of  the  certificate  a  by-law  was  adopted  forbidding 
members  to  engage  in  extra-hazardous  occupations,  among  them 
that  of  car-coupler.  The  court  said:  "The  question  is,  did  he 
(Hobbs)  cease  to  be  such  member  by  reason  of  his  change  of 
employment?  By-law  No.  12  defines  the  occupation  of  car-coupler 
as  extra-hazardous.  If  it  be  conceded  that  the  by-law  named 
became  a  part  of  the  contract  of  insurance,  we  have  the  case  of 
one  who,  being  a  member  of  the  association,  adopted  an  occupa- 
tion which  would  have  disqualified  him  as  an  original  applicant 
for  membership.  The  contract  of  insurance  contains  nothing  in 
regard  to  change  of  occupation  by  a  member.  By-law  No.  12 
aUows  members  to  engage  in  any  lawful  occupation  which  is  not 
hazardous,  but  does  not  state  the  effect  which  shall  follow  their 
engaging  in  one  which  is  hazardous.  It  will  not  do  to  say  that 
hazardous  occupations  are  forbidden  by  necessary  implication 
and  therefore  that  the  forfeiture  of  the  certificate  must  follow

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the  adoption  of  such  an  occupation  for  the  reason  that  the  cer- 
tificate and  application  specify  the  conditions  on  which  the  con- 
tract shall  become  void,  and  the  adopting  of  a  hazardous  occu- 
pation is  not  one  of  them.''  Although  the  violation  of  a  prom- 
issory representation  as  to  occupation,  or  habits,  may  render 
void  the  contract,  such  a  consequence  may  be  avoided  by  the  com- 
pany becoming  estopped  by  receipt  of  premium,  or  knowledge 
without  action,  from  insisting  upon  it.^*  Where  conviction  of 
felony  forfeits  all  rights,  and  the  member  is  convicted,  but  takes 
an  appeal,  but  dies  before  the  appeal  is  determined,  his  rights 
are  not  affected.^^ 

§  424.  The  Same  Subject  Continued. — ^The  later  authorities 
support  the  general  proposition  that,  where  so  provided  in  the 
by-laws,  engaging  in  a  prohibited  occupation  forfeits  the.  rights 
of  the  members  without  action  on  the  part  of  the  association.^' 
But  a  temporary  change,  or  occasional  acts  in  the  forbidden  occu- 
pation, do  not  amount  to  a  change  of  occupation,^*  and  where  the 
by-laws  provide  that  the  certificate  shall  be  void  unless  a  mem- 
ber engaging  in  a  forbidden  occupation  gives  notice  and  pays  an 
additional  premium,  the  member  must  comply  with  these  require- 
ments or  the  certificate  will  be  void.'''  If  insured  enters  a  pro- 
hibited occupation  and  death  results  directly  therefrom,  the  in- 
surer is  not  estopped  from  denying  liability  because  it  accepted 
dues,  the  member  being  engaged  in  a  permissible  occupation.^®

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Where  the  member  engaged  in  the  saloon  business,  thereby  for- 
feiting his  benefit  certificate,  and  then  retired  from  the  business 
and  obtained  a  new  certificate  solely  to  designate  a  new  bene- 
ficiary, the  rights  acquired  under  the  new  certificate  were  not 
greater  than  those  existing  under  the  original  certificate,  there 
being  nothing  to  show  that  the  new  certificate  operated  as  a 
waiverJ'  Where  the  application  for  a  life  policy  providing  that, 
during  the  period  of  one  year  following  the  date  of  issue  of  the 
policy,  the  insured  should  not  engage  in  certain  extra-hazardous 
occupations,  but  the  policy  provided  that  it  was  free  from  any 
restriction  after  one  year  from  the  fixed  date  of  issue,  the  fact 
insured  before  the  expiration  of  a  year  engaged  in  a  prohibited 
occupation  does  not  wholly  avoid  the  policy,  but  merely  suspends 
imtil  the  expiration  of  the  stipulated  time,  and  upon  death  after 
the  expiration  of  that  time,  recovery  may  be  had  where  the 
breach  of  the  condition  did  not  appear  to  have  caused  death,^* 
and  the  principle  has  been  applied  to  the  contracts  of  benefit 
societies/*  In  accordance  with  the  principle  that  forfeitures  are 
not  favored  by  the  law,  and  that  restricted  terms  of  an  insurance 
contract  must  be  taken  most  strongly  against  the  insurer,  it  was 
held,®*  that  construing  the  terms  of  the  application,  together  with 
those  of  the  certificate  and  laws,  death  must  be  the  result  of  the 
engaging  in  a  forbidden  occupation.  A  provision  prohibiting 
engagement  in  mining  does  not  refer  to  mining  engineers.®^  An 
administrator  of  a  saloonkeeper  procuring  a  renewal  of  a  saloon 
license  for  the  benefit  of  the  estate  is  within  the  by-law  forfeiting 
the  insurance  on  engaging  in  the  sale  of  liquor.®^  Assisting,  how- 
ever, in  bottling  aged  whiskey  in  a  Government  warehouse  will 
not  avoid  a  certificate  issued  by  an  -association  whose  by-laws 
provide  for  forfeiture  in  case  of  the  member  engaging  in  the

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manufacture  or  sole  of  intoxicating  liquors,®*  but  becoming  a 
saloonkeeper  in  violation  of  the  certificate  renders  it  void,  al- 
though the  member  did  not  personally  dispense  liquors.®* 

§  42$.    Death  From  Specified  Causes  May  Avoid  the  Policy. — 

It  is  usual  in  this  country  for  a  condition  to  be  inserted  in  life 
insurance  policies  that  the  insurer  shall  not  be  liable  if  the  death 
of  the  assured  be  caused  by  intemperance,  suicidci  or  violation 
of  law,  or  if  he  die  at  the  hands  of  justice.  The  waiver  by  insured 
of  all  rights  if  death  results  from  smallpox  is  binding.®'  If  so 
stipulated,  the  company  is  only  liable  for  the  reserve  on  the  pol- 
icy if  death  of  thie  insured  occurs  while  a  soldier.®®  So,  also,  if 
death  results  from  a  certain  disease,®^  or  delirium  tremens,^^  It 
was  formerly  a  common' provision  that  the  policy  should  be  void 
if  the  insured  died  "on  the  high  seas."  Interesting  questions 
have  arisen  upon  the  construction  to  be  given  these  conditions, 
and  what  facts  are  necessary  to  bring  the  case  within  the  proviso 
so  as  to  relieve  the  insurer.  These  questions  will  now  be  exam- 
ined, for  they  have  been  discussed  by  the  courts,  with  consider- 
able logic  and  research. 

§  425a.  Intoxicants.®® — ^A  provision  that  the  policy  shall  be 
void  if  death  results  from  the  excessive  use  of  intoxicating  liquor, 
or  if  the  assured  shall  become  a  drunkard,  is  valid  and  will  be 
enforced.  Insanity  will  not  excuse  a  breach.®®  The  condition 
does  not  apply  when  the  drug  is  taken  under  advice  of  B  phy- 
sician.®^ Where  the  policy  provided  that  it  should  be  void  if 
the  "death  be  caused  by  the  use  of  intoxicating  drink  or  opium,"

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it  was  said  by  the  Supreme  Court  of  Maryland®*  that  this  means 
''that  the  things  prohifoited  should  be  the  direct  cause  of  the 
death  in  order  to  avoid  the  policy."  The  fair  education  from 
a  decision  of  the  Supreme  Court  of  the  United  States®*  is  that, 
under  a  similar  condition,  the  use  of  intoxicating  drink  or  opium 
must  be  the  substantial  cause  of  death.  In  an  English  case 
the  policy  provided  that  the  assurance  should  not  extend  to 
any  death  or  injury  happening  while  the  assured  was  under 
the  influence  of  intoxicating  liquor,  or  exposing  himself  to  any 
unnecessary  danger  or  peril.  The  assured,  being  more  or  less 
under  the  influence  of  liquor,  accosted  a  woman  in  the  street, 
and,  persisting  in  so  doing  in  the  face  of  remonstrances,  was 
knocked  down  by  a  man  in  whose  company  she  was,  and  re- 
ceived injuries  from  which  he  died.  It  was  held®*  that  it  was 
not  necessary  that  the  assured  should  be  under  the  influence 
of  intoxicating  liquor  at  the  time  of  his  death,  as  well  as  at 
the  time  when  the  injury  was  sustained,  but  that  it  was  suf- 
ficient to  show  that  he  was  under  such  influence  when  he  met 
with  the  injury  from  which  death  resulted  afterwards.  It  was 
also  said  that  the  words,  under  the  influence  of  intoxicating  liquor, 
means  such  influence  as  to  disturb  the  quiet  equable  exercise  of 
a  man's  intellectual  faculties.  Also  that  the  latter  part  of  the 
proviso,  with  regar4  to  willful  exposure  to  peril,  should  be  limited 
to  dangers  ejtistiem  generis  with  those  recapitulated  in  the  earlier 
part  of  the  clause,  and  did  not  extend  to  the  exceptional  cir- 
cumstances under  which  the  insured  met  his  death.®'  In  a  case 
decided  by  the  Supreme  Court  of  Iowa,®*  the  policy  provided 
that  it  sfhould  be  void  if  the  insured  should  die  "by  reason 
of  intemi)erance  from  the  use  of  intoxicating  liquors."  The  de- 
ceased was  given  to  periodical  debauches.  During  one  of  these, 
while    suffering    from    detirium    tremens    the    insured    escaped

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from  those  who  had  him.  in  charge,  ran  into  the  open  Bir  and 
through  the  streets  in  inclement  weather,  without  clothing,  con- 
tracting cold  from  such  exposure.  This  cold  resulted  in  con- 
gestion of  the  lungs  and  brain,  from  which  he  died.  It  was  held 
that  these  facts  supported  the  conclusion  that  the  death  was 
caused  by  intemperance.  The  same  court  in  a  previous  considera- 
tion of  the  same  case,®^  approved  an  instruction  of  the  lower 
court  that  the  jury,  in  order  to  sustain  the  defense  that  the 
death  was  caused  by  liquor,  must  find  more  than  that  the  death 
was  only  contributed  to  by  the  intemperate  use  of  drink,  and 
that  the  sole  or  paramount  cause  of  the  death  was  the  intemper- 
ate use  of  intoxicating  liquors.  The  court  said:  **The  defendant 
claims  that  'if  intemperance. shortens  life,  it  is  a  cause  of  death 
within  the  meaning  of  the  policy,'  and  that  the  policy  is  thereby 
avoided.  It  rarely,  if  ever  happens,  that  the  intemperate  use 
of  intoxicating  drinks  'is  indulged  in  for  a  considerable  period 
without,  to  some  extent,  shortening  life.  The  consequences  of 
the  construction  contended  for  by  the  defendant  would  .there- 
fore be,  that  an  insurance  company  which  had  assured  the  life 
of  one  known  to  be  intemperate,  and  which  had  charged  a  higher  ^ 
rate  of  insurance  in  consequence  of  such  fact,  could  exonerate 
itself  from  liability  upon  the  policy  by  showing  that  the  life  of 
the  assured  had  been  shortened  by  intemperance.  A  sound  prin- 
ciple does  not  lead  to  consequences  so  unjust  and  unreasonable. 
A  proximate  cause  of  an  effect  is  that  which  immediately  pre- 
cedes and  produces  it,  as  distinguished  from  the  remote,  mediate 
or  predisposing  cause.  When  several  causes  contribute  to  death 
as  a  result,  it  may  be  extremely  difficult  to  determine  which 
was  the  remote  and  which  the  immediate  cause,  yet  this  difficulty 
does  not  change  the  fact  that  the  death  is  to  be  attributed  to 
the  proximate  and  not  the  mediate  cause.  Nor  is  the  difficulty 
in  questions  of  this  kind  any  greater  than  that  which  arises  in  ques- 
tions of  negligence,  contributory  negligence,  and  many  others 
which  are  constantly  the  subjects  of  judicial  investigations."®®

insurance  contracts,  to  insert  a  condition  against  the  use  of 
narcotics,  providing  for  forfeiture  in  event  of  the  violation  of 
such  condition,  or  a  provision  that  the  contract  shall  be  void 
if  the  death  be  caused  by  the  use  of  such  narcotic  drug.  Such 
conditions  are  to  be  strictly  construed.  A  representation  in  an 
application  for  life  insurance  that  the  applicant  had  never  been 
addicted  to  the  excessive  or  intemperate  use  of  alcoholic  stimu- 
lants or  opium,  and  that  he  did  not  use  alcoholic  stimulants  often 
or  daily,  refers  to  an  habitual  use,  and  is  not  a  representation 
that  he  did  not  use  such  stimulants  or  opium  at  all.*^  And  an 
application  for  insuriance  stating  that  the  insured  used  no  nar- 
cotics is  a  representation  and  not  a  warranty,  and  is  not  violated 
by  the  occasional,  but  not  frequent,  use  by  the  insured  shortly 
before  his  death  of  a  narcotic  as  a  remedy  where  such  represen- 
tation was  not  made  with  a  purpose  to  deceive,  and  it  is  not 
claimed  that  such  use  of  narcotics  increased  the  risk.^*^®  And  this 
is  true  where  the  drug  is  administered  by  a  physician  in  the 
course  of  medical  practice,  though  death  is  thereby  caused,  or 
when  the  drug  is  taken  under  the  advice  of  a  physician.*®^ 
Neither  is  death  from  an  overdose  of  laudanum  while  in  a 
drunken  condition,  death  by  his  own  hand  within  the  meaning 
of  a  condition  in  an  insurance  policy  upon  the  life  of  a  person 
so  dying.****  But  the- death  of  the  insured  from  laudanum,  taken 
with  the  intent  to  destroy  life,  is  dying  by  his  own  hand  within 
the  meaning  of  a  condition  in  a  life  insurance  policy  against 
such  death,  though  done  while  in  a  drunken  condition."*

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§  427.  Suicide. — ^Some  of  the  most  interesting  discussions  to 
be  found  in  the  reports  are  those  of  the  construction  to  be  given 
a  clause  in  a  life  insurance  policy  "absolving  the  company  from 
all  liability  if  the  insured  die  ''by  his  own  hands"  or  *'by  sui- 
cide." The  policies  of  the  various  companies  greatly  differ  in 
their  language  in  regard  to  the  voluntary  death  of  the  insured, 
as  they  have  endeavored  to  except  suicidal  deaths  from  their 
undertaking.  The  subject  is  of  greater  importance  to  life  insur- 
ance companies  than  to  benefit  societies,  for  very  few  of  the 
latter  attempt  to  distinguish  between  deaths  that  are  suicidal 
and  those  resulting  from  other  causes.  It  is  unnecessary  to 
even  attempt  any  argumentative  or  philosophical  discussion  of 
the  subject,  but  to  briefly  review  some  of  the  leading  cases  upon 
the  subject  so  that  "a  few  general  rules  may  be  deduced  from 
them.  A  provision  of  a  policy  that  it  shall  be  void  in  case  of 
suicide  is  self-executing,  the  company  relies  on  the  condition 
of  the  contract,  not  upon  rescission.*®*  A  limitation  as  to  suicide 
in  original  certificate  governs  instead  of  the  provision  of  a  sub- 
stituted certificate.*®* 

§  428.    Where  a  Sane  Person  Takes  Pis  Life  by  Accident.— 

In  the  first  place,  it  seems  settled  that  if  a  sane  person  accidental- 
ly, or  by  mistake,  does  any  act  which  causes  his  death,  it  is 
not  within  the  exception  of  a  proviso  that  the  policy  shall  be 
void  if  the  insured  die  by  his  own  hands  *'sane  or  insane,"  "vol- 
untary or  otherwise."  A  leading  case  on  this  subject  is  Penfold 
V.  Universal  L.  Ins.  Co.*®^  In  this  case  the  Court  of  Appeals 
of  New  York- said:  *'The  ordinary  clause  in  life  policies,  that 
the  insurer  shall  not  be  liable  in  case  the  person  whose  life  is 
insured  shall  die  by  his  own  hand  or  act,  has  been  repeatedly 
the  subject  of  judicial  construction  and  it  is  now  well  settled 
that  it  is  not  to  be  construed  as  comprehending  every  possible 
case  in  which  life  is  taken  by  the  party's  acts  and  that  an  un- 
intentional or  accidental  taking  of  one's  own  life  is  not  within 
the  meaning  of  the  clause.    The  taking  of  one's  own  life,  not

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accidentally,  but  under  the  influence  of  insanity,  has  also  been 
determined  not  to  be  a  violation  of  the  condition,  but  there 
has  been  difference  of  opinion  as  to  the  degree  or  character  of 
the  insanity  which  exempts  from  the  operation  of  the  condition ; 
some  authorities  holding  that  it  must  be  such  a  degree  of  in- 
sanity as  to  deprive  the  party  of  knowledge  of  the  nature  and 
probable  consequences  of  the  act  which  produced  the  death, 
others  adopting   the* rule    of  the    criminal  law,  that  he  must 
have  been  so  far  deprived  of  his  reason  as  to  be  unconscious 
of  the  moral  obliquity  of  the  act,  and  later  cases  holding  that, 
although  possessed  of  sufficient  reason  to  comprehend  the  con- 
sequences of  the  act  and  the  moral  wrong  which  it  involved, 
yet  if  the  patient  was  driven  to  it  by  an  insane  impulse,  pro- 
duced by  disease,  which  disabled  him  from  controlling  his  own 
actions,  and  the  death  resulted  from  that  cause,  the  act  was 
not  voluntary  and  the  condition  was  not  violated.^*^^    The  ques- 
tion in  all  cases  of  this  character  is  the  proper  interpretation 
of  a  contract,  and  the  point  of  inquiry  is,  what  obligations  tKe 
parties  must,  from  the  language  used,  with  relation  to  4he  sub- 
ject-matter and  the  circumstances,  be  reasonably  supposed  to 
have  intended  to  assume^    The  clause  against  suicide  is  clearly 
intended  to  protect  the  insurance  company  against  the  fraud- 
ulent   acts    of    the    insured,    whereby    he    may,    even    at    the 
sacrifice  of  his  own  life,  secure  a  benefit  to  those  whom  he  may 
desire  to  favor,  Bt  the  expense  of  the  insurance  company.    But, 
as  has  already  been  said,  it  has  been  held  from  the  earliest  day 
that  a  suicide  committed  in  consequence  of   insanity   was   not 
within  the  meaning  of  the  condition,  although  within  its  literal 
terms.    The  decisions  establishing  this  doctrine  were  placed  upon 
the  ground  that  the  death,  though  apparently  caused  by  the  act 
of  the  party,  was  not  so  caused  in  contemplation  of  law,  because 
liis  mind  did  not  concur  in  the  act,  his  mental  organs  having 
been  so  diseased  as  to  cease  to  control  his  actions,  or  to  guide 
them  in  accordance  with  reason.    At  a  later  day  in  the  history 
of  life  insurance,  some  companies,  for  the  purpose  of  avoiding 
the  difficulties  involved  in  the  inquiry  as  to  the  condition  of  the

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mind  of  the  person  committing  self-destruction,  stipulated  for 
exemption  from  liability  in  all  cases  of  suicide,  whether  *sane 
or  insane. '  Others  adopted  the  words  *  voluntary  or  involuntary,  * 
others,  as  in  the  present  case,  'voluntary  or  otherwise.'  It  would 
not  be  a  fair  interpretation  of  this  clause,  in  either  of  the  forms 
mentioned,  to  hold  it  to  cover  the  case  of  a  purely  accidental 
death  from  poison  occurring  to  a  sane  person,  through  mistake 
or  ignorance,  though  his  own  hand  might  Have  been  the  innocent 
instrument  by  which  the  deadly  potion'  was  conveyed  to  his 
lips.  Such  an  accident  cannot  be  presumed  to  have  entered  into 
the  minds  of  the  contracting  parties,  or  to  have  been  intended 
to  be  stipulated  against.  The  insurance  was  intended  to  cover  the 
risk  of  premature  death,  which  might  result  from  any  of  the 
casualties  to  which  human  life  is  subject — self-destruction  being 
excepted.  A  purely  accidental  act,  committed  by  a  sane  person, 
with  no  idea  of  injuring  himself,  cannot  be  regarded  as  an  act 
of  self-destruction  within  the  meaning  of  such  a  contract.  Sui- 
cide is  the  act  stipulated  against.  The  words  *  voluntary  or  other- 
wise' preclude  the  parties  claiming  under  the  policy,  if  the  act 
was  one  of  suicide,  from  setting  up  the  condition  of  the  mind 
of  the  party  committing  it,  and  contending  that  it  was  an  in- 
voluntary act  of  suicide.  But  still  it  must  be  a  suicide,  and 
who  would  contend  that  the  taking  of  poison  by  mistake,  or  any 
other  act  which  a  sane  person  might  innocently  commit,  though 
it  should  result  in  death,  was  what  is  ordinarily  understood  as 
self-destruction  or  suicide?  It  is  unreasonable  to  suppose  that 
one  effecting  an  insurance  upon  his  life  in  stipulating  against 
death  by  his  own  hand  or  act,  could  intend  to  embrace  such  a 
casualty  or  that  the  insurance  company  could  fairly  expect  him 
to  so  understand."  This  view  is  substantially  supported  by  the 
authorities  in  other  States,*®®  and  it  does  not  alter  the  rule 
that  the  deceased  was  negligent  or  careless  at  the  time  the  acci-

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dent  occtUTcd.*^   Where  the  proof  shows  that  insured  was  found 
dead  and  that  the  death  wslH  from  insanity  it  will  not  be  pre- 
sumed that  insured  committed  suicide.    The  mere  fact  of  death 
in  an  tinknown  manner  creates  no  presumption  that  the  death 
was  not  from  natural  causes,^^^  but  the  evidence  may  exclude 
any  other  conclusion  than  that  of  suicide.^^^    This  exception  may 
even  extend  to  cases  where  the  insured  is  responsible  for  a  con- 
dition in  which  he  can  have  no  intelligent  idea  of  what  he  does. 
For  example,  where  the  insured  drank  to     intoxication,     and 
while  in  this  condition,  by  accident  or  mistake,  took  an  over- 
dose of  laudanum  and  died  therefrom,  it  was  held^^'  that  this 
is  not  dying  by  his  own  hand  in  the  sense  of  these  words  as  used 
in  the  policy,  even  though  the  miBtake  or  accident  be  in  some 
sense  occasioned  by.  the  drunkenness ;  but  if  he  took  the  lauda- 
num with  intent  to  destroy  his  life,  though  it  be  but  the  intent 
of  a  drunken  man,  this  is  dying  by  his  own  hand.  "Very  clearly," 
says  tlie  court,  "to  our  minds,  a  death  by  accident  does  not 
come  within  the  description  of  dying  by  one 's  own  hand.    There 
must  be  an  intent,  to  commit  suicide.    Even  though  it  be  but  the 
intent  of  a  drunken  man,  however,  it  is  none  the  less  an  intent." 
In  the  case  of  Sampson  v.  Ladies  of  the  Maccabees,^^'  th^  Court 
says:  "Suicide  in  law  is  the  act  of  taking  one's  own  life  in- 
voluntarily and  intentionally — self-murder.^^**    This  must  be  ac- 
cepted as  the  sense  in  which  the  language  of  the  by-laws  is  used.  If 
Miss  Sampson  took  one  tablet  of  hyoscine  (a  common  and  reasonable 
dose,  and  which,  as  testified,  can  usually  be  taken  safely  and  with- 
out danger)  without  any  intention  of  injury  to  herself,  and  the  re- 
sults turned  out  to  be  unexpectedly  disastrous,  we  do  not  think 
the  cause  of  her  death  could  furnish  a  defense  to  a  suit  on  the 
policy.    It  was  shown  by  the  evidence,  and  it  is  within  common 
knowledge,  that  the  action  of  remedies  which  *are  counted  inno- 
cent, and  are  commonly  used,  may  produce  different  effects  upon

The  by-laws  of  defendant  provide  that  no  benefit  shall  be  paid 
on  account  of  the  death  of  a  member  'who  dies  .  .  .  under 
the  influence  of  drugs  or  narcotics  self-administered,  whether 
with  suicidal  intent  or  not.'  It  is  insisted  that  hyoscine  is  a 
narcotic  (which  is  true)  and  that  Miss  Sampson  died  'under  the 
influence'  of  the  medicine  'self -administered'  (which  is  perhaps 
also  true),  and  there  plaintiff  cannot  recover.  This  conten- 
tion is  based  on  the  strict  wording  of  the  by-laws.  In  the  interest 
of  our  common  humanity,  the  writer  hereof,  for  himself  alone, 
refuses  to  give  his  assent  to  the  construction  of  this  section  as 
contended  for  by  defendant,  and,  did  he  do  so,  he  would  not 
hesitate  f^o  say  that  such  a  provision  would  be  against  public 
policy  and  void.  "We  are  persuaded  that  no  one  could  be  found 
who  would  contend  that  were  a  person  .suffering  the  excruciating 
agonies  which  often  precedes  death  from  accident,  as  by  burning 
and  such  like,  and  should  'self -administer'  a  narcotic  or  opiate 
without  'suicidal  intent'  in  order  to  obtain  relief,  and,  while 
under  the  solacing  influence  of  the  medicine,  should  die  from 
the  injury,  an  insurance  policy  on  the  life  of  the  person  would 
thereby  become  void." 

§  429.    Deliberate  and  Intentional  Suicide  by  Sane  Person.— 

If  a  sane  man  deliberately  takes  his  own  life,  it  has  been  con- 
tended that  it  is  such  a  fraud  upon  the  insurers  as  to  preclude 
recovery  on  the  contract.  In  practice,  however,  such  cases  sel- 
dom occur,  and  it  has  been  held  that  unless  it  is  so  stipulated 
in  the  policy  suicide  is  no  defense.***     In  one  case  the  circum-

Co.,  40  C.  C.  A.  1;  99  Fed.  199,  it  was  held  that  the  fact  that  the  policy 
was  payable  to  a  third  party  is  immaterial.    All  the  cases,  however,  agree 
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stances  indicated  deliberate  saicide,  but  this  point  was  not  dis- 
cussed.*^' The  question,  however,  has  now  been  settled  by  a 
decision  of  the  Supreme  Court  of  the  United  States,*^'  in  which 
the  Court  said:  **It  is  contended  that  the  Court  erred  in  saying 
to  the  jury,  as,  in  effect,  it  did,  that  intentional  self-destruction, 
the  assured  being  of  sound  mind,  is  in  itself  a  defense  to  an 
action  upon  a  life  policy,  even  if  such  policy  does  not  in  express 
words  declare  that  it  shall  be  void  in  the  event  of  self-destruction 
when  the  assured  is  in  sound  mind.  But  is  it  not  an  implied  con- 
dition of  such  a  policy,  that  the  assured  will  not  purposely,  when 
in  sound  mind,  ,take  his  own  life,  but  will  leave  the  event  of  his 
death  to  depend  upon  some  cause  other  than  willful,  deliberate 
self-destruction  t  Looking  at  the  nature  and  object  of  life  in- 
surance, can  it  be  supposed  to  be  within  the  contemplation  of 
either  parfy  to  the  contract  that  the  company  shall  be  liable 
upon  its  promise  to  pay,  where  the  assured,  in  sound  mind,  by 
destroying  his  own  life  intentionally  precipitates  the  event  upon 
the  happening  of  which  such  liability  was  to  arise?  Life  insur- 
ance imports  a  mutual  agreement,  whereby  the  insurer,  in  con- 
sideration of  the  payment  by  the  assured  of  a  named  sum  an- 
nually, or  at  certain  ^  times,  stipulates  to  pay  a  larger  sum  at 
the  death  of  the  assured.  The  company  takes  into  consideration, 
among  other  things,  the  age  and  health  of  the  parents  and  rela- 
tives of  the  applicant  for  insurance,  together  with  his  own  age, 
course  of  life,  habits,  and  present  physical  condition;  and  the 
premium  exacted  from  the  assured  is  determined  by  the  probable 
duration  of  his  life,  calculated  upon  the  basis  of  past  experience 
in  the  business  of  insurance.  The  results  of  that  experience 
are  disclosed  by  standard  life  and  annuity  tables,  showing  at 
any  age  the  probable  duration  of  life.  These  tables  are  deemed 
of  such  value  that  they  may  be  admitted  in  evidence  for  the 
purpose  of  assisting  the  jury  in  an  action  for  personal  injury, 

that  the  policy  will  be  void  if  it  be  shown  that  the  insured  intended  to 
commit  suicide  when  the  policy  was  taken  out.    See  post,  §  440.

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in  which  it  is  necessary  to  ascertain  the  compensation  the  plain- 
tiff is  entitled  to  recover  for  the  loss  of  what  he  might  have 
earned  in  his  trade  or  profession  but  for  such  injury .^*^  If  a 
person  should  apply  for  a  policy  expressly  providing  that  the 
company  should  pay  the  sum  named  if  or  in  the  event  the  as- 
sured, at  any  time  during  the  continuance  of  the  contract,  com- 
mitted self-destruction,  being  at  the  time  of  sound  mind,  it  is 
reasonably  certain  that  the  application  would  be  instantly  re- 
jected. It  is  impossible  to  suppose  that  an  application  of  that 
character  would  be  granted.  If  experience  justifies  this  view, 
it  would  follow  that  a  policy  stipulating  generally  for  the  pay- 
ment of  the  sum  named  in  it  upon  the  death  of  the  assured, 
should  not  be  interpreted  as  intended  to  cover  the  event  of 
death  caused  directly  and  intentionally  by  self-destruction  while 
the  assured  was  in  sound  mind,  but  only  death  occurring  in  the 
ordinary  course  of  his  life.  That  the  parties  to  the  contract  did 
not  contemplate  insurance  against  death  caused  by  deliberate, 
intentional  self-destruction  when  the  assured  was  in  sound  mind, 
is  apparent  from  the  'provisions,  requirements  and  benefits'  re- 
ferred to  in,  and  made  part  of,  the  policy.  They  show  that  the 
policy  was  issued  on  the  20-year  distribution  plan,  and  was  to 
be  credited  with  its  distributive  share  of  surplus  apportioned 
at  the  expiration  of  20  years  from  the  date  of  issue;  that  after 
three  full  annual  premiums  were  paid,  the  company  would,  upon 
the  legal  surrender  of  the  policy,  before  default  in  the  payment 
of  any  premium,  or  within  six  months  thereafter,  issue  a  non- 
participating  policy  for  a  paid-up  insurance,  payable  as  pro- 
vided, for  the  amount  required  by  the  provisions  of  the  New 
York  statute  of  May  21,  1879 ;"»  that  the  assured  was  entitled 
to  surrender  the  policy  at  the  end  of  the  first  period  of  twenty 
years,  'and  the  full  reserve  computed  by  the  American  table 
of  mortality,  and  four  cent  interest,  and  the  surplus,  as  defined 
above,  will  be  paid  therefor  in  cash;'  that,  if  the  assured  sur- 
rendered the  policy,  the  total  cash  value  at  the  option  of  the 
policyholder  should  be  applied  *to  the  purchase  of  an  annuity 
for  life,  according  to  the  published  rates  of  the  company  at  the 
time  of  surrender;'  that  after  two  years  from  the  date  of  the

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policy  tli6  only  conditions  that  should  be  binding  on  the  holder 
of  the  policy  were  that  ^he  shall  pay  the  premiums  at  the  time 
and  place  and  in  the  manner  stipulated  in  the  policy,  and  that 
the  requirements  of  the  company  as  to  age,  and  military  or  naval 
service  in  time  of  war,  shall  be  observed';  that  in  all  other 
respects,  if  the  policy  matured  after  the  expiration  of  two  years, 
the  payment  of  the  sum  insured  should  not  be  disputed;  and 
that  the  party  whose  Ufe  was  insured  should  always  wear  a 
suitable  truss.  These  provisions  of  the  contract  tend  to  show 
that  the  death  referred  to  in  the  policy  was  a  death  occurring 
in  the  ordinary  course  of  the  life  of  the  assured,  and  not  by  his 
own  violent  act,  designed  to  bring  about  that  event.  In  the 
case  of  fire  insurance  it  is  well  settled  that  although  a  policy, 
in  the  usual  form,  idemnifying  against  loss  by  firev  may  cover 
a  loss  attributable  merely  to  the  negligence  or  carelessness  of 
the  insured,  unaffected  by  fraud  or  design,  it  will  not  cover  a 
destruction  of  the  property  by  the  willful  act  of  the  assured 
himself  in  setting  fire  to  it,  not  for  the  purpose  of  avoiding 
a  peril  of  a  worse  kind,  but  with  the  intention  of  simply  effecting 
its  destruction.  Much  more  should  it  be  held  that  it  is  not  con- 
templated by  a  policy  taken  out  by  the  person  whose  life  is  in- 
sured, and  stipulating  for  the  payment  of  a  named  sum  to  himself, 
his  executors,  administrators,  or  assigns,  that  the  company  should 
be  liable  if  his  death  was  intentionally  caused  by  himself  when 
in  sound  mind.  When  the  policy  is  silent  as  to  suicide,  it  is 
to  be  taken  that  the  subject  of  the  insurance  (that  is,  the  life 
of  the  assured)  shall  not  be  intentionally  and  directly,  with  what- 
ever motive,  destroyed  by  him  when  in  sound  mind.  To  hold 
otherwise  is  to  say  that  the  occurrence  of  the  event  upon  the 
happening  of  which  the  company  undertook  to  pay  was  in- 
tended to  be  left  to  his  option.  That  view  is  against  the  very 
essence  of  the  contract.  There  is  another  consideration  support- 
ing the  contention  that  death  intentionally  caused  by  the  act 
of  the  assured  when  in  sound  mind — the  policy  being  silent  as 
to  suicide  is  not  to  be  deemed  to  have  been  withia  the  contempla- 
tion of  the  parties ;  that  is,  that  a  different  view  would  attribute 
to  them  a  purpose  to  make  a  contract  that  could  not  be  enforced 
without  injury  to  the  public.  A  contract,  the  tendency  of  which 
is  to  endanger  the  public  interests  or  injuriously  affect  the  public 
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good,  or  which  is  subversive  of  sonnd  morality,  ought  never  to 
receive  the  sanction  of  a  court  of  justice,  or  be  made  the  founda- 
tion of  its  judgment.  If,  therefore,  a  policy — taken  out  by  the 
person  whose  life  is  insured,  and  in  which  the  sum  named  is 
made  payable  to  himself,  his  executors,  administrators,  or  assigns 
—expressly  provided  for  the  payment  of  the  sum  stipulated  when 
or  if  the  assured,  in  sound  mind,  took  his  own  life,  the  con- 
tract, even  if  not  prohibited  by  statute,  would  be  held'  to  be 
against  public  policy,  in  that  it  tempted  or  encouraged  the  as- 
sured to  commit  suicide  in  order  to  make  provision  for  those 
dependent  upon  him,  or  to  whom  he  was  indebted.  Is  the  case 
any  different  in  principle  if  such  a  policy  is  silent  as  to  suicide, 
and  the  event  insured  against — the  death  of  the  assured — ^is 
brought  about  by  his  willful,  deliberate  act,  when  in  sound  mind  ? 
Light  will  be  thrown  on  this  question  by  some  of  the  adjudged 
cases  having  more  or  less  bearing  upon  the  precise  point  now 
before  this  court  for  determination."®  There  can  be  no  doubt 
that  if  the  facts  show  that  the  insurance  was  taken  out  with 
the  deliberate  purpose  of  committing  suicide  such  a  fraudulent 
intent  may  be  shown  and  if  substantiated,  is  a  perfect  defense." 
In  one  case*^°  the  evidence  showed  that  the  assured  made  appli- 
cation within  ,a  period  of  a  few  week*  to  thirty-six  different 
companies  and  secured  policies  to  the  amount  of  $282,000  with 
the  purpose  of  taking  his  own  life.  It  was  held  that  the  policies 
were  obtained  by  fraud.  In  this  case  the  court  reviews  the  sub- 
ject in  its  various  phases  and  discusses  the  admissibility  of  evi- 
dence. The  opinion  of  the  court  is  as  follows:  "The  facts  of 
this  case  are  unusual  and  extraordinary.  In  answer  to  the 
plaintiff's  demand  for  the  sum  payable  by  the  defendant's  policy 
of  life  insurance  the  company  took  upon  itself  the  difficult  bur- 
den of  provivng  that  the  assured  perpetrated  a  deliberate  fraud, 
planned  upon  a  broad  scale  and  accomplished  by  taking  his  own 
life;  that  his  efforts  to  achieve  success  failing,  and  a  future  of

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poverty  and  debt  seeming  to  await  him,  he  determined  to  secure 
a  large  insurance  upon  his  life,  appropriate  it  to  the  payment 
of  his  creditors  and  the  comfort  and  support  of  his  relatives, 
and  reach  the  result  by  suicide.  The  difiScult  burden  was  suc- 
cessfully borne,  as  the  verdict  of  the  jury  has  determined,  and 
the  sole  inquiry  now  is  whether  the  scope  and  range  of  the 
evidence  admitted,  showing  the  acts  and  declarations  of  the  as- 
sured, transcended  the  lawful  limit  or  violated  the  rules  of  evi- 
dence. The  plaintiff  was  a  creditor  of  the  assured,  and  stands 
in  the  case  as  the  assignee  of  the  policy  from  the  date  of  its 
transfer  to  him.  He  describes  as  a  witness  the  manner  of  its 
acquisition.  Tyler  owed  him  about  $10,000,  and  upon  demand 
of  payment  proposed  to  secure  the  debt  by  an  insurance  upon 
his  life.  The  plaintiff  assented.  The  conversation  was  in  De- 
cember, 1885,  and,  in  pursuance  of  the  agreement  made,  the 
policy  now  sued  on  was  executed  in  June  of  the  next  year.  By 
its  terms  the  defendant  constituted  Tyler  a  'benefit  member'  of 
the  *  society'  and  agreed  'to  pay  to  Fred  H.  Smith,  creditor,  if 
•living,  if  not,  to  their  heirs  at  law  of  said  member,'  the  sum 
insured.  The  plaintiff  having  thus  become  the  owner  of  the 
policy,  objected  on  the  trial  to  proof  of  the  acts  and  declarations 
of  Tyler  as  incompetent  to  affect  or  destroy  the  policy  transferred. 
The  general  term  questioned  his  right,  considered  as  a^  assign- 
ment carrying  a  vested  interest,  and  rely  upon  section  18,  c.  175, 
of  the  Laws  of  1883,  under  which  the  defendant  company  was 
organized.  That  section  attaches  the  beneficial  interest  to  the 
membership  and  permits  the  member  to  change  the  payee  or  bene- 
ficiary of  the  insurance  without  the  latter 's  consent.  "Where  the 
right  of  the  payee  has  no  other  foundation  than  the  bare  intent 
of  the  member,  revocable  at  any  moment,  there  can  be  no  vested 
interest  in  the  named  beneficiary  any  more  than  in  the  legatee 
of  a  will  before  it  takes  effect.  But  the  statute  does  not  pre- 
vent a  contract  between  the  parties  by  force  of  which  a  vested 
interest  does  pass ;  in  which  respect  the  present  case  differs  from 
Hellenberg  v.  District  No.  1.***  There  the  designation  was  in 
the  nature  of  an  inchoate  or  unexecuted  gift,  revocable  at  any 
moment  by  the  donor,  and  remaining  wholly  within  his  con- 
trol.  Here  the  transfer  was  as  collateral  security  for  an  existing 
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debt,  and  the  fact  brought  to  the  knowledge  of  the  defendant 
company,  which  explicitly  promised  to  pay  the  plaintiff  in  his 
character  as  creditor.  Granting,  however,  that  such  was  the 
relation  of  the  parties,  we  are  still  of  the  opinion  that  no  ma- 
terial error  is  shown  by  the  record,  since  all  the  evidence  to 
which  objection  was  made  came  fairly  within  the  res  gestae  and 
the  rule  permitting  proof  of  the  actual  transaction  involved  in 
the  issue.  The  limitations  upon  that  rule  are  easily  stated  but 
often  difficult  in  their  limitation.  Those  limitations  were  well 
described  in  Tilson  v.  Terwilliger.**"  The  declarations  must  be 
made  at  the  time  of  the  act  done  which  they  are  supposed  to 
characterize;  they  must  be  calculated  to  unfold  the  nature  and 
quality  of  the  facts  which  they  are  intended  to  explain;  and 
they  must  so  harmonize  with  those  facts  as  to  form  one  transac- 
tion. That  transaction,  the  thing  done,  the  fact  put  in  issue,  was 
the  fraud  which  evidently  was  not  a  simple,  but  a  compound 
and  continuous  fact  proceeding  to  its  result  by  consecutive  steps 
and  separate  acts,  having  necessarily  an  origin,  a  progress  and 
an  ultimate  result,  involving  not  only  the  intent  of  the  assured, 
but  also  his  sanity,  without  which  the  responsible  intent  could 
not  exist.  This  fraud  therefore  could  be  studied  and  proved  all 
along  the  line  and  in  all  its  stages  from  origin  to  culmination 
formed  part  of  the  issue  to  be  investigated.  If  in  such  a  case 
declarations  are  excluded,  which  are  merely  narratives  of  a  past 
transaction,  the  residue,  so  far  as  pertinent  to  the  issue,  will 
generally  and  with  few  exceptions  be  admissible  in-  evidence. 
It  is  thus  not  difficult  to  decide  that  the  proof  of  applications 
by  Tyler  to  36  different  insurance  companies,  by  which  he  secured 
$282,000  of  insurance  upon  his  life,  and  his  letters  »nd  telegrams 
to  relations  and  friends  written  and  sent  as  steps  or  agencies 
in  the  consummation  of  his  purpose,  and  indicating  a  sane  and 
deliberate  intent  to  consummate  the  fraud,  which  for  more  than 
a  year  had  been  in  preparation,  by  a  final  act  of  suicide,  were 
all  admissible.  But  some  of  the  evidence  was  more  remote  and 
approached  so  near  to  the  outside  boundaries  of  the  res  gestae 
as  to  require  a  specific  and  particular  examination.  The  defend- 
ant was  allowed  to  prove  by  Henry  A.  Bowen  that  in  the  sum-

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mer  of  1885  he  went,  at  the  request  of  Tjrler,  to  the  latter 's 
friends  to  raise  money  for  him ;  that  he  failed  to  accomplish  the 
purpose,  that  on  his  return  he  had  a  conversation  with  Tyler 
in  which  he  informed  him  of  that  failure,  in  reply  to  which 
Tyler  said  he  was  a  man  who  must  have  money,  and  if  he  could 
not  raise  it  he  would  commit  suicide.  This  was  a  few  months 
before  the  process  of  insuring  began  and  tended  to  show  two 
things,  both  of  which  were  pertinent  to  the  issue.  It  indicated 
an  existing  motive  for  the  fraud  in  the  want  of  money  and  the 
origin  and  occasion  of  the  alleged  suicidal  intent.  The  declara- 
tion accompanied  and  characterized  an  act  which  was  itself  ad- 
missible in  evidence,  for  the  act  indicated  the  then  desperate 
eharacter  of  Tyler's  financial  situation,  and  the  declaration  ex- 
plained the  operation  and  effect  of  the  fact  upon  his  mind,  its 
force  and  strength  as  a  motive  to  the  fraud,  and  the  presence 
of  a  thought  or  contemplation  of  suicide  in  a  contingency  which 
did  in  fact  occur.  The  evidence  serves  to  indicate  the  origin 
and  motive  of  the  alleged  suicidal  intent,  which  grew  to  be  the 
effective  agency  of  the  fraud.  In  the  same  connection  the  wit- 
ness was  permitted  to  detail  inquiries  which  Tyler  made  of  Sutkin 
as  to  the  easiest  mode  of  producing  death.  These  inquiries  were 
rather  acts  than  declarations  and  show  the  assured  in  the  pro- 
cess of  acquiring  information  to  effect  easily  and  swiftly  the 
destruction  of  his  own  life.  Similar  testimony  of  an  intent  to 
commit  suicide  rather  than  endure  poverty,  or  hard  labor,  was 
given  by  the  witness  Trested,  but  in  connection  with  inquiries 
about  insurance,  and  with  an  endeavor  to  get  into  a  benefit  so- 
ciety connected  with  the  hat  trade.  The  witness  added  Tyler's 
declaration  that  he  intended  to  put  a  large  insurance  upon  his 
life  and  make  the  boys  happy.  These  acts  and  declarations 
all  occurred  before  the  plaintiff  took  his  policy  as  collateral  and 
when  they  affected  no  one  but  Tyler  himself.  They  tended 
to  show  the  origin  and  progress  of  the  fraudulent  intent,  the 
manner  of  its  growth,  and  the  motive  from  which  it  sprung. 
They  indicate  a  sane  and  deliberate  purpose,  moving  steadily  to 
its  result  and  constitute  a  part  of  the  history  of  the  fraud.  They 
were  contemporaneous  with  the  fraud  in  its  formative  stages; 
they  accompanied  Tyler's  efforts  to  raise  money,  which  failed, 
and  to  produce  an  insurance  upon  his  life  which  he  knew  he 
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could  not  continuously  maintaiiL  They  show  the  motive  of  the 
fraud  and  mark  its  progress  and  harmonize  so  completely  with 
aU  which  ^afterwards  occurred  as  to  constitute  with  that  element 
of  the  single  transaction  the  fraudulent  conduct  which  raised 
the  issue  presented  by  the  defense.  And  so  I  think  the  proof 
came  fairly  within  the  rule  relating  to  the  res  gestae  and  did  not 
transcend  its  limits.  Some  of  this  evidence  was  resisted  upon 
the  ground  that  death  by  suicide  was  no  defense  under  the  terms 
of  the  policy.  That  is  true,  but  the  defense  was  fraud,  and  sui- 
cide the  ultimate  agency  by  which  the  fraud  was  accomplished. 
It  was  necessary  therefore  to  prove  it  and  in  such  manner  as 
to  indicate  that  it  was  not  an  insane  or  sudden  impulse,  but  the 
culmination  and  effective  working  out  of  a  deliberately  conceived 
purpose  of  fraud.  We  think  no  error  was  committed  in  the  ad- 
mission of  the  evidence  upon  which  the  jury  acted,  and  th^t  after 
due  consideration  of  the  exceptions  taken  to  the  charge  the 
case  was  fairly  submitted  for  determination  upon  its  facts. '  *  In 
Fowler  v.  Mutual  L.  Ins.  Co.,^**  the  facts  showed  such  a  deliberate 
suicide  that  the  court  withdrew  the  case  from  the  jury  and 
held  that,  under  the  stipulation  that  the  policy  should  be  void 
if  the  insured  died  "by  his  own  hand,"  the  plaintiff  could  not 
recover.  Where  a  woman  voluntarily  caused  an  abortion  to  be 
performed  on  her,  from  the  effects  of  which  she  died,  it  was  held 
that,  on  the  ground  of  public  policy,  a  policy  of  insurance  on 
her  life  was  avoided.*" 

§  430.  The  Same  Subject. — ^Following  the  Bitter  case  referred 
to  in  the  preceding  section,  the  Supreme  Court  of  Massachusetts  has 
held,*^''  **the  plaintiff  contends  that,  if  this  is  so  as  to  an  attempted 
collection  by  the  executor  or  administrator  of  the  insured,  it  is  not 
so  when  the  policy  is  payable  to  a  beneficiary.  On  this  point  the 
decisions  are  conflicting.    In  the  present  case  under  the  terms  of  the

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contract,  the  beneficiary  may  be  changed  at  any  time  by  the  in- 
sured. It  is  often  said  that,  under  such  a  certificate,  the  bene^ 
ficiary  has  no  vested  interest  in  the  money  to  be  paid,  but  only 
an  expectancy.^**  The  precise  question  before  us  is  discussed  at 
length  in  the  case  last  cited,  in  which  it  is  held  that,  in  an  as- 
sociation of  this  kind,  the  beneficiary  takes  the  certificate  sub- 
ject to  change  without  his  consent,  in  accordance  with  the  con- 
stitution and  by-laws  of  the  association,  and  has  no  vested  in- 
terest in  either  the  certificate  or  the  money  to  be  paid  under  it. 
It  is  accordingly  held  that  the  beneficiary  under  such  a  certificate, 
has  no  greater  rights  than  the  executor  or  administrator  of  the 
insured  would  have  if  there  were  no  beneficiary.**^  The  cases 
which  rest  on  a  contrary  doctrine  do  not  seem  to  us  to  be 
founded  on  sound  principles.  They  depend  on  considerations 
which  are  not  applicable  to  a  contract  of  this  kind.**®  The 
writers  of  the  opinions  in  these  cases  seems  to  ignore  the  fact 
that,  by  the  true  construction  of  the  contract,  as  between  the 
association  and  the  insured,  there  is  an  implied  exception  of  death 
by  suicide  from  the  statement  that  death  creates  a  liability, 
and  that  as  the  contract  as  to  the  person  to  be  paid  is  all  the 
while  in  the  control  of  the  insured  up  to  the  time  of  his  death, 
it  should  not  be  treated  as  larger  and  more  beneficial  in  the  hands 
of  the  beneficiary  than  it  is  in  the  hands  of  the  insured.  Of 
course  an  insurance  company  may  make  a  contract  with  an  as- 
signee of  any  ordinary  policy  of  life  insurance,  or  with  a  creditor 
or  other  person  to  whom  a  policy  is  payable  as  owner,  such  as 
will  make  the  company  liable  to  him  for  a  death  by  suicide. 
But  this  is  not  such  a  case.  It  is  questionable  whether  some 
of  the  cases  have  not  gone  too  far  in  holding  ordinary  life  in- 
surance companies  liable  to  beneficiaries  for  death  by  suicide 
when  the  policy  was  silent  on  that .  sub ject.    It  is  true,  as  is

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said  in  some  of  these  cases,  that  the  insured  cannot  deprive  B 
beneficiary  of  his  rights  by  his  subsequent  misconduct.  But  it 
is  equally  true  that  if  the  original  contract  impliedly  excepts 
from  its  provisions  cases  of  death  by  suicide,  and  if  that  is  its 
true  construction  when  considered  in  reference  to  the  benefidary 
as  well  as  in  reference  to  the  insured,  there  is  no  more  liability 
to  the  beneficiary  for  such  a  death  th:an  there  would  be  to  the 
executor.**  But  this  view  has  not  always  met  with  the  Kp- 
provarof  other  courts.  In  the  case  of  Lange  v.  Royal  High- 
landers,*" the  Court,  referring  to  the  Ritter  case,  said:  ''We 
find,  on  an  examination  of  that  opinion,  that  the  reasoning  of 
the  learned  judge  who  wrote  it  was  to  some  extent  based  on 
the  assumption  that  the  experience  tables  used  as  a  basis  for 
fixing  the  consideration  to  be  paid  for  such  insurance  exclude 
suicide  as  a  cause  of  mortality,  but  we  find  it  to  be  a  fact  as 
shown  by  the  authorities,  and  one  which  we  have  never  heard 
questioned,  that  all  of  the  mortality  or  experience  tables  used 
as  a  basis  for  computing  premiums  on  life  insurance,  and  assess- 
ments for  carrjdng  benefit  certificates  in  fraternal  benefit  associa- 
tions, include  all  forms  of  death,  of  which  suicide  is  considered 
one.**®  So  self-destruction,  although  it  may  shorten  the  period 
of  the  life  expectancy  of  the  member,  and  thus  decrease  the 
amount  which  he  may  be  expected  to  pay  to  the  association, 
does  not  violate  the  terms  of  his  contract,  unless  it  is  so  expressly 
stipulated  therein,  because  that  contingency  is  included  in,  and 
is  a  part  of,  the  consideration  which  supports  such  contract.  Sui- 
cide is  only  one  of  the  many  ways  that  may  determine  the  event 
of  death.  Life  insurance,  of  whatever  kind  and  nature,  is  in 
effect  Bn  indemnity  against  the  happening  of  that  event,  which 
is  certain  and  insurance  rates  being  based  upon  the  average 
expectancy  of  life,  as  determined  from  experience  tables,  which 
include  suicide  as  one  of  the  causes  of  mortality,  that  contingency 
is  considered  a  part  of  the  contract  unless  it  is  otherwise  stip- 
ulated therein.  As  to  the  moral  or  ethical  side  of  the  discussion 
indulged  in  by  Judge  Harlan,  we  have  to  say  that,  while  suicide

mon law  crimes  in  this  state ;  neither  have  we  any  statute  making 
suicide  or  an  attempt  to  commit  suicide,  a  crime.  As  to  the  mat- 
ter of  public  policy,  it  may  be  said  that  suicide  as  a  cause  of 
death  bears  so  small  a  percentage  to  the  other  causes  of  mortality, 
and  is  so  infrequently  committed,  that  insurance  companies  and 
mutual  benefit  association  should  be  permitted,  at  their  option, 
to  provide,  in  their  policies  and  benefit  certificates,  that  volun- 
tary suicide  will  avoid  the  contract,  or  leave  them  silent  on  that 
subject.  It  is  a  custom,  in  this  stat^  at  least,  so  well  established 
as  to  become  a  matter  of  common  knowledge,  that  many  life  in- 
surance companies  and  mutual  benefit  associations  print  their 
policies  and  certificates  without  the  suicide  clause,  and,  when 
selling  insurance  or  soliciting  membership,  point  to  that  fact  as 
an  evidence  that  their  contracts  are  much  more  favorable  and 
desirable  than  those  which  contain  such  a  provision.  Again,  the 
trend  of  modem  authority  upon  this  question  has  led  at  least 
one  state  to  enact  a  law  providing  that  suicide  shall  not  be  a 
defense  to  a  life  insurance  policy,  or  a  mutual-benefit  certificate, 
uidess  it  was  contemplated  at  the  time  the  insurance  was  ob- 
tained ;  and  that  act  has  been  upheld  by  the  Court  of  last  resort 
of  that  state.^'^  Our  attention  is  also  directed  to  Shipman  v. 
Protected  Home  Circle,***  In  that  case  the  benefit  ceMificate 
was  silent  on  the  subject  of  suicide  while  sane,  but  a  by-law  sub- 
sequently enacted  provided  that  the  certificate  should  be  void 
if  the  insured  should  die  by  suicide,  sane  or  insane.  No  question 
was  raised  as  to  the  power  of  the  governing  body  of  the  associa- 
tion to  adopt  such  a  by-law,  or  its  validity;  and  it  was  held  to 
apply  to  a  certificate  in  force  at  the  time  of  the  amendment,  be- 
cause it  was  agreed  therein  that  the  member  should  comply  with 
all  the  laws  and  regulations  in  force  at  the  time  he  received  the 
certificate,  and  all  by-laws  and  regulations  adopted  thereafter. 
There  is  another  case,  not  called  to  our  attention  by  counsel,  to- 
wit:  Hopkins  v.  Northwestern  Life  Insurance  Co.,"*  where  the 
United  States  Circuit  Court,  being  bound  by  the  Bitter  case, 
logically  extended  the  bar  against  recovery  to  a  policy  taken  out

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by  the  insured  for  the  benefit  of  his  wife.  The  judgment,  how- 
ever, in  that  case  was  affirmed  upon  other  grounds.***  These  ap- 
pear to  be  the  only  authorities  which  support  the  defendant 'a 
contention.  We  have  been  unable  to  find  any  others,  and,  if  there 
are  any,  counsel  have  not  called  our  attention  to  them.  On  the 
other  hand,  in  the  case  of  Campbell  v.  Supreme  Conclave,  I.  0.  BL 
supra,  it  was  held  that  'suicide  will  not  defeat  recovery  upon  a 
contract  of  life  insurance  not  procured  by  the  insured  with  the 
intention  of  committing  suicide,,  unless  the  contract  so  provides 
in  express  terms.'  In  Patterson  v.  Natural  Premium  L.  Ins. 
Co.,"**  it  was  said:  'Intentional  suicide  while  sane  does  not  avoid 
a  life-insurance  policy  in  the  absence  of  any  provision  theitein 
to  that  effect,  if  third  persons  are  beneficiaries  (and)  although 
suicide  is  technically  a  crime,  it  is  not  within  the  clause  of  an 
insurance  policy  providing  that  death  in  consequence  of,  or  in 
violation  of,  law,  is  not  covered  by  the  policy,  where  the  usual 
suicide  clause  is  omitted,  and  an  'absolutely  incontestable  clause 
included. '  An  examination  of  the  opinion,  however,  discloses  the 
fact  that  the  Court  declined  to  put  its  decision  upon  the  incon- 
testable clause  and  said:  'Bearing  these  things  in  mind,  and 
while  conceding  the  strength  of  the  arguments  upon  public  policy 
on  which  the  Ritter  case  is  based,  we  still  think,  in  view  of  the 
prior  decisions  above  cited  to  the  contrary  of  the  rule  there  laid 
down  and  the  general  apparent  acquiescence  in  those  decisions 
hj  the  Courts  and  by  the  people,  that  we  ought  to  hold,  in  ac- 
cordance with  those  decisions,  that  in  a  case  where  third  persons 
are  beneficiaries  intentional  suicide  of  the  insured  while  sane  does 
not  avoid  the  policy  in  the  absence  of  any  provision  in  the  policy 
to  that  effect.  Whether  the  rule  would  apply  to  a  case  where 
the  personal  representatives  of  the  insured  were  bringing  the 
action  for  the  benefit  of  the  estate  of  the  insured  is  not  decided, 
because  that  case  is  not  before  us.  In  so  holding  it  becomes 
unnecessary  to  consider  the  effect  of  the  incontestable  clause 
upon  this  branch  of  the  case.  Indeed,  we  find  the  rule  in  most 
jurisdictions  to  be  that  suicide  is  not  a  defense  to  an  action  on 
a  life-insurance  policy,  or  mutual  benefit  certificates,  unless  it  is 
made  so  by  the  terms  of  the  contract.'*

— ^Practically  all  the  cases  agree  in  holding,  in  the  language 
of  the  Supreme  Court  of  Massachusetts"*  that:  ''There  is  no 
substantial  difference  of  significance  between  the  phrases  'shall 
die  by  his  own  hand/  'shall  commit  suicide'  and  'shall  die  by 
suicide.'  "  And  the  Supreme  Court  of  the  United  States  has 
gjj^j.137  «j^  ^^  argued  that  the  word  'self-destruction'  as  here 
used  was  more  comprehensive  than  suicide,  and  included  an  in- 
tentional, though  insane*  killing  of  oneself.  But  the  two  words 
are  treated  as  synonymous  in  the  very  clause  in  question  as  well 
as  in  the  former  opinions  of  this  Court.  The  act,  whether  de- 
scribed by  words  of  Saxon  or  Latin  origin,  or  partly  of  the 
one  and  partly  of  the  other,  'dying  by  his  own  hand,'  'self-killing,' 
'self -slaughter,'  'suicide,'  'self-destruction,'  without  more  cannot 
be  imputed  to  a  man  who,  by  reason  of  insanity  (as  is  commonly 
said)  'is  not  himself.'"  The  rule  of  construction,  though  not 
always  expressly  recognized  by  the  cases,  is  that  this  condition, 
being  in  the  nature  of  a  penalty  or  forfeiture,  must  be  strictly 
construed.  This  was  the  view  of  the  Supreme  Court  of  Mich- 
igan,**' and  commends  itself  as  one  eminently  in  accordance  with 
justice  and  reason. 

§  432.  English  Bule  as  to  Suicide. — Tn  England  a  rule  in  rela- 
tion to  suicide  was  laid  down  in  1842  in  Borradaile  v.  Hunter,*^' 
and  has  ever  since  been  adhered  to.  Tn  this  case  the  words  of 
the  condition  were  that  the  policy  should  be  void  if  the  assured 
"should  die  by  his  own  hands. "  He  threw  himself  from  Vauxhall 
bridge  into  the  Thames  and  was  drowned.  The  jury  found  that 
he  "voluntarily  threw  himself  into  the  river,  knowing  at  the 
time  that  he  should  thereby  destroy  his  life,  and  intending  thereby

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to  do  BO,  but  that  at  the  time  of  committing  the  act  he  w'as  not 
capable  of  judging  between  right  and  wrong.''  It  was  held  that 
the  policy  was  void,  the  rule  being  laid  down  in  effect  that  the 
moral  condition  of  the  mind  was  immaterial  and  if,  when  the 
act  is  done,  the  insured  knew  that  his  life  would  be  thereby 
destroyed  and  intended  it  to  be  so,  the  policy  is  vitiated  under 
the  condition  although  the  insured  wss  insane  at  the  time.**® 
It  is  usual  now  in  that  country  to  incorporate  in  the  policy  an 
exception  to  the  effect  that  death  of  the  insured  by  suicide  shall 
not  avoid  the  policy  if  it  hap  passed  to  a  bona  fide  assignee.  This 
exception  has  been  held  not  to  be  against  public  policy,  but  it 
applies  only  to  persons  acquiring  by  assignment  from  the  as- 
sured."* It  does  not  ^pply  in  favor  of  an  assignee  by  operation 
of  law,  as  an  assignee  in  bankruptcy."* 

§  433.  Conflict  of  Oases  in  America. — ^In  Ajnerica-the  cases 
are  in  conflict  and  cannot  be  reconciled.  They  seem  to  divide 
themselves  into  two  classes;  the  one  class  holds  that  the  suicide 
clause  does  not  apply  where  the  insured  is  insane  at  the  time 
of  the  act,  but  only  includes  cases  of  felonious  suicide.  The  other 
class  of  cases  takes  the  words  in  their  plain  and  every-day  sig- 
nificance and  holds  that  the  insurer  is  released  if  the  insured 
intentionally  taked  his  own  life.  The  Courts,  in  pasing  upon 
the  question,  have  exhaustively  treated  it  and  considered  the 
subject  in  all  its  features.  It  would  be  interesting  to  review 
the  various  decisions  and  trace  step  by  step  the  progress  of  the

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discussions,  but  it  is  hardly  necessary  to  do  so.  We  shall  briefly 
consider  some  of  the  leading  cases  land  refer  the  reader  for  further 
light  to  other  sources.  The  subject  has  been  carefully  and  fully 
treated  by  the  leading  writers  on  life  insurance  and  annotators.^^* 

§  434.  The  Most  Approved  Rule.— We  nmy  take  as  the  leading 
case  upon  this  subject  in  the  United  States  that  of  Mutual  Life 
Ins.  Co.  V.  Terry,"*  decided  by  the  Supreme  Court  of  the  United 
States  and  approving  what  had  been  known  as  the  New  York 
doctrine.  In  this  case  the  policy  was  to  be  void  if  the  insured 
should  ''die  by  his  own  hand."  Justice  Hunt,  after  a  full  re- 
view of  the  cases,  laid  down  the  general  rule  thus:  ''If  the 
assured,  being  in  the  possession  of  his  ordinary  reasoning  facul- 
ties, from  anger,  pride,  jealousy,  or  a  desire  to  escape  from  the 
ills  of  life,  intentionally  take  his  own  life,  the  proviso  attaches, 
and  there  can  be  no  recovery.  If  the  death  is  caused  by  the 
voluntary  act  of  the  assured,  he  knowing  and  intending  that  his 
death  shall  be  the  result  of  his  act,  but  when  his  reasoning  fac- 
ulties are  so  far  impaired  that  he  is  not  able  to  understand  the 
moral  character,  the  general  nature,  consequences,  and  effect  of 
the  act  he  is  about  to  commit,  or  when  he  is  impelled  thereto  by 
an  insane  impulse,  which  he  has  not  the  power  to  resist,  such 
death  is  not  within  the  contemplation  of  the  parties  to  the  con- 
tract and  the  insurer  is  liable. ' '  This  rule  has  been  approved  in 
subsequent  decisions  of  the  same  court."'  In  Michigan  the  Su- 
preme Court  has  stated  the  rule,  in  somewhat  different  lan- 
guage,*** but  in  effect  tjie  same,  as  follows :  "The  forfeiture  in  this 
case  was  to  arise  if  the  insured  died  by  his  own  hand.  Some 
stress  is  laid  on  the  term  'suicide/  as  if  it  means  a  wrongful

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act  or  self-murder.  It  has  no  such  restricted  meaning.  It  means 
self -killing,  just  Bs  'homicide'  means  killing  any  one  else.  But 
there  may  be  excusable  homicide  as  well  as  f eloniouSy  and  suicide 
was  only  cognizable  at  law  when  the  person  was  fdo  de  se,  or 
guilty  of  a  felonious  act.  If  non  compos  mentis,  the  actor  in 
homicide  or  suicide  commits  no  crime.  In  one  sense,  the  man 
dies  by  his  own  hands  who  kills  himself,  whether  sound  or 
frenzied.  But  the  condition  in  this  policy  cannot  be  construed 
to  cause  a  forfeiture  for  acts  involving  no  evil  will.  The  clause 
punishing  the  insured  for  self-slaughter  is  B  penal  clause  in  the 
strictest  sense  of  the  term,  and  embraces  several  other  acts  in 
the  same  penalty,  all  of  which  involve  voluntary  wrong-doing. 
They  are  death  by  duelling,  or  by  the  hands  of  justice,  or  in 
the  violation  of  the  laws,  or  impairing  health  by  vice  or  intemp- 
erance. When  an  act  which  is  to  cause  forfeiture  is  classed 
among  such  wrongful  conduct  it  is  fairly  to  be  inferred  that  it 
is  regarded  as  ejusdem  generis,  and  depending  on  the  same  rea- 
sons. A  construction  which  punishes  a  person  who  is  not  in  fault 
is  not  to  be  favored,  if  it  can  be  allowed  at  all.  The  very  object 
of  life  insurance  is  to  provide  for  death  by  disease  or  in  the 
ordinary  course  of  nature.  Death  by  his  own  hands,  in  the  case 
of  one  non  compos,  is  as  much  the  result  of  disease  as  death- by 
fever  or  consumption.  The  act  of  an  insane  man  is  morally  no 
more  his  act  than  if  it  were  mechanical.'*  In  later  cases,"^  it 
was  held  that,  where  there  are  no  facts  except  the  act  itself  to 
throw  light  on  the  condition  of  the  assured  as  to  his  conscious- 
ness of  the  result  that  would  follow  the  act,  if  the  assured  knew 
that  he  was  taking  his  own  life  and  showed  sufficient  intelligence 
to  employ  the  means  to  accomplish  the  purpose,  he  was  not  un- 
conscious of  the  consequences  and  the  exemption  of  the  society 
from  liability  results.  The  rule  as  above  laid  down  is  sustained 
by  a  preponderance  of  authority  and  must  now  be  regarded  as 
the  settled  rule  in  most  of  the  States  in  the  Union."®    A  provi-

cide, the  member  had  been  judicially  declared  insane,  or  was 

avoided  if  at  the  time  of  the  act  insured  was  insane.    This  case  was 
modified,  if  not  overruled,  by  Van  Zandt  v.  Mut  Ben.  Life  Ins.  Ca,  55

suicide  committed  by  a  party  in  a  state  of  mental  derangement  so  great 
that  the  act  of  self-destruction  is  to  be  regarded  as  wholly  involuntary."

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under  treatment  for  insanity  at  the  time  the  act  was  committed, 
or  was  then  in  the  delirium  of  other  illness,  operates  only  to 
entitle  the  beneficiary  to  recover  after  a  death  by  suicide  by 
proving  that  fissured  had  been  judicially  declared  insane,  or  was 
under  treatment  for  insanity,  or  was  in  the  delirium  of  other 
illness,  but  does  not  make  such  proof  indispensable  to  a  recovery 
after  suicide;  proof  that  the  member  was  insane  at  the  time  of 
the  suicide  entitling  the  beneficiary  to  a  recovery,  though  the 
other  facts  be  not  proved."'  And  the  word  ** illness,**  in  a  bene- 
fit certificate,  providing  that  the  insurer  will  pay  benefits  of 
members  who  commit  suicide  in  delirium  resulting  from  "ill- 
ness/* docQ  not  refer  only  to  such  a  sickness  as  confines  one  in 
bed."* 

§  435.  The  Rule  in  Massachusetts.— In  Dean  v.  American  Mut. 
Life  Ins.  Co.,"*  the  Supreme  Court  of  Massachusetts  established 
a  different  rule  of  construction.  In  that  case  the  condition  was 
that  the  policy  should  be  void  if  the  insured  should  'die  by  his 
own  hand,*  and  the  court  elaborately  reviewed  the  cases  and 
arguments  in  support  of  both  sides  of  the  question,  concluding 
that,  if  the  person  understood  the  nature  of  the  act  and  intended 
to  take  his  own  life,  though  insane,  the  policy  was  avoided. 
Judge  Bigelow,  in  the  opinion,  said:  '*The  question  in  such  cases 
is  not  how  far  can  the  literal  meaning  of  words  be  extended; 
but,  what  is  a  reasonable  limitation  and  qualification  of  them, 
having  regard  to  the  nature  of  the  contract  and  the  objects  in- 
tended to  be  accomplished  by  it.  Applying  this  principle  to  the 
present  proviso,  and  assuming  that  the  plaintiffs  are  right  in 
their  position  that  the  words  are  not  to  be  interpreted  literally, 
it  would  seem  to  be  reasonable  to  hold  that  they  were  intended 
to  except  from  the  policy  all  cases  of  death  caused  by  the  volun- 
tary act  of  the  assured,  when  his  deed  of  self-destruction  was  the 
result  of  intention,  by  a  person  knowing  the  nature  tind  conse- 
quences of  the  act,  although  it  may  have  been  done  under  an 
insane  delusion,  which  rendered  the  party  morally  and  legally 
irresponsible,   incapable   of  distinguishing  between  right   and

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wrong,  and  whicli,  by  disturbing  his  reason  and  judgment,  im- 
pelled him  to  its  commission.  If  the  suicide  was  an  act  of  voli- 
tioiiy  however  excited  or  impelled.  It  may  in  a  just  sense  be  said 
that  he  died  by  his  own  hand.  But  beyond  this,  it  would  not  be 
reasonable  ta  extend  the  meaning  of  the  proviso.  If  the  death 
was  caused!  by  accident,  by  superior  and  overwhelming  force,  in 
the  madness  of  delirium,  or  under  any  combination  of  circum- 
stances from  which  it  may  be  fairly  inferred  that  the  act  of  self- 
destruction  was  not  the  result  of  the  will  or  intention  of  the 
party  adapting  means  to  the  end,  and  contemplating  the  physical 
nature  and  effects  of  the  act,  then  it  may  be  justly  held  to  be  a 
loss  not  expected,  within  the  meaning  of  the  proviso.  A  party 
cannot  be  said  to  die  by  his  own  hand,  in  the  sense  in  which 
those  words  are  used  in  the  policy,  whose  self-destruction  does 
not  proceed  from  the  exercise  of  an  act  of  volition,  but  is  the 
result  of  a  blind  impulse,  of  mistake  or  accident,  or  of  other  cir- 
cumstances over  which  the  will  can  exercise  no  control."  In  a 
subsequent  case  in  the  same  court  this  opinion  was  adhered  to.^^' 

§  436.  Death  Iq^  ''Suicide,  Sane  or  Insane/'— To  avoid  the 
effect  of  these  decisions  it  has  become  customary  with  life  insur- 
ance companies  to  insert  in  their  policies  a  stipulation  that  the 
contract  shall  be  void  if  the  insured  shall  ''die  by  suicide,  felo- 
nious or  otherwise,  sane  or  insane,"  or  "by  suicide,  sane  or  in- 
sane," or  "die  by  his  own  act  or  hand^  sane  or  insfane."  These 
conditions  have  been  generally  upheld  and  successfully  eliminate 
the  element  of  suicide,  so  that  no  kind  or  degree  of  insanity  will 
prevent  the  avoidance  if  the  insured  had  the  intent  to  do  the  act, 
even  though  the  intent  of  an  unbalanced  mind,  or  realized  the 
physical  consequences  of  his  act."*  This  condition  does  not  at- 
tach where  there  is  an  absence  of  intent,  as  in  case  of  an  acci-

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dent."*.  The  Supreme  Court  of  the  United  States"*  has  thus 
expressed  the  rule:  ''The  condition  here  relieves  the  company 
from  liability  only  when  the  self-destruction  was  intentional,  or 
committed  by  a  party  who  was  conscious  of  the  nature  of  the 
act  he  was  committing,  or  about  to  commit,  and  conscious  of  its 
direct  and  immediate  consequences,  though  the  act  may  have 
been  unaccompanied  by  ^ny  criminal  or  felonious  intent  or  pur- 
pose. It  does  not  apply  or  relieve  the  company,  where  the  death 
of  the  assured  was  accidental,  or  may  properly  be  said  to  have 
been  caused  by  accident,  though  brought  about,  it  may  be,  by  his 
own  handfe,  or  by  some  dangerous  or  destructive  instrument  held 
in  them.*'  It  has  been  held,  however,  that  the  word  ''insane,'* 
in  this  connection,  embraces  every  degree  of  insanity.***  Culpa- 
ble negligence,  as  in  taking  an  overdose  of  laudanum  to  relieve 
pain,  will  not  vitiate  the  contract.**^  Where  the  condition  was 
that  the  policy  should  be  void  if  the  insured  should  die  by  his

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own  act  or  hand,  ** voluntary  or  otherwise,"  the  latter  word  was 
held  too  vague  and  uncertain  to  cover  a  case  where  the  insured 
took  hia  own  life  while  insane.*"  In  ^  case  in  Ohio,"*  where  the 
policy  was  to  be  void  if  the  insured  "shall  under  any  circum- 
stances die  by  his  own  hand,*'  the  court  held  that  the  words 
"under  any  circumstances''  should  be  disregarded  as  too  general 
and  indefinite.**® 


§  437.  Suicide  as  Accident. — ^As  suggested  by  the  Supreme 
Court  of  the  United  States  in  the  case  of  Bigelow  v.  Ins.  Co.,*** 
that  the  suicide  clause  does  not  apply,  or  relieve  the  company 
where  the  death  of  the  assured  was  accidental,  or  may  properly 
be  said  to  have  been  caused  by  accident  though  brought  about 
by  his  own  hands,  the  Supreme  Court  of  Wisconsin  has  said :  *** 
"The  court  refused  to  give  this  instruction  asked  by  appellant's 
counsel:  *It  is  immaterial  whether  Frank  A.  Cady  was  delirious 
or  not  at  the  time  immediately  preceding  his  death  and  at  the 
time  he  went  over  the  railing,  if  his  act  in  going  over  the  railing 
was  voluntary  on  his  part — ^that  is,  that  he  intended  to  throw 
himself  over  the  railing  in  the  manner  as  shown  by  the  evidence, 
— ^but  instructed  the  jury  in  substance  that  suicide,  sane  or  in- 
sane, involved  an  executed  purpose  to  take  one's  own  life,  and 
that  if  Cady  went  over  the  railing  pursuant  to  a  design  to  take 
his  own  life,  he  died  by  suicide,  but  if,  when  he  committed  the 
act,  though  it  was  voluntary  and  involved  carelessness,  if  it  was 
not  with  a  conscious  purpose  to  take  his  life ;  if  by  reason  of  his 
mental  condition  he  did  not  appreciate  the  physical  nature  of 
the  surroundSngs  and  consequences  of  his  act  and  intend  to  take 
his  life,  the  result  was  not  suicide  within  the  meaning  of  the 
policy.  Whether  the  court  committed  error  in  refusing  the  re- 
quested instruction,  and  instructing  the  jury  as  indicated,  is 
ruled  by  Pierce  v.  Travelers  Ins.  Co.***  The  position  which  the 
court  there  took  in  respect  to  the  meaning  of  a  clause  in  a  policy

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of  insurance,  substantially  like  the  one  in  question,  is  unmis- 
takable, and  has  not  been  departed  from  by  any  subsequent  de- 
cision. The  effect  of  the  decision  above  referred  to  is  thatjf  one 
takes  poison  by  mistake,  or  steps  into  an  elevator  shaft,  not 
having  in  mind  for  the  time  being  its  existence,  or  falls  from  a 
window  or  any  place  involving  danger  while  waUring  in  Tiis  sleep 
or  flying  from  imaginary  danger,  he  not  having  any  mental  pur- 
pose of  self-destruction,  and  death  ensues,  such  result  is  acci- 
dental. The  court  said,  in  effect,  that  death,  resulting  from  an 
act  committed  under  the  influence  of  delirium,  as  by  one  who, 
in  a  paroxysm  of  iear,  precipitates  himself  from  a  window,  or, 
having  been  bled,  removes  the  bandage,  or  takes  poison  by  mis- 
take, and  death  ensues,  never  received  nor  deserved  the  name 
*  suicide,*  and  is  not  within  the  meaning  of  the  language,  'death 
bu  suicide,  felonious  or  otherwise,  sane  or  insane.'  Such  lan- 
guage does  not  include  an  act  of  self-destruction,  resulting  in 
death  whether  intentional  or  not,  unaccompanied  by  a  purpose 
to  effect  death,  with  the  absence  of  all  design  to  take  life.''  So 
the  Court  of  Appeals  of  Kentucky  has  held ;  *"*  the  insured  com- 
mitting suicide  when  so  mentally  deranged  as  to  be  unconscious 
that  he  was  killing  himself,  the  act  will  not  be  deemed  his,  but 
will  be  regarded  in  law  as  an  accidental  killing.  Under  the  pecu- 
liar wording  of  the  Missouri  statute,  which  we  will  consider  later, 
suicide  is  an  accident  if  not  contemplated  at  the  time  the  policy 
was  taken  out,  so  far  as  accident  insurance  policies  are  con- 
cerned.*®** 

§  438.  Questions  of  Pleading,  Evidence,  Etc.,  in  Oases  of  Std- 
dde. — ^In  a  suit  on  a  life  insurance  policy,  which  provides  against 
liability  for  suicide,  whether  caused  by  insanity  or  not,  and  where 
suicide  is  pleaded  as  a  defense,  the  burden  of  proving  it  is  on  the 
defendant.***    And  when  circumstantial  evidence,  only,  is  relied

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on,  the  defense  fails  unless  the  circumstances  exclude  with  rea- 
sonable certainty  Bny  hypothesis  of  death  by  accident,  or  by  the 
act  of  another.^®*  As,  where  the  assured  cut  an  artery  with 
broken  glass.*'^  Where  a  note,  evidencing  an  intention  to  end 
his  lif Cy  was  left  by  the  assured,  it  was  held  that  it  excluded  the 
hypothesis  of  accident."®  Evidence  of  declarations  of  insured 
as  to  his  intention  to  commit  suicide  is  admissible.^®®  The  pre- 
sumption of  law  is  against  suicide  and  the  courts  incline  to  the 
view  that,  as  the  gist  of  the  act  is  the  intent,  there  must  be  some 
evidence  of  an  intention  of  suicide.  The  mere  fact  of  the  body 
of  the  insured  l^eing  found  with  a  pistol  in  his  hand  and  a  bullet 
wound  in  the  head  is  ordinarily  not  sufficient  to  prove  suicide.  ^^° 
Nor  where  the  insured  took  acid  in  order  to  frighten  his  wife 
into  giving  him  money.*^*  And  so  where  different  bottles,  one  of 
medicine  and  one  of  poison,  were  on  the  mantel,  and  the  one  of 
poison  was  taken.*^^  An  allegation  that  assured  "did  then  and 
there  immorally,  wrongfully  and  willfully"  commit  suicide,  is  an 
allegation  that  the   assured  committed   suicide   while   sane.^^'

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Where  the  evidence  is  conflicting  as  to  whether  death  was  caused 
by  the  intention  or  accidental  act  of  deceased,  it  will  be  presumed 
that  the  death  resulted  from  accident.^^*  And  in  actions  upon 
life  policies,  where  the  defense  is  suicide,  a  wide  latitude  of  evi- 
dence is  permitted  and  all  the  facts  bearing  in  any  manner  upon 
the  mental  condition,  habits  and  circumstances  of  assured  are 
admissible.  It  is  an  open  question  whether  the  coroner's  inquest 
is  admissible.^^"*  It  is  not  necessary  to  here  examine  in  detail  the 
cases  which  have  discussed  the  admissibility  of  evidence,  but  the 
cases  themselves  must  be  examined.^^®  In  all  of  these  cases  the 
various  conflicting  circumstances  bearing  upon  the  question  are 
fully  discussed.^"    Where  the  application  agreed  that  the  loss

necessary  to  refer  to  the  large  number  of  cases  decided  during 
the  last  ten  or  twelve  years  where  conflicting  evidence  was  con- 
sidered and  the  verdict  for  the  plaintiff  was  upheld  or  reversed. 
Wherever  possible  the  verdict  has  been  sustained  on  appeal  and 
in  very  few  cases  reversed.  The  company  is  entitled  to  a  suf- 
ficient time  to  learn  of  all  the  facts  bearing  upon  the_  case  by 
investigation  and,  although  the  policy  provided  that  the  amount 
should  be  paid  within  sixty  days  after  due  notice  and  proof,  it 
was  held,"'  that  three  months  and  a  few  days  was  not  an  un- 
reasonable time  to  elapse  before  notifying  the  beneficiary  of  the 
result  of  the  investigation.

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proof  is  on  the  defendant  who  alleges  suicide  and  circumstantial 
evidence  is  relied  upon.  To  show  the  attitude  of  the  courts,  we 
may  give  the  opinion  in  the  case  of  Parrish  v.  Order  of  United 
Commercial  Travelers.^*®  The  defenses  of  want  of  notice  and 
suicide  were  pleaded.  The  latter  is  stated  by  the  court  as  fol- 
lows: **That  Eugene  M.  Parrish  had  caused  his  own  death  by 
intentionally  shooting  himself  in  the  head  with  a  pistol ;  and  the 
constitution  of  the  order  provided  that  there  should  be  no  liabil- 
ity under  the  policy  for  death  resulting  from  intentional  self- 
inflicted  injury.  On  the  trial  both  plaintiff  and  defendant  asked 
for  a  directed  verdict.  But  the  District  Judge  submitted  the 
issues  to  the  jury,  with  the  result  that  a  verdict  was  found  for 
the  defendant.  .  .  .  The  plaintiff  first  contends  that  the  no- 
tice ten  days  after  death  required  hj  the  provision  of  the  con- 
stitution above  quoted  has  no  application  to  a  case  of  instan- 
taneous death,  and  that  the  jury  should  have  been  so  charged. 
The  liability  of  the  order  as  fixed  by  the  constitution  is  for 
'bodily  injury  effected  through  external,  violent  and  accidental 
means  which  alone  and  independent  of  all  other  causes  shall 
occasion  death  immediately  op  within  six  months  from  the  hap- 
pening thereof.'  It  is  therefore  perfectly  clear  that  the  require- 
ment of  notice  *in  the  event  of  death  resulting  from  external, 
violent  and  accidental  means,  as  hereinbefore  provided,'  applies 
to  a  death  resulting  'immediately'  from  the  injury.  It  is  true, 
as  said  in  the  argument  of  plaintiff's  counsel,  that  cases  might 
arise  where  from  Iftck  of  knowledge  of  the  death  or  other  causes 
it  would  be  impossible  for  the  beneficiary  to  give  notice  ten  days 
after  the  death.  But  this  is  not  a  case  of  that  kind.  The  fact 
that  a  contract  may  become  impossible  of  performance  from  cir- 
cumstances beyond  the  control  of  the  party  obligated,  does  not 
affect  its  validity  nor  relieve  frcmi  performance  when  possible. 
The  instructions  of  the  court  on  this  point  were  equivalent  to  a 
direct  instruction  to  the  jury  that  the  conditions  as  to  notice  and 
furnishing  proof  of  loss  had  been  waived  by  the  defendant.  It 
appears  clearly  from  the  record  and  from  the  excellent  state- 
ment of  the  evidence  in  the  brief  of  counsel  for  the  plaintiff  that 
the  facts  from  which  the  jury  were  told  they  should'  infer  waiver

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were  either  not  disputed  or  established  by  uncontroverted  testi- 
mony. Hence  it  is  impossible  not  to  infer  that  the  jury  must 
have  found  that  the  defendant  had  waived  the  requirements  of 
the  policy  as  to  notice  and  proof  of  death,  and  there  is  no  ground 
therefore  for  the  plaintiff,  to  complain  of  the  failure  to  give  a 
direct  instruction  that  the  defendant  had  waived  the  provision 
of  its  constitution  pertaining  to  notice  and  proof  of  death.  The 
important  question  is  whether  the  plaintiff  was  entitled  to  an 
instruction  that  Eugene  M.  Parrish  had  not  committed  suicide 
and  that  the  plaintiff  was  therefore  entitled  to  recover.  On.  this 
subject  the  charge  was  as  follows:  'The  court  charges  you  that 
on  the  issue  of  suicide  raised  by  the  defendant  as  a  ground  for 
avoiding  the  payment  of  the  policy  sued  on,  the  burden  of  proof 
is  upon  the  defendant  to  establish  such  defense.  That  the  pre^ 
sumption,  notwithstanding  the  finding  of  the  dead  body  of  the 
insured  in  the  position  described  in  the  testimony,  with  his  hands 
on  the  pistol  lying  between  his  legs,  and  the  hole  in  his  head,  is 
that  he  met  his  death  accidentally,  and'  that  the  plaintiff  is  en- 
titled to  recover,  unless  the  defendant  can  overcome  the  burden 
thus  placed  upon  it ;  that  is  to  say,  unless  the  testimony  excludes 
all  reasonable  hypotheses  that  the  shooting  was  accidental,  and 
you  are  convinced  that  the  deceased  intentionally  took  his  life 
by  inflicting  the  wound  in  his  head.'  The  plaintiff's  position  is 
that  the  District  Judge  should  have  held  and  charged  as  a  mat- 
ter of  law  that  the  evidence  did  not  exclude  all  reasonable  hy- 
potheses that  the  shooting  was  accidental,  and  that  the  verdict 
should  be  for  the  plaintiff.  There  was  little  difference  as  to  the 
facts;  the  m^in  issue  is  the  inference  to  be  drawn  from  them. 
Eugene  M.  Parrish  was  a  traveling  salesman  about  25  years  old, 
in  excellent  health,  successful  in  business,  sunny  and  bright  in 
disposition,  held  in  high  esteem,  and,  so  far  as  known,  free  from 
serious  anxiety  or  trouble.  Early  in  the  afternoon  of  Thursday, 
May  27,  1911,  he  arrived  at  the  Hotel  Hamilton  in  Bristol.  At 
supper  he  directed  the  waiter  to  have  his  breakfast  on  the  table 
at  9 :30  the  next  morning.  The  next  morning  he  was  found  dead 
in  his  bed  from  a  pistol  shot  which  entered  a  little  above  the 
right  temple.  There  were  powder  bums  around  the  point  of 
entrance  of  the  ball  and  on  the  left  forefinger  and  perhaps  the 
thumb.    One  of  the  witnesses  testified  that  the  ball  had  entered 
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at  rigli4i  angles  with  the  head  and  that  in  his  opinion  the  pistol 
could  not  have  been  fired  more  than  18  inches  away  from  the 
head.  Deceased  was  lying  on  his  back,  dressed  except  his  coat 
and  vest,  with  his  body  turned  a  little  to  the  left  side  and  his 
feet  on  the  floor.  The  right  hand  was  resting  across  his  body 
Bnd  the  left  hand  nearly  straight  on  the  bed.  The  pistol  was  on 
the  bed  between  his  thighs,  pointing  from  one  to  the  other.  One 
chamber  had  been  discharged ;  all  the  others  were  loaded.  A  box 
containing  cartridges  was  on  the  mantel.  The  evidence  was  con- 
flicting as  to  whether  the  deceased  had  recently  acquired  the  pis- 
tol or  had  owned  it  for  some  time.  Scattered  on  the  hearth  were 
a  quantity  of  papers  which  had  been  torn  into  smull  pieces. 
Some  were  found  to  be  orders  for  goods  or  other  business  memo- 
randa and  some  letters.  Two  or  three  letters  were  in  a  woman's 
or  boy's  handwriting.  A  postcard  was  formed  from  some  of  the 
pieces  which  had  on  it  a  picture  of  a  man  and  woman  walking 
and  conversing,  and  this  writing:  *H'ave  you  had  a  walk  like  this 
lately?  Had  a  long  letter  from  Miss  M.  H.  You  ought  to  see 
what  she  said  you  said  about  me.  Will  show  you  soon. '  The 
two  doors  to  the  room  were  locked,  and  there  was  nothing  to  indi- 
cate the  presence  of  any  other  person  in  the  room  at  the  time  of 
the  tragedy.  Did  this  evidence  require  the  District  Judge  to 
direct  a  verdict  for  the  plaintiff,  or  to  leave  the  issue  of  acciden- 
tal death,  or  suicide,  to  the  jury?  In  Cosmopolitan  Life  Ins.  Co. 
V.  Koegal,*®^  the  Supreme  Court  of  Appeals  states  the  rule  that : 
'Where  the  evidence  of  self-destruction  is  circumstantial,  the  de- 
fendant fails,  unless  the  circumstances  exclude  with  reasonable 
certainty  any  hypothesis  of  death  by  accident  or  by  the  act  of 
another.  We  cite  a  few  of  the  many  authorities  holding  this 
rule  to  be  now  unquestioned  and  restating  it  in  different 
forms."^    In  the  Virginia  cases  and  all  others  to  which  we  have

In  view  of  the  frequency  of 
suicide  it  cannot  be  doubted  that  some  courts  have  gone  very  far 
in  applying  the  rule  of  presumption  against  it;  but  all  the  au- 
thorities agree  that,  although  the  presumption  is  against  suicide, 
and  the  defendant  must  take  the  burden  of  showing  it  by  clear 
land  satisfactory  evidence,  and  that  the  jury  should  be  so  in- 
structed, yet  where  there  is  evidence  so  tending  to  support  the 
defense  of  suicide  that  reasonable  men  might  differ  as  to  whether 
the  inference  of  suicide  or  accidental  death  should  be  drawn, 
then  the  inference  must  be  drawn  by  the  jury  and  not  the  court. 
We  find  no  clearer  statement  of  the  test  required  by  common 
sense  than  that  thus  given  in  Life  Ins.  Co.  of  Va.  v.  Hairston, 
supra,  by  the  Supreme  Court  of  Appeals  of  Virginia  speaking 
through  Judge  Keith:  *We  are  of  opinion  that  the  defense  of 
suicide  should  be  established  by  clear  and  satisfactory  proof, 
such  as  is  required  to  establish  a  fraud.'  In  Leman  v.  Manhat- 
tan Life  Ins.  Co.,^**  the  verdict  in  favor  of  the  defendant  on  the 
issue  of  suicide  was  set  aside,  the  court  saying:  *Tn  this  condi- 
tion of  the  record  there  is  no  adquate  basis  to  refer  the  death  to 
the  intentional  act  of  the  deceased.  If  there  are  indications  that 
point  to  suicide,  there  are  other  features  not  consistent  with  that 
theory.'  While  that  case  and  this  are  similar  in  some  of  the 
facts,  there  are  important  differences.  There,  as  here,  there  was 
proof  of  death,  cheerfulness  and  apparent  happiness,  and  absence 
of  any  known  reason  for  suicide.  The  circumstances  of  death  are 
thus  stated  by  the  court:  *The  body,  found  with  the  wound  from 
a  gunshot,  causing  death ;  the  discharged  pistol,  wedged,  or  as  if

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it  had  been  forced,  on  the  thumb  of  the  right  hand;  the  body 
reclining  on  the  sofa  as  of  one  sleeping;  the  left  arm  rested  on 
the  breast;  the  right  leg  crossed  on  the  left;  the  head  in  the 
usual  position  of  one  in  repose;  and  there  being  no  evidence  of 
any  convulsive  movement,  if  we  correctly  translate  the  technical 
word  'jactitation'  used  by  the  p'hysicians  who  testify.  The  pistol 
was  'tightly  wedged'  to  the  thumb,  so  as  to  require  force  to  re- 
move it.  The  question  is  whether  these  appearances  point  to 
suicide  to  the  exclusion  of  any  other  cause.  Why  not,  with  equal 
potency,  to  accidental  death  or  death  by  the  hand  of  another? 
In  the  present  case  there  was  evidence  that  the  deceased  was 
somewhat  depressed  when  he  left  home ;  that  there  were  powder- 
burns  at  the  wound  and  also  on  the  left  forefinger,  indicating 
discharge  of  the  pistol  very  close  to  the  temple,  and  the  use  of 
the  right  hand  in  firing  it  and  of  the  left  in  holding  it  very  close 
to  the  temple.  Taken  in  connection  with  this  evidence,  the  tear- 
ing up  of  a  large  number  of  letters  and  other  papers  was  a  cir- 
cumstance of  significance.  We  cannot  d^ubt  these  facts  might 
well  exclude  in  the  minds  of  reasonable  men  any  other  inference 
than  that  the  deceased  intentionally  shot  himself;  ^nd  that  the 
issue  was  properly  submitted  to  the  jury." 

§  440.  When  Suicide  No  Defense,— Where  the  policy,  or  the 
constitution  and  laws  of  the  society  or  order,  contain  no  provi- 
sion qualifying  the  right  to  recover  if  the  assured  or  member 
takes  his  own  life,  suicide  is  not  a  defense.^"  This  statement 
must  be  understood,  however,  as  qualified  by  the  conditions  that 
suicide  was  not  contemplated  when  the  policy  was  issued  or  was 
committed  feloniously."^  It  is  a  question,  however,  whether,  if 
suicide  was  a  crime  under  the  statute  law,  a  death  by  suicide 
would  not  be  within  a  condition  vitiating  the  policy  if  the  as- 
sured should  die  in  violation  of,  or  any  attempt  to  violate,  any 
criminal  law  of  the  United  States  or  of  the  State  or  country

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where  the  ^^  member  may  be.  It  has  been  held  that  a  benefit 
societj  may  enact  a  law  providing  that  the  benefit  shall  be  for- 
feited if  the  member  take  his  own  life  ''sane  or  insane/'  which 
will  bind  all  members  irrespective  of  the  time  when  they  became 
such,  whether  before  or  after  the  enactment  of  such  law,  pro- 
vided the  certificate  or  laws  stipulate  that  the  member  shall  com- 
ply with  all  the  laws  of  the  order  then  in  force  or  those  which 
may  subsequently  be  enacted.^^^  But  there  is  much  authority  to 
the  contrary."* 

§  441.  Statutes  Prohibiting  Defense  of  Suicide.  —  In  some 
States  statutes  exist  providing  that  ''it  shall  be  no  defense  that 
the  assured  committed  suicide  unless  it  shall  be  shown  to  the 
satisfaction  of  the  court,  or  jury,  trying  the  cause,  that  the  as- 
sured contemplated  suicide  at  the  time  he  made  his  application 
for  the  policy,  and  any  stipulation  in  the  policy  to  the  contrary 
shall  be  void.*'*®*  The  Supreme  Court  of  the  United  States  has 
construed  the  meaning  of  the  words  "committed  suicide,"  as 
used  in  this  statute,  as  follows:  ^•^  "But  we  are  of  opinion  that 
the  word  'suicide'  is  not  used  in  this  statute  in  its  technical  and 
legal  sense  of  self-destruction  by  a  sane  person,  but  according 
to  its  popular  meaning  of  death  by  one's  own  hand,  irrespective 
of  the  mental  condition  of  the  person  committing  the  act.  The 
result  of  the  construction  urged  by  the  defendant  would  be  that, 
if  a  perfectly  sane  man  voluntarily  and  from  anger,  pride  or 
jealousy,  or  a  mere  desire  to  escape  from  the  ills  of  life,  puts  an 
end  to  his  life,  and  thereby  becomes  guilty  of  the  crime  of  self- 
murder,  and  of  a  fraud  upon  the  insurance  company,  the  com- 
pany would  still  be  responsible,  unless  it  could  be  shown  that  the 
insured  contemplated  suicide  at  the  time  he  made  his  application 
for  the  policy ;  while,  if  he  committed  the  same  act  while  insane, 
and  therefore  irresponsible,  the  statute  would  not  apply,  and  the

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company  would  not  be  liable  under  the  terms  of  the  policy,  which 
provided  that  it  should  become  void  'in  case  of  the  self-destruc- 
tion of  the  holder,  .  •  .  whether  voluntary  or  involuntary, 
sane  or  insane. '  In  the  one  case,  as  we  held  in  Bitter  v.  Mutual 
Life  Insurance  Co.,^®*  that  is,  of  self-destruction  by  a  sane  man, 
not  only  would  the  policy  be  void,  whether  there  were  a  provi- 
sion to  that  effect  or  not,  but  even  a  contract  that  it  should  be 
valid  under  such  circumstances  was  thought  to  be  against  public 
policy  and  subversive  of  sound  morality;"*  while  in  the  other 
case  of  a  suicide  by  an  insane  persoil,  the  insured  is  guilty  of  no 
wrong  to  the  company,  if  he  be  incapable  of  understanding  the 
moral  consequences  of  his  own  act,  and  there  is  no  reason  in  law 
or  morals  why  the  company  should  not  pay.  It  is  impossible  to 
suppose  that  the  legislature  could  have  contemplated  such  a  con- 
tingency, and  a  construction  that  would  lead  to  this  result  should 
be  deemed  inadmissible,  unless  the  language  of  the  statute  were 
too  plain  to  be  misunderstood.  The  statute  was  manifestly  in- 
tended to  apply  to  all  cases  of  self-destruction  or  suicide,  unless 
the  same  were  contemplated  at  the  time  application  was  made 
for  the  policy,  and  the  fact  that  we  may  have  given  a  different 
construction  to  the  same  words  when  used  in  a  policy  of  insur- 
ance does  not  militate  against  this  theory.  The  same  words  may 
require  a  different  construction  when  used  in  different  docu- 
ments, as,  for  instance,  in  a  contract,  and  a  statute ;  and  identity 
of  words  is  not  decisive  of  identity  of  meaning  where  they  are 
used  in  different  connections  and  for  different  purposes.  In  a 
contract,  the  technical  rights  of  the  parties  only  are  involved — 
in  a  statute,  an  important  question  of  public  policy.  If  this  stat- 
ute were  read  alone  and  disembarrassed  by  the  construction  given 
to  these  words  in  policies  of  insurance,  not  a  doubt  would  arise 
as  to  its  application  to  all  cases  of  self-destruction ;  and  when  we 
examine  the  theory  of  the  defendant,  and  find  that  it  leads  to 
the  conclusion  that  the  company  would  be  liable  if  the  insured 
had  committed  a  fraud  upon  it,  and  would  not  be  liable  if  he 
had  taken  his  life,  though  guilty  of  no  fraud,  the  theory  must 
be  rejected  without  hesitation.  The  construction  we  have  given 
to  the  words  'committed  suicide'  in  this  act  is  fortified  by  refer-

edy solely,  but  that  it  is  substantitive  law  entering  into  the  con- 
tract itself,  (2)  that  it  is  broad  and  enters  into  all  contracts 
affecting  life  indemnity,  (3)  that  the  Act  of  1887  respecting 
assessment  companies  was  but  an  exemption  from  this  general 
statute,  (4)  that  an  assessment  company,  to  have  the  benefit  of 
such  exemption,  must  qualify  and  take  out  a  license  under  the 
law,  (5)  that  until  it  did  so  qualify  and  take  out  a  license  it  was 
not  entitled  to  such  an  exemption,  and  the  general  suicide  statute 
entered  into  each  and  every  one  of  their  contracts  prior  to  the 
time  such  company  complied  with  the  statute,  and  (6)  that  a 
subsequent  compliance  with  the  statute  would  not  affect  the  con- 
tracts theretofore  written,  and  would  not  eliminate  therefrom 
the  effect  of  the  suicide  statute."  Consequently,  as  the  law  is 
read  into  and  becomes  a  part  of  the  contract,  it  becomes  a  mate- 
rial constituent  part  thereof  and  cannot  be  eliminated  therefrom 
by  any  subsequent  act  of  the  defendant,  so  where  a  certificate 
was  issued  before  the  society  was  authorized  to  do  business  in 
the  State,  although  it  afterwards  was  licensed  under  the  Missouri 
statute,  suicide  forms  no  defense  and  the  society  was  not  ex- 
empted from  its  operation.*®*  The  word  suicide  in  the  Missouri 
statute  is  not  used  in  its  technical  sense,  but  means  death  by 
one's  own  hand  irrespective  of  mental  condition.**"    To  avoid  the

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effect  of  this  Missouri  statute,  accident  companies  attempted  to 
limit  their  liability  by  inserting  a  provision  that  if  the  insured 
committed  suicide,  sane  or  insane,  only  one-tenth  of  the  principal 
sum  should  be  paid.  The  Supreme  Court  of  the  United  States, 
however,  following  Logan  v.  Fidelity  and  Casualty  Company,*^* 
held  that  the  Missouri  statute  was  constitutional  and  a  valid  ex- 
ercise of  the  power  of  the  State  and  the  limitation  of  liability  in 
the  policy  was  without  effect.*®^  The  Missouri  suicide  law  has 
no  retrospective  operation.*^®  In  the  same  statute  the  word  ''con- 
templated" is  equivalent  to  "intended,"  or  "resolved,"  and  re- 
fers to  a  definite  purpose,  not  a  mere  thought.*®'  It  has  been 
held,*®®  that  this  statute  is  mandatory  and  cannot  be  waived  or 
abrogated  by  any  form  of  contract  or  by  any  device  whatever.*®* 
The  Supreme  Court  of  Pennsylvania  has  held,*®*  that  the  statute 
of  Ohio  providing  that,  after  a  company  has  received  a  certain 
number  of  annual  premiums,  it  shall  be  estopped  from  defending 
against  any  daim  arising,  upon  the  policy  upon  any  other  ground 
than  fraud,  because  of  any  errors,  omissions  or  misstatements  in 
the  application,  is  not  a  limitation  of  the  company's  right  to  de-

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fend  on  the  ground  of  suicide.    The  Colorado  statute  as  to  sui-

§442.  Death  at  the  Hands  of  Justice.— Many  life  insurance 
policies  contain  a  condition  that  they  are  to  be  void  if  the  insured 
die  '*by  the  hands  of  justice"  or  in  "known  violation  of  law." 
The  Georgia  Code  provides  that  *' death  by  suicide  or  by  the 
hands  of  justice^  either  punitive  or  preventive,  releases  the  in- 
surer from  the  obligation  of  his  contract.****  It  was  held  in  the 
celebrated  Fauntleroy's  case,*®*  that  it  is  unnecessary  to  insert 
a  provision  of  the  first  kind,  because  the  policy  is  void  in  such 
event  upon  the  grounds  of  public  policy,  even  though  death  at 
the  hands  of  justice  were  expressly  insured  against.  Death  at 
the  hands  of  justice  means,  says  Chief  Justice  Tindal,  the  dying 
"in  consequence  of  a  felony  previously  committed.  "***•  A  policy 
of  life  insurance  does  not  insure  against  the  legal  execution  of 
the  insured  for  crime,  even  though  in  fact  he  may  have  been  inno- 
cent, and  therefore  unjustly  convicted  and  executed.*®^  In  the 
case  cited  the  court  says:  "This  action  can  be  maintained  only 
on  the  assumption  that  there  was  a  failure  of  justice  in  the  crim- 
inal case.  It  implies  a  miscarriage  of  justice.  But  can  there  be 
a  contract  of  insurance  against  the  miscarriage  of  justice?  In 
the  opinion  of  the  Court  of  Appeals  the  question  is  thus  stated 
and  answered:  'Can  there  be  a  legal  life  insurance  against  the 
miscarriage  of  justice?  Can  contracts  be  based  on  the  proba- 
bility of  judicial  murder  f  If  one  policy  so  written  be  valid,  the 
business  of  insuring  against  the  fatal  mistakes  of  juries  and 
courts  would  be  legitimate.  The  same  principle  could  be  applied, 
in  a  kind  of  accident  insurance,  to  the  miscarriage  of  justice  in 
cases  that  led  to  convictions  and  punishments  not  capital.    And

lible.   ...    It  is  the  policy  of  every  State  or  organized  society 
to  uphold  the  dignity  and  integrity  of  its  courts  of  justice.    Such 
contracts  would  be  speculations  upon  whether  the  courts  would 
do  justice.    They  would  tend  to  encourage  a  want  of  confidence 
in  the  efficiency  of  the  courts.    They  would  tend  to  stir  up  liti- 
gation— ^litigation  that  would  reopen  tried  issues.    They  would 
impress  the  public  with  the  belief  that  the  results  of  trials  of  the 
gravest  kind  were  so  uncertain  that  the  innocent  could  not  escape 
condemnation  by  a  jury  and  unjust  judgment  by  the  court,  or 
obtain  pardon  of  the  executive.    Such  contracts  would  encourage 
litigation  dnd  bring  reproach  upon  the  State,  its  judiciary,  and 
executive,  and  would,  we  think,  be  against  public  policy  and 
void.    The  policy  of  the  law  often  permits,  and  even  requires,  for 
error,  a  new  trial  of  a  convicted  defendant,  but  never  after  his 
execution.    The  views  thus  expressed  commend  themselves  to  our 
judgment.    There  is  a  wagering  feature  in  such  stipulation  which 
forbids  its  being  incorporated  into  a  policy  of  insurance,  and,  if 
it  cannot  be  formally  incorporated  into  the  contract,  its  omission 
therefrom  does  not,  by  implication,  give  it  life  and  validity." 
In  a  case  in  North  Carolina,*®*  the  policy  was  on  the  life  of  a 
slave  and  conditioned  to  be  void  if  the  insured  should  meet  death 
''by  means  of  invasion,  insurrection,  riot  or  civil  commotion,  or 
of  any  military  or  usurped  authority,  or  by  the  hands  of  jus- 
tice."   The  slave  was  killed  in  an  armed  and  violent  resistance 
of  the  authority  of  an  officer  and  the  Supreme  Court  of  that 
State  held  that  the  policy  was  not  avoided. 

In  the  case  of  Northwestern  Mutual  Life  Ins.  Co.  v.  McCue,**^* 
the  Court  adhered  to  the  views  expressecl  in  the  Burt  and  Ritter 
cases  cited  above,  and  said:  ''These  cases  must  be  accepted  as 
expressing  the  views  of  this  court  as  to  the  public  policy  which 
must  determine  the  validity  of  insurance  policies  and  which  they 
cannot  transcend  even  by  explicit  declaration,  much  less  be  held 
to  transcend  by  omissions  or  implications,  and  we  pass  by,  there- 
fore, the  very  interesting  argument  of  counsel  for  respondent  as

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to  the  indefinite  and  variable  notions  which  may  be  entertained 
of  such  policy  according  to  times  and  places  and  the  tempera- 
ments of  courts  and  the  danger  of  permitting  its  uncertain  con- 
ceptions to  control,  o^  supersede,  the  freedom  of  parties  to  make 
and  to  be  bound  by  contracts  deliberately  made."    In  the  case 
of  Collins  V.  Mutual  Life  Ins.  Co.,^^®  the  Suprem^e  Court  of  Illi- 
nois came  to  a  different  conclusion.    It  said:  ''An  insurance  pol- 
icy payable  to  the  estate  or  personal  representatives  of  the  as- 
sured is  a  species  of  property.    It  is  in  the  nature  of  a  chose  in 
action,  which,  subject  to  certain  conditions,  varying  according  to 
the  terms  of  the  contract,  is  payable  upon  the  contingency  or  at 
a  stated  time.    Life  insurance  has  become  an  important  factor  in 
the  commercial  ^nd  social  life  of  our  people.    To  protect  their 
credit,  save  their  estates  from  embarrassment,  and  provide  for 
dependent  ones,  the  people  of  this  state  pay  annually  over  $30,- 
000,000  in  premiums  for  life  insurance.    See  Official  Report  of 
Commissioner  of  Insurance,  part  2,  p.  6.    The  amount  of  insurance 
carried  is  approximately  $1,000,000,000.    Why  should  this  enor- 
mous property  interest  be  subject  to  any  different  conditions  than 
those  applying  to  any  other  prop^erty  owned  by  the  people?    If 
a  man  who  is  executed  for  crime  has,  at  his  death,  $1,000  in  real 
estate,  $1,000  in  chattels,  and  $1,000  in  life  insurance  payable  to 
his  estate,  his  real  estate  descends  to  his  heir,  and  his  personal 
chattels  to  his  administrator,  but  the  $1,000  life  insurance  must 
be  left  in  the  hands  of  the  company  who  has  received  the  pre- 
miums because  it  is  said  to  be  contrary  to  public  policy  to  require 
the  company  to  pay,  lest  by  so  doing  it  lend  encouragement  to 
other  policy  holders  to  seek  murder,  and  execution  therefor,  in 
order  that  their  estates  or  heirs  might  profit  thereby.    This  is 
defendant  in  error's  position.    This  contention  seems  to  border 
closely  on  the  absurd.    We  know  of  no  rule  of  public  policy  in 
this  state  that  wiH  enforce  this  species  of  forfeiture ;  but  there  is 
a  rule  of  law  which  has  often  been  applied  when  two  parties 
make  a  valid  contract  and  the  same  has  been  completely  per- 
formed by  one  party,  and  nothing  remains  except  the  perform- 
ance by  the  other,  which  will  compel  performance  or  award  dam- 
ages for  the  default  against  the  delinquent  party.    We  are  aware

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that  ^urts  have  not  always  reached  the  same  conclusion  upon 
this  question.  So  far  as  we  are  advised,  all  the  cases  in  which 
the  opposite  conclusion  has  been  reached  are  based  upon  the 
English  case,2"  decided  by  the  House  of  Lords  in  1830.  The  facts 
in  that  case  as  stated  by  the  lord  chancellor  are:  'In  January, 
1815,  Henry  Pauntleroy  insured  his  life  with  the  Amicable  In- 
surance Society.  In  the  month  of  May,  in  the  same  year,  he  com- 
mitted a  forgery  on  the  Bank  of  England.  He  continued  to  pay 
the  premiums  upon  this  insurance  for  b  considerable  period  of 
time.  In  the  year  1824  he  was  apprehended,  and,  on  the  29th  of 
October  in  that  year  he  was  declared  a  bankrupt,  and  an  assign- 
ment of  his  effects  was  made  to  the  respondents.  On  the  fol- 
lowing day,  the  30th  of  October,  he  was  tried  for  this  forgery; 
he  was  found  guilty,  sentenced  to  death,  and  in  the  month  of 
November  following  was  executed.*  The  court  held  that  there 
could  be  no  recovery.  The  grounds  of  the  decision  were  that  to 
allow  a  recovery  would  **take  away  one  of  those  restraints  oper- 
ating on  the  minds  of  men  against  the  commission  of  crime."  It 
should  be  borne  in  mind  that  forfeitures  for  the  commission  of 
crime  were  enforced  in  Englancl  at  the  time  of  this  decision,  and 
continued  to  be,  with  more  or  less  severity,  until  abolished  by  33 
and  34  Victoria,  passed  in  1870.*"  The  decision  in  the  Bolland 
Case  was  based  on  the  ground  of  public  policy,  and  no  doubt 
was  in  strict  accordance  with  the  established  policy  of  Great 
Britain  at  that  time.  As  a  declaration  of  the  public  policy  of  the 
English  government  at  the  time  the  decision  was  announced,  it 
must  stand  as  conclusive  evidence  of  such  policy;  but  it  is  no 
evidence  whatever  that  the  same  public  policy  prevails  in  any 
other  nation  or  government.  Each  nation  or  state  having  the 
power  to  adopt  a  Constitution  and  legislate  for  itself  necessarily 
has  the  inherent  power  to  declare  its  own  rules  of  public  policy. 
There  is  nothing  in  international  law  or  the  comity  between  our 
states  that  requires  our  courts  to  enforce  the  consequences  fol- 
lowing the  conviction  for  felony  in  obedience  to  the  public  policy 
of  the  state  where  the  conviction  is  h:ad,  when  to  do  so  would 
be  to  depart  from  our  own  public  policy  on  the  same  subject."

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The  killing  by  the  husband  of  the  paramonr  of  the  wife  is  not 
meeting  death  at  the  hands  of  justice,  nor  is  such  a  death  one 
while  attempting  to  violate  a  criminal  law.*^^ 

§  443.  Death  in  Violation  of  Law. — ^Unless  the  contract  pro- 
vides that  death  while  engaged  in,  or  in  consequence  of,  an  un- 
lawful act  shall  avoid  the  policy,  death  of  the'  assured  while  com- 
mitting a  feloYiy  is  no  defense.***  Stipulations  of  this  nature  are 
frequent,  however,  and  will  be  upheld.  Under  a  clause  forfeiting 
the  insurance  if  death  occurs  in  violation  of  law,  death  must  be  a 
natural  effect  of  such  violation.***  In  a  case  where  the  policy 
was  conditioned  to  be  void  if  the  insured  should  die  in  conse- 
quence of  a  duel,  or  of  the  violation  of  law,**®  the  Court  of  Ap- 
peals of  New  York  said :  ' '  It  seems  to  be  clear  that  a  relation 
must  exist  between  the  violation  of  law  and  the  death  to  make 
good  the  defense;  that  the  death  must  have  been  caused  by  the 
violation  of  law.*'  This  rule  was  followed  in  a  later  case  in  the 
same  court  *"  in  which  the  facts  were  these :  Wisner  Murray,  the 
insured,  and  his  brother  planned  an  assault  upon  one  Berdell,  in 
pursuance  of  which  the  brother  seized  Bordell  by  his  arms,  from 
behind,  and  Wisher  beat  him  over  the  head  and  face  with  a  raw- 
hide. Berdell  drew  a  pistol  and  Wisner  fled,  but  was  shot  and 
killed  by  Berdell  as  he  was  entering  an  adjoining  room.  The 
court  held  that  whether  the  discharge  of  the  lustol  was  inten- 
tional or  accidental  the  death  was  the  result  of  the  violation  of 
law  by  Wisner  Murray  and  the  policy  was  held  void.  So,  where 
the  insured  was  killed  while  making  an  unprovoked  assault  the 
policy,  under  a  similar  condition,  was  held  void.^*®  So,  under  a 
similar  proviso  the  policy  was  held  void  where  the  insured  was 
killed  by  his  brother  while  making  an  assault  upon  the  wife  of 
the  latter. **•    In  a  case  decided  by  the  Supreme  Court  of  the

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United  States  ^^®  the  policy  was  to  be  void  if  death  was  caused 
by  **  dueling,  fighting,  or  other  breach  of  the  law  on  the  part  of 
the  insured,  or  by  his  wilfully  exposing  himself  to  any  unneces- 
sary danger  or  peril.''    The  insured  and  another  person  were 
driving  sulkies  in  competition  alongside  of  each  other  at  a  horse- 
race for  money,  such  race  being  illegal  by  statute,  and  on  a  col- 
lision occurring,  the  insured  jumped  to  the  ground  from  his  sulky, 
and  was  clear  from  the  sulky  reins  and  harness,  on  his  feet  and 
uninjured,  and  spoke  instantly  to  his  horse  to  stop,  and  then 
started  forward  to  get  hold  of  the  reins,  which  were  hanging 
across  the  axle-tree.    When  he  had  hold,  or  was  attempting  to 
get  hold  of  them,  he  was  tangled  in  them,  and  falling  down  was 
dragged  along  the  ground  and  striking  a  stone  violently  with 
his  head  was  killed.    The  court  held  that  no  recovery  could  be 
had  on  the  policy.    It  was  claimed  that  the  death  was  caused  by 
a  new  force  or  cause ;  but  Judge  Miller,  in  delivering  the  opinion 
of  the  court,  said :    *'But  we  do  not  think  this  new  force  or  cause 
is  sufficiently  made  out  by  this  verdict.    The  leap  from  the  sulky 
and  securing  the  reins,  and  the  subsequent  fall  and  injury  to 
Seaver,  are  so  close  and  immediate  in  their  relation  to  his  racing, 
and  all  so  manifestly  part  of  one  continuous  transaction,  that 
we  cannot,  as  this  findinjg  presents  it,  say  there  was  a  new  and 
controlling  influence  to  .which  the  disfaster  should  be  attributed. 
If  he  had  been  landed  safely  from  his  sulky  and,  after  being  as- 
sured of  his  position,  had,  with  full  knowledge  of  what  he  was 
doing,  gone  to  catch  the  animal,  his  death  in  that  pursuit  when 
the  race  was  lost,  might  have  been  too  remote  to  bring  th^  case 
within  the  exception.    But  as  the  finding  presents  it,  we  cannot 
say  that  the  accident  was  not  caused  by  the  race,  which  was  it- 
self a  violation  of  the  law,  and  which  might  still  have  gone  on 
had  he  caught  his  mare  in  time."    But  where  the  insured  was 
killed  by  the  husband  of  the  woman  with  whom  he  had  imme- 
diately before  committed  adultery,  the  Supreme  Court  of  New 
York  *^*  held  that  it  could  not  be  said  that  the  insured  died  in 
the  violation  of  law,  because  the  killing  was  not  done  while  the

insured  was  in  the  act  of  adultery,  nor  in  the  defense  of  person 
or  property,  and  therefore  was  a  crime  and  not  a  natural  and 
legitimate  effect  of  the  act  of  adultery.    And  where  the  condi- 
tion was  that  the  policy  should  be  void  if  the  assured  should  die 
"in  the  known  violation  of  any  law  of  this  State, '*  the  Supreme 
Court  of  Missouri  ^**  held  that  under  this  clause  the  policy  would 
not  be  avoided,  if  the  insured  was  killed  after  retreating  from 
an  altercation  which  he  had  commenced,  under  circumstances 
which  would  make  the  slayer  guilty  of  felonious  homicide.    The 
facts  were  that  one  Coryell  was  talking  to  a  man,  Wilson,  near 
the  store  of  B  brother  of  Harper,  the  insured.    The  deceased  spoke 
to  Wilson  and  asked  him  if  he  knew  to  whom  he  was  talking  and 
to  keep  his  hand  on  his  pocket.    Coryell  inquired  if  that  insult 
was  intended  for  him  and  Harper  said  it  was.    The  parties  then 
quarreled,  the  deceased  drew  a  single-barreled  pistol  and  snapped 
it  at  Coryell  who  thereupon  drew  a  revolver  and  advanced  on 
Harper,  who  threw  his  pistol  and  struck  Coryell  and  retreated 
into  the  store.    Coryell  shot  and  missed  him  while  he  was  in  the 
store.    Then  the  deceased  retreated  under  a  stairway  and  picked 
up  a  stick  of  wood  which  he  raised  in  a  threatening  position  over 
his  head,  but  did  not  advance  on  Coryell,  nor  attempt  to  use  the 
stick  ill  any  other  manner.    Coryell  then  fired  again  and  killed 
the  deceased.    The  whole  difficulty  was  one  continuous  quarrel. 
The  court  said  that  life  insurance  companies  take  the  subject 
insured  with  his  flesh,  blood  and  passions  and  that  '*the  dangers 
to  which  the  lives  of  men  lare  exposed  from  sudden  ebullitions  of 
feeling,  are  a  lawful  matter  of  insurance.  *'    It  concluded :    *'The 
facts  of  this  case  clearly  show  that  the  person  slaying  Harper 
was  guilty  of  a  crime.    There  is  no  proof  of  the  fact,  set  up  as  a 
bar,  that  Coryell  slew  Harper  in  self-defense.    Harper  had  aban- 
doned the  conflict,  retreated  as  far  as  possible,  and  endeavored  to 
screen  himself  from  the  attack  of  his  assailant.    His  having  a 
stick  of  wood  in  his  hand  at  the  time  he  was  slain  did  not,  in  the 
least,  extenuate  the  guilt  of  Coryell.    Under  the  circumstances 
Harper  would  have  been  justified  had  he  slain  Coryell.     •     •     • 
Now,  if  one  dies  under  circumstances  which  would  justify  him  m

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slaying  his  adversary,  and  when  the  person  causing  his  death  is, 
th-ereby,  guilty  of  a  felony,  is  it  not  a  gross  perversion  of  lan- 
guage to  say  that  that  person  died  in  the  known  violation  of  a 
law  of  the  land?*'  ^"  A  series  of  interesting  decisions  upon  the 
question  were  given  in  suits  brought  upon  policies  upon  the  life 
of  one  Cluff,  which  were  conditioned  to  be  void  if  the  insured 
should  die  **in  the  known  violation  of  any  law  of  this  State  or  of 
the  United  States,  or  of  the  said  provinces,  or  of  any  other 
country  which  he  may  be  permitted  under  this  policy  to  visit  or 
reside  in.*'  Cluff  was  killed  in  Louisiana  by  one  Cox.  The  fa- 
ther of  the  latter  owed  Cluff  a  debt  and  Cluff  meeting  the  son 
dJ-iving  a  wagon  and  horses  asked  him  if  they  were  going  to  move. 
The  reply  was  yes.  He  then  asked  when  they  were  going  to  pay 
his  debt;  the  son  said  they  were  not  going  to  pay  it  at  all.  Th-e 
deceased  then  seized  the  horses  and  began  to  unhitch  them.  The 
testimony  was  conflicting  whether  the  boy  and  Cluff  had  a  scuffle 
and  blows,  after  which  the  boy  started  to  the  house  and  then 
turned  about  and  shot,  or  whether  the  boy  got  off  of  the  wagon 
and  after  some  talk  started  to  go  to  the  house  and  then  turned 
and  fired,  but  it  was  agreed  that  he  ran  about  three  rods,  drew 
a  pistol  and  fired,  killing  Cluff.  One  suit  was  brought  in  Massa- 
chusetts ^^*  and  four  trials  were  had.  Upon  the  first  trial  it  was 
held  as  a  matter  of  law  that  upon  the  evidence  the  plaintiff  must 
recover.  This  was  reversed  by  the  Supreme  Court,^^'  the  court 
holding  that  the  jury  were  to  say  whether  the  insured,  when  he 
was  shot,  was  engaged  in  a  criminal  violation  of  law,  known  by 
him  to  be  so,  and  that  such  violation  might  have  been  reasonably 
expected  to  expose  him  to  violence  which  might  endanger  life. 
On  a  second  trial  the  jury  on  the  same  evidence  found  for  the 
plaintiff.  On  appeal  the  Supreme  Court  held"*  that  the  com- 
pany must  prove,  in  order  to  avoid  the  policy  on  this  ground, 
that  the  insured  died  while  engaged  in  a  voluntary  criminal 
act,  known  by  him  at  the  time  to  be  a  crime  against  the  laws

of  sueli  State  or  country.  That  those  acts  which  are  criminal 
by  the  common  law  and  the  laws  of  all  civiUzed  countries  will 
be  presumed  to  be  criminal  by  the  laws  of  the  States  of  the 
Union  and  he  will  be  presumed  to  have  known  that  they  are  so. 
If  there  is  evidence  tending  to  show  that  the  insured  was  killed 
by  being  shot  while  engaged  in  the  commission  of  a  robbery, 
and  assault  and  battery,  and  it  is  in  dispute,  whether,  if  he  had 
been  so  engaged,  he  had  desisted  therefrom,  it  must  appear,  in 
order  to  exonerate  the  company  from  liability,  that  such  crim- 
inal act  was  not  so  far  completed  a29  to  render  the  shooting  a  new 
and  distinct  event,  rather  than  a  mere  continuation  of  the  original 
affray,  and  that  the  death  was  in  consequence  of  the  crime  of  the 
insured;  but  it  need  not  be  proved  that  the  insured  knew  or  had 
reason  to  believe  that  his  criminal  act  would  or  might  expose 
his  life  to  danger.  On  the  third  trial  the^  jury  also  found  for 
plaintiff,  but  the  Supreme  Court  held'"^  that  instructions  were 
erroneous  which  permitted  the  jury  to  understand  that  the  policy 
was  not  avoided,  although  the  insured  was  killed  while  doing 
what  would  constitute  either  robbery  or  larceny,  if  he  acted 
under  a  belief  which  would  avoid  the  otherwise  criminal  char- 
acter of  his  acts,  and  that  such  a  belief  need  not  be  a  belief  in 
his  legal  right  to  do  the  acts,  but  might  be  a  belief  in  a  right  of 
self-redress  by  reason  of  the  disturbed  condition  of  the  country, 
the  inefficient  administration  of  the  laws,  or  otherwise.  Upon  an 
appeal  after  a  fourth  trial,  in  which  a  verdict  was  again  found 
for  plaintiff,^*®  the  Supreme  Court  held  that  the  fact  that  the 
judge  did  not  comply  with  a  request  to  instruct  the  jury  that 
the  injsured  must  be  presumed  to  have  known  the  civil  law  of  the 
State  where  he  was  killed  was  not  a  valid  ground  of  exception, 
if  he  did  instruct  them  that  the  insured  had  no  right  to  do  the 
acts  in  the  commission  of  which  he  was  killed,  and  that  he  must 
be  presumed  to  have  known  the  criminal  laws  of  the  State.  In 
the  opinion  the  court  says:  *'The  judge  having  stated  to  the 
jury  that  Cluff  had  no  right  to  take  the  property,  the  material 
question  to  be  submitted  to  them  on  this  point  was,  whether  he

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took  it  with  a  felonious  intent,  and  not  whether  he  took  it  with 
a  knowledge  that  he  was  violating  the  civil  law  of  the  St&te." 
The  court,  in  these  cases,  held  that  the  proviso  must  be  construed 
to  refer  to  a  voluntary  criminal  act  on  the  part  of  the  insured, 
known  by  him  at  the  time  to  be  a  crime  against  the  law  of  the 
State,  and  not  to  mere  trespass  against  property  or  infringement 
of  civil  laws  to  which  no  criminal  consequences  are  attached.  This 
conclusion  was  based   upon   the   natural  words  of  the  import 
"known  violation  of  law"  and  upon  their  being  found  immedi- 
ately following  the  words  "by  the  hands  of  justice.''  In  this  view 
the  court  agrees  with  the  doctrine  of  Harper  v.  Phoenix  Lis. 
Co.*-®    Suit  was  subsequently  brought  in  New  York  upon  another 
policy  issued  by  the  same  company  upon  the  same  life,  and,  upon 
substantially  the  same  evidence  as  presented  in  Massachusetts, 
the  lower  court  ordered  judgment  in  favor  otthe  defendant.    The 
Supreme  Court  affirmed  this  ruling,  but  the  Court  of  Appeals  re- 
versed it,*'*®  the  majority  of  the  court  holding  that  it  was  error 
not  to  'allow  the  jury  to  pass  upon  the  question  whether  the  death 
of  the  insured  was  caused  by  a  known  violation  of  law  upon  his 
part,  and  whether  the  act  of  the  deceased  which  produced  the 
death  was  a  natural,  reasonable  or  legitimate  consequence  of  the 
Oct  of  the  insured.    The  majority  of  the  court  inclined  to  follow- 
i.ig  the  reasoning  of  the  Massachusetts  cases,  holding  that  the 
proviso  did  not  extend  to  mere  trespasses.  The  opinion  concludes 
thus:    "It  would  hardly  be  contended  that  if  one  should  inten- 
tionally and  deliberately  kill  another  in  consequence  of  some 
slight  violation  of  a  civil  right,  such  as  walking  across  his  land 
without  his  permission,  or  other  trivial  trespass,  the  case  would 
fail  within  the  proviso,  for  no  one  would  hesitate  to  say,  that  in 
the  case  supposed,  the  unlawful  act  of  the  deceased  was  a  totally 
inadequate  cause  for  the  killing.    Yet  between  such  an  act  as 
that,  and  one  which  would  in  law  justify  the  killing  of  the  of- 
fender, there  are  an  infinity  of  supposable  cases  involving  dif- 
ferent degrees  of  provocation  which  cannot  be  measured  so  as 
to  determine,  as  matter  of  law,  their  adequacy  to  produce  a  fatal

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result ;  and  it  ean  hardly  be  laid  down  as  a  rule  of  law,  that  an 
attempt  to  take  one's  horses  for  debt,  without  process,  but  with- 
out any  threat  of  personal  violence,  is  of  itself  an  adequate  cause 
for  intentionally  killing  the  offender,  and  that  a  killing  during  or 
immediately  after  such  an  attempt,  must  necessarily  be  held  a 
legitimate  consequence  of  the  act.    Such  an  act  may  lead  to  vio- 
lence, and  if^any  act  of  violence  of  the  character  which  would 
naturally  be  resorted  to,  as  a  measure  of  resistance,  should  result 
in  death,  the  necessary  connection  between  the  original  illegal 
act,  and  the  death,  might  be  established.    But  the  intentional 
killing  of  another  with  a  deadly  weapon  under  such  circumstances, 
is  a  totally  different  affair^  and  cannot  be  held  as  a  matter  of  law, 
to  be  a  natural  or  reasonable  result  or  consequence  of  the  original 
offense."    The  minority  of  the  court  dissented  from  these  views, 
holding  that  "when  the  death  occurs  during  the  known  viola- 
tion of  law  by  the  assured,  when  such  violation  eminently  tends 
to  violence  dangerous  to  his  life,  the  case  comes  within  the  pro- 
viso. ' '   In  a  comparatively  recent  case  in  Indiana,***  the  Supreme 
Court  of  that  State  disapproved  the  doctrine  of  the  Massachu- 
setts' court  in  the  Cluff  case  and  approved  that  laid  down  by  the 
dissenting  judges  in  the  New  York  case  as  above,  holding  that 
death  in  the  known  violation  of  any  law  criminal  or  civil  would 
make  the  policy  inoperative.    "In  our  opinion,"  says  th«e  court, 
"the  law  is  this:    A  known  violation  of  a  positive  law  whether 
the  law  is  a  civil  or  a  criminal  one,  avoids  the  policy  if  the  natural 
and  reasonable  consequences  of  the  violation  are  to  increase  the 
risk ;  a  violation  of  law,  whether  the  law  is  a  civil  or  a  criminal 
one,  does  not  avoid  the  policy,  if  the  natural  and  reasonable  con- 
sequence of  th«  act  does  not  increase  the  risk."    The  cases  all 
agree  that  the  wrongful  act  must  have  been  the  proximate  cause 
of  the  death.    The  loss  of  life  must  be  connected  with  the  crime 
as  its  consequence.    By  reason  of  the  guilty  act  the  derath  must 
have  occurred,  so  that  without  its  commission  it  would  not  have 
taken  place.    Whether  the  violation  of  law  was  the  proximate 
cause  of  death  and  whether  it  was  an  act  increasing  the  risk,  must 
in  general  be  determined  from  the  facts  of  the  particular  case.

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There  must  be  some  causative  connection  between  the  act  which 
constituted  the  violation  of  law  and  the  death  of  the  insured."* 
If  the  policy  provides  thtit  it  shall  be  void  if  the  insured  **die 
while  violating  any  law,'*  it  has  been  held  that  the  death  most 
occur  at  the  time  of  the  criminal  act,  not  after.**'  In  this  case 
the  assured  robbed  the  State  treasurer  and  while  leaving  the 
building  was  killed  by  a  policeman.  The  court  neld  that  the 
words  meant  death  in  the  actual  violation  of  law,  and  th:at  in  this 
case  as  the  act  had  been  completed,  and  the  death  occurred  after- 
wards, there  was  no  forfeiture.  Where  the  policy  was  to  be 
void  if  death  happened  '*  while  engaged  in  or  in  consequence  of 
any  unlawful  act, ' '  it  was  held  that  it  cannot  be  said  as  a  matter 
of  law  that  if  a  soldier,  insured  thereunder,  deserts  and  is  shot, 
as  alleged,  in  self-defense,  by  a  police  officer  who  is  attempting 
to  arrest  him,  he  meets  death  while  engaged  in  an  unlawful  act.*** 
The  fact  that  the  assured  commits  suicide  is  no  defense  to  an 
action  on  a  policy  conditioned  to  be  void  if  the  assured  should 
die  in  violation  of,  or  attempt  to  violate  any  criminal  law  of  the 
State,  as  in  New  York  suicide  is  not  a  crime  but  only  the  attempt 
to  commit  suicide,***  and  generally  suicide  is  not  a  violation  of 
law.***    Where  a  man  lay  in  wait  for  another  and  an  afEray  re-

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salted  in  his  death,  such  facts  do  not  show  a  'MueL*'^'^  The 
meaning  of  the  phrase  ''violation  of  any  criminal  law/'  as  used 
in  a  by-law  of  a  society,  providing  for  the  f orf eitude  if  the  mem- 
ber should  lose  his  life,  while  engaged  in  such  act,  is  that  the  as- 
snred  mnst  lose  his  life  while  engaged  in  the  commission  of  a 
f elony."' 

§  444.  The  Same  Subject.— The  Court  of  Appeals  of  Kentucky 
has  held,'*^  where  the  death  of  the  insured  occurred  as  the  result 
of  a  quarrel  in  which  he  engaged  with  his  brother-in-law,  and  it 
appeared  from  the  evidence  that  the  brother-in-laT^  of  the  in- 
sured was  the  aggressor  and  that  although  the  insured  killed 
him,  he  did  so  believing  that  his  brother-in-law  was  about  to  take 
his  life,  or  inflict  upon  him  great  bodily  harm,  that  the  death  of 
the  insured  was  not  in  consequence  of  a  violation,  or  an  attempted 
violation  of  the  law,  and  said:  ''It  is  not  true,  as  a  matter  of 
law,  that  it  is  a  violation  of  the  laws  of  this  commonwealth  to 
take  the  life,  or  attempt  to  take  the  life,  of  any  human  being,  as 
cases  unfortunately  arise  in  which  it  becomes  necessary  to  take 
human  Ufe  in  defense  of  one's  own  person.  The  provision  in  the 
certificate  is  a  reasonable  and  proper  one,  and  it  should  be  fairly 
interpreted,  as  it  accomplishes  the  double  purpose  of  protecting 
the  company  and  exercising  a  restraining  influence  upon  the 
members,  who  know  that  if  they  engage  in  violation  of  the  taw 
they  will  forfeit  their  rights  to  insurance  under  the  policy  or 
certificate."  But  the  court  also  held  that  the  death  was  not  in 
consequence  of  a  violation  or  attempted  violation  of  law.  In  the 
.case  of  Supreme  Lodge  K.  of  P.  v.  Crenshaw,"®  under  a  similar 
[clause  in  the  policy  the  court  said :  "If  the  insured  does  an  act 
which  is  a  violation  of  the  law,  and  which  he  knows  puts  his  life 
in  peril  at  the  time  that  he  commits  it,  the  company  is  not  liable 
under  a  policy  containing  a  stipulation  of  the  charact/er  now 
before  us.    But  there  must  be  something  in  the  act  itself,  inde-

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pendent  of  other  circumstances,  which  makes  the  death  the  rea- 
sonable consequence.  Death  may  follow  the  commission  of  any 
violation  of  law,  when  the  offense  is  a  felony;  for  the  arresting 
officer  is  authorized  to  kill  under  certain  circumstances  in  order 
to  effectuate  an  arrest ;  as,  in  the  case  where  the  insured  robbed 
the  state  treasurer,  he  knew  that  under  the  law  of  the  land  an 
arresting  officer,  or  in  some  circumstances  even  a  private  person, 
would  have  the  right  to  slay  him  in  order  to  take  ^im ;  but  his 
death  resulting  from  the  effort  to  arrest  him  was  not  the  reason- 
able and  legitimate  consequence  of  the  robbery  that  he  had  com- 
mitted a- few  minutes  before.  One  who  commits  the  offense  of 
adultery  with  a  married  woman  well  knows  that  his  life  is  im- 
periled if  the  outraged  husband  take  the  guilty  pair  in  the  un- 
lawful act,  or  at  its  beginning,  or  at  its  conclusion ;  but  it  cannot 
be  said,  as  a  matter  of  law,  that  the  killing  of  the  adulterer  is 
the  natural  tind  legitimate  consequence  of  the  act  of  adultery 
than  it  can  be  said  that  the  death  of  a  felon  at  the  hands  of  an 
arresting  officer  is  the  reasonable  and  legitimate  consequence  of 
the  felony  committed.  Death  does  not  follow  in  the  ordinary 
sequence  of  events  any  more  in  the  one  case  than  in  the  other.  *  * 
The  Supreme  Court  of  Arkansas*"  says:  **Take  the  case  of  a 
husband  killing  the  paramour  of  his  wife,  if  caught  in  the  act  of 
adultery,  the  paramour  dies  'in  violation  of  law*;  if  killed  sub- 
sequently, he  dies  as  the  natural  result  of  his  unlawful  act — in 
consequence  of  it,  and  as  a  consequence  naturally  to  be  expected ; 
and  this  is  true  whether  killed  an  hour  or  a  year  after  the  adul- 
tery ;  and  yet  it  is  held,  and  properly  so,  that  the  paramour  is  not 
killed  'in  violation  of  law,'  within  the  meaning  of  an  insurance 
contract.'*  A  statute  of  New  York  limits  the  amount  of  insur- 
ance  that  may  be  taken  on  an  infant's  life.  It  was  held  in  con- 
struing this  statute  that  it  does  not  apply  only  to  the  amount  to 
be  covered  by  one  policy,  but  prohibits  the  issuance  of  two  or 
more  policies  aggregating  more  than  the  amount.*^*    The  Court

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of  Apx>eaL3  of  Kentucky,***  in  a  case  where  it  appeared  that  a 
shooting  aflEray  had  taken  place  in  a  town  in  Arkansas-  and  cer- 
tain officers  went  to  the  scene  of  the  difficulty  to  make  an  in- 
vestigation of  the  matter.  One  of  the  officers  told  a  boy  to  go  to 
the  insured  and  tell  him  to  bring  the  guns  used  in  the  difficulty. 
In  a  short  time  the  insured  approached  carrying  two  -guns  and  a 
pistol.  When  he  approached  a  point  near  the  officers  they  called 
on  him  to  halt  and  lay  the  guns  down.  The  insured  laid  one  gun 
down  and  immediately  started  to  raise  the  other  gun  for  the  pur- 
pose, so  the  officers  thought,  of  shooting  some  of  them,  where- 
upon one  of  them  stepped  from  behind  a  tree  and  shot  the  in- 
sured and  killed  him.  The  court  held  that  the  question,  whether 
or  not  at  the  time  insured  was  shot  and  killed  he  was  engaged 
in  a  violation,  or  attempted  violation,  of  the  law  of  Arkansas, 
was  for  the  jury.  The  court  said:  ** Whether  or  not  Burton 
(the  insured)  was  engaged  at  the  time  of  his  death  in  an  at- 
tempted violation  of  the  laws  of  Arkansas  depends  not  on  what 
the  officers  thought  he  intended  to  do,  but  on  what  he  actually 
did  and  intended  to  do.'* 

§  445.  Where  Recovery  Is  Precluded  Because  of  Public  Pol* 
icy. — ^Recovery  on  a  life  insurance  is  often  precluded  because  of 
public  policy.  As  where  the  insured  was  executed  for  crime."* 
In  a  case  in  Massachusetts  the  insured  voluntarily,  and  without 
any  justifiable  medical  reason,  submitted  herself  to  an  illegal  oper- 
ation with  intent  to  cause  an  abortion  and  died  from  the  conse- 
quences of  the  miscarriage  thereby  effected.  The  court  held  that 
there  could  be  no  recovery  on  the  ground  of  public  policy,"**  say- 
ing: "No  recovery  can  be  had  in  this  case,  because  the  act  on 
the  part  of  th-e  assured  causing  death  was  of  such  a  character  that 
public  policy  would  preclude  the  defendant  from  insuring  her 
against  its  consequences;  for  we  can  have  no  question  that  a 
contract  to  insure  a  woman  against  the  risk  of  her  dying  under,

contrary  to  public  policy,  and  could  not  be  enforced  in  the 
courts  of  this  commonwealth/'  ^**  '* Abortion/'  as  used  in  a  pol- 
icy of  life  insurance  exempting  the  insurer  from  liability  for  death 
resulting  from  an  abortion,  means  the  failure  of  a  woman  from 
causes  beyond  her  control  to  carry  a  foetus  to  maturity."^  Proof 
that  the  beneficiary  feloniously  caused  the  death  of  the  assured 
will  defeat  a  recovery  on  the  policy,"*  but  it  is  no  defense  in  an 
action  on  a  policy  by  the  executors  that  the  insured  died  from  a 
dose  of  poison  administered  by  the  wife,  although  it  would  be 
in  an  action  by  the  assignee  of  the  wife,  she  being  the  benefici- 
ary.'^* If  tin  insane  beneficiary  kills  the  insured  such  act  does 
not  avoid  the  policy.**®  Nor  does  the  murder  of  the  member  of 
a  benefit  society  by  the  beneficiary  avoid  the  certificate  as  her 
rights  only  are  forfeited,  and  there  is  a  resulting  trust  for  those 
who  would  take  if  there  was  no  designation."'^ 

§  446.  The  Same  Subject.— Later  Cases.— In  the  case  of  Met- 
ropolitan Life  Ins.  Co.  v.  Shane,***  the  court  said:  "The  willful, 
unlawful,  and  felonious  killing  of  the  assured  by  the  person

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named  as  beneficiary  in  a  life  policy  forfeits  all  rights- of  such 
I>erson  therein.  It  is  unnecessary  that  there  should  be  an  ex- 
press exception  in  the  contract  of  insurance  forbidding  a  recov- 
ery in  favor  of  such  person  in  such  event.  On  consideration  of 
public  policy  the  death  of  the  insured  intentionally  caused  by 
the  beneficiary  of  the  policy  is  an  excepted  risk  so  far  as  the 
person  thus  causing  the  death  is  concerned.  As  is  said  in  the 
case  of  New  York  Life  Insurance  Company  v.  Armstrong,"'  '*It 
would  be  a  reproach  to  the  jurisprudence  of  the  country,  if  he 
could  recover  insurance  money  payable  on  the  death  of  a  party 
whose  life  he  had  feloniously  taken.  As  well  might  he  recover 
insurance  money  upon  a  building  that  he  had  wilfully  fired" 
And  this  doctrine  is  approved  by  other  cases.*** 

§  447.  Incontestable  Clause:  Defenses  of  Fraud. — ^Policies 
taken  out  by  fraud,  as  with  the  intention  to  commit  suicide,  are 
void;*'*  and  so  is  a  policy  secured  by  fraudulent  connivance  of 
the  agent,***  and  evidence  of  other  insurance  obtained  at  the  same 
time  is  admissible.**^  To  establish  the  defense  of  fraud  it  is 
necessary  not  only  to  show  the  fraud  alleged,  but  that  defendant 
was  thereby  deceived,  and  in  reliance  upon  tie  truth  of  the  mis- 
representations, issued  the  policy  which  it  seeks  to  avoid.  To 
establish  such  evidentiary  fact  of  bad  faith,  falsehood,  or  decep- 
tion, it  has  been  held  that  the  proof  must  be  clear,  satisfactory 
and  convincing.**®  The  policy  may  stipulate  that  it  shall  be  in- 
contestable after  a  certain  length  of  time  or  payment  of  a  cer- 
tain niunber  of  premiums,  in  which  case  even  the  defense  of

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fraucj  in  precluded.^'®  Sometimes  fraud  is  expressly  excepted 
from  such  agreem:ent.*«®  Usually  the  provision  is  that  the  policy 
shall  be  incontestable  after  a  certain  number  of  annual  premiums 
have  been  paid,  or  after  a  certain  period.  This  provision  has  been 
generally  upheld,  although  where  there  is  a  general  provision  as 
tQ  incontestability  the  defense  of  fraud  may  still  be  made.  In 
a  case  of  this  kind^*  the  court  said:  "Another,  and  probably 
more  conclusive,  reason  why  this  defense  may  be  asserted,  is  that 
fraud  vitiates  «very  contract  into  which  it  enters.  In  Bliss  on  In- 
surance,*" it  is  said:  "An  agreement  that  an  insurer  will  not 
raise  any  objection,  even  in  the  case  of  direct  personal  fraud,  is 
a  void  condition.  It  has  even  been  questioned  whether  it  would 
not  be  sufScient  to  render  the  policy  itself  wholly  void  ab  initio, 
as  an  illegal  contract.  In  these  cases,  then  fraud,  if  not  men- 
tioned, must  be  assumed  to  be  exclud-ed,  since  that  construction 
is  always  to  be  preferred  which  will  support  a  contract,  and 
it  is  never  to  be  supposed  that  the  parties  to  it  intend  an  illegal 
stipulation  where  a  lawful  meaning  can  be  give^n  to  their  words. 
Of  course,  this  construction  cannot  make  the  policy  really  in- 
disputable, for  it  leaves  open  the  question  whether  the  state- 
ment or  omission  complained  of  was  fraudulent  or  not,  and  also 
what  is  the  true  meaning  or  construction  of  the  policy  itself. 
This  statement  of  the  law  is  fully  supported  in  all  of  a  large 
number  of  cases  which  have  been  examined  and  disputed  in  none. 
There  are  cases  wherein  the  policy  provided  that  it  should  be  in- 
contestable for  any  cause,  or  for  certain  causes,  after  a  specified 
length  of  time,  and  others  providing  that  the  policy  should  be  in- 
contestable after  the  death  of  the  assured.  Such  provisions  are 
held  to  be  in  the  nature  of  a  statute  of  limitation  or  repose,  and

certain  defenses  may  be  asserted.  Such  stipulation  did  not  con- 
done the  fraud,  but  limited  the  insurer  to  a  time  within  which 
it  might  assert  the  fraud  as  against  the  contract.  In  these  cases 
the  right  to  defend  on  the  ground  of  fraud  within  the  time  agreed 
upon  is  recognized."  Where  the  policy  is  to  become  incontesta- 
ble after  a  certain  period  the  provision  has  been  held  to  be  in  ef- 
fect a  short  statute  of  limitations.  In  one  case  ^^^  it  was  said  that 
the  clause  was  uncertain  and  of  doubtful  meaning.  We  give  a 
few  extracts  &om  leading  cases  to  show  what  construction  is 
given  by  the  courts  to  such  a  provision.  In  discussing  the  sub- 
ject the  Court  of  Errors  and  Appeals  of  New  Jersey  has  said  :*** 
"To  meet  the  defense  in  this  case  the  plaintiff's  counsel  contended 
that  the  benefit  certificate  was  incontestable,  in  the  hands  of  the 
beneficiary  named  in  it,  unless  the  member  had  been  suspended 
during  his  lifetime  and  his  death  occurred  during  his  suspension. 
This  contention  was  rested  upon  a  stipulation  in  the  deceased's 
application  for  beneficial  membership,  which  follows  his  agree- 
ment to  pay  dues  and  assessments,  and  is  in  these  words,  viz. : 
"I  further  agree  that  any  untrue  or  fraudulent  statem-ent  made  or 
any  concealment  of  facts  by  me  in  this  application,  or  my  sus- 
pension or  expulsion  from  or  voluntarily  severing  my  connec- 
tion with  the  order,  shall  forfeit  my  rights  to  all  benefits  and 
privileges  the^rein ;  and  it  shall  not  be  lawful,  in  case  of  my  d(yath 
during  such  suspension,  for  any  of  my  beneficiaries,  heirs,  or 
their  or  my  representatives,  to  receive  any  benefit  whatever  from 
the  supreme  or  any  grand  or  subordinate  council  of  Chosen 
Friends ;  and  in  case  of  expulsion  or  voluntary  withdrawal  from 
the  order,  I  hereby  renounce  for  myself,  my  heirs  and  repre- 
sentatives, all  the  benefits  granted  by  said  order."  Wright  v. 
Association  *•*  was  cited  to  sustain  this  position.    In  that  case  the

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certificate  of  membership  contained  a  provision  that  if  any  mis- 
representation or  fraudulent  or  untrue  answer  or  statement  has 
been  made,  or  if  any  fact  which  should  have  been  stated  to  the 
association  be  suppressed,  the  agreement  of  assurance  shall  be 
void.  The  applicant  also  warranted  the  truth  of  his  statements 
in  his  application.  But  the  certificate  as  issued  contained  the 
provision  that  no  question  as  to  the  validity  of  an  application  or 
certificate  of  membership  shall  be  raised  unless  such  question  be 
raised  within  the  first  two  yea^s  from  and  after  the  date  of  such 
eertificate  of  membership,  and  during  the  life  of  the  member 
therein  named.  The  member  died  within  the  two  years  and  the 
suit  was  brought  by  the  assignee  of  the  beneficiary  named  in  the 
certificate,  who  took  the  assignment  for  value.  The  court  held 
that  the  stipulation  just  referred  to  served  a  similar  purpose  as 
statutes  of  limitation  and  repose;  that  it  was  not  a  stipulation 
absolutely  to  waive  all  defenses  and  condone  fraud,  but  provided 
ample  time  and  opportunity  within  which  they  may,  and  beyond 
which  they  may  not,  be  set  up.  On  this  construction  the  court 
decided  that  the  defense  of  fraud  and  fraudulent  representations 
in  procuring  the  certificate  could  not  be  set  up.  In  the  New 
York  case  the  stipulation  that  no  question  as  to  the  validity  of 
the  policy  should  be  raised  after  the  death  of  the  member  was 
in  the  certificate,  which  was  the  evidence  of  the  company's  con- 
tract, and  was  precise  and  explicit  and  explained  in  plain  and  un- 
ambiguous terms  a  contract  to  that  effect,  binding  upon  the  com- 
pany. In  this  case  the  paragraph  in  question  is  found  only  in  the 
application,  which  was  the  act  of  the  applicant,  and  in  its  lan- 
guage imports  only  an  agreement  on  his  part,  and  no  language 
or  terms  are  found  in  it  of  like  import  with  that  under  considera- 
tion in  the  New  York  case.  Nor  did  the  defendant  require  the 
aid  of  this  stipulation  to  perfect  its  defense  to  this  suit.  By  sec- 
tion 4  of  article  1  of  the  relief-fund  laws,  persons  engaged  in  the 
occupation  in  which  the  applicant  was  employed  when  his  appli- 
cation was  made  were  expressly  excluded  from  beneficial  mem- 
bership. The  false  and  fraudulent  representations  by  means  of 
which  he  obtained  a  membership  from  which  he  was  excluded  by 
those  laws  are  contained  in  his  statement  to  the  medical  examiner, 
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as  well  as  in  his  application;  and  having  by  these  fraudulent 
means,  as  was  said  by  the  chief  justice  in  the  McVey  case,  *  misled 
the  society  into  making  this  obligation,  such  obligation  is  void 
by  force  of  ordinary  legal  principles.'    The  relief  fund  is  raised 
by  assessments  on  beneficiary  members  for  the  benefit  of  members 
of  that  class  to  provide  means  to  pay  the  just  claims  of  those 
members  whose  certificates  are  a  charge  upon  the  fund.    These 
certificates  are  not  for  the  payment  of  a  specified  sum  of  money 
but  are  simply  vouchers  that  the  holder  is  entitled  to  a  benefit  not 
exceeding  a  certain  sum,  to  be  paid  in  the  manner  and  subject 
to  the  conditions  set  forth  in  the  laws  governing  the  relief  fund. 
The  amount  realized  upon  such  a  certificate  when  matured,  de- 
pends upon  the  condition  of  that  fund.    A  claim  fraudulently 
foisted  upon  the  relief  fund  by  one  member,  in  violation  of  the 
fundamental  articles  in  the  constitution  of  the  order,  is  a  fraud 
upon  his  associates.    The  proof  in  this  case  was  plenary  that  this 
certificate  was  obtained  by  positive  fraud,  of  such  a  character  as 
ought,  in  morals  as  well  as  in  law,  to  defeat  the  fraudulent  pur- 
pose; and  such  miuit  be  the  result  on  well  settled  legal  principles; 
unless  the  fraud  be  sheltered    behind  some    barrier    which    the 
association  has  provided.     The    stipulation    upheld  in  Wood  v. 
Dwarris,***  and  approved  in  Wheelton  v.  Hardesty,**^  was  that 
the     policy     should     be     indisputable     except     in     cases     of 
fraud.     The    stipulation    in    Kline    v.    Association,*®®    giving    to 
the   certificate   the   quality   of  incontestability,    also   excluded 
cases  of  fraud.    The  agreement  in  Wright  v.  Association  has  been 
set  out  above.    Courts  incline  strgngly  in  favor  of  a  liberal  con- 
struction of  stipulations  which  save  contracts  of  insurance  from 
forfeiture,  but  the  judicial  inclination  is  equally  strong  against 
contracts  procured  by  fraudulent  practices,  without  considering 
the  question  whether  an  agreement  having  the  effect  to  constrain 
a  party  to  abide  by  a  contract  procured  from  him  by  fraud  and 
deception  will  receive  any  legal  countenance  where  such  an  agree- 
ment is  part  of  the  very  contract  which  is  tainted  with  fraud.    I

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think  it  is  clear  that  an  a^eement  which  shall  be  conceded  that 
effect  must  be  expressed  in  terms  that  are  clear  and  unambiguous. 
There  is  no  agreement  by  the  association  to  that  effect  in  this  case, 
and  I  fail  to  comprehend  on  what  principle  the  agreement  by  the 
assured,  contained  in  his  application,  can  be  made  available  to 
conclude  the  association  from  repudiating  a  membership  from 
which  the  deceased  was  debarred  by  the  relief-fund  laws  of  the 
order,  and  the  certificate  for  benefits  which  was  issuable  only  to 
a  qualified  member,  when  both  the  membership  and  the  certificate 
were  obtained  by  fraud  and  deception."  The  Supreme  Court  of 
Rhode  Island  thus  reviews  the  authorities :  **•  "The  stipulation 
in  the  contract  sued  on  is  that  Hhis  policy  shall  be  incoptestable 
after  two  years  from  the  date  of  its  issue,  provided  the  premiums 
are  paid  as  agreed. '  This  is  not  an  absolute  stipulation  to  waive 
all  defenses  and  to  condone  fraud.  *0n  the  contrary,'  as  said  by 
the  Court  in  Wright  v.  Mutual  Ben.  Life  Ass'n,*^°  'it  recognizes 
fraud  and  all  other  defenses,  but  it  provides  ample  tijne  and  op- 
portunity within  which  they  may  be,  but  beyond  which  they  may 
not  be,  established.  It  is  in  the  nature  of,  and  serves  a  similBr 
purpose  as,  statutes  of  limitations  and  repose,  the  wisdom  of 
which  is  apparent  to  all  reasonable  minds. '  That  the  parties  to  a 
contract  may  stipulate  for  a  shorter  period  of  limitation  than  that 
provided  by  law  as  all  matters  which  might  in  the  absence  of 
such  stipulation  be  set  up  in  avoidance  of  the  contract,  would 
seem  to  be  entirely  reasonable;  and  such  is  the  well-settled  rule 
of' law.  Such  an  agreement  is  neither  expressly  nor  impliedly 
prohibited  by  our  statutes  of  limitations,  and  is  consistent  with 
the  policy  upon  which  the  statutes  of  limitations  are  founded.*^* 
The  practical,  and  evidently  the  intended,  effect  of  the  stipulation 
in  question,  was  to  create  a  short  statute  of  limitations  in  favor 
of  the  insured,  within  which  limited  period  the  insurer  must,  if 
ever,  test  the  validity  of  the  policy.  It  has  repeatedly  been  held 
that  an  agreement  limiting  the  time  within  which  an  action  may 
be  brought  upon  a  policy  of  insurance  is  not  against  public  policy,

and  may  be  enf  creed,  though  less  than  the  usual  time  imposed  hy 
law  has  been  fixed.^^^  And,  as  said  by  the  court  in  Clement  v. 
New  York  L.  Ins.  Co.,^'  if  this  be  so  it  is  difficult  to  see  why  a 
similar  limitation  upon  the  right  of  the  insurer  to  contest  should 
be  against  public  policy,  and  why  it  should  not  be  enforced  by 
the  courts. '  That  the  company  holds  out  the  special  provision  in 
question  as  an  inducement  to  people  to  insure,  and  also  that  it  is 
very  effectual  in  accomplishing  that  object,  no  one  can,  for  a 
moment,  doubt.  It  clearly  gives  everyone  to  understand  that,  no 
matter  what  mistakes  may  be  made  in  the  answers  to  the  numer- 
ous questions  propounded  in  the  application,  which  answers  are 
declared  therein  to  be  warranties,  no  advantage  can  be  taken 
thereof  by  the  company  after  the  expiration  of  the  time  limited 
in  the  agreement ;  that  his  rights  under  the  policy  and  the  rights 
of  those  in  whose  flavor  it  is  drawn  will  then  become  absolute; 
and  that  the  beneficiary,  after  the  death  of  the  insured,  and  per- 
haps long  after  the  death  of  all  those  who  knew  the  facts  relating 
to  the  transaction,  will  not  be  forced  into  a  lawsuit  to  determine 
whether  the  policy  ever  had  any  legal  force  or  validity.  The  in- 
sertion of  said  clause  in  the  policy  of  the  company  is  virtually 
saying  to  the  insured :  'We  will  take  two  years  in  which  to  ascer- 
tain whether  your  representations  are  false  or  not,  and  whether 
you  have  been  guilty  of  any  fraud  in  obtaining  the  policy ;  and  if, 
within  that  period,  we  cannot  detect  any  such  falsity  or  fraud, 
we  will  obligate  ourselves  to  make  no  further  inquiry,  and  to 
make  no  defense  on  account  of  them.'  To  hold  the  company 
bound  by  such  an  undertaking  is  not  to  violate  any  rule  of  public 
policy,  but  is  simply  to  compel  it  to  fulfill  its  plain  and  deliber- 
ately assumed  obligation.  In  Massachusetts  Ben.  Life  Ass'n  v. 
Robinson,*^*  the  law  is  very  satisfactorily  stated  in  the  following 
language :  'Where  parties  enter  into  a  contract  which  from  its 
nature  affords  an  opportunity  to  one  party  to  perpetrate  a  fraud 
upon  another,  and  it  is  stipulated  therein  that  the  party  who  is

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pliable  to  be  defrauded  shall  have  a  specified  time  in  which  to 
make  inquiry  as  to  the  acts  and  conduct  of  the  other  party,  he 
is  on  notice,  by  the  very  tero^  of  the  contract  itself,  that  fraud 
may  be  involved  in  it,  and  the  duty  is  upon  him  to  commence  at 
once  an  investigation  into  the  acts,  conduct,  and  representations 
of  the  other  party ;  and  if  the  time  fixed  is  such  that  the  inf  orma- 
tion  which  would  show  that  the  fraud  had  been  perpetrated  could 
have  been,  by  the  exercise  of  ordinary  diligence,  obtained,  then 
the  parties  are  bound  by  their  contract  as  to  time,  and  after  the 
lapse  of  that  time  fraud  is  no  longer  a  defense.  This  does  not 
violate  in  any  way  the  well-settled  principle  that  fraud  is  to  be 
abhorred,  vitiates  everything  it  touches,  and  the  person  guilty  of 
it  is  not  to  be  contenanced  in  any  way  by  the  courts.  While  all 
this  is  true,  it  is  equally  well  settled  that  a  contract  which  has 
for  its  foundation  a  willful  fraud  may  become  vitalized  and  en- 
forceable by  the  negligence  of  the  party  who  was  the  victim  of 
the  fraud.'  An  examination  of  the  reported  cases  bearing  upon 
the  question  at  issue,  from  that  of  Wood  v.  Dwarris,*^**  decided  in 
1856,  which  appears  to  be  the  earliest  one,  down  to  the  present 
time,  shows  that  there  is  a  practical  unanimity  of  opinion  in  the 
courts  in  support  of  the  position  taken  by  the  plaintiff  in  this 
case;  and,  as  the  law  as  declared  in  said  cases  meets  with  our 
entire  approval  there  is  no  occasion  for  a  further  discussion  of 
the  question  involved."*^*  This  clause  shuts  out  the  defense  of 
suicide,*^^  or  death  from  a  criminal  act.*^*.  The  clause  does  not 
apply  to  the  defense  that  the  suit  is  not  brought  within  the

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period  limited  by  the  policy ;  ^^*  and  does  not  preclude  the  defense 
of  want  of  insurable  interest.**® 

In  the  case  of  Scarborough  v.  American  National  Ins.  Co.,**^ 
the  court  said,  referring  to  the  incontestable  clause :  *  *  The  incon- 
testable clause  in  this  policy  does  not  prevent  the  defendant  from 
setting  up  the  defense  interposed  in  this  action.  By  the  use  of 
the  term  'incontestable'  the  pasties  must  necessarily  mean  that 
the  provisions  of  the  policy  will  not  be  contested,  and  not  that 
the  insurance  company  agrees  to  waive  the  right  to  defend  itself 
against  a  risk  which  it  never  'contracted  to  assume.  In  Collins  v. 
Metropolitan  Life  Insurance  Co.,^**  the  court  in  a  case  precisely 
like  the  one  at  bar,  in  construing  the  incontestable  clause,  used 
the  following  language:  'By  its  terms  it  is  not  the  claim  pre- 
sented by  the  insured,  irrespective  of  the  cauise  of  death,  which 
is  made  incontestable ;  it  is  merely  the  validity  of  the  policy  as  an 
obligation  binding  upon  the  company.'  The  only  case  that  dt 
all  militates  against  our  conclusion  is  Collins  v.  Insurance  Co.,*®* 
but  that  decision  seems  to  be  based  upon  a  provision  of  the  state 
Constitution  declaring  that  no  conviction  shall  work  a  corruption 
of  blood  or  forfeiture  of  estate.  It  is  not  necessary  that  we  should 
discuss  that  case,  except  to  say  that  we  do  not  regard  it  as  a 
precedent  to  be  followed.  Those  cases  which  are  based  upon 
statutes  of  descent  and  dower  and  the  like,  such  as  the  Owens 
Case,***  have  no  application  where  the  liability  grows  out  of 
contract  of  insurance." 

§  448.  The  Same  Subject— Later  Cases. — ^The  later  eases  sup- 
port the  doctrine  that  a  life  policy  incontestable  by  its  terms 
cannot  be  avoided  for  fraud,***  and  it  forbids  defense  under  the

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provision  of  the  policy  of  forfeiture,  if  insured  should  die  while 
violating  any  criminal  law,^®'*  and  forbids  the  defense  of  any  kind 
of  fraud.'^^  The  incontestable  clause  precludes  the  insurer  from, 
defending  against  liability  on  account  of  misstatement  of  age 
and  includes  suicide.*®*  A  provision  in  a  benefit  certificate  mak- 
ing it  incontestable  after  three  years  is  not  controlled  by  a  by-law 
restricting  the  benefits  in  case  of-suicide.*®'  It  has  been  held,  how- 
ever, that  such  a  clause  does  not  cover  suicide  provided  the  limi- 
tation is  to  averments,  representations  »nd  warranties  in  relation 
to  age,  occupation  and  use  of  alcohol.*®^  The  incontestable  clause 
covers  every  kind  of  misrepresentation.^*.  It  shuts  off  every  de- 
fense except  non-payment  of  premium  and  want  of  insurable  in- 
terest.*'*  Under  the  South  Carolina  statute  of  limitation  of  two 
years  for  contesting  a  policy,  b  company  receiving  a  premium  for 
two  years  loses  the  right  to  rely  upon  misrepresentation. *••  But 
that  statute  does  not  apply  to  fraternal  societies.***    The  incon-

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lestable  clause  may  be  limited  to  a  less  time  than  the  two  years 
fixed  by  the  Idaho  statute.^'^    The  incontestable  limitation  in  the 
Alabama  Code  applies  to  fraternal  beneficiary  associations.    If 
the  policy  provides  that  it  shall  be  incontestable  after  one  year, 
the  company  cannot  have  the  policy  set  aside  for  fraud  in  an 
action  brought  after  the  one  year,^*  and  a  benefit  society  cannot 
repeal  an  incontestable  clause  in  its  by-laws  so  as  to  affect  out- 
standing certificates.^^    The  incontestable  clause  is  for  the  bene- 
fit  of  the  insured  and  the  beneficiary  only  and  cannot  be  invoked 
by  a  stranger  to  the  contract.**®    It  has  been  held  *••  that  a  provi- 
sion in  a  life  insurance  policy  that  it  shall  be  incontestable  after 
one  year  applies  to  proceedings  taken  to  secure  reinstatement 
after  default  in  payment  of  premiums,  so  that  after  the  lapse  of 
the  year  from  reinstatement  the  policy  cannot  be  avoided  for 
fraud  in  securing  it,  although  insured  agrees  in  his  application 
for  reinstatement  that  the  policy  shall  be  void  if  any  statement 
is  untrue.    The  Supreme  Court  of  Georgia  has  said  :*^^    ' '  It  is 
true,  it  has  been  held  that  a  reinstatement  makes  a  new  contract ; 
but  the  old  contract  is  looked  to  for  the  terms,  conditions,  and 
stipulations  of  the  new  conract.    The  old  contract  in  the  present 
case  being  that  the  policy  should  be  'incontestable  after  three 
years  from  its  date'  upon  the  payment  of  three  annual  premiums, 
the  new  contract  (there  being  neither  in  the  application  for  rein- 
statement nor  the  original  policy  anything  to  the  contrary)  would 
be  governed  by  the  same  t^rms ;  and  the  period  of  incontestability 
would  be  reached  three  years  from  the  date  of  the  original  policy, 
notwithstanding  the  fact  that  one  of  the  three  annual  premiums

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required  to  be  paid  had  not  been  paid  at  maturity,  and  a  lai)se 
and  reinstatement  had  taken  place.  The  failure  to  take  advan- 
tage of  the  right  of  forfeiture,  and  the  consent  for  reinstatement, 
restores  the  original  contract  in  all  its  vigor.  Especially  is  this 
true  where  there  was  no  notice  of  any  character  to  the  insured 
that  such  a  radical  change  in  his  contract  would  be  brought 
about  by  a  lapse  and  reinstatement.''  But  it  has  been  held'**^ 
that  a  renewal  of  a  life  insurance  policy  containing  the  incontest- 
able clause  revives  such  clause  from  the  date  of  renewal.  A  pro-

§  449.  The  Consideration  of  a  Life  Insurance  Oontraet  is 
Cs^ed  Premiums  or  Assessments. — The  consideration  of  a  con- 
tract  of  life  insurance  is  usually  called  premiums  when  paid  to 
the  ordinary  life  insurance  companies  and  assessments  when 
paid  to  mutual  beneficiary  societies.  Neither  the  name  given  to 
this  consideration  nor  the  time  of  its  payment,  either  in  one  sum, 
or  annually,  or  upon  the  uncertain  times  of  the  deaths  of  the 
members  of  the  society,  affect  the  validity  of  the  contract  or  make 
it  any  less  one  of  insurance.*  Nor  can  we  see  any  reason  why 
diflPerent  rules  should  govern  the  payment  of  premium  to  regular 
companies  from  those  that  apply  to  the  assessments  of  the  benevo- 
lent orders,  except  so  far  as  aflfected  by  the  terms  of  the  agree-

in«iit  between  the  parties.  The  contntcts  of  the  companies  and 
those  of  the  orders  have  substantial  elements  of  similarity,  and 
the  same  principles  should  be  applied  to  both  wherever  practica- 
ble. The  payment  of  the  consideration  is  an  important  condi- 
tion in  all  contracts  of  life  insurance  and  the  subject  merits 
careful  examination.  An  insurance  company  has  the  power  to  fix 
the  premium  at  such  sum  as  will  create  a  fund  not  only  sufficient 
to  meet  mortuary  claims,  but  create  a  reserve  and  may  contract 
that  upon  non-payment  of  premium  the  policy  will  continue  in 
force  under  the  provision  for  extended  insurance.'  A  company 
may  reduce  its  rates  for  future  business,  but  it  has  been  held,' 
that  it  cannot  give  retroactive  benefits  to  existing  policyholders 
by  such  reduction  in  rates.  Where  the  application  forming  part 
of  the  contract  of  an  assessment  company  obligated  each  member 
to  pay  mortuary  claims  determined  as  set  forth  in  the  policy, 
which  contained  a  mortality  table  showing  the  method  of  deter- 
mining the  same  which  ended  with  premium  for  age  sixty-five, 
it  was  held  th'at  the  company  had  no  right  to  increase  the  rate 
of  mortality  beyond  the  amount  so  specified,*  but  where  the  policy 
was  issued  for  three  months  renewable  by  payment  of  a  quarterly 
premium,  increasing  each  year  according  to  the  schedule,  ended 
at  age  sixty-five,  such  a  provision  was  held  not  to  make  a  level 
premium  policy  on  insured  reaching  the  age  of  sixty-five."  The 
modem  policies  diflfer  in  many  important  respects  from  those  of 
an  earlier  date  and  much  depends  upon  the  language  of  the  policy 
as  to  the  manner  of  the  payment  of  premium  and  results  of  non- 
payment. 

§  450.  All  the  Premiums  the  Consideration:  Insurance  Con- 
tract Not  One  from  Year  to  Year. — ^There  is  a  want  of  harmony 
in  the  authorities  Bs  to  the  real  nature  of  the  contract  of  life 
insurance  in  respect  to  the  consideration.  For  example,  the  Su- 
preme Court  of  Connecticut  says:*  "A  contract  of  life  insur- 
ance is  a  peculiar  contract.    It  has  no  parallel  and  few  analogies

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in  all  the  business  transactions  of  life.    An  ordinary  life  policy, 
like  the  one  in  suit,  requiring  the  payment  of  the  annual  pre- 
miums, consists  of  two  parts  and  is  divisible.    The  applicant  upon 
the  payment  of  the  first  premium,  effects  an  insurance  upon  his 
life  for  one  year,  and  purchases  a  ri^ht  to  continue  that  insur- 
ance from  year  to  year,  during  life,  at  the  same  rate.    Whether 
he  will  continue  it  or  not  is  optional  with  him.    The  premium 
for  the  first  year  pays  for  the  risk  during  that  year,  and  for  the 
right  to  subsequent  insurance.    The  rate  of  insurance  for  a  single 
year  is  less  than  the  annual  premiums  on  a  life  policy.    The  dif- 
ference continued,  as  it  is  supposed  it  will  be,  from  year  to  year 
during  life,  may  be  regarded  as  the  consideration  for  the  right 
to  continue  the  insurance.    .    .    .    The  defendants  for  a  valuable 
consideration,  made  an  irrevocable  proposition  to  insure  the  appli- 
cant during  life  upon  certain  terms  and  conditions.    He  was  at 
liberty  to  accept  or  reject  the  proposition.    If  he  accepted  he  was 
to  comply  with  the  condition  and  pay  the  premium  on  or  before 
a  given  day.    .    .    .    We  regard  the  payment  of  the  premiums  as 
a  condition  precedent  to  any  subsequent  liability  on  the  part  of 
the  defendants.'*    On  the  other  hand  the  better  rule  has  been  laid 
down  by  the  majority  of  the  Supreme  Court  of  the  United  States 
as  follows:^    "The  contract  is  not  an  assurance  for  ^  single 
year,  with  a  privilege  of  renewal  from  year  to  year  by  paying 
the  annual  premium,  but  it  is  an  entire  contract  of  assurance  for 
life,  subject  to  discontinuance  and  forfeiture  for  non-payment  of 
any  of  the  stipulated  premiums.    Such  is  the  form  of  the  con- 
tract, and  such  is  its  character.    It  has  been  contended  that  the 
payment  of  each  premium  is  the  consideration  for  insurance  dur- 
ing the  next  following  year — as  in  fire  policies.    But  the  posi- 
tion is  untenable.    It  often  happens  that  the  assured  pays  the  en- 
tire premium  in  advance,  or  in  five,  ten  or  twenty  annual  in- 
stallments.    Such  installments  are  clearly  not  intended  as  the 
consideration  for  the  respective  years  in  which  they  are  paid; 
for,  after  they  are  all  paid,  the  policy  stands  good  for  the  bal- 
ance of  the  life  insured,  without  any  further  payment.    Each 
installment  is,  in  fact,  part  consideration  of  the  entire  insurance 
for  life.    It  is  the  same  thing  where  the  annual  premiums  are

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spread  over  the  whole  life.    The  value  of  assurance  for  one  year 
of  a  man's  life  when  he  is  young,  strong  and  healthy,  is  mani- 
festly not  the  same  when  he  is  old  and  decrepit.    There  is  no 
proper  relation  between  the  annual  premium  and  the  risk  of  as- 
surance for  the  year  in  which  it  is  paid.    This  idea  of  assurance 
from  year  to  year  is  the  suggestion  of  ingenious  counsel.    The 
annual  premiums  are  un  annuity,  the  present  value  of  which  is 
calculated  to  correspond  with  the  present  value  of  the  life  as- 
sured, a  reasonable  percentage  being  added  to  the  premiums  to 
cover  expenses  and  contingencies.    The  whole  premiums  are  bal- 
anced against  the  whole  insurance."^    The  payment  of  a  pre- 
mium in  either  case  operates  merely  to  continue  the  old  con- 
tract.'   Later  cases  fully  support  this  doctrine,  and  it  is  now  the 
settled  rule  that  on  the  payment  of  the  first  premium  the  con- 
tract is  one  for  the  whole  of  life  and  the  right  of  the  insurer  to 
terminate  the  contract  for  non-payment  of  premium  is  one  of 
forfeiture." 

§  451.  Non-Paymjent  of  Premium  Will  Not  Effect  a  Forfeiture 
Unless  So  Stipulated. — The  parties  to  a  contract  of  insurance  are 
free  to  insert  in  it  whatever  conditions  they  please,  provided 
there  be  nothing  in  them  contrary  to  the  common  or  statute  law 
or  public  policy,**  and  consequently  they  may  agree  that  the 
policy  shall  be  forfeited  for  non-payment*  of  premium  at  the  ap- 
pointed day.    But,  in  the  absence  of  any  stipulation  so  provid-

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ing,  the  non-iMiyment  of  a  premium  will  not  effect  a  forfeiture," 
as  where  the  policy  provided  that  in  case  of  non-payment  of  pre- 
mium, within  four  weeks  after. the  same  was  payable,  the  com- 
pany should  be  at  liberty  to  cancel  it."  In  the  leading  case  of 
Haas  V.  Mutual  Life  Ins.  Co.,"  it  was  held  that  a  life  insurance 
policy  when  once  it  takes  effect  by  payment  of  the  first  year's 
premium  and  delivery  of  the  policy,  does  not  terminate  at  the 
end  of  the  year,  but  is  a  contract  for  the  life  of  the  assured.  If 
the  policy  contains  no  provision  for  a  forfeiture  thereof  by  rea- 
son of  the  failure  of  the  assured  to  pay  subsequent  premiums  an- 
nually, failure  to  pay  such  premiums  on  the  day  named  will  not 
constitute  a  forfeiture  of  such  policy.  All  that  the  company  can 
dem'and  in  such  case  is  the  right  to  set-off  against  the  amount 
of  indebtedness  it  has  bound  itself  to  pay,  the  amount  of  the  pre- 
miums remaining  unpaid  with  interest  thereon.  The  Court  said : 
' '  Without  a  clause  providing  for  a  forfeiture  the  policy  is  not  for- 
feited for  non-payment  of  the  premium  any  more  than  a  land 
contract  is  forfeited  by  non-payment  of  principal  or  interest 
when  due."  The  Missouri  Court  of  Appeals  has  said:"  *'The 
idea  that  the  contract  of  insurance  remains  in  force  only  during 
the  period  for  which  a  premium  has  been  paid,  though  it  has 
the  support  of  reasonable  authority,  we  think  is  opposed  J:o  sound 
reason  as  well  as  to  the  weight  of  authority.**  Other  cases  sup- 
port this  view.^*  However,  in  the  case  of  Jackson  v.  Mutual  Life 
Ins.  Co.,^^  the  court  said:    '*The  policies  sued  on  were  incorpo-

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rated  in  the  petition,  and  they  disclose  that  no  provision  for  for- 
feiture upon  non-payment  of  premium  is  found  in  them.     Ac- 
cordingly the  further  contention  is  made  that,  even  if  there  was 
a  default  in  the  payment  of  the  July  premium,  the  right  of  re- 
covery exists.    This  is  on  the  ground  that  the  covenant  to  pay  is 
independent,  and  its  violation  entitled  the  company  to  an  action 
to  recovery  the  premiums,  or,  upon  the  maturity  of  the  policy, 
to  deduct  them  from  the  amount  to  be  paid.    We  cannot  give  our 
assent  to  this  contention.    By  the  terms  of  the  policies  the  obli- 
gation of  the  company  to  pay  is  'upon  the  following  condition': 
*.    .    .    The  annual  premium  of  fifty  dollars  and  eighteen  cents 
(afterwards  divided  into  quarterly  premiums  of  $13.30  each), 
shall  be  i>aid  in  advance  on  the  delivery  of  this  policy,  and  there- 
after to  the  company  at  its  home  oflSce  in  the  city  of  New  York, 
on  the  8th  day  of  October  (afterward  on  the  8th  days  of  Octo- 
ber, January,  April  and  July)  in  every  year  during  the  contin- 
uance of  this  contract.'    It  is  thus  seen  the  promise  to  pay  is 
conditioned  upon  the  premiums  being  paid  as  when  due.     The 
fact  that  no  express  provision  of  forfeiture  is  made  is  of  no  im- 
portance.   The  obvious  and  necessary  interpretation  of  the  con- 
tract, if  the  business  of  insurance  is  to  be  conducted  at  all,  is 
that  the  obligation  of  the  company  to  pay  the  amount  promised 
depended  upon  the  payment  of  the  premiums  reserved.    If  the 
premiums  were  not  paid,  the  obligation,  according  to  the  plain 
import  of  the  contract,  ceased.    In  Mutual  Life  Ins.  Co.  v.  Hill,^* 
a  case  was  under  consideration  where  the  insured  failed  to  pay 
the  premiums,  and  continued  such  failure  for  four  years  prior  to 
his  death.    An  action  was  nevertheless  brought  to  compel  the 
same  performance  by  the  insurance  company  which  would  have 
been  due  if  the  insured  had  paid  his  premiums.    The  court  said : 
'It  is  simple  justice  between  two  parties  to  a  contract  containing 
depending  stipulations  that  neither  should  be  permitted  to  exact 
performance.by  the  other  wtihout  having  himself  first  performed. 
.    .    .    Courts  have  always  set  their  faces  against  an  insurance 
company,  which  having  received  premiums,  has  sought  by  techni- 
cal defenses  to  avoid  payment,  and  in  like  manner  should  thej 
set  their  faces  against  an  effort  to  exact  payment  from  an  in- 
surance company  when  the  premiums  have  deliberately  been  left

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unpaid. ' '  The  question  of  forfeiture  arises  oftener  in  cases  where 
premiums  notes  are  given,  and  then  the  effect  of  non-payment 
has  been  uncertain  under  varying  provisions  of  the  contract,  and 
will  be  considered  under  that  division  of  the  subject.^®  While 
all  the  cases  show  that  the  courts  construe  provisions  for  for- 
feiture for  non-payment  of  premium  strictly,  so  as  to  prevent 
forfeiture  if  possible,  they  nevertheless  uphold  the  contract  and 
enforce  it.*^  ^ 

§  452.  Policy  Does  Not  Attach  Until  First  Premium  Is  Paid 
if  Contract  so  Provides. — By  signing  the  application  and  accept- 
ing the  policy  the  insured  is  deemed  to  have  had  notice  of,  un- 
derstood and  agreed  to  the  terms,  limitations  and  conditions  con- 
tained in  the  application  and  the  policy,  and  if  the  latter  pro- 
vides that  it  shall  not  take  effect  until  the  advance  premium  is 
paid  during  the  lifetime  of  the  ussured,  then,  unless  such  pay- 
ment is  made,  the  policy  does  not  attach  and  the  delivery  of  the 
receipt  without  payment  avails  nothing.**  Such  payment  is  a 
condition  precedent  that  must  be  complied  with.**  Where  the 
policy  provides  that  it  shall  not  take  effect  until  the  first  pre- 
mium is  paid,  the  policy  becomes  binding  only  on  the  payment 
of  the  premium.**  A  recital  that  the  policy  was  issued  in  con- 
sideration of  a  certain  annual  premium  was  an  acknowledgment 
of  payment**  Under  the  North  Dakota  statute  acknowledg- 
ment in  the  policy  of  the  receipt  of  the  premium  is  conclusive 
evidence  of  payment  notwithstanding  the  stipulation  that  it  shall 
not  be  binding  unless  the  premium  is  actually  paid.**  The  re- 
ceipt of  the  policy  by  the  agent  if  actual  payment  of  the  first  pre-

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mium  is  waived,  is  delivery  to  the  insured.*^  Delivery  of  the  pol'*\  ••• 
icy  by  an  Bgent  contrary  to  instructions  and  by  mistake  will  not  ' 
make  the  company  liable.^  If,  however,  the  custom  of  the  agents 
to  give  credit  was  known  and  acquiesced  in,  by  the  receipt  of 
such  premium  after  the  time,  the  company  will  be  taken  to  have 
waived  the  requirement,*®  and  a  general  agent  has  power  to  waive 
this  condition.***  Acceptance  of  a  note  for  the  premium,  or  other 
act  showing  an  intent  to  put  the  contract  in  force,  will  bind  the 
company.**  But  if  a  note  is  taken  for  the  first  premium  but 
afterwards  at  request  of  the  maker  surrendered,  the  policy  is 
not  in  force.**  The  question  of  delivery  may  be  one  for  the 
jury.**  But  where  the  receipt  of  premium  is  acknowledged  in 
the  i)olicy  the  insurers  will  not  be  heard  to  deny  the  fact,  unless 
they  can  show  that  the  acknowledgment  was  made  by  fraud, 
error  or  duress.**  It  has  been  held  that  payment  of  the  first  pre- 
mium and  acceptance  of  the  policy  is  a  personal  act  and  so,  if  a 
policy  provide  that  it  shall  not  take  effect  ''until  the  advance 
premium  shall  have  been  paid  during  the  lifetime  of  the  person 
whose  life  is  hereby  insured,"  a  payment  of  such  premium  by  a 
third  person,  without  the  knowledge  of  the  assured,  is  of  no  ef- 
fect, although  made  with  his  money;  and  his  administrator  can- 
not ratify  the  act.**    The  acknowledgment  in  the  policy  of  pay-

concerned  and  estops  the  company  from  claiming  a  forfeiture 
because  of  a  parol. contract  between  the  insured  and  the  insurer's 
agent  that  the  premium  should  be  paid  quarterly  pursuant  to 
which  only  a  quarterly  premium  was  paid  at  the  beginning  of  the 
insurance  term  instead  of  a  semi-annual  premium.**  This  is  on 
the  ground  of  public  policy.*^ 

§  453.  Non-Payment  of  Premium  Works  a  Forfeiture  if  so 
Stipulated:  Time  of  Payment  of  Premium  Is  of  the  Essenoe  of 
the  Contract. — ^In  life  insurance  contracts,  if  the  policy  is  condi- 
tioned' to  be  void  if  the  stipulated  premium  be  not  paid  at  the 
appointed  day,  time  is  of  the  essence  of  the  contract  and  if  the 
premium  be  not  paid  the  policy  is  void  unless  the  condition  be 
waived.*®  Non-payment  of  a  premium  on  a  life  policy  oix  the 
day  when  due  will  work  a  forfeiture  of  a  policy  which  provides 
that  it  shall  be  invalid  unless  the  premiums  are  paid  when  due.**

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A  condition  in  a  policy  avoiding  it  for  non-payment  is  self-exe- 
cuting.**^ Where  the  policy  calls  for  the  payment  of  an  annual 
premium,  but  the  insured  has  the  option  to  pay  semi-annually,  or 
quarterly,  before,  the  company  can  declare  a  forfeiture  to  pay 
the  quarterly  rate  it  must  show  that  insured  made  his  election 
or  at  least  should  show  demand,*^  and  where  the  annual  premium 
is  payable  in  installments  failure  to  pay  any  installment  if  the 
policy  so  provides,  works  a  forfeiture.**  A  beneficiary  takes  the 
policy  subject  to  the  condition  requiring  prompt  payment  of  pre- 
mium,*^ and  no  notice  of  lapse  is  necessary.**  And  it  does  not 
avail  that  at  the  time  the  policy  was  taken  out  it  was  verbally 
agreed  that  the  payment  of  the  premium  should  be  extended  be- 
yond the  time  stated.*'  If  notice  of  the  forfeiture  is  required  by 
law  it  must  be  given  before  the  forfeiture  is  complete.**  After 
forfeiture  the  policy  can  only  be  revived  by  a  new  contract.*^  A 
tender  after  forfeiture  will  not  restore  the  policy.*®  Provisions  for 
forfeitures  are  strictly  construed  and  if  the  language  of  the  con- 
dition is  not  plain,  there  wiU  be  no  forfeiture.**  A  provision  in  a 
policy  providing  for  quarterly  premiums,  that  if  death  occurs  be- 
fore the  full  year's  premium  has  been  paid,  the  installments  re- 
maining unpaid  shall  be  deducted,  is  valid.''®  Where  an  indus- 
trial policy  provides  for  payments  on  or  before  each  Monday,

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payment  \;an  be  made  at  any  time  on  that  day."  A  stipulation 
that  failure  to  pay  the  premium  should  make  the  policy  void  does 
not  apply  where  a  loan  value  attached  to  the  policy  is  sufficient 
to  pay  the  premium.**  Non-payment  of  an  installment  of  pre- 
mium on  an  accident  policy  results  in  forfeiture.*^'  Uijder  the 
modern  life  policies  while  non-payment  of  a  premium  is  a  condi- 
tion which,  if  not  complied  with,  causes  a  forfeiture,  the  policy 
generally  further  provides  that  iivcase  of  such  non-payment  there 
shull  be  either  paid  up  or  extended  insurance.  Sometimes  the 
same  result  follows  because  of  state  statutes." 

§  454.  When  Punctual  Payment  Is  Not  Excused.— An  excuse 
for  the  payment  of  premiums,  which  is  in  the  nature  of  a  condi- 
tion precedent  or  subsequent  as  the  contract  is  looked  at,  only 
exists  when  the  company  has  prevented  performance  of  such  con- 
ditions or  payment,  or  has  itself  wholly  refused  to  perform  or 
wholly  disabled  itself  from  completing  a  substantial  perform- 
ance. The  mere  failure  of  the  company  to  perform  some  of  the 
obligations  of  the  contract,  which  go  to  a  part  only  of  the  con- 
sideration and  which  breach  may  be  paid  for  in  damages,  is  not 
suflEicient.  Nor  is  the  breach  of  representations  made  during  the 
pendency  of  negotiations  for  a  contract  actionable  or  an  excuse 
for  performance  by  the  other  p^arty.***  Nor  is  it  an  excuse  that 
the  company  has  violated  its  charter,  and  in  consequence  of  such 
wrongful  acts  become  insolvent,  so  that  it  had  become  unsafe 
for  the  insured  to  pay  further  premiums,  if  the  company  was  con- 
tinuing to  do  its  ordinary  business  in  the  ordinary  way  and  was 
ready  to  receive  premiums.*®  Nor  that  the  company  has  in  its 
hands  an  amount  applicable  to  a  dividend  soon  to  be  declared,

the  company  retains  the  policy  as  the  bailee  of  the  insured.^   Nor 
the  unauthorized  surrender  by  the  husband  of  a  policy  payable 
to  the  wif e.'*    Nor  the  failure  of  the  company  to  answer  a  letter 
relative  to  a  change.*®    Nor  that  the  insurance  company  has 
failed  to  place  the  receipt  for  the  premium  in  the  hands  of  the 
local  agent.**    Nor  the  death  of  the  local  agent  where,  by  the 
terms  of  the  policy,  the  premiums  are  payable  at  the  home  ofSce 
of  tllte  company,  **  unless  otherwise  expressly  agreed  in  writing,  or 
to  agents  when  they  produce  receipts  signed  by  the  president  or 
secretary."**    It  is  no  excuse  for  non-payment  of  premium  that 
at  the  time  the  payment  was  to  be  made  the  assured  was  sick  and 
delirious.    In  holding  that  this  is  not  a  case  where  performance 
is  prevented  by  act  of  God,  the  Supreme  Court  of  Iowa  says:*' 
"There  was  no  such  impossibility  of  performing  the  contract  in 
this  case.    It  is  true,  it  was  impossible  f of^e  assured  at  the  time 
required  therein  to  perform  it;  but  he  could  have  provided  for 
its  performance  beforehand,  and  those  of  his  family  about  him 
could  have  performed  it  for  him.    The  fact  that  the  plaintiff  did 
not  know  of  the  existence  of  the  policy  before  her  husband's 
death  does  not  change  the  case.    Prudence  and  care  on  the  part 
of  the  assured  would  have  prompted  him  to  prepare  for  the  pay- 
ment of  the  assessment  upo^  the  day  it  became  due,  and  to  in- 
form his  wife  of  his  contract,  and  his  obligation  to  perform  it  at 
the  time  therein  prescribed. '*•*    For  the  same  reasons  insanity 
is  also  no  excuse  for  non-payment  of  premiums  on  the  day 
agreed.**

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§  455.  Effect  of  War  on  the  Contract.— The  Supreme  Court 
of  the  United  States  has  held,®*  that  a  life  insurance  policy,  which 
stipulates  for  the  payment  of  an  annual  premium,  and  that  it 
shall  be  void  for  non-payment,  makes  the  premium  an  annuity, 
the  whole  of  which  is  the  consideration  for  the  contract ;  and  the 
condition  is  a  condition  subsequent,  the  non-performance  of 
which  renders  the  policy  void.  If  a  failure  to  pay  was  caused  by 
war,  a  forfeiture  follows,  nevertheless,  if  the  insurer  insists  on 
the  condition;  but  the  insured  is  entitled  to  the  equitable  value 
of  the  policy  arising  from  the  payments  actually  made.  Upon 
this  question,  however,  there  is  a  decided  difference  of  opinion, 
but  the  rule  laid  down  above  seems  to  be  supported  by  the  weight 
of  reasoning  as  well  as  of  authority.®^  There  is  excellent 
authority,  however,  opposed  to  the  above  rule  and  which  holds 
that  war  does  not  dissiflve  the  contract,  but  merely  suspends  it.*' 
And  it  has  been  held,*®  that  equity  will,  where  the  payment  of 
premiums  was  interrupted  by  w^ar,  reinstate  the  contract  on  pay- 
ment of  all  premiums  unpaid  with  interest  thereon.  Still. the  rule 
as  first  stated  must  now  be  deemed  settled.  Where  a  war  rider 
in  a  form  not  approved  by  the  insurance  department  as  required 
by  the  statute  was  attached  to  a  policy  in  the  standard  form  such

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war  rider  will  be  disregarded  and  the  policy  enforced  in  its 
standard  form.^^ 

§  456.  No  Absolute  Liability  on  the  Part  of  the  Assured  to 
Pay  the  Premium  if  Payment  is  Only  a  Condition,  and  Hiere  is 
no  Promise  to  Pay. — ^In  a  contract  of  life  insurance  there  is  gen- 
erally no  absolute  undertaking  of  the  insured  to  pay  the  pre- 
miums, or  assessments,  and  consequently  no  personal  liability 
therefor.  The  payment  of  the  premium,  or  assessments,  is  only 
a  condition  precedent  to  the  liability  of  the  company:  the  in- 
sured does  not  promise  to  pay  the  premiums  and  the  company 
only  promises  to  pay  if  it  has  received  the  agreed  consideration. 
Therefore  the  insured  m^y  pay  or  not  as  he  pleases,  he  has  the 
perfect  right  to  do  either  and  need  give  no  excuse  for  his  choice. 
If  he  does  not  pay  the  contract  is  ended.  It  follows,  therefore, 
that  the  premium,  or  assessment,  is  only  a  debt  when  there  is 
an  absolute  promise  to  pay  embodied  in  the  contract.^*  Whether 
or  not  such  absolute  promise  to  pay  is  embodied  in  the  contract 
is  a  question  of  construction.  It  has  been  held  that  the  benefit  a 
member  derives  from  his  membership  is  the  consideration  for  his 
promise  to  pay  an  assessment,  which  promise  is  implied  in  the 
contract.'^* 

Naming  of  a  beneficiary  in  a  life  insurance  policy  is  a  gift  and 
carries  no  obligation  to  the  beneficiary  that  the  donor  will  keep 
the  policy  alive.^' 

§  457.  Stranger  Kay  Become  Liable  for  Premium. — ^A  stranger 
may  become  liable  for  the  payment  of  premiums  on  a  life  insur- 
ance policy,  as  where  a  society,  other  than  the  insuring  company, 
in  consideration  of  weekly  dues,  promises  certain  benefits  in

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sickness  and  to  pay  for  life  insurance/^  So  where  a  railroad 
company  agrees  to  pay  assessments  or  premium  for  an  employe.^' 
An  assignee  who  holds  B  policy  as  a  security  for  a  debt  is  not 
bound  to  pay  the  annual  premiums  thereon/*  unless,  of  course,  he 
expressly  agrees  to  pay  them.  A  liability  to  pay  premiums  may 
also  arise  by  express  contract,  as  under  a  marriage  settlement/^ 
or  under  a  covenant  in  a  mortgage,^®  or  by  express  agreement.'* 

§  458.  Time  of  Payment  of  Premium  Blay  Be  Extended.— The 
company,  however,  or  an  authorized  agent  may  extend  the  time 
of  payment  of  a  premium  and  such  extension  will  be  sustained. 
It  is  a  question  of  fact  whether  an  extension  has  been  given.*® 
A  cashier  has  no  authority  to  extend  the  time  of  payment  of  the 
premium.®^  But  where  the  policy  has  been  forfeited  by  a  viola- 
tion of  one  of  its  conditions,  and  not  by  the  non-payment  of 
premiums  only,  S9  that  the  policy  is  void,  a  mere  promise  made 
thereafter  without  consideration,  to  continue  the  policy  in  ex- 
istence upon  the  payment  of  an  additional  premium,  which  is 
thereafter  tendered,  but  not  accepted  by  the  company,  will  not 
be  enforced.®^  Where  the  assured  has  been  in  the  habit  of  pay- 
ing his  premiums-  after  they  became  due  in  accordance  with  a

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promise  of  accommodation  the  company  cannot  end  such  indul- 
gence and  insist  upon  prompt  payment  without  notice.*' 

Where  the  company  grants  an  extension  of  time  for  payment 
of  premium  upon  certain  conditions  which  are  complied  with,  the 
company  cannot  afterwards  impose  additional  conditions.'*  A 
letter  to  the  insured  by  the  general  agent  of  the  company  that  - 
if  the  premium  was  not  paid  by  a  certain  time,  the  official  receipt 
would  be  returned  to  the  company,  such  a  letter  operated  as  an 
extension  of  time  for  the  payment  of  the  premium  to  the  day 
stated  and  the  insured  having  died  in  the  meantime,  there  was 
no  default.''  It  has  been  said : "  that  an  agreement  for  an  ex* 
tension  of  premium  by  a  general  agent,  in  violation  of  a  provision 
of  the  policy  that  waiver  can  only  be  made  by  certain  officers, 
is  not  binding  on  the  company.  It  has  however  been  held  to 
the  contrary.'^  An  extension  of  time  of  the  payment  of  premium 
notes  to  ''com  gathering  time''  is  not  objectionable  for  indefin- 
iteness."  Acceptance  of  a  partial  payment  of  a  premium  will 
not  keep  the  policy  alive  for  a  proportional  part  of  the  year.'* 

§  459.  Excuses  for  Non-Payment — One  holding  a  policy  of 
life  insurance  does  not  forfeit  his  policy  by  omitting  to  pay  the 
annual  premiums  thereon  after  the  company  issuing  the  policy 
has  ceased  to  do  business,  transferred  all  its  assets  and  become 
insolvent,  or  after  a  receiver  has  been  appointed.'®  Nor  when 
the  insurer  is  a  foreign  company  and  has  ceased  to  do  business 
in  the  place  where  the  premium  is  specified  to  be  payable,  and

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has  no  known  agent  there.^^  A  company  has  no  right  to  torn  its 
policy  holders  over  to  another  company  without  their  consent, 
and  if  it  does  so  the  policy-holders  are  not  bound  to  continue 
to  pay  their  premiums.^^  Pending  negotiations  for  a  change  in 
the  policy  payment  is  excused.®'  And  an  unauthorized  demand 
for  an  increased  premium  will  excuse.®*  But  where  a  party 
failed  to  pay  the  premium  upon  his  policy  which  had  become 
due  six  months  prior  to  the  failure  of  the  company  and  the  ap- 
pointment of  a  receiver,  it  was  held  that  the  policy  was  for- 
feited.®' Partial  payment  of  premiums  is  not  eflfective  to  keep 
the  policy  in  force  unless  something  is  done  operating  as  a  waiver 
of  full  payment.®*  Non-payment  of  premiums  is  not  excused  by 
the  fact  that  the  insured  surrendered  the  policy,  which  was  pay- 
able to  his  wife,  to  the  company  on  a  forged  release  and  Accepted 
a  paid-up  policy,  which  latter  was  not  operative  because  of  the 
forgery  ;®^  but  it  would  be  excused  if  the  company  had  accepted 
an  unauthorized  surrender,®®  or  if  the  company  by  false  repre- 
sentations induced  the  surrender  of  the  policy.®®  Nor  is  the  as- 
sured bound  to  continue  to  offer  to  pay  after  a  number  of  pre- 
miums have  been  tendered  and  refused.*®*    Where  the  company

miums.***^ If  the  insurer  notifies  the  policy-holder  that  it  regards 
the  policy  as  no  longer  in  force,  it  is  not  necessary  to  continue 
to  tender  premiums,****  and  a  policy  is  not  forfeited  because  of 
the  failure  of  the  company  to  apply  to  the  payment  of  a  premium 
an  amount  due  insured  for  services,**** 

§  460.  The  Same  Subject :  Misrepresentation  by  Company  to 
Obtain  Surrender  of  Poliqr. — ^Where  the  company  by  false  repre- 
sentations induced  the  insured  to  allow  his  policy  to  lapse  it  was 
held  ****  that  the  insured,  if  living,  might  compel  a  reinstatement, 
or  if  he  was  dead,  his  beneficiary  might  recover  upon  payment 
of  all  premiums  due.  In  this  case  ****  the  court  said :  * '  The  sub- 
stance of  defendant's  contention  is  that  the  misrepresentation,  if 
any,  of  the  company,  was  not  made  with  any  fraudulent  inten- 
tion; also  that  it  was  at  most  a  mere  representation  as  to  the 
law  of  the  contract,  which  could  not  be  a  ground  for  relief ;  and 
also  that  the  fact  that  the  assessment  was  unauthorized  fur- 
nished no  excuse  for  the  non-payment  of  the  premium.  It  is  not 
necessary  that  the  misrepresentation  should  have  been  made  with 
a  fraudulent  intent  to  deceive.  It  is  enough,  if  it  was  reasonably 
calculated  to  mislead,  and  did  mislead,  Colby  to  his  prejudice. 
It  may  be  here  added  that,  under  the  circumstances,  a  represen- 
tation by  the  company  that  it  had  a  right  to  make  the  assessment 
included,  by  necessary  implication,  a  representation  that  it  had 
a  right  to  make  future  ones,  and  that,  if  these  assessments  were 
not  paid,  the  policy  would  lapse,  notwithstanding  the  payment 
of  the  premiums.  We  recognize  that  the  general  rule  is  that,  as 
between  parties  bearing  no  fiduciary  relation  to  each  other,  a 
mere  misrepresentation  of  law  by  one  party,  or  a  mere  mistake 
of  law  by  the  other  party,  is  no  ground  for  relief.    But  it  seems

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to  US  that,  in  view  cf  all  the  facts,  the  acts  of  the  company 
amounted  to  more  than  a  mere  misrepresentation  of  law.  It 
originally  organized  its  business  on  a  plan  financially  vicious  and 
unsound,  and  in  its  subsequent  efforts  to  change  its  base,  its  con- 
duct was  characterized  throughout  by  a  course  of  backing,  and 
filling  and  hedging  that  was  well  calculated  to  deceive  and  mis- 
lead men  of  ordinary  intelligence,  but  not  experts  in  the  insurance 
business.  Indeed,  the  company  itself  did  not  seem  to  know  where 
it  stood.  The  disparity  of  the  parties  must  also  be  borne  in  mind. 
Ordinary  men  are  not  usually  acquainted  with  all  the  intricacies 
of  insurance  contracts,  while  the  insurer  is  presumed  to  be  an 
expert  on  the  subject ;  and  it  is  a  matter  of  common  knowledge 
that  the  insured  are  accustomed  to  rely  largely  ot\  the  insurer 
for  information  as  to  their  rights  and  liabilities.  The  somewhat 
complicated  history  of  the  transaction  did  not  present  a  simple 
legal  proposition,  familiar  to  the  ordinary  mind,  but  a  complex 
question,  involving  an  element  of  fact  as  well  as  of  law,  and 
about  which  mistake  or  misunderstanding  might  weU  be  sup- 
posed to  exist.  The  company  had  for  years  been  representing  to 
Colby,  by  both  words  and  acts,  that  he  was  no  longer  liable  on 
the  special  two-fifths  assessment  clause  in  his  original  certificate 
and  it  was  a -fair  inference  that  he  had  paid' his  premiums  on  the 
faith  of  this  representation.  The  act  of  the  company  in  making 
an  assessment  against  him  in  August,  1891,  amounted  to  a  repre- 
sentation that  he  still  remained  liable  under  the  clause  referred 
to.  The  reason  for  this,  change  of  front-^was  not  stated.  Colby 
might  have  supposed  that  it  was  for  some  cause  not  appearing  on 
the  face  of  the  policy ;  as,  for  example,  the  inability  of  the  com- 
pany to  induce  some  of  the  old  certificate  holders  to  come  into 
the  new  arrangement.  But,  even  if  the  misrepresentation  deemed 
to  have  been  merely  as  to  the  law  of  the  contract,  still  it  seems 
to  us  that  the  relation  of  the  parties  was  such  as  to  render  the 
misrepresentation  a  ground  for  relief  to  the  extent  of  preventing 
a  forfeiture.  While  the  company  (a  mutual  one),  as  a  corporate 
entity,  and  its  members,  were  in  one  aspect  of  the  case,  opposite 
contracting  parties,  yet  in  another  aspect,  they  occupied  a  sort 
of  fiduciary  relation  to  each  other,  somewhat  analogous  to  that 
of  principal  and  agent,  or  cestui  que  trust ;  and  it  is  a  familiar 
principle  that,  when  the  contracting  parties  bear  a  fiduciary  re- 
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lation  to  each  other,  a  misrepresentation  as  to  the  law  of  the 
contract  may  •be  a  ground  for  relief.  If  Colby  knew  that  the 
assessment  was  illegal,  the  act  of  the  company  in  making  it  would 
not  be  suflEicient  excuse  for  his  not  paying  or  tendering  his  pre- 
miumj  but  if,  by  the  misrepresentation  of  the  company,  he  was 
led  to  honestly  and  reasonably  believe  that  the  assessment  was 
valid,  and  that  he  would  have  to  pay  it  as  well  as  his  -premiums, 
to  keep  his  policy  from  lapsing,  and  he  was  thereby  caused  to 
refrain  from  paying  the  premium,  which  he  otherwise  would 
have  paid,  as  the  jury  might  have  found,  this  would  constitute 
a  valid  excuse.  Our  view  is  that,  if  the  facts  were  as  we  have 
indicated,  Colby,  if  living,  would  have  been  entitled  to  a  rein- 
statement of  his  policy  on  payment  of  all  premiums  due ;  and,  if 
this  is  so,  it  would  seem  to  follow  that  plaintiff,  as  the  beneficiary 
of  the  policy,  would  be  entitled  to  recover  the  amount  of  it,  less 
these  premiums."  And  in  such  an  action  the  non-payment  of  a 
subsequent  premium  is  no  defense.*^  But  if  the  company,  with- 
out misleading  the  assured,  purchases  a  policy,  the  sale  will  be 
upheld,  the  same  rules  applying  as  in  the  case  of  the  sale  of  any 
chose  in  action  and  the  doctrine  of  uberrima  fides  does  not  ap- 
ply."^ 

§  461.  Where  the  Company  Must  Qive  Notice  of  Maturity  of 
Premium:  The  New  York  Statute. — ^Unless  so  stipulated  in  the 
policy  the  insurer  is  not  generally  bound  to  give  notice  of  the 
maturity  of  a  premium  where  the  amount  of  such  premium  is 
fixed  by  the  contract.  The  fact  that  before  the  policy  was  issued 
a  promise  of  notice  was  made  is  immaterial,  such  promise  not 
being  embodied  in  the  policy,^®®  nor  will  it  excuse  that  the  com- 
pany had  a  usage  of  giving  notice.^®*  Where  the  statute  requires 
notice  to  be  given  that  if  the  premium  be  not  paid  within  a  cer- 
tain time  "the  policy  and  all  premiums  paid  thereon  w^U  become 
forfeited  and  void,**  such  notice  must  be  given  and  it  is  not  suffi- 
cient if  the  notice  only  says  that  members  who  do  not  pay  "are

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carrying  their  own  risk,"""  it  is  enough  if  the  notice  substan- 
tially conform  to  the  wor<Js  of  the  statute.*^*  The  requirements 
of  the  statute  must  be  however  observed.*^^  The  provisions  of 
this  statute  cannot  be  waived.*^*  Many  questions  have  arisen  con- 
cerning the  construction  to  be  placed  on  the  New  York  statute 
requiring  notice  of  a  premium  to  be  given  before  the  policy  can 
be  forfeited  for  the  non-payment  of  such  premium.  The  statute 
has  been  changed  several  times,  and  the  earlier  decisions  are  not 
always  applicable.  It  has  been  held  that  the  required  notice 
must  be  given  to  the  assignee  of  the  policy,*"  and  that  there  was 
no  implied  authority  in  the  husband  to  receive  notice  of  a  pre- 
mium due  under  a  policy  payable  to  the  wife.***  Under  the  sub- 
sequent change  in  law,  notice  is  to  be  given  to  the  insured.  To 
what  extent  the  New  York  statute  is  applicable  has  been  dis- 
cussed by  the  Supreme  Court  of  the  United  States  **•  as  follows : 
''The  insurance  policy  contained  a  stipulation  that  it  should  not 
be  binding  until  the  first  premium  had  been  paid  and  the  policy 
delivered.  The  premium  was  paid  and  the  policy  delivered  in  the 
State  of  Montana.  Under  those  circumstances,  under  the  general 
rule,  the  contract  was  a  Montana  contract,  and  governed  by  the 
laws  of  that  State.**^  In  that  State,  there  being  no  statutory 
provisions  to  the  contrary,  the  failure  to  pay  the  annual  pre- 
mium worked,  in  accord  wih  the  terms  of  the  policy,  a  forfeiture

New  York,  on  the  other  hand, 
the  State  by  which  the  insurance  company  was  chartered  and  in 
which  it  had  its  principal  office,  by  Sec.  1  of  Chapter  321  of  1877 
had  enacted — ^'Sec.  1.    No  life  insurance  company  doing  business 
in  the  State  of  New  York  shall  have  power  to  declare  forfeited  or 
lapsed  any  policy  hereafter  issued  or  renewed  by  reason  of  non- 
payment  of  any  annual  premium  or  interest,  or  any  portion 
thereof,  except  as  hereinafter  provided.'    The  provision  referred 
to,  and  which  is  stated  at  length  in  the  succeeding  part  of  the 
section,  is  one  for  notice  of  a  special  kind  and  to  be  given  in  a 
particular  way.*^'    This  notice  was  not  given.    Hence,  if  the  law 
of  New  York  controls,  the  policy  was  still  in  force  and  the  plain- 
tiff was  entitled  to  recover.    The  question  therefore  is  whether 
the  law  of  New  York  controls.    The  presumption  is  in  favor  of 
the  laws  of  the  place  of  contract.    He  who  asserts  the  contrary 
has  the  burden  of  proof.    The  New  York  statute  does  not  purport 
to  change  any  insurance  company  charter.    On  the  contrary,  its 
obvious  purpose  is  only  to  reach  business  transacted  within  the 
State.     Proceeding  on  the  accepted  priticiple  that  a  State  may 
determine  the  conditions,  the  meaning,  and  limitations  of  con- 
tracts executed  within  its  borders,  the  language  of  the  statute 
reaches  contracts  made  within  the  State.    Undoubedly  a  foreign 
insurance  company  making  a  contract  within  the  State  of  New 
York  would  find  the  contract  burdened  by  its  provisions,  and 
equally  clear  is  it  that  such  company  making  a  contract  in  an- 
other State  would  be  free  from  its  limitations.    There  is  no  indi- 
cation of  an  intent  on  the  part  of  the  legislature  of  New  York  to 
affect,  even  if  it  were  possible,  the  general  powers  of  a  foreign 
company  coming  within  the  State  and  transacting  business.    But 
on  the  face  of  the  statute  there  is  no  express  demarcation  be- 
tween foreign  and  local  companies.    There  is  no  attempt  to  say 
that  a  foreign  company  doing  business  within  the  State  shall,  as 
to  such  business,  be  subject  to  the  prescribed  limitations,  and  that 
a  home  company  doing  business  within  the  State  and  elsewhere 
shall  as  to  all  its  business  be  so  limited.    If  we  cannot  from  the 
language  impute  to  the  legislature  an  intent  to  regulate  the  busi-

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ness  of  a  foreign  company  outside  of  the  State,  how  can  we  find 
in  such  language  an  intent  to  prescribe  limitations  upon  the  con- 
tracts of  a  home  company  outside  the  State  t  In  the  absehce  of  an 
expressed  intent  it  ought  not  to  be  presumed  that  New  York  in- 
tended by  this  legislation  to  affect  the  rights  of  other  States  to 
control  insurance  contracts  made  within  their  limits.  Can  it  be 
that  the  State  of  New  York,  aware  of  the  fact  that  other  States 
and  other  countries  might  by  their  legislation  properly  prescribe 
terms  and  conditions  of  insurance  contracts,  meant  by  this  legis- 
lation to  restrict  its  local  companies  from  going  into  those  States 
and  countries  and  transacting  business  in  compliance  with  their 
statutes  if  in  any  respect  they  were  found  to  conflict  with  the 
regulations  prescribed  for  business  transacted  at  homef  Again, 
it  is  worthy  of  notice  that  the  State  of  New  York  has  changed  its 
legislation  repeatedly  in  the  last  quarter  of  a  century  in  respect 
to  this  very  matter  of  notice.^^®  The  varying  provisions  of  these 
statutes,  directed  in  terms,  not  to  local  companies,  but  to  com- 
panies doing  business  in  the  State  of  New  York,  strengthen  the 
conclusion  that  the  State  was  not  thus  changing  the  several  char- 
ters of  its  companies,  but  prescribing  only  that  which  in  its  judg- 
ment from  time  to  time  was  the  proper  rule  for  business  trans- 
acted within  the  State.  Again,  the  terms  of  the  act  itself  tend 
in  the  same  directioiL  It  provides  for  a  thirty-day  notice.  While 
such  a  notice  might  be  reasonable  as  to  all  policies  within  the 
State,  yet  when  it  is  remembered  that  some  at  least  of  the  New 
York  insurance  companies  are  doing  business  in  all  quarters  of 
the  globe,  it  is  obvious  that  a  thirty-day  notice  in  many  cases 
would  be  of  little  value.  Further,  by  Sec.  2  the  statute  provides 
that  an  affidavit  by  one  authorized  to  mail  the  notice  shall  be 
*  presumptive  evidence'  of  the  giving  of  the  notice.  Can  it  be 
supposed  that  the  legislature  of  New  York  was  contemplating  a 
rule  of  evidence  to  be  enforced  in  every  State  and  nation  of  the 
world?  These  considerations  lead  to  the  conclusion  that  the 
statute  of  New  York,  directed  as  it  is  to  companies  doing  business 
within  the  State,  was  intended  to  be,  and  is,  in  fact,  applicable 
only  to  business  transacted  within  that  State.    It  is  not  doubted

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that  a  contract  by  an  insurance  company  of  New  York  executed 
elsewhere  may  by  its  terms  incorporate  the  law  of  New  York, 
and  make  its  provisions  controlling  upon  both  the  insured  and 
the  insurer.  And  it  is  urged  that  although  there  is  nothing  in 
the  policy  to  indicate  this,  the  language  of  the  application  has 
that  effect.  It  recites  that  it  is  'subject  to  the  charter  of  such 
company  and  the  laws  of  said  State.;'  and  the  contract  refers  to 
the  application,  and  declares  that  it  is  issued  'in  consideration 
of  the  application  for  this  policy  and  of  the  truth  of  the  several 
statements  made  therein.'  While  the  contract  is  based  upon  the 
application,  yet  the  latter  is  only  a  preliminary  instrument,  a 
proposal  on  the  part  of  the  insured,  and  a  stipulation  that  it  shall 
be  controlled  by  the  charter  and  the  laws  of  the  State  is  not  tanta- 
mount to  a  stipulation  that  the  policy  issued  thereon  shall  also 
in  like  manner  be  controlled.  That  such  language  was  incorpo- 
rated into  the  application  is  not  strange.  Its  meaning  is  clear, 
and  is  that  no  local  statute  as  to  the  effect  of  statements  or  repre- 
sentations or  any  other  matter  in  the  application  should  in  these 
respects  override  the  provisions  of  the  character  and  the  laws  of 
New  York.  In  other  words,  if  by  the  charter  or  the  laws  of  New 
York  any  statement  in  an  application  is  to  be  taken  as  a  war- 
ranty, no  local  statute  declaring  that  all  statements  in  an  appli- 
cation are  to  be  taken  as  simply  representations  shall  override 
the  terms  of  the  charter  and  the  New  York  law.  But  that  is  very 
different  from  a  provision  that  the  contract  issued  upon  such 
application  should  also  be  in  all  respects  controlled  by  the  laws 
of  New  York-  Further,  it  may  be  noticed  that  even  if  the  lan- 
guage justifies  a  broader  construction  it  may  well  mean  that  only 
such  laws  of  the  State  of  New  York  as  are  intended  to  and  do 
change  the  charters  of  the  companies,  or  are  intended  to  have 
extra  territorial  application,  should  be  considered  a  part  of  the 
policy.  The  stipulation  in  this  policy  is  different  from  that  pre- 
sented to  the  Court  of  Appeals  of  New  York  in  Baxter  v.  Brooklyn 
L.  Ins.  Co.,****  which  was  that  it  was  *a  contract  made  and  to  be 
executed  in  the  State  of  New  York,  and  construed  only  according 
to  the  laws  of  that  State. '  There  was  a  direct  provision  in  re- 
spect to  the  contract  itself,  and  thus  incorporated  those  laws  into

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its  terms.  While  authoritites  on  this  particular  question  are  not 
numerous,  we  m'ay  properly  refer  to  an  opinion  of  the  Supreme 
Court  of  Washington,  the  State  in  which  this  action  was 
brought***  in  which,  referring  to  this  special  question,  and  the 
contention  that  this  very  statute  of  the  State  of  New  York  be- 
came a  part  of  the  contract  of  the  company  in  the  State  of  Wash- 
ington, the  court  said,  on  pages  206,  207:  **It  is  claimed  on  the 
part  of  the  plaintiff  that  upon  its  enactment  it  became  attached 
to  the  defendant,  it  being  a  corporation  organized  under  the  laws 
of  New  York,  and  effected  a  change  in  its  charter,  so  that  every 
policy  thereafter  issued  by  it,  whether  in  the  State  of  New  York 
or  elsewhere,  became  subject  to  its  provisions.  On  the  other 
hand,  it  is  claimed  by  the  defendant  that  it  only  affected  policies 
issued  to,  or  held  by,  residents  of  the  State  of  New  York ;  that 
the  evident  object  of  its  enactment  was  to  protect  such  residents ; 
that  to  give  it  a  broader  effect  would  be  to  convict  the  legislature 
of  having  discriminated  against  life  insurance  companies  organ- 
ized under  the  laws  of  the  State.  We  are  unable  to  construe  the 
law  in  accordance  with  the  contention  of  either  party.  The  con- 
struction contended  for  by  the  defendant  is  too  narrow.  The 
language  used  is,  that  *no  life  insurance  company  doing  business 
in  the  State  of  New  York  shall  have  power  to  declare  forfeited 
or  lapsed  any  policy  .  .  .*  This  language,  construed  in  its 
ordinary  sense,  seems  to  preclude  such  a  narrow  construction. 
Besides,  if  it  were  warranted  by  the  language,  it  would  not  be 
reasonable  to  suppose  that  the  legislature  intended  to  so  limit 
the  effect  of  the  statute.  If  it  had  so  intended,  it  would  have 
made  use  of  language  which  in  some  manner  confined  the  rights 
to  be  affected  by  the  statute  to  residents  of  the  State,  instead  of 
to  companies  doing  business  therein.  While  the  construction  con- 
tended for  by  the  plaintiff  seems  to  be  equally  untenable,  for  the 
reason  that  it  would  convict  the  legislature  of  having  sought  to 
accomplish  something  not  in  its  power.  So  construed  the  act 
would  apply  to  all  policies  of  any  company  which  should  do  busi- 
ness in  the  State  of  New  York,  wherever  issued,  regardless  of 
the  questions  as  to  whether  or  not  it  was  organized  under  its 
laws.    That  the  legislature  of  New  York  could  not  control  com*

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panies  not  organized  under  its  laws  as  to  their  business  trans- 
acted in  other  States  is  too  clear  for  argument.  Hence  the  con- 
struction contended  for  by  respondent  would  convict  the  legisla- 
ture of  having  attempted  that  which  it  could  not  do,  or  of  having 
deliberately  discriminated  against  its  own  companies.  In  our 
opinion  the  reasonable  and  ordinary  construction  of  the  language 
used  in  the  statute  is  such  as  to  make  it  applicable  to  business 
done  in  the  State  of  New  York;  and  that  the  question  as  to 
whether  or  not  the  companies  doing  such  business  were  organ- 
ized  under  its  laws,  or  those  of  some  other  State,  has  no  influence 
upon  the  question  as  to  whether  or  not  the  statute  is  applicable. 
This  construction  is  justified  by  the  language  used,  Bnd  will  give 
force  to  every  word,  while  the  other  will  not  do  so.  And  since 
the  well-settled  rule  as  to  construction  of  statutes  requires  every 
word  to  be  given  force  if  possible,  it  follows  that  the  limitations 
of  the  act  are  impressed  upon  all  policies  issued  in  the  State  of 
New  York  by  either  domestic  or  foreign  companies,  and  that  it 
has  no  application  to  policies  not  insured  therein,  even  although 
the  companies  issuing  them  were  organized  under  its  la\rs.'  "^'^ 
So  where  a  life  policy  issued  by  a  New  York  company  to  a  resi- 
dent in  Texas  provided  that  it  should  b3  governed  by  the  laws  of 
the  State  of  New  York,  it  was  held  that  notice  must  be  mailed  to 
the  insured  in  Texas.^**  An  assessment  contract  is  not  within  the 
law  ;^^  nor  a  benefit  society.**'  A  company  is  not  bound  to  give 
notice  ^fter  a  lapse.**^  The  affidavit  of  service  of  notice  is  only 
presumptive  evidence^"^  But  if  the  notice  was  in  fact  mailed, 
it  is  immaterial  that  it  was  not  received.*'^    The  statute  does  not

time  the  day  of  mailing  the  notice  is  excluded.***  The  burden 
is  on  the  company  to  show  such  notice.*"  But  if  it  was  the  gen- 
eral practice  of  the  company  to  notify  the  assured  of  the  amount 
of  the  premium  and  the  share  of  profits  to  which  he,  as  a  member 
of  a  mutual  company,  v was  entitled  to  receive  under  the  terms  of 
the  contract,  and  the  company  had  knowledge  of  the  residence 
of  the  assured  and  failed  to  notify  the  assured  and  by  reason 
thereof  a  premium  is  not  paid  when  due,  the  company  cannot 
set  up  such  failure  to  pay  as  a  defense  to  the  policy.*'*  And

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contract  and  clearly  indicates  that  a  tender  of  the  premium  after 
the  death  of  the  insured,  if  made,  would  not  be  accepted,  a  failure 
to  make  such  tender  is  excused.***  It  is  competent  for  the  parties 
to  modify  the  contract  in  regard  to  the  payment  of  pretniums  or 
notice  and  the  terms  of  such  modification  must  be  complied  with 
by  the  insurer.***  Where  the  husband  procures  a  policy  of  in- 
surance on  his  life  payable  to  his  wife  or  children  he  will  be 
taken  to  be  their  agent  for  the  purpose  of  receiving  notice  of 
the  premiums."*  If  the  company  has  a  custom  of  giving  notice 
of  premiums  it  cannot  discontinue  it  without  so  advising  the 
assured."*  If  the  premiums  are  payable  at  the  home  office  of  the 
company  it  may  on  notice  discontinue  the  custom  of  sending  a 
collector  to  collect  the  premiums.**® 

§  462.  The  Same  Subject  Continued.— Where  the  application 
provides  that  the  contract  shall  be  governed  by  the  laws  of  New 
York,  notice  of  premium  must  be  given  as  required  by  the  New 
York  law."^  In  the  case  of  Nederland  Life  Ins.  Co.  v.  Meinert,*** 
the  court  passing  on  the  sufficiency  of  a  notice  under  the  New 
York  statute,  said:  *'The  notice  informed  the  assured  that,  un- 
less the  premium  which  would  fall  due  on  the  5th  of  March,  1897, 
if  the  policy  was  then  in  force,  should  be  paid  by  or  before  that 
date,  the  policy  and  all  payments  thereon  would  become  forfeited 
and  void,  except  as  to  the  right  to  a  cash  surrender  value  or 
paid-up  policy.    This  is  exactly  what  the  statute  required  the

notice  to  state.  The  statute  does  not  require  the  notice  to  state 
that  the  policy  would  become  forfeited  only  after  the  expiration 
of  thirty  days  after  the  payment  became  due,  or  notice  was 
mailed,  in  case  such  payment  were  not  made,  but  it  says  dis- 
tinctly that  the  notice  shall  state  that  failure  to  pay  the  premium 
by  or  before  the  date  it  falls  due  will  forfeit  the  policy  and  all 
payments  thereon.  Why  should  the  mistaken  statement  as  to  the 
conditions  of  the  policy  prove  fatal,  when  the  exact  language  of 
the  statute  as  to  the  contents  of  the  notice  is  used?  The  error 
of  fact  as  to  the  consequence  of  a  failure  to  pay,  as  contained  in 
the  notice,  would  be  exactly  the  same  if  the  words  above  referred 
to  had  bt.3n  omitted;  because  the  statute  provides  that  the  assured 
shall,  nevertheless,  have  thirty  days  after  mailing  the  notice 
before  a  forfeiture  can  be  asserted.  There  can  be  no  doubt  that 
the  premium  did  become  due  on  the  5th  of  March,  and  the  thirty 
days  extension  simply  permitted  a  payment  within  that  time  to 
save  a  forfeiture.  Now,  whether  the  statement  in  the  notice  were 
incorrect  because  of  a  failure  to  state  accurately  the  conditions 
of  the  policy,  or  because  of  a  failure  to  tell  the  assured  the  sub- 
sequent provisions  in  the  statute  as  to  forfeiture,  is  not  in  either 
case  material,  so  long  as  the  notice  follows  the  statute;  and  if  it 
do  that,  it  is  good,  even  though  it  contains  such  a  mistake  as  is 
set  forth  herein.  The  purpose  of  the  statute  was  to  prevent  a 
forfeiture  by  the  non-payment  of  the  premium  when  due,  because 
of  inadvertence  or  f orgetfulncss ;  and  when  the  assured  received 
the  very  notice  required  by  the  statute,  its  purpose  is  fulfilled, 
although  the  notice  contains  in  another  respect  such  a  mistake 
as  does  this  notice.  It  is  most  unreasonable  to  hold  that  a  state- 
ment of  the  consequence  of  the  failure  to  pay  the  premium  when 
due,  mistakenly  attributed  in  the  notice  to  a  provision  in  the, 
policy,  should  be  held  fatal,  when  the  same  statement,  without 
attributing  it  to  a  provision  in  the  policy,  would  be  a  fulfillment 
of  the  requirements  of  the  statute.  In  either  case  there  would 
be  an  error  as  to  the  time  of  forfeiture,  but  there  would  also  be 
a  correct  statement,  in  the  very  words  of  the  statute,  of  the  time 
the  premium  was  payable,  its  amount,  and  where  it  could  be  paid. 
In  such  case  to  assume  that  any  injury  might  follow  is,  as  we 
think,  to  assume  an  ignorance  or  carelessness  on  the  part  of  the 
assured  which  is  unreasonable  as  well  as  improbable.    A  spark 
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of  intelligence  on  the  part  of  the  assured  would  prompt  him  to 
refer  to  lu3  policy,  and  he  would  then  see  the  mistake  of  fact 
made  in  the  notice  as  to  the  length  of  the  time  he  had  in  which 
to  pay  in  order  to  prevent  a  forfeiture-  If  he  thought  the  notice 
rightly  stated  the  fact  as  to  forfeiture,  the  natural  result  would 
be  greater  care  to  pay,  or  some  application  to  extend  the  time  of 
payment  on  or  before  the  day  when  the  payment  became  due.  Of 
that  day  he  had  the  ample  notice  provided  in  the  statute.  It  is 
scarcely  possible  to  imagine  any  injury  resulting  from  this  error, 
although  extraordinary  and  wonderful  things  do  sometimes  oc- 
cur. Courts,  however,  cannot  proceed  upon  the  theory  that 
policyholders  are  non  compotes  mentis,  and  that  the  natural  re- 
sult of  such  a  mistake  of  fact  upon  a  person  of  ordinary  intelli- 
gence cannot  be  assumed  in  the  case  of  a  holder  of  a  policy  of 
insurance.  It  cannot,  reasonably  be  assumed  that  the  assured 
might  be  betrayed  into  not  doing  at  all  what  the  notice  tells  him 
must  be  done  on  or  before  a  certain  day  in  order  to  save  a  for- 
feiture, because  the  notice  omits  to  tell  him  of  the  extended  time 
before  the  forfeiture  can  really  be  enforced,  nor  can  such  failure 
be  anticipated  as  the  result  of  the  mistake.  So  long  as  the  assured 
has  in  fact  the  notice  required  by  law,  we  are  of  opinion  that 
such  a  mistake  as  was  made  in  this  case  is  immaterial.'' 

In  considering  the  same  subject  and  holding  that  the  notice  was 
insufficient,  the  Supreme  Court  of  New  Hampshire  said :  "^  "  The 
notice  simply  informed  the  insured  that  his  policy  would  expire 
the  day  the  premium  became  due,  unless  paid  to  H.  I.  Herschber- 
ger,  agent,  at  22  North  Pearl  street,  Albany,  N.  T. ;  whereas,  to 
work  a  forfeiture  under  the  statute,  it  should  have  notified  him 
that  the  policy  would  become  forfeited  and  void  unless  the  pre- 
mium was  paid,  on  or  before  the  day  it  fell  due,  *to  the  corpora- 
tion, or  to  a  duly  appointed  agent  or  person  authorized  to  collect 
such  premium.'  The  notice  not  having  contained  all  the  infor- 
mation made  essential  by  this  provision  of  the  statute,  it  is  un- 
necessary for  us  to  consider  the  plaintiff's  contention  that  the 
words  of  the  statute  must  be  followed  in  framing  notices  in  the 
ordinary  cases  of  insurance  contracts,  for  the  reason  that  they

the  policy,  it  cannot  claim  forfeiture  without  showing  the  giving 
of  the  required  notice,  although  the  insured  was  unable  to  pay 
the  premium  and  the  absence  of  notice  did  not  cause  him  to  make 
default.***  Although  the  policy  contemplates  the  mailing  of  no- 
tice, but  does  not  prescribe  the  consequences  of  a  failure  to  give 
notice,  such  absence  of  notice  does  not  operate  to  continue  the 
policy  in  force  indefinitely,  but  at  most  entitles  the  insured  to  a 
reasonable  time  after  the  day  first  fixed  by  the  policy  in  which  to 
pay  the  premium,  and  the  policy  cannot  be  enforced  for  failure 
to  give  the  notice  where  the  payment  of  premium  was  definitely 
demanded  of  the  insured.  "'^  The  provision  of  the  insurance  laws 
of  New  York  as  to  notice  does  not  apply  to  a  contract  made  in 
Nebraska  by  a  New  York  company."*  Under  the  rules  of  the 
company  it  was  held  that  an  assignee  of  a  policy  was  not  entitled 
to  notice  of  the  premium.**'  An  agreement  by  an  insurance  com- 
pany to  notify  the  assignee  of  a  policy  of  the  maturity  of  pre- 
miums that  may  come  due  on  a  policy  is  not  an  agreement  to 
notify  the  assignee  of  the  maturity  of  a  note  given  by  the  assignor 
for  a  past-due  premium.  The  insured  is  not  entitled  to  notice  of 
the  non-payment  of  installments  of  premium  before  the  policy  is 
forfeited.**®  In  the  absence  of  a  statute,  or  express  agreement, 
making  mailing  of  B  notice  of  a  premium  sufficient,  there  can  be 
no  forfeiture  unless  it  appears  that  the  notice  was  received."* 
But  if  the  statute  providing  for  notice  also  provides  that  it  may

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be  served  by  mail,  or  by  registered  letter,  the  service  is  complete 
when  the  registered  letter  is  mailed  and  not  when  it  is  re- 
ceived,***  and  under  the  New  York  law  the  fact  that  the  notice 
is  not  received  by  the  insured  is  immaterial.  ^'^  Construing  the 
New  York  statute,  it  was  held  th^t  where  an  insurer  subject  to 
such  act  made  no  attempt  to  cancel  a  California  policy  until  more 
than  a  year  had  elapsed  after  default  in  the  payment  of  pre- 
mium, such  act  was  inapplicable."*  The  statute  is  not  retro- 
active."' Where  it  was  a  custom  of  the  company  to  give  notice 
for  each  demand  for  dues,  forfeiture  cannot  be  declared  for  fail- 
ure to  pay  dues  in  the  absence  of  such  notice.*" 

§  463.  Beceipt  of  Premiums  After  Th^  Are  Due— Usage.— 
Where  the  insurer  has,  by  a  course  of  dealing,  established  a  habit 
of  receiving  premiums  after  they  are  due,  it  may  be  held  to  have 
waived  the  provision  that  time  shall  be  of  the  essence  of  the  eon- 
tract  and  it  cannot  change  this  course  of  dealing  without  notice 
to  the  assured.*''  If  the  habit  has  been  to  receive  the  overdue 
premiums  conditionally,  as  upon  the  insured  being  in  good  health, 
the  company  will  not  be  bound  by  a  tender,  after  the  premium

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is  due,  unless  the  insured  is  in  health ;  ^'®  but  being  in  good  health 
only  means  the  general  understanding  of  the  parties  as  to  the 
usual  health  of  the  assured.^^^  An  unauthorized  agent  cannot 
add  new  conditions  to  those  customary  to  be  imposed  by  the  com- 
pany upon  receiving  overdue  premiums.**^®  The  premium,  how- 
ever, must  be  paid  within  a  reasonable  time  after  it  is  due,  even 
though  prompt  payment  is  waived.^'* 

Forfeiture  will  not  be  permitted  .when  the  insurer  has  led  the 
insured  to  believe  that  the  assessments  will  be  received  out  of 
time.^«<> 

§  464.  Company  Must  Not  Mislead  Assured. — ^Forfeitures  are 
odious  and  will  only  be  enforced  where  there  is  the  dearest^  evi- 
dence that  that  was  the  intention  of  the  parties.  If,  therefore, 
the  company  so  deals  with  the  assured  as  to  induc^  a  belief  that 
the  forfeiture  will  not  be  exacted  in  case  of  a  dereliction  of  pay- 
ment at  the  day  and  so  puts  him  off  his  guard,  it  will  not  be  per- 
mitted to  take  advantage  of  a  default  which  it  has  itself  encour- 
aged. **In  transactions  of  this  nature,''  says  the  Supreme  Court 
of  Pennsylvania,*®^  '*it  is  easy  to  mislead  by  a  pretense  of  liber- 
ality, if  followed  by  entire  strictness  in  practice,  and  the  only 
cure  for  this  is  the  inquiry  by  the  jury  whether  the  party  has 
been  misled  by  the  former.  If  so,  it  is  a  fraud  upon  the  party's 
rights  which  ought  to  be  condemned  and  redressed.""^    Thus,

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where  the  company  was  in  the  habit  of  receiving  overdue  pre- 
miums and  sent  out  letters  with  the  words,  **  Every  policy  is  non- 
forfeiting,"  printed  prominently  thereon,  it  was  held  that  these 
facts  were  sufficient  to  prevent  the  company  from  insisting  upon 
forfeiture  for  non-payment  of  premium.^**  And  so  where  the 
insured  was  misled  by  a  duly  authorized  agent  of  the  company 
as  to  the  day  of  payment,  the  non-payment  of  the  premium  ini 
consequence  of  such  information  cannot  be  set  up  to  avoid  the 
policy.***  A  clerk,  employed  in  the  office  of  the  general  agent  of 
the  company,  who  collected  premiums  and  took  risks,  and  had 
given  the  insured  receipts  for  the  payment  of  former  premiums, 
countersigned  by  the  general  agent,  is,  it  has  been  held,  clothed 
with  the  insignia  of  agency,  and  the  insured  may  rely  upon  his 
agreement  that  personal  demand  should  be  made  for  future  pay- 
ments.**' And  so  of  a  person  at  the  cashier's  desk  in  the  office 
of  the  company  who  promised  that  notice  should  be  given.*" 
And  where  the  secretary  of  a  mutual  company  retained' the  money 
sent  in  payment  of  overdue  assessments  and  dues,  without  noti- 
tying  the  insured  whether  the  amount  of  the  remittance  was  sat- 
isfactory or  not,  such  action  is  a  waiver  of  the  default."'  And 
the  same  is  true  where  the  company  promised  that  an  agent  should 
call  for  the  premium."®    Or  if  payment  was  extended,**®    And

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the  company  cannot  set  up  a  default  as  a  forfeiture  if  it  was 
caused  by  the  fraud  of  its  agent  intrusted  with  general  authority 
to  collect.*^®  In  such  cases,  where  the  conduct  of  the  company 
has  been  misleading,  the  ordinary  principles  of  estoppel  apply 
and  preclude  the  company  from  setting  up  the  forfeiture.*^* 

§  465.  Effect  of  Prospectus.— It  has  been  held  in  England  that 
a  prospectus,  issued  by  the  company  at  the  time  of  making  the 
policy,  setting  forth  that  policies  will  be  indisputable  except  for 
fraud,  becomes  a  part  of  the  contract,  as  a  representation,  that 
the  assured  can  avail  himself  of  in  equity.*^^  But  in  this  country 
the  doctrine  is  doubted.  In  Buse  v.  Mut.  L.  Ins.  Co.,*^*  the  New 
York  Court  of  Appeals  held  that  a  prospectus,  issued  by  a  life 
insurance  company,  stating  that  a  party  neglecting  to  settle  his 
annual  premiums  within  thirty  dBys  after  it  is  due  forfeits  his 
interest  in  his  policy,  was  inadmissible  to  vary  an  express  pro- 
vision in  the  policy  that  a  failure  to  pay  the  premiums  promptly 
would  vitiate  it.  But  on  a  motion  for  a  rehearing  the  court  inti- 
mated that  it  might  reconsider  the  question  if  necessary,  but 
deemed  it  unnecessary  in  that  particular  case.*^*  In  Georgia,  in 
a  case  involving  the  same  question,  the  Supreme  Court  held*^" 
the  same  as  the  New  York  Court  of  Appeals.*^*  A  circular,  call- 
ing attention  to  the  liberality  of  the  company  in  extending  the 
time  for  payment  of  premiums,  has  been  held  admissible  to  show 
waiver.*'^^

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§  466.  Sefnsal  to  Beeeive  Preminnui.— Where  the  insurer  re- 
fuses to  receive  the  premiums  when  tendered,  basing  the  refusal 
on  the  unfounded  claim  that  the  policy  has  been  forfeited,  a  suit 
in  equity  is  maintainable  to  have  the  policy  declared  existing  and 
in  force.  As  where  plaintiff  had  a  policy  which  by  its  terms  was 
forfeited  by  a  failure  to  pay  a  premium  when  due :  plaintiff  was 
entitled  to  a  dividend  to  be  applied  to  the  premium  and,  in  con- 
sequence of  the  course  of  dealing,  had  no  knowledge  of  the  exact 
amount  vto  be  paid  until  advised  by  the  company,  which  was 
accustomed  to  send,  in  advance  of  the  time  of  payment,  a  state- 
ment of  the  amount  due.  Plaintiff  not  having  received  the  state- 
ment, wrote  for  it  and  sent  the  amount  he  supposed  would  be 
required.  The  letter  was  received  by  the  company  in  sufficient 
time  to  have  notified  plaintiff  so  that  he  could  have  paid  on  the 
day;  three  months  afterwards  the  company  answered  that  the 
policy  was  canceled  and  returned  the  money ;  afterwards  plaintiff 
tendered  the  premium,  which  was  refused.  On  these  facts  it  was 
held  that  the  company  could  not  claim  the  forfeiture.  ^^®  There 
is  no  forfeiture  where  the  insured  offers,  at  the  date  of  the  ma- 
turity of  the  premium,  to  pay  it  to  the  insurer's  agent,  who 
refuses  to  receive  it  on  the  ground  that  he  has  not  received  the 
receipts  for  the  same  from  the  home  office.*^®  Where,  however, 
the  company  refused  to  receive  the  premium  unless  an  increased 
amount  was  paid,  because  the  insured  was  residing  south  and  the 
agent  of  the  insured  said  that  he  would  decide  next  day,  at  which 
time  he  tendered  the  premium  and  the  additional  amount,  which 
were  refused,  it  was  held  that,  as  there  was  no  agreement  to  pay 
the  increased  amount  on  the  part  of  the  insured,  the  promise  of 
the  company  to  receive  it  was  without  consideration  and  not 
binding."®  After  one  refusal  to  accept  the  premium,  the  insured 
is  not  bound  to  make  formal  tenders  of  subsequent  premiums  on 
each  pay  day."*

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§  467.  DividendB :  Mutual  Aocoimts. — ^Where  the  premium  is 
to  be  reduced  by  application  of  a  dividend,  there  will  be  no  for- 
feiture until  a  statement  is  given  by  the  company  so  that  the 
insured  may  know  how  much  to  pay.^**  Where  a  mutual  insur- 
ance company  has  in  its  hands  dividends  belonging  to  a  policy- 
holder more  than  sufficient  to  pay  an  accruing  premium  when 
it  falls  due,  the  company  is  bound,  if  the  premium  is  not  paid, 
to  make  such  an  appropriation  and  cannot  declare  the  policy 
forfeited  for  failure  to  pay  the  premium  in  question.  Especially 
is  this  so  where  the  insured  had  been  in  the  habit  of  applying 
his  dividends  to  the  payment  of  premiums.***  But  the  dividends 
must  be  sufficient  to  pay  the  premium.*®*  If  there  are  mutual 
accounts  between  the  insurer  and  insured,  charging  the  premium 
to  the  latter  is  payment.*®*  But  a  mere  indebtedness  of  a  small 
amount  by  the  company  to  the  insured  for  services  will  not  ex- 
cuse the  non-payment  of  premium,  no  usage  to  the  contrary  being 
shown.*®*  And  if  the  policy  provides  how  dividends  shall  be 
appropriated,  that  will  govern.**^  An  agreement  by  the  agent 
thai  the  premium  is  to  be  paid  by  commissions  may  be  binding 
on  the  company.*** 

A  policy  providing  for  renewal  on  payment  each  year  does 
not  lapse  where  the  company  holds  funds  to  the  Credit  of  such 
policy  which  the  assured  has  requested  to  be  applied  in  payment 
of  the  renewal  of  such  policy.**'    A  different  conclusion,  how-

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ever,  upon  somewhat  similar  facts,  has  been  reached  by  another 
court."^  Under  a  deferred  dividend  endowment  life  policy  the 
beneficiary  is  not  entitled  to  have  any  profits  credited  to  the  pol- 
icy in  order  to  keep  it  in  force/®^  and  a  dividend  certificate  is 
not  necessarily  something  that  can  be  rebated  on  the  premium.^®' 
An  insurer  issuing  a  policy  of  life  insurance  for  a  certain  amount 
upon  the  payment  of  annual  premiums  during  the  life  of  insured 
and  providing  that  the  policy  shall  participate  in  the  profits  of 
the  insurer,  became  a  trustee  for  the  insured  and  may  be  required 
to  account  in  respect  to  the  trust  fund  and  render  an  account 
to  the  insured.  The  labor  required  to  make  such  a  statement  is 
no  defense  in  an  action  to  recover  such  profits***'  Failure  to 
notify  the  insured  of  the  amount  of  a  dividend  applicable  to  the 
premiums  waives  the  right  to  declare  a  forfeiture,***  Increasing 
the  amount  of  insurance  on  policies  already  issued  without  chang- 
ing the  premium  does  not  constitute  the  doing  of  a  participating 
policy  business.  Equity  will  not  interfere  to  compel  distribution 
of  the  profits  of  the  company."* 

§  468.  Credit  for  Premiums. — Credit  f oi<  a  premium  may  be 
given  by  a  duly  authorized  agent,  either  with  or  without  delivery 
of  the  receipt  therefor,  and  in  such  case  the  rights  of  the  insured 
will  not  be  affected  by  the  non-payment.***  This  is  especially  the 
case  if  credit  is  given  by  an  agent  with  the  knowledge  of  the

company/*''  and  the  charging  up  the  premium  to  the  account  of 
the  insured  by  the  general  agent  will  be  deemed  a  credit."® 
Credit  is  presumed  to  have  been  extended  for  a  premium  if  the 
policy  was  delivered  without  receiving  payment.  **•  But  when 
the  insured  is  permitted  to  make  the  payment  of  the  premium 
in  thrice  yearly  installments,  the  payment  of  the  first  will  not  be 
taken  to  give  him  credit  for  the  second  and  third  payments  to 
the  end  of  the  year.*^®  The  .fact  that  the  company  once  allowed 
credit  does  not  warrant  the  inference  of  a  custom  to  that  effect.*^^ 
The  indorsement  of  an  extension  on  the  premiu^i  notice  has  no 
implied  condition  that  the  insured  shall  be  living  at  the  time  the 
credit  matures.*®* 

§  469.  Payment  to  Agent. — An  agent  of  a  life  insurance  com- 
pany, intrusted  with  receipts  for  premiums,  may,  by  a  custom 
of  receiving  premiums  after  they  are  due,  as,  for  example,  by 
giving  credit  until  the  first  of  the  next  month  or  by  their  mere 
receipt  after  due,  bind  his  company  so  that  it  cannot  insist  upon 
a  forfeiture  for  the  non-payment.*®'  But  the  agent  must  be  act- 
ing for  the  company :  if  he  makes  a  personal  agreement  with  the 
insured  to  pay  the  premiums  he  is  the  agent  of  the  insured,  not 
of  the  company,  and  the  latter  is  not  bound.*®*    The  act  of  the

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agenty  however,  may  be  ratified  by  the  company.***'  Money  ad- 
vanced by  a  sub-agent  to  a  general  agent  may  be  held  to  be  an 
advance  on  account  of  premiums  expected  to  be  collected,  includ- 
ing one  on  the  life  of  the  sub-agent  for  the  benefit  of  his  wife.*^ 
A  mere  clerk  in  the  office  of  the  company  cannot,  by  receipt  of 
overdue  premiums,  bind  his  company  so  that  the  forfeiture  will 
be  waived.**^^  Where  the  assured  had  been  in  the  habit  of  pay- 
ing the  annual  premium  to  the  local  agent  of  the  company,  and 
such  payments  have  been  accepted  by  the  latter  without  objec- 
tion, although  the  policy  provided  for  payment  at  the  principal 
office  of  the  company,  a  tender  of  the  annual  premium  to  such 
agent  is  sufficient  to  prevent  forf eiture'.*®*  But  where  the  policy 
contained  an  express  provision  that  any  alteration  or  waiver  of 
its  conditions  '^  unless  made  at  the  head  office,  and  signed  by  an 
officer  of  said  company,  shall  not  be  considered  as  valid,"  it  was 
held  by  the  Court  of  Appeals  of  New  York  ^®®  that,  even  admit- 
ting that  a  general  agent  ordinarily  might  waive  forfeitures  or 
conditions,  he  would  have  no  such  power,  if  his  authority  was 
thus  curtailed  and  limited  by  an  express  provision  in  the  policy 
itself,  thus  .brought  to  the  knowledge  of  the  assured.^"  But  it 
must  be  remembered  that  outside  of  all  questions  as  to  the  au- 
thority of  agents  to  receive  premiums  after  they  are  due,  so  as 
to  waive  a  forfeiture,  there  may  be  the  question  of  custom,  and 
Tvhether  the  company  by  its  agent  so  misled  the  assured  as  to 
create  an  estoppel.*^*  One  who  has  paid  his  premiums  to  an  agent 
will  be  protected,  if,  without  notice  that  the  agent's  authority 
has  been  revoked,  he  pays  his  premium  in  due  time  to  such 
agent.***    In  cases  wtere  the  agent,  formerly  intrusted  with  the

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collection  of  premiums,  has  been  changed,  the  company  must 
notify  the  policyholders  thereof.^^'  If  no  notice  has  been  given 
of  a  change  of  agents,  the  insured  has  a  reasonable  time  to  find 
the  new  agent.^**  And  where,  lafter  diligent  inquiry,  the  insured 
could  not  find  the  new  agent,  and  sixty  days  after  the  premium 
was  due  tendered  it  to  the  former  agent,  it  was  held  that  the 
delay  was  unreasonable  and  that  there  was  no  forfeiture.**' 
Where  the  company  discontinued  its  agency  at  the  place  of  the 
residence  of  the  ^assured,  and  thereafter  notified  him  from  time 
to  time  where  to  pay,  but  the  insured  did  not  receive  the  notice 
of  one  premium  and  did  not  find  out  where  the  receipt  was  until 
nearly  sixty  days  later,  when  he  made  a  tender,  which  the  agent 
refused  to  receive  unless  a  certificate  of  health  was  furnished, 
which  was  not  done,  and  the  assured  died  a  few  days  later,  it 
was  held  thiat  there  was  no  forfeiture.**®  In  t^is  case,  the  court 
says:  **The  business  of  life  insurance  is  in  the  hands  of  a  few 
large  companies,  who  are  generally  located  in  our  large  commer- 
cial cities.  Take  a  company,  located,  like  the  plaintiff  in  error, 
in  New  Yprk,  for  example.  It  solicits  business  in  every  State 
of  the  Union,  where  it  is  represented  by  its  agentsy  who  issue 
policies  'and  receive  premiums.  Could  such  a  company  get  one 
risk  where  it  now  gets  ten,  if  it  was  expected  or  understood  that 
it  was  not  to  have  local  agents  accessible  to  the  parties  insured, 
to  whom  premiums  could  be  paid  instead  of  having  to  pay  them 
at  the  home  office  in  New  York  ?  The  universal  practice  is  other- 
wise. Local  agents  are  employed.  The  business  could  not  be 
conducted  on  its  present  basis  without  them.  Now,  suppose  the 
local  agent  is  removed,  or  ceases  to  act,  without  the  knowledge 
of  the  policy-holders,  and  their  premiums  become  due,  and*  they 
go  to -the  local  office  to  pay  them,  and  find  no  agent  to  receive 
them;  are  these  policies  to  be  forfeited?  Would  the  plaintiff  in 
error,  or  any  other  company  in  good  standing,  have  the  courage 
to  say  so?  We  think  not.  And  why  not?  Simply  because  the 
policy-holders  would  have  the  right  to  rely  on  the  general  under- 
standing produced  by  the  previous  course  of  business  pursued  by

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the  company  itself,  thiat  payment  could  be  made  to  a  local  agent, 
and  that  the  company  would  have  such  an  agent  at  hand,  or 
reasonably  accessible.  We  do  not  say  that  this  course  of  busi- 
ness would  alter  the  written  contract,  or  would  amount  to  a  new 
eontract  relieving  the  parties  from  their  obligation  to  pay  the 
premium  to  the  company  if  they  can  find  no  agent  to  pay  to. 
That  obligation  remains.  But  we  are  dealing  with  the  question 
of  forfeiture  for  not  paying  at  the  very  day ;  and,  in  reference 
to  that  question,  it  is  a  good  argument  in  the  mouths  of  the 
insured  to  say:  'Tour  course  of  business  led  us  to  believe  that 
we  might  pay  our  premiums  at  home,  and  estops  you  from  exact- 
ing the  penalty  of  forfeiture  without  giving  us  reasonable  notice 
to  pay  elsewhere.'  The  course  of  business  would  not  prevent  the 
company,  if  it  saw  fit,  from  discontinuing  all  its  agencies,  and 
requiring  the  payment  of  premiums  at  its  counter  in  New  York. 
But,  without  giving  reasonable  notice  of  such  a  change,  it  could 
not  insist  upon  a  forfeiture  of  the  policies  for  want  of  prompt 
payment  caused  by  their  failure  to  give  such  notice.  ...  In 
the  present  case  it  seems  to  us  that  the  charge  of  the  judge  was 
in  substantial  conformity  to  the  principles  we  have  laid  down. 
The  insured,  residing  in  the  State  of  Mississippi,  had  always  dealt 
with  agents  of  the  company  located  either  in  his  own  State  or 
within  some  accessible  distance.  He  had  originally  taken  his  pol- 
icy from,  and  had  paid  his  first  premium  to,  such  an  agent ;  and 
the  company  had  always,  until  the  last  premium  became  due, 
given  him  notice  what  agent  to  pay  to.  This  was  necessary,  be- 
cause there  was  no  permanent  agent  in  his  vicinity.  The  judge 
rightly  held,  that,  under  these  circumstances,  he  had  reasonable 
cause  to  rely  on  having  such  notice.  The  company  itself  did  not 
expect  him  to  pay  at  the  home  office;  it  had  sent'a  receipf  to  an 
agent  located  within  thirty  miles  of  his  residence;  but  he  had 
no  knowledge  of  this  fact ;  at  least,  such  was  the  finding  of  the 
jury  from  the  evidence.  A  stipulation  that  agents  cannot  waive 
forfeitures  does  not  extend  to  a  general  agent.**^  Notice  to  pay 
at  a  certain  bank  is  a  waiver  of  a  clause  iil  the  policy  requiring 
payment  to  be  made  in  New  York  and  tender  at  the  bank  is  good

though  it  has  failed.***  If  the  agent  collects  premiums  in  advance, 
his  authority  extending  to  the  receipt  of  premiums,  the  payment 
will  bind  the  company.".*"  Where  a  life  policy  was  issued 
through  an  agent  and  put  into  effect  by  a  payment  of  the  first 
premium  to  him,  a  tender  to  him  of  the  second  premium  is  suf- 
ficient.**" 

§  470.  Statutes  Against  Discrimination  and  Rebates. — Stat- 
utes exist  in  many  States  forbidding  discrimination  between  the 
policy-holders  and  the  giving  of  rebates  in  order  to  procure  the 
insurance.  Discussing  a  statute  of  this  kind,  and  holding  that  it 
was  not  unconstitutional,  the  Court  of  Appeals  of  Kentucky 
said:  ***  **It  is  urged  that  Section  656  of  the  Kentucky  Statutes 
is  unconstitutional,  because  (a)  it  is  a  denial  of  the  free  right 
of  trade  and  traffic,  and  therefore  an  abridgement  of  that  right 
of  liberty  and  property  guarantied  by  the  Constitution ;  (b)  that 
it  prevents  competition.  This  court,  in  Commonwealth  v.  Equi- 
table Life  Assur.  Soc.,***  had  under  consideration  a  petition  to 
recover  a  penalty  denounced  in  Section  656.  No  question  seems 
to  have  been  raised  in  that  case  as  to  the  constitutionality  of  the 
law.  The  court  recognized  that  the  Commonwealth  had  the  right 
to  recover  the  penalty  named  in  the  section.  In  the  case  of  Com- 
monwealth V,  Long,***  the  court  had  under  consideration  a  pro- 
ceeding under  Section  656.  It  recognized  the  validity  of  the 
statute  by  adjudging  what  court  had  jurisdiction  of  the  pro- 
ceeding to  recover  the  penalty,  although  the  constitutionality  of 
the  act  wias  not  questioned  in  that  case.  The  legislature  must 
be  credited  with  the  design,  in  the  enactment  of  the  statute  un- 
der consideration,  to  benefit  the  public.  Wise  and  prudent  busi- 
ness men  not  only  regard  that  there  is  an  obligation  on  them  to 
support  and  care  for  their  families  during  their  lives,  but  that  it 
is  provident  and  wise  to  protect  them  against  want  by  life  insur-

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anee.'  Of  coarse,  life  is  of  uncertain  duration.  Policies  of  life 
insurance  may  run  for  40  or  50  jears  or  more,  and  those  who  buy 
them  are  deeply  interested  in  having  their  policies  issued  in  a 
solvent  company.  Everyone  who  takes  out  a  life  insurance  pol- 
icy is  interested  in  the  solvency  of  the  company.  It  is  important 
that  the  business  of  the  company  should  be  successfully  con- 
ducted, and  that  it  should  at  the  end  of  a  long  period  be  able, 
by  collecting  sufficient  premiums,  to  meet  the  demands  of  the 
beneficiaries  in  the  policies.  The  general  assembly  evidently 
thought  thTit  it  was  wise  to  prevent  insurance  companies  and 
their  agents  from  engaging  in  a  cut-rate  business  and  thus  avoid 
the  dangers  that  might  foUow  from  the  collection  of  insufficient 
amounts  from  the  policy-holders.  These,  perhaps,  are  the  con- 
siderations which  influenced  the  general  assembly  to  enact  the 
statutes.  Insurance  companies  are  somewhat  of  a  quasi-public 
nature,  and  the  law-making  department  so  regarded  them,  be- 
cause it  established  an  insurance  bureau  to  inquire  into  their 
condition,  and  see  that  certain  laws  enacted  for  the  benefit  of  the 
public  were  enforced.  The  argument  of  counsel  for  the  appel- 
lant is  largely  based  upon  what  we  believe  to  be  an  erroneous 
conception  of  the  statute.  The  statute  does  not  prevent  compe- 
tition of  insurance  companies  in  the  matter  of  fixing  the  rates 
to  be  charged  for  policies  of  life  or  endowment  insurance.  It 
does  not  attempt  to  require  or  authorize  insurance  companies  to 
make  a  uniform  rate  for  persons  of  specific  ages  or  classes  of 
policies.  The  statute,  in  effect,  declares  that,  when  a  company 
fixes  a  rate  for  the  insurance  of  the  same  class  and  equal  expec- 
tation of  life,  that  rate  shall  be  adhered  to,  without  distinction 
or  discrimination;  that  there  shall  be  no  special  contract  as  to 
dividends  or  benefita. payable  on  the  policy;  that  whatever  con- 
tract of  insurance  is  made  between  the  parties  shall  be  written 
in  the  policy;  that  no  company  or  agent  shall  pay  or  allow,  as 
an  inducement  to  insurants,  any  rebate  on  premiums  payable  on 
the  policy,  or  any  speciial  favor  or  advantage  in  dividends  or 
other  benefits,  or  any  valuable  consideration  or  inducement  what- 
ever not  specified  in  the  policy  contract  of  insurance."  In  con- 
sidering a  similar  statute  in  Illinois  the  Supreme  Court  of  that

State  has  said:  ^^*  **It  is  first  contended  that  the  court  erred  in 
not  holding  to  be  the  law  the  proposition  that  if  the  rebate  was 
allowed  by  an  agent  without  the  knowledge  and  consent  of  the 
plaintiff  in  error,  and  it  had  npt  ratified  the  act,  it  would  not  be 
liable.  The  contrary  of  this  proposition  was  decided  in  the  cases 
of  Franklin  Life  Ins.  Co.  v.  People.***  The  suit,  although  civil 
in  form,  was  brought  for  a  penalty  for  a  violation  of  public  law, 
and  was,  in  effect,  a  criminal  prosecution.  The  general  rule  is, 
as  contended  by  counsel,  that  a  principal  is  not  liable  criminally 
for  an  act  of  his  agent  committed  without  expressed  or  implied 
authority ;  but  there  have  always  been  well-recognized  exceptions 
to  the  rule,  such  as  violations  of  the  revenue  laws,  the  creation 
or  maintenance  of  nuisances,  or  the  publication  of  libels.  Well- 
recognized  exceptions  arise  under  police  regulations  prohibiting 
acts  hurtful  to  the  comfort,  welfare,  and  safety  of  society,  such 
as  the  adulteration  of  food  and  drink,  the  sale  of  intoxicating 
liquor  in  violation  of  law,**®  or  a  failure  to  stop  a  train  at*a  rail- 
road crossing.**^  In  such  cases  to  give  immunity  to  the  princi- 
pal would  be  to  undermine  and  practically  destroy  the  protec- 
tion afforded  to  the  people  in  general  by  the  laws.  The  nature 
of  the  insurance  business  and  the  interest  of  the  public  in  it  are 
such' as  to  subject  it  to  regulation  under  the  police  power,  and 
the  statute  which  prohibits  discrimination  in  favor  of  individuals 
between  insurants  of  the  same  class  and  with  equal  expectation 
of  life  is  a  valid  exercise  of  that  power.**®  A  corporation  can 
only  act  through  an  agent,  and  the  act  of  the  agent  within  the 
scope  of  the  business  intrusted  to  him  is  the  act  of  the  principal. 
If  there  is  a  violation  of  the  statute,  the  law  wisely  throws  the 
responsibility  for  the  act  upon  the  corporation,  which  has  the 
best  opportunity  to  prevent  it;  and  it  is  liable  whether  it  has 
authorized  the  act  or  not.****  Under  the  Indiana  statute,  the  com- 
pany has  no  right  to  make  a  special  contract  with  one  of  its

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agents  providing  for  special  dividends ;  such  a  contract  is  void.*** 
And  so  where  the  insured  was  to  be  a  member  of  the  advisory 
board  of  the  company  and  have  special  privileges  as  such  mem- 
ber, it  was  held  that  the  contract  was  void.*'^  A  note  given  for 
part  of  a  premium,  the  other  part  being  rebated  by  the  agent  to 
the  insured,  is  void.***  Where,  however,  the  agent  allowed  half 
of  his  commission  to  the  insured  for  his  services  in  giving  him 
the  names  of  persons  who  would  probably  take  out  policies,  such 
was  held  not  to  be  a  violation  of  the  Rhode  Island  law,  as  to 
rebates,  which  is  similar  to  that  of  other  States.***  An  indict- 
ment which  alleges  that  a  rebate  was  given,  but  not  that  it  was 
not  provided  for  in  the  policy,  is  bad.***  The  word  ** policy" 
used  in  the  statute  does  not  mean  the  ** application.*'  **'  A  note 
given  by  an  agent  for  a  rebate  may,  however,  be  binding  on  the 
company.*** 

§  471.  The  Same  Subject— Lat^r  Oases.— The  statutes  prohib- 
iting discounting  of  premiums  and  giving  rebates  are  not  un- 
constitutional.**^ Such  Statutes  do  not  apply  to  pre-existing  con- 
tracts.**® An  agreement  that  a  note  given  for  the  first  premium 
need  not  be  paid  if  the  insured  will  assist  in  procuring  other  in- 
surance, is  a  rebate  in  violation  of  statute,***  and  so  is  giving 
the  insured  an  option  to  purchase  stock  below  the  market  price 
in  consideration  of  taking  a  policy.***  So  is  an  Ttgreement  by  an 
insurance  agent  to  give  the  applicant  all  except  the  company's 
share  of  the  premium.***  A  contract  of  an  insurance  company 
for  sale  by  its  agents  to  certain  persons  taking  insurance,  which

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named  the  insured  aa  a  local  inspector  and  stated  that  he  had 
agreed  upon  written  request  to  furnish  information  upon  certain 
subjects,  in  consideration  of  which  the  company  agreed  to  create 
a  special  fund  in  which  the  insured  could  share  under  certain 
conditions,  was  held  to  be  an  especial  discrimination  violative  of 
the  statute.'^^  But  allowing  an  agent  commission  on  his  own 
policy  does  not  violate  the  statute,***  nor  does  the  statute  apply 
to  a  fee  allowed  for  reporting  as  to  insurability  of  applicants.*** 
The  transaction  of  purchasing  stock  in  the  company  at  a  special 
price,  and  taking  out  a  policy  for  which  notes  were  given,  is  not 
violative  of  the  statute.**'  A  contract  to  pay  a  rebate  on  a  pre- 
mium is  void.***  A  life  policy,  however,  is  valid  although  issued 
under  an  agreement  to  give  the  insured  a  rebate.**^  And  even 
though  a  contract  giving  rebates  is  void  because  of  violation  of 
a  statute,  it  does  not  defeat  the  defendant's  liability  on  a  note 
for  premiums,  he  having  retained  the  policy.**®  An  executory 
contract  between  a  company  and  one  of  its  policy-holders  con- 
ferring a  right  as  one  of  a  select  body  of  its  policy-holders  in  a 
certain  fund  of  the  company,  by  which  the  annual  premiums  on 
his  policy  will  be  reduced  until  in  a  few  years  the  policy  will 
become  self-sustaining,  is  incapable  of  enforcement.**®  Giving 
credit  for  premium  does  not  violate  the  statute  against  rebates.*" 

§  472.    Where  the  Day  of  Payment  Falls  on  Sunday.— If  the 

day  appointed  for  the  payment  of  premium  fall  on  Sunday,  the

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payment  is  in  time  if  made  on  Monday,  even  though  a  loss  occur 
on  Sunday  afternoon,  and  the  policy  provide  that  it  shall  be  voi4 
if  the  premium  be  not  paid  before  noon  of  the  day  fixed."*  This 
rule  applies  to  notes  given  for  premiums.***  But  the  Court  of 
Appeals  of  Kentucky  has  held  that  because  the  day  on  which 
.payment  is  to  be  made  is  Thanksgiving,  the  insured  is  not  excused 
from  paying,  because  the  statute  of  that  State  which  provides 
that  Thanksgiving  Day  shall  be  treated  as  Sunday  in  regard  to 
the  presentment,  acceptance  and  protesting  of  notes  and  bills, 
does  not  apply  to  other  business  transactions  or  contracts.**' 

§  473.  Premiiun  Need  Not  Always  Be  Paid  in  Monqr— What 
Amounts  to  Payment. — ^Unless  otherwise  provided  for  by  the  con- 
tract,  the  payment  of  a  premium  may  be  in' any  mode,  services, 
checks,  or  even  depreciated  funds,  that  may  be  accepted  without 
objection  by  the  insurers  or  their  agents.***  But  generally  au- 
thority to  receive  payment  of  a  premium  is  not  authority  to 
receive  anything  but  cash.***  But  if  the  agent  is  of  general 
authority,  or  if  the  transaction  is  ratified  by  the  company,  pay- 
ment can  be  made  in  any  way.***  Payment  by  check  which  was 
dishonored  has  been  held  good,**'  but  not  if  the  policy  provides 
otherwise.***    A  general  agent  may  accept  a  note,  and  even

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though  it  be  unpaid  the  policy  is  not  forfeited;****  or  he  may 
extend  credit,**^  and  so  with  an  order  upon  a  third  party ;  if  the 
company  wishes  to  insist  upon  a  forfeiture  in  consequence  of  its 
non-payment,  it  must  give  timely  notice.***  If  a  receipt  stipulate 
that  if  the  draft,  accepted  in  payment  of  the  premium,  be  not 
paid,  the  receipt  shall  be  of  no  effect,  the  policy  will  lapse  if  the 
draft  is  unpaid.***  And  if  there  are  mutual  accounts  between 
the  parties,  charging  the  premium  to  the  insured  is  payment.*** 
And  where  the  agent,  who  had  dealings  with  the  firm  of  the 
assured,  told  him  that  he  had  taken  care  of  the  premium,  this 
was  held  to  be  payment.***  Where  the  insured,  in  pursuance  of 
instructions  from  the  company,  delivers  the  amount  of  the  pre- 
mium to  an  express  company,  the  premium  is  paid  from  the  time 
of  such  delivery.***  But  ordinarily  where  a  premium  is  sent  by 
express,  the  latter  company  is  agent  of  the  insured.**^  Part  pay- 
ment of  a  premium  will  not  keep  a  policy  in  force  pro  tanio^^ 
nor  is  a  cash  payment  and  notes  for  the  deferred  quarterly  pre- 
miums payment  if  the  notes  be  not  paid;**®  nor  writing  a  letter 
with  the  money  inclosed,  if  it  be  not  delivered  to  an  express  com- 
pany, when  the  insured  was  instructed  to  pay  to  the  express  com-

narily the  payment  is  good  if  the  agent  receive  the  equivalent 
offered,  be  it  even  depreciated  funds,*^*  or  note.*^*  Unless  other- 
wise provided,  payments  of  premiums  are  to  be  made  at  the 
domicile  of  the  company.*^*  Payment  by  check  in  accordance 
Tvith  custom  is  good.*^'  But  where  the  company  authorizes  re- 
mittances by  mail,  the  payment  is  made  when  the  letter  contain- 
ing the  remittance  is  deposited  in  the  postoiSce.^^*  In  the  case 
first  cited,*"  the  court  says:  "It  is  also  very  clear  that  the 
defendant  authorized,  and  in  substance  requested,  the  plaintiff  to 
make  the  payment  in  question,  as  well  as  previous  payments,  by 
maiL  It  sent  each  time  to  the  plaintiff  an  envelope,  directed  to

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tanee ;  and  the  payments  had  previously  been  so  made.  We  have, 
then,  in  effect,  a  case  where,  by  the  authority  of  the  creditor,  a 
payment  is  sent  by  mail.  In  such  a  case,  after  deposit  in  the 
postoffice,  it  is  at  the  risk  oi  the  creditor,  and  the  payment  is 
deemed  to  have  been  made  at  the  time  of  the  deposit.*^®  In  Pal- 
mer V.  Insurance  Co.,*^*  it  was  held  that,  if  money  was  sent  to 
the  defendant  by  mail,  according  to  its  request,  it  was  at  the 
defendant's  risk,  and  the  same  thing  was  held  as  to  a  check  in 
Kenyon  v.  Association.**®  If  the  payment  in  question  took  effect 
at  the  time  of  deposit,  then  there  was  no  default,  and  the  de- 
fendant would  not  be  in  a  position  to  claim  a  forfeiture.  It  had 
a  right  to  receive  it,  or  agree  to  receive  it,  at  some  other  place 
than  its  home  office,  or  out  of  the  State.*"  Authority  or  request 
to  send  by  mail  was  a  waiver  of  the  provisions  for  payment  at 
the  home  office.  But  it  is  urged  that  the  letter  should  have  been 
mailed  in  time,  so  that  by  the  regular  course  of  mail  it  would 
have  reached  the  defendant  on  the  1st  day  of  February.  This 
depends  on  whether  the  authority  from  defendant  to  the  plaintiff 
to  make  payment  by  mail  was  restricted  in  that  way.  There  was 
no  such  restriction,  in  terms  at  least,  in  the  notice  the  defendant 
sent  to  the  plaintiff.  That  stated  that  the  premium  was  due  and 
payable  at  the  home  office,  or  at  Hartford,  on  or  before  the  1st 
day  of  February.  It  also,  in  effect,  stated  that  the  plaintiff  might 
make  payment  by  mail  in  Watertown  checks.  It  did  not  state 
that,  if  paym<ent  was  made  in  that  way,  the  mailing  must  be  made 
long  enough  before  the  1st  day  of  February  to  enable  the  letter 
to  reach  the  defendant  by  the  1st.*'*"

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By  accepting  and  holding  until  maturity  a  note  given  for  the 
first  premium  on  a  life  policy  the  insurer  thereby  recognizes  the 
authority  of  a  district  manager  to  accept  such  note  in  payment 
of  the  first  premium,^*  but  a  note  for  the  first  premium  is  not 
payment  in  absence  of  authority  from  the  insurer.*"  Charging 
the  premium  to  the  agent  estops  the  company  from  claiming  for- 
feiture of  the  policy  because  of  an  alleged  failure  to  pay  the  pre- 
mium.*®* If  the  company  accepts  and  retains  a  note,  or  check, 
for  the  premium,  the  policy  will  not  be  held  to  have  lapsed,  not- 
withstanding a  note,  or  other  obligation,  given  for  the  payment 
of  the  premium,  was  not  paid  at  maturity,  in  the  absence  of  an 
express  provision  to  that  effect.***  And  where  the  company  sent 
the  renewal  receipt  upon  receiving  a  bank  draft  for  the  premium, 
which  was  sent  according  to  its  directions,  such  draft  being  re- 
ceived before  the  suspension  of  the  bank  upon  which  it  was 
drawn,  the  company  cannot,  upon  the  dishonor  of  the  draft, 
charge  it  back  to  the  insured  or  claim  that  the  premium  was  not 
X)aid.*"  Where  the  general  agent  of  a  company  having  authority 
to  accept  payment  of  renewal  premiums  at  any  time  within  thirty 
days  after  they  became  due,  sent  the  receipt  to  a  bank  for  col- 
lection with  instructions  that  it  might  be  held  a  reasonable  time, 
and  on  the  last  day  of  the  thirty  days'  grace  the  insured  gave 
the  bank  a  draft  on  a  third  party  for  the  amount  of  the  pre- 
mium, and  the  bank  treated  this  draft  as  payment  and  remitted 
the  amount  of  the  premium,  it  was  held  that  the  company  was 
liable,  the  question  being  whether  the  draft  was  taken  by  the 
bank  for  the  company  or  whether  the  bank  itself  discounted  it 
and  advanced  the  money.***  Collection  of  half  the  premium  by 
the  general  agent,  which  was  credited  to  the  company,  the  re- 
maining half  being  applied  as  commissions  of  the  agent,  is  pay-

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ment.*®®  Where  insured  offered  to  pay  the  premium,  but  was 
deterred  from  making  payment  by  the  statements  of  the  agent, 
non-payment  of  the  premium  did  not  forfeit  the  policy.***^  An 
agreement  between  a  policy-holder  and  cashier  as  to  charging  the 
premiums  to  his  account  is  not  binding  upon  the  company,**^ 
and  a  state  agent  has  no  authority  to  make  an  agreement  with 
a  physician  that  his  premium  notes  were  to  be  paid  by  exam- 
ining fees.^®* 

§  474.  Payment  of  Premium  After  Death  of  Insured :  Days  of 
Grace. — ^It  has  been  held  that,  if  the  insured  has  been  led  to  be- 
.  lieve  that  prompt  payment  of  premiums  will  not  be  insisted  upon, 
payment  can  be  made  of  a  premium  after  it  is  due  and  even 
though  the  insured  may  be  dead.^®*  Where  by  the  terms  of  the 
policy,  the  premium  was  due  at  a  certain  time  or  within  thirty 
days  thereafter,  payment  can  be  made  during  the  thirty  days 
although  the  inured  is  dead.**'*  A  policy  will  not  be  forfeited 
for  mere  non-payment  of  assessments,  if  paid  after  the  death  of 
the  insured,  in  pursuance  of  a  request  made  by  him  when  alive, 
which  assessments  lare  retained  by  the  insurer  until  after  suit  is 
brought.*®'  If  the  overdue  premium  be  paid  after  the  death  of 
the  insured,  under  circumstances  which  make  it  a  fraud  on  the 
company,  it  will  not  be  liable;  as  where,  after  the  insured  had 
on  demand  refused  to  pay  the  premium  and  a  few  days  after- 
wards died,  a  friend  paid  the  amount  to  the  company,  which,  not

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knowing  of  the  death,  accepted  it.*^  But  it  has  been  said  that, 
where  days  of  grace  are  given,  after  the  premium  is  due,  for  its 
payment,  if  the  insured  wishes  to  take  advantage  of  the  delay 
he  must  do  so  at  his  own  risk.  If  he  dies,  therefore,  within  the 
period  of  grace  with  the  premium  unpaid,  the  policy  is  gone. 
This  is  the  reason  that  the  right  to  make  the  payment  is  personal 
in  such  cases  and  cannot  be  delegated,  and  closes  with  the  death 
of  the  insured.  In  practice,  however,  it  is  seldom  that  the  delay 
granted  is  considered  a  period  of  grace,  and  where  it  has  been 
so  held  some  special  wording  of  the  policy  justified  it.  A  distinc- 
tion is  made  between  mere  days  of  grace  and  an  extension  of  the 
time  of  payment,  or  a  time  allowed  by  the  contract  for  the  pay- 
ment, as  where  the  premium  was  to  be  paid  at  a  certain  time  or 
thirty  days  thereafter;  in  the  latter  case  payment  can  be  made 
during  any  part  of  the  period,  although  a  loss  has  meantime 
happened.^^ 

A  provision  for  grace  in  the  payment  of  a  premium  is  an 
integral  part  of  the  contract,*®®  and  where  the  insured  died  within 
the  period  of  grace  allowed  by  the  policy  the  rights  of  the  parties 
became  fixed  and  no  tender  of  premium  then  due  is  necessary 
before  suit.***  Where  the  premium  is  extended  for  a  specified 
time,  the  insured  under  the  provisions  of  the  policy  has  the  bene- 
fit of  the  thirty  days  of  grace.*®*    The  provision  of  the  policy  giv-

§  475.  When  Note  is  Taken  for  PreminnL— If  an  insurance 
company  takes  a  note  for  the  premium  when  it  falls  due,  and 
gives  therefor  renewal  receipts,  the  transaction  evidences  a  loan 
of  money,  and  unless  otherwise  stipulated  in  the  policy  the  policy 
continues  in  force,  though  the  note  be  not  p'aid,  and  the  company 
cannot  afterwards  insist  on  its  forfeiture.  This  is  especially  the 
case  if  the  note  of  some  other  person  than  the  assured  be  taken.*^* 
Where,  however,  the  policy  provides  that  if  a  note  or  check  re- 
ceived for  any  premium  be  not  paid,  the  policy  shall  be  forfeited, 
the  insurance  falls  if  the  paper  be  not  paid,  and  the  company  is 
not  bound  to  give  notice  of  the  maturity  of  such  paper.*®*    Nor,

Where  a  premium  note  given  by  the  husband  on  a. policy  payable 
to  the  wife  has  a  forfeiture  clause  more  onerous  than  the  con- 
ditions contained  in  the  policy,  it  will  not  be  binding  without  the 
consent  of  the  wife,'^**  An  interesting  case  was  decided  in  the 
United  States  Court  for  Vermont,  the  facts  being  as  follows  :'^* 
A  mutual  life  insurance  company  insured  by  an  endowment  pol- 
icy the  life  of  a  husband  for  the  sole  benefit  ef  his  wife,  in  "an 
amount  payable  to  her  on  a  day  named.  For  four  years  the  com- 
pany accepted  the  notes  of  the  husband  as  payment  of  one-half 
of  the  annual  premiums,  the  notes  being  given  on  the  represen- 
tation by  the  company  that  they  would  be  paid  by  dividends  and 
pledging  the  policy  and  all  payments  that  might  become  due 
thereon  to  the  company  for  the  payment  of  such  notes.  In  a  suit 
by  the  husband  and  wife,  in  right  of  the  wife,  against  the  com- 
pany, to  recover  the  amount  insured,  the  plaintiffs  claimed  that 
the  dividends  declared,  if  credited  on  the  notes,  would  pay  them 
in  full ;  the  defendant,  however,  claimed  that  the  amount  due  on 
the  policy  was  the  sum  insured,  less  the  amount  due  on  the  notes. 
The  court  held  that  the  notes  were  not  binding  on  the  wife  and 
were  not  to  be  deducted  from  the  policy,  she  never  having  done 
anything  to  qualify  her  right  to  it.  If  the  agent  take,  without 
authority,  the  note  of  the  assured  for  the  premium,  the  loss,  if 
the  note  be  riot  paid,  falls  on  him,  and  the  non-payment  does  not 
affect  the  policy.'®^    If  for  any  reason  the  agreement  that  non-

consideration  for  the  extension.*®* 

A  mutual  company  is  not  precluded  from  taking  premium  notes 
for  unmatured  premiums  as  against  other  Jiolders  of  policies  of 
the  same  class.^^  Acceptance  of  a  note  for  the  first  premium  is 
an  acknowledgment  of  payment,^***  but  an  acceptance  of  a  note 
payable  to  the  agent  for  the  first  premium  without  the  consent 
of  the  company  is  not  payment.***  If  a  note  is  given  for  the  first 
premium  and  the  insured  dies  before  the  note  becomes  due,  the 
policy  is  nevertheless  binding,**^  but  the  note  with  interest  is  a 
charge  against  the  policy.***  Where  the  agent  accepts  notes  for 
his  commission  and  cash  for  the  company's  share  of  the  premium, 
the  notes  became  the  individual  property  of  the  agent  and  non- 
payment does  not  work  a  forfeiture  of  the  policy,  although  the 
company  acquired  the  notes  from  the  agent.***  A  note  given  for 
a  life  insurance  premium  is  not  void  because  the  agent  had  not 
paid  the  license  tax.**^  A  note  given  for  a  premium  on  an  insur- 
ance policy  which  is  invalid  for  want  of  insurable  interest  is  un- 
enforcible.***  A  note  given  in  payment  of  a  premium  is  not  a 
cash  payment  entitling  insured  to  the  benefit  of  the  non-forfeiture

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Statute  of  Kentucky.^^^  And  it  has  been  held,^*®  that  giving  note 
for  the  premium  does  not  operate  as  a  payment,  but  merely  post- 
pones the  time  of  payment.  Where  b  note  is  given  for  a  premium 
and  the  insured  declined  to  accept  the  policy  because  it  is  dif- 
ferent from  what  he  expected,  the  damage  sustained  by  the  in- 
sured from  failure  to  deliver  the  policy  is  the  value  of  the  note.'^* 
One  who  has  signed  an  application  without  reading  it,  upon  the 
false  representations  of  the  agent  its  to  its  contents,  and  who  has 
been  compelled  to  pay  to  an  innocent  holder  a  negotiable  premium 
note,  may  recover  from  the  insurer  the  amount  so  paid.^^  Under 
his  contract  with  the  company  for  commissions,  an  agent  can 
accept  notes,  or  less  than  the  full  amount  of  the  usual  first  pre- 
mium.**^ Where  a  note  is  given  to  a  general  agent  for  a  premium 
upon  the  understanding  that  the  note  would  not  be  binding  un- 
less a  loan  was  obtained  from  the  company,  non-performance  of 
the  condition  avoids  the  note.'^  Where  an  application  was  made 
for  a  policy  together  with  a  premium  note  executed  when  the 
application  was  made,  but  the  maker  refused  to  submit  to  a  med- 
ical examination,  the  company  cannot  recover  on  the^note,  but 
can  only  sue  for  damages  for  breach  of  contract.^^  Mere  non- 
payment of  a  premium  note  does  not  forfeit  the  policy  when  the 
policy  contained  a  stipulation  that  it  was  made  in  payment  of 
the  premium  in  advance.^^  A  provision  in  the  note  for  forfeiture 
if  the  note  be  not  paid  is  valid.**^  Where  a  rejected  applicant 
had  given  his  note  for  the  first  premium  land  allowed  the  agent 
to  apply  to  another  company  for  insurance,  such  application  did 
not  cancel  the  first  company's  debt  for  the  money  received  by  it6

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agent.^^*  The  refusal  to  pay  a  note  given  for  the  first  premium 
and  an  agreement  that  the  contract  shall  stand  discharged,  ends 
the  policy .^^^  Where  insured  retained  the  policy  he  cannot  de- 
feat recovery  on  a  note  given  for  the  premium,  although  he 
signed  it  without  reading  it  and  relied  upon  the  friendly  relations 
existing  between  him  and  the  agent.^^®  The  insured  is  entitled 
to  an  entire  day  of  the  maturity  of  the  note  in  which  to  make 
payment,  without  a  forfeiture,  and  the  right  does  not  terminate 
with  the  close  of  the  banking  house  where  a  policy  was  sent  for 
collection,  the  note  not  on  its  face  being  payable  at  a  bank.^^ 
Where  for  eight  years  an  insurance  company  permitted  an  as- 
signee of  A  policy  to  pay  the  annual  premium  by  notes  falling  due 
quarterly,  and  always  notified  him  when  a  note  was  falling  due, 
the  policy  cannot  be  forfeited  for  non-payment  of  a  note  unless 
the  customary  notice  reached  him,  the  mere  mailing  of  a  notice 
properly  addressed  and  stamped  is  not,  in  the  absence  of  a  statute 
or  contract  provision,  a  compliance  with  the  custom  to  give  notice 
of  the  maturity  of  a  note  given  for  a  premium,  where  the  letter 
never  reached  its  destination,  although  the  custom  was  to  give 
notice  by  mail.  The  duty  of  the  insured  to  promptly  pay  his  pre- 
mium is  complied  with  in  case,  through  miscarriage  of  the  mail, 
a  customary  notice  of  the  maturity  of  a  premium  does  not  reach 
him  if  upon  subsequently  receiving  notice  he  promptly  pays  the 
premium  due.^^^ 

Where  the  renewal  premium  on  a  policy  became  due  and  the 
insured  gave  the  local  agent  a  note  for  the  amount  of  the  pre- 
mium, which  the  agent  discounted,  placing  the  proceeds  to  his 
own  credit,  and  the  renewal  receipt  was  not  countersigned,  nor 
delivered  to  the  insured,  and  the  agent  did  not  remit  the  amount 
of  the  premium  to  the  company  and  the  note  was  renewed,  which 
renewal  note  remained  unpaid  at  the  time  of  the  death  of  the 
insured,  it  was  held  that  this  transaction  did  not  amount  to  a 
payment  of  the  premium,  as  the  policy  declared  that  if  any  note

cease  to  be  in  force.^^ 

§  476.  The  Same  Subject :  Premium  Notes  Proper.— In  many 
companies  part  of  the  premium  is  regularly  paid  by  what  is  called 
premium  notes.  A  premium  note  executed  the  same  time  as  the 
policy  is  part  of  it.^^  The  policy  itself  generally  provides  as  to 
these,  and  if  it  does  the  agreement  of  the  parties  prevails.  A 
premium  note  is  not  delivered  while  held  by  a  third  party  to 
whom  it  was  given  to  carry  to  the  agent.*^  If  the  policy  pro- 
vides that  if  a  premium  note  be  not  paid  at  maturity,  the  policy 
shall  be  void,  non-payment  of  such  note  forfeits  the  policy.''* 
No  aflftrmative  action  is  required.^'^^  But  payment  can  be  extend- 
ed and  an  agreement  before  default  to  extend  payment  is  founded 
upon  a  sufficient  consideration.*^®  But  such  agreement  must  be 
clearly  expressed  or  it  will  not  be  enforced.''''  It  is  unnecessary 
to  make  demand  for  the  payment  of  a  premium  note,  unless  ^o 
provided  in  the  contract.'"  If  the  company  receives  money  on 
an  overdue  premium  note  from  an  agent  without  inquiry,  the 
forfeiture  is  saved."®  In  contracts  of  life  insurance  the  time  for 
the  payment  of  interest  on  premium  notes  is  of  the  very  essence 
of  the  contract ;  and  if,  by  the  terms  of  the  policy,  it  is  to  become 
void  upon  a  failure  to  pay  such  interest  at  the  time  specified, 
non-payment  of  interest  works  a  forfeiture  against  which  equity

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will  not  relieve.^^^  Such  a  provision  is  not  usurious  nor  uncon- 
scionable.^*^ A  condition,  however,  that  non-payment  of  interest 
on  a  premium  note  shall  forfeit  the  policy  cannot  be  inserted  in 
a  paid-up  policy  given  in  exchange  for  another,  if  the  terms  of 
the  original  policy  do  not  warrant  it.^*^  And  non-payment  of 
interest  will  not  be  cause  of  forfeiture  unless  so  stipulated.*^ 
Where  dividends  are  due  the  assured  they  should  be  applied  first 
to  the  payment  of  interest  on  the  premium  note  :and  then  to  the 
principal,^**  unless  there  has  been  a  well-defined  custom  to  the 
contrary .****  Where  the  premium  notes  were  considered  as  loans 
by  the  company,  it  was  held  by  the  Supreme  Court  of  Vermont, 
in  construing  the  policy,  that  non-payment  of  interest  on  such 
notes  did  not  cause  a  forfeiture,  although  it  was  apparently  so 
provided  in  the  policy.**®  Where  the  policy  provided  for  for- 
feiture if  interest  on  the  premium  notes  was  not  paid,  and  by 
indorsement  the  policy  was  made  paid  up  for  a  certain  amount, 
it  was  held  that  the  proviso  continued  and  the  policy  was  made 
void  by  the  non-payment  of  interest  on  the  premium  notes.**''^ 
And  so  where  a  new  policy  was  taken  containing  the  provision

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of  forfeiture  for  non-payment  of  interest  on  the  premium  note.**' 
And  such  a  contract  is  not  unconscionable.**® 

The  later  cases  support  the  doctrine  that  the  failure  to  pay  a 
premium  note  Bt  maturity  avoids  the  policy  if  so  stipulated  in  the 
contract.*^  There  is  no  revival  in  such  case  by  an  application 
for  reinstatement  coupled  with  tender  of  premiums  which  was 
never  accepted.**^  As  between  the  company  and  the  insured  the 
stipulations  in  the  premium  notes  are  part  of  the  contract,*^*  but 
unless  by  its  terms  the  non-payment  of  a  note  forfeits  the  policy 
there  is  no  forfeiture.*^  No  notice  of  cancellation  of  the  policy 
is  required.*^  It  has  been  held,  however,*^*^  that  notwithstanding 
a  custom  of  a  life  insurance  company  to  charge  its  part  of  the 
first  premiuQi  to  the  soliciting  agent  and  to  allow  him  to  make 
his  own  arrangement  for  its  collection,  if  the  insured  did  not 
pay  the  premium  at  all  and  it  was  paid  to  the  company  by  the 
agent,  the  company  could  forfeit  the  policy  under  the  clause  giv-

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ing  such  right  of  forfeiture  where  the  premiums,  or  premium 
notes,  were  not  paid  when  due.  But  failure  to  pay  an  install- 
ment on  a  premium  note  does  not  forfeit  the  policy  where  the 
agent  discounted  the  note  and  paid  the  full  premium  for  the  first 
year.^^  Payment  of  a  premium  note  after  the  policy  had  lapsed 
does  not  revive  it.*"  The  insurer  may  waive  a  provision  in  the 
premium  note  that  the  policy  shall  lapse  by  ia  failure  to  pay  the 
note.*^®  The  extension  of  time  for  payment  of  premium  note  does 
not  do  away  with  the  stipulation  terminating  the  policy  for  non- 
payment of  premium.*^®  A  forfeiture  by  non-payment  of  pre- 
mium note  is  not  waived  by  efforts  to  collect  the  note.*^  The 
New  York  law  as  to  notice  of  premium  does  not  apply  to  a  pre- 
mium note.'®^  A  premium  note  is  a  separate  and  independent 
transaction  land  has  no  relation  to  a  contract  of  insurance  except 
as  stipulated  in  the  policy.*^  Under  the  Michigan  statute  a  con- 
dition that  if  any.  note  be  not  paid  when  due  the  policy  shall  be 
forfeited,  is  unauthorized.*^  Where  the  policy  provided  that 
the  failure  to  pay  any  premium  note  should  nullify  it  and  all 
payments  paid  should  be  deemed  earned  hs  premiums,  and  the 
assured  had  paid  four  annual  premiums  and  about  three-fourths 
of  the  fifth,  giving  short-time  notes  for  the  remaining  fourth, 
which  were  past  due  and  unpaid  when  he  died  eight  months 
later,  at  which  time  the  reserve  was  more  than  sufficient  to  pay 
two  annual  premiums,  it  was  held  that  while  the  contract  was 
susceptible  of  a  construction  by  which  it  was  forfeited,  yet  in 
view  of  the  rule  that  forfeitures  are  not  favored  and  that  any 
ambiguity  should  be  resolved  in  favor  of  the  insured,  that  the 
policy  was  not  forfeited,  but  that  the  notes  referred  to  in  the

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policy  must  be  limited  to  such  as  were  given  for  one  of  the  first 
three-year  premiums,  the  policy  providmg  that  after  three^  pre-' 
miums  had  been  paid  the  reserve  on  the  policy  should  apply  to 
its  extension  as  a  paid-up  term  policy.*** 

§  477.  Elements  of  life  Ibsurance  Premium— Reserve  or  Net 
Value. — The  most  vital  requirement  in  life  insurance  is  that  the 
premiums  charged  shall  be  adequate'  The  basis  of  life  insurance 
is  the  doctrine  of  average  and  the  theory  of  probability,  and  pre- 
miums are  calculated  from  what  are  called  derived  tables  de- 
duced from  tables  of  mortality  discounted  at  compound  interest. 
In  the  calculation  of  premiums  it  is  always  assumed  that  the  pre- 
miums will  be  paid  in  advance  and  the  interest  compounded  an« 
nually.  Where  the  premiums  are  payable  semi-annually,  quiar- 
lerly  or  monthly,  the  proper  interest  allowances  are  added  to  the 
proportionate  part  of  the  premium.  A  mortality  table  has  been 
defined  as  the  instrument  by  means  of  which  are  measured  the 
probabilities  of  life  and  the  probabilities  of  death.  It  has  been 
shown  by  various  investigations  that  the  chance  of  death  at  any 
age  of  a  person  in  average  health  is  a  very  definite  quantity.  The 
exact  date  of  death  of  the  individual  cannot  be  foretold,  but  if 
we  have  a  large  number  of  persons  of  the  same  age  it  is  possible 
to  foretell  with  great  accuracy  that  a  certain  number  will  prob- 
ably die  in  the  first  year,  a  certain  number  in  the  second  year, 
and  so  on  until  all  are  dead.  A  table  of  mortality  is  constructed 
by  tabulating  for  as  large  B  number  of  persons  as  possible,  the 
ages  at  the  time  the  observations  commence,  the  period  of  time 
during  which  the  life  is  under  observation,  and  the  number  of 
deaths  occurring  at  each  age.  The  reserve  on  a  policy  is  the  sum 
which  the  office  must  have  in  hand  to  provide  for  the  future  lia- 
bility under  a  contract  which  is  not  covered  by  the  value  of  the 
premiums  still  to  be  received,  and  the  only  source  from  which  it 
can  be  derived  is  the  accumulation  of  the  portion  of  the  net  pre- 
miums already  received  and  not  u^ed  in  the  past  for  the  cost  of 
insurance.    The  risk  of  death  increases  with  advancing  age,  and

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taking  the  case  of  a  whole  life  policy  with  level  annual  premitiins 
the  excess  payments  in  the  early  years  must  be  husbanded  to 
meet  the  time  when  the  cost  of  carrying  the  insurance  exceeds 
the  premium  payable.  In  an  endowment  policy  an  additional 
amount  has  to  be  set  aside  towards  the  payment  of  the  endow- 
ment which  will  fall  due  by  reason  of  the  survival  of  the  life 
insured  to  the  end  of  the  endowment  term.  The  lower  the  inter- 
est assumption,  the  higher  will  be  the  reserve.  For  instance: 
A  reserve  based  on  3  per  cent  is  larger  than  one  based  on  314 
per  cent,  for  the  refason  that  under  the  first  assumption  the  com- 
pany only  needs  to  earn  3  per  cent  on  its  investments  in  order 
to  fulfill  its  contract,  whereas  under  the  latter  a  minimum  return 
of  3^  per  cent  interest  is  necessary.  It  is  apparent  that  a  larger 
sum  must  be  set  aside  each  year  out  of  the  premium  where  the 
amount  is  to  be  invested  at  the  lower  rate.  The  use  of  a  strin- 
gent interest  rate  in  computing  reserves  has  resulted  in  the  com- 
panies charging  higher  r^tes  than  those  in  use  some  years  ago, 
but  this  increase  in  rate  has  been  counterbalanced  to  some  extent 
by  the  much  more  liberal  guarantees  now  contained  in  a  policy 
as  regards  cash  and  loan  values,  paid-up  insurance,  and  the  other 
non-forfeiture  provisions  in  event  of  discontinuance  of  the  pre- 
mium payments  and  returns  in  the  way  of  dividends.  In  the 
procurement  of  new  business  and  the  care  of  old,  expense  is  nec- 
essarily incurred,  and  to  provide  for  this  an  addition,  called  load- 
ing, is  made  to  the  net  or  mathematical  premium.  Betums  to 
policy-holders  in  the  way  of  dividends  have  also  become  such  a 
recognized  part  of  the  system  of  life  insurance  the  loading  is 
usually  made  sufficient  to  insure  a  surplus  on  participating  busi- 
ness. Where  the  company  returns  in  the  form  of  dividends  the 
excess  payments  made  over  those  required,  it  may  be  pointed  out 
that  the  actual  cost  to  the  policy-holder  is  sometimes  reduced 
below  the  net  premium,  the  insured  member  getting  the  benefit 
of  the  actual  rate  of  interest  earned,  the  actual  rate  of  mortality 
experienced,  and  paying  his  just  share  of  the  expenses.  Keeping 
this  in  view,  we  see  that  it  is  much  better  to  have  B  rate  too  large 
than  two  small;  because  when  the  rate  is  larger  than  is  abso- 
lutely necessary  an  adjustment  is  made  by  the  dividend  distri- 
bution, whereas,  if  the  rate  is  too  small,  disaster  must  follow. 
In  theory,  therefore,  the  results  under  a  participating  policy 
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should  be  more  favorable  than  under  a  non-participating  policy, 
as  in  order  to  be  safe  the  company  must,  under  the  latter  form, 
have  a  small  margin  which  will  not  be  returned  to  the  policy- 
holder. The  method  of  loading  has  varied  from  time  to  time, 
and  there  is  still  great  diversity  of  opinion  as  to  which  is  the 
best  method.  In  early  times,  the  usual  method  was  simply  to 
increase  the  net  premium  by  a  fixed  percentage.  This  method 
had  the  disadvantage  of  making  the  loading  very  heavy  at  the 
old  ages.*^  The  statutes  of  the  various  States  require  bU  corpora^ 
tions  engaged  in  the  business  of  life  insurance  to  maintain  actu- 
arial solvency,  determined  by  what  is  called  valuation,  which  is 
simply  a  method  of  calculating  the  present  value  of  expected 
premiums,  and  the  expected  liabilities  according  to  a  specified 
table  of  mortality  and  rate  of  interest,  and  if  the  company  is 
solvent  the  assets  in  the  shape  of  present  investments  and  cash 
and  the  present  value  of  expected  premiums  according  to  the 
foregoing  standards  will  exceed  the  liabilities  either  accrued  or 
expected  according  to  the  same  standard.  Separate  statutes  have 
been  enacted  in  many  States  applicable  to  fraternal  beneficiary 
societies  which  are  exempt  from  the  general  insurance  laws.  In 
time  it  is  believed  that  the  same  tests  of  solvency  will  be  applied 
to  all  classes  of  life  insurance  organisations. 

By  the  provisions  of  modem  life  insurance  policies,  or  by  stat- 
ute, after  a  specified  number  of  premiums  have  been  paid,  the 
policy  does  not  become  absolutely  forfeited  by  reason  of  non- 
payment of  premiuta,  but  the  reserve  or  net  value  of  the  policy, 
determined  according  to  a  specified  table  of  mortality  and  rate  of 
interest,  is  applied  to  extended  or  paid-up  insurance.  In  the  first 
instance  the  policy  is  continued  for  its  face  amount  for  so  long 
a  time  as  the  net  value,  or  a  designated  part  thereof,  will  pay  for 
as  the  single  premium.  In  the  latter  case  the  policy  becomes  paid 
up  for  life,  or  for  the  endowment  period,  by  the  application  of 
the  reserve,  or  a  specified  part  thereof,  to  the  payment  of  the 
single  premium  required  for  such  a  policy  according  to  a  specified 
table  of  mortality  and  rate  of  interest.  The  standard  definition 
of  a  net  premium  is:    "The  sum  which  will  be  required  upon

reserve  on  an  assessment  policy .^^ 

§  478.  Extended  or  Paid-Up  Insurance— Surrender  Values— 
Statutory  Provisions. — ^Under  the  earlier  forms  of  life  insurance 
contracts  the  failure  to  pay  a  premium  when  due  forfeited  all 
previous  payments  and  rendered  the  policy  void.  About  1859  the 
harshness  of  this  rule  was  somewhat  mitigated  by  a  provision  in 
a  whole  life  or  endowment  policy,  the  premium  for  which  was 
payable,  say,  by  ten  or  twenty  annual  payments,  that  upon  de- 
fault in  the  payment  of  the  third  or  any  subsequent  premium 
when  due  the  policy  should  be  good  for  as  many  proportionate 
parts  of  the  original  amount  insured  as  there  had  been  full  An- 
nual premiums  paid.  The  injustice  of  the  forfeiture  provisions 
by  which,  upon  default,  the  insured  lost  the  benefit  of  the  reserve 
on  the  policy,  which  rightfully  belonged  to  him,  led  to  the  adop- 
tion in  1861  of  what  is  known  bs  the  Massachusetts  Non-For- 
feiture Law.^^

S  159.  No  policy  of  life  insurance  issued  between  the  ninth  day  of 
May  in  the  year  1861  and  the  first  day  of  January  in  the  year  1881,  by  a 
domestic  company  shall  be  forfeited  or  become  void  by  the  non-payment 
of  premium  thereon,  any  further  than  regards  the  right  of  the  party 
insured  therein  to  have  it  continued  in  force  beyond  a  certain  period, 
to  be  determined  as  follows,  to-wit:  The  net  value  of  the  policy,  when 
the  premium  becomes  due  and  is  not  paid,  shall  be  ascertained,  accord- 
ing to  the  "combined  experience"  or  "actuaries"  rate  of  mortality, 
with  Interest  at  four  per  cent  per  annum.  After  deducting  from  such 
net  value  any  indebtedness  to  the  company,  or  notes  held  by  the  com- 
pany against  the  Insured,  which  notes,  if  given  for  premium,  shall  then 
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Non-forfeiture  statutes,  very  much  alike  and  following  essen- 
tially the  Massachusetts  law,  have  been  adopted  in  many  of  the 
States — ^California,  Colorado,  Maine,  Michigan,  Missouri,  Ne- 
braska, New  Jersey  and  New  York.  It  hBs  been  held  in  Massa- 
chusetts that  this  law  only  applies  to  domestic  corporations,^^® 
and  in  Missouri  that  it  does  not  apply  to  assessment  companies.^^^ 
The  fraternal  beneficiary  societies  are  exempted  by  statute,  al- 
though under  the  uniform  fraternal  society  act  they  are  subject 
to  valuation.  Under  this  law,  a  policy,  terminable  by  failure 
"to  pay  when  due  any  notes  or  other  obligations  given  fqr  pre- 
mium,** is  determined  by  failure  to  pay  an  installment  due  on  a 
premium  note,  and  such  note  is  to  be  deducted  from  the  net  value 
of  the  policy  as  an  indebtedness,^''*  and  so  with  an  unpaid  half 
of  an  annual  premium,  payment  of  which  was  deferred  six 
months  by  the  terms  of  a  memorandum.^^  But  if  the  unpaid  por- 
tion of  the  annual  premium  is  not  witnessed  by  a  note  or  other 
memorandum,  it  is  not  an  indebtedness  to  be  deducted  from  the 
net  value  of  the  policy  as  provided  in  the  statute.®''^  The  Supreme

§  160.  If  the  death  of  such  party  occurs  within  the  term  of  temporary 
insurance  covered  by  the  value  of  the  policy  as  determined  in  the  pre- 
ceding section,  and. if  no  condition  of  the  insurance  other  than  the 
payment  of  premium  is  violated  by  the  insured,  the  company  shall  pay 
the  amount  of  the  policy  the  same  as  if  .there  had  been  no  lapse  of  pre- 
mium, anything  in  the  policy  to  the  contrary  notwithstanding;  provided, 
that  notice  of  the  claim  and  proof  of  the  death  shall  be  submitted  to  the 
company  within  ninety  days  after  the  decease,  and  that  the  company 
may  deduct  from  the  amount  insured  in  the  policy  the  amount  at  six 
per  cent  per  annum  of  the  premiums  that  had  been  forborne  at  the  time  of 
the  death.

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Court  of  Louisiana,  however,  in  a  case  against  the  same  company, 
came  to  a  conclusion  just  the  reverse.'^*  Under  the  Missouri 
statute  B  loan  is  not  an  indebtedness  to  be  deducted.'^  So  far 
as  the  application  of  the  Massachusetts  law  to  endowment  poli- 
cies is  concerned,  the  Supreme  Court  of  that  State  has  held,*^* 
that  the  expiration  of  the  time  specified  is  equivalent  to  the  death 
of  the  party,  and  if  the  insured  has  not  paid  the  last  annual  pre- 
mium, but  hBs  survived  the  term,  the  policy  is  payable  less  the 
amount  of  the  last  premium  with  interest.  The  point,  made  by 
the  company,  that  the  policy  was  only  saved  in  case  of  the  death 
of  the  insured  within  the  life  of  the  policy,  under  the  law,  after 
default  in  the  payment  of  a  premium,  was  not  approved.  Just 
befdre  the  expiration  of  the  extension  period  the  insured  cannot 
secure  further  rights  by  paying  the  forborne  premiums.*''''  Where 
the  stipulations  in  a  policy,  in  regard  to  commutation  in  case  of 
non-payment  of  premiums,  are  more  favorable  to  assured  than 
the  provisions  of  the  statute,  the  latter  has  no  application.*^® 
In  considering  the  law  of  Missouri  on  this  subject  and  the  con-

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stmetion  to  be  given  it,  the  Supreme  Court  of  that  State,  in  hold- 
ing that  the  requirements  of  the  statute  could  not  be  waived, 
said:^®  "Our  law  deems  the  subject  of  life  insurance  one  that 
requires  special  protection,  and  in  this  particular  it  has  provided 
that  the  policy-holder  shall  have  the  benefit  of  the  temporary 
insurances  specified  in  Section  5856,  *  anything  in  the  policy  to  the 
contrary  notwithstanding/  Therefore,  though  a  policy  should 
expressly  declare  that  it  was  agreed  between  the  insurer  and  the 
insured  that  the  provisions  of  the  statute  relating  to  extended 
temporary  insurance  or  commutation  should  not  apply,  still  they 
would  apply.  And  if  the  parties  could  not  in  the  beginning  place 
tbemselves  outside  the  policy  of  the  law,  they  could  not  by  any 
amendment  to  it  contract  to  do  so.  There  is  a  great  deal  of  tech- 
nical learning  in  the  subject  of  life  insurance,  and  our  law-makers 
have  proceeded  on  the  theory  that  the  average  man  who  takes 
out  a  policy  on  his  life  is  not  equal  in  skill  and  learning  in  the 
technicality  of  the  subject  to  the  experienced  officers  of  the  insur- 
ance company  and  for  that  reason  have  written  into  such  con- 
tracts some  provisions  which  the  parties  to  them  cannot  avoid. 
We  hold,  therefore,  that  the  provisions  of  our  statute  could  no 
more  have  been  avoided  by  the  amendment  to  the  policy  in  1896 
than  by  the  original  policy/* 

Reviewing  the  later  cases  construing  the  same  law,  it  is  said :  ^^ 
**It  is  no  longer  a  question  that  the  provisions  of  the  non-for- 
feiture statutes  enter  into  and  form  a  part  of  every  policy  of 
insurance  issued  in  this  State  by  foreign  as  well  as  domestic  com- 
panies when  authorized  to  carry  on  their  business  here.  These 
statutory  provisions  become  the  supreme  law  of  every  policy, 
'unything  in  the  policy  to  the  contrary  notwithstanding.*  In  the 
interpretation  and  construction  of  the  policy  contract  they  dom- 
inate and  override  all  conflicting  provisions.  As  to  the  matters 
mentioned  therein,  these  statutory  provisions  deprive  the  parties 
of  freedom  to  contract.  The  object  of  these  non-forfeiture  stat- 
utes is  to  provide  against  forfeiture  of  policies  for  non-payment

be  used  in  purchasing  temporary  insurance  unless  paid-up  insur- 
ance is  demanded  within  sixty  days.  These  provisions  cannot  be 
contracted  away  except  in  the  instance  and  in  the  manner  pro- 
vided by  Section  7900,  Revised  Statutes  1899.««i  In  Christensen 
V.  Insurance  Co.,'®^  the  court  said:  *Our  Supreme  Court  has  twice 
ruled  that  no  portion  of  the  three-fourths  of  the  net  value  of  the 
policy  may  be  appropriated  to  any  purpose  other  than  the  pay- 
ment for  temporary  or  extended  insurance  or  the  liquidation  of 
notes  for  past  premiums,  as  the  statute  stood  at  the  time  the 
policy  here  in  suit  was  issued.**^  The  theory  of  those  cases  goes 
to  the  effect  that  the  non-forfeiture  statutes  in  force  at  the  time 
the  policy  is  issued  enters  into  it  as  a  parcel  of  the  contract  and 
operates  to  prohibit  any  subsequent  change  or  modification 
thereof  between  the  parties  thereto  affecting  the  application  of 
the  net  value.'  It  is  also  settled  thiat  what  cannot  be  done  by 
the  original  policy  contract — 'a  straight  line' — cannot  be  done 
by  a  supplemental  or  collateral  contract,  in  this  case  a  loan  agree- 
ment, that  is,  'cannot  be  done  in  a  circle.**®*  It  is  also  the  settled 
law  that  in  determining  the  amount  of  the  net  value  of  the  policy 
applicable  to  purchasing  temporary  or  extended  insurance,  the 
insurance  company  has  no  right  to  demand  nor  can  it  compel  a 
deduction  of  any  indebtedness  of  the  insured  to  the  company 
except  'notes  given  on  account  of  past  premium  payments  on 
said  policy.  '^^  It  must,  therefore,  be  held  that  the  defendant  in 
this  case  acquired  and  had  no  right  or  authority  either  by  the 
original  policy  or  by  the  supplemental  loan  agreement,  or  both 
combined,  to  use  the  net  value  of  the  policy  in  paying  off  or 
canceling  the  loan  made  by  it  to  the  assured.    Whether  the  as-

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sared  could  or  did  confer  this  right  hy  consent  and  agreement 
after  default  was  made  in  paying  the  premiums  will  be  consid- 
ered later.  The  pledging  of  the  policy  as  security  for  the  loan 
and  the  foreclosure  of  the  lien  on  the  same  and  the  application 
of  the  proceeds  to  a  payment  of  ^he  loan,  in  so  far  as  such  acts 
depend  for  their  validity  on  any  power  or  authority  given  by  the 
policy  and  loan  agreement,  were  a  mere  nullity.  These  matters 
and  things  did  not  have  for  their  object  and  purpose  and  did 
not  result  in  'a  surrender  of  the  policy  to  the  company  for  a 
consideration  adequate  in  the  judgment  of  the  legal  holder 
thereof/  which  is  a  statutory  exception  to  the  application  of  the 
preceding  non-forfeiture  sections  of  the  statute  in  question.^* 
It  is  also  conceded,  and  need  only  be  mentioned,  that  the  amend- 
ment of  Section  7897,  Revised  Statutes  1899,  by  Acts  of  1903, 
p.  208,  permitting  any  indebtedness  of  the  insured  to  the  com- 
pany to  be  deducted  from  the  net  value  of  the  policy  before 
applying  the  same  to  the  purchase  of  temporary  or  extended  in- 
surance, is  not  applicable  to  this  policy  as  it  was  issued  before 
such  amendment,  though  the  loan  was  made  after  the  amend- 
ment. That  act  is  not  retroactive.*®''  The  Supreme  Court  of  the 
United  States,  however,  has  held*^  that  the  loan  agreement 
made  outside  of  the  State  is  a  new  contract  and  the  non-forfeiture 
law  of  Missouri  cannot  be  applied  to  it  without  denying  the  con- 
stitutional right,  in  spite  of  the  fact  that  the  original  contract 
was  made  in  Missouri.  In  order  to  procure  the  benefit  of  the 
exemption  under  the  statute,  it  must  appear  that  the  policy  must 
contain  a  provision  for  unconditional  paid-up  insurance,  and  un- 
less it  does  so  provide  the  company  cannot  claim  an  exemption 
from  the  law.®^    Keinstatement  of  a  policy  after  the  insured

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became  a  resident  of  Missouri  does  not  make  the  contract  sub- 
ject to  the  non-forfeiture  law  of  that  State.^"*^  The  policy^  miay 
be  so  worded  that  instead  of  the  amount  of  a  loan  being  deducted 
from  the  net  value,  and  only  the  balance  applied  to  paid-up  insur- 
ance, the  entire  reserve  is  to  be  applied  to  paid-up  insurance  and 
the  indebtedness  deducted  from  the  amount  payable  at  death.^^ 
Where  a  policy  was  antedated  and  a  loan  agreement  given  for 
the  reserve  which  would  have  been  accumulated,  the  policy  is 
subject  to  the  Missouri  law,  but  the  amount  of  the  loan  agree- 
ment is  to  be  deducted  from  the  reserve  on  the  policy,  and  if 
there  is  no  balance  to  be  applied  to  extended  insurance  the  policy 
is  lapsed.^®^  A  different  construction  has  been  placed  on  a  simi- 
lar policy  by  the  Indiana  Court  of  Appeals.'^ 

§  479.  The  Same  Subject— Paid-Up  and  Kon-Forfeitable  Poli^ 
des. — Many  policies  are  called  **  non-forf citable "  although,  by 
their  terms,  so  many  conditions  and  limitations  are  imposed,  that 
the  word  means  little  except  that  they  are  either  subject  to  the 
non-forfeitable  statutes  of  the  State  where  issued,  or  that  after 
a  certain  number  of  premiums  are  paid,  they  may  be  exchanged 
for  paid-up  policies  or  become  paid  up  by  their  own  terms  for  a 
certain  percentage  of  the  original  amount  or  remain  in  force  for 
the  full  amount  as  extended  insurance  for  such  time  as  the  re- 
serve, or  required  part  thereof,  will  pay  for  as  a  single  premium. 
The  questions  arising  out  of  these  policies  are  chiefly  those  of 
construction,  and  the  adjudication  upon  these  questions  are  indi- 
vidual rather  than  upon  general  principles.  In  many  States  the 
right  to  paid-up  policies,  or  extended,  is  secured  by  statute,  and 
the  rights  of  the  insured  are  regulated  by  such  statutes.  Where 
the  right  is  contractual  only,  all  the  conditions  prescribed  in  the 
policy  must  be  complied  with  and  such  conditions  are  binding

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upon  minors.®^  Where  a  new  policy,  issued  on  receipt  and  sur- 
render of  the  old  one,  conforms  to  the  terms  of  the  old  in  respect 
to  forfeiture  for  non-payment  of  interest  on  a  premium  note,  this 
provision  will  be  upheld.^*^  And  no  notice  of  the  time  when  such 
interest  is  due  need  be  given.^^  Where  the*  policy  provides  that 
a  certain  number  of  "complete  annual  premiums''  must  be  paid 
to  entitle  the  policy  to  be  exchanged,  payment  of  the  premium 
notes  given  for  a  portion  of  the  premium  has  been  held  unneces- 
sary, to  bring  the  payment  of  the  premium  within  the  term.**'' 
Under  the  provisions  of  a  policy  of  this  kind,  where  it  was  pro- 
vided that  upon  default  in  the  payment  of  any  annual  premium 
it  could  be  exchanged  for  a  paid-up  policy  for  as  many  tenths 
as  there  had  been  annual  premiums  paid,  it  was  held  that  the 
premium  notes  could  not  be  deducted  from  the  amount  of  the 
new  policy.*®^  Whether  the  old  policy  must  be  surrendered  or 
not,  to  obtain  the  benefits  of  a  provision  in  a  non-forfeiting  pol- 
icy, which  provides  that,  upon  default  in  the  payment  of  any 
premium,  it  nvay  be  surrendered,  and  a  new  one  for  a  specified 
proportional  part  issued,  within  the  prescribed  time  mentioned 
in  the  old,  depends  upon  the  wording  of  the  contract.  The  Su- 
preme Court  of  Arkansas  has  held  ^^  that  the  surrender  of  the

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policy  is  neither  a  condition  preceded  nor  of  the  essence  of  the 
contract.  In  one  case,*^  it  was  held  that  such  a  surrender  within 
twelve  months  was  unnecessary,  but  there  the  language  of  the 
policy  was  not  clear.  In  a  later  case  in  the  same  State  ^^  it  was 
held  that  a  surrender  within  the  limited  twelve  months  was  un- 
necessary, if  the  insured  died  during  such  period.^*  Where,  by 
a  separate  instrument,  the  company  agreed,  after  the  payment  of 
three  annual  premiums,  to  issue  a  paid-up  policy  for  a  propor- 
tionate amount  on  surrender  of  the  policy,  * '  on  or  before  it  shall 
expire  by  the  non-payment  of  the  fourth  or  any  subsequent  pre- 
mium,*' it  was  held  that  the  word  "on'*  should  be  construed  to 
mean  the  instant  of  the  expiration  of  the  policy  and  that  time 
was  of  the  essence  of  the  contract  and  the  assured  was  not  en- 
titled to  a  paid-up  policy  on  the  surrender  of  the  original  policy 
after  it  had  expired.^^  And  generally  the  right  to  demand  a 
paid-up  policy  must  be  exercised  within  the  time  prescribed  or  it 
will  be  lost.*^    And  the  old  policy  must  be  surrendered,  if  the

The  new  paid-up  policy  is  merely  a  continuation  of  the  old^^ 
The  conditions  of  the  old  policy  apply  to  the  new  or  the  com- 
muted portion.^^  If  there  are  no  words  of  restriction,  as  to  time 
of  application  therefor,  then  the  assured  is  entitled  to  a  paid-up 
policy  at  liny  time  he  may  ask  for  it,^^  or  within  a  reasonable 
time.^  But  the  right  may  be  lost  by  delay,  if  unreasonable.^*^ 
What  is  a  reasonable  time  depends  on  circumstances.^^^  If  the 
policy  has  a  stipulation  that  by  non-payment  of  premium  it  shall 
commute  for  a  special  amount,  there  is  no  need  for  a  new  pol- 
icy,^^  nor  does  action  accrue  until  the  death  of  assured.^^'  A 
contract  for  a  paid-up  policy  may  be  specifically  enforced.^** 
But  unless  the  company  has  bound  itself  to  issue  a  paid-up  policy 
it  is  under  no  obligation  to  do  so.^^^    Where  in  ignorance  of  the

On  surrender  of  a  policy  payable  to  the  wife  she  is  entitled  to  the 
proceeds.**''  And  the  wife  is  not  bound  by  the  act  of  the  hus- 
band in  accepting  smaller  benefits  than  she  is  legally  en- 
titled to.«8 

§  480.  The  Same  Subject — ^Later  Cases.— A  provision  for  ex- 
tended insurance  should  be  construed  according  to  the  terms  of 
the  policy .'**®  If  the  policy  requires  surrender  within  six  months 
after  lapse  in  order  to  obtain  paid-up  insurance,  the  right  is  con- 
ditional upon  the  surrender  of  the  policy  within  the  stipulated

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time.*^  The  application  for  extended  insurance  under  the  terms 
of  the  policy  may  be  either  oral  or  written.^*  The  option  upon 
lapse  of  a  policy  for  taking  either  cash  value,  extended  or  paid-up 
insurance,  is  not  personal  to  the  insured,  but  on  his  death  may 
be  exercised  by  his  beneficiary.  Time  is  of  the  essence  of  the 
option  only  so  long  as  insured  lives,  and  where  six  months  is 
given  for  the  exercise  of  the  option  if  insured  dies  within  that 
time,  the  beneficiary  can  sue.^^  Where  demand  is  necessary  for 
paid-up  policy  the  right  to  make  the  demand  within  a  specified 
time  may  be  exercised  by  the  widow  of  insured  within  five  years 
of  the  default.*^  Where  one  insured  under  tontine  policy  upon 
its  maturity  selected  which  one  of  the  options  he  would  accept 
and  mailed  his  acceptance  to  the  company,  the  contract  was  com- 
pleted when  acceptance  was  mailed  and  his  death  before  the  letter 
was  received  did  not  revoke  it.^^*  Where  an  option  is  given 
within  thirty  days  after  lapse  to  surrender  the  policy  and  receive 
paid-up  term  insurance,  the  option  is  not  exercisable  after  thirty 
days,  notwithstanding  the  insanity  of  the  insured.*^^  The  neces- 
sity for  exercising  the  option  is  not  affected  by  the  fact  that  the 
beneficiaries  are  minors.^*  Where  options  are  given  the  insured, 
on  failure  to  pay  premium  the  policy  of  a  delinquent  does  not 
remain  in  force  until  he  exercises  the  option,  or  until  the  time  for 
exercising  it  expires.'*^''    Where  the  policy,  however,  gave  a  grace

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of  one  month  and  providing  in  case  of  lapse  the  insurance  should 
continue  for  a  period  of  sixty  days  trom  the  date  of  lapse>  the 
sixty  days  is  computed  from  the  period  when  the  thirty  days  of 
grace  ended.^^  Under  the  terms  of  the  policy,  non-payment  of 
premium  may  automatically  result  in  paid-up  insurance,*^  and 
it  has  been  held  that  where  insured  died  within  the  time  required 
after  lapse  of  policy  to  exercise  an  option  as  to  extended  or 
paid-up  insurance,  the  policy  was  automatically  continued  as 
paid-up  insurance  for  the  length  of  time  the  reserve  would  pay 
for.*^^  Under  the  terms  of  the  contract,  upon  lapse  the  loan  is 
to  be  deducted  from  the  reserve  and  the  balance  applied  to  ex- 
tended insurance.*'*  Under  a  provision  in  the  policy  that  on 
payment  of  three  premiums  the  policy  should  be  continued  in 
force  for  a  certain  time,  the  period  is  computed  from  the  date  of 
the  policy  and  not  from  the  date  of  the  lapse.*^  The  insured  is 
entitled  to  dividends  on  a  lapsed  policy  in  computing  the  amount 
available  for  extended  insurance,  and  the  company  is  bound  to 
apply  the  reserve,  after  the  payment  of  the  loan,  to  extended' 
insurance.*^  By  failing  to  exercise  an  option  for  term  insurance 
the  insured  may  be  only  entitled  to  the  proceeds  of  a  paid-up 
policy  instead  of  extended  insurance.***  Where  a  loan  is  made 
on  a  policy,  affirmative  action  of  the  company  is  necessary  to 
show  a  foreclosure  of  the  loan  agreement  and  the  pledge  is  not 
automatically  foreclosed.*^  Signing  an  application  for  renewal 
of  insurance  and  the  retention  of  a  check  for  the  surrender  value 
of  the  policy  is  a  waiver  of  the  provision  of  the  policy  for  ex-

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tended  insurance.^^  But  in  the  absence  of  an  express  provision 
the  indebtedness  of  the  insured  on  account  of  a  loan  cannot  re- 
duce the  duration  of  extended  insurance.^''  Under  a  twenty-year 
insurance  policy,  commuted  into  a  paid-up  policy,  it  was  held  not 
to  exclude  insured  from  participating  in  the  surplus.*^  The 
rights  of  the  company  under  a  pledge  of  an  insurance  policy,  Bnd 
the  difference  between  a  pledge  and  a  chattel  mortgage,  were 
thoroughly  discussed  by  the  Supreme  Court  of  Minnesota  in  the 
case  of  Palmer  v.  Mutual  L.  Ins.  Co.,^^  and  on  a  later  appeal  of 
the  same  ease,^^  the  court  held  that  where  the  pledge  agreement 
stipulating  that  in  case  of  default  in  the  payment  of  the  loan 
the  policy  might  be  canceled,  or  forfeited  by  the  pledgee  for  a 
sum  more  than  $500  less  than  such  value,  such  an  agreement 
imposed  a  penalty  making  the  agreement  void.  If  there  is  no 
reserve  on  the  policy  in  excess  of  the  indebtedness,  the  policy 
lapses  on  non-payment  of  the  premium,^^  and  a  contract  for  can- 
cellation of  the  policy  on  default  in  payment  of  the  debt  is 
valid.**^  Inclusion  in  a  policy  of  an  accident  clause  does  not  pre- 
vent it  being  a  policy  of  insurance,  and  failure  to  demand  a 
paid-up  i>olicy  does  not  deprive  the  insured  of  his  right  to  ex- 
tended insurance.*^  The  company  is  not  required  to  notify  a 
policy-holder  of  the  cancellation  of  the  policy  loan  when  it  re- 
mained unpaid.***  After  the  issuance  of  a  life  policy  with  a  stipula- 
tion for  extended  insurance  according  to  a  certain  mortuary  table, 
the  insurer  cannot  without  consent  of  the  assured  adopt  a  table 
less  favorable  to  the  assured.***  A  note  secured  by  pledge  of  an 
endowment  policy  which  authorizes  the  deduction  of  the  amount

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from  the  proceeds  of  the  policy  is  not  invalid  as  reducing  the 
recovery  below  the  guaranteed  amount.^®  A  provision  for  de- 
duction from  the  loan  value  of  the  policy  any  indebtedness  to  the 
company  is  not  applicable  to  indebtedness  arising  as  to  matters 
outside  the  policy .^^"^  The  New  York  statute  as  to  extended  in- 
surance requires  dividend  additions  to  be  added  to  the  reserve.'"® 
Where  a  life  insurance  policy  provided  that  when  it  ceased, 
or  became  void,  all  previous  payments  should  be  forfeited  to  the 
company,  except  that  in  case  of  forfeiture  after  three  or  more 
years'  premiums  had  been  paid,  the  company  would  purchase  the 
policy  at  its  equitable  value  to  be  determined  by  it,  and  a  loan 
agreement  provided  that  on  the  death  of  the  insured  the  amount 
due  on  the  obligation  would  be  deducted  from  the  amount  of  the 
policy,  and  after  the  payment  of  premiums  for  more  than  three 
years  and  a  consequent  lapse  of  the  policy,  the  insured  being 
indebted  to  the  insurer  on  a  loan,  the  insurer  calculated  the  re- 
serve and  deducted  from  three-fourths  thereof  the  amount  due 
on  the  loan  Bnd  applied  the  balance  as  a  net  single  premium  to 
the  purchase  of  extended  insurance  for  a  period  which  had  ex- 
pired prior  to  the  death  of  the  insured,  it  was  held  that  the 
equitable  value  of  a  life  insurance  policy  constitutes  its  reserve 
fund,  and  although  the  insurer  applied  only  part  of  the  Missouri 
statute,  such  statute  was  not  binding  on  the  company  because 
the  policy  was  issued  prior  to  its  adoption  and  consequently  the 
loan  could  be  deducted  from  the  reserve.  The  Court  further  held 
that  upon  default  the  pledge  of  the  policy  might  be  foreclosed 
by  satisfying  the  indebtedness  out  of  the  reserve,  or  surrender 
value,  and  the  balance,  if  any,  paid  to  the  assured  in  cash  or 
applied  to  the  purchase  of  extended  or  paid-up  insurance,  and 
that  this  is  a  reasonable  and  practical  method  of  bringing  the 
contract  to  a  final  termination  and  is  not  inconsistent  with  sound 
public  policy  or  violative  of  the  substantial  rights  of  the 
pledgor."®    It  has  been  held,**^^  where  the  paid-up  policy  pro-

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vided  that  on  non-payment  of  the  loan  note  the  amount  of  paid-up 
insurance  should  be  reduced  in  proportion  as  the  indebtedness 
bore  to  the  cash  surrender  value,  that  such  a  provision  was  rea- 
sonable and  valid.^*^ 

§  481.  The  Same  Subject— An  Illustrative  Case.— It  is  difficult, 
if  not  impossible,  to  lay  down  any  general  rules  which  will  apply 
in  all  cases  to  determine  the  effect  of  the  provisions  in  policies 
for  extended  or  paid-up  insurance,  and  whether  the  loan,  if  any, 
is  to  be  deducted  from  the  reserve  or  from  the  face  of  the  policy. 
We  may  give  an  illustrative  case  as  an  example  of  construction. 
The  Supreme  Court  of  Washington  has  said :  *^^ 

*'The  policy  was  issued  on  February  15,  1902,  to  Otis  Lee 
Algoe,  payuble  to  the  plaintiff,  his  wife.  The  annual  premium 
was  $217.50,  payable  on  February  15th.  All  premiums  up  to  and 
including  that  falling  due  February  15,  1913,  were  paid.  On 
January  28,  1913,  the  insured  obtained  a  loan  of  $1,477  from  de- 
fendant upon  the  policy,  executing  at  the  time,  a  loan  contract 
and  deliveying  the  policy  to  defendant,  in  whose  possession  it 
still  is.  The  annual  premium  on  the  policy  and  the  annual  inter- 
est in  advance  on  the  loan,  both  of  which  fell  due  on  February 
15,  1914,  were  never  paid.  The  insured  died  April  15,  1914, 
Defendant  was  immediately  notified  of  that  fact.  The  reserve 
value  of  the  policy  at  that  time  was  $1,640.80.  There  was  also 
an  unpaid  dividend  of  $34.75.  Defendant  thereafter  applied  this 
reserve  value  in  payment  of  its  loan  of  $1,477,  and  entered  the 
remBining  $163.80  of  the  reserve  as  payment  in  full  for  $270  of 
paid-up  non-participating  insurance  upon  the  life  of  the  insured 
at  his  then  age.  No  policy  was  issued,  but  defendant  admits  that 
this  $270  is  owing  to  plaintiff.  That  sum  was  tendered  before 
commencement  of  this  action,  but  was  refused.  The  court  found 
that  the  $270  had  been  deposited  in  the  registry  of  the  court, 
and  so  remained,  and  entered  judgment  for  plaintiff  in  that  sum, 
less  the  sum  of  $18,  costs.    Plaintiff  appeals. 

Stated  in  their  natural  order,  appellant's  contentions  are: 
(1)  That  the  policy  was  by  its  terms  in  force  for  the  full  sum 
of  $5,000  at  the  time  of  the  death  of  the  insured ;  (2)  that  the

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insurer  in  any  event  waived  the  default  in  payment  of  the  pre- 
mium. If  the  first  claim  is  correct^  the  second  need  not  be  con- 
sidered. The  first  claim  must  be  determined  from  the  terms  of 
the  contract  of  insurance  and  the  terms  of  the  loan  contract. 
This  involves  the  construction  of  the  applicant  (referred  to  in 
and  made  a  part  of  the  policy) ,  the  policy  itself,  and  the  loan 
agreement.    The  application  provides : 

''That  such  policy  shall  lapse  and  be  void  if  any  premium  or 
installment  thereon  is  not  paid  as  therein  provided,  and  that  then 
all  previous  payments  shall  be  forfeited  to  the  company,  except 
as  therein  otherwise  provided." 

Among  the  conditions  of  the  policy  are  the  following : 

''Incontestability. — ^This  policy  shall  be  indisputable,  after  two 
years  from  its  date  of  issue,  for  the  amount  due,  provided  the 
premiums  are  duly  paid. 

"Loans. — ^After  premiums  have  been  paid  upon  this  policy  for 
not  less  than  three  full  years,  the  party  having  the  right  of  sur- 
render hereunder  may  borrow  upon  it,  in  accordance  with  th« 
rules  and  regulations  of  the  company,  75  per  cent  of  the  cash 
value  at  the  time  the  loan  is  requested.  Any  indebtedness  to  the 
company,  from  the  insured,  beneficiary  or  assignee,  shall  first  be 
deducted  in  any  settlement  of  this  policy. 

''Values  and  Additions. — ^If  all  the  annual  dividends  appor- 
tioned to  this  policy  are  used  for  the  purposes  of  additional  insur- 
ance thereto,  then  and  in  that  case  the  values,  respectively,  of 
this  policy  shall  be  not  less  than  stipulated  in  the  'Schedule  of 
Policy  Values'  below;  provided,  that  in  event  of  termination  by 
'surrender  value*  under  said  schedule,  this  policy  shall  be  duly 
surrendered  to  the  company  while  in  force,  or  within  three 
months  of  its  date  of  lapse,  and  that  all  indebtedness  above  men- 
tioned shall  first  be  repaid.** 

Then  follow  schedule  of  policy  values  and  surrender  values 
and  further  provisions  as  follows : 

"If  any  dividend  is  withdrawn  or  used  in  reduction  of  premium 
payment,  this  policy  will  nevertheless  be  entitled  to  one  of  the 
following  values:  (1)  After  payment  of  premiums  for  three  full 
years,  if  duly  surrendered  to  the  company  while  in  force  or 
within  three  months  of  its  date  of  lapse,  any  indebtedness  being 
then  unpaid,  to  full-paid  non-participating  life  insurance  in 
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amount  equal  to  as  m^ny  twentieth  parts  of  the  principal  sum  of 
this  policy  as  there  have  been  full  annual  premiums  paid  hereon, 
together  with  any  existing  additions  by  dividend. 

'^  Extension  Condition. — ^After  this  policy  has  been  in  force 
three  full  years,  should  it  lapse  and  not  be  surrendered  as  pro- 
vided above,  the  full  amount  of  the  policy  at  date  of  lapse,  any 
indebtedness  being  repaid  within  three  months  thereafter,  will 
be  extended,  without  request  or  demand  therefor,  as  non-par- 
ticipating term  insurance,  but  only  for  the  period  specified  in 
the  'Schedule  of  Extended  Insurance'  following:  Provided,  that 
the  said  term  insurance  shall  be  based  upon  completed  insurance 
years  only,  and  that  if  the  insured  dies  within  three  years  from 
such  lapse,  all  unpaid  premiums,  with  interest  at  6  per  cent  per 
annum,  shall  be  deducted  from  the  amount  insured." 

It  is  a  stipulated  fact  that: 

"The  net  value  of  the  said  policy  above  indebtedness  was  suf- 
ficient so  that  if  applied  at  or  after  February  15,  1914,  to  the 
purchase  of  $5,000  of  non-participating  term  insurance  upon  the 
life  of  the  insured,  the  said  term  insurance  would  have  been  in 
forxse  at  and  beyond  the  time  of  his  death." 

It  seems  to  be  conceded  that,  under  the  provisions  of  the  pol- 
icy proper,  the  first  condition  above  quoted,  and  the  application, 
the  policy  automatically  lapsed  thirty  days  after  a  failure  of  the 
insured  to  pay  any  premium  when  due  (subject  to  the  provisions 
for  realization  of  surrender  value  by  surrender  of  the  policy,  **all 
indebtedness  being  first  repaid"  within  three  months  after  such 
lapse),  unless  the  policy  for  the  full  sum  of  $5,000  was  automat- 
ically kept  alive  by  the  ''extension  condition"  last  above  quoted. 
The  appellant  argues  that,  inasmuch  as  there  was  a  reserve  value 
in  excess  of  the  loan  sufficient  to  carry  the  policy  beyond  the 
death  of  the  insured,  the  policy  was  automatically  extended  for 
the  full  amount.  This  is  based  upon  the  fact  that  extension  is 
to  be  made  "without  request  or  demand."  The  respondent  con- 
tends: That  the  payment  of  the  loan  was  a  condition  precedent 
to  the  right  of  extended  insurance  because  of  the  last  provision 
of  the  extension  condition  that :  "If  the  insured  dies  within  three 
years  from  such  lapse,  all  unpaid  premiums,  with  interest  at  6 
per  cent  per  annum,  shall  be  deducted  from  the  amount  insured." 
That  because  of  this  provision  the  insured  had  no  right  to  set  off 
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against  his  loan  the  reserve  value  of  his  policy  and  have  the  re- 
mainder applied  to  the  purchase  of  extended  insurance.  There 
would  be  some  force  in  this  claim  were  this  the  only  thing  in  the 
policy  touching  the  subject,  but  the  loan  provision  of  the  policy 
itself,  which  we  have  quoted,  declares  that:  *'Any  indebtedness 
to  the  company,  from  the  insured,  beneficiary  or  assignee,  shall 
first  be  deducted  in  any  settlement  of  this  policy.**  This  nega- 
tives the  idea  that  the  payment  of  the  loan  is  a  condition  prece- 
dent to  the  assertion  of  any  other  rights  of  the  insured  or  bene- 
ficiary under  the  policy.  This  loan  provision  of  the  policy  is  the 
basis  of  the  right  to  demand  a  loan  on  the  one  hand  and  the 
right  to  take  a  pledge  of  the  policy  to  secure  the  loan,  on  the 
other.  It  must  therefore  be  read  into  the  loan  agreement  as  one 
of  its  terms.  The  status  of  the  policy  and  the  rights  of  the  par- 
ties thereunder  became  fixed  as  of  the  date  of  the  death  of  the 
assured.  Among  those  rights  was  the-  right  of  the  beneficiary  to 
extended  insurance,  a  right  not  forfeitable  for  non-payment  of 
premiums.  At  that  time  there  stood  to  the  credit  of  the  assured, 
which,  of  course,  survived  to  the  credit  of  the  beneficiary,  b  re- 
serve value  in  the  sum  of  $1,640.80.  This  is  conceded.  The  pol- 
icy not  having  been  surrendered  and  its  cash  value  collected  nor 
converted  into  paid-up  non-participating  term  insurance  as  pro- 
vided in  the  condition  as  to  ''values  and  additions"  above  quoted, 
there  can  be  no  doubt  that  had  there  been  no  loan  the  whole  of 
this  reserve  would  have  been  automatically  applied  in  extending 
the  insurance  for  the  full  face  of  the  policy.  This  must  be  and  is 
conceded.  This  automatic  extension,  being  expressly  declared  to 
attach  "without  request  or  demand  therefor,"  would  have  at- 
tached as  a  fixed  right  immediately  on  the  lapse  of  the  policy  for 
non-payment  of  premiums  without  surrender  of  the  policy.  The 
question  is  thus  reduced  to  this :  Was  there  any  indebtedness  due 
from  the  insured  to  the  insurer  at  the  date  of  the  lapse?  Tech- 
nically, yes;  but  there  was  a  reserve  to  his  credit  sufficient  to 
meet  it.  As  said  by  another  court  in  answer  to  the  same  claim 
as  that  of  respondent  here : 

"As  it  seems  to  us,  there  was  no  indebtedness  due  from  the 
insured  to  the  insurer  when  the  policy  lapsed  on  October  26, 
1907,  but,  on  the  contrary,  the  company  was,  after  deducting  the 
indebtedness  of  the  insured  to  it,  due  the  insured  a  balance  of 
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$42.22,  an  ^amount  sufBcient  to  purchase  an  extended  insurance 
for  a  period  beyond  his  death,  and  he  had  not  applied  for  paid-up 
insurance  for  the  a^iount  of  this  balance,  and  that  by  the  very 
terms  of  the  contract  between  the  parties  the  insured  had  the 
right  to  rely,  as  doubtless  he  did,  upon  the  provision  contained  in 
clause  second  of  his  policy  that  he  should  be  entitled  to  have  the 
balance  to  his  credit  with  the  insurer  applied  to  the  purchase  of 
extended  insurance,  unless  he  demanded  paid-up  insurance  and 
surrendered  his  policy.*'  *^ 

So  here  the  insurer  had  in  its  hands  a  reserve  of  $1,640.80  to 
the  credit  of  the  insured.  The  three  months  after  lapse  within 
which  the  loan  might  be  paid  and  the  insurance  automatically 
extended  had  not  expired.  The  insurer  could  no  more  refuse  to 
apply  this  in  payment  of  the  loan  "and  apply  the  surplus  to  ex- 
tended insurance  than  it  could  have  refused  a  tender  of  the 
amount  of  the  loan  from  any  other  funds  of  the  insured  and  so 
avoid  the  automatic  extension.  This  follows  from  the  specific 
direction  in  the  loan  provision  of  the  policy  that  any  indebted- 
ness shall  be  deducted  in  any  settlement  of  the  policy.  "Any 
other  construction  would  be  '  a  share  to  the  unwary.  •  *  *  ^^4  gy 
the  very  terms  of  the  policy,  the  insured,  when  he  found  he  could 
not  pay  the  premium,  had  the  right  to  rely  upon  this  course  and 
the  consequent  automatic  extension  of  his  insurance  for  the  full 
amount  and  for  such  time  as  the  surplus  would  pay  for.  While 
the  surrender  of  the  policy  and  the  payment  of  premiums  within 
three  months  after  lapse  may  be  regarded  as  a  condition  prece- 
dent to  the  right  to  demand  the  cash  value  of  the  policy  or  paid- 
up  term  insurance,  this  is  because  the  right  to  so  elect  was  in 
the  insured  and  could  only  be  so  asserted.  It  does  not  follow  that 
the  payment  of  the  loan  from  other  sources  than  the  reserve  is 
a  condition  precedent  to  the  right  to  extended  insurance.  That 
is  a  right  which  accrued  automatically  without  any  affirmative 
»ct  of  election.  Such  seems  to  us  a  reasonable  construiJtion  of  the 
policy.  The  extension  condition  is,  to  say  the  least,  ambiguous, 
and  needlessly  so.    Its  words  were  of  the  insurer's  selection.

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Life  insurance  is,  in  its  nature,  complex  and  difficult  for  the  lay- 
man to  understand.  Policies  are  prepared  by  experts  who  know 
and  can  anticipate  the  bearing  and  possible  complications  of  every 
contingency  So  long  as  insurance  companies  insist  upon  the  use 
of  ambiguous,  intricate,  and  technical  provisions  which  conceal, 
rather  than  frankly  disclose,  their  own  intentions,  the  courts 
must,  in  fairness  to  those  who  purchase  insurance,  construe  every 
ambiguity  in  favor  of  the  assured.*^  As  said  in  Stark  v.  John 
Hancock  Mut.  Life  Ins.  Co.,  suprdt,  in  answer  to  the  same  conten- 
tion as  that  advocated  by  the  company  here : 

*If  it  had  been  the  intention  of  the  ooiripany  to  render  nuga- 
tory its  promise  to  continue  the  policy  as  paid-up  insurance  after 
two  premiums  had  been  paid,  in  the  event  there  was  existing 
indebtedness,  it  would  have  been  easy  to  say  so  in  unambiguous, 
unequivocal  language. '  We  hold  that  under  this  policy  itself 
the  fact  of  the  loan  did  not  forfeit  the  right  to  extended  insur- 
ance for  the  full  amount  of  the  policy.  Nor  do  we  find  that  the 
loan  contract  gave  the  right  to  the  insurance  company  to  forfeit 
this  extended  insurance  after  the  death  of  the  insured.  The  lo&n 
contract  does  provide  that :  *Upon  any  default  hereunder  in  pre- 
mium or  interest,  after  delaying  not  less  than  thirty  days  from 
default  (demand  and  notice  being  waived),  the  comp^any  may  ter- 
minate said  policy  and  obtain  the  Bmount  due  on  said  sums  by 
deducting  and  retaining  the  same  from  the  reserve  on  said  pol- 
icy, and  the  overplus,  if  any,  shall  at  once  be  applied  as  a  single 
premium  of  life  insurance,  at  the  present  published  rates  of  the 
company,  to  the  purchase  from  the  company,  upon  the  life  of  said 
insured,  at  insured's  age  at  such  due  date,  of  fully  paid-up  insur- 
ance for  such  amount  as  such  overplus  will  so  buy,  payable  un- 
der the  same  conditions  as  said  original  policy,  but  without  pre- 
mium return  or  participation  in  profits  or  further  payment  of 
premiums  and  thereypon  said  pledged  policy  and  all  provisions 
and  insur&nce  thereunder  are  canceled  and  surrendered  to  the 
company.*  This  was  intended  only  as  furnishing  to  the  com- 
pany a  means  of  foreclosing  the  lien  on  the  policy  by  canceling 
the  policy  prior  to  a  loss  thereon  incurred  by  death  of  the  in- 
sured.   It  was  never  intended  as  a  forfeiture  of  rights  or  of  the

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cancellation  of  a  liability  which  had  become  vested  and  secured 
by  the  death  of  the  insured.*^*  No  foreclosure  was  then  neces- 
sary or  possible.  The  loan  provision  of  the  policy  itself  takes 
care  of  that  contingency.  It  provides,  as  we  have  seen,  that  any 
indebtedness  to  the  company  from  the  insured,  beneficiary,  or  as- 
signee shall  first  be  deducted  in  any  settlement  of  this  policy.  In 
the  Stratton  case  judgment  was  awarded  for  the  full  amount  of 
the  policy,  without  any  deduction  of  the  amount  of  the  loan,  ap- 
parently  on  the  theory  that  the  loan  had  been  paid  in  the  reduced 
period  of  risk.  We  are  not  satisfied  with  the  soundness  of  that 
view.  Had  there  been  no  lapse  of  the  policy,  the  appellant  could 
only  have  recovered  the  amount  of  the  policy,  less  the  amount  of 
the  loan.  At  tiny  rate,  the  appellant  admits,  both  in  her  com- 
plaint in  the  court  below  and  in  her  brief  in  this  court,  that  the 
amount  is  due  in  settlement  of  the  policy.  The  judgment  is  re- 
versed  and  the  cause  remanded,  with  direction  to  enter  judgment 
for  appellant  in  the  sum  of  $5,034.75,  with  interest  from  Mdy  23, 
1914,  the  date  of  proof  of  death,  less  the  amount  of  the  outstand- 
ing loan,  and  accrued  interest  thereon  at  6  per  cent  per  annum, 
and  less,  tilso,  the  aiflount  of  the  unpaid  premium  and  interest 
thereon  at  6  per  cent  per  annum." 

§  482.   Damages  for  Breach  of  Contract  to  Issne  Paid-Up  Pol- 

icy. — ^In  actions  for  breach  of  contract  to  issue  a  paid-up  policy 
nominal  damages  only  can  be  recovered  in  the  absence  of  other 
proof;  the  damages  will  not  be  the  amount  of  premiums  paid.*^'' 
The  question  in  such  cases  is  largely  one  of  construction ;  general- 
ly the  measure  of  damages  is  not  the  full  amount  of  premiums 
that  have  been  paid,  but  the^fair  cash  value  of  ''new  paid-up 
policies  at  the  time  of  the  breach  of  the  contract.**^'**  The 
amount  of  damages  has  also  been  held  to  be  determinable  by 
taking  into  consideration  the  age  of  the  assured,  the  amount  of 
annual  premiums  paid,  and  required  to  be  paid  during  the  con- 
tinuance of  the  policy,  the  probable  period  of  continuance,  and

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the  time  the  policy  had  run.^^*  And  still  in  another  ease  the 
measure  of  damages  ytsls  held  to  be  the  proportionate  part  of  the 
reserve  fund ;  *^^  and  in  another  case  wjiat  would  be  suflScient  to 
purchase  in  a  good  and  responsible  company  just  such  a  policy 
as  was  stipulated.*^^  Where  the  contract  provided  that  after  the 
payment  of  two  annual  premiums  the  Bssured  might  exercise  the 
option  oi  receiving  a  paid-up  policy  for  the  total  amount  of  pre- 
miums paid,  it  was  held/*^  that  the  insured  was  entitled  to  the 
paid-up  policy  according  to  the  aggregate  amount  paid  in  by  him 
though  such  amount  was  in  excess  of  the  amount  of  the  original 
insurance. 

In  the  case  of  Bass  vs.  Life  &  Annuity  Association,**'  the  court 
said:  '' Recurring  to  the  question  as  to  the  form  of  plaintiff's 
remedy,  the  ordinary  rule  is  that,  where  an  insurance  company 
violates  its  agreement  to  issue  a  paid-up  policy,  the  person  ag- 
grieved has  the  option  to  enforce  specific  performance  or  to  exact 
compensation  in  damages;  the  choice  lying  with  the  innocent 
party,  and  not  with  the  wrongdoer.***  But  some  modification  of 
the  rigor  of  this  rule  is  permissible  in  the  present  case.  The  de- 
fendant is  a  co-operative  association,  having  no  capital  stock, 
which  made  the  mistake  of  writing  certificates  upon  too  liberal 
terms.  In  refusing  to  issue  a  paid-up  certificate  to  the  plaintiff, 
it  no  doubt  acted  in  good  faith,  and  the  grounds  upon  which  its 
action  was  based  are  not  wanting  in  plausibility.  The  plaintiff 
carried  his  certificate  for  fifteen  years,  and  therefore  had  paid 
upon  the  basis  of  the  original  contract  $378.  If  he  had  died  dur- 
ing this  time,  his  beneficiary  would  presumably  have  been  paid 
the  full  amount  named — $2,000.  So  that  he  has  had  the  benefit 
of  insuraiyse  for  that  period.  If  he  were  now  to  receive  the 
amount  of  his  judgment — $873 — the  transaction  would  be  a  most 
profitable  one  to  him.    If  he  were  to  be  repaid  the  amount  he

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has  tietually  expended^  with  interest,  less  the  value  of  the  insur- 
ance he  has  had,  he  would  he  nothing  out  of  pocket,  and  would 
lose  only  the  advantage  he  may  be  supposed  to  have  derived -from 
having  made  a  good  bargain.  He  is  entitled  to  require  the  asso- 
ciation to  perform  the  contract,  so  far  as  possible,  however  im- 
provident its  terms.  But  the  defendant  did  not  promise  to  pay 
the  plaintiff  $873,  or  any  other  sum.  It  undertook  to  give  him  a 
paid-up  certificate,  and,  if  it  were  still  to  do  that,  he  would  have 
exactly  what  he  bargained  for.  Such  a  certificate,  if  issued,  might 
never  be  paid,  but  that  is  a  possibility  inherent  in  the  nature  of 
the  original  contract.  The  ptaintiff  has  no  superior  equities  over 
other  members.  He  is  in  no  respect  a  preferred  creditor.  In 
view  of  the  character  of  the  association,  of  the  good  faith  of,  its 
conduct,  and  of  the  great  difSculty  of  estimating  the  value  of 
any  paid-up  certificate  it  might  have  issued,  we  think  justice  will 
be  best  subserved  by  giving  it  the  opportunity  to  perform  its 
contract  specifically.**  In  the  case  of  Palmer  vs.  Mutual  Life 
Insurance  Company,***  the  court,  after  holding  that  many  kinds 
of  property  have  values  which  are  uncertain  and  difficult  to  de- 
termine, yet  when  it  becomes  necessary  in  a  legal  controversy  to 
determine  values  of  property,  which  confessedly  has  no  market 
value,  the  court  never  hesitate  to  do  so  when  convinced  that 
sufficient  available  data  has  been  furnished  as  u  guide,  .said: 
"The  measure  of  damages  for  a  refusal  to  give  a  paid-up  policy 
is  not  the  amount  of  the  premium  paid,  but  the  actual  value  of 
such  a  policy.***  That  the  value  of  any  life  insurance  policy  of 
whatever  terms  and  upon  whatever  risk  is  susceptible  of  judicial 
determination  also  appears  from  the  following,  among  other,  au- 
thorities, som^of  which,  also,  are  to  the  point  that  a  nugatory 
cancellation  rmty  be  treated,  tit  the  option  of  the  insured,  either 
as  a  conversion  or  as  leaving  the  policy  in  full  force.**''  Does  the 
evidence  support  the  value  found?    Certainly  both  sides  did  pre-

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sent  an  abundance  of  facts,  figures  and  expert  opinions  for  the 
guidance  of  the  court.  As  evidence  bearing  on  the  value,  the 
court  received  and  considered  the  standard  mortality  and  experi- 
ence tables,  the  actual  cost  in  the  defendant  and  other  life  insur- 
ance companies  of  a  paid-up  policy  on  Palmer's  life  at  the  age 
attained  by  him  when  the  cancellation  was  attempted  (the  amount 
in  defendant  company  being  over  $3,000),  the  stipulated  loan  and 
surrender  values  in  policies  of  similar  character,  the  average  rate 
of  interest  obtained  by  defendant  on  its  invested  reserve  fund, 
the  premiums  paid  on  this  policy,  the  carrying  charges,  the 
amount  which  at  4  per  cent  compound  interest  would  produce  at 
the  end  of  Palmer's  expectancy  of  life  the  face  value  of  the 
policy,  the  amount  of  the  carrying  or  surrender  charges,  such  as 
expenses  to  procure  a  policy  in  place  of  the  one  canceled  and  the 
compensation  for  adverse  selection  through  surrender  and  in- 
creased mortality  cost  on  remaining  lives,  and  the  customary 
manner  in  use  by  the  defendant  to  determine  the  value  of  poli- 
cies which  contain  no  agreement  as  to  amount.  It  seems  to  us 
these  elements,  together  with  the  testimony  ^nd  expert  opinion 
of  the  actuaries  and  persons  experienced  in  life  insurance  busi- 
ness, furnished  ample  basis  for  the  court's  finding  as  to  the  ap- 
proximate actual  value  of  the  policy  at  the  time  of  the  attempted 
forfeiture.  In  respect  to  Palmer's  policy,  the  accuracy  of  the 
following  figures  was  fairly  well  established:  Present  value  of 
the  policy,  October  30,  1905,  as  a  continuing  policy,  $2,325.19 
(that  is,  said  sum  invested  at  4  per  cent  would  produce  the  face 
value  of  Palmer's  policy  at  the  end  of  his  expectancy  of  life, 
based  on  the  American  Experience  Mortality  Tables) ;  the  sur- 
render charge  on  account  of  adverse  selection,  according  to  the 
experience  of  defendant,  $211.44;  and  charge  9t  expense  ele- 
ment (loading,  which  really  ought  to  disappear  entirely  when 
the  policy  is  paid  up)  $127.50.  That  would  leave  the  cash  sur- 
render value  $1,986.25.  While  the  company  used  the  American 
Experience  Mortality  Tables  and  4  per  cent  interest,  in  selling 
this  insurance-  policy — that  is,  in  fixing  the  premiums — ^when  it 
comes  to  taking  it  back  it  proposes  to  use  6  per  cent  instead  of 
4  per  cent  and  did  so  in  this  case.  That  difference  in  interest 
makes  a  difference  of  $639  in  the  surrender  value.  That  the  de- 
fendant does  a  large  business  in  loaning  money-  secured  by  the 
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pledge  of  policies  issued  by  it,  and  that  a  great  many  borrowers 
have  acquiesced  in  the  customary  exaction  of  the  company  in 
calculating  surrender  values  upon  cancellation  of  policies  at  6 
per  cent,  may  become*  evidence  of  the  market  value  of  such  poli- 
cies. It  is,  however,  not  very  persuasive.  When  the  same  party 
is  in  the  business  of  both  buying  and  selHng  the  same  commodity, 
we  do  not  appreciate  his  method  if  the  margin  between  the  buy- 
ing and  selling  price  is  more  than  a  fair  profit.  A  profit  of  $639, 
or  even  $512,  appears  too  great  in  this  instance.  We  think  the 
testimony  adduced  warranted  the  court  in  finding  that  the  fair 
surrender  value  of  this  policy  was^  not  less  than  $1,926.25. ' ' 

§  483.  When  Company  Wrongfully  Declares  Forfeiture  of  the 
Policy. — ^If  a  company  wrongfully  declares  the  policy  forfeited 
and  refuses  to  accept  the  premium  when  duly  tendered,  and  to 
give  the  insured  the  customary  renewal  receipt,  evidencing  the 
continued  life  of  the  policy,  the  assured  has  his  choice  of  three 
courses :  ^**  He  may  tender  the  premium  and  wait  until  the  pol- 
icy becomes  payable  by  its  terms  and  then  try  the  question  of 
forfeiture;^**  or  he  may  sue  in  equity  to  have  the  policy  con- 
tinued in  force  ;^''*  or  he  may  elect  to  consider  the  policy  at  an 
end  and  bring  an  action  to  recover  the  just  value  of  the  policy,*^^ 
in  which  case  the  measure  of  damages  has  been  held  to  be  the 
amount  of  the  premiums  paid  with  interest  on  each  from  the  time 
it  was  made.*''^     A  difterent  rule  has  been  applied  in  other

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cases.*"^'  There  is  no  implied  promise  in  law  to  receive  the  pre- 
miums upon  which  an  action  can  be  based.*'*  Tender  is  not  nec- 
essary before  action  is  brought  to  recover  premiums  paid.*'^ 

§  484.  Assessments  in  Benefit  Societies  Most  Be  Made  in  Exact 
Accordance  With  Their  Laws — Strict  Construction.— In  benefit 
societies  the  losses  are  paid  from  the  proceeds  of  assessments, 
levied,  as  required,  upon  the  members  by  a  central  or  superior 
authority.  The  manner  of  calling  these  assessments  is  supposed 
to  be  set  out  in  the  constitution  and  by-laws,  w^hich  also  gener- 
ally provide  that  if  the  member  does  not  pay  his  assessments  at 
the  time  prescribed,  he  forfeits  all  his  rights  as  such  member,  or 
is  suspended  from  those  rights  until  such  time  as  he  'shall  be 
reinstated  in  accordance  with  the  luws  of  the  society.  These  pro- 
visions, being  in  the  nature  of  penalties  or  forfeitures,  are  strictly 
construed  as  against  the  company,  for,  as  says  the  Supreme  Court 
of  Michigan  :*■'•  "It  is  well  settled  that  no  forfeiture  can  be 
established,  except  for  a  violation  of  the  precise  conditions  laid 
down."    The  member  of  a  benefit  society  is  as  such  subject  to

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liabilities  and  entitled  to  privileges.  His  corporate  rights  may 
be  subject  to  the  control  of  the  corporation,  but  his  rights  as  a 
party , insured  rest  on  the  contract,  which  is  found  in  the  consti- 
tution, rules  and  regulations  of  the  order.  The  directors,  or  man- 
agers, or  officers  of  such  society,  or  order,  have  no  right  to  make 
an  assessment  on  a  different  basis  than  that  prescribed  in  its 
laws.*^^  And  the  members  of  such  society  and  their  beneficiaries 
have  the  right  to  rely  upon  the  observiance  by  the  company  of 
the  requirements  of  its  constitution  and'  by-laws.^''  The  rules, 
in  regard  to  assessments,  were  well  stated  by  the  Kentucky  Court 
of  Appeals  in  Mut.  Aid  Society  v.  Helburn,^^*  when  it  said :  *'Thus 
we  see,  that,  in  making  assessments  by  the  appellant  upon  its 
members,  it  does  not  act  in  a  judicial,  but  in  a  ministerial,  ca- 
pacity. Therefore,  no  presumption  can  %irise  in  favor  of  the  regu- 
larity or  legality  of  its  assessments.  That  the  appellant's  board 
of  directors,  or  an  executive  committee  appointed  by  them,  are 
the  only  persons  authorized  by  appellant's  charter  to  make  assess- 
ments against  its  surviving  members  to  pay  the  benefits  due  the 
representatives  of  its  deceased  members ;  that  a  deceased  member 
of  the  society  should  have  died,  and  that  his  representative  was 
entitled  to  a  benefit  arising  from  his  death;  and  that  an  assess- 
ment upon  all  of  the  surviving  members  was  actually  made  by 
the  board  of  directors,  or  an  executive  committee  appointed  by 
them,  for  the  purpose  of  paying  said  assessments, — are  conditions 
precedent  to  the  right  of  the  appellant  to  demand  payment  of  an 
assessment  from  any  of  its  members.  And  they  are  not  "bound 
to  pay  any  assessments  until  these  things  occur,  nor  do  they  f  or-

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feit  their  membership  by  reason  of  their  failure  to  pay  such 
assessments,  unless  these  things  have  occurred.  And  when  the 
society  relies  upon  the  failure  of  any  of  its  members  to  pay  his 
assessment  ^s  a  forfeiture  of  his  membership,  and  benefits  under 
its  charter,  it  must  show  affirmatively  that  the  assessment  was 
made  in  the  manner  indicated;  otherwise  the  member  cannot  be 
said  to  be  in  default."  In  a  case  in  Missouri,^^^  where  the  assess- 
ment upon  its  members  was  required  to  be  made  by  the  subordi- 
nate lodge,  the  Court  of  Appeals  held  that  the  member  was  not 
obliged  to  pay  any  assessment  levied  by  the  grand  lodge.  And 
if  the  lodge  is  called  upon  to  act  it  cannot  be  said  to  have  done  so 
if  the  presiding  ofiicer  merely  assumed  that  it  would  do  so  and 
did  not  put  the  question  to  vote.**^  The  plain  provisions  of  the 
charter  in  regard  to  the  manner  of  levying  assessments  cannot 
be  overlooked  in  search  of  some  rule  more  equitable,***  and  the 
assessment  mui^  be  made  by  the  officers  or  authority  named  in 
the  charter  or  by-laws.***  Where  the  charter  of  an  assessment 
company  intrusted  all  its  affairs  to  a  board  of  directors  and  the 
making  of  by-laws  to  its  stockholders,  it  was  held,***  that  its 
executive  officers  lacked  power  to  levy  assessments  unauthorized 
by  its  directors  or  the  by-laws.  If  the  assessment  calls  for  the 
exercise  of  discretion  on  the  part  of  the  directors,  the  power  to 
make  it  cannot  be  delegated,**^  and  if  the  laws  aprovide  that  an 
order  for  an  assessment  should  be  signed  by  certain  officers;  an 
unsigned  order  is  invalid.**'    But  where  the  by-laws  of  a  mutual

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assessment  life  insurance  organization  made  it  the  duty  of  the 
directors  to  order  an  assessment  upon  the  death  of  a  member, 
and  empowered  the  chairman  to  approve  proofs  of  death,  and  at 
a  meeting  of  the  directors  notice  of  a  death  was  received,  but  not 
the  proofs,  and  the  directors  instructed  the  chairman  to  examine 
the  proofs  when  they  should  arrive,  and  instructed  the  secretary, 
if  the  proofs  were  found  correct,  to  issue  notice  of  an  assessment, 
and  thereafter  the  proofs  were  examined  by  the  chairman  and 
approved  by  him,  and  the  assessment  was  made  in  good  faith 
accordingly,  and  was  just  and  proper,  it  was  held  that  such  an 
assessment  was  legal  and  was  not  open  to  the  objection  that  it 
was  made  by  the  chairman  and  not  by  the  directors.**'  If  the 
laws  provide  that  the  directors  shall  fix  the  amount,  they  cannot 
order  that  a  sum  "not  exceeding"  a  certain  amount  be  called; 
the  exact  sum  must  be  stated.***  An  assessment  cannot  be  made 
for  anticipated  losses,  the  laws  of  the  society  making  no  provi- 
sion for  such  a  call,***  but  they  may  exercise  a  reasonable  discre- 
tion and  make  allowance  for  expenses  and  those  who  will  not 
pay.**^  The  statement  of  an  assessment  need  not  descend  into 
minute  detail,  but  must  show  with  sufficient  clearness  all  facts 
to  enable  the  member  to  see  the  necessity  for  the  call.**^  Where 
the  laws  of  a  mutual  company  provided  that  the  membership 
should  be  assessed  by  classes,  an  assessment  ignoring  the  classes 
was  held  invalid.***  In  general  an  Bssessment  will  not  be  binding 
unless  it  appears  that  it  was  made  when  the  person  assessed  was 
a  member;  that  the  losses  for  which  it  was  made  accrued  while 
he  was  a  member,  that  it  was  made  las  prescribed  by  the  laws  of 
the  company.***  An  assessment  is  valid  although  levied  at  a 
meeting  of  the  corporation  held  without  the  State ;  ***  so  is  one

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for  a  reserve  fund.**^  If  an  assessment  be  not  levied  according 
to  the  coustitution  and  by-laws,  it  is  illegal,  the  member  is  under 
no  obligation  to  piay  it  and  his  rights  are  not  affected  by  its  non- 
payment/** The  fact  that  the  assessment  is  made  in  accordance 
with  the  custom  of  the  order  is  immaterial,  unless  it  be  shown 
that  the  member  had  notice  of  such  custom.^*^  An  assessment 
can  be  made  by  the  directors  after  the  company  has  made  a  gen- 
eral ^assignment  for  the  benefit  of  creditors.*'*  The  superipr  gov- 
erning body  of  a  benefit  society  incorporated  under  the  laws  of 
the  State  where  it  does  business  cannot  compel  its  members  to 
pay  assessments  levied  by  order  of  a  supreme  lodge  incorporated 
under  the  laws  of  another  State.  A  case  involving  this  question 
was  decided  by  the  Supreme  Court  of  Michigan,***  which  thus 
stated  the  facts  and  its  opinion:  ''This  is  an  application  for  a 
mandamus  to  compel  the  recognition  of  relator  as  a  member  of 
one  of  the  subordinate  lodges  of  the  order  of  which  respondent 
is  the  supreme  governing  authority  in  this  State.  As  such  mem- 
ber he  stands  insured  by  the  respondent  in  the  sum  of  $2,000 
payable  on  his  death,  or  on  his  surviving  for  a  specified  term  of 
years.  He  stands  suspended  by  the  respondent,  and  thereby  loses 
his  in.jurance,  for  refusing  to  recognize  and  pay  an  assessment 
made  under  the  orders  of  the  supreme  lodge  of  the  order,  which 
is  a  corporation  existing  under  the  laws  of  Kentucky,  and  not 
subject  to  this  jurisdiction.  The  assessment  was  made  to  pay 
losses  on  risks  taken  by  the  order  in  other  States  and  by  other 
State  grand  lodges.  The  respondent  is  a  Michigan  corporation, 
existing  under  Chapter  94  of  the  Compiled  Laws  of  1871.  The 
relator  is  not  liable  to  pay  the  assessment.  It  is  not  competent 
for  the  respondent  to  subject  itself,  or  its  members,  to  a  foreign 
authority  in  this  way.  There  is  no  law  of  the  State  permitting 
it,  nor  could  there  be  any  law  of  the  State  which  would  subject

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a  corporation  created  and  existing  under  the  laws  of  this  State 
to  the  jurisdiction  and  control  of  a  body  existing  in  another  State, 
and  in  no  manner  under  the  control  of  our  law.  The  ^attempt 
of  the  respondent  to  do  this  is  an  attempt  to  set  aside  and  ignore 
the  very  law  of  its  being.  A  mam^mus  will  therefore  issue  as 
prayed/*  *••  The  express  or  implied  assent  of  the  member  to  an 
authority  not  within  the  scope  of  the  charter  does  not  confer 
such  authority  nor  estop  such  member  from  denying  it.^*^  Where 
the  members  are  free  under  the  society's  laws  to  pay  the  assess- 
ments or  not|  the  company  cannot  compel  payment  norxan  the 
court  make  an  assessment  for  unpaid  losses  in  proceedings  to 
wind  up  the  company.^®*  Nor  can  the  court  assess  where  author- 
ity is  conferred  only  upon  the  directors.^**  The  question  always 
is  whether  in  the  contract  the  assured  promised  to  pay  the  assess- 
ments, or  whether  the  payment  was  only  a  condition,  the  perform- 
ance of  which  was  optional.  Where  the  lodge  is  required  to  make 
the  tLSsessment  the  fact  that  it  did  so  may  be  shown  by  parol,^^* 
and  the  notice  by  the  supreme  secretary  is  prima  facie  proof  of 
the  necessity  for  an  assessment.^^^  The  validity  of  an  assessment 
is  not  affected  where  the  loss  on  which  it  was  made  is  paid  out 
of  the  reserve  fund,^**  and  where  the  by-laws  provide  that  a  cer- 
tain sum  should  be  paid  at  specific  periods  to  meet  death  losses, 
it  is  due  though  no  deaths  have  occurred.^*''    A  society  cannot

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assess  to  create  a  reserve  fund  unless  the  right  is  clearly  given 
in  the  charter.^^^  The  making  of  an  assessment  is  not  a  matter 
of  pure  discretion  if  the  legal  right  to  have  it  made  exists.*** 
The  assessment  may  include  interest  and  costs  of  a  judgment 
obtained  against  the  association,  and  the  amounts  paid  on  an  ille- 
gal assessment  may  be  reassessed  and  the  members  who  had  paid 
the  former  credited  on  the  latter  with  such  amount.*^*  A  mem- 
ber of  an  association  is  not  estopped  to  question  the  validity  of 
an  assessment.*^^ 

There  can  be  no  suspension  f  op  non-payment  of  an  assessment 
unless  it  is  made  by  a  legally  constituted  body,*^*  and  the  burden 
of  proof  is  on  the  defendant  to  show  not  only  non-payment' of 
an  assessment,  but  that  it  was  duly  levied.*^'  Where  the  power 
to  make  an  assessment  must  be  upon  an  existing  necessity,  the 
society  must  prove  that  such  necessity  existed,*^*  and  where  an 
illegal  assessment's  made  a  certificate  holder  need  not  tender  a 
sum  equal  to  a  legal  assessment  in  order  to  prevent  a  forfeit- 
ure.*^* While  it  is  true  that  assessments  must  be  made  in  strict 
compliance  with  the  by-law,  yet,  where  under  the  by-laws  the 
amount  of  assessments  according  to  ages  were  fixed  and  payable

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at  regular  periods,  it  was  not  necessary  that  an  assessment  be 
made  by  the  Board  of  Directors.*^"  The  fact  that  the  board  of 
directors  and  executive  committee  together  fixed  the  assessments, 
the  by-law  requiring  the  board  of  directors  to  fix  them  does  not 
render  the  same  illegal.^^''  Under  the  by-laws  and  constitution 
of  a  society  providing  that  receipts  from  assessments  should  be 
placed  in  an  assessment  fund,  it  was  unlawful  to  use  assessments 
to  secure  new  members.^^*  An  assessment  under  the  terms  of 
the  contract  was  held  illegal  because  the  payment  of  losses  under 
the  old-line  policies  had  depleted  the  fund  available  for  assess- 
ment policies.^^*  Under  a  decree  of  the  court  of  the  home  State 
of  a  life  insurance  company  issuing  benefit  certificates  on  the 
assessment  plan,  by  which  it  is  adjudged  that  the  company  had 
the  right  to  make  advances  from  its  mortuary  fund  to  pay  death 
claims  and  replenish  the  fund  by  collections  from  a  subsequent 
assessment  upon  its  members^  such  a  decree  establishes  the  right 
to  levy  the  assessments  and  is  binding  upon  the  courts  of  all 
other  States  under  the  fuU  faith  aud  credit  clause  of  the  consti- 
tution.***^ A  bill  in  equity  by  a  resident  member  of  a  foreign 
assessment  company  will  not  lie  to  restrain  the  collection  of 
alleged  illegal  assessments.**^ 

The  by-laws  of  fraternal  beneficiary  societies  now  generally 
provide  that  one  assessment  shall  be  paid  each  month  on  or  be- 
fore a  fixed  day  of  the  month  without  notice  and  such  a  provision

§  485:  Who  Liable  for  Assessments.— Members  of  benefit  asso- 
ciations are  under  no  obligation  to  pay  assessments  levied  for 
deaths  which  occurred  prior  to  the  time  when  they  became  such, 
nor  for  those  called  to  pay  deaths  occurring  after  the  member- 
ship had  ceased ;  but  generally,  and.unless  the  laws  provide  other- 
wise, the  issuance  and  acceptance  of  the  certificate  furnishes  suf- 
ficient consideration  for  the  member's  agreement  to  pay  any  as- 
sessment made  during  the  time  he  should  continue  a  member, 
and  upon  his  failure  an  action  will  lie  against  him  therefor, 
though  of  course  if  by  the  laws  of  the  society  payment  of  an 
assessment  is  optional  with  the  member,  no  action  will  lie.^**  The 
question  is  one  of  construction  of  the  language  of  the  individual

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contract  and  necessarily  no  general  rule  can  be  laid  down  that 
will  apply  to  all  cases.  The  weight  of  authority  seems  to  be  in 
favor  of  the  rule  that  the  contract  is  unilateral  and  the  member 
is  under  no  obligation  to  pay  an  assessment.^^'  Failure  to  pay 
an  assessment,  levied  on  a  member  for  a  death  which  occurred 
prior  to  the  date  of  his  certificate,  the  assessment  being  in  vio- 
lation of  the  laws  of  the  society,  will  not  invalidate  the  claim  of 

• 

his  representatives  to  benefits.^**  Where  the  by-laws  of  a  benefit 
society  provided  that  proofs  of  death  should  be  made  in  a  speci- 
fied manner  and  laid  before. the  directors,  and  if  so  decided  an 
assessment  should  be  m'ade  upon  each  member  of  the  class  to 
inrhich  the  decease<I  belonged,  it  was  held  ^^^  that  the  assessment 
could  be  made  only  on  those  who  were  members  of  the  class  sub- 
ject thereto  at  the  tirfie  the  resolution  was  adopted.  Members 
are  liable  for  assessments  to  pay  losses  which  occurred  during  the 
time  they  were  such,  although  the  insolvency  of  the  company  has 
been  decreed.^^'  Forfeiture  cannot  be  declared  for  non-payment 
of  an  assessment  if  at  the  time  it  was  made  the  society  had 
enough  to  pay  the  death  on  which  such  assessment  was  levied.^^^ 
A  member  is  not  liable  for  an  assessment  for  the  current  month 
during  which  he  is  initiated.^*^  An  advance  assessment  paid  on 
joining  the  order  was  not  applicable  to  an  assessment  levied  be- 
fore the  date  he  became  a  member.^**

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§  486.  Notice  of  Assessments.— Unless  the  laws  of  the  society 
or  company  expressly  provide  otherwise,  there  is  no  liability  on 
the  part  of  a  member  to  pay  an  ^assessment  until  notice  thereof 
has  been  given  in  the  manner  provided  in  the  constitution  or 
by-laws.  Where  the  by-laws  provide  for  notice  of  an  assessment 
it  must  be  proved  that  notice  was  given  as  the  laws  provide 
within  the  specified  time.^^^  And  where  the  association  claims 
a  forfeiture  for  non-payment  of*  an  assessment,  it  must  show  that 
the  member  was  notified  in  the  manner  prescribed  by  the  by- 
laws.^^^  The  company  may,  however,  adopt  a  different  method 
than  that  prescribed  in  the  by-laws,  as  by  custom,  and  thereby 
become  estopped.^'*  Whether  notice  was  given  or  not  is  a  ques- 
tion of  fact.^'*  If,  under  the  laws  of  the  society  which  is  com- 
posed of  a  supreme  and  subordinate  lodges  the  latter  are  to  pay 
assessments  upon  notice  from  the  former,  no  liability  is  imposed 
upon  the  subordinate  lodge  or  its  members,  until  due  notice  in 
conformity  with  the  laws  of  the  order  is  given,  and  good  stand-

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big  is  not  lost  by  a  failure  to  pay  an  assessment  of  which  no 
notice  is  given.^'^  And  no  obligation  rests  upon  the  members  of 
the  subordinate  lodge  to  pay  an  assessment  until  they  in  turn 
are  notified  of  it  in  conformity  with  the  laws  of  the  order.^'^  The 
Court  of  Appeals  of  Missouri  thus  states  the  law  in  regard  to 
notice  of  assessments  in  these  associations:  ^'*  ''There  are  many 
cases  where  a  person  must,  at  his  peril,  act  upon  the  knowledge 
of  a  particular  fact,  however  derived,  or  upon  such  information 
as  should  reasonably  put  him  upon  inquiry.  But  wherever  the 
special  law  of  the  notice  prescribes  the  form  "and  manner  in  which 
it  is  to  be  given,  especially  when  a  forfeiture  may  result,  the 
party  to  be  affected  will,  as  a  general  rule,  not  be  bound  by  notice 
given  in  any  other  form  or  manner.  Thus,  when  a  man's  rights 
are  to  be  adjudicated  in  a  court  of  justice,  he  is  entitled  to  just 
the  form,  manner  and  time  of  notice  that  are  directed  by  the 
statute;  otherwise  he  will  not  be  bound  by  the  proceedings,  al- 
though bodily  present  in  the  court  room,  'Seeing  and  hearing  all 
that  may  be  done.  The  indorser  of  a  promissory  note  may  have 
a  personal  knowledge  of  the  maker's  intention  not  to  pay,  or  of 
his  failure  to  pay,  at  maturity.  Yet  the  holder  cannot  subject 
him  to  any  liability,  without  a  notice  of  the  dishonor,  given  in 
the  form,  time  and  manner,  established  by  commercial  law  and 
usage.  Mrs.  Siebert  might  have  heard  a  rumor,  or  have  been 
informed  by  a  friend,  that  assessment  No.  72  had  been  declared, 
and  must  be  paid  by  a  certain  time.  But  she  had  a  right  to  dis- 
believe the  rumor,  or  the  friend,  until  a  knowledge  of  the  fact 
was  brought  home  to  her  in  the  way  for  which  she  had  stipulated 
in  her  contract  with  the  association.  That  contract  was  visible 
in  the  printed  laws  of  the  association,  and  in  her  acceptance  of 
them  in  her  application  for  membership."

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case  the  Supreme  Court  of  Illinois  said:^'^  '*It  was  competent 
for  the  contracting  parties  to  fix  their  own  terms  in  this  respect, 
and  having  fixed  them,  they  must  abide  by  them.  Thirty  days 
after  the  date  of  the  notice,  but  not  until  then,  the  parties  have 
contracted,  if  the  money  is  not  paid,  the  certificate  slfall  be  void. 
There  was,  therefore,  no  obligation  to  make  a  tender,  in  the  ab- 
sence of  a  notice,  for  the  purpose  of  preventing  a  J^orfeiture.'* 
But  if  the  by-laws  provide  for  payment  of  assessments  at  fixed 
'  times  without  notice,  the  member  is  entitled  to  none.  In  a  case 
where  this  question  was  involved,*^'^  the  court  said:  ''The  regu- 
lar assessments  levied  by  the  defendant  order  to  p'ay  death  losses 
are  classified  according  to  the  age  of  the  members.  They  are 
monthly,  and  payable  on  or  before  the  28th  day  of  each  month. 
They  are  as  regular  as  clockwork ;  are  certain  as  to  amount  'and 
time  of  payment;  hence  no  special  notice  of  their  levy  or  of  the 
amount  or  time  of  payment  was  necessary.  A  member  holding 
a  beneficiary  certificate*  of  the  order  receives  this  notice  once  for 
all  when  he  receives  the  certificate,  which,  in  effect,  incorporates 
this  IsLvc  of  the  order  into  the  contract  ot  insurance ;  and  a  mem- 
ber, by  accepting  the  certificate,  agrees  to  pay  the  monthly  as- 
sessments as  required  by  Law  196,  as  a  condition  precedent  to 
the  continuance  of  his  certificate  in  force.  That  it  is  competent 
for  a  beneficiary  association  and  a  member  thereof,  to  so  agree, 
it  seems  to  us,  admits  of  no  doubt,^  and  that  sudi  an  agreement 
is  just  and  fair  to  all  the  members  of  the  order  holding  insurance 
certificates  is  self-evident.'*  In  "an  action  on  a  certificate  issued 
by  a  mutual  life  insurance  company,  conditioned  that  failure  to 
pay  assessments  thirty  days  after  notice  should  avoid  the  same, 
it  appeared  that  two  other  members  of  the  family  of  the  assured 
were  holders  of  certificates  in  the  same  company,  and  that  three 
notices  of  the  assessment  inclosed  in  one  envelope  were  received 
by  one  of  them.    It  was  held  ^^*  that  a  finding  that  notice  was

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not  mailed  to  the  insured  would  not  be  disturbed,  such  mailing 
being  proved  only  by  the  general  course  of  business  of  the  com- 
pany. Mortality  assessments  are  not  premiums  within  the  mean- 
ing of  the  New  York  statute  requiring  notice  before  forfeiture,^** 
because  they  are  uncertain  in  lamount  and  time  of  payment  and 
are  only  payable  on  notice  and  demand.  Where  the  by-laws  re- 
quired payment  of  assessments  within  thirty  days  after  notice 
and  an  illegal  notice  was  issued  May  26th  which  was  validated 
at  a  lodge  meeting  on  July  11th,  such  action  amounts  to  an  ex- 
tension of  time  of  payment  to  August  llth.^** 

§  487.  The  Same  Subject :  Contents  of  Notice.— The  contents 
of  the  notice  and  its  form  should  conform  to  the  requirements  of 
the  by-laws  or  constitution  of  the  society.  If  official  stamp  of 
the  collector  is  required  its  omission  will  vitiate  the  notice.^** 
Thus,  where  the  by-laws  required  'a  notice  of  an  assessment  to 
be  given  to  the  members,  which  should  include  a  list  of  deaths 
since  the  last  assessment  notice  and  notify  them  of  the  amount 
due  to  the  benefit  fund,  a  notice  which  did  not  do  this  was  held 
void.*^*'  In  this  case  the  Supreme  Court  of  Michigan  said:  "The 
defendant  company  was  insisting  on  a  forfeiture.  The  entire  de- 
fense rested  upon  it  to  defeat  the  plaintiff's  claim.  Forfeitures 
of  poBcies  of  insurance  are  not  to  be  favored.  The  beneficiaries 
under  them  are,  perhaps,  we  may  safely  say,  in  two-thirds  of  the 
cases,  persons  not  learned  in  the  technicalities  of  the  language 
in  which  they  are  not  unf requently  couched ;  and  in  construing 
them  courts  will,  whenever  a  forfeiture  is  claimed,  preserve,  if 
possible,  the  equitable^  right  of  the  holder.  The  two  things  omitted 
in  this  notice  mailed  were  to  be  notified  to  Mr.  Miner ;  and  the 
time  for  making  payment,  which  gave  the  right  to  the  forfeiture 
claimed,  did  not  begin  to  run  until  the  proper  notice  was  given 
as  required  by  the  by-law  quoted.  And  there  was  something  of 
substance  *in  the  part  omitted  from  the  notice.    In  case  of  the

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absence  or  loss  of  his  certificate  the  notice  would  furnish  him 
with  the  only  information  of  the  amount  he  was  called  upon  to 
pay ;  and  the  member  was  entitled  to  know  the  number  of  deaths 
since  the  last  ^issessment,  for  by  this  information  alone  could  he 
form  wiy  opinion  as  to  the  honest  administration  of  the  com- 
pany's affairs,  or  as  to  the  care  exercised  in  the  selection  of  lives 
and  members. ' '  ^**  Want  of  a  seal  on  the  notice  will  not  invali- 
date it,^*^  and  a  notice  is  good  if  under  seal  of  the  lodge  though 
unsigned;  ^*'  a  member  is  not  entitled  to  notice  of  the  suspension 
of  the  lodge  unless  the  by-laws  so  provide.^*^  The  requirements 
of  the  by-luws  relative  to  the  form  and  contents  of  the  notice  may 
be  waived  by  the  member  as  by  paying  assessments  under  an 
informal  notice ;  '**  an  application  for  reinstatement  is  a  waiver 
of  any  defects  in  the  notice  of  the  assessments  under  which  the 
member  was  suspended.'^*'  Refusal  to  pay  on  grounds  other  than 
want  of  notice  is  a  circumstance  to  show  notice.^'®  A  notice  re- 
quiring payment  in  thirty  days  when  the  by-laws  allowed  forty, 
was  held  a  nuUity,^^^  and  so  with  a  twenty-eight-day  notice,  the 
by-laws  requiring  thirty. '^^^  Where  the  notice  is  required  to  be 
j^ven  by  a  certain  person,  as  by  the  general  secretary,  the  notice

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miut  be  signed  by  him,  but  may  be  mailed  by  one  subordinate, 
as  the  local  secretary.**' 


§  488.  The  Same  Subject:  Service  of  Notice.— Notice  may  be 
giyen  in  any  way  the  by-laws  may  prescribe,  for  the  parties  may 
agree  what  shall  or  shall  not  be  notice.  And  they  may  agree 
that  assessments  shall  be  pn^id  without  notice.**^  If  the  by-laws 
provide  that  notice  may  be  given  by  mail  it  is  sufficient  to  prove 
the  mailing;  and  the  failure  of  the  notice  to  reach  the  assured, 
by  reasons  of  its  miscarriage  in  the  mail,  or  the  absence  of  the 
assured,  will  not  excuse  the  non-payment  of  the  assessment  within 
the  prescribed  time.***  It  must,  however,  be  mailed  to  the  correct 
address.***  Notice  to  the  husband  is  not  notice  to  the  wife,  though 
both  be  members.**^  It  is  competent  for  the  parties  to  agree 
what  shall  be  notice  and' it  is  enough  to  conform  to  the  agree- 
ment as  contained  in  the  by-laws,  as,  for  example,  that  publica- 
tion in  a  newspaper  shall  be  notice.***  And  if  it  is  provided  that 
notice  shall  be  given  by  publication,  the  mailing  of  the  paper 
containing  a  notice  of  assessment  is  mailed  within  a  reasonable 
time  on  the  4th  day  of  the  month,""*  but  publishing  a  nptice  of 
the  assessment  in  the  official  newspaper  does  not  amount  to  send- 
ing notice,  the  laws  providing  that  written  or  printed  notice  shall

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be  made  and  sent  as  the  society  may  provide.^*^  Where  the  char- 
ter provided  that  the  members  should  be  notified  of  assessments' 
by  circular  or  verbally,  and  that  if  they  did  not  pay  within  a 
fixed  time  they  would  forfeit  their  rights,  it  was  held  that  such 
personal  liability  could  not  attach  by  merely  mailing  the  notice 
if  it  was  not  in  fact  received.^"®*  In  this  case*^"®^  the  Court  says: 
"As  to  the  second  point,  was  the  fact  of  mailing  the  paper  which 
contained  the  information  for  the  member  sufficient  of  itself  to 
constitute  the  notification  required  by  the  charter?  The  propo- 
sition here  is  that  it  makes  no  difference  whether  the  member 
ever  gets  knowledge  of  the  assessment  upon  him  or  not,  provided 
notice  of  it  is  regularly  mailed  to  him,  and  therefore  the  conten- 
tion is  to  be  viewed  on  the  assumption  that  he  does  not  get  it. 
The  language  of  the  charter  is  that  the  member  is  to  be  ^notified 
by  the  secretary  or  otherwise,  either  by  circular  or  a  verbal  no- 
tice/  The  consequences  to  flow  from  this  notification  are  ad- 
mitted to  be  important.  A  fixed  personal  liability  is  to  depend 
upon  it;  and  further,  in  case  of  failure  to  respond  by  payment 
of  the  sum  assessed  as  communicated  by  the  'notice,'  during  a 
given  number  of  days,  the  member  is  to  stand  unprotected  by  his 
policy  and  wholly  without  remedy  or  redress  in  case  of  loss.  In 
principle  it  is  not  easy  to  distinguish  the  nature  of  the  required 
notification  from  the  office  and  object  of  service  of  process,  and 
here  would  seem  to  be  as  muph  reason  for  real  notice  in  the  case 
in  question  as  in  the  case  of  an  action.  The  destruction  of  a  mail, 
or  accidents  preventing  the  delivery  of  matter,  or  even  a  consid- 
erably delay,  might  at  Sthy  time,  without  fault  of  the  person  in- 
sured, eventuate  in  widespread  loss  and  injustice.  No  construe* 
tion,  open  to  so  much  objection,  should  be  admitted  unless  ren- 
dered necessary  by  the  terms  of  the  charter;  and  they  do  not 
require  it.  On  the  contrary,  they  contemplate  that  the  members 
shall  have  real  information  of  the  assessment.  The  provision  is 
not  that  notice  or  information  shall  be  mailed,  or  sent  or  for- 
warded.   The  members  are  to  be  'notified,' — that  is,  informed;

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to  have  made  known  to  them  the  fact  of  the  assessment;  and 
this  is  permitted  to  be  done  either  by  oral  statements  to  the  mem- 
bers or  by  delivery  to  them  of  written  statements  through  the 
agency  of  the  postoffice  or  some  other."  Mailing  the  notice  is 
sufficient  if  it  was  in  fact  received.^*^  Where  the  assessment  was 
payable  thirty  days  after  notice  and  no  notice  was  received,  no 
forfeiture  will  result  in  the  absence  of  an  express  provision  to 
that  effect  ;'*'  and  if  the  assessment  be  payable  a  specified  length 
of  time  after  notice  such  notice  must  be  actual  and  it  is  not 
enough  that  the  notice  was  taken  from  the  postoffice  by  an  un- 
authorized person  and  was  in  fact  never  seen  by  the  assured,  he 
being  too  sick  at  the  time  to  imderstand  any  business  and  the 
envelope  being  unopened ;  ^*'  and  especially  if  the  assessment  is 
payable  a  certain  length  of  time  after  reception  of  notice.^'^  If 
the  laws  of  the  society  provide  that  the  member  shall  be  notified 
of  assessments,  but  does  not  state  how  he  shall  be  notified,  the 
notice  must  be  personal  and  actual.  ^*^  Where  no  method  of  notice 
is  prescribed  it  is  sufficient  to  give  actual  notice  and  personal 
notice  is  a  publication  within  the  meaning  of  that  term  used  in 
the  by-laws.^**  A  provision  in  the  laws  of  a  benefit  association 
that  notice  of  an  assessment  should  be  mailed  by  the  financier 
of  the  subordinate  lodge  not  later  than  the  8th  of  the  month  has

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been  held  to  be  directory  only  and  not  essential.^*'  If  a  letter  be 
mailed  the  presumption  is  that  it  was  received. 

The  regular  address  of  a  member  means  the  place  where  the 
member  would  be  likely  to  get  his  mail.  To  sustain  a  forfeiture 
for  non-payment  it  must  appear  that  the  notice  was  received  by 
the  member  in  time  for  him  to  have  acted  upon  it  where  it  was 
not  delivered  at  his  regular  address,^'^  and  where  the  by-laws 
provides  for  notice  by  mailing  to  the  last  known  address,  it  is 
immaterial  that  the  secretary  knew  that  the  member  had 
moved.^*'  The  custom  of  giving  notice  of  an  assessment  may  be 
a  waiver  of  a  right  of  forfeiture  for  non-payment  without  such 
notice.^^*^ 

Where  the  officers  of  an  association  agreed  to  send  a  notice  to 
a  third  person  in  behalf  of  an  insane  member  such  agreement 
must  be  complied  with.^'^^ 

§  489.  From  What  Time  the  Period  Allowed  for  the  Payment 
of  Assessment  Dates. — ^Where  the  laws  of  the  society  require  that 
the  assessments  shall  be  paid  within  a  certain  number  of  days 
"from  the  date  of  the  notice"  thereof,  the  date  will  be  construed 
to  mean  the  day  it  is  delivered  or  received,  and  not  the  date  writ- 
ten in  the  notice  or  the  day  it  is  mailed,  and  in  computing  the 
number  of  days  the  day  on  which  the  notice  is  received  will  be 
excluded.^''*    But,  by  agreement  of  the  parties,  the  period  may

run  from  the  time  of  mailing  the  notice.^'''  Where  notice  was 
required  to  be  given  '*at  once,"  but  the  secretary  did  not  send  it 
until  thirteen  days  had  elapsed,  such  notice  requiring  payment 
to  be  made  within  thirty  days  from  its  date  :and  the  member  died 
thirty-four  days  after  the  date  of  the  notice,  it  was  held  that  no 
forfeiture  resulted.^''*  "Where,  by  the  terms  of  the  contract,  the 
assured  agreed  ^to  pay  to  the  association  an  assessment  upon  the 
death  of  any  member,  *' within  thirty  days  after  date  of  said 
death,  being  notified  thereof  by  publication  in  one  daily  news- 
paper published  in  the  city  of  New  Orleans,  in  English,  German, 
and  one  in  French,  for  five  consecutive  days,"  it  was  held  that 
under  this  clause  the  assured  was  allowed  the  entire  thirty  days, 
commencing  and  counting  from  :and  after  the  last  five  days  of 
publication,  within  which  to  pay  an  assessment.^^^  But  the  laws 
of  the  society  may  provide  otherwise,  in  which  case  the  agree- 
ment of  the  parties  determines  the  question.^^*  The  member  has 
until  midnight  of  the  day  on  which  the  assessment  is  due  to  pay 
it."'  The  member  may  waive  the  manner  of  giving  the  notice 
of  an  assessment  as  by  corresponding  with  the  company  about 
paying  it,*''^  or  by  a  custom  of  paying  assessments  on  informal 
notice.'^* 

The  court  will  construe  the  laws  as  to  payment  liberally,  and 
where  it  was  uncertain  at  what  time  an  assessment  was  to  be  paid 
or  whether  a  double  payment  was  required,  it  will  give  the  mem- 
ber the  benefit  of  the  doubt.***

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§  490.    Manner  of  Paying  Assesanent.— What  is  Payment— 

Unless  the  constitution  and  by-laws  require  the  payment  of  the 
assessment  in  money  there  is  no  reason  why  the  same  rul«  should 
not  apply  as  in  the  case  of  life  insurance  companies  and  payment 
be  made  by  note,  check,  money  order  or  anything  that  may  be 
accepted  by  the  agent  as  money  ;^'^  such  as  an  agreement  to  pay 
in  printing  ;^^^  or  a  check  which  was  mailed  in  accordance  with 
a  former  practice  ;^*'  and  if  the  custom  or  notice  authorizes  the 
inference,  mailing  the  remittance  is  payment.*'*  In  the  absence 
of  a  custom,  check  mailed  before  the  day  for  payment  but  not 
received  until  afterwards  is  not  payment.***  It  is  no  excuse  for 
non-payment  of  an  assessment  that  the  company  owes  the  mem- 
ber a  less  sum  if  he  does  not  offer  to  pay  the  balance.***  Nor,  if 
the  society  is  indebted  to  the  member,  is  it  bound  to  apply  the 
indebtedness  to  the  payment  of  an  assessment  unless  directed  to 
do  so  by  the  member.**^  Payment  may  be  made  to  any  officer 
authorized  to  receive,  either  in  the  lodge  or  on  the  street,***  any 
custom  and  usage  to  the  contrary  notwithstanding.***  But  pay- 
ment must  be  made  to  the  officer  authorized  to  receive  the  money; 
if  made  to  any  other  person  it  must  be  shown  that  the  proper 
person  got  the  money.**®    If,  however,  the  laws  authorize  the

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secretary  to  employ  an  assistant  and  by  custom  the  wife  of  the 
secretary  has  acted  as  such  assistant  and  received  the  payments, 
a  payment  to  her  will  be  good."^  Unless  the  laws  of  the  order 
provide  that  local  or  subordinate  lodges  may  extend  credit  for 
assessments,  this  cannot  be  done,  and  if,  by  the  rules  of  the  so- 
ciety, non-payment  of  an  assessment  ipso  facto  works  a  suspen- 
sion, or  forfeiture,  then  the  only  thing  that  will  save  the  non- 
paying  member  is  for  his  lodge  to  pay  the  assessment  for  him. 
This  it  may  do  unless  its  laws  forbid,  and  in  event  of  its  paying 
the  assessment  the  member  becomes  the  debtor  of  the  lodge.^®' 
But  if  the  laws  of  the  order  require  that  to  suspend  a  member 
for  non-payment  of  an  assessment  some  affirmative  action  be 
taken  by  the  lodge,  failure  on  the  part  of  the  latter  to  do  such 
affirmative  act,  required  to  effect  a  suspension,  does  not  change 
the  status  of  the  delinquent  member  who  remains  in  good  stand- 
ing until  suspended  by  the  lodge.  This  failure  on  the  part  of  the 
lodge  to  take  action  may  virtually  amount  to  giving  credit,  for 
the  member  may  pay  up  before  anything  is  done.  And  the  lodge 
thus  remiss  in  its  duty  is  of  course  responsible  to  its  superior  for 
its  action.'***  Payment  can  be  made  within  the  time  allowed  by 
the  notice  though  the  member  be  dead,*^®^^  and  even  if  not  paid, 
when  the  member  dies  before  the  time  of  payment  has  expired, 
no  forfeiture  can  be  claimed.^**  A  society  is  not  bound  to  apply 
the  amount  paid  on  a  regular  assessment  to  the  additional  pre- 
mium required  to  be  paid  on  engaging  in  a  certain  occupation.^^^ 
Where  a  member  offered  to  pay  dues  to  the  officer  whose  duty 
it  was  to  receive  same  and  he  refused  to  accept  payment,  the 
association  cannot  claim  forfeiture.^*^    In  such  case  the  collector

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is  the  agent  of  the  society.^**  A  custom  of  payment  of  dues  to  a 
third  person  who  remits  them,  if  acquiesced  in  by  the  society, 
does  not  work  a  forfeiture  if  a  payment  is  made  and  such  third 
party  fails  to  p^ay  over  the  money.^^^  Payment  to  a  local  agent 
is  payment  to  the  company.^*^  A  tender  to  the  collector  of  a  cur- 
rent assessment  is  a  sufficient  tender  and  cannot  be  applied  to 
payment  of  a  previous  assessment  advanced  by  the  collector.^'* 
The  secretary  of  the  association  cannot  apply  the  remittance  for 
a  certain  assessment  to  the  payment  of  a  previous  unpaid  Cess- 
ment without  authority.***  "Where  a  member  deposited  to  the 
credit  of  the  society  the  amount  of  one  assessment  in  advance  in 
accordance  with  the  rules  of  the  society,  he  is  not  delinquent  on 
a  subsequent  assessment  so  long  as  such  advance  payment  is  held 
by  the  society.**^  Payment  by  the  treasurer  of  a  subordinate 
council  of  the  assessment  of  a  member  after  required  time  had. 
elapsed  for  payment  is  not  a  payment  by  the  individual  mem- 
ber,**^ and  where  the  collector  did  not  know  that  an  assessment 
paid  by  a  beneficiary  was  without  the  consent  of  the  member,  the 
company  is  not  estopped  to  allege  want  of  authority  in  the  bene^ 
ficiary  to  make  the  payment.***  The  payment  of  an  assessment 
in  default  is  valid  if  authorized  by  a  member  when  well,  though 
payment  was  made  when  he  was  unconscious  from  a  fatal  in- 
jury.***   Illness  of  a  member  is  no  ground  for  refusing  to  accept

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his  dues  in  absence  of  false  statements  in  the  application,^^^  and 
the  deposit  of  the  tcrtal  amount  of  assessments  collected  by  an 
oflScer  of  a  society  without  retention  of  commissions  is  payment 
of  his  own  assessments.*^*  The  by-laws  of  an  association  often 
contain  a  provision  that  a  member  sick  is  entitled  to  have  his 
assessments  paid  for  him  by  the  local  lodge.  Such  provisioks 
will  have  a  reasonable  interpretation,  but  the  fact  that  the.  lodge 
owes  the  member  for  sick  benefits  does  not  defeat  the  right  of 
the  general  order  to  set  up  non-payment  as.  a  defense,  the  by- 
laws providing  that  the  supreme  body  is  not  responsible  for  sick 
benefits.**^  If  the  by-law  requires  notice  of  sickness  in  order  to 
entitle  the  member  to  have  his  assessments  paid,  sickness  in 
absence  of  required  notice  is  no  excuse  for  the  non-payment  of 
an  assessment.*^*  An  agreement  on  the  part  of  the  lodge  to  pay 
a  certain  amount  for  sick  benefits  and  apply  same  to  the  payment 
of  assessments,  the  lodge  having  money  on  h^and  sufficient  for  the 
pupose,  is  binding  and  constitutes  a  payment,*^*  and  if  the  by- 
laws provide  that  a  member  when  sick  cannot  be  suspended,  it  is 
immaterial  that  while  sick  the  member  admitted  that  she  was  in 
arrears  and  did  not  intend  to  pay  up  nor  continue  the  insur- 
ance.**^ Payment  to  a  former  collector  will  not  prevent  a  sus- 
pension unless  he  pays  the  same  over  to  the  lodge  within  the  time 
stipulated  by  the  laws  of  the  order.***

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§  491.  What  Does  Not  Excnse  Non-Payment. — ^Neither  insan- 
ity,  sickness  nor  absence  is  an  excuse  for  non-payment  of  assess- 
ments, the  payment  being  an  act  that  can  be  performed  for  the 
member  by  some  other  person.*^^  Nor  can  the  fact  advantage 
that  enough  was  due  the  member  from  another  but  distinct  fund 
of*  the  lodge  to  pay  the  assessment.**'  But  it  would,  of  course, 
-be  competent  for  the  parties  to  agree  in  a  competent  way,  as  in 
the  by-laws  of  the  society,  that  sickness  or  any  other  condition 
of  the  member  should  excuse  the  payment.***  Many  orders  have 
a  provision  that  in  case  of  sickness  of  a  member  his  assessments 
shall  be  paid  for  him  by  the  lodge.  Such  a  law  is  valid,  but  the 
member  must  bring  himself  within  its  terms  by  compliance  with 
the  required  conditions.***^  Failure  of  a  lodge  to  act  on  a  card 
may  be  an  excuse.***  Insolvency  of  the  association  excuses  pay- 
ment,**''  or  violation  of  charter.***    Or  a  demand  for  an  excessive

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amount  not  authorized  by  the  contract.*"  But  failure  of  the 
proper  officer  to  receive  the  money  in  time  does  not  excuse.***' 
Nor  a  failure  of  the-  subordinate  lodge  to  hold  meetings.*^^ 

An  agreement  by  the  clerk  of  the  local  camp  to  pay  assessments  . 
of  a  member  is  no  defense,  because  of  the  statute  prohibiting 
waiver  by  lodges.***  Belief  by  the  beneficiary  that  insured  is 
dead  is  no  excuse  for  her  failure  to  pay  an  assessment,**'  and  the 
custom  of  the  secretary  to  go  to  the  homes  of  members  to  collect 
assessments,  of  which  the  Supreme  Lodge  had  no  notice,  is  a 
mere  courtesy  on  which  no  rights  could  be  based.***  But  the 
action  of  the  collector  in  collecting  overdue  premiums  may  be 
binding  on  the  Supreme  Body  because  of  knowledge,**^  A  mem- 
ber is  riot  in  default  for  non-payment  of  assessments  if  the  by- 
laws authorize  a  loan  fund  whereby  the  lodge  pays  the  assess- 
ment.*** Where  the  amount  due  under  a  life  policy  for  sick 
benefits  was  sufficient  to  pay  the  premiums  until  the  death  of  the 
insured,  such  amount  should  have  been  applied  by  the  company 
for  that  purpose  and  prevents  forfeiture.**'^  Where  a  local  agent 
refused  to  receive  the  monthly  assessment  which  was  tendered,' 
the  insured  was  not  obligated  to  make  tenders  of  subsequent  as- 
s^sments.**'

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such  assessment  only  makes  him  liable  to  expulsion  from  the  so- 
ciety or  suspension  from  its  benefits,  for  which  some  affirmative 
action  of  the  lodge,  or  society,  is  necessary,  and  the  mere  act  of 
the  secretary  in  marking  the  member's  account  as  ''suspended'' 
is  not  sufficient.^'^  If  the  member  is  by  some  affirmative  act  sus- 
pended by  the  lodge,  and  has  notice  of  such  act  and  does  not 
exercise  the  right  of  appeal  secured  him  by  the  laws  of  the  order, 
the  action  of  the  lodge,  if  such  lodge  had  jurisdiction,  is  final  and 
canfiot  be  assailed  in  an  action  on  the  certificate  after  a  mem- 
ber's death.**^  But  the  attempt  of  a  superior  officer,  or  lodge, 
to  suspend  a  lodge  or  its  members,  without  notice  and  authority 
to  try  such  lodge  or  members,  is  a  usurpation  which  cannot  affect 
the  legal  rights  or  status  of  anyone.*'^  Forfeiture  cannot  be  de- 
clared after  the  death  of  the  member.**^  Neither  can  the  pay- 
ment of  assessments  after  the  death  of  the  member,  if  the  laws 
do  not  authorize  the  payment,  save  the  forfeiture.***  If,  how- 
ever, by  the  laws  of  the  society,  non-payment  of  an  assessment 
operates  as  a  forfeiture,  time  is  of  the  essence  of  the  contract 
and  the  member  must  elect,  every  time  he  is  called  upon  to  pay 
an  assessment,  either  to  pay  within  the  stipulated  time,  or  suffer 
the  penalty  of  loss  of  membership  and  its  benefits  by  neglecting 
or  refusing  to  pay  within  that  time.***  Judge  Seymour  D.  Thomp-

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son,  of  the  St.  Louis  Court  of  Appeals,  thus  states  the  rule  and 
its  modifications :  *'^  ''It  was  argued  in  behalf  of  the  plaintiff,  at 
the  bar,  that  there  was  no  forfeiture  in  this  case,  because  the  dec- 
laration of  a  forfeiture  is  a  judicial  act,  and  neither  Ada  Lodge, 
nor  any  other  judiciM*y  having  the  power  to  declare  a  forfeiture, 
had  so  adjudged.  This  contention  has  no  foundation,  in  view  of 
the  fact  that  under  the  provision  of  Section  3,  of  Law  2,  above 
quoted,  it  is  not  necessary  that  the  lodge  or  any  other  judicatory 
of  the  order  should  adjudge  a  forfeiture  against  a  delinquent 
member  for  non-payment  of  an  assessment  for  a  death  benefit, 
but  that,  on  the  contrary,  the  suspension  attaches  by  operation 
of  law.  There  is,  in  view  of  this  provision,  a  plain  distinction 
between  this  case  and  cases  which  have  arisen  under  the  con- 
stating instruments  of  mutual  insurance  companies,  and  other 
benevolent  orders  of 'this  character,  where  the  governing  statute 
recites  that  for  the  non-payment  of  dues,  or  other  named  delin- 
quency, the  member  may  be  suspended  by  the  lodge  or  other 
judicatory.  Here  the  member  is  not  suspended  until  the  lodge 
or  other  designated  judicatory  exercises  "the  power  o^  suspen- 
sion.*'*  The  reason  is  that,  whatever  right  the  lodge,  or  the  or- 
der, may  have  against  the  member  for  an  infraction  of  its  rules, 
must  be  sought  in  conformity  with  the  laws  and  rules  of  the 
order.  The  remedy  therein  prescribed  must  be  exhausted  before 
resort  can  be  had  to  the  judicial  courts.*''^  But  where,  as  in  this 
case,  the  suspension  attaches  by  operation  of  law  upon  an  event 
named,  and  the  member  dies  before  the  suspension  has  been  set 
aside,  in  conformity  with  the  rules  of  the  order,  there  can  be  no 
recovery  upon  his  benefit  certificate.  This  view  is  generally  sus- 
tained by  the  authorities.*'*    The  question  is  one  of  construction

the  rights  to  benefits,  which  were  suspended  with  the  suspension

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of  the  lodge,  are  restored  with  its  restoration.**®  A  lodge  may 
be  suspended  by  its  superior  body  for  non-prayment  of  an  assess- 
ment/*^ but  if  the  subordinate  lodge  was  to  be  notified  of  the 
assessment  it  eannot  be  suspended  if  it  never  received  the  no- 
tice.**^  And  generally  if  notice  of  suspension  is  required  by  the 
contract  it  must  be  given.**'  If  it  is  the  custom  of  the  lodge  to 
give  a  suspended  member  notice  of  that  fact,  such  notice  is  neces- 
sary to  work  a  forfeiture,***  and  so  if  the  by-laws  provide  for 
notice.**^  The  court  will  construe  the  laws  so  as  to  avoid  for- 
feiture, if  possible.*** 

A  reinsuring  company,  in  declaring  a  forfeiture  for  non-pay- 
ment of  premium,  can  rely 'upon  the  provisions  of  the  original 
certificate.**^  Under  the  peculiar  wording  of  a  by-law  it  was 
held  •**  that  in  order  to  work  a  forfeiture  the  member  must  be  de- 
hnquent  in  both  dues  and  assessments.  A  refusal  of  a  lodge  to 
pay  a  member's  assessment  for  one  month,  having  paid  several 
prior  contributions,  such  refusal  did  not  forfeit  the  member's 
rights  unless  he  had  notice  thereof.  A  custom^of  a  lodge  to  pay  a 
member's  assessments  cannot  be  discontinued  without  notice  to 
him.***

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§  493.  Suspension  of  Lodge  for  Failnre  to  Remit  Assessments 
Collected  From  Members. — ^It  is  usual  for  the  by-laws  of  a  fra- 
ternal beneficiary  society  to  provide  that  the  failure  of  a  subor- 
dinate lodge  to  remit  to  the  superior  body,  within  a  specified  time, 
the  assessments  collected  from  the  members  of  such  subordinate 
lodge,  shall  work  a  suspension  of  such  lodge  and  all  the  rights 
of  its  members.  A  provision  is  also  contained  in  the  by-laws  of 
many  associations,  that  the  officers  of  the  subordinate  lodge,  so 
far  as  the  collection  and  remitting  of  assessi^ents  is  concerned, 
shall  be  the  agents  of  the  members  and  not  of  the  superior  body. 
Wherever  such  provisions  have  come  before  the  courts  they  have 
held  with  practical  unanimity  that^the  duty  of  the  member  is 
discharged  by  payment  of  his  assessments  to  the  officer  desig- 
nated by  the  laws  of  the  society  to  receive  them,  and  his  rights 
will  not  be  affected  by  failure  of  such  officer  of  the  lodge,  or  any 
other  officer  of  the  subordinate  lodge  to  remit  the  amount  col- 
lected to  the  supreme  or  grand  body.  In  construing  a  provision 
of  this  kind  the  Supreme  Court  of  Michigan  said :  •^^  *'One  of  the 
defendant's  laws  provides:  'In  receiving  money  from  members 
in  payment  of  relief  fund  assessments,  and  in  all  acts  performed 
in  complying  with  the  relief  fund  laws  of  the  order,  the  subor- 
dinate lodge  and  its  officers  are  the  agents  of  the  members,  and 
not  the  agents  of  the  Supreme  Lodge. '  It  is  now  urged  that  the 
plaintiff  cannot  recover,  because  Mrs.  Wagner's  agent,  the  local 
lodge,  neglected  to  remit  her  dues  to  the  grand  lodge.  This  is 
in  effect  saying  to  the  members  of  the  defendant:  *The  local 
lodge  is  authorized  to  receive  the  dues  from  the  members  to  be 
remitted  to  us  (the  Supreme  Lodge),  but  you  pay  it  there  at 
your  risk.  If  our  agent,  who  is  authorized  to  receive  this  money, 
falls  to  pay  it  to  us,  it  is  your  loss,  and  not  ours.*  A  merchant 
might  as  well  say  to  his  debtors :  *Mr.  A,  my  collector,  is  author- 
ized to  receive  the  money  you  owe  me,  but  you  must  see  that  he 
gets  the  money  to  me,  or  you  will  not  be  relieved  from  liability.' 
This  question  was  before  the  Supreme  Court  of  the  United  States 
in  Supreme  Lodge  v.  Withers,*^^  and  the  court  said:  'To  invest 
him  (the  secretary)  with  the  duties  of  an  agent,  and  to  deny  his 
agency,  is  a  mere  juggling  with  words.    Defendant  cannot  thus

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play  fast  and  loose  with-  its  own  subordinates.  Upon  its  theory 
the  policy-holders  had  absolutely  no  protection.  They  were  bound 
to  make  their  monthly  payments  to  the  secretary  of  the  section, 
who  was  bound  to  remit  them  to  the  board  of  control ;  but  they 
could  not  compel  him  to  remit  and  were  thus  completely  at  his 
mercy.  If  he  chose  to  play  in  the  hands  of  the  company,  it  was 
possible  for  him,  by  delaying  his  remittance  until  after  the  end 
of  the  month,  to  cause  a  suspension  of  every  certificate  within 
his  jurisdiction.'  ''^^^  A  suspension  of  a  local  lodge  for  non- 
payment of  an  assessment  after  a  tender  when  due  is  unauthor- 
ized and  does  not  preclude  recovery  on  the  certificate  of  a  de- 
ceased member.*** 

§  494.  Sdnstatement. — The  laws  of  benefit  societies  generally 
provide  that  a  member,  suspended  for  non-payment  of  an  assess- 
ment, may  be  restored  upon  doing- certain  acts.  On  principle 
these  laws  are  to  receive  a  liberal  construction.  Where  the  rights 
of  a  suspended  member  were  to  be  restored,  upon  his  payment 
of  arrearages,  it  Was  held  that  he  did  not  have  to  tender  the 
amount  at  a  meeting  of  the  lodge,  but  might  pay  to  the  proper 
financial  officer  at  any  place,  and  that  no  consent  or  action  on 
the  part  of  the  lodge  was  necessary  to  his  restoration.***  So 
where  the  laws  are  not  altogether  clear,  the  payment  and  accept-

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ance  of  arrearages  will  be  held  to  amount  to  reinstatement/^* 
A  case  was  decided  in  New  York,*^*  in  which  the  facts  were 
these :  The  defendant  issued  to  one  Dennis  a  certificate  of  mem- 
bership, to  which  were  annexed  rules  and  conditions,  one  of  which 
required  that  the  members  should,  within  thirty  days  after  the 
mailing  of  a  notice  of  assessment,  pay  the  same,  and  provided 
that  if  the  assessment  should  not  be  received  by  the  company 
within  that  time  the  contract  should  lapse  and  be  void,  but  that 
"for  valid  reasons  to  the  officers  of  the  association  (such  as  a 
failure  to  receive  notice  of  an  assessment),  he  may  be  reinstated 
upon  paying  assessment  arrearages."  On  February  12,  1886,  a 
notice  of  an  assessment  was  mailed  to  Dennis  and  received  by 
him,  but  was  not  paid  within  the  thirty  days,  he  being  stricken 
with  apoplexy  on  March  8th,  and  remaining  unconscious  until 
March  19th,  when  he  died.  The  beneficiary,  on  March  31st,  ten- 
dered the  arrearages  to  the  compiany,  which  declined  to  receive 
them  and  refused  to  be  bound  by  the  policy.  The  action  was 
brought  by  the  assignee  of  the  beneficiary  and  on  the  trial  the 
court  directed  a  verdict  for  the  defendant.  On  appeal  it  was 
held  that  this  was  error,  that  the  question  as  to  whether  the  fact 
that  the  party  assessed,  who  had  paid  many  previous  assessments, 
was  rendered  powerless,  by  a  sudden  calamity,  before  the  expira- 
tion of  the  thirty  days,  was  not  a  "valid  reason*'  within  the 
meaning  of  the  contract,  should  have  been  submitted  to  the  jury. 
In  this  case  the  majority  of  the  court  say:  "What  right  would 
the  member  have  had  if  he  had  recovered  his  reason  on  the  day 
he  died.  In  the  first  place,  the  words  were  intended  to  be  oper- 
ative. The  defendant  obtained  the  premiums  or  agreement  to 
pay  assessments  upon  them.  They  assured  the  members  that,  if 
a  valid  reason  was  furnished  for  the  default,  it  should  not  be

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conclusive.  The  use  of  the  restrictions  as  to  the  validity  of  the 
excuse  to  the  officers  of  the  company  did  not  mean  to  mBke  them 
sole  arbiters  of  the  validity  of  the  reason.  The  company  illus- 
trate by  citing  an  instance  of  a  good  excuse  by  the  term  'such 
as  a  failure  to  receive  notice  of  assessment.'  If  an  assessment 
notice  had  not  been  received  without  the  fault  of  the  member, 
can  it  be  doubted  but  that  the  officers  were  bound  to  acknowl- 
edge it  and  reinstate  the  member  upon  payment  of  arrearages  f 
The  company  say  that  is  a  good  excuse  and  impliedly  say  that 
other  good  reasons  for  the  default  must  be  acknowledged  also. 
The  Court  of  Appeals  have  decided  that  a  discretion  given  to 
trustees  is  not  personal.*^^  Is  the  reason  assigned  a  valid  rea- 
son under  the  contract  f  There  can  be  no  doubt  of  this  fact.  The 
assessed  had  thirty  days  and  before  he  paid  the  assessment  he 
vras  rendered  powerless  by  sudden  calamity — his  intent  to  pay  is 
manifest  by  numerous  previous  payments.  This'  was  the  con- 
struction put  on  the  rule  by  the  defendant.  They  again,  after  he 
ivas  unconscious,  notified  the  member  of  the  forfeiture  for  non- 
payment and  that  the  contract  might  be  renewed  if  in  good 
health.  This  condition,  in  respect  to  good  health,  is  not  in  the 
rule  and  the  officers  had  no  right  to  add  it  to  the  rule.  If  a  valid 
reason  existed  for  the  default,  the  member  must  be  reinstated, 
because  of  the  valid  reason  for  the  default  and  not  because  he 
had  a  valid  reason  and  was  in  good  health.  The  rule,  as  created 
by  the  company  in  this  respect,  would  exclude  cases  where  it  was 
vital  that  they  should  be  included  in  the  contract.  If  the  good 
reason  was  rejected  in  cases  of  ill  health  or  death,  the  insured 
will  lose  a  real  value  in  the  contract.  If  members  become  sick 
or  die,  the  policy  is  at  an  end,  no  matter  how  completely  the 
default  may  be  excused.  This  would  make'  a  very  unfair  con- 
tract, not  within  the  words  of  the  rule  and  one  which  the  com- 
imny  would  be  unwilling  to  print  in  its  rules.  We  therefore 
think  that  the  validity  of  the  reason  assigned  should  have  been 
submitted  to  the  jury.'*  A  similar  question  arose  in  New  Jer- 
sey,**"  the  facts  being  as  follows:   The  by-laws  of  an  unincor-

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porated  mutual  insurance  association  provided  that  in  case  a 
member  had,  for  failure  to  pay  an  assessment  promptly,  been 
dropped  from  the  association  by  the  secretary,  the  board  of  direc- 
tors should  have  power  to  reinstate  him  on  his  presenting  them 
a  reasonable  excuse  for  such  failure,  and  paying  the  sum  in  ar- 
rear.  A  member  being  delinquent  appeared  before  the  directors 
and  offered  a  sufficient  reason  for  his  delinquency,  and  the  board 
refused  to  reinstate  him,  because  they  alleged  that  his  health  was 
then  precarious.  He  died  very  soon  afterwards.  A  bill  was  filed 
against  the  society  and  the  court  held  that  it  would,  after  the 
death  of  the  member,  examine  into  and  determine  the  adequacy 
of  the  reason  offered  by  the  member  for  his  delinquency,  and,  in 
a  proper  case,  compel  the  association  to  pay  the  amount  of  the 
insurance.  The  court  says:  "The  excuse  given  by  Van  Houten 
when  he  appeared  before  the  board  and  asked  to  be  reinstated 
was  ample  and  ought  to  have  been  accepted.  He  had  provided 
for  payment  of  the  money  within  the  time  limited  by  the  by-laws 
by  engaging  Mr.  Tucker,  a  director,  to  attend  to  the  matter  for 
him  and  prevent  any  delinquency,  land  Mr.  Tucker  had,  at  his 
request,  undertaken  to  do  so.  It  was  merely  Mr.  Tucker's  forget- 
fuliiess  that  caused  the  delinquency.  It  appears  by  the  answer 
that  the  excuse  was  considered  satisfactory,  but  that  Mr. 'Van 
Houten 's  physical  condition  at  the  time  of  making  the  applica- 
tion was  taken  into  the  account  adversely  against  him.  In  the 
letter  of  the  president  to  him,  set  forth  in  the  answer,  that  is 
given  as  the  only  reason  for  denying  the  application.  The  letter 
states  that  in  the  opinion  of  a  large  majority  of  the  members  of 
the  board  of  directors  it  was  deemed  inexpedient  to  restore  him 
to  membership  in  consequence  of  his  impaired  health.  .  .  . 
It  is  manifest  from  the  testimony  that  the  byJaws  were  enforced 
against  Van  Houten  with  unwonted  vigor  and  stringency.  But 
conceding  the  right  of  the  association  to  do  so,  it  was  never- 
theless clearly  the  right  of  Van  Houten,  under  the  circumstances, 
to  be  reinstated.  And  in  such  a  suit  as  this,  against  such  an 
association  (an  unincorporated  mutual  benefit  society),  and  un- 
der such  circumstances  as  this  case  presents,  it  is  proper  for  the 
court  to  determine  the  question  whether  the  member  was  prop- 
erly excluded  or  not;  to  decide  whether  the  action  of  the  trus- 
tees or  agents  to  whom  the  management  of  the  affairs  of  the 
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association  was  intrusted  was  lawful  or  not,  to  judge  whether 
the  member,  by  the  imputed  misconduct  or  delinquency,  ought 
reasonably  to  be  held  to  have  forfeited  his  claim  to  the  advan- 
tages which  the'  society  promised,  and  in  view  of  which  he  had, 
up  to  the  time  of  the  alleged  exclusion,  discharged  his  duties  to 
it."***  On  reinstatement  the  old  certificate  becomes  effective; 
issuance  of  another  is  unnecessary .••^  While  mere  renewal  does 
not  change  the  terms  of  the  policy,  the  parties  may  do  so  by 
agreement.**^  It  has  also  been  held  that  where  a  member  is  in- 
sane at  the  time  the  assessment  is  levied  and  an  offer  to  pay  is 
subsequently  made,  he  should  be  reinstated ;  **'  a  society  cannot 
impose  conditions  of  reinstatement  other  than  those  prescribed 
by  the  by-laws ;  ••^  nor  arbitrarily  refuse  reinstatement.*** 

Payment  by  the  collector  of  a  member's  assessment  operates 
as  a  reinstatement,  the  by-laws  requiring  only  the  payment  of  the 
assessment  for  reinstatement.***  But  payment  of  premium  while 
insured  is  in  default  and  fatally  ill  does  not  reinstate.***  Where 
death  occurs  after  reinstatement,  the  beneficiary  can  recover, 
though  the  accident  from  which  death  ensued  occurred  during 
the  member's  delinquency .''^

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An  application  for  reinstatement  after  failure  to  pay  a  pre- 
mium note  shows  that  the  note  was  not  (Considered  payment.'** 
But  such  application  does  not  establish  a  forfeiture  if  the  sus- 
pension was  illegal.*** 

§  495.  The  Same  Subject. — ^A  company  is  bound  to  pass  upon 
an  application  for  reinstatement  within  a  reasonable  time  when 
the  insured  wias  entitled  to  have  the  policy  restored  on  payment 
of  arrears  of  premiums,  with  interest,  and  furnishing  evidence  of 
good  health.*^*  Where  the  insured  complied  with  all  conditions 
necessary  to  revive  it,  the  company  cannot  refuse  to  revive  the 
policy  merely  because  the  insured  died  before  the  application 
and  proofs  of  insurability  reached  its  home  office ;  the  agreement 
in  the  application  for  revival  that  it  should  not  be  in  force  until 
the  company  consented  to  the  revival,  was  without  consideration 
and  does  not  prevent  the  revival  becoming  effective  from  the 
time  of  the  application.*^^  In  the  absence  of  fraud  or  arbitrary 
action  a  company  can  refuse  to  reinstate  the  policy.*'*  K  the 
contract  does  not  make  reinstatement  optional  with  the  company, 
a  compliance  with  the  conditions  imposed  by  its  terms  gives  the 
insured  the  absolute  right  to  reinstatement,  and  officers  of  the 
company  were  not  justified  in  rejecting  the  application  for  re- 
instatement where  the  insured  had  complied  with  the  require- 
ments of  his  contract.*'*  A  company  is  bound  to  restore  the  pol- 
icy when  it  accepted  a  note  in  payment  of  the  premium.*'*  Par- 
tial payment  of  arrears  of  premiums  in  a  policy  stipulating  for 
forfeiture  for  non-payment  and  for  reinstatement  on  payment 
of  all  dues,  does  not  work  a  reinstatement  in  the  absence  of  an 
agreement  to  that  effect.*'^  Where  the  policy  provided  that  the 
insured  should  have  the  right  to  restore  the  same  after  forfeiture

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within  a  month,  on  payment  of  the  premium,  such  provision  con- 
templates payment  by  the  insured  during  his  lifetime,  so  that 
payment  after  his  death,  though  within  the  time  specified,  is  in- 
sufficient.'''^  If  the  insured  died  between  the  offer  to  reinstate 
on  payment  of  premium  *and  the  time  fixed  for  such  payment, 
without  paying  the  premium,  the  policy  is  not  saved.*''  The  right 
of  reinstatement  is  personal  to  the  member  and  does  not  survive 
to  his  personal  representatives  or  beneficiary.*'*  A  stipulation 
in  a  policy  that  no  premiums  in  arrears  shall  be  received  except 
by  agreement  in  writing  signed  by  certain  officers  of  the  com- 
pany, is  valid,*'*  and  a  coi\dition  on  reinstatement  that  death 
^thin  five  weeks  thereafter  shall  r^ieve  the  insurer  from  liabil- 
ity, is  valid,***  and  reinstatement  of  a  member  who  was  sick  is 
not  invalid  where  at  the  time  such  member  did  not  believe  the 
sickness  permanent ;  in  the  absence  of  fraud,  the  society  is  bound 
to  ascertain  the  condition  of  health  of  the  applicant.***  Condi- 
tions of  reinstatement  may  be  waived,  as  by  a  custom  of  receiving 
assessments  after  the  fixed  time.***  Signing  an  application  for 
reinstatement  does  not  estop  the  member  from  claiming  that  he 
w^as  never  rightfully  suspended,***  and  reinstatement  after  a 
former  default  does  not  operate  as  a  waiver  of  a  contract  pro- 
vision relating  to  default,  or  relieve  from  a  later  suspension,*** 
and  an  invitation  to  reinstate  does  not  waive  a  forfeiture  where 
the  insured  took  no  steps  toward  reinstatement.***    Where  the

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application  for  reinstatement  was  disapproved  and  the  assessment 
ordered  returned,  the  receipt  of  assessment  was  not  a  waiver  of 
the  conditions  of  reinstatement.*^* 

In  the  case  of  Grand  Lodge  Bro.  of  R.  Trainmen  v.  Kennedy,**^ 
the  court  held,  where  a  suspended  member  applied  for  reinstate- 

^  ment  and  paid  the  amount  necessary  to  be  paid  for  the  purpose 
of  reinstatement,  and  it  was  a  question  whether  such  application 
was  on  the  proper  blank  forms,  but  the  local  officers  of  the  lodge 
testified  that  ''according  to  their  best  memory  a  formality  com- 
monly recognized  as  a  necessary  prerequisite  was  actually  com- 
plied with,  and  that  to  the  best  of  t^eir  recollection  such  a  blank 
was  signed  by  the  expelled  member  and  in- the  possession  of  the 
lodge,  accompanying  that  member's  readmission,  at  least  to  the 
local  lodge,  the  testimony  is  sufficient  on  that  particular  question 
to  go  to  the  jury  that  such  a  blank  was  signed.''  The  court  con- 
tinued: ''The  right  of  reinstatement,  through  the  medium  of  the 
subordinate  lodge  to  restore  pre-existing  rights,  after  expulsion, 
is  just  as  much  a  right,  in  a  contractual  sense,  as  the  right  ta  pay 

•  dues  to  the  officers  of  a  local  lodge,  with  the  expectation  of  a 
remittance  to  a  Grand  Lodge,  for  the  purpose  of  keeping  alive 
existing  privileges.  An  expelled  member  who  follows  the  law  of 
the  order,  in  signing  a  proper  application  for  readmission,  look- 
ing to  a  restoration  of  his  membership,  after  signature  to  the 
proper  form  and  reinstatement  by  the  subordinate  lodge,  is  just 
as  much  at  the  mercy  of  the  officers  of  that  body,  with  no  prac- 
tical control  over  them,  as  one  who  pays  his  dues  for  regular 
membership  and  pursues  his  ordinary  avocations  without  thought 
but  that  such  local  officers  will  fulfill  their  duty.  The  case  of 
Moderns  v.  Pike,***  is  cited  as  asserting  a  contrary  principle  to 
the  one  herein  enunciated.  A  careful  reading  of  the  case  and 
consideration  of  the  basis  of  facts  in  the  opinion  probably  did  not 
justify  the  asserted  analogy ;  however,  we  think  the  correct  rule 
applicable  to  the  facts  here  is  the  one  asserted  by  Bacon,***  and 
the  Supreme  Court  of  the  United  States.***

comply  with  certain  requirements  in  order  to  become  reinstated, 
bU  such  conditions  must  be  complied  with.*'*  So  where  the  laws 
of  the  society  provided  that,  in  addition  to  payment  of  arrear- 
ages, the  member  must  be  re-examined  by  a  physician  and  be 
reinstated  by  vote  of  the  lodge,  it  was  held  that  all  these  condi- 
tions must  be  complied  with,  and  the  failure  on  the  part  of  the 
lodge  to  hold  meetings  did  not  excuse  the  non-compliance  with 
the  last  requirement,  especially  if  the  member  meantime  m'ade  no 
effort  for  reinstatement.*'^  Where  a  vote  of  the  lodge  was  re- 
quired for  reinstatement  there  is  no  reinstatement  without  it.*'* 
So  as  to  taking  an  obligation.*®*  But  if  payment  of  arrearages

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ing  before  re-examination.**^  And  a  lodge  has  the  right  to  refuse 
to  reinstate  a  member  ^ivho  was  sick  at  the  time  he  paid.*'*  Nor  is 
receipt  of  assessments  in  ignorance  of  the  member 's  ilhiess  waiver 
of  the  requirement  of  good  health  at  the  time  of  reinstatement ••• 
If  at  the  time  of  reinstatement  the  member  warrants  that  he  is  in 
good  healthy  the  fact  that  he  was  not  will  vitiate  the  reinstate- 
ment, although  the  representation  was  honestly  made.'^®^  A  con- 
cealment of  the  illness  of  the  member  by  the  beneficiary  when 
applying  to  have  him  reinstated  amounts  to  fraud  and  vitiates 
the  reinstatement ;  ^®*  but  the  burden  of  proving  the  false  repre- 
sentations and  that  the  member  making  them  knew  them  to  be 
false  is  on  the  society.''^*  H  the  laws  specify  certain  requirements 
proof  of  a  custom  of  the  lodge  to  the  contrary  will  not  avail  to 
relieve  the  member  from  compliance  with  the  laws.'**  Where 
the  member  mailed  medical  examination  and  application  for  re- 
instatement, but,  returning,  caught  cold  and  died  the  next  day, 
it  was  held  '•*  that  the  right  to  reinstatement  must  be  determined 
on  the  facts  as  they  existed  at  the  time  the  application  was  made, 
and  their  sufficiency.  Reinstatement  can  be  made  on  Sunday.'*' 
The  society  cannot  exact  concessions  on  reinstatement,  such  as 
that  the  policy  shall  be  for  a  smaller  amount,'**  'and  if  by  reso- 
lution the  time  for  payment  is  extended  a  member  in  default  has 
the  right  to  pay  up  if  within  the  time.'*'    The  payment  of  arrear-

ages  on  reinstatement  may  under  the  contract  add  new  condi- 
tions.''®* But  it  has  been  held  that  unreasonable  conditions  will 
not  be  enforced.^*^  If  a  member  neglects  to  become  rfinstated 
during  his  lifetime  he  cannot  be  reinstated  after  his  death, 
though  the  period  in  which  he  might  be  reinstated  if  living  has 
not  expired.^^®  A  restoration  to  membership,  however,  after  il- 
leg^al  suspension,  may  be  made  by  a  superior  officer  even  after  the 
member  is  dead  if  the  laws  of  the  society  so  warrant.'^*  It  has 
been  decided  that  where  the  local  lodge  is  guilty  of  irregularities 
in  the  reinstatement  the  member  will  not  be  held  responsible 
therefor,  especially  when  he  has  paid  subsequent  assessments,  but 
the  superior  body  will  be  deemed  estopped  by  such  action  and 
receipt  of  assessments.'*^  A  member  may  acquiesce  in  a  wrong- 
ful suspension  and  thereby  lose  the  right  to  reinstatement.*^*' 

Where  the  society  required  a  certificate  of  health  as  a  condi- 
tion to  reinstatement,  when  such  certificate  was  unnecessary  the 
fact  that  it  was  false  cannot  defeat  the  claims  of  the  benefi- 
ciaries,'** but  ordinarily  false  statements  in  an  application  for 
reinstatement  avoid  the  certifiate.'*^  A  suspended  member  can- 
not be  reinstated  by  payment  of  an  assessment  after  the  death  of 
the  member,  the  officer  accepting  the  payment  with  knowledge

§  497.    To  Whom  Money  Collected  on  an  Assessment  Belongs. 

Where  assessments  are  made  to  replenish  a  fund  and  not  to  pay 
•  particular  losses,  the  representatives  of  a  member  are  sharers  in 
the  fund  and  not  the  owners  of  any  specific  portion  of  it  levied  for 
their  exclusive  use.*^**  This  is  true  even  where  a  list  of  deaths  is 
given  in  the  assessment  notice.*^*'.^  Money  received  by  the  tms- 
tees  of  a  mutual  benefit  association,  from  an  assessment  imposed 
upon  the  members  to  pay  to  the  widow  of  a  deceased  member 
the  amount  which  she  is  entitled  to  recover,  belongs  to  the  asso- 
ciation and  not  to  the  widow.''*®  And  it  cannot  be  claimed 
that,  when  such  an  association  has  received  the  money  from  an 
assessment  for  the  purpose  of  paying  B  claim  on  a  certificate  is- 
sued to  a  deceased  member  of  the  society,  the  association  thereby 
became  the  agent  of  its  members  for  the  purpose  of  paying  the 
money  upon  the  claim  and  had  no  right  to  contest  its  validity  or 
withhold  the  payment  of  the  money.  While  the  society  is  in  a 
certain  sense  the  agent  of  the  members  of  the  company,  it  is  an 
agent  with  special  and  definite  powers  and  limitations,  and  the 
true  and  obvious  construction  of  these  powers  and  limitations  for- 
bids payment  upon  a  claim  which  it  is  able  to  show  was  procured 
through  misrepresentation  or  fraudulent  suppression  of  facts, 
concerning  which  it  required  answers  from  the  deceased  member 
when  he  applied  for  membership.  That  the  association  has  real- 
ized the  money  with  which  to  make  payment  is  no  waiver  of  the 
duty  to  see  to  it  that  payment  was  due.  That  duty  it  still  owes 
to  its  members  who  have  paid  their  assessments  trusting  to  the 
fidelity  of  the  company  to  protect  them  and  the  fund  from  invalid

claimsJ**  Notwithstanding  these  decisions  it  is  still  questionable 
whether,  when  the  society,  or  company,  becomes  insolvent,  the 
fund  collected  on  an  assessment  to  pay  particular  death  losses  is 
not  impressed  with  a  trust  for  that  purpose  so  as  not  to  be  taken 
for  the  general  debts  of  the  society.*^^^  The  assessments  collected 
from  the  members  of  a  fraternal  beneficiary  society  payable  into 
the  benefit  fund  in  the  hands  of  the  collector  of  the  local  lodge 
under  the  constitution  are  trust  funds  for  the  benefit  of  the  bene- 
ficiaries of  deceased  members  and  not  subject  to  attachment  by 
a  creditor  of  the  society.^*^  Under  the  statutes,  however,  of  the 
State  all  funds  on  hand  at  the  time  of  or  received  after  insolvency, 
may  go  into  one  general  fundJ**.  The  fund  collected  on  assess- 
ments is  the  property  of  the  local  body  until  remitted.'^^. 

"Where  the  constitution  requires  the  assessments  to  be  kept  in 
a  special  fund  for  the  payment  of  death  losses  no  portion  of  it 
can  be  used  for  expense  in  obtaining  new  members  "«  nor  used  for 
general  expenses  of  litigation.''^''  In  the  absence  of  a  provision  to 
the  contrary  the  directory  may  apply  the  proceeds  of  an  assess- 
ment to  any  debt.'^**  Members  of  an  assessment  company  have  no 
vested  interest  in  the  assessments  collected  by  the  company  and 
are  bound  to  seek  redress  at  law  and  not  in  a  suit  in  equity  to 
dissolve  the  association  unless  it  is  shown  that  the  affairs  of  the 
society  are  grossly  mismanaged.''**. 

§  498.  Authority  to  Accumulate  Surplus  from  Assessments. — 
A  benefit  society  cannot  accumulate  a  reserve  fund,  or  surplus

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iu  excess  of  the  amount  required  to  pay  death  claims,  unless  its 
laws  confer  such  authority  and  there  is  nothing  to  the  contrary 
in  the  statutes  of  the  State  authorizing  the  society  .^**  Under  the 
Massachusetts  statute  it  has  been  held  that  societies  organized 
under  it  cannot  become  financial  institutions  with  the  capacity  of 
accumulating  and  holding  funds  to  an  unlimited  amount,  but  can 
only  hold  at  one  time  the  amount  of  one  assessment.^'^  Nor  can 
assessments  to  pay  death  losses  be  used  for  current  expenses.'" 
An  association  whose  constitution  does  not  provide  for  a  surplus, 
or  emergency,  fund  cannot  create  such  a  fund  and  divert  funds 
into  it.'^'^  Under  present  statutes  relating  to  fraternal  beneficiary 
orders  authority  is  usually  given  to  accumulate  a  reserve  fund. 

§  499.  Power  of  Subordinate  Lodges  to  Waive  Requirements 
of  Laws  of  the  Order  as  to  Assessments. — ^It  has  been  held  that 
subordinate  lodges  cannot  waive  the  requirements  of  the  laws  of 
the  order  of  which  they  are  constituent  parts  in  regard  to  assess- 
ments ;  '^*  but  questions  of  waiver  and  estoppel  in  regard  to  as- 
sessments by  benefit  societies  will  be  more  appropriately  dis- 
cussed in  a  subsequent  chapter  upon  the  subject  of  waiver  and 
estoppel  in  general  and  to  that  the  reader  is  referred.^'* 

§  500.  Dues. — ^The  benefits  to  be  received  from  the  member- 
ship in  an  association  of  business  concerns  is  sufficient  considera- 
tion for  an  agreement  to  pay  the  dues  and  other  sums  required 
by  the  constitution.^'®  When  the  affairs  of  a  mutual  benefit  so- 
ciety are  conducted  by  meians  of  a  complex  organization  con- 
sisting of  grand,  or  supreme,  and  subordinate  lodges,  the  mem- 
bers of  the  latter  enter  into  an  obligation  to  pay  two  kinds  of 
contributions.  The  first  is  the  assessments,  levied  by  the  superior 
authority  to  meet  death  benefits;  the  second  is  the  amount  re-

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quired  to  be  paid,  in  monthly  or  quarterly  installments  to  the 
subordinate  lodge  for  its  support.  In  some  associations,  not  con- 
sisting of  local  and  grand  lodges,  ft  stated  sum  is  to  be  paid  an- 
nually or  oftener,  in  addition  to  assessments  on  death  claims,  for 
the  expenses  of  the  organization.  The  first  class  of  contributionn^ 
of  which  we  have  akeady  treated,  is  called  ''assessments,"  the 
second  is  known  as  "dues.'*  Where  the  constitution  of  a  sub- 
ordinate lodge  provided  that  b11  powers  not  reserved  to  a  supe- 
rior lodge  were  given  to  it,  such  as  creating  its  own  by-laws,  etc., 
and  that  every  member  should  pay  such  benefits  and  dues  as  was 
stipulated  by  the  by-laws,  and  at  the  organization  of  the  lodg^ 
an  oral  motion  was  made  and  adopted,  fixing  the  amount  of 
monthly  dues,  but  this  action  was  never  recorded  in  the  minutes 
or  carried  into  the  by-laws,  it  was  held  that  such  unrecorded 
proceedings  fixing  the  monthly  dues  could  not  be  regarded  as  a 
by-law  and  the  subordinate  lodge  could  not  require  its  members 
to  pay  any  sums  as  monthly  dues  unless  the  amount  should  be 
stipulated  and  fixed  by  the  by-law.''^''  The  laws  of  the  orders 
generally  provide  that  the  dues  be  paid  by  each  member  at  cer- 
tain times  without  notice  and  no  action  of  the  lodge  or  its  offi- 
cers is  required  to  make  them  due  and  payable.  The  provisions 
of  the  laws  in  this  respect  are  also  part  of  the  contract  and  their 
eonstruction  is  governed  by  the  same  rules  as  the  provisions  in 
respect  to  the  Bssessments.  If  non-payment  of  the  dues  works  a 
fo^eiture,  the  provisions  of  the  laws  are  to  be  strictly  construed. 
Non-payment  of  dues,  however,  if  so  stipulated,  will  of  itself 
work  a  forfeiture,^'^  or  a  member  can  be  dropped  without  no- 
tice.^*'  But  if  not  so  provided  in  the  by-laws,  expulsion,  or  sus- 
pension for  non-payment  of  dues,  must  be  upon  trial  and  after 
due  notice.^*®    Where  the  constitution  provided  that  a  member

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more  than  three  months  in  arrears  should  forfeit  all  rights  under 
his  policy,  and  that  every  member  should  pay  through  his  lodge 
the  amount  prescribed  by  the  Grand  Lodge,  quarterly  in  advance, 
that  delinquent  members  should  be  immediately  notified  of  ar- 
rearages, if  possible,  through  the  persons  named  as  beneficiary 
and  the  names  dropped  unless  paid  on  or  before  a  stated  time,  a 
member  in  arrears  cannot  suffer  forfeiture  until  he  has  been 
notified  of  his  delinquency  in  the  maner  provided.^*^  And  where 
the  by-laws  provide  that  any  member  whose  dues  remain  unpaid 
for  two  months  shall  be  dropped  from  the  roll  and  lose  all  claims 
to  membership,  neither  of  these  results  will  ipso  facto  amount  to 
a  forfeiture  without  aflOj-mative  ^action  by  the  association.^** 
Where  a  member  owed  a  certain  amount  for  dues  and  had  ob- 
tained a  judgment  against  the  association  for  sick  benefits,  which 
was  paid,  it  was  held  that  in  legal  contemplation  he  was  clear 
of  all  debt  on  the  books  of  the  association  on  the  date  of  pay- 
ment of  the  judgment.'^**  Unless  the  by-laws  so  provide,  dues  for 
the  monthly,  quarterly,  or  semi-annually  term  are  not  payable  in 
advance  tind  a  member  is  not  in  arrears  for  their  non-payment 
until  after  that  term  has  ended.*^^*  If  the  dues  are  payable  in 
advance  the  insolvency  of  the  association  after  they  have  become 
due  will  not  excuse  payment.''*^  In  a  case  where  the  by-laws  pro- 
vided that  a  member  should  not  be  in  good  standing  who  wias 
more  than  six  months  in  arrears,^*®  it  was  held  that  the  six 
months  began  to  run  from  the  day  after  the  last  day  of  the  term 
for  which  the  dues  were  to  be  paid.    In  this  case  the  court  said :

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"Each  lodge  has  the  power  to  regulate  that  matter  for  itself,  miay 
make  the  dues  payable  in  advance,  or  at  the  end  of  the  period 
for  which  they  are  leviable ;  but  the  pay-day  does  not  come  until 
the  time  fixed  for  it,  and  they  cannot,  in  the  nature  of  the  words 
used  to  impose  the  forfeiture  insisted  upon,  be  in  arrears  until 
that  day  is  past,  whatever  day  it  be.  The  fact  that  the  members 
may  pay  the  dues  at  any  time  during  the  term,  that  is  to  say,  in 
advance  of  the  day  fixed  for  obligatory  payment,  does  not  at  all 
affect  the  question ;  nor  does  the  fact,  if  it  be  so,  that  most  of  the 
members  do  pay  before  the  final  day  of  reckoning  the  charge, 
affect  it ;  nor  does  the  opinion  of  the  members,  or  of  the  officers 
of  the  lodge,  or  of  the  lodge  itself  affect  it.  These  words  of  the 
by-laws  become  part  of  the  contract  for  life  insurance,  and,  in 
the  courts,  must  receive  the  ordinary  interpretation  put  upon  the 
contracts  containing  them. ' '  ^*''  Jn  accord  with  the  foregoing  it 
has  been  held  that,  where  the  dues  are  payable  at  the  end  of  a 
period,  ^  member  is  not  "six  months"  in  arrears  for  his  dues 
when  he  owes  six  months'  dues,  but  only  after  six  months  from 
the  time  when  the  first  quarter's  dues  were  payable.''**  Where 
the  dues  accrued  weekly,  but  were  uniformly  charged  and  col- 
lected at  the  end  of  each  quarter,  the  by-laws  provided  for  for- 
feiture if  the  member  .should  be  in  arrears  for  dues  over  the 
amount  of  thirteen  weeks,  it  was  heW*'  that  a  member  who 
died  a  month  after  the  last  dues  were  paid,  was  entitled  to  bene- 
fits, as  the  words  "accrued  weekly"  did  not  mean  that  the  dues 
were  payable  weekly.  If  the  dues  are  payable  in  advance  they 
must  be  paid  though  the  association  be  insolvent.''^^  Dues  not 
payable  in  adimnce  can  be  paid  at  any  time  during  the  term  and, 
if  no  other  conditions  are  imposed,  a  member  in  arrears  may  re-

rearages are  less  than  the  benefits  the  member  is  entitled  to  the 
latter J^^  When  the  by-laws  provided  that  a  member  *'who  is 
not  more  than  three  months  in  arrears  for  dues  shall  be  entitled 
to  benefits,"  a  member,  who  dies  on  the  day  before  the  dues  for 
the  following  month  are  payable,  is  entitled  to  them.''^*  If,  by 
the  by-laws  of  the  order,  or  society,  notice  is  to  be  given  before 
tRe  dues  are  payable,  such  notice  is  a  condition  precedent,  which 
must  be  performed  before  forfeiture  for  non-payment  can  be  en- 
forced. The  same  rules  ^pply  to  dues  as  to  assessments  in  re- 
spect to  notice,  payment  and  "forfeiture.  The  Court  of  Appeals 
of  Maryland  has  accurately  stated  the  law  as  to  notice  in  an 
opinion  which  may  here  be  given  with  advantage.  The  case  was 
one  involving  the  liability  of  the  association  for  a  benefit  payable 
on  the  death  of  the  member,  aijd  the  defense  was  forfeiture  for 
non-payment  of  dues.  The  facts  are  sufficiently  stated  in  the 
opinion.  In  this,  case*^^*  the  court  said:  "The  whole  contract 
between  the  appellant  association  and  Robertson,  the  insured,  is 
contained  in  the  certificate  of  membership  issued  to  Robertson, 
and  the  rights  of  the  parties  in  this  ease  must  depend  upon  the 
certificate  alone.  .  .  .  The  first  article  of  the  certificate  of 
membership  is  as  follows :  '1.  It  is  agreed,  that  the  said  Nathaniel 
C.  Robertson,  shall  pay  the  sum  of  twenty-five  dollars,  as  a  mem- 
bership fee ;  and  further  the  sum  of  $2.50  quarterly,  for  expenses, 
to  be  paid  said  "association,  and  also  such  sums  as  may  be  re- 
quired by  the  conditions  hereto  annexed,  for  mortuary  assess- 
ments.' If  this  article  was  the  only  part  of  the  certificate  that 
related  to  the  quarterly  dues,  it  would  have  been  the  duty  of 
the  insured  to  have  paid  these  expenses  without  any  call  or  no- 
tice. But  by  the  sixth  clause  in  the  certificate  a  different  face  is 
put  upon  the  matter.  That  clause  is  in  these  words:  '6.  The 
holder  of  this  certificate  further  agrees,  and  accepts  said  certifi- 
cate upon  the  express  condition,  that  if  the  said  assessment  or 
quarterly  dues  shall  not  be  paid  at  the  office  of  said  association, 
within  thirty  days  after  date  of  notice,  the  certificate  shall  be

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null  Bnd  void  and  of  no  effect.'  By  this  latter  clause  the  asso- 
ciation assumed  the  burden  of  ^ving  the  insured  a  notice,  and 
the  insured  did  not  forfeit  his  membership,  if  he  paid  his  dues 
at  any  time  within  thirty  days  from  the  date  of  such  notice. 
Taken  and  construed  together,  as  the  first  and  sixth  clauses  of 
the  certificate  must  be,  they  mean  this,  that  while  the  insured, 
Robertson,  after  having  paid  his  membership  fee  of  twenty-five 
dollars,  ttgreed  to  pay  the  association  two  dollars  and  a  half 
quarterly,  the  association  agreed  not  to  forfeit  his  membership, 
unless  he  made  default  in  the  payment  of  his  quarterly  dues  and 
assessments  for  more  than  thirty  days  after  they  gave  him  no- 
tice. There  is  no  question  raised  as  to  the  assessment  for  details, 
but  only  as  to  the  quarterly  dues.  Robertson  m'ay  have  neglected 
or  omitted  to  pay  his  quarterly  dues,  but  that  fact  alone  would 
not,  without  the  notice  from  the  company,  deprive  him  of  his 
membership.  The  notice  was  a  condition  precedent  to  the  for- 
feiture and  it  becomes  important  to  inquire  what  such  notice 
should  contain.  We  think  it  quite  clear  that  the  notice  con- 
templated by  the  sixth  clause,  must  mean  a  notice  given  after 
the  quarterly  dues  were  payable.  It  does  not  mean  a  notice 
given  in  advance  and  before  the  quarterly  dues  were  payable ;  for 
if  that  were  so,  Robertson  could  have  been  notified  on  the  very 
day  of  the  issue  of  the  certificate  (December  23,  1879),  that  he 
must  pay  his  quarterly  dues  for  the  whole  of  the  next  year  or 
even  longer.  This  was  certainly  not  contemplated  by  either  party 
to  the  contract,  and  is  not  borne  out  by  the  language  of  the  clause. 
If  Robertson,  then,  was  entitled  to  his  notice  after  his  dues  were 
payable,  the  first  notice  that  the  company  could  properly  give 
him,  was  after  his  first  quarterly  payment  fell  due.  Then  the 
notice  given  him  muts  be  reasonably  in  accord  with  the  contract, 
and  must  call  upon  him,  or  notify  him  with  reasonable  certainty 
what  he  must  do  within  the  next  thirty  days.  Now  the  notice 
actually  sent  to  Robertson,  according  to  the  defendant's  testi- 
mony, was  the  following:  'Baltimore,  Md.,  April  15th,  1880. 
You  are  hereby  notified,  that  your  annual  dues  for  the  year  end- 
ing April  15th,  1881,  are  to  be  paid  at  this  office.  Amount  $10. 
Send  this  notice  back  with  your  remittance,  when  it  will  be  re- 
ceipted and  returned  to  you.'  By  that  notice  Robertson  was 
called  on  to  do  what  he  had  not  contracted  to  do.    He  had  con- 
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traded  to  pay  $2.50  at  the  end  of  each  quarter,  and  was  called 
on  to  pay  ten  dollars  as  an  annual  fee,  and  in  advance.  Nor  did 
the  association  do  what  they  had  contracted  to  do.  Their  con- 
tract was,  as  we  have  before  said,  to  notify  the  insured  after  his 
payments  were  due,  but  they  in  fact  notified  him  of  claims  that 
were  to  fall  due  in  the  future,  and  demanded  payment  in  ad- 
vance against  the  terms  of  the  agreement.  Now,  forfeitures  are 
not  favored  in  the  law,  and  the  courts  are  always  ready  to  seize 
hold  of  any  circumstances  that  can  reasonably  avoid  so  hBrsh  a 
measure  as  a  forfeiture.  In  this  case  the  association  relies  upon 
this  notice  as  sufficient  ground  for  the  forfeiture  of  the  interest 
of  Robertson  in  the  company.  But  in  all  such  cases  where  a  for- 
feiture is  sought  to  be  enforced  through  a  notice,  as  a  condition 
precedent,  the  p'arty  seeking  to  enforce  it  must  show  that  he  has 
complied  at  least  with  reasonable  certainty  with  all  the  condi- 
tions precedent,  and  the  other  party  is  entitled  to  such  notice  as 
his  contract  calls  for.  In  the  case  of  Johnson  vs.  Lyttle's  Iron 
Agency,''"  the  court  unanimously  held  that  notice  to  a  share- 
holder in  which  he  was  charged  more  interest  than  he  ought  to 
have  been,  was  on  th'at  account  bad,  and  not  sujfficient  to  cause  a 
forfeiture  of  his  shares,  and  lay  down  the  rule  that  the  condition 
precedent  must  be  strictly  complied  with.  While  we  are  not 
inclined  to  adopt  a  rule  so  strict  as  the  one  laid  down  in  this 
case,  still  there  is  a  wide,  and  in  our  opinion  fatal,  variance  in 
this  case,  between  the  notice  actually  given,  and  the  one  required 
by  the  terms  of  the  contract,  both  in  the  amount  required  to  be 
paid,  and  the  time  of  the  payment.  Such  a  notice  is  wholly  in* 
sufficient  to  work  so  grave  a  consequence  as  the  forfeiture  of  a 
valuable  interest  to  the  insured.'*  In  a  case  in  Illinois''^*  the 
defendant  was  a  voluntary  association  composed  of  subordinate 
lodges.  The  constitution  adopted  for  the  government  of  such 
subordinate  lodges  provided  that  *'the  manner  of  suspension  for 
the  non-payment  of  dues  and  assessments  shall  be  detailed  in  the 
by-laws  of  every  lodge  and  is  left  to  their  option."    The  sub-

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ordinate  lodge  in  question  never  adopted  any  by-law  on  the  sub- 
ject of  suspension  as  required  by  this  provision.  Deceased  was 
declared  suspended  from  such  lodge  for  non-payment  of  dues. 
Six  days  before  his  sudden  death  by  heart  disease,  he  gave  the 
amount  due  to  the  secretary,  who  took  the  money  and  said  he 
would  bring  the  matter  before  the  lodge  at  its  next  meeting. 
The  court  held  that  the  suspension  of  deceased  was  without  au- 
thority  and  void  and  that  the  payment  was  in  time.  Further, 
that  the  fact  that  the  lodge,  in  the  absence  of  a  by-law,  was 
accustomed  to  pursue  a  particular  course  in  regard  to  suspen- 
sions, did  not  in  this  case  give  such  custom  the  force  of  a  by-law.

§  501.    Accident  Insitrance  Is  a  Modem  Institntion.— The  first 
corporation  in. the  United  States  to  engage  in  accident  insarance 
was  the  ** Travelers'  Insurance  Company"  of  Hartford,  Connecti- 
cut, chartered  in  1863.    It  was  largely  modeled  upon  the  English 
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accident  insnrance  companies,  whose  original  business  was  insur- 
ance against  the  hazards  of  railway  travel.  The  business  soon  as- 
sumed huge  proportions  and  consequently  a  large  volume  of  litiga- 
tion has  been  the  result.  This  was  chiefly  because  the  companies 
sought  to  narrow  their  liability  and  when  a  loss  occurred  often 
contended  that  injuries  of  a  certain  character,  or  happening  under 
certain  conditions,  were  not  covered  by  the  policy,  while  the  in- 
sured, or  his  beneficiaries,  were  of  a  contrary  opinion.  In  these 
controversies  the  insurers  were  generally  the  losers.  The  business 
also  was  new  and  it  was  difficulty  to  determine  just  what  an  acci- 
dent was  within  the  meaning  of  the  policy.  This  difficulty  still 
exists.  The  general  field  of  accident,  or  casualty,  insurance  has 
broadened  until  it  now  embraces  liability  insurance  in  all  its 
branches,  such  as  the  liability  (for  damages  on  account  of  accidental 
bodily  injuries)  of  manufacturers  and  contractors  to  their  em- 
ployes and  to  the  public,  the  liability  of  owners  of  real  estate  and 
of  owners  of  horses  and  automobiles  to  the  public  and  many  accident 
insurance  companies  now  also  insure  against  sickness  and  some 
against  burglary.  We  shall  here  consider  only  accident  insurance 
proper. 


§  502.  Accident  InBurance  Is  Not  Strictly  a  Contract  of  In- 
denmity. — The  Missouri  Court  of  Appeals  has  held  that  an  acci- 
dent insurance  policy  is  a  contract  of  indemnity.^  It  said:  ''Look- 
ing at  this  contract  as  a  whole,  construing  it  as  a  whole,  it  is  very 
apparent  that  the  main  idea  of  it  is  indemnity,  and  the  main  feature 
in  it  is  indemnity  for  loss  of  time  in  consequence  of  injury;'*  but 
the  Supreme  Court  of  Wisconsin  says  :•  "While  there  is  some  con- 
flict, by  the  great  weight  of  authority  a  life  insurance  contract  is 
not  of  that  kind  (one  of  indemnity)  but  is  strictly  a  valued  policy ; 
a  stipulation  to  pay  a  sum  certain  upon  the  happening  of  a  speci- 
fled  contingency.  A  policy  of  casualty  insurance  ordinarily  has 
much  the  same  features  as  one  of  life  insurance,  though  it  is  true  it 
more  nearly  than  one  of  life  insurance  has  the  indemnity  feature. 
The  amount  stipulated  to  be  paid  is  a  fixed  sum  as  to  each  par- 
ticular injury  specified,  or  is  computable  without  any  such  definite

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data  as  in  the  ease  of  the  loss  of  property."  Consequently  the  Conrt 
held  that  no  ris^ht  of  subrogation  exists  in  favor  of  the  insurer 
against  one  whose  negligence  has  caused  the  injury  for  which  com- 
pensation has  been  paid.'  Probably  a  more  accurate  statement 
would  be  that  a  contract  of  accident  insurance  so  far  as  it  relates  to 
compensation  to  the  insured  for  injuries  received  by  him  is  one  of 
indemnity,  but  is  not  so  in  as  far  as  the  payment  on  account  of 
death  is  concerned  but  is  an  investment.  In  such  case  it  is  not  one 
of  indemnity  because  a  dead  man  cannot  be  indemnified  for  loss  of 
life ;  and  it  would  be  a  harsh  statement  to  say  that  the  beneficiary 
can  be  indemnMed  for  the  death  of  the  insured,  although  this  some- 
times might  be  the  fact.  An  accident  policy  requiring  payment  for 
total  disability  is  not  one  of  indemnity  against  loss  of  income,  but 
against  loss  of  capacity  to  work.^ 

§  503.  Accident  Insurance  Is  Life  Insurance. — The  Supreme 
Court  of  Missouri  has  said:*  **When  a  policy  covers  loss  of  life 
from  external,  violent  and  accidental  means  alone,  why  is  it  not  in- 
surance on  life  t  Such  a  provision  incorporated  in  a  general  life  in- 
surance policy  admittedly  would  be  insurance  on  life,  then  why 
less  insurance  on  life  because  not  coupled  with  provisions  covering 
loss  of  life  from  usual  or  natural  causes  as  well  Y  .  .  .  The  mere 
addition  of  one  or  more  features  or  elements  in  a  contract  of  insur- 
ance on  life,  that  may  serve  to  give  the  contract  or  policy  a  par- 
ticular designation  in  the  business  or  insurance  world,  will  not  in 
the  least  divest  the  contract  or  policy  of  its  chief  character,  of  in- 
surance on  life,  or  make  the  contract  other  than  life  insurance.  The 
promise  to  pay  a  weekly  indemnity,  by  an  insurance  company,  in 
the  event  the  insured  receives  an  injury  from  an  accident  not  re- 
sulting in  death,  does  not  change  the  character  of  the  agreement  of 
the  policy  to  pay  a  certain  other  sum  when  the  accident  results 
fatally,  which  is  life  insurance  from  accidental  causes,  as  the  prom- 
ise to  pay  a  certain  stipulated  sum  to  the  insured  (now  contained 
in  many  of  the  policies  issued  by  what  is  known  as  old  line  life  in- 
surance companies)  when  the  insured  attains  a  given  age,  or  in  a

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definite  Rpecified  time,  and  if,  before  the  insured  arrives  at  the  age 
designated,  or  before  the  time  fixed  for  its  certain  payment,  he  shall 
die  from  any  cause,  accidental  or  otherwise,  to  pay  his  legal  repre- 
sentatives or  some  one  named  in  the  policy  as  beneficiary  the  amount 
stipulated,  is  none  the  less  life  insurance  because  coupled  with  an 
investment  or  bond  feature,  not  found  in  what  is  commonly  known 
as  a  straight  life  insurance  policy.  The  calling  of  a  contract  of  in- 
surance, an  accident,  tontine  or  regular  life  policy,  or  for  that  mat- 
ter, by  any  other  appellation  that  may  be  adopted  for  business  or 
conventional  uses  or  classification,  can  not  make  a  policy  containing 
an  agreement  to  pay  to  another  a  sum  of  money  designated  upon  the 
happening  of  an  unknown  or  contingent  event  depending  upon  the 
existence  of  life,  less  a  policy  of  insurance  on  life.  Insurance  on 
life  includes  all  policies  of  insurance  in  which  the  payment  of  the 
insurance  money  is  contingent  upon  the  loss  of  life.''  This  case 
was  cited  and  approved  by  the  Supreme  Court  of  Michigan.®  The 
Supreme  Court  of  Pennsylvania  has  said^  that  an  accident  policy 
after  all  is  a  life  policy,  differing  only  from  the  ordinary  form  in 
that  the  risks  are  special  and  limited. 

§  504.  Accident  Insurance  Companies  Can  limit  Their  Lia- 
bility.— ^Accident  insurance  policies  do  not  cover  every  form  of 
accidental  injury.  The  companies  qualify  and  limit  their  liability 
by  providing  that  the  injury  must  be  from  external,  violent  and  ac- 
cidental means ;  that  there  must  be  external  and  visible  signs ;  that 
the  accident  must  be  the  proximate  cause  of  the  injury  without  the 
contributing  cause  of  disease.  Various  exceptions  are  made,  as  for 
example,  there  shall  be  no  liability  for  the  inhalation  of  gas,  or  for 
intentional  injuries,  or  for  injuries  received  while  intoxicated,  or 
caused  by  intoxicants,  or  for  suicide,  or  self-inflicted  injuries,  or  in- 
juries received  while  violating  some  law  or  rule  of  a  company  if 
traveling.  Nice  questions  of  construction  arise  when  courts  are 
called  upon  to  decide  whether  or  not  liability  exists.  The  general 
rule  applies  that  the  policy  will  be  construed  liberally  in  favor  of 
the  assured ;  that  when  the  language  admits  of  two  constructions,  or 
is  ambiguous,  it  will  be  construed  liberally  in  favor  of  the  insured. 
All  conditions  when  reasonable  have  been  upheld,  for  example,  a

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condition  in  an  accident  policy  exempting  the  company  from  lia- 
bility for  injuries  occurring  while  insured  is  insane,  is  reasonable.' 
The  Court  will  not  permit  a  construction  that  an  ailment  classified 
as  an  abscess  is  included  under  the  term  ''boils."*  The  language 
of  a  policy  insuring  against  ''sudden,  violent  death  from  external 
causes  not  the  result  of  the  member's  own  vicious  co.iduct"  is  am- 
biguous and  should  be  construed  strongly  against  the  insurer .^^  The 
clause  in  a  health  policy  limiting  the  liability  in  the  event  of  dis- 
ability resulting  wholly  or  in  part  from  chronic  disease,  includes 
only  chronic  disease  arising  after  the  application  was  made.^^  The 
companies  may  provide  that  a  smaller  amount  may  be  paid  if  the  in- 
jury is  sustained  while  in  a  more  hazardous  occupation,  or  death 
occurs  under  certain  circumstances,  or  from  specified  cases."  The 
Court  of  Appeals  of  Kentucky  has  well  stated  the  rule  of  construc- 
tion which  is  generally  supported  by  all  recent  authorities.  It 
says:**  "The  very  purpose  of  accident  insurance  is  to  protect  the 
insured  against  accidents  that  occur  when  he  is  going  about  his 
business  or  attending  to  his  work  or  affairs  in  the  usual  way  with- 
out any  thought  of  being  injured  or  killed,  and  when  there  is  no 
probability,  in  the  ordinary  course  of  himian  experience,  that  he 
will  meet  with  accident  or  death.  The  reason  why  men  secure  ac- 
cident insurance  is  to  protect  them  against  unforeseen  and  unex- 
pected accidents  that  may  happen  in  the  ordinary  course  of  their 
lives,  and  when  they  are  pursuing  in  the  usual  way  their  daily 
vocations,  or  doing  in  the  ordinary  way  the  things  that  men  do  in 
the  common,  every  day  affairs  of  life.  Nearly  all  accidents  happen 
when  people  are  going  about  their  business  in  the  usual  way  and 
are  voluntarily  doing  the  things  before  them  to  do."  A  condition 
in  an  accident  policy  limiting  liability  "if  the  member  shall  carry 
other  accident  insurance"  is  valid  and  does  not  relate  to  the  time 
of  making  the  application  but  covers  the  life  of  the  policy  and  if 
without  notice  to  the  insurer  the  insured  takes  out  another  policy,

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the  beneficiary  can  only  recover  the  proportional  value  of  the  pol- 
icy. In  constraing  such  a  provision  the  Supreme  Court  of  South 
Dakota  has  said:^^  ''The  purpose  of  the  proviso  contained  in 
paragraph  16  is  to  enable  the  insurer  to  guard  against  and  prevent 
excessive  accident  insurance.  Under  the  terms  of  the  provision, 
the  issuance  of  additional  insurance  without  the  giving  of  the  no- 
tice therein  provided  for,  automatically  reduces  the  amount  of  the 
insurance.  If  the  notice  is  given,  the  liability  is  not  affected  by  the 
additional  insurance  unless  the  company  chooses  to  exercise  its 
option  to  return  the  unearned  premium  and  cancel  the  policy.  The 
only  reason  that  is  suggested  why  a  policy  shall  be  cancelled  under 
these  circiunstances  is  the  danger  of  liability  on  account  of  self -in- 
flicted injuries  where  persons  have  been  allowed  to  carry  excessive 
accident  insurance.  In  other  words,  that  the  element  of  moral  haz- 
ard is  involved  in  accident  insurance.  The  provision  guarding 
against  moral  hazard  in  standard  fire  insurance  policies  has  been 
upheld  by  this  Court,^'  and  is,  we  believe,  upheld  by  the  courts  in 
^neral.  While  it  is  true  that  the  element  of  moral  hazard  is  not 
involved  in  accident  insurance  to  the  same  extent  as  in  fire  insur- 
ance, it  cannot  be  denied  that  there  is  some  additional  risk  on  ac- 
count of  self-inflicted  injuries  in  case  of  accident  insurance,  and 
that  the  element  of  moral  hazard  does  exist.  No  reason  has  been 
shown  why  the  parties  to  an  accident  insurance  policy  may  not 
guard  against  this  risk  by  contract ;  and,  if  the  contract  has  been 
fairly  entered  into,  it  ought  to  be  enforced.  The  case  involves  no 
question  of  public  policy.  It 'is  purely  a  question  of  the  right  to 
enter  into  the  agreement  contained  in  the  policy."** 

§  505.  Accident  Insurance  Gtovemed  By  the  Same  Oeneral 
Principles  As  Other  Insurance. — Accident  insurance  is  simply 
one  form  of  insurance  and  the  contract  should  be  construed  in  the 
same  manner  as  other  insurance  contracts  and  be  governed  by  the 
same  general  principles.  So  far,  therefore,  as  the  general  prin- 
ciples discussed  in  the  preceding  pages  relating  to  insurance  agents, 
application,  representation,  consummation  of  contract,  premium,

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etc.,  are  applicable,  they  are  to  be  applied  to  accident  insurance, 
as  well  as  life  insurance  contracts.^'  Generally  a  written  applica- 
tion is  made  for  a  policy  and  as  to  the  statements  therein  made  the 
principles  of  warrant}^  representation  and  concealment  apply.  The 
contract  will  be  liberally  construe,d  in  favor  of  the  insured  when 
the  language  is  ambiguous  or  susceptible  of  two  interpretations.  So 
far  as  payment  of  premiums  is  concerned  the  general  rules  apply, 
but,  as  the  contract  is  one  from  year  to  year,  the  contract  in  this 
respect  resembles  a  policy  of  fire  insurance.  So  with  the  law  of 
conditions  to  be  performed  after  loss,  waiver  or  estoppel,  and  ac- 
tions on  policies  which  we  shall  consider  in  subsequent  chapters. 
The  volume  of  litigation  over  accident  insurance  contracts  is  large 
and  constantly  becoming  greater  and  the  cases  cannot  always  be 
reconciled.  The  disposition  of  the  courts,  as  we  shall  see,  as  well 
as  that  of  the  companies  engaged  in  the  business,  is  to  enlarge  the 
protection  afforded  by  this  form  of  insurance.  **The  policy,"  it 
has  been  said,*®  **  should  be  interpreted  so  as  to  extend  its  protec- 
tion over  as  wide  a  field  of  accidental  injury  as  is  consistent  with 
its  language,  but  its  natural  meaning  must  not  be  violated."  A 
person  is  '* killed"  by  an  accident  at  the  time  his  death  occurs  and 
not  at  the  time  of  the  accident.** 

§  506.  Deflnition  of  Accident. — The  Century  Dictionary  de- 
fines an  accident  to  be  **an  event  happening  without  a  concurrence 
of  the  will  of  the  person  by  whose  agency  it  was  caused.  It  differs 
from  mistake  in  that  the  latter  always  supposes  the  operation  of 
the  will  of  the  agent  in  producing  the  event  although  that  will  is 
caused  by  erroneous  impressions  on  the  mind."  The  same  au- 
thority also  deques  an  accident  to  be,  in  a  loose  sense,  **any  event 
that  takes  place  without  one's  foresight  or  expectation."  The 
Standard  Dictionary  gives  as  a  definition  "anything  occurring  un- 
expectedly or  without  known  or  assignable  cause.  An  accident  is 
that  which  happens  without  one's  direct  intention."    The  other

standard  dictionaries  give  practically  the  same  definition.  The 
language  nsed  in  most  accident  insurance  contracts  renders  it 
ueeessary  to  modify  somewhat  this  definition,  for  the  effort  is  made, 
by  the  wording  of  the  policy  to  limit  the  term  accident  and  qualify 
the  casualty  insured  against.  The  words  most  commonly  employed 
in  the  policies  confine  the  insurance  to  injuries  received  by  ''ex- 
ternal, violent  and  accidental « means  independent  of  all  other 
causes;"  with  the  further  provision  that  the  insurance  shall  not 
extend  "to  any  bodily  injury  of  which  there  shall  be  no  external 
and  visible  signs  upon  the  body  of  the  insured."  In  the  course  of 
the  discussion  as  to  the  construction  to  be  placed  upon  these  words 
'we  must  necessarily  examine  further  into  the  meaning  of  the  word 
*  *  accident ' '  as  defined  by  the  courts. 

Where  the  insured  armed  himself  and  went  to  a  gambling  house 
vnih  the  stated  purpose  of  recovering  money  previously  lost  there 
and  was  fatally  shot  during  the  attempt,  the  death  was  not  acci- 
dental.*® But  otherwise  where  the  insured  forcibly  put  another 
out  of  a  restaurant  and  after  so  doing  was  struck  on  the  head  by 
a  heavy  wooden  bar  in  the  hands  of  another  man,  from  the  effects 
of  which  he  died.*^  The  Court  held  that  as  to  the  insured  the  in- 
jury  was  accidental,  although  the  insurer  was  not  liable  because  of 
the  exception  in  the  policy  as  to  injuries  ** intentionally  inflicted."" 

The  New  York  Court  of  Appeals**  says:  '*An  accident  is  the 
happening  of  an  event  without  the  aid  and  the  design  of  the  per- 
son, and  which  is  unforeseen.  The  Appellate  Court  of  Indiana** 
says:  ''A  definition  of  death  by  accidental  means  within  the 
meaning  of  accident  policies  has  been  clearly  enunciated  in  the 
case  of  Ripley  v.  Railway  Passengers'  Assurance  Co.**^  The  policy 
in  that  case  insured  against  death  by  accident  while  traveling  by 
public  or  private  conveyance.  The  insured  was  attacked  and  robbed 
while  walking  from  a  certain  town,  where  he  had  disembarked 
from  a  steamboat,  to  his  home.    Death  resulted  from  the  injuries

i*eceiyed  in  the  attack.  It  is  true  that  it  was  not  necessary  to  the 
decision  of  the  case  to  define  the  term  accidental  death.  In  fact, 
the  decision  rested  on  the  ground  that  the  injuries  were  not  re- 
ceived while  traveling  as  prescribed  in  the  policy,  but  the  doctrine 
there  stated  has  been  generally  followed.  The  Court  said:  'The 
injuries  were  eflfected  by  violence,  but  was  there  any  accident!  Mr. 
Webster  defines  *  accident'  to  be  an  event  that  takes  place  without 
one's  foresight  or  expectation,  an  event  which  proceeds  from  un- 
known cause,  or  an  unusual  effect  of  a  known  cause,  and  therefore 
not  expected ;  chance,  casualty,  contingency,  unexpectedly  happen- 
ing by  chance,  unexpectedly  taking  place,  not  according  to  the 
usual  course  of  things.  Perhaps  in  a  strict  sense,  any  event  which 
is  brought  about  by  design  of  any  person  is  not  accident,  because 
that  which  has  accomplished  the  intention  and  design,  and  is  ex- 
pected, is  a  foreseen  and  foreknown  result,  and  therefore  not 
strictly  accident.  Yet  I  am  persuaded  this  contract  should  not  be 
interpreted  so  as  thus  to  limit  its  meaning,  for  the  event  took 
place  unexpectedly,  and  without  design  on  Bipley's  part.  It  was 
to  him  a  casualty,  and  in  the  more  popular  and  common  accepta- 
tion of  the  word  'accident,'  if  not  in  its  precise  meaning,  in- 
cludes any  event  which  takes  place  without  the  foresight  or  ex- 
pectation of  the  person  acted  upon  or  affected  by  the  event.  I 
think  in  construing  a  policy  of  insurance  against  accident,  issued 
to  all  sorts  of  people,  a  majority  of  whom  do  not,  as  the  company 
well  know,  nicely  weigh  the  meaning  of  words  and  terms  used  in  it, 
courts  are  called  upon  to  interpret  the  contract  as  a  large  class 
not  versed  in  lexicology  are  sure  to  regard  its  terms  and  scope. 
That  which  occurs  to  them  unexpectedly  is  by  them  called  'acci- 
dent.' The  company  fix  the  terms  of  the  contract,  and  are  to  be 
held,  in  the  absence  of  plain  and  unequivocal  exceptions,  to  intend 
what,  in  popular  acceptation,  the  insured  party  is  likely  to  under- 
stand by  its  terms.'  In  the  case  of  American  Accident  Co.  v.  Car- 
son,^* one  Carson  was  shot  by  one  Burton  intentionally,  but  with- 
out provocation  on  the  part  of  Carson  and  unforeseen  by  him.  It 
was  alleged  that  the  shooting  was  "wanton,  causeless,  unprovoked, 
and  unexpected  by  him  (Carson)."  The  question  arose  on  a  de- 
murrer to  the  complaint.  The  Court  said:  "If,  as  to  the  person 
injured,  the  injury  was  unforeseen,  unexpected,  not  brought  about

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through  his  agency  designedly,  or  was  without  his  foresight,  or  was 
a  casualty  or  mishap  not  intended  to  hefall  him,  then  the  occur- 
rence was  accidental,  and  the  injury  one  inflicted  by  accidental 
means,  within  the  meaning  of  such  policies.  The  case  of  Love- 
lace V.  Travelers'  Protective  Ass'n*^  was  very  similar  in  itff  facts 
to  the  case  at  bar.  In  that  case  the  insured,  who  was  a  guest  at  a 
hotel,  was  shot  and  killed  while  engaged  in  a  fight  caused  by  his 
trying  to  eject  from  the  office  of  such  hotel  an  unruly  and  boister- 
ous person  who  was  creating  a  disturbance.  The  guest  was  not  re- 
^  quested  or  authorized  by  the  proprietor  of  the  hotel  to  eject  the 
imruly  one.  The  Court  held  that  the  death  of  the  insured  was 
accidental  within  the  meaning  of  the  policy."  The  same  Court 
has  said:"  **If  the  result  is  such  as  follows  from  ordinary  means, 
voluntarily  etnployed,  in  a  not  unusual  or  unexpected  way,  it  can- 
not be  called  a  result  effected  by  accident  means;  but  if,  in  the 
act  which  precedes  the  injury,  something  unforeseen  or  unusual 
occurs  which  produces  the  injury,  then  the  injury  has  resulted 
through  accidental  means.'**®  In  the  case  of  Stone  v.  Fidelity  & 
Casualty  Co.,*®  the  Court  said:  ''The  general  rule  is  that  an  in- 
jury is  not  produced  by  accidental  means,  within  the  meaning  of 
this  policy,  where  the  injury  is  the  natural  result  of  an  act  or  acts 
in  which  the  insured  intentionally  engages.  A  person  may  do  cer- 
tain acts  the  result  of  which  produces  unforeseen  consequences  re- 
sulting in  what  is  termed  an  accident ;  yet  it  does  not  come  within 
the  terms  of  this  contract.  The  policy  does  not  insure  against  an 
injury  that  may  be  caused  by  a  voluntary,  natural,  ordinary  move- 
ment, executed  exactly  as  was  intended." 

The  Missouri  Court  of  Appeals  has  said:*^  **  Accident  assur- 
ance companies  do  business  mostly  with  the  common  people,  and 
the  term  'accident'  as  used  in  these  policies  should  be  construed 
most  strongly  against  the  companies,  and  be  defined  according  to 
the  ordinary  and  usual  understanding  of  its  signification.     'Any

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unusual  and  unexpected  event  attending  the  performance  of  a 
usual  and  necessary  act,'  whether  the  act  be  performed  by  the 
party  injured  or  by  another,  is  ordinarily  and  usually  understood 
to  be  an  event  which  happened  by  accident.  In  the  foregoing  cajses 
it  seAs  to  us  a  too  strict  and  illiberal  definition  of  the  term  was 
adhered  to.  At  any  rate  they  are  not  reconcilable  with  the  general 
trend  of  the  best  considered  American  cases,  which  hold  that  acci- 
dental means  are  those  which  produce  effects  which  are  not  the 
natural  and  probable  consequences  of  the  act.  *An  effect  which  is 
not  the  natural  or  probable  consequence  of  the  means  which  pro- 
duced it,  an  effect  which  does' not  ordinarily  follow  and  cannot  be' 
reasonably  anticipated  from  the  use  of  such  means,  an  effect  which 
the  actor  did  not  intend  to  produce  and  which  he  cannot  be  charged 
with  the  design  of  producing,  is  produced  by  accidental  means.'** 
It  will  be  seen  from  the  foregoing  definitions  and  also  from  the 
cases  cited  in  the  following  sections  that  the  courts-^re  divided  as 
to  what  under  an  accident  policy  is  embraced  in  the  term  acci- 
dent. The  difficulty  is  not  in  defining  what  an  accident  is,  but  in 
fitting  the  definition  to  the  facts  of  the  particular  case. 

§  507.  External,  Violent  and  Accidental  Means — ^Accident  or 
Disease. — ^Allied  to  the  question  as  to  what  is  meant  by  external, 
violent  and  accidental  means  **is  that  of  proximate  causes.  Prac- 
tically all  the  cases  consider  at  the  same  time  not  only  whether  the 
death  or  disability  was  caused  by  external,  violent  and  accidental 
means,  but  also  whether  the  accident  or  disease  was  the  proximate 
cause  of  the  death  or  disability.  These  questions  must  be  consid- 
ered separately,  yet  to  a  great  extent  the  same  authorities  must  be 
referred  to  in  each  case.  The  adjudicated  cases  all  differ  in  the 
facts,  and  yet  these  facts  are  very  similar.  We  will,  so  far  as  pos- 
sible, let  the  opinions  of  the  courts  declare  the  governing  prin- 
ciples. Generally  speaking  the  elements  of  force  and  accident  must 
concur  in  effecting  an  injury  from  external,  violent  and  accidental 
means.^^    The  Supreme  Court  of  the  United  States,**  held  that,

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where  the  insured  attempted  to  jump  off  a  platform,  and  alighted 
beavily  on  his  feet  and  thereby  sustained  stricture  of  the  duodenum 
which  caused  death,  the  death  was  caused  by  external,  violent  and 
accidental  means.    It  says:    ''It  was  further  urged  that  there  was 
no  evidence  to  support  the  verdict  because  no  accident  was  shown. 
"We  do  not  concur  in  this  view.    The  two  companions  of  the  de- 
ceased jumped  from  the  same  platform,  at  the  same  time  and 
place  and  alighted  safely.    It  must  be  presumed  not  only  that  the 
deceased  intended  to  alight  safely,  but  thought  that  he  would.  The 
jury  were,  on  aU  the  evidence,  at  liberty  to  say  that  it  was  an 
accident  that  he  did  not     The  Court  properly  instructed  them 
that  the  jumping  off  the  platform  was  the  means  by  which  the  in- 
jury, if  any  was  sustained,  was  caused;  that  the  question  was, 
whether  there  was  anything  accidental,  unforeseen,  involuntary, 
unexpected,  in  the  act  of  jumping,  from  the  time  the  deceased  left 
the  platform  until  he  alighted  on  the  ground;  that  the  term  'acci- 
dental' was  used  in  the  policy  in  its  ordinary,  popular  sense,  as 
meaning  'happening  by  chance;  unexpectedly  taking  place;  not 
according  to  the  usual  course  of  things  or  not  as  expected;'  that  if 
a  result  is  such  as  follows  from  ordinary  means,  voluntarily  em- 
ployed, in  a  not  unusual  or  unexpected  way,  it  cannot  be  called  a 
result  effected  by  accidental  means;  but  that  if,  in  the  act  which 
precedes  the  injury,  something  unforeseen,  unexpected,  unusual 
occurs  which  produces  the  injury,  then  the  injury  has  resulted 
through  accidental  means.    The  jury  were  further  told,  no  excep- 
tion being  taken,  that  in  considering  the  case,  they  ought  not  to 
adopt  theories  without  proof,  or  substitute  bare  possibility  for 
positive  evidence  of  facts  testified  to  by  credible  witnesses;  that 
where  the  weight  of  credible  testimony  proved  the  existence  of  a 
fact,  it  should  be  accepted  as  a  fact  in  the  case ;  but  that  where,  if 
at  all,  proof  was  wanting,  and  the  deficiency  remained  throughout 
the  case,  the  allegation  of  fact  should  not  be  deemed  established." 
The  Supreme  Court  of  Pennsylvania  has  held,**  that  an  accidental 
strain  resulting  in  death  was  an  accidental  injury  within  the  mean- 
ing of  the  policy  and  that  it  included  death  from  any  unexpected 
event  happening  by  chance  and  not  accruing  according  to  the  usual 
course  of  things,  as  a  strain  received  while  loading  hay.    So,  where

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the  insured  lifted  a  heavy  burden  in  the  course  of  his  business  and 
injured  his  spine,  the  injury  was  held  to  be  one  accruing  within 
the  meaning  of  the  policy.'*    So  also  where  the  insured  was  driv- 
ing and  his  horse  became  frightened  and  ran  away,  but  was  at 
length  brought  under  control,  but  the  insured  was  apparently 
seriously  injured  at  the  time  and  either  from  fright  or  strain,  be- 
cause of  his  physical  exercise  in  restraining  his  horse,  died  within 
an  hour  afterwards.'^    So  with  a  rupture  received  while  exercising 
with  Indian  clubs  by  reason  of  some  unusual  exercise  or  some  un- 
foreseen, accidental  and  involuntary  movement  of  the  body ;  but  if 
the  injury  had  been  caused  by  the  ordinary  use  in  the  usual  way  it 
would  not  have  been  an  accident.*®    So  where  injury  was  received 
by  insured  while  attempting  to  remove  his  nightshirt.'®    So  where 
a  death  was  caused  by  falling  against  an  engine  on  a  moving  train, 
received  by  a  person,  while  trying  suddenly  to  stop  his  speed  in 
running  rapidly  to  get  the  mail  from  the  train,  it  is  caused  by  acci- 
dent.*® The  bite  of  a  dog  is  an  accident.*^  An  insured  killed  by  rob- 
bers meets  death  by  external,  violent  and  accidental  means.**  Death 
from  coming  in  contact  with  poison  ivy  is  due  to  accident.*'    Stab- 
bing the  insured  on  a  public  highway  by  an  insane  man  without 
provocation  or  expectation  is  an  accident.**    A  blow  caused  by  a 
failing  sleeping  car  berth  resulting  in  death  is  an  accident.*'    So 
where  a  bridge  builder  was  raising  the  bents  of  a  bridge  and  an 
unexpected  weight  was  thrown  on  the  pike  poles  ih  the  hands  of 
the  men,  so  that  the  insured  was  either  struck  by  the  end  of  the

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pole  in  his  hand  or  subjected  to  a  strain  so  great  that  he  was  dis- 
abled and  subsequently  died,  it  was  held  that  there  was  sufficient 
evidence  to  go  to  the  jury  on  the  question  whether  the  death  re- 
sulted solely  from  the  accident.**  An  injury  to  the  knee  received 
ivhile  stooping  to  pick  up  something  is  caused  by  ''external*' 
means.*^  And  injuries  caused  by  lifting.*®  So  where  the  insured 
choked  to  death  while  attempting  to  swallow  a  piece  of  beef  steak 
which  accidentally  lodged  in  his  windpipe,  the  death  was  occa- 
sioned from  accidental,  violent  and  external  means  within  the 
meaning  of  the  policy.*-*  The  Court  in  this  case  says:  *'This  ap- 
pellant is  an  accident  insurance  company  and  its  policies  are 
termed  'accident  policies/  and  the  very  object  of  insuring  in  such 
companfes  is  to  obtain  indemnity  where  injury  or  death  results 
from  accident;  asd  while  the  policy  provides  that  the  liability 
arises  when  the  injury  is  through  external,  violent  and  accidental 
means,  independently  of  all  other  causes,'  it  was  not  designed  that 
there  should  be  such  an  external  violence  as  a  fall,  a  kick  or  a 
blow,  on  the  person  as  would  cause  death  or  an  injury,  before  the 
liability  of  the  company  could  arise.  This  language  was  inserted 
in  the  contract  to  protect  the  company  against  hidden  or  secret  dis- 
eases, resulting  in  injury,  where  there  was  no  manifestation  of 
harm  to  the  external  body.  They  were  not  attempting  to  restrict 
their  liability  to  a  paHicular  kind  of  accidents,  but  were  guarding 
the  contract  by  the  use  of  such  terms  as  would  prevent  liability  for 
injuries  not  originating  from  accidental  causes  and  that  were 
liable  to  occur  at  any  time  from  natural  causes.  If  the  steak  had 
been  putrid,  causing  the  stomach  to  revolt  at  it,  or  so  tough  as  to

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interfere  with  digestion,  or  to  completely  stay  the  operation  ef 
nature  in  such  a  manner  as  to  produce  disease  no  one  would  con- 
tend that  the  pain  or  the  disease  was  the  result  of  accident  or  that 
the  terms  of  this  policy  embraced  such  a  case;  but  when  the  sub- 
stance causing  the  death  is  visible  and  placed  in  the  mouth  of  the 
assured,  lodging  by  accident  in  the  windpipe  instead  of  the  stom- 
ach producing  injury  or  death,  it  is  as  much  an  accident  as  if 
the  assured  had  taken  arsenic  under  the  belief  that  it  was  some 
harmless  medicine.  There  is  no  external  force  or  violence  from 
the  poison  and  the  injury  is  internal  in  its  character,  and  yet  the 
authorities  hold  that  the  insurance  company  is  liable  in  such  case.'® 
It  is  plain,  we  think,  that  the  means  or  that  which  caused  the  in- 
jury should  be  external,  and  not  that  the  injury  should  have  been 
external.  It  is  said,  however,  that  if  the  injury  is  not  to  be  ex- 
ternal, the  death  must  have  resulted  from  'violent  and  accidental 
means.'  It  is  universally  understood  when  it  is  said  that  one  died 
a  violent  death,  that  it  was  unnatural — a  death  not  occurring  in 
the  ordinary  way;  and  in  fact  the  definition  of  the  word  'violent* 
is  'unnatural'  and  in  using  this  word  the  insurance  company  was 
attempting  to  prevent  the  assured  from  asserting  a  claim.  In  the 
case  of  Paul  v.  Insurance  Co.,*^*  on  a  similar  policy  it  was  held 
'that  a  death  unnatural,  the  result  of  accident,  imports  an  ex- 
ternal and  violent  agency  as  the  cause.'  This  same  view- was 
taken  by  the  Illinois  Supreme  Court  in  the  case  of  Healey  v.  As- 
sociation, already  cited.  A  similar  construction  to  the  verbiage 
of  like  policies  has  been  heretofore  given  by  courts  of  last  resort 
anct  if  companies,  organized  as  this  is,  intended  that  actual  ex- 
ternal force  causing  the  accident  must  be  shown  before  a  recovery 
could  be  had,  it  would  be  easy  to  so  frame  the  language  of  the 
policy  as  to  leave  no  doubt  as  to  its  meaning."  So  where  the  de- 
ceased while  asleep  fell  from  a  window,  it  was  held  that  the  com- 
pany was  liable.'*^  And  also  where  the  testimony  of  physicians 
was  that  the  assured  bore  on  his  back  marks  of  extreme  violence, 
apparently  recently  inflicted,  and  that  his  injuries  produced  his 
death,  it  is  prima  facie  evidence  that  the  death  resulted  from

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bodily  injuries  through  external,  violent  and  accidental  means.'* 
"Where  the  insured  went  out  on  the  platform  of  a  car  to  vomit  and 
fell  off  and  was  killed  the  death  was  due  to  accident  and  not  dis- 
ease.^* So  where  the  insured  died  from  an  injury  to  the  bowels, 
caused  by  a  sudden  jolt  in  stepping  off  the  pavemenf  Disease, 
as  used  in  an  accident  policy,  means  an  ailment  or  disorder  of  a 
somewhat  settled  character,  and  not  a  mere  temporary  disorder 
arising  from  some  sudden  or  unexpected  derangement  of  the  sys- 
tem.^' I(  has  been  held  that  if  death  would  not  have  resulted  ex- 
cept for  the  disease  the  company  is  not  liable.*^^  Where  the  in- 
sured died  from  the  effects  of  a  blow  struck  by  a  person  after  an 
attempt  to  blackmail,  such  death  is  the  result  of  accidental  means.'' 
So  where  the  insured  was  killed  by  a  man  he  was  ejecting  from  a 
hotel  office  the  death  was  held  accidental.'®  So  is  hanging  by  a 
mob,  accident.®^  And  blood  poisoning,  resulting  from  a  sore 'toe 
caused  by  chafing  of  a  new  shoe  f^  and  a  wound  on  the  finger  re- 
sulting in  blood  poisoning  and  death  ;'^  and  a  wound  received 
while  trimming  a  com  resulting  in  blood  poisoning,"  and  death 
caused  by  the  sting  of  an  insect.®^  The  same  was  held  where  the 
insured  was  found  in  the  back  room  of  a  house  shot  through  the 
heart.  He  had  been  dead  about  half  an  hour  and  there  were  no 
powder  marks  on  his  flesh  or  clothing;  in  another  room  connected 
by  a  door  with  the  one  where  the  body  of  deceased  was  discovered, 
was  found, the  body  of  a  woman  mortally  wounded  by  a  pistol 
shot  in  the  side  and  whose  flesh  and  clothing  were  powder  burned,

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near  her  was  a  pistol  but  it  was  not  shown  whether  it  was  loaded 
or  not.  The  woman  had  been  mistress  of  the  insured  and  there 
was  some  evidence  of  a  quarreL  It  was  held  that,  under  a  policy 
stipulating,  that  it  only  covered  injuries  eflPected  by  external,  vio- 
lent and  accidental  means,  an  injury  not  anticipated,  or  naturally 
to  be  expected  by  the  insured  is  accidental  means  within  the  i^ean- 
ing  of  the  contract,  where  it  does  not  in  terms  provide  against  the 
recovery  if  the  death  was  caused  by  injury  intentionally  inflicted 
by  the  assured  or  any  other  person.**  The  Supreme  Court  of  the 
United  States  has  held  that,  although  a  policy  of  insurance  against 
bodily  injuries  eflPected  through  external,  violent  or  accidental 
means,  provides  that  it  shall  not  extend  to  death  or  disabUitgr 
which  may  have  been  caused  wholly  or  in  part  by  bodily  infirmi- 
ties, or  disease,  or  by  suicide,  or  self-inflicted  injuries,  it  covers  a 
death  of  the  insured  by  hanging  himself  while  insane.**  And  it 
was  held,  that  where  death  resulted  from  the  accidental  drinking 
of  poison  it  was  caused  by  external,  violent  and  accidental  means.*^ 
If  the  proof  clearly  shows  that,  though  the  insured  met  with  an 
accident,  both  it  and  the  death  were  due  to  disease,  there  can  be 
no  recovery.*® 

§  508.    The  Same  Subject  Continued— Accident  or  Disease. — 

In  holding  that  an  accident  policy  providing  for  the  non-liability 
of  the  company  in  case  of  death  or  disability  resulting  from  medi- 
cal  or  surgical  treatment  was  undoubtedly  intended  to  cover  causes 
of  accident  growing  out  of  medical  or  surgical  treatment,  and 
would  not  apply  to  such  treatment  when  necessary  for  the  purpose 
of  relieving  the  insured  from  the  results  of  accidental  injury,  as 
where  plaintiflf  claimed  that  the  death  of  the  insured  was  due  to 
blood  poisoning  caused  from  an  abrasion  made  on  his  limb  by  a

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bath  attendant,  the  Court  laid  down  a  general  rule,  saying:  ''It 
wonld  not  do  to  hold  that  no  recovery  could  be  had  on  the  certi- 
ficate if  the  insured  was  afflicted  with  any  disease,  or  bodily,  or 
mental  infirmity,  either  at  the  time  he  received  his  injuries  or  at 
the  time  of  death.  Very  few  persons  are  free  from  some  sort  of 
disease,  or  bodily  infirmity,  and  if  a  condition  of  that  kind,  with- 
out reference  to  its  casual  connection  with  death,  should  be  held  a 
bar  to  recovery  the  proposed  insurance  would  be  a  delusion  and  a 
snare.  Such  conditions  as  we  here  find  are  to  be  construed  most 
strongly  against  the  insurer;  and  taken  together  we  think  they 
must  be  held  to  apply  to  such  disease,  or  bodily,  or  mental,  in- 
firmity as  in  some  manner  contributed  directly  or  indirectly  either 
to  the  injury  or  to  the  death.  Unless  there  be  such  contribution 
then  the  death,  loss  of  life,  etc.,  cannot  result  wholly  or  partially, 
directly  or  indirectly,  therefrom.  In  other  words,  the  disease,  or 
bodily  infirmity,  must  be  a  cause,  or  one  of  the  causes,  of  the  in- 
jury or  death,  and  it  is  not  enough  to  defeat  recovery  to  show 
either  disease,  or  bodily,  or  mental,  infirmity.*®  Where  a  man  is  so 
afflicted  with  disease  that  he  will  die  within  a  short  time,  yet  if  by 
some  accidental  means  his  death  is  caused  sooner,  it  will  be  a 
death  from  accident  and  not  from  disease. '^'^ 

An  inflammation  of  the  eye  caused  by  the  splashing  of  water 
from  a  tub  in  which  the  insured  was  washing  clothing,  resulting 
in  the  loss  of  the  eye  from  infection,  is  accidental.'^^  So  where 
erysipelas  resulted  from  an  abrasion  on  the  check,  it  was  held  that 
the  death  was  due  to  accident.''*  So  death  from  apoplexy  result- 
ing from  excitement  caused  by  witnessing  a  man  being  burned  to 
death  in  an  accidental  fii%,  is  death  by  accident  and  not  from  dis-

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ease/'  Death  by  blood  poisoning  resulting  from  the  swallowing 
of  a  fishbone  which  lodged  in  the  rectum,  was  death  due  to  ex- 
ternal, violent  and  accidental  means.^*  The  Court  said:  "The 
effect  was  one  which  does  not  ordinarily  follow,  could  not  reason- 
ably have  been  anticipated  and  cannot  be  charged  to  have  resulted 
from  design.  Manifestly,  then,  it  was  within  the  well-recognized 
definitionB  of  accident.  Nor  is  this  conclusion  obviated  by  the  cir- 
cumstances that  death  ressulted  from  septicaemia,  or  blood  poison- 
ing. Without  the  accidental  wound  by  the  fishbone,  blood  poison- 
ing would  not  have  ensued  and  therefore  that  disease  was  inci- 
dental to  the  wound."  The  insurer  is  liable  for  death  resulting 
from  a  cut  on  the  lip  received  while  shaving,  which  became  in- 
fected.^** Death  from  ptomaine  poisoning  is  one  from  accident.^* 
The  Court  said:  ''No  question  would  be  raised  here,  I  take  it,  if 
the  assured  by  mistake  had  taken  carbolic  acid  when  he  intended 
to  take  a  helpful  medicine.  Why  then  should  it  be  said  there  is  no 
liability  when  the  assured,  intending  to  take  nourishing  food,  in 
fact  took  tainted  food  which  resulted  in  ptomaine  poisoning  and 
death.^^  Where  plaintiff  while  operating  a  mower  receiived  a 
bodily  injury  which  developed  into  traumatic  neuritis,  such  affec- 
tion was  not  a  disease  within  the  meaning  of  an  accident  policy 
providing  a  lesser  liability  in  case  of  claims  for  indemnity,  of 
which  there  was  no  external  mark  visible  to  the  eye,  or  accidental 
injuries  resulting  from  disease  in  any  form.'^^  The  Supreme  Court 
of  Nebraska,^*  in  a  case  where  the  insured,  going  up  the  steps, 
slipped  and  fell  with  violence  striking  his  body  near  the  region  of 
the  heart  upon  a  large  stone  with  such  force  as  to  cause  a  rupture

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of  the  heart  from  which  he  died,  held  that  though  the  condition 
of  the  heart  and  other  organs  of  the  body  of  the  insured  may  have 
more  readily  permitted  the  rupture,  and  it  not  being  shown  that 
death  would  haVe  ensued  at  the  time  it  did  but  for  the  accident 
and  although  the  condition  of  the  insured  because  of  advancing 
age  and  hardening  of  the  arteries,  made  him  more  liable  to  a 
rupture  of  the  heart  in  case  of  a  violent  accident  of  the  kind 
which  occurred,  was  the  proximate  cause  of  the  death  which  was 
due  to  external,  violent  and  accidental  means.®®  The  Supreme 
Court  of  Ohio®^  said  in  construing  the  language  of  an  insurance 
policy:  **It  has  been  universally  and  properly  held  that  the 
words  of  limitation  should  be  most  favorably  construed  in  behalf 
of  the  insured  and  against  the  company.  This  does  not  mean,  how- 
ever, that  a  strained,  unnatural  and  forced  meaning  should  be 
given  words  or  phrases,  but  rather  every  day  meaning  which  must 
have  been  plainly  in  the  minds  of  the  contracting  parties. '*  Con- 
sequently it  was  held  that  where  an  insured  holding  an  accident 
policy  indemnifying  him  against  bodily  injuries,  which,  independ- 
ently of  all  other  causes,  are  effected  solely  and  exclusively  by  ex- 
ternal, violent  and  accidental  means,  suffers  an  injury  due  to  the 
dilation  of  the  heart,  following  the  voluntary  taking  of  a  cold- 
water  bath,  it  will  not  be  considered  as  the  result  of  an  accident, 
where,  under  the  circumstances  attending  the  dilation,  there  is  no 
evidence  that  anything  occurred  which  the  insured  had  not  planned 
or  anticipated  excepting  the  dilation  and  its  consequences.  In  a 
case  in  Georgia,®^  the  Court  said:  "The  insured  was  found  dead 
in  his  bathroom,  at  about  his  usual  lunch  hour  on  the  date  named, 
undressed  except  as  to  his  underwear,  and  the  bathroom  was 
filled  with  gas.  It  was  the  practice  of  the  insured  to  take  a  bath 
in  the  middle  of  the  day,  after  he  came  in  from  town.  The  plain- 
tiff went  to  the  bathroom  and  found  it  closed  and  gas  was  escap- 
ing. She  and  a  servant  opened  the  door  and  found  the  deceased 
lying  on  the  floor  of  the  bathroom  right  by  the  bathtub,  and  the

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room  was  filled  with  gas.  The  deceased  was  lying  as  if  he  might 
have  fallen  against*  the  bathtub.  The  room  had  one  window, 
which  was  closed  when  the  plaintiff  and  the  servant  first  entered. 
Qas  was  escaping  from  an  instantaneous  gas  heat^  located  in  the 
bathroom  and  used  for  heating  water.  The  heater  has  a  'little 
pilot'  that  lights  it,  and  which  has  to  be  turned  on.  *You  light 
the  pilot,  and  you  turn  the  water  and  the  gas  on,  and  the  pilot 
lights  the  gas  itself.  The  gas  and  water  are  turned  on  at  the 
same  time;  and  then  the  pilot  lights  the  gas  and  heats  the  water 
as  it  comes  through.'  When  the  deceased  was  found  the  water 
was  turned  on  and  the  gas  was  escaping.  Partly  burned  matches 
were  upon  the  bathroom  floor  near  the  heater.  The  deceased  was 
drinking  the  night  previous  to  his  death,  though  he  was  not  an 
habitual  drinker.  From  this  evidence  for  the  plaintiff,  we  think 
the  jury  was  authorized  to  find  that  the  death  of  the  insured  was 
caused  by  accidental  asphyxiation,  independently  and  exclusively 
of  other  causes,  although  the  testimony  of  the  defendant  tended 
to  show  that  death  had  resulted  from  apoplexy." 

§  509.  The  Same  Subject — ^English  Cases. — ^A  number  of  cases 
have  been  decided  under  the  English  Workmen's  Compensation 
Act,,  where  claim  has  been  made  on  account  of  accident  and  the 
question  was  whether  the  case  was  accident,  or  disease.  In  the 
case  of  Brintons,  Ltd.,  v.  Turvey,®'  it  was  held  that  the  catching  of 
anthrax  by  a  workman  while  engaged  in  handling  wool,  is  to  be  re- 
garded as  an  accident.  So  where  the  workman  while  suffering 
from  aneurism  in  an  advanced  state,  so  that  it  might  burst  at  any 
time,  was  tightening  a  nut  when  the  strain,  quite  ordinary,  rup- 
tured the  aneurism  and  he  died,  the  House  of  Lords  held  that 
the  death  was  due  to  an  accident."  Loreburn,  L.  C,  said:  ''This 
man  died  from  the  rupture  of  an  aneurism,  and  the  'death  was 
caused  by  a  strain  arising  out  of  the  ordinary  work  of  the  de- 
ceased operating  upon  a  condition  of  body  which  was  such  as  to 
render  the  strain  fatal.'  Again,  'the  aneurism  was  in  such  an  ad- 
vanced condition  that  it  might  have  burst  while  the  man  was 
asleep,  and  very  slight  exertion,  or  strain,  would  have  been  suffi-

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dent  to  bring  about  a  rupture. '  These  are.  the  findings  and  they 
bind  UJB.  The  first  question  here  is  whether  or  not  the  learned 
judge  was  entitled  to  regard  the  rupture  as  an  'accident'  within 
the  meaning  of  this  act.  In  my  opinion  he  was  so  entitled.  Cer- 
tainly it  was  an  'untoward  event.'  It  was  not  designed.  It  was 
unexpected  in  what  seems  to  me  the  relevant  sense,  namely,  that 
a  sensible  man  who  knew  the  nature  of  the  work  would  not  have 
expected  it.  I  cannot  agree  with  the  argument  presented  to  your 
lordships  that  you  are  to  ask  whether  a  doctor  acquainted  with 
the  man's  condition  would  have  expected  it.  Were  that  the  right 
view,  then  it  would  not  be  an  accident  if  a  man  very  liable  to 
fainting  fits  fell  in  a  faint  from  a  ladder  and  hurt  himself.  No 
doubt  the  ordinary  accident  is  associated  with  something  external ; 
the  bursting  of  a  boiler,  or  an  explosion  in  a  mine,  for  example. 
But  it  may  be  merely  from  a  man's  own  miscalculation,  such  as 
tripping  and  falling.  Or  it  may  be  due  both  to  internal  and  ex- 
ternal conditions,  as  if  a  seaman  were  to  faint  in  the  rigging  and 
tumble  into  the  sea.  I  think  it  may  also  be  something  going  wrong 
within  the  human  frame  itself,  such  as  the  straining  of  a  muscle  or 
the  breaking  of  a  blood  vessel.  If  that  occurred  when  he  was  lift- 
ing a  weight  it  would  be  properly  described  as  an  accident.  So,  I 
think,  rupturing  an  aneurism  when  tightening  a  nut  with  a  span- 
ner may  be  regarded  as  an  accident.  It  cannot  be  disputed  that 
the  fatal  injury  was  in  this  case  due  to  this  accident,  the  rupture 
of  the  aneurism  under  the  strain."  But  where  the  death  was  from 
apoplexy  sustained  while  a  workman  was  at  work  in  the  ordinary 
manner,  it  was  held  that  it  was  not  due  to  accident.**  Where  the 
workman,  while  clearing  a  millrace,  was  seized  with  a  chill  fol- 
lowed by  an  attack  of  uraemia  caused  by  the  sudden  impact  of  the 
cold  water  in  which  he  was  working,  resulting  in  his  death,  it  was 
held  that  the  death  was  accidental.**  So  where  a  miner  died  from 
pneumonia  resulting  from  the  inhalation  of  poisonous  gas  while  at 
work  in  a  coal  mine,  it  was*  held  that  the  death  was  an  accident.*^ 
So  of  sunstroke  suffered  by  a  seaman  while  painting  a  vessel  lying 
in  port.**    So  a  disability  from  nervous  shock  from  finding  an  in-

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jurcd  fellow  workman.*'  So  by  poisosmg  from  sewer  gas  received 
while  opening  a  cesspool.*^ 


§  510.  The  Same  Subject — ^Drowning. — In  a  leading  case,*^  the 
Court  reviewed  the  law  applying  where  death  occurs  from  drown- 
ing as  follows:  **It  is  well  settled  that  an  involuntary  death  by 
drowning  is  a  death  by  external,  violent,  and  accidental  means.*^ 
We  are  of  tl)e  opinion  that  in  the  legal  sense,  and  within  the 
meaning  of  the  last  clause,  if  the  deceased  suffered  death  by  drown- 
ing, no  matter  what  was  the  cause  of  his  falling  into  the  water, 
whether  disease  or  a  slipping,  the  drowning  in  such  case  would  be 
the  proximate  and  sole  cause  of  the  disability  or  death,  unless  it 
appeared  that  death  would  have  been  the  result,  even  had  there 
been  no  water  at  hand  to  fall  into.  The  disease  would  be  but  the 
condition ;  the  drowning  would  be  the  moving,  sole,  and  proximate 
cause.  In  Winspear  v.  Insurance  Co.,**  the  terma  or  the  policy 
provided  *that  it  should  cover  any  personal  injury  caused  by  acci- 
dental, external,  and  visible  means,  if  the  direct  effect  of  such 
injury  should  occasion  his  death ;  and  it  provided,  further,  that  it 
should  not  extend  to  any  injury  caused  by  or  arising  from  natural 
disease  or  weakness  or  exhaustion  consequent  upon  disease.'  The 
insured  was  seized  with  an  epileptic  fit  and  fell  into  a  stream,  and 
was  there  drowned  while  suffering  from  a  fit.  It  was  held  that 
the  death  was  within  the  risk  covered  by  the  policy,  and  that  the 
proviso  did  not  apply.  In  Lawrence  v.  Insurance  Co.,**  the  policy 
provided :  'This  policy  covers  injuries  accidentally  occurring  from 
material  and  external  causes  operating  upon  the  person  of  the  in- 
sured, where  such  accidental  injury  is  the  direct  and  sole  cause  of

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the  death  of  the  insured,  but  it  does  not  insure  in  case  of  death 
arising  from  fits,  ...  or  any  disease  whatsoever  arising  before  or 
at  the  time  or  following  such  accidental  injury,  whether  consequent 
upon  such  accidental  injury  or  not,  and  whether  causing  such  death 
directly,  or  jointly  with  such  accidental  injury,'  The  insured,  while 
at  a  railway  station,  was  seized  with  a  fit,  and  fell  forward  off  the 
platform  across  the  railway,  when  an  engine  and  carriages  which 
were  passing  went  over  his  body,  and  killed  him.  It  was  held  that 
'the  death  of  the  insured  was  caused  by  an  accident,  within  the 
meaning  of  the  policy,  and  that  the  insurers  were  liable.  Mr.  Jus- 
tice Watkin  Williams  said  in  this  case:  'The  true  meaning  of  this 
proviso  is  that,  if  the  death  arose  from  a  fit  the  company  are  not 
liable,  even  though  accidental  injury  contributed  to  the  death  in  the 
sense  that  they  were  both  causes,  which  operated  jointly  in  caus- 
ing it.  That  is  the  meaning,  in  my  opinion,  of  this  proviso.  But 
it  is  essential  to  that  construction  that  it  should  be  made  out  that 
the  fit  was  a  cause,  in  the  sense  of  being  the  proximate  and  imme- 
diate cause  of  the  death,  before  the  company  are  exonerated,  and 
it  is  not  the  less  so  because  you  c^  show  that  another  cause  inter- 
vened and  assisted  in  the  causation.'  After  giving  some  illustra- 
tions, the  learned  justice  continued:  'I  therefore  put  my  decision 
on  the  broad  ground  that,  according  to  the  true  construction  of 
this  policy  and  this  proviso,  this  was  not  an  act  arising  from  a  fit, 
and  therefore  whether  it  contributed  directly  or  indirectly,  or  by 
any  other  mode,  to  the  happening  of  the  subsequent  accident  seems 
to  be  wholly  immaterial,  and  the  judgment  of  the  court  ought  to  be 
in  favor  of  the  plaintiff.'  These  cases  are  referred  to  with  ap- 
proval by  Mr.  Justice  Gray  in  delivering  the  opinion  of  the  Su- 
preme Court  in  case  of  Insurance  Co.  v.  Crandal.®*  They  sufB- 
ciently  establish  the  proposition  that,  if  the  deceased  in  this  case 
died  by  drowning,  then  drowning  was  in  law  the  sole  and  proxi- 
mate cause  of  the  disability  of  death.  We  now  proceed  to  inquire 
whether,  if  the  fall  of  the  deceased  into  the  water  was  causd  by 
fit,  vertigo,  or  any  disease,  such  accidental  death  could  be  said, 
within  the  meaning  of  the  policy,  to  have  been  *  caused  directly  or 
indirectly,  ^wholly  or  in  part,  by  or  in  consequence  of  such  fits,  ver- 
tigo, or  disease.'  In  our  opinion  the  adjective  'accidental'  quail- 
s'120  IT.  S.  527-532;  7  Sup.  Ct  R.  685. 
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fies  not  only  *  injuries, '  but  also  *  death, '  and  therefore  an  accidental 
death  by  drowning  does  reseult  from,  and  is  caused  indirectly  by 
fits,  vertigo,  or  other  disease,  if  the  fall  into  the  water,  from  which 
drowning  ensues,  is  caused  by  such  disease.  The  exception  is 
broader  than  the  exception  in  the  policies  considered  in  the  Win- 
spear  and  the  Lawrence  cases,  and  is  made  so  by  the  use  of  the 
word  indirectly/*'  As  can  be  seen  from  the  words  of  Mr.  Justice 
Williams  quoted  above  in  the  Lawrence  case,  if  that  policy  had 
provided  that  it  should  not  apply  to  an  accident  to  which  a  fit  con- 
tributed indirectly,  the  company  would  not,  in  his  opinion,  have 
been  liable.  We  are  therefore  finally  brought  to  the  question  what 
the  words  'disease  and  bodily  infirmity'  include.  We  think  the 
charge  of  the  Court  below  upon  this  point  must  be  sustained.  In  a 
broad,  generic  sense,  any  temporary  trouble  by  reason  of  which  a 
man  loses  consciousness  is  a  disease.  It  is  a  condition  of  the  body 
not  normal,  and  produced  by  the  imperfect  working  of  some  func- 
tion, but  as  the  imperfect  working  is  not  permanent,  and  the  body 
returns  at  once,  or  in  a  short  period  of  time,  to  its  normal  condi- 
tion, it  does  not  rise  to  the  dign^^ty  of  a  disease.  A  fainting  spell 
produced  by  indigestion  or  a  lack  of  proper  food  for  a  number  of 
hours,  or  from  any  other  cause  which  would  not  indicate  any  dis- 
ease in  the  body,  but  would  show  a  mere  temporary  disturbance 
or  enfeeblement,  would  not  come  within  the  words  'disease  and 
bodily  infirmity,'  as  used  in  this  policy."  Where  the  assured  was 
found  drowned  but  there  was  nothing  to  show  how  he  had  fallen 
into  the  water,  the  company  was  held  liable,  the  Court  saying  that 
where  a  person,  not  likely  to  commit  suicide,  is  found  drowned  it 
is  prima  facie  evidence  of  accidental  death.'*  Where  the  occupa- 
tion of  the  insured  was  that  of  a  farmer  and  he  was  drowned  by 
the  capsizing  of  a  boat  while  resecuing  the  crew  of  a  wrecked 
ship  and  the  body  was  recovered  with  a  bruise  over  the  left  temple, 
but  no  positive  proof  was  oflPered  as  to  the  cause  of  the  injury 
other  than  the  circumstances  given,  it  was  held  that  the  death  was 
covered  by  the  policy.'^

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i  5ll.  The  Same  Subjeet— Sunstroke. — Sunstroke  has  been 
mid  to  be  a  disease  when  contracted  in  the  course  of  ordinary  duty ; 
this  was  settled  in  England  by  the  opinion  of  Chief  Justice  Cock- 
bum.*^  The  learned  Chief  Justice  says:  ''In  the  present  instance, 
the  disease  called  'sunstroke/  although  the  name  would  at  first 
seem  to  imply  something  of  external  violence  is,  so  far  as  we  are 
informed,  an  inflammatory  disease  of  the  brain,  brought  on  by 
exposure  to  the  too  intense  heat  of  the  sun's  rays.  It  is  a  disease 
to  which  persons  exposing  themselves  to  the  sun  in  a  tropical 
climate  are  more  or  less  liable,  just  as  persons  exposed  to  the  other 
natural  causes  to  which  we  have  referred  are  liable  to  disastrous 
consequences  therefrom.  The  deceased,  in  the  discharge  of  his  or- 
dinary duties  about  his  ship,  became  thus  affected,  and  so  died.'' 
This  case  was  cited  and  approved  in  that  of  Dozier  v.  Fidelity  & 
Casualty  Co.^  It  has  also  been  held  by  the  Court  of  Appeals  of 
New  York  that  sunstroke  is  a  disease.^^ 

Quoting  1  C.  J.,  p.  529,  note  88a,  that  sunstroke  occurring  while 
the  insured  is  engaged  in  the  performance  of  his  ordinary  duties, 
is  not  an  accident  but  is  a  case  of  disease,  the  Appellate  Court  of 
Indiana  said  :^®^  "It  is  true  that  these  authorities  are  based  largely 
on  the  Sinclaire  case,^^^  but  our  search  has  failed  to  disclose  that 
the  soundness  of  that  doctrine  has  been  either  doubted  or  criticized. 
It  thus  appears  that,  at  least  by  the  preponderance  of  authority,  the 
policy  here  could  not  be  held  to  cover  a  case  of  sunstroke,  were  it 
not  for  said  article  6.  The  effect  of  that  article,  then,  is  to  remove 
all  questions  on  the  subject  by  specifically  providing  that  sunstroke 
shall  be  deemed  a  bodily  injury,  within  the  meaning  of  the  policy. 
In  classifying  sunstroke  as  a  bodily  injury,  the  evident  purpose 
was  to  place  it  on  a  level  with  all  other  bodily  injuries  under  the 
policy,  and  to  that  end  the  limiting  phrase  is  transferred  bodily

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from  the  insuring  clause  to  article  6.  To  us  it  is  plain  that  apt 
words  have  been  used  to  that  effect.  As  we  have  indicated,  a 
plausible  argument  may  be  constructed  of  the  following  tenor: 
That  a  sunstroke  occurred  by  accidental  means,  as  we  have  inter- 
preted that  term,  is  inconceivable  or  at  least  highly  improbable; 
that,  as  a  consequence,  it  cannot  reasonably  be  held  that  the  par- 
ties to  the  contract  here  intended  that  'sunstroke,'  as  used  in 
article  6,  should  be  qualified  by  the  limiting  phrase,  and  that  there- 
fore the  policy  should  be  construed  as  insuring  against  sunstroke, 
regardless  of  the  attending  circumstances.  In  response,  it  may 
be  said  that  a  distinction  which  the  law  recognizes  should  not  be 
held  to  be  either  inconceivable  or  improbable.  Thus,  in  the  Sin- 
clair Case,  supra,  the  Court  indicates  that  an  exposure  resulting 
in  sunstroke  may  be  'brought  about  by  circumstances  which  may 
give  it  the  character  of  an  accident.'  The  Court  there  says  by 
way  of  illustration:  *If  from  the  effects  of  ordinary  exposure  to 
the  elements,  such  as  is  common  in  the  course  of  navigation,  a 
mariner  should  catch  cold  and  die,  such  death  would  not  be  acci- 
dental, although  if,  being  obliged  by  shipwreck  or  other  disaster 
to  quit  the  ship  and  take  to  the  sea  in  an  open  boat,  he  remained  ex- 
posed to  wet  and  cold  for  some  time,  and  death  ensued  therefrom, 
the  death  might  properly  be  held  to  be  the  result  of  accident.' 
Our  attention  is  called  also  to  Morgan  v.  Owners,  etc.,*®*  and  Ismay, 
etc.,  Co.  v.  "Williamson,*®*  decided  under  the  English  Workmen's 
Compensation  Act  of  1906,  which  provides,  in  substance,  that, 
where  a  personal  injury  by  accident  arising  out  of  or  in  the  course 
of  his  employment  is  suffered  by  a  workman,  his  employer  shall 
be  liable  for  compensation,  etc.  These  cases  are  instructive  only 
in  the  sense  that  they  discuss  the  meaning  of  the  term  'accident,' 
as  used  in  the  act.  In  the  Morgan  Case  a  seaman,  while  painting 
the  outside  of  a  vessel  lying  in  port,  suffered  a  sunstroke.  It  was 
held  that  the  injury  arose  by  accident,  within  he  meaning  of  the 
act ;  the  basis  of  the  decision  being  that  the  evidence  showed  that 
the  risk  was  greater,  under  the  circumstances,  than  if  the  seaman 
had  been  working  on  deck,  since  in  the  former  position  he  encoun- 
tered both  the  direct  and  indirect  rays  of  the  sun.  In  the  Ismay 
Case  an  employe  on  a  steamship  suffered  a  heat  stroke  wUle  tak-

In  holding  that  the  facts  warranted  a  recovery  under  said  act,  the 
Court  say:  /'What  killed  him  was  the  heat  stroke  coming  sud- 
denly and  unexpectedly  upon  him.  It  was  an  unlooked-for  event. 
In  common  language,  it  was  a  case  of  accidental  death."  This 
case  was  decided  by  *a  divided  court ;  Lord  MacNaughton  dissent- 
ing. In  Fenton  v.  Thoriey  &  Co./**  approved  in  the  Ismay  Case, 
supra,  decided  under  the  Workmen's  Compensation  Act  of  1897, 
not  materially  different  from  the  act  of  1906,  the  Court  declined 
to  construe  such  act  as  if  it  were  a  policy  of  insurance.  There 
Fenton,  while  operating  a  machine  in  the  usual  way,  and  as  he 
had  been  accustomed,  there  being  no  evidence  of  any  wrench  or 
sudden  jerk,  felt  a  sen^tion  which  he  described  as  a  tear  in  his 
side.  It  was  subsequently  discovered  that  he  had  suffered  a  rup- 
ture. Held,  an  accident  within  the  meaning  of  the  act.  Lord 
Sonly,  in  discussing  the  case,  used  this  language:  'The  rule  that, 
in  contracts  of  insurance,  the  proximate  cause  of  loss  can  alone  be 
regarded,  is  carried  so  far.  that,  if  it  were  rigidly  applied  to  this 
act  of  parliament,  its  evident  object  would  in  many  cases  be  clearly 
defeated.  No  doubt,  the  rupture  in  this  case  was  the  result  of  any 
effort  voluntarily  and  strenuously  dxade,  and  it  may  be  that  a  pol- 
icy of  insurance  against  accidents  might  be  so  worded  as  not  to 
cover  an  injury  so  caused.  It  may  be  observed  that  if  the  Fenton  , 
case,  and  in  our  judgment,  the  Morgan  and  Isniay  cases  as  well, 
had  come  up  for  decision  under  a  policy  such  as  is  involved  in 
Schmid  v.  Indiana,  etc.,  Association,  ^^  the  doctrine  of  that  case 
and  those  upon  which  it  is  based  would  scarcely  have  permitted 
a  recovery.  Moreover,  in  Bobson  v.  Blakey,^®^  the  Morgan  and 
Ismay  Cases  are  not  only  distinguished,  but  to  some  extent  criti- 
cized and  their  soundness  doubted.  In  the  Bobson  case  a  plumber 
who  was  in  a  state  of  impaired  vitality,  was  engaged,  on  an  e^ 
ceedingly  hot  July  day  in  laying  joining  pipes  in  a  trench  cut  in 
a  road.  His  work  required  him  to  stoop  to  a  considerable  extent, 
and,  while  so  engaged,  he  was  struck  down  with  heat  and  apoplexy 
(a  form  of  sunstroke) *°*  from  the  effects  of  which  he  subsequently

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died.  Held,  that  his  death  was  not  due  to  an  accident  arising  out 
of  his  employment  within  the  meaning  of  the  compensation  act. 
The  Court  say,  in  substance,  that  the  Morgan  and  Ismay  cases 
can  be  justified  only  by  reason  of  the  fact  that  the  workman  in- 
volved in  each  case,  by  reason  of  his  employment,  was  subjected 
to  a  risk  not  incurred  by  people  in  general.  That  is,  in  the  Morgan 
case,  the  workman  was  against  the  side  of  the  ship,  and  in  the  Ismay 
case,  in  the  stoke  hole;  in  each  ca^ie  the  heat  being  more  intense 
than  that  to  which' people  in  general  are  subjected.  In  the  Bobson 
case  the  workman  involved  was  subjected  to  the  ordinary  heat  of 
the  street,  and,  by  reason  of  these  facts,  the  Court  in  the  Bobson 
case  distinguishes  the  Morgan  and  Ismay  cases  under  the  terms  of 
the  Workmen's  Compensation  Act.  We  do  not  believe  that  the 
English  and  Scotch  cases  are  of  controlling  importance  here.  In 
fact,  if  the  Robson  case  correctly  construes  the  British  authorities, 
it  is  evident  that  they  count  against,  rather  than  for,  appellant's 
contention  in  the  case  at  bar."  The  Supreme  Court  of  Kansas  in 
Continental  Casualty  Co.  v.  Johnson,*®*  after  referring  at  length 
to  the  definitions  of  sunstroke  contained  in  the  standard  diction- 
aries, and  concluding  that  the  word,  sunstroke,  when  used  in  an 
accident  insurance  policy  is  synonymous  with  heat  stroke  and  the 
term  unexplained  denotes  a  condition  produced  by  any  heat,  solar, 
or  artificial,  says:  '*The  provision  of  the  policy  is  that  sunstroke 
'shall  be  deemed  to  be  due  to  external,  violent  and  purely  acci- 
dental causes'  and  shall  entitle  the  insured  to  indemnity  at  the 
full  rate.  It  is  argued,  not  without  plausibility,  that  this  langoa^A 
points  to  a  conception  of  sunstroke  as  something  of  sudden  and 
unexpected  occurrence,  more  or  less  in  the  nature  of  an  accident, 
and  that  this  conception  is  only  appropriate  to  an  attack  brought 
on  by  exposure  to  the  sun's  rays.  But  prostration  resulting  from 
keat  emanating  from  a  furnace  may  be  as  swift  in  its  development 
and  as  startling  in  its  effect  as  though  it  were  occasioned  by  hot 
and  humid  weather.  In  each  case  there  would  be  present  some 
of  the  features  of  an  accidental  injury,  but  neither  would  justify  a 
recovery  upon  an  ordinary  accident  policy.'^  The  Supreme  Court 
of  Texas*"  says:    "If  sunstroke  is  a  disease,  as  the  Casualty  Com-

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pany  here  contends,  that  is,  a  kind  of  brain  fever,  and  was  so  dealt 
with  in  the  present  policy,  its  contraction,  as  we  may  in  this  con- 
nection call  it,  from  exposure  to  excessive  heat,  its  accepted  in-' 
ducing  cause,  most  be  regarded  as  proceeding  from  a  purely  nat- 
ural cause;  just  as  the  contraction  of  malaria  from  subjection  to. 
the  conditions  which  produce  that  form  of  disease  is  recognized  as 
due  to  a  natural  cause.  Regarded  as  a  disease,  and  as  thus  nat- 
urally produced,  there  is  no  element  of  bodily  injury  about  it,  any 
more  so  than  there  is  in  the  ordinary  disease  of  malaria.  Neither, 
in  this  view,  would  sunstroke  be  any  more  the  proper 'subject  of 
risk  in  an  accident  policy  than  would  malaria;  nor  would  the 
proper  basis  of  liability  under  such  a  policy  be  any  more  furnished 
by  death  resulting  from  it  than  by  death  from  malaria.  The  his- 
tory of  accident  insurance,  as  found  in  the  many  judicial  decisions 
upon  the  subject,  reveals  the  constant  denial  by  accident  com- 
panies of  any  liability,  under  the  ordinary  form  of  policy,  for 
disease,  though  accidentally  effected,  unless  proximately  caused  by 
a  bodily  injury,  and  their  constant  maintenance  of  the  proposition 
that  any  other  theory  of  their  liability  is  opposed  to  the  general 
scheme  of  accidjent  insurance.  This  position,  generally,  has  been 
sustained  by  the  courts;  close  questions  having  at  times  arisen  as 
to  whether  the  given  physical  condition  was  to  be  properly  deemed 
a  bodily  injury.  Not  only,  therefore,  is  insurance  against  disease, 
as  such,  not  within  the  general  scope  of  accident  insurance;  but 
equally  disease  effected  by  accident  is  not  within  its  theory,  as  its 
interpretation  by  accident  companies  is  disclosed  in  the  decisions, 
unless  there  is  distinctly  present  the  element  of  bodily  injury. 
under  the  contention  of  the  Casualty  Company,the  sunstroke  pro- 
vision of  its  policy  is  a  plain  contradiction  of  this  essential  prin- 
ciple of  the  character  of  insurance  it  is  intended  to  provide.  It 
is  a  repudiation  of  the  general  insuring  clause  of  the  policy,  as 
expressing  the  kind  of  risk  which  the  policy  covers,  the  risk  of 
'personal  bodily  injury  .  .  .  effected  by  external,  violent  and  acci- 
dental means.'  Accepting  the  company's  construction  of  the  pol- 
icy, it  is  in  the  position,  in  the  first  place,  of  making  a  disease, 
rather  than  a«bodily  injuiy,  the  subject  of  an  accident  risk,  and 
further,  a  disease,  the  accidental  causing  of  which  in  the  way  it 

is  based  on  the  decision  of  the  Texas  Civil  Appeals  referred  to  and 
a^ees  with  its  conclusions. 
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says  is  necessary  in  order  for  it  to  be  accidentally  eflfected,  wonld 
present  no  element  whatever  of  bodily  injury;  with  the  accident, 
in  truth,  not  directly  causing  the  disease,  but,  at  most,  only  pro- 
ducing a  condition  favorable  for  its  being  incurred.  Hydrophobia 
is  a  disease.  But  its  common  cause  is  the  bite  of  an  animal,  a  bod- 
ily injury ;  and  its  inclusion  in  the  policy  is  therefore  to  be  logically 
accounted  for.  It  is  generally  thought  of  as  a  kind  of  casualty. 
But  why  was  sunstroke  here  made  the  subject  of  accident  insur- 
ance, in  which  the  nature  of  the  risk  is  some"  form  of  bodily  injury, 
if  in  the  cbnstruction  of  the  policy  it  is  to  be  considered  as  a  disease, 
and  is  hence  without  any  element  of  bodily  injury  in  its  cause  t  It 
was  in  our  opinion  expressly  designated  as  a  risk,  not  as  a  disease, 
but  for  the  purpose  of  avoiding  the  effect  of  those  decisions  which 
have  held  it  to  be  a  disease — ^in  adoption  of  its  popular  concep- 
tion as  a  species  of  personal  injury,  capable  of  accidental  occurrence, 
and  therefore  properly  a  subject  of  this  kind  of  insurance.  .  .  . 
Upon  the  admitted  facts,  was  the  sunstroke  suffered  by  Perry, 
the  assured,  under  this  clearly  stated  general  rule,  an  accident  t 
It  was,  undoubtedly.  He  was  at  the  time  waking  the  streets  in 
the  ordinary  way,  unconscious  of  any  danger  froip  the  heat  of  the 
sun,  as  is  to  be  plainly  inferred  from  the  stated  facts,  with  appar- 
ently no  apprehension  of  injury  from  that  source,  and  a  sunstroke 
suddenly  befell  him.  True,  his  exposure  to  the  sun  was  volun- 
tary. But  that  does  not  conclude  the  question.  Though  the  ex- 
posure be  regarded  as  'the  means*  of  his  injury — to  our  minds  an 
erroneous  view — and  as  purely  voluntary,  it  cannot  be  said  that  the 
result  was  one  following  'in  a  not  unusual  or  unexpected  way' 
from  such  means.  On  the  contrary,  in  the  course  of  the  exposure, 
the  act  immediately  preceding  the  injury,  the  sudden  prostration 
occurred,  not  the  usual  happening  under  such  circumstances  in 
common  experience,  but  having  forcibly  in  its  event  the  elements 
of  'something  unforeseen,  unexpected,  and  out  of  the  ordinary 
course."  The  Court  of  Appeals  of  Kentucky  has  said:^*^  *'The 
very  purpose  of  accident  insurance  is  to  protect  the  insured  against 
accidents  that  occur  when  he  is  going  about  his  business  or  attend- 
ing to  his  work  or  affairs  in  the  usual  way  without  3ny  thought  of 
being  injured  or  killed,  and  when  there  is  no  probability,  in  the 
ordinary  course  of  human  experience,  that  he  will  meet  with  acci-

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dent  or  death.  The  reason  why  men  secnre  accident  insurance  is 
to  protect  them  against  unforeseen  and  unexpected  accidents  that 
may  happen  in  the  ordinary  course  of  their  lives,  and  when  they 
are  pursuing  in  the  usual  way  their  daily  vocations,  or  doing  in 
the  ordinary  way  the  things  that  men  do  in  the  common,  everyday 
affairs  of  life.  Nearly  all  accidents  happen  when  people  are  going 
about  their  business  in  the  usual  way  and  are  voluntarily  doing 
the  things  before  them  to  do.  There  are  many  clauses  in  this  pol- 
icy protecting  the  insured  against  accidental  injury  or  death,  and, 
if  the  argument  of  counsel  is  sound  when  applied  to  the  sunstroke 
clause  in  the  policy,  there  seems  no  good  reason  why  the  construc- 
tion contended  for  should  not  embrace  all  of  the  other  indemnity 
features,  with  the  result  that  the  insured  would  find  himself  with- 
out protection  against  the  very  things  for  which  he  secured  the 
insurance  as  indemnity.  We  therefore  hold  that,  although  Pack 
was  voluntarily  engaged  in  working  in  the  sun,  the  sunstroke 
was,  nevertheless,  an  accident  that  he  could  not  reasonably  have 
foreseen  or  anticipated,  although  if  it  might  have  reasonably  been 
expected  that  a  sunstroke  woul(]  follow  as  a  natural  and  probable 
result  of  his  work  on  this  hot  day,  the  stroke  was  not  an  accident 
within  the  meaning  of  the  policy.'* 

§  512.  External,  l^olent  and  Accidental  Mean^— Examples  of 
More  Strict  Construction. — ^An  opinion  frequently  cited  is  that 
given  by  Judge  Shipman  of  the  District  Court  of  the  United  States 
sitting  as  arbitrator.^^'  In  that  case  the  person  jumped  from  the 
cars  while  in  motion  and  ran  quite  a  distance  to  accomplish  certain 
business,  without  any  necessity  therefor,  and,  without  any  unfore- 
seen or  involuntary  movement  of  the  body,  such  as  stumbling,  or 
slipping,  or  falling,  found  that  a  rupture  had  been  sustained.  In 
holding  that  the  injury  was  not  caused  by  external,  violent  and 
accidental  means,  the  Court  said :  "The  contract,  as  I  have  already 
intimated,  in  its  broadest  scope  only  embraces  within  its  indemnity 
personal  injuries  effected  through  forcible  and  accidental  means; 
and  the  proviso  simply  excludes  from  this  class  of  injuries  all  that 
occur  under  the  circumstances  enumerated.  All  others  of  this  class 
are  included.    The  degree  of  violence  or  force  is  not  material  and

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had  the  insured  in  this  case  in  jumping  from  the  ear  lost  his  bal- 
ance  and  fell,  or  struck  upon  some  unseen  object  and  wounded 
himself,  or  in  running  had  stumbled  or  slipped  on  the  ice,  his 
injury  might  be  attributed  to  accidental  as  well  as  violent  means, 
and  assuming  that  there  was  no  want  of  due  diligence  on  his  part, 
his  misfortune  would  have  been  covered  by  the  policy.  But,  as  I 
have  already  stated,  the  injury  which  he  received  was  in  no  sense 
the  result  of  accident.  He  jupiped  from  the  car  with  his  eyes  open 
for  his  own  convenience,  and  not  from  any  perilous  necessity.  He 
encountered  no  obstacle  in  doing  so.  He  alighted  erect  on  the 
ground  just  as  he  intended  to  do.  So  in  running  he  ran  from  no 
peril  or  necessity,  but  for  own  convenience,  voluntarily,  and,  from 
all  that  appears,  without  stumbling,  slipping  or  falling.  In  both 
cases  he  accomplished  just  what  he  intended  to,  in  the  way  he  in- 
tended to,  and  in  the  free  exercise  of  his  choice.  No  accident  of 
any  kind  interfered  with  his  movements,  or  for  an  instant  relaxed 
his  self-control.  All  that  he  claims  is  that,  some  hours  after,  it 
was  discovered  a  muscle  in  the  wall  of  the  abdomen  had  given  way 
xmder  the  strain  to  which  he  had  voluntarily  put  it,  under  circum- 
stances free  from  all  peril  or  necessity.  Assuming  that  this  rup- 
ture was  caused  either  by  his  jumping  or  running,  or  both,  does 
not  help  the  matter,  unless  we  call  running  and  jumping  accidents. 
I  therefore  am  of  the  opinion  that  the  alleged  injury  did  not  result 
from  an  accident,  within  the  meaning  of  the  contract."  It  was 
also  held  by  the  Court  of  Appeals  in  New  York  that  death  result- 
ing from  a  malignant  pustule,  caused  by  the  contact  with  the  body 
of  putrid  animal  matter  containing  poisonous  bacillus  anthrax,  is 
death  from  disease  and  not  from  accidental  means.^^"  In  this  case 
the  Court  says:  **The  insurance  in  this  case  was  against  bodUy 
injuries,  effected  through  external,  violent  and  accidental  means. 
It  was  not  to  extend  to  any  death  or  disability  which  may  have 
been  caused  wholly  or  in  part  by  bodily  infirmities,  or  disease  ex- 
isting prior  or  subsequent  to  the  date  of  the  policy,  *nor  to  any 
case  except  where  the  ip jury  is  the  proximate,  or  sole  cause  of  the 
disability  or  death.'  There  cannot  be  the  slightest  doubt  that  ma- 
lignant pustule  is  regarded  generally  by  those  who  have  but  the 
usual  acquaintance  with  such  matters,  as  a  disease.     Every  par-

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tide  of  testimony  given  by  the  doctors  called  by  the  plaintiff  shows 
dearly  to  my  mind  that  it  is  so  regarded  generally  in  the  medical 
world  and  that  it  is  only  when  these  doctors  are  asked  to  define 
the  case  in  a  manner  to  suit  their  refined  notions  of  scientific  and 
artistic  accuracy  that  they  define  the  trouble  as  a  *  pathological' 
condition  of  the  body,  in  the  one  case  'succumbing  to  infliction  of 
this  particular  poison,'  and  in  the  other  'following  this  particular 
inroad  of  this  particular  kind  of  bacilli.'  The  difference  between 
the  cause  of  this  condition  and  the  causes  of  typhoid  fever,  tuber- 
culosis, smallpox,  scarlet  fever  and  such  like  diseases,  is  that  this 
particular  condition  is  caused  by  different  bacilli  from  the  others 
and  they  come  in  contact  with  the  skin  or  enter  its  pores,  while  in 
the  other  cases  they  are  generally  breathed  in.  But  no  abrasion 
of  the  skin  is  needed  to  produce  the  contact  of  the  bacilli  and  what 
follows  firom  such  contact  seems  to  be  as  plainly  a  disease  as  in  the 
case  of  smallpox  or  typhoid  fever.  The  question  then  is,  even  as- 
snming  that  some  particular  physicians  refuse  to  call  this  a  disease 
and  describe  it  as  a  'pathological  condition,'  whether  it  is  a  disease 
within  the  meaning  of  that  term  as  used  in  this  policy.  Taking  all 
the  facts  testified  by  these  physicians  of  the  plaintiff,  including 
their  own  special  description  of  this  condition  of  the  body,  and  it 
seems  to  me  there  can  be  no  intelligent  rational  doubt  that  the  in- 
sared  died  from  a  disease  attacking  him  subsequent  to  the  issuing 
of  the  policy.  The  definition  given  by  the  physicians  for  the  plain- 
tiff as  to  the  difficulty  being  a  pathological  condition  of  the  body 
and  not  a  disease,  is,  upon  these  facts,  entirely  too  fragile  to  base 
a  recovery  upon ;  and  the  distinction  between  a  disease  and  a  patho- 
logical condition  of  the  body  is,  with  reference  to  this  case,  much 
too  refined  for  common  acceptance.  It  seems  to  me  clear  that  the 
meaning  of  the  words  used  in  the  policy  cover  just  such  a  case,  and 
that  the  parties  never  intended  that  a  cause  of  death,  which  to  all 
ontward  appearances  and  to  the  world  in  general  was  a  disease, 
should  be  converted  into  a  'pathological  condition'  of  the  body, 
caused  by  an  accident."  It  is  not  death  by  accident  where  the  as- 
sured was  killed  in  a  quarrel  which  he  had  provoked  and  in  which 
he  was  the  aggressor  and  had  warned  his  adversary  to  "put  him- 
self in  shape."*"

berg  V.  Fidelity  &  Cas.  Co."'  which  was  one  where  the  insured  died 
from  rupture  of  the  heart,  which  was  in  a  state  of  fatty  degenera- 
tion, after  assisting  in  carrying  a  heavy  door,  the  Court  said :  *'The 
policy  is  one  of  indemnity  against  disability  or  death,  resulting 
directly,  and  independently  of  all  other  causes,  from  bodily  in- 
juries sustained  through  external,  violent  and  accidental  means, 
and  also  against  disability  from  certain  illnesses  therein  specified. 
The  disease  from  which  the  assured  was  suffering  at  the  time  of 
his  death  was  not  enumerated  in  the  policy,  and,  as  we  view  the 
case,  there  was  no  accident  in  the  means  through  which  the  bodily 
iqjury  was  effected.  It  would  not  help  the  matter  to  call  the  in- 
jury itself — ^that  is,  the  rupture  of  the  heart — an  accident.  That 
was  the  result,  and  not  the  means,  through  which  it  was  effected. 
Carrying  the  door,  or,  after  putting  it  down,  the  act  of  filling  his 
lungs  with  air  by  drawing  a  long  breath,  was  the  means  by  which 
the  injury  was  caused.  Both  were  done  by  the  assured  volun- 
tarily, and  in  an  ordinary  way,  with  no  unforeseen,  accidental,  or 
involuntary,  movement  of  the  body  whatever.  There  was  no  stum- 
bling, slipping,  or  falling;  there  was  nothing  accidental  in  his 
movements,  any  more  than  there  would  be  in  walking  on  the  street, 
or  passing  down  the  steps  of  his  house,  during  each  of  which  he 
might  have  filled  his  lungs  by  drawing  a  long  breath,  and  ruptured 
his  heart.  The  policy  does  not  purport  to  be  a  contract  of  indem- 
nity against  death  or  injury  by  all  means.  The  cause  of  death 
must,  in  all  cases  where  it  is  sought  to  recover  under  the  provisions 
above  quoted,  result  directly,  and  independently  of  all  other  causes, 
from  bodily  injury  sustained  through  external,  violent,  and  acci- 
dental means,  or  the  event  is  without  the  scope  of  the  contract. 
The  degree  of  violence  or  force  is  not  material.  Had  the  assured, 
while  assisting  in  carrying  the  door,  lost  his  balance  and  fallen 
and  struck  upon  some  unforeseen  object,  or  slipped  on  the  ice,  his 
death  might  be  said  to  have  resulted  from  violent  or  accidental 
means,  and,  assuming  that  there  was  no  want  of  due  diligence  on 
his  part,  would  doubtless  be  covered  by  the  policy.  But,  from  the 
facts  as  disclosed  by  the  record  in  this  case,  we  do  not  think  it

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can  be  said  that  the  rapture  of  the  assured 's  heart,  and  which 
caused  his  death,  was  in  any  sense  the  result  of  an  accident  He 
engaged  in  carrying  this  door  tor  his  own  convenience ;  he  encoun- 
tered no  obstacle  in  doing  so;  he  accomplished  just  what  he  in- 
tended to,  in  the  way  he  intended  to,  and  in  the  free  exercise  of 
his  choice.  No  accident  of  any  kind  interfered  with  his  movements, 
or  for  an  instant  relaxed  his  self-control.  Even  assuming  that  the 
walls  of  the  heart  gave  way  under  the  strain  to  which  the  assured 
had  voluntarily  put  it,  under  circumstances  free  from  all  peril  or 
necessity,  we  are  of  the  opinion  that  the  case  would  not  come  within 
the  provisions  of  the  policy,  and  therefore  that  the  circuit  court 
rightly  instructed  the  jury  to  return  a  verdict  for  the  defendant." 
And  insurance  .against  injury  from  accident  does  not  cover  death 
resulting  from  a  fit  of  coughing  in  opening  an  incision  to  remove 
the  appendix,*^*  nor  can  there  be  recovery  where  a  person  in  using 
a  nasal  douche  snuffed  more  violently  than  usual,  drawing  germs 
into  the  middle  ear,  causing  spinal  meningitis,^^^  but  whete  the  in- 
sured apparently  in  good  health  fell  in  the  bathroom,  and  it  was  a 
question  whether  he  died  from  meningitis,  or  accident,  it  was  held 
that  the  cause  of  the  death  was  the  fall."®  Where  death  was 
caused  by  injury  resulting  from  insured's  slipping  while  cranking 
his  automobile,  the  injury  is  by  external,  violent  and  accidental 
means,"*  but  overexertion  in  removing  a  tire  from  an  automobile 
wheel  is  not  from  external,  violent  and  accidental  means  ;^^^  so 
where  insured  raising  himself  in  a  morris  chair  died  from  dilata- 
tion of  the  heart,  it  was  held  that  the  exertions  were  voluntary 
and  that  there  was  no  accident.  ^^^ 

No  recovery  can  be  had  for  the  death  of  one  falling  from  a 
ship  at  sea  while  suffering  from  hardened  arteries,  nephritis, 
heart  trouble  and  weakness  affecting  his  mind,  under  a  policy 
insuring  against  death  by  accident  independent  of  all  other

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causes.^^'  Death  from  appendicitis  following  a  strain  which 
would  not  have  caused  such  disease  but  for  an  abnormal  condi- 
tion of  the  app^dix  due  to  a  former  attack,  is  not  due  to  injury 
effected  through  external,  violent  and  accidental  means.***  Where 
insured  while  bowling  strained  his  side  causing  tenderness  of 
muscles  and  appendicitis  developed  resulting  in  disability,  held 
that  there  was  no  bodily  injury  caused  by  external  and  violent 
means.*'^  Where  the  only  evidence  in  a  suit  on  an  accident  in- 
surance policy  was  that  accidental  death  had  taken  place  while 
insured  was  sawing  upwards  through  planking  in  a  cramped 
position  on  a  hot  day,  and  the  testimony  of  physicians  was  that 
the  appearance  of  insured  was  that  of  one  who  had  died  from  a 
ruptured  artery,  it  was  held  that  a  verdict  could  not  be  based 
on  such  testimony  because  such  a  finding  would  require  a  further 
inference  that  the  ruptured  artery  resulted  from  accident  based 
on  the  experts'  inference  that  death  resulted  from  a  ruptu^d 
artery,  which  would  violate  the  rule  that  an  inference  cannot  be 
established  by,  or  predicated  upon,  another  inference.***  Where 
it  was  claimed  that  the  insured  had  fallen  from  a  train  and  was 
so  injured  that  he  lost  the  sight  of  one  eye,  it  was  held  that 
cataract  and  not  the  injury  produced  the  result.*** 

§  514.  External  and  Visible  Signs.— Accident  policies  in  gen- 
eral use  nearly  always  provide  that  the  benefit  shall  not  extend 
to  any  bodily  injury  "of  which  there  shall  be  no  external  and 
visible  signs  upon  the  body"  of  the  insured.  Whether  there  are 
such  signs  is  a  question  of  fact.  In  one  case,**^  the  evidence 
showed  that  the  body  of  the  insured,  when  found,  had  bloody

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and  red  spots  on  the  body,  it  was  held  that  whether  this  con- 
stituted evidence  of  external  signs  of  injury,  was  a  question  of 
fact  to  be  determined  by  the  jury.  A  discoloration  of  the  shoul- 
der is  an  external  and  visible  sign;**®  so  is  pallor  and  grayish 
look  about  the  face.**'  It  has  also  been  held,"^  that  the  injury 
contemplated  need  not  be  visible  to  the  eye  but  the  policy  ex- 
tends to  a  strain  of  the  recti  muscles  which  could  be  ascertained 
by  a  physician  by  the  sense  of  feeling,  by  applying  the  hands 
upon  the  exterior  of  the  body.  Where  death  resulted  from  peri- 
tonitis, occasioned  by  a  fall,  the  insurer  is  liable  although  the  in- 
sured previously  had  the  disease  and  had  thus  been  rendered 
peculiarly  liable  to  a  recurrence  of.it.***  Where  the  injury  was  a 
strain  and  was  not  externally  visible  until  some  time  after  the 
accident,  it  was  held  that  the  insured  was  entitled  to  recover, 
notwithstanding  the  provision  that  the  policy  should  not  cover 
injuries  of  which  there  was  no  visible  external  marks  on  the 
body.***  The  Court  said:  "It  is  conceded  that  there  is  no  evi- 
dence that  there  was  any  visible  mark  upon  the  body  of  the 
plaintiff  at  the  very  time  of  the  injury.  It  was  a  strain,  and  the 
immediate  effects  of  the  injury  would  not  probably  be  apparent 
or  visible  immediately.  The  Court  instructed  the  jury  that  it 
would  be  sufficient  for  the  plaintiff  to  show  that  the  injury  was 
visible  soon  after  the  accident  and  as  a  consequence  of  the  in- 
jury. It  is  contended  that  this  is  an  erroneous  construction  of 
the  contract  of  insurance,  and  that  there  was  in  fact  no  evi- 
dence that  there  was  any  visible  mark  indicating  an  injury  at 
any  time.  We  think  there  was  evidence  from  which  the  jury 
could  fairly  find  that  the  effects  of  the  strain  were  visible  within 
a  few  days  after  the  accident.  There  is  nothing  in  the  clause 
of  the  contract  above  set  out  which  requires  that  the  effects  of 
the  accident  shall  be  visible  immediately.    Such  a  construction

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of  the  contract  would  defeat  all  claims  for  internal  injuries  not 
apparent  to  the  eye  at  oncCi  and  would  render  such  a  policy  in 
many  cases  the  means  of  defeating  just  claims  for  indemnity. 
The  contract  does  not  contemplate  that  there  must  be  bruises, 
contusionSi  or  lacerations  on  the  body,  or  broken  limbs."  In 
another  case  the  insured  was  chopping  fire  wood  in  the  woods 
several  miles  from  his  residence ;  the  place  where  he  was  at  work 
was  slippery  because  of  the  sleet  and  hail  that  had  fallen,  and 
the  testimony  of  the  companion  with  him  was  that  he  (assured) 
split  a  piece  of  cord-wood  and,  while  he  was  splitting  the  wood 
and  throwing  it  on  one  side,  he  was  heard  by  his  companions, 
who  stood  near  him,  to  fall,  and  was  found  lying  across  the  log 
in  an  unconscious  condition  and  died  within  a  minute  after- 
wards ;  the  jury  found  for  the  plaintiff  and  the  Court  refused  to 
set  aside  the  verdict.^**  Where,  however,  the  policy  insures 
against  death  from  ''bodily  injuries  caused  by  violent,  accidental, 
external  and  visible  means,"  the  evidence  showed  that  the  in- 
sured had  just  arisen  from  his  bed  and  was  in  the  act  of  pulling 
on  his  stocking  when  he  ''felt  something  give  way  on  his  in- 
side," and  shortly  afterward  died.  Examination  of  the  body 
showed  that  some  of  the  interior  organs  had  become  displaced, 
pressing  upward  on  the  heart  to  such  an  extent  that  its  action 
was  stopped,  it  was  held  that  the  death  was  not  within  the  limi- 
tations of  the  policy.^'^  The  deceased,  in  another  case,  who  was 
subject  to  epileptic  fits,  was  found  dead  in  a  plunge  bath  in  an 
almost  standing  position,  the  water  being  a  temi)erature  of  about 
100  degrees,  and  the  only  external  signs  of  injury  were  an 
abrasion  between  the  eyes  and  a  bruise  on  one  side  of  the  head. 
His  physician  testified  that  the  entry  into  the  bath  of  one  in  his 
condition  would  be  likely  to  result  in  an  epileptic  attack,  but 
that  the  fall  or  blow  which  caused  th5  abrasion  or  bruise  were 
not  sufficient  to  have  caused  death.  The  Court  held  that  the 
company  was  not  liable,  both  because  there  were  no  external  and 
visible  signs  of  injury,  and  also  because  death  resulted  from 
causes  other  than  external,  violent  and  accidental  means.    The

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clause  which  provides  that  the  insurance  shall  not  extend  to  any 
bodily  injuries  of  which  there  shall  be  no  external  and  visible 
signs  upon  the  body  of  the  insured,  does  not  apply  to  fatal  in- 
juries, but  oply  to  those  not  resulting  in  death  when  a  clause 
preceding  reads,  **nor  to  any  death  caused,"  etc.^"  In  that 
case  the  Court  said:  "It  would  be  utterly  unjust  if  this  condi- 
tion applied  in  case  of  death.  It  would  preclude  recovery  in  all 
instances  where  death  occurs  by  drowning,  freezing,  poisoning, 
suffocation,  concussion, — ^means  qf  death  leaving  no  outward 
mark, — ^and  also  where  the  insured  has  been  killed  and  his  body 
is  missing.  The  context  shows  that  the  clause  is  only  applicable 
to  injuries  not  resulting  in  death.  The  policy  declares  that  the 
insurance  shall  not  extend  to  bodily  injuries  unless  the  external 
sign  of  injury  is  visible,  nor  to  any  death  caused  in  certain  ways 
named.  There  are  reasons  for  the  condition  applying  to  surviv- 
ing claimant, — ^he  has  unusual  chance  for  feigning  an  internal . 
injury  if  disposed  to  defraud  the  insurers, — but  no  such  protec- 
tion is  required  when  the  accident  caused  death.  The  dead  body 
is  external  and  visible  sign  enough  that  an  injury  was  received.*** 
Complaint  of  soreness  is  not  a  "visible  sign"  of  an  injury,  al- 
though bleeding  of  the  nose  might  be.**^ 

§  515.  The  Same  Subject  Continiied— Wotrnd.— The  visible 
mark,  or  sign,  upon  the  body,  required  by  the  policy  need  not  be 
a  bruise,  contusion,  laceration,  or  broken  limb,  but  may  be  any 
visible  evidence  of  an  internal  injury.  It  need  not  be  upon  the 
surface  of  the  body  but  might  be  any  physical  effect  observable 
from  an  outward  indication  which  revealed  an  injured  condition 
of  the  internal  organs  of  the  body."®  Issuance  of  blood  from  the 
ear  and  nostrils  constitute  visible  signs.**®    So  is  pallor  appear-

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ing  immediately  after  an  accidental  fall  resulting  from  angina 
pectoris."^  The  legal  definition  of  wound  includes  bruises,  con- 
tusions, fractures,  dislocations  and  the  like.  This  is  the  legal 
definition  rather  than  its  meaning  in  surgery  and  i^hen  the  word 
is  used  in  an  accident  policy  it  should  be  given  the  legal  defini- 
tion. A  felon  on  the  finger  of  the  insured  is  included  within  the 
meaning  of  a  policy  insuring  against  accidental  injuries  from 
external  causes  and  leaving  visible  marks  and  the  appearance 
of  the  felon  is  an  external  and  visible  sign."^  It  has  been  said"* 
that  a  wound  within  the  meaning  of  an  accident  policy  means 
injury  of  any  kind  which  leaves  a  mark  visible  to  the  naked  eye. 
Hernia  constitutes  a  visible  injury**'  and  the  marks  of  poison  ivy 
appearing  after  contact  with  the  plant  is  a  visible  sign,  and  so 

'  is  froth  oozing  from  the  mouth  and  red  spots  on  the  chest  and 
abdomen,  where  the  insured  died  from  inhaling  gas.***  Where  a 

•locomotive  engineer  sustained  slight  external  injuries  but  be- 
came mentally  deranged  for  two  years,  he  is  entitled  to  recover 
as  for  a  visible  injury.***  Even  though  the  marks  are  obliterated 
after  death,  yet  if  the  injury  produces  marks  visible  at  the  time, 
the  company  is  liable.*** 

§  516.  Excepted  Bisks — ^Hernia. — ^A  provision  in  a  policy  lim- 
iting the  amount  to  be  paid  in  case  of  hernia  is  valid.**^  Al- 
though the  policy  excepts  death  from  ** hernia,"  the  company  is 
not  relieved  where  death  resulted  from  hernia  caused  by  external,

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violent  and  accidental  means.^^*  In  the  case  first  cited  it  was 
held  that,  wl^ere  a  person  injured  in  an  accident  resulting  in 
hernia,  dies  after  a  dangerous  and  unsuccessful  surgical  oper- 
ation, performed  when  death  was  inevitable  without  it,  the  acci- 
dent is  the  proximate  ^ause  of  his  death.  The!  Court  says:  ^'It 
is  ably  urged  in  argument  that  deceased  died  of  hernia,  a  cause 
of  death  excepted  by  the  policy.  Although  appellant  in  its  third 
special  defense,  which  is  verified,  averred  that  the  cause  of  said 
death  was  medical  and  surgical  treatment  and  no  other  cause, 
which  seems  to  be  greatly  at  variance  with  the  theory  of  the 
argument,  counsel  perhaps  was  not  precluded  by  it.  We  cannot 
adopt  the  construction  of  the  exception  in  the  contract  of  insur- 
ance so  ably  urged.  The  hernia  must  be  regarded  as  the  result 
of  the  accident  that  caused  the  death ;  the  cause  of  death ;  the 
force  of  the  blow  received;  the  consequent  injury  arising  from 
the  concussion,  and  the  hernia  as  resulting.  Deceased  was  in- 
sured against  the  accident  by  the  terms  of  the  body  of  the  policy. 
Had  he  died  of  ordinary  hernia  not  produced  by  a  serious  and 
violent  injury,  appellant  would  probably  have  been  released 
from  payment ;  but,  when  the  hernia  is  the  accidental  result  of 
the  force  of  the  blow,  it  cannot  be  regarded  as  excepted.  In  this 
view,  both  the  contract  of  insurance  and  the  exception  can  be 
allowed  to  stand  without  doing  violence  to  either, — a  rule  always 
adopted  when  practicable.  If  not  so  construed  the  exception 
must  yield  in  this  instance.*'  And  where  the  deceased  met  with 
a  violent  fall,  by  which  he  immediately  became  ruptured  in  the 
bowels  and  afflicted  vrith  strangulated  hernia  for  which  a  sur- 
gical operation  was  necessary,  and  in  consequence  of  which  and 
the  hernia  he  died,  it  was  held  that  the  company  was  liable.*** 

In  holding  that  whether  hernia  which  insured  had,  when  in  his 
application  for  health  insurance  he  stated  he  was  in  sound  con- 
dition, was  of  such  nature  as  to  render  him  unsound,  is  a  ques- 
tion of  fact  for  the  jury,  the  Supreme  Court  of  North  Carolina

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said :"®  '*  Hernia  sometimes  is  a  most  serious  defect,  making  the 
sufferer  an  unsound  man.  In  other  cases  it  is  simply  a  slight  im- 
perfection which  would  not  render  him  unsound  in  any  respect, 
according  to  the  testimony  in  this  case.  Therefore  the  Court 
properly  submitted  to  the  jury  the  issue  whether  the  defendant's 
answer,  as  above  set  out,  was  false  or  not,  or  whether  at  the  time 
he  made  the  application  he  was  in  the  ordinary  acceptation  of 
the  words  *a  sound  man.'  It  is  not  every  ailment  or  indisposi- 
tion or  imperfection  that  makes  one  an  unsound  man.  There 
must  be  such  a  condition  that  there  is  a  material  departure  from 
a  sound  condition." 

§  517.  Excepted  Risks — das. — Some  policies  provide  that  the 
company  shall  not  be  liable  for  any  death  or  disability  caused  by 
^'inhaling  of  gas."  It  has  been  held  that  this  exception  does 
not  apply  to  accidental  death  caused  by  breathing  while  asleep 
the  atmosphere  of  a  room  filled  with  illuminating  gas.^"^  In  this 
case  the  Court  of  Appeals  of  New  York  said:  "In  expressing 
its  intention  not  to  be  liable  for  death  from  inhaling  gas,  the 
company  can  only  be  understood  to  mean  a  voluntary  and  in- 
telligent act  by  the  insured,  and  not  an  involuntary  and  uncon- 
scious act.  Bead  in  that  sense,  and  in  the  light  of  the  context 
these  words  must  be  interpreted  as  having  reference  to  medical 
or  surgical  treatment  in  which  ex  vi  termini  would  be  included 
the  dentist's  work;  or  to  a  suicidal  purpose.  Of  course  the  de- 
ceased must  h&ve,  in  a  certain  sense,  inhaled  gas;  but  in  view 
of  the  finding  that  the  death  was  caused  by  accidental  means,  the 
proper  meaning  of  words  compels,  as  does  the  logic  of  th^  thing, 
the  conclusion  that  there  was  not  that  voluntary  or  conscious 
act  necessarily  involved  in  the  process  of  inhaling.  An  accident 
is  the  happening  of  an  event  without  the  aid  and  the  design  of 
the  person,  and  which  is  unforeseen.  The  finding  itself  defines 
the  cause  of  death  as  the  breathing  of  the  atmosphere  of  the 
room  full  of  illuminating  gas.    To  inhale  gas  requires  an  act  of

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volition  on  the  i)erson's  part  before  the  danger  is  incurred.  Poi- 
son may  be  taken  by  mistake  or  poisonous  substance  may  be  in- 
advertently touched  but  whatever  the  motive  of  the  insured,  his 
act  precedes  either  fact.  I  agree  with  the  counsel  of  the  re- 
spondent in  his  suggestion  that  if  the  exception  is  to  cover  all 
cases  where  death  is  caused,  by  the  presence  of  gas  there  would 
be  no  reason  for  using  the  word  *  inhale. '  If  the  policy  had  said 
that  it  was  not  to  extend  to  any  death  caused  wholly  or  in  part 
by  gas  it  would  have  expressed  precisely  what  the  appellant  now 
says  is  meant  by  the  present  phrase  and  there  could  have  been 
no  room  for  doiibt  or  mistake.  Policies  of  insurance  are  to  be 
liberally  construed  and,  as  in  all  contracts,  conditions  are  to  be 
construed  strictly  against  those  for  whose  benefit  thej'^  are  re- 
served.^*' In  their  construction  their  words  should  be  taken  in 
that  sense  to  which  the  apparent  object  and  intention  of  the 
parties  limit  them  and  which  is  to  be  gathered  from  the  sur- 
rounding clauses,  and  from  all  the  parts  of  the  instrument.*'* 
It  is  an  accepted  canon  of  interpretation  that  if  there  is  any  un- 
certainty as  to  whether  given  words  are  used  in  an  enlarged  or 
restricted  sense,  that  construction  should  be  adopted  which  is 
most  beneficial  to  the  covenantee.***  To  hold  that  the  death  of 
plaintiff's  intestate  was  caused  by  the  inhaling  of  gas,  within 
the  meaning  of  this  policy,  would  be  to  construe  its  terms  con- 
trary to  the  usual  import  of  language,  and  in  fact  to  hold  against 
the  finding  that  the  death  was  accidental.  As  to  the  point 
raised  by  the  appellant  that  the  death  was  not  caused  by  external 
and  violent  means,  within  the  meaning  of  the  policy,  we  think  it 
a  sufficient  answer  that  the  gas  in  the  amosphere,  as  an  external 
cause  was  a  violent  agency,  in  the  sense  that  it  worked  upon  the 
intestate  so  as  to  cause  his  death.  That  a  death  is  the  result  of 
accident,  or  is  unnatural,  imports  an  external  and  violent  agency 
Us  the  cause.  The  cases  collated  on  the  respondent's  brief,  suf- 
ficiently establish  that  as  a  proposition."*     The  case  of  Hill  v.

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Insurance  Co./'*  cited  by  appellant,  was  that  of  a  physician's 
death  from  drinking  by  mistake  water  from  a  goblet  in  which 
was  some  poison.  It  was  held  by  a  divided  court,  that  the  in- 
jury was  not  effected  through  external  and  violent  means  within  , 
the  meaning  of  .a  similar  provision  of  a  policy.  We  cannot 
approve  of  the  reasoning  of  the  court  and  agree  with  the  general 
term  opinion  in  this  case,  that  the  rule  there  laid  .down  was  too 
strict."  So  where  the  deceased  descended  into  a  dug  out  portion 
of  a  drive  well  to  repair  a  pump  and  his  death  was  caused  by 
asphyxia,  it  was  held  that  the  company  was  liable.*^^  In  that 
case  the  court  said:  '' According  to  the  undisputed  facts  above 
referred  to  the  death  of  the  insured  was  caused  by  external, 
violent  and  accidental  means,  and  without  any  conscious  or 
voluntary  act  on  his  part.    No  one  knowing  as  he  did,  the  shal- 

• 

lowness  of  the  dug  out  portion  of  the  well,  would  ever  suspect 
the  presence  of  noxious  gas  therein.  Doubtless  he  never  for  a 
moment  contemplated  the  slightest  danger.  His  death  was  purely 
accidental ;  quite  as  much  so  as  if  he  had  been  suddenly  and  un- 
expectedly ingulfed  in  water  and  drowned.  The  deadly  but 
invisible  gas  by  which  he  was  unconsciously  and  accidentally 
enveloped  was  undoubtedly  the  external  and  violent  cause  of 
his  injury  and  death.  According  to  the  physician's  testimony, 
above  quoted,  its  violent  effect  upon  the  vital  organs  of  the 
deceased  was  plainly  visible  at  the  time  of  the  post-mortem  ex- 
amination." It  has  also  been  held^^®  that  it  was  not  an  error 
to  refuse  to  instruct  the  jury  that  inhaling  coal  gas  was  a  taking 
of  poison  if  they  believed  coal  gas  to  be  a  poisonous  substance 
which  when  inhaled  destroyed  life.  And  where  the  language  of 
the  policy  was  that  the  company  should  not  be  liable  for  death 
or  disability  *' arising  from  anything  accidentally  taken,  admin- 
istered or  inhaled,  contact  of  poisonous  substances,  inhaling  gas 
or  any  surgical  operation,"  the  company  was  held  liable  where 
death  occurred  by  inhaling  illuminating  gas  which  accidentally 
escaped  in  a  hotel  room  where  the  insured  was  sleeping.^**    And

case  of  Paul  v.  Travelers  Ins.  Co.,^^^  and  says:  *'The  reason  by 
which  the  court  reached  its  conclusion  is  not  satisfactory  to  my 
mind.  The  language  of  the  policy  is  so  clear  as  to  require  no 
construction.  The  words  are  unequivocal  that  the  defendant  does 
not  insure  against  death  caused  by  inhaling  gas.  There  is  noth- 
ing in  the  terms  of  the  policy  intimating  or  suggesting  that  the 
inhalation  of  gas  must  be  voluntary  or  involuntary  in  order  to 
exempt  defendant  from  liability.  That  the  defendant  had  a 
right  to  so  limit  its  liability  there  can  be  no  doubt.  All  the 
plaintiff's  rights  in  this  action  arise  under  the  policy.  It  con- 
stitutes the  only  relation  between  the  parties.  If  the  policy  does 
not,  by  the  fair  and  natural  import  of  its  words,  give  a  right  of 
action  under  the  facts,  then  the  plaintiff  has  no  right  of  action. 
In  seemo  to  me,  and  that  too  without  regard  to  the  testimony 
which  defendant  has  put  into  the  case,  that  the  clause  under 
which  defendant  claims  exemption  from  liability  was  expressly 
adopted  because  of  the  impossibility  in  most  cases  of  death  by 
the  inhalation  of  gas  to  decide  whether  the  death  was  occasioned 
by  the  inhalation  of  gas  with  suicidal  inteilt  or  whether  it 
occurred  accidentally.  What  I  mean  is  that  a  suggestion  from 
the  attorney  of  the  defendant  that  this  was  the  reason  for  in- 
serting this  clause  in  the  policy  is  as  persuasive  to  the  mind 
as  the  sworn  testimony  which  defendant  has  offered  as  to  such 
reason,  because  it  suggests  a  reasonable  explanation  why  the 
clause  is  there.  This  case  can  also,  as  I  think,  be  differentiated 
from  the  case  cited  by  plaintiff,  in  this :  that  in  that  case  it  was 
found  as  one  of  the  facts  that  the  death  of  the  insured  was 
occasioned  by  accidental  means.    Here  the  proof  will  allow  no

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such  finding.  It  leaves  the  fact  wholly  unsettled  as  to  whether 
the  death  of  Mr.  Richardson  was  the  result  of  accident,  or 
whether  it  was  occasioned  by  his  suicidal  act  and  intent."  It 
appears  from  these  cases  that  the  liability  of  the  company  de- 
pends upon  a  construction  of  the  words  used  in  each  particular 
case  and  even  then  the  courts  are  not  always  agreed  as  to  the 
construction  to  be  placed  on  them. 

§  518.  Excepted  Bisks — ^Poigon. — ^We  have  already  treated  of 
the  condition  usually  found  in  accident  policies,  that  the  com- 
pany shall  not  be  liable  if  the  death  be  caused  by  **  inhaling 
gas,"^*^  and  have  seen  that  the  exception  only  applies  to  gas 
administered  purposely  for  medical  or  surgical  treatment,  and 
not  when  death  is  caused  by  suffocation  caused  by  illuminating 
was,  nor  when  death  results  from  the  accidental  inhaling  of 
noxious  gas  by  a  person  working  in  a  well.***  It  is  not  there- 
fore necessary  to  discuss  this  branch  of  the  subject  further.  The 
word  "poison"  as  used  in  insurance  policies,  should  have  the 
interpretation  usually  placed  upon  it  as  commonly  used  and 
defined.  Where  it  is  provided  in  the  policy  that  it  **  shall  not 
cover  injuries  fatal  or  not  fatal  resulting  from  any  poison  or 
infection,  or  from  any  thing  accidentally  or  otherwise  taken, 
administered,  absorbed  or  inhaled,"  the  exception  applies 
whether  the  poison  be  taken  intentionally  or  unintentionally. 
As  was  said  by  the  Supreme  Court  of  Pennsylvania:***  "It  is 
not  necessary  that  the  poison  be  taken  with  an  intent  to  produce 
death  to  defeat  a  claim  flowing  from  the  right  of  membership. 
If  the  poison  be  innocently  taken  and  without  any  knowledge 
of  the  injurious  effect  which  it  was  likely  to  produce,  and  did 
produce  so  far  as  the  person  taking  it  is  concerned  the  effect  may 
be  said  to  be  accidental.  If  we  go  a  step  further  and  admit  in 
such  case  that  the  means  are  accidental,  yet  it  is  one  of  the  acci- 
d-ental  means  expressly  excepted  from  the  protective  power  of 
the  certificate."  So  where  the  insured  took  "birch  oil,"  which 
is  poisonous,  by  mistake  for  "milk  of  birch,"  which  is  harmless,

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and  died  in  a  few  hours,  it  was  held  that  there  could  be  no 
recovery.^*^  And  so  where  .the  assured  by  mistake  took  poison 
instead  of  his  usual  medicine  it  was  held  there  could  be  no 
recovery.^**  And  so  where  a  dose  of  opium  was  prescribed  and 
by  inadvertence  the  insured  took  too  much.^*^  Where  chloroform 
was  administered  by  a  surgeon  and  the  insured  in  some  way 
suffocated  it  was  held  that  the  company  was  not  liable.^*'  And 
where  blood  poisoning  resulted  from  cotton  placed  to  check 
hemorrhage  after  a  tooth  had  been  extracted.***  The  sting  of 
an  insect  is  not  poison  within  the  exception.*^*  Nor  septic  poison- 
ing resulting  from  a  surgeon's  accidentally  cutting  liimself.*^* 
A  somewhat  different  view  of  this  condition  has  been  taken  by 
other  courts.  It  has  been  said:*^*  *'It  is  settled  by  the  judg- 
ment below  that  the  death  of  the  insured  was  caused  by  acci- 
dent. Mistaking  a  bottle  of  carbolic  acid  for  peppermint,  which 
he  wished  to  take  for  some  ailment,  he  poured  a  portion  of  the 
acid  into  a  glass  of  water,  drank  it,  and  died  from  the  poison. 
The  only  question  presented  for  our  decision  is,  is  the  appellant 
exempted  from  liability  on  the  ground  that  the  insured  died  from 
'taking  poison'  within  the  meaning  of  the  policy?  Appellant 
contends  that  it  is  so  exempt  by  the  terms  of  the  contract ;  that 
the  term  Haking  poison,'  as  used  in  the  policy,  and  according 
to  its  ordinary  signification,  includes  accidental  as  well  as  in- 
tentional taking;  and  cites  Pollock  v.  Accident  Ass'n,*^'  which 
so  holds.    Appellee,  however,  contends,  and  in  this  she  is  sup-

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ported  by  the  Appellate  and  Circuit  Courts,  that  the  words  'tak- 
ing poison'  as  employed-  in  the  policy,  and  in  view  of  the  rules 
of  construction  applied  by  the  courts  to  such  instruments,  mean 
the  voluntary,  intentional  taking  of  poison,  and  dp  not  include 
cases  of  accidental  poisoning;  and  counsel  contend  that  this 
court  has,  in  effect,  so  decided  in  Healy  v.  Accident  Ass*n.^'* 
"While  the  precise  point  here  at  issue  was  not  discussed  in  the 
opinion  in  the  Healy  case,  yet  it  was  involved  in  the  decision, 
and  is  within  the  reasoning  there  employed.  The  leading  cases 
on  this  subject  were  reviewed  in  the  Healy  case,  including  Paul 
V.  Insurance  Co.*''^  and  Pollock  v.  Accident  Ass'h,*''*  and  it  was 
then  said:  'While  we  recognize  the  high  ability  of  the  coifrt  in 
which  the  case  (the  Pennsylvania  case)  was  decided,  we  are  not 
disposed  to  follow  the  rule  there  adopted.  We  think  the  rule 
established  by  the  Court  of  Appeals  of  New  York  one  better 
calculated  to  carry  out  the  true  intention  of  the  parties  when 
the  contract  of  insurance  was  entered  into,  and  one,  too,  more 
nearly  in  harmony  with  the  current  of  authority  bearing  on  the 
question. ^'^'^  We  are  inclined  to  the  opinion  that  the  term  'taking 
poison'  would  also,  in  common  parlance,  when  used  without  any 
qualifying  words,  be  understod  to  mean  an  intelligent  and  con- 
scious act.  If  in  speaking  of  the  cause  of  the  death  of  another 
we  should  say,  'He  took  poison,'  we  would  most  commonly  be 
understood  to  mean  that  his  act  in  taking  poison  was  intentional, 
rather  than  accidental,  and  it  would  hardly  be  deemed  necessary 
to  say  'he  intentionally  took  poison;'  and  if  it  were  designed  to 
avoid  such  understanding,  we  would  naturally  say  'he  accidentally 
took  poison,'  or  would  use  some  other  qualifying  words  indicat- 
ing that  the  act  was  accidental,  or  its  cause  doubtful  or  unknown- 
It  must,  however,  be  conceded  that  the  meaning  of  the  term  in 
the  respect  mentioned  is  not  free  from  doubt.  Able  and  learned 
arguments  have  been  made  on  each  side  of  the  question  by 
counsel,  and  cases  are  cited  showing  that  courts  of  high  authority 
do  not  agree  on  the  subject.     It  would  therefore  seem  to  be

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eminently  proper  in  such  a  case  to  apply  the  well-known  rule 
of  construction  applicable  to  such  instruments, — that,  where 
there  is  a  doubt  or  uncertainty  as  to  the  meaning  of  the  terms 
employed,  the  language,  being  that  of  the  insurer,  must  be  liber- 
ally construed  in  favor  of  the  insured,  so  as  not  to  defeat,  with- 
out a  plain  necessity,  his  claim,  to  indemnify  which,  in  making 
the  insurance,  it  was  his  object  to  secure."  In  another  case,^^' 
where  the  condition  was  a  little  different,  the  same  court  said: 
''The  principal  question  in  this  case  is  like  the  one  involved  in 
Insurance*  Co.  v.  Dunlap,  in  which  an  opinion  was  filed  at  the 
present  term  of  this  court  ^^*  and  it  must  be  controlled  by  that 
decision.  Instead  of  using  the  term  'taking  poison,'  which,  in 
that  case,  as  used  in  the  policy,  we  held  to  mean  the  voluntary 
taking  of  poison,  the  application  in  the  case  at  bar,  which  was 
made  a  part  of  the  insurance  contract,  contained  this  provision : 
'I  agree  that  this  insurance  shall  not  be  held  to  extend  ...  to 
poison  in  any  way  taken,  administered,  absorbed,  or  inhaled.' 
The  principal  contention  of  appellant  is  that,  although  it  is  shown, 
and  not  disputed,  that  the  death  of  the  member  was  caused  by 
poison  accidentaly  taken, — chloral  taken  by  mistake  for  distilled 
water, — ^yet  there  can  be  no  recovery,  because  the  term  'poison  in 
any  way  taken'  must  be  held  to  include  poison  taken  accidentally 
as  well  as' poison  taken  intentionally.  It  is  not  contended  that 
there  is  any  difference,  as  a  cause  of  death,  between  the  term 
'poison  taken'  and  the  term  'taking  poison.'  Indeed,  the  by- 
laws use  the  one  term,  and  the  application  the  other.  But  it  is 
insisted  that  the  qualifying  words  'in  any  way'  have  relation  to 
the  motive  of  the  insured  in  taking  the  poison,  and  embrace 
his  involuntary  as  well  as  his  voluntary  action  in  that  regard. 
We  are  of  the  opinion  that  the  words  'in  any  way'  relate  to  the 
mode  or  manner  in  Which  the  poison  is  taken,  and  not  to  the 
motive  of  the  insured  in  taking  it."  And  medicine  taken  in 
good  faith  to  alleviate  physical  pain  is  not  within  the  condition.^'® 
In  another  case,*'*  the  assured  came  to  his  death  by  inhaling  coal

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gas.  The  testimony  of  the  experts  was  conflicting  as  to  whether 
coal  gas  was  a  poison  or  poisonous  substance  and  the  court  re- 
fused to  instruct  the  jury  that  inhaling  of  coal  gas  was  a  taking 
of  poison  if  they  believed  coal  gas  to  be  a  poisonous  substance. 
It  was  held  that  the  refusal  to  so  charge  was  not  error.  WheA 
the  assured  came  to  his  death  from  a  malignant  pustule,  caused 
by  contact  with  putrid  animal  matter,  it  was  held^®^*  that  the 
death  was  from  disease  and  not  from  poison  within  the  clause. 
Where  the  words  "voluntary  or  involuntary''  are  used  in  con- 
nection with  the  condition  every  manner  of  taking  is  included.*"* 
Where,  however,  there  is  no  exception  of  death  or  Jnjury  from 
taking  poison,  a  death  caused  by  poison  taken  into  the  stomach 
is  caused  by  external  and  violent  means.^*^ 

§  519.  The  Same  Subject— Later  Oases.— In  the  case  of  Riley 
V.  Interstate  Business  Men's  Accident  Association  ^^'  the  Supreme 
Court  of  Iowa  reviewed  somewhat  elaborately  the  condition  in  an 
accident  policy  exempting  the  company  from  liability  in  case  of 
death  from  poison  ** either  voluntarily  or  involuntarily  taken." 
The  petition  in  this  cas€f  averred  that  the  death  occurred  from 
accidental  poisoning,  but  continued  with  the  averment  ''that  said 
poison  was  accidentally  taken,  was  neither  voluntarily  or  invol- 
untarily taken  by  him,  but  was  the  result  of  an  accident  as  pro- 
vided for  in  said  benefit  certificate  and  the  articles  of  incorpora- 
tion and  by-laws  aforesaid."  The  company  demurred  to  the 
petition.  The  lower  court  sustained  the  demurrer  and  the  plain- 
tiff appealed.  In  affirming  this  judgment  the  court  said:  *'We 
come  now  to  the  consideration  of  those  cases  in  which  exemption 
from  liability,  where  death  resulted  from  the  taking  of  poison, 
included  cases  in  which  the  poison  was  taken  voluntarily  or  in- 
voluntarily. Early  v.  Standard  Life  &  Accident  Insurance  Co.,*** 
is  one  of  these  cases.  It  was  provided  in  t^e  policy  in  this  case 
that  the  insurance  does  not  cover  death  resulting  from  the  fol- 
lowing cause :    Intoxication,  poison,  contact  with  poisonous  sub-

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stances.  It  appears  that  the  deceased,  feeling  unwell,  went  into 
a  drug  store  in  Detroit  and  asked  the  proprietor  to  give  him 
something  to  relieve  his  pain.  The  proprietor  by  mistake  gave 
him  aqua  ammonia,  from  the  effects  of  which  he  later  died.  The 
court  said:  'The  deceased  then  came  to  his  death  ...  by 
poison.  It  was  accidentally  administered,  supposing  it  to  be  an- 
other substance.  This  could  not  ti(ke  the  case  out  of  the  ex- 
ception, but  rather  brings  it  within  the  exception.  The  great 
weight  of  authority  is  in  favor  of  the  proposition  that  it  is  not 
necessary  that  the  poison  be  taken  with  intent  to  produce  death, 
in  order  to  defeat  a  claim.**^  In  that  case  it  was  provided  that 
the  insurance  shall  not  extend  to  death  by  suicide  or  any  death 
arising  from  disease  or  by  poison.  It  appeared  that  the  insured 
by  accident  drank  a  poisonous  mixture  or  liquid  in  mistake  for 
medicine  which  he  was  in  the  habit  of  taking.  He  shortly  after- 
wards died  from  the  effect.  Judge  Matthews,  speaking  for  the 
court,  said:  *Itis  true  that  the  policy  in  this  case  was  intended 
to  provide  against  accidental  injury,  but  we  must  not  treat  that 
as  all  that  the  policy  contained.  The  terms  of  the  proviso  must 
be  given  their  due  effect.'  Then,  after  reciting  the  provisions  of 
the  policy  of  insurance,  said:  'We  are  asked  to  insert  after  the 
word  "poison,"  ''unless  accidentally  taken  or  intentionally  ad- 
ministered to  the  insured."  The  only  case  of  death  from  poison 
which  woidd  then  be  left  in  which  the  company  would  not  be 
liable  was  that  in  which  the  insured  intentionally  took  poison, 
but  that  is  covered  by  the  proviso  as  to  suicide.'  In  Pollock  v. 
Insurance  Ass'n,*'^  the  policy  insured  against  injuries  effected 
through  external,  violent,  or  accidental  means,  but  further  pro- 
vided that  it  should  not  extend  to  any  bodily  injury  caused  di- 
rectly or  indirectly  by  taking  poison.  The  assured  took  a  dose 
of  birch  oil,  mistaking  it  for  milk  of  birch,  from  which  he  after- 
wards died.  It  was  admitted  in  the  case  that  the  deceased  mis- 
took the  birch  oil  for  milk  of  birch;  that  he  had  been  in  the 
habit  of  drinking  milk  of  birch;  that  it  closely  resembled  in 
color,  smell,  and  taste  birch  oil.  It  was  held  that  the  policy  did 
not  cover  that  cause  of  death ;  that  it  came  within  the  exception. 
In  Hill  V.  Ins.  Co.,  22  Hun.  187,  the  exception  in  the  policy  read,

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*by  taking  poison.'  In  that  case  it  was  held  that  the  provision 
excepted  from  insurance  death  caused  by  taking  of  poison,  and 
that  the  provision  was  not  limited  to  the  intentional  taking  of 
poison,  but  included  all  cases  where  death  was  caused  by  the 
taking  of  poison.  The  following  cases  support  the  proposition 
that  where  the  policy  provides  that  the  insurance  shall  not 
extend  to  death  or  disability  caused  *by  the  taking  of  poison,' 
the  exception  includes  case  where  the  poison  was  taken  acci- 
dentally, as  well  as  those  where  it  was  taken  intentionally:**^ 
In  Kennedy  v.  Aetna  Life  Ins.  Co.,**'  the  policy  exempted  lia- 
bility where  death  resulted  wholly  or  partially  from  the  volun- 
tary or  involuntary  taking  of  poison,  and  the  court  said:  *The 
sole  question  for  solution  arises  upon  the  proper  construction  of 
the  clause.  .  .  .  The  policy  was  issued  to  cover  accidents, 
and,  unless  the  exempting  clause  is  suflSciently  broad  and  com- 
prehensive as  to  such  an  accident,  then  the  company  should  be 
held  liable.  .  .  .  Death  having  resulted  from  the  taking  of 
poison,  the  main  contention  arises  from  that  portion  of  the  clause 
which  exempts  the  company  from  liability  for  death  resulting 
from  the  'voluntary  or  involuntary  taking  of  poison.'  The  ap- 
pellant contends  that  the  terms  'voluntary'  and  'involuntary'  as 
used  in  the  policy,  do  not  include  the  'accidental'  taking  of 
poison.  The  taking  of  poison  in  this  instance,  being  unintentional, 
was  not  a  voluntary  taking,  as  that  term  is  used  in  the  policy; 
therefore  the  taking  was  accidental.  The  taking  of  poison  being 
accidental,  liability  would  accrue,  unless  such  an  accidental  tak- 
ing is  excluded  by  the  term  'involuntary.'  The  definition  or 
meaning  of  this  term,  as  used,  is  limited  by  counsel  for  appellant 
to  an  act  that  is  forced  upon  one  which  he  cannot  help.  It  is 
true  that  the  term  embraces  that  meaning.  It,  however,  as  com- 
monly used,  has  a  broader  and  more  comprehensive  meaning,  and 
there  is  nothing  in  the  policy  limiting  it  to  the  restricted  sense

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contended  for  by  eounsel.  The  term  is  defined  in  the  Century 
Dictionary  Encyclopedia  as  'Not  voluntary  or  willing;  contrary 
or  opposed  to  will  or  desire ;  independent  of  volition  or  consent- 
ing action  of  mind;  unwilling,  unintentional.'  The  presence  of 
these  very  elements  in  taking  the  poison  is  what  constitutes  the 
taking  accidental.  Without  these  there  could  be  no  accident. 
He  did  not  intend  to  take  poison ;  he  took  it  by  mistake ;  hence 
the  taking  was  not  willed,  but  unintentional,  and  therefore  in- 
voluntary. One  of  the  definitions  given  by  the  Century  Diction- 
ary and  Encyclopedia  of  *  voluntary'  is  'not  accidental.'  'Invol- 
imtary'  is  an  antonym  of  *  voluntary,'  and  therefore  in  this  sense, 
includes  'accidental.'  It  is  difficult  for  us  to  conceive  of  a  case 
of  taking  poison  that  is  not  included  in  either  the  term  'volun- 
tary' or  'involuntary'  as  used  in  the  policy.  The  usual  and 
ordinary  meaning  of  the  terms  would  include,  in  one  or  the 
other,  every  manner  of  taking  poison.  Under  authority  and 
reason  it  would  seem  as  if  but  one  conclusion  could  be  reached 
touching  the  liability  of  this  company,  under  the  facts  shown 
in  this  case.  By  the  terms  of  the  policy,  recovery  is  limited  to 
death  resulting  from  bodily  injuries  effected  solely  by  external, 
violent,  and  accidental  means.  The  cause  of  the  injury,  there- 
fore, must  be  accidental  to  entitle  the  plaintiff  to  recover.  There- 
fore an  exception  to  liability  for  accidents  must  exempt  the  com- 
pany from  accidents*occurring  under  the  exception.  It  cannot  be 
said  that  a  thing  is  accidental  which  is  intentionally  and  volun- 
tarily done,  and  that  word  'voluntary'  infers  an  act  done  with 
volition;  infers  an  act  done  with  knowledge  and  intent.  'In- 
voluntary' is  an  antonym  of  'voluntary';  therefore  it  is  an  act 
done  without  volition,  without  knowledge  and  intent.  These 
word*  were  undoubte(^y  inserted  in  the  contract  for  a  purpose. 
Such  contracts  are  not  against  public  policy,  any  more  than  con- 
tracts against  liability  for  suicide  are  against  public  policy.  In 
the  case  of  death  resulting  from  taking  poison,  it  is  often  difficult 
to  know  whether  it  was  voluntarily  or  involuntarily  taken, 
whether  it  was  taken  accidentally  or  purposely.  Many  contro- 
versies have  arisen  in  the  courts,  where  it  was  impossible  almost 
to  tell  from  the  facts  whether  the  wound  that  caused  the  death 
was  accidentally  or  voluntarily  inflicted.  This  is  peculiarly  true 
in  cases  of  poisoning.    Hence  comes  the  apparent  necessity  for 
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the  exception  in  cases  of  poisoning,  and  the  purpose  for  inserting 
such  exception  in  the  policy/'  While  the  Court  in  this  opin- 
ion affirmed  the  judgment  on  the  demurrer  in  favor  of  the 
defendant,  it  afterwards  sustained  a  motion  fos  rehearing  and  in 
a  subsequent  opinion  the  court  overruled  its  former  opinion  and 
holding  and  reversed  the  judgment  of  the  lower  court.*'®  In  its 
latest  opinion  the  court  said:  ''The  words  that  single  out  the 
voluntary  or  involuntary  taking  of  poison  were  put  into  the 
contract  by  the  defendant,  and  it  must  be  assumed  they  were 
intended  to  be  effective,  and  state  the  exemptions  of  defendant 
to  the  uttermost  extent  intended.  Therefore,  they  cannot  mean 
that  the  naked  fact  of  death  by  poison  absolves  from  liability. 
It  must  have  been  intended  there  could  be  some  deaths  from 
poison  for  which  defendant  is  liable.  Had  it  been  the  intention 
that  the  mere  fact  that  death  was  due  to  poison  defeated  re- 
covery, a  statement  that  the  defendant  was  not  liable  if  death 
so  resulted  would  have  been  plenary  and  covered  any  death  from 
poison,  no  matter  how  caused.  If  that  was  the  intent,  it  is 
peculiar  it  should  be  effectuated  by  a  provision  that  there  should 
be  an  exemption  if  the  poison  was  taken  voluntarily  or  involun- 
tarily, which  was  merely  the  stating  of  part  where  all  was  in- 
tended. It  follows  that  an  admission  which  admits  no  more  than 
that  death  may  have  been  caused  by  strychnine  is  not  an  affirma- 
tive admission  that  the  poison  was  taken  ^ther  voluntarily  or 
involuntarily.  This  follows  because,  as  said,  the  very  language 
of  the  contract  recognizes  that  though  there  may  be  poisoning, 
it  may  have  been  through  poison  which  was  taken  neither  volun- 
tarily nor  involuntarily.  .  .  .  The  proof  of  loss,  as  much  an 
exhibit  as  is  the  statement  of  the  brakeman,  says  the  accident 
happened  from  poison  accidentaly  taken.  Bearing  in  mind  ^ain 
that  there  may  be  poisoning  other  than  by  voluntary  or  involun- 
tary taking  of  poison,  it  is  no  strain,  in  view  of  the  rules  pre- 
vailing in  construing  a  contract  framed  by  the  defendant,  that 
iccidental  poisoning  is  not  the  volutitary  or  involuntary  taking 
of  poison.'*  Where  an  accident  policy,  insuring  generally 
against  injuries  sustained  through  external,  violent,  and  acci- 
dental means,  as  therein  limited,  contained  the  following  fur- 
is*  Riley  y.

ther  clause:  ''This  policy  does  not  cover  death  or  disability 
resulting  from  mineral,  vegetable,  gaseous,  or  other  kind  of. 
poisoning,  except  as  hereinafter  stated ;  but,  subject  to  its  condi- 
tions, it  covers  death  or  disability  resulting  from  septicaemia, 
freezing,  sunstroke,  drowning,  hydrophobia,  choking  in  swallow- 
ing,, and  death  only,  as  the  result  of  an  anaesthetic  while  actually 
undergoing  a  STirgical  operation  at  the  hands  of  a  duly  qualified 
regular  physician,"  it  was  held,****  that  such  clause  must  be  con- 
strued in  harmony  with  the  general  character  of  the  policy,  which 
was  one  against  accidental,  that,  as  so  construed,  its  purpose  and 
effect  were  to  except  from  the  risk  death  or  disability  from  acci- 
dental poisoning  in  general,  and  to  cover  death  or  disability  re- 
sulting from  septicaemia,  freezing,  etc.,  but  only  when  resulting 
from  an  accident  *  subject  to  its  conditions,'  and  that  the  death 
of  the  insured  from  septicaemia  resulting  from  an  operation  for 
appendicitis  was  not  within  its  terms." 

§  520.  The  Same  Subject  —  Blood  Poison.  —  Exemption  from 
liability  under  the  terms  of  an  accident  policy  if  injury  results 
from  poison,  or  infection,  applies  only  where  the  resulting  injury 
was  proximately  caused  in  the  manner  so  specified  and  does  not 
apply  to  a  case  of  death  from  blood  poisoning.  The  Supreme 
Court  of  Wisconsin,**^  says:  ''The  policy  exempted  the  defend- 
ant from  any  liability  for  an  injury- 'resulting  from  any  poison 
or  infection,  or  from  anything  accidentally  or  otherwise  taken, 
administered,  absorbed,  or  inhaled.'  Exemption  from  liability 
is  claimed  under  this  provision,  under  the  jury's  finding  that  'the 
immediate  cause  of  the  death  of  Eugene  Gary  (was)  infection 
from  bacteria  producing  the  septicemia.'  This  provision  of  the 
policy  exempts  defendant  from  liability  in  case  Mr.  Gary's  death 
was  caused  by  poison  or  infection.  Nothing  further  need  be 
said  to  refute  the  idea  that  bacterial  infection  proximately  caused 
his  death  under  the  terms  of  the  policy.  This  provision  of  the 
policy  is  an  exemption  from  liability  only  where  the  resultant 
injury  was  proximately  caused  in  the  manner  specified  in  the 
provision.    We  have  shown  that  the  infection  which  produced

the  septicemia,  which  the  jury  found  was  the  'immediate  cause' 
pf  death,  cannot  be  held  to  be  its  proximate  cause,  and  therefore 
it  does  not  come  within  the  terms  of  this  exemption.    Since  the 
verdict  negatives  any  claim  that  death  was  produced  by  poison 
or  from  anything  'accidentally  or  otherwise  taken,  administered, 
absorbed,  or  inhaled,'  we  need  not  further  consider  this  exemp- 
tion."  Under  similar  facts  the  Supreme  Court  of  Illinois,*'^  says: 
"Upon  the  fact  as  found,  the  inoculation  of  the  wound  at  the 
very  time  of  its  infliction  was  a  part  of  the  injury   (and  the 
immediate  cause  of  the  death).    Without  the  wound  there  would 
have  been  no  inoculation,  and  so,  also,  without  the  inoculation, 
the  wound  would  not,  probably,  have  been  fatal    But  it  is  im- 
possible to  separate  the  two  in  the  practical  construction  of  this 
condition  in  question.    Both  were  contributing  and  coexisting 
causes  of  the  death,  set  in  motion  and  operating  together  from 
the  same  moment  of  time."   It  must  be  regarded  as  settled,  there- 
fore, that  blood  poisoning  resulting  from  accident  is  a  part  of 
the  accident  and  the  company  is  not  relieved  from  liability  be- 
cause of  the  provision  in  the  policy  that  it  shall  not  be  liable  in 
a  case  of  death  resulting  from  poison.*'*    Where  an  embalmer 
accidentally  punctured  the  palm  of  his  hand  with  the  point  of  an 
emblaming  needle   while  embalming  a  dead  body,  and  blood 
poison  set  in  resulting  in  death  a  few  weeks  later,  the  death  was 
not  from  ** contact  with  poisonous  substances"  within  an  acci- 
dent policy  exempting  insurer  from  liability  for  injuries  arising 
in  such  cases.**^    The  word  ''infection"  as  used  in  an  accident 
insurance  policy  relates  to  external  injuries  and  does  not  include 
internal  inflammations  where  pus  is  formed  by  the  presence  of 
pus  germs.***^    The  Missouri  statute  provides,***  that  suicide  shall 
be  no  defense  in  an  action  of  a  policy  unless  it  be  shown  that

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the  assured  contemplated  suicide  when  the  policy  was  taken  out.  ^ 
This  statute  «has  been  construed  to  extend  to  actions  on  accident 
policies  because  they  are  policies  of  insurance  on  life.  To  avoid 
the  operation  of  this  statute  the  point  has  been  raised  that  where 
the  policy  proTides  that  a  part  of  the  amount  of  insurance  only 
shall  be  paid  in  case  of  poisoning,  and  the  insurance  dies  from 
poison  intentionally  taken,  the  company  is  only  liable  for  the 
lesser  amount.  The  St.  Louis  Court  of  Appeals  has  held,^^^  that 
the  insurer  is  liable  for  the  full  amount  sued  for  in  case  of  suicide 
from  poison,  since  the  policy  as  interpreted  by  the  statute  pro- 
vides that  when  death  occurs  from  suicide,  whether  accomplished 
by  poison,  or  otherwise,  the  beneficiary  shall  recover  the  full 
amount  of  the  policy.  The  court  says:  "While  it  is  true  that  it 
does  not  in  terms  and  by  its  answer  set  up  suicide  as  a  defense 
to  the  policy,  it  is  beyond  question  that  it  is  defending  against 
a  recovery  for  the  whole  amount  of  the  policy,  on  the  ground  that 
the  insured  died  from  taking  poison.  Whether  he  took  the  poison 
accidentally  or  of  purpose  is  not  material  here.  If  the  fact  that 
he  died  from  the  effect  of  poison,  which  it  is  admitted  he  took 
with  suicidal  intent,  is  not  urged  by  the  appellant  as  defense 
against  the  action,  then  it  follows  that  it  is  before  the  court 
without  having  interposed  any  defense  whatever  in  this  case. 
It  seems  a  rather  narrow  argument  to  say  that  while  the  answer 
avers  the  insured  died  by  poison,  and  stops  there,  that  therefore 
the  defendant  has,  by  its  pleading,  cut  out  and  eliminated  the 
statute,  although  in  fact  it  appears  by  agreed  facts  that  the 
insured  took  the  poison  with  suicidal  intent.  This  is  hardly  even 
specious;  it  certainly  is  not  sound.  The  argument  is  also  ad- 
vanced that  suicide  does  not  give  a  cause  of  action.  That  is 
true.  The  cause  of  action  arises  on  the  policy  as  interpreted  by 
the  statute  and  by  reason  of  the  death  of  the  insured."  The 
Springfield  Court  of  Appeals,  however,^**  upon  similar  facts 
reaches  a  different  conclusion.     The  court  says:    '* Where  the

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policy  provides  that  if  the  injury  when  fatal  results  directly  or 
indirectly  from  poison  the  amount  of  indemnity  shall  be  $140, 
to  hold  that  the  company  will  be  bound  to  pay  $700  if  the  poison 
is  taken  with  suicidal  intent,  is  in  effect  holding  that  a  policy 
putting  a  premium  on  suicide,  and  giving  suicide  "as  a  preferred 
cause  of  action*  is  a  legal  and  valid  agreement.  We  are  of  the 
opinion  that  our  suicide  statute  was  intended  to  merely  cut  off 
one  weapon  of  defense  formerly  in  the  hands  of  insurers,  and 
was  never  intended  to  create  a  cause  of  action  upon  affirmatively 
showing  suicide  as  a  cause  of  the  death. ' ' 

§  521.  Proximate  Cause. — ^Accident  policies  usually  contain  a 
stipulation  that  they  shall  not  apply  to  any  case,  *' except  where 
the  injury  is  the  proximate  and  sole  cause  of  the  disability  or 
death."  The  question  as  to  the  proximate  cause  also  arises  in 
determining  whether  the  death  tras  the  result  of  accident  or 
disease,  and  in  deciding  what  was  the  proximate  cause  the  courts 
have  been  truly  refined  and  subtle  in  their  distinctions.  In  the 
cases  cited  in  the  preceding  sections,  bearing  upon  the  question 
whether  the  accident  was  caused  by  external,  violent  and  acci- 
dental means,  or  by  disease,  this  subject  is  also  discussed  and 
they  should  be  again  referred  to  in  this  connection.^®*  In  a 
recent  case  in  Massachusetts  the  death  resulted  from  peritonitis, 
occasioned  by  a  fall,  and,  in  holding  that  the  fall  was  the  proxi- 
mate cause  of  the  death,  the  Supreme  Court  of  Massachusetts 
says:  2^®  *' Where  different  forces  and  conditions  concur  in  pro- 
ducing a  result,  it  is  often  difficult  to  determine  which  is  properly 
to  be  considered  the  cause,  and,  in  dealing  with  such  cases,  the 
maxim,  *  causa  proxima  non  remota  spectatur/  is  applied.  But 
this  does  not  mean  that  the  cause  or  condition  which  is  nearest 
In  time  or  space  to  the  result  is  necessarily  to  be  deemed  the 
proximate  cause.  It  means  that  the  law  will  not  go  further  back 
in  the  line  of  causation  than  to  find  the  active,  efficient,  producing

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cause,  of  which  the  event  under  consideration  is  a  natural  and 
probable  consequence,  in  view  of  the  existing  circumstances  and 
conditions.    The  law  does  not  consider  the  cause  of  causes  be« 
yond  seeking  the  efficient,,  predominant  cause,  which  following 
it  no  further  than  those  consequences  that  might  have  been  an- 
ticipated as  not  unlikely  to  result  from  it,  has  produced  the  effect. 
Any  injury  whidi  might  naturally  produce  death  in  a  irerson  of 
a  certain  temperament,  or  state  of  health,  is  the  cause  of  his 
death,  if  he  dies  by  reason  of  it,  even  if  he  would  not  have  died 
if  his  temperament  or  previous  health  had  been  different;  and 
this  is -so,  as  well  when  death  comes  through  the  medium  of  a 
disease  directly  induced  by  the  injury,  as  when  the-  injury  im- 
mediately  interrupts  the  vital  processes."    In  a  leading  case,  de- 
cided  by  the  Supreme  Court  of  Judicature  in  England,**^  the 
deceased  person,  while  on  a  railway  platform,  was  suddenly 
seized  with  a  fit,  which  caused  him  to  fall  forward  off  the  plat- 
form across  the  railway.    A  locomotive  engine  was  at  that  mo- 
ment passing  the  station,  and.  passed  over  his  neck  and  body, 
and  he  received  mortal  injuries.     Justice  Watkin  in  this  case 
said:     **It  seems  to  me  that  the  w-ell-known  maxim  of  Lord 
Saeon,  which  is  applicable  to  all  departments  of  the  law,  is  di- 
rectly applicable  to  this  case.     Lord  Bacon's  language  in  his 
'Maxims  of  the  Law,'  ^^^  runs  thus :    'It  were  infinite  for  the  law 
to  consider  the  causes  and  their  impulsions  one  of  another ;  there- 
fore it  contenteth  itself  with  the  immediate  cause.'    Therefore, 
I  say,  according  to  the  true  principle  of  law,  we  must  look  at 
only  the  immediate  and  proximate  cause  of  death ;  and  it  seems 
to  me  to  be  impracticable  to  go  back  to  cause  upon  cause,  which 
which  would  lead  us  back  ultimately  to  the  birth  of  the  person, 
for  if  he  had  never  been  bom  the  accident  would  not  have  hap- 
pened.   The  true  meaning  of  this  proviso  is  that,  if  the  death 
arose  from  a  fit,  then  the  company  are  not  liable,  even  though 
the  accidental  injury  contributed  to  the  death  in  the  sense  that 
they  were  both  causes  which  operated  jointly  in  causing  it.  That 
is  the  meaning,  in  my  opinion,  of  this  proviso.    But  it  is  essential 
to  that  construction  that  it  should  be  made  out  that  the  fit  was  a 
cause  in  the  sense  of  being  the  proximate  and  immediate  cause  of

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death,  before  the  company  was  .exonerated,  and  it  is  not  the  less 
so  because  you  can  show  that  another  cause  intervened  and  as- 
sisted in  the  intervention.  Now  if  the  argument  of  the  defendants 
be  a  good  one,  this  absurdity  would  follow.  Supposing  a  man 
went  out  in  the  field  following  sports,  and  he  were  to  be  seized 
with  a  fit,  either  a  fainting  fit  or  an  epileptic  fit,  or  any  other  fit, 
and  had  retired  to  one  side  of  the  field,  and  remained  there 
recovering  from  the  fit,  and,  being  there,  a  sportsman — ^not  know- 
ing he  was  there — accidentally  shot  him;  it  might  be  said,  in 
the  same  manner,  that  the  cause  of  death  arose  from  a  fit.  It 
seems  to  me  only  to  require  to  be  stated  to  show  the.  entire 
absurdity  of  it.  The  only  difference  between  that  case  and  this 
is  in  the  time  that  intervened  between  the  time  of  the  fit  and 
the  person  being  placed  within  the  influence  of  the  succeeding 
accident,  which,  in  this  case,  was  very  short;  but  I  fail  to  see 
in  point  of  reason,  that  there  is  any  difference  between  one  hour, 
or  one  minute,  or  one  day.  The  break  in  the  chain  of  causes 
seems  to  be  equally  complete.  I,  therefore,  put  my  decision  on 
the  broad  ground  that,  according  to  the  true  construction  of 
this  policy  and  this  proviso,  this  was  not  an  act  arising  from  a 
fit;  and,  therefore  whether  it  contributed  directly  or  indirectly, 
or  by  any  other  mode  to  the  happenings  of  the  subsequent  acci- 
dent, seems  to  me  wholly  immaterial,  and  the  judgment  of  the 
court  ought  to  be  in  favor  of  the  plaintiff. "  So  where  the  insured 
was  injured  by  falling  from  a  veranda  and  the  injury,  which  at 
first  seemed  slight,  resulted  in  erysipelas  and  the  insured  died 
some  23  days  afterward,  it  was  held  that  the  injury  was  the 
proximate  and  sole  cause  of  the  death.*^'  So  where  the  insured 
received  an  injury  to  his  thumb  and  a  few  days  lat^  received 
another  injury  to  one  of  his  fingers;  the  first  wound  had  been 
lanced  about  ten  days  after  the  injury  and  continued  to  dis- 
charge matter  up  to  the  time  of  the  second  injury  so  that  virus 
from  the  first  wound  might  have  communicated  to  the  second, 
causing  blood  poisoning,  it  was  held  that,  if  the  inoculation 
occurred  at  the  time  the  first  wound  was  made  and  was  part 
of  the  accident,  such  accident  was  the  sole  and  proximate  cause

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of  the  death.*®^  In  another  case  the  deceased  had  a  fall  and  com- 
plained of  its  effects  for  several  days,  and  then  fell  sick  and 
died,  it  was  a  question  whether  the  deceased  died  of  the  effects 
of  the  wound  or  from  typhoid  fever.  The  evidence  being  con- 
flicting on  that  point,  the  verdict  as  usual  resulted  for  the  plain- 
tiff, and  the  court  refused  to  disturb  it.*^^  And  where  the  insured 
Tvas  accidentally  shot  through  the  foot  which  caused  fever  and 
tetanus,  during  an  attack  Of  which  and  eighteen  days  after  the 
injury  the  insured  cut  his  throat,  it  was  held  that  the  wound  in 
the  foot  was  the  proximate  cause  of  the  death.^**  And  where 
the  insured  fell  into  a  hole  while  intoxicated  from  which  death 
resulted  it  was  held  that  the  fall  was  the  proximate  cause  of 
the  death.***^  And  again  where  the  insured  had  his  arm  broken 
and  a  few  days  afterward  suffered  from  serious  pains  in  his  chest 
and  lungs,  he  then  became  convalescent  for  a  week  or  ten  days, 
when  he  was  attacked  in  a  manner  similar  to  the  first  attack  and 
died  nineteen  days  after  the  injury,  it  was  held  that  a  finding 
that  his  death  was  caused  solely  by  the  breaking  of  the  arm  was 
-warranted  by  the  evidence.^**  In  National  Benefit  Ass'n  v.  Grau- 
man,*^  the  insured  sustained  certain  bodily  injuries  which  were 
occasioned  by  two  separate  falls.  The  injuries  were  in  part  ex- 
ternal and  visible  and  resulted  in  apoplexy  and  death.  The  court 
held  that  the  fall  and  injury  were  the  proximate  cause  of  the 
death  and  ''that  the  injury,  resulting  from  the  fall,  produced  a 
condition,  aptly  designated  by  that  name,  did  not  render  it  any 
less  the  cause  of  death."**®  Where  the  insured,  while  bathing 
in  the  sea,  became  suddenly  insensible  and  fell  on  his  face  in 
the  water  and  was  drowned,  it  was  held  that  the  company  was

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liable.*^^  And  in  the  noted  case  of  Winspear  v.  Ace.  Ins.  Ass'n '" 
a  man  while  fording  a  river  was  seized  with  a  fit,  and  so  fell 
and  was  drowned,  it  was  held  that  the  company  was  liable.  So, 
where  one  went  in  to  bathe,  and  dived  from  a  plank  into  the 
water  six  or  seven  feet  deep,  and  sustained  a  rupture  of  the 
tympanum  of  the  ear,  it  was  held  that  the  accident  was  the 
proximate  cause  of  the  injury.**^  So  where  the  horse  driven 
by  the  insured  became  alarmed  and  ran  away  and  the  insured 
died  shortly  afterward,  either  from  exertion  in  endeavoring  to 
stop  the  horse  or  from  fright,  it  "was  held  that  the  company  was 
liable.^^*  In  another  case  the  question  whether  insured  died  from 
a  railway  accident  or  Bright 's  disease  was  left  to  the  jury.  The 
court,  however,  suggested  that  the  test  was  whether  she  had 
apparent  good  health  just  before  the  accident,  or  did  the  symptoms 
come  on  just  afterward.^^^  Where  the  insured  fell  and  dislocated 
his  shoulder,  and  after  being  confined  to  his  room  all  the  time, 
died  a  month  afterward  from  pneumonia,  the  company  was  held 
liable.  But  where,^**  the  insured  was  engaged  in  severe  labor 
and  was  injured  by  a  heavy  weight  falling  on  him  from  which 
he  immediately  complained  and  went  home  and  died  two  weeks 
afterward,  but  there  were  no  external  marks  of  the  injury  on 
the  body,  the  company  was  relieved.*^^  In  another  case,***  it  was 
held  that  the  fact  that  an  accidental  fall  ruptured  a  kidney  be- 
cause of  its  cancerous  condition,  does  not  prevent  such  accident 
being  the  cause  of  the  ensuing  death  of  the  injured  persoi^  "in- 
dependent of  all  other  causes,"  within  the  meaning  of  an  acci- 
dent policy,  and  in  the  case  of  Western  Commercial  Travelers, 
etc.,  Ass'n  v.  Smith,***  where  blood  poisoning  and  death  resulted 
from  an  abrasion  of  the  toe  caused  by  the  chafing  of  a  tight 
shoe,  the  court,  in  holding  the  chafing  accidental  and  the  proxi-

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mate  cause  of  the  death,  said:  '^If  the  death  was  caused  by 
disease,  without  any  bodily  injury  inflicted  by  external,  violent 
and  accidental  means,  as  in  the  case  of  the  malignant  postule,^'® 
and  as  in  the  case  of  sunstroke,''^  the  association  was  free  from 
liability  by  the  express  terms  of  the  certificate.  If  the  deceased 
suffered  an  accident,  but  at  the  time  he  sustained  it  he  was 
already  suffering  from  a  disease  or  bodily  infirmity,  and  if  the 
accident  would  not  have  caused  his  death  if  he  had  not  been 
affected  by  the  disease  or  infirmity,  but  he  died  because  the  acci- 
dent aggravated  the  disea3e,  or  the  disease  aggravated  the  effects 
of  the  accident^  as  in  the  case  of  the  insured  who  was  subject 
to  such  bodily  infirmity  that  a  short  run,  followed  by  stooping, 
which  would  not  have  injured  a  healthy  man,  produced  apo- 
plexy,^'' the  association  was  exempt  from  liability,  because  the 
death  was  caused  partly  by  disease  and  partly  by  accident.  If 
the  death  was  caused  by  bodily  injuries  affected  by  external, 
violent  and  accidental  means  alone,  the  association  was  liable  to 
pay  the  promised  indemnity.  If  the  death  caused  by  a  disease 
which  was  not  the  result  of  any  bodily  infirmity  or  disease  in 
existence  at  the  time  of  the  accident,  but  which  was  itself  caused 
by  the  external,  violent  and  accidental  means  which  produced  the 
bodily  injury,  the  association  was  equally  liable  to  pay  the  in- 
demnity. In  such  case,  the  disease  is  an  effect  of  the  accident, 
the  incidental  means  produced  and  used  by  the  original  moving 
cause  to  bring  about  its  fatal  effect,  a  mere  link  in  the  chain 
of  causation  between  the  accident  and  the  death,  and  the  death 
it  attributable,  not  to  the  disease,  but  to  the  causa  catisans  to  the 
accident  alone."*'*    And  recovery  can  be  had  on  an  accident

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policy  where  injury  caused  rheumatism  which  caused  death.*** 
Where  the  policy  provided  that  the  company  would  not  be  liable 
for  death  arising  from  iSatural  disease,  although  accelerated  by 
accident,  the  insured  was  thrown  off  a  car  and  died  with  three 
months,  but  it  was  shown  that  he  had  for  years  suffered  from 
kidney  disease,  but  was  free  from  active  symptoms  of  that  di- 
sease, although  it  came  again  five  weeks  after  the  accident;  it 
was  held  that  the  company  was  not  liable,  as  death  was  caused 
by  kidney  disease  accelerated  by  the  accident.**^  The  Supreme 
Court  of  the  United  States,  in  an  often  cited  case,***  held  that  if 
the  deceased  received  an  internal  injury  which  in  direct  course 
produced  duodenitis  and  thereby  caused  death,  the  injury  was  the 
proximate  cause  of  death.  And  so  where  a  person  was  injured 
by  an  accident  resulting  in  hernia  and  died  after  a  dangerous 
and  unsuccessful  surgical  operation,  performed  when  death 
seemed  inevitable  without  it,  the  accident  was  the  proximate 
cause  of  the  death.**''  Where  the  insured  under  an  accident  policy 
was  thrown  from  an  upper  berth  in  a  sleeping  car  and  as  the 
result  of  which  his  left  wrist  was  sprained,  and  although  two 
and  one-half  years  had  elapsed  the  wrist  had  not  recovered  at 
the  time  of  the  trial,  and  future  recovery  was  said  to  be  prob- 
lematical, it  was  held  that  the  condition  of  the  arm  could  be 
explained  only  by  the  presence  in  the  system  of  the  insured  of 
tuberculosis ;  that  while  it  was  claimed  that  the  bodily  injury  did 
not  result  independently  and  exclusively  of  all  other  causes  in 
his  total  disability  because  of  the  intervention  of  the  disease,  this 
was  too  narrow  a  construction  because  the  tuberculosis  was  harm- 
less until,  as  the  direct  result  of  the  accident,  it  was  given  an 
opportunity  to  become  active.**®

ACCIDENT  INSURANCE.  §  522 

§  522.  The  Same  Subject — ^Later  0ase8.-^Where  blood  poison- 
ing caused  by  an  accident  results  in  death,  death  is  a  direct 
result  of  the  accident.^**  It  is  sufficient  if  the  injuries  were  the 
direct  and  proximate  cause  of  death.^^^  So  where  a  scratch  on 
tie  finger  results  in  blood  poisoning,**^  or  cutting  a  com.^'*  A 
death  from  a  disease  caused  by  a  wound  may  be  deemed  the 
proximate  result  of  the-wound.*'*  Concerning  the  principles  ap- 
plicable to  such  cases  the  Supreme  Court  of  Massachusetts  has 
said :  ***  "The  insurance  is  *  against  loss  .  .  .  caused  by  bodily 
injury  effected  exclusively  by  external,  violent  and  accidental  ' 
means.'  It  is  perfectly  plain  that  the  injury  here  spoken  of  is 
injury  to  the  person  of  the  insured,  and  this  construction  is  borne 
out  by  the  subsequent  provisions  of  the  policy.  Hence  of  course 
it  is  an  injury  suffered  by  the  insured  and  not  by  the  beneficiary. 
Moreover  it  is  an  injury  caused  by  external,  violent  and  acci- 
dental means.  Any  injury  frcmi  other  means  or  causes  is  not 
included-  The  injury  is  to  be  traceable  exclusively  to  the  acci- 
dent to  the  person.  If  it  is  so  traceable,  then,  no  matter  when 
the  symptoms  appeared  oil  when  they  were  recognized,  it  is  cov- 
ered by  the  policy;  otherwise  it  is  not.  Every  pain  or  result 
traceable  to  the  accident,  no  matter  how  remote  in  time,  is  po- 
tentially caused  at  the  time  of  the  accident.  Nothing  is  more 
familiar  than  this  rule.  It  is  constantly  applied,  especially  in 
cases  where  damages  are  sought  for  injuries  to  the  person.  With- 
in the  contemplation  of  the  law  and  by  the  construction  of  the 
contract  the  liability,  when  finally  fixed,  not  only  goes  back  to 
the  accident,  but  also  goes  forward  to  the  time,  no  matter  how 
far  in  the  future,  when  there  is  no  longer  any  result  traceable 
to  it ;  and  this  is  so,  entirely  irrespective  of  the  question  whether 
or  not  the  insured  knows  or  conjectures  what  the  injury  is  or

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will  finally  develop  to  be.  The  event  causing  the  injury  is  not 
the  injury  itself  but  is  the  'extei^ial,  violent  and  accidental  means' 
by  which  the  effect  upon  the  body — the  injury — ^is  caused.  We 
can  see  no  other  sensible  construction  of  the  language  of  the 
policy. *'  The  Supreme  Court  of  Minnesota  has  said:  ^'^  "Acci- 
dent policies  are  intended  to  cover  a  well-defined  area.  To  clearly 
define  its  liability^  the  defendant  by  this  policy  promised  indem- 
nity for  injuries  received  through  *  external,  violent,  and  acci- 
dental means.'  It  would  have  been  almost  impossible  to  enumer- 
ate the  consequences  which  might  result  from  an  accident,  but 
it  was  comparatively  easy  to  describe  the  character  of  the  acci- 
dent against  the  results  of  which  the  policy  holder  is  indemni-- 
fied.  The  language  of  the  policy  does  this,  and  when  an  insured 
is  injured  by  'external,  violent,  and  accidental  means,'  the  in- 
demnity promised  is  for  every  injury  which  results  therefrom. 
The  parties  contemplated  that  the  individual  injured  would  act 
as  an  ordinary,  normal  person,  and  that  a  physician  would  be 
called,  whose  judgment  would  be  relied  upon  for  the  treatment 
to  be  administered ;  and  where,  as  in  this  case,  a  reputable  mem- 
ber of  the  medical  profession  was  called,  and  his  treatment  was 
regular,  ordinary,  and  in  accordance  with  the  teachings  of  his 
profession,  there  can,  it  seems  to  us,  be  no  escape  from  the  con- 
clusion that  the  treatment  administered  was  a  natural  and  an- 
ticipated result  of  such  injury,  and  that,  although  death  might 
not  have  resulted  had  no  injection  of  serum  been  made,  the 
original  injury,  confessedly  received  under  conditions  within  the 
terms  of  the  policy  contract,  must  be  held  to  be  the  proximate 
cause  of  death.  The  reasoning  of  this  court  in  White  v.  Standard 
Life  &  Acci.  Ins.  Co.^^*  sustains,  this  view,  although  the  facts  in 
that  case  were  entirely  different  from  those  in  the  case  at  bar.** 
It  has  been  said:*'^  ''Notwithstanding  Hooper  was  fatally  dis- 
eased in  heart  and  brain,  and  notwithstanding  his  death  was 
from  apoplexy,  yet  if  he  accidentally  fell  in  the  car  and  ruptured 
a  blood  vessel,  which  caused  the  apoplectic  strike,  his  death  would

be  accounted  as  accidental  For,  if  a  man  is  so  afflicted  that  he 
will  die  from  such  affliction,  within  a  few  hours,  yet  if  by  some 
accidental  means  his  death  is  caused  sooner,  it  would  be  a  death 
from  accident."  Traumatic  pneumonia  caused  by  a  fall  is  death 
by  accident  and  the  fall  is  the  proximate  cause.^^^  So  blood  pois- 
oning resulting  after  treating  a  patient  afflicted  with  disease,  is 
the  proximate  cause  when  insured  had  previously  been  injured 
#by  accident.***  That  insured's  death  may  have  been  merely 
hastened  by  a  fall  and  that  a  chronic  malady  contributed  to  his 
death,  does  not  necessarily  preclude  recovery  on  an  accident 
policy.**^  So  where  plaintiff  while  in  bed  placed  his  hand  under 
his  head  but  it  moved  so  as  to  rest  on  the  rail  of  the  bed,  which 
produced  a  black  mark  resulting  in  inflammation  and  amputation, 
the  proximate  cause  of  the  result  was  due  to  accidental  causes.*" 
Where  the  insured  was  injured  and  six  months  afterwards  was 
again  injured  and  died  within  ninety  days  after  the  second  in- 
jury, and  he  would  not  have  died  but  for  the  last  injury,  recovery 
may  be  had  on  the  policy  even  though  the  last  injury  would  not 
have  been  fatal  but  for  the  first.***  Where  insured  was  thrown 
against  the  buggy  dash  causing  appendicitis,  resulting  in  blood 
poisoning  and  death,  the  company  was  held  liable.***  Morbid 
changes  in  vital  functions  resulting  from  accidental  injury  must 
be  regarded  as  the  effect  thereof,  and  death  resulting  from  such 
morbid  changes  is  caused  by  such  accident.***  So  where  insured 
fell  into  a  cistern  while  trying  to  hide  herself  under  an  insane 
delusion,  the  accidental  fall  and  not  her  volitional  act  is  the 
proximate  cause  of  the  death.**^    In  holding  that  an  abrasion  of

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the  skin  hj  a  fall  might  be  found  to  be  the  proximate  cause  of 
the  death  of  the  injured  person,  where  bacteria  infected  the 
wound  causing  blood  poison,  which  resulted  in  death,  the  Su- 
preme Court  of  Wisconsin  said:  *^*  "It  is  urged  that,  unless  the 
evidence  establishes  the  fact  that  the  bacterial  infection  occurred 
at  the  time  of  the  bodily  injury  by  the  fall,  it  cannot  be  found 
that  his  death  was  proximately  and  solely  caused  by  the  acci- 
dent. As  above  stated,  responsible  causation,  as  applied  in  the  • 
law,  is  not  dependent  on  time,  distance,  or  a  mere  succession  of 
events.  If  any  injury  is  inflicted  by  an  event,  and  it  is  found 
that  it  has  set  in  motion  aU  the  succeeding  agencies  sharing  in 
the  result,  then  such  event,  as  the  efficient  producing  cause  of  the 
injury,  is  held  to  be  the  proximate  cause  of  the  injury.  Under 
such  circumstances,  the  causal  connection  in  the  chain  of  events 
is  shown  by  the  dependence  of  each  event  for  its  action  on  the 
one  preceding  it,  which  thus  form  a  continuous  whole,  with  a 
proximate  relationship  established  between  the  event  which  acted 
first  through  those  naturally  succeeding  and  the  point  of  injury. 
Apply  this  test  to  the  facts  before  us,  and  it  is  shown  that  no 
such  bacterial  infection  would  in  all  probability  have  occurred 
had  there  been  no  abrasion  of  the  skin.  This  leads  to  the  in- 
evitable inference  that  the  bacterial  infection  and  the  resultant 
septicemia  were  in  the  natural  course  of  events  dependent  upon 
and  set  in  motion  by  the  abrasion  of  the  skin  caused  by  the  fall. 
The  entry  of  bacteria  into  the  system  cannot  be  considered  as  an 
independent  cause  and  as  having  intervened  between  the  acci- 
dental fall  and  the  death,  because  of  the  fact  that  it  was  condi- 
tioned on  the  existence  of  the  abrasion  of  the  skin  and  was  wholly 
incidental  to,  and  set  in  motion  by,  it,  thus  making  it  one  of  the 
events  in  the  chain  of  causation. ' '  The  cause  of  the  death  as  well 
as  the  death  itself  must  be  accidental.'^^  In  holding  that  the 
company  is  not  liable  where  death  was  caused  partly  by  a  strain 
and  partly  by  a  pre-existing  attack  of  appendicitis,  the  Supreme 
Court  of  Connecticut  said:*"    **The  policy  now  before  us  in

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plain  language  insures  against  bodily  injury  effected  directly 
and  independently  of  all  other  causes,  through  external,  violent, 
and  accidental  means.  Similar  policies  have  been  before  both 
State  and  Federal  courts,  and  the  concensus  of  opinion  is  that, 
if  any  injury  and  an  existing  bodily  disease  or  infirmity  concur 
and  co-operate  to  that  end,  no  liability  exists.  If,  however,  the 
disease  results  from  the  injury,  the  company  is  liable,  though 
both  co-operate  in  causing,  death.  The  distinction  made  in  this 
particular  is  found  in  that  class  of  cases  where  the  infirmity  or 
disease  existed  in  the  insured  at  the  time  of  the  injury,  and,  on 
the  other  hand,  that  class  of  cases  where  the  disease  was  caused 
and  brought  about  by  the  injury.  And  even  in  cases  where  the 
insured  is  afflicted  at  the  time  of  the  accident  with  some  bodily 
disease,  if  the  accidental  injury  be  of  such  a  nature  as  to  cause 
death  solely  and  independently  of  the  disease,  liability  exists.^" 
It  appears  from  the  finding  that  at  the  time  that  the  doctor  sus- 
tained the  accident  his  appendix  was  in  an  abnormal  condition, 
and  subject  to  other  attacks  arising  from  straining  that  portion 
of  the  body ;  that  the  attack  which  caused  his  death  would  not 
have  occurred  from  the  strain  caused  by  carrying  the  baskets 
of  soil,  except  for  the  conditions  created  by  the  attack  in  the 
fall  of  1907.  In  other  words,  when  he  sustained  the  accident,  he 
was  afflicted  with  appendicitis,  which  was  aggravated  by  the  in- 
jury, and  contributed  to  his  death.  The  death,  therefore,  was  not 
the  re€Pult  of  the  accident  alone,  but  was  caused  partly  by  the 
accident  and  partly  by  the  pre-existing  bodily  infirmity  of  the 
insured.  It  requires  no  argument  to  demonstrate  that  under  such 
circumstances  the  insurance  contract  now  under  consideration 
exempts  the  defendant  from  liability  from  an  injury  of  this  char- 
acter." What  is  the  proximate  cause  is  as  a  rule  a  question  for 
the  jury.*^*    Under  an  accident  policy  the  fact  that  the  accident

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precedes  a  disease  causing  death,  or  that  insured  was  afflicted 
with  some  disease  not  the  proximate  cause  of  his  death,  is  no 
defense.*"  Under  an  accident  policy  stipulating  that  for  total 
disability  certain  payments  should  be  made  and  that  if  during 
the  period  pf  such  disability,  and  within  ninety  days  from  the 
accident,  the  injury  should  directly,  independently  and  exclusive- 
ly of  all  other  causes,  result  in  permanent  paralysis  the  insurer 
would  pay  the  principal  sum.  It  was  held  *^*  that  **the  insured 
when  injured  by  a  fall  was  suffering  from  a  disease  contributing 
to  his  paralysis,  such  paralysis  was  not  the  direct,  independent 
and  exclusive  result  of  the  fall,  though  it  hastened  the  paralysis." 
Over-exertion  producing  dilatation  of  the  heart  does  not  make 
death  due  to  accidental  means.'^' 

§  523.  More  Hazardous  Occapation.  —  ''It  is  competent," 
says  the  Supreme  Court  of  Indiana,***  *'for  the  parties  to  pro- 
vide in  the  policy  of  insurance  that  a  forbidden  hazard  shall  make 
the  policy  void,  or  that  the  amount  of  the  insurance  in  case  of 
increased  hazard,  shall  be  diminished  in  proportion ;  and,  in  case 
the  policy  itself  does  not  name  the  forbidden  or  increased  hazard, 
it  will  be  for  the  jury  to  determine  whether  such  change  in  the 
risk  has  taken  place  and  in  what  degree  the  risk  has  been  in- 
creased." Thus,  where  the  by-law  of  the  association  provided 
that,  **any  member  receiving  an  injury  while  engaged  tempo- 
rarily or  otherwise  in  an  occupation  mere  hazardous  than  the 
one  in  which  he  was  engaged  when  insured,  shall  be  entitled  to 
receive  only  such  indemnity  as  provided  for  in  the  class  or  occu- 
pation in  which  he  is  engaged  at  the  time  of  the  injury;"  it 
was  held,***  that  the  beneficiary  of  a  merchant,  who  is  accident-

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ally  killed  while  hunting  for  recreation,  can  recover  the  amount 
provided  for  the  occupation  of  *' merchant"  instead  of  that  pro- 
vided for -a  ''hunter."  The  court  says:  ''The  word,  'occupa- 
tion,* as  found  in  this  by-law,  must  be  held  to  have  reference  to 
tlie  vocation,  profession,  trade,  or  calling,  which  the  insured  is 
engaged  in  for  hire,  or  for  profit,  and  not  as  precluding  him  from 
the'  performance  of  acts  and  duties  which  are  simply  incidents 
connected  with  the  daily  life  of  a  man  in  any  or  all  occupations ; 
or  from  engaging  in  mere  acts  of  exercise,  diversion  or  recreation. 
This  view  is  not  subversive  of  the  jrord,  temporarily,  found  in 
such  section,  for  there  would  be  full  opportunity  for  giving  force 
and  effect  to  it  in  the  fact  that  a  professional  man,  merchant,  or 
I>€rson,  in  some  other  calling  should  temporarily  abandon  such 
location  and  for  purposes  of  profit,  or  as  a  means  of  gaining  a 
subsistence,  temporarily  employ  himself  in  some  more  hazardous 
occupation."  Other  case  are  to  the  same  effect,  that  hunting 
for  pleasure  is  not  to  be  regarded  as  an  occupation,  and  is  not 
to  be  used  as  a  basis  of  classification  in  determining  the  amount 
of  indemnity  payable  to  the  insured.*^*  It  has  been  held  *^''  that 
a  proviso  of  an  accident  insurance  policy  that  the  insurer  shall 
not  be  liable  "if  the  insured  is  injured  in  any  occupation  or 
exposure  classed  by  this  company  as  more  hazardous  than  that 
here  given"  refers  to  classes  of  occupation,  and  not  to  particular 
acts  not  embraced  in  the  occupation  given,  and  hence  does  not 
defeat  recovery  for  the  accidental  death  of  one  insured  as  a 
mining  expert  while  casually  riding  on  a  locomotive.  So  a  bank 
cashier  does  not  as  a  matter  of  law,  lose  his  right  to  recover 
under  a  policy,  providing  that  it  shall  be  wholly  void  as  to  all 
accidents  occurring  while  engaged  in  any  professional  employ- 
ment or  exposure  not  rated  as  a  professional  occupation  by  saw- 
ing off  blocks  for  his  own  use  from  a  board.^'*     So  where  the

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deceased  was  an  earthenware  manufacturer,  and  received  a  fatal 
injury  from  an  accident  which  happened  while  he  was  assisting 
in  hauling  hay  from  the  farm,  while  on  a  visit  to  his  grandfather, 
it  was  held  no  change  of  occupation  witfiin  the  meaning  of  the 
policy.*^^  So,'  where  a  teacher,  while  overlooking  a  building  he 
was  having  erected,  fell  from  the  second  story  and  was  killed, 
it  was  held  that  the  language  of  the  condition  had  respect  to 
employment  and  not  to  individual  acts.*^*  In  another  case,*" 
the  deceased  was  insured  as  "a  grocer  delivering  goods,"  an 
instruction  was  approved  to  the  effect  that  a  grocer  delivering 
goods,  as  expressed  in  the  contract,  was  not  one  who  is  engaged 
as  a  dealer  in  groceries  and  habitually  delivers  in  person  goods 
sold  to  his  customers.  An  occasional  delivery  by  himself— the 
rule  being  that  delivery  is  made  by  others, — would  not  change  his 
occupation.  And  where  a  person  was  insured  as  a  "farmer,"  the 
fact  that  he  was  drowned  while  saving  persons  from  a  wreck 
will  not  justify  the  defense  that  he  was  employed  in  "wrecking" 
at  the  time  of  his  decease.*^*  A  distinction  has  been  made  which 
is  illustrated  in  the  case  of  Estabrook  v.  Union  Casualty  &  Surety 
(2Jq263  where  the  court  said:  'The  plaintiff  was  insured  as  pro- 
prietor of  a  gristmill;  supervision  only,' — an  occupation  classed 
as  preferred.  The  policy  provided  that  in  .case  of  an  injury  re- 
ceived in  any  occupation  or  exposure  classed  as  more  hazardous 
than  preferred,  the  insured  should  recover  only  such  amount 
as  the  premium  paid  would  have  purchased  at  the  rates  fixed 
for  such  increased  hazard.  Among  the  occupations  classed  as 
more  hazardous  was  that  of  farmer  and  farm  laborer.  On  the 
8th  day  of  July  the  plaintiff  went  to  his  father's  farm  in  Dan- 
ville, to  assist  temporarily,  during  the  absence  or  disability  of 
his  father,  in  overseeing  the  work  of  haying,  then  being  carried

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on  by  hired  help.  On  the  following  day  a  shower  came  up,  and 
the  plaintiff  jumped  onto  a  horserake,  and  started  hastily  to  drive 
it  under  cover,  and  was  injured  in  so  doing.  The  case  finds  that 
the  work  being  performed  by  plaintiff  at  the  immediate  time  of 
his  injury  was  work  ordinarily  performed  by  a  farmer  and  farm 
laborer.  It  is  doubtless  true  that  individual  acts  outside  the 
stated  occupation  do  not  constitute  a  change  of  employment, 
within  the  meaning  of  the  provision  above  recited.  Such  a  pro- 
vision may  well  be  construed  to  permit  the  occasional  doing  of 
the  various  acts  of  recreation,  exercise,  accommodation,  and  duty 
which  are  recognized  as  proper  incidents  in  the  lives  of  men  of 
all  occupations.  The  merchant  spends  a  day  in  hunting;  the 
agriculturist  acts  as  superintendent  of  police  at  a  fair ;  the  teacher 
looks  after  the  workmen  who  are  building  his  bam;  the  manu- 
facturer, visiting  a  relative,  assists  in  loading  hay;  the  farmer 
goes  to  the  rescue  of  a  shipwrecked  crew ;  the  supervising  farmer 
repairs  a  bridge  upon  his  own  land, — and  these  things  are  held 
not  to  constitute  a  change  of  accupation.*'*  But  we  think  the 
work  in  which  plaintiff  was  engaged  at  the  time  of  his  injury 
cannot  be  treated  as  incidental  and  occasional,  within  the  mean- 
ing of  these  decisions.  His  was  not  the  case  of  a  visiting  relative 
who  rides  the  horserake,  or  throws  on  a  load  of  hay  by  way  of 
amusement,  exercise,  or  accommodation.  He  went  to  take  his 
father's  place  because  of  his  father's  disability,  and  presumably 
would  have  continued  in  that  place  until  the  haying  was  done  if 
he  had  remained  uninjured,  and  his  father's  disability  had  con- 
tinued so  long.  The  work  undertaken  was  not  the  doing  of  a 
single  act,  nor  the  rendering  of  occasional  assistance.  It  Svas 
the  continuous  performance  of  the  series  of  acts  which  constitute 
the  occupation  of  haying  season.  In  thus  taking  his  father's 
place,  he  assumed,  for  the  time  being,  his  father's  occupation, 
and  brought  himself  within  the  clause  under  consideration.  It 
cannot  reasonably  be  said  that  the  company  assumed  the  hazard 
of  this  work  at  the  premium  charged  for  the  lesser  risk.    We

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reach  this  conclnsion  without  considering  the  meaning  of  the 
term  'exposure/  or  giving  any  effect  to  it/'  The  phrase  ''cattle 
shipper  and  tender  in  transit"  does  not  include  tender  of  horses 
in  transit.*'^  It  is  a  question  for  the  jury  to  determine  whether 
a  man  is  injured  while  performing  an  act  peculiarly  embraced 
in  another  occupation  and  not  in  that  in  which  he  was  insured, 
as  where  a  stationary  engineer  was  killed  while  chopping  wood.*" 
A  "supervising  farmer,"  within  the  classification  of  an  accident 
policy,  may  include  one  who  does  light  physical  labor,  incidental- 
ly in  keeping  things  in  order  and  repair,  as  well  as  one  who  does 
no  physical  labor;  and  where  such  a  person  was  injured  while 
engaged  in  driving  posts  or  piles  for  a  private  bridge,  he  is  not 
at  the  time  of  his  death  engaged  in  the  occupation  of  pile  driver 
within  the  meaning  of  an  accident  insurance  policy  declaring 
such  an  occupation  more  hazardous  than  that  of  farming.**^ 
Where  the  plaintiff  was  insured  as  a  jobber  and  contractor,  but 
was  injured  while  employed  as  a  farm  hand,  and  the  company 
had  a  classification  for  jobber  and  contractor,  but  not  for  farm 
hands,  it  was  held  that  after  the  injury  the  company  could  not 
classify  the  occupation  as  a  farm  hand,  so  as  to  lessen  the  amount 
to  be  recovered.^^*  A  cattle  dealer,  insured  under  an  accident 
policy  which  permits  him  to  attend  his  cattle  in  transit  on  the 
cars,  can  rightfully  do  on  such  a  trip  whatever  is  customary 
among  reasonably  prudent  cattle  dealers  under  like  circum- 
stances.**^ The  word  "bicycling"  in  an  accident  policy  refers 
only  to  professional  riders,  not  to  one  riding  as  an  incident  and 
for  pleasure.*''®  If,  under  the  contract,  an  employment  is  per- 
mitted different  from  the  one  named  in  the  application,  but  the 
amount  of  insurance  is  reduced  accordingly,  it  was  held  that

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where  one  insured  as  a  ''spare  conductor"  was  killed  while  per- 
forming the  duties  of  a  brakeman  the  amount  due  on  the  death 
of  a  brakeman  alone  could  be  recovered.*^*  One  insured  as  a  yard- 
master  cannot  recover  if  injured  as  a  yard  conductor.^^*  Nor  a 
blacksmith  if  injured  while  coupling  cars.*^*  But  one  insured 
as  a  railroad  employe  and  who  had  paid  a  higher  premium  in 
consequence,  can  recover  for  an  injury  received  while  boarding 
a  moving  train  incident  to  such  employment  although  at  the  time 
he  was  a  farmer  and  not  such  an  employe.*'^*  Where  the  insured 
who  stated  his  occupation  to  be  that  of  a  ** retired  gentleman" 
was  injured  while  operating  a  buzz  say  for  his  own  amusement 
it  was  held  that  the  operation  of  the  buzz  saw  was  not  incident 
to  the  occupation  or  condition  of  a  retired  gentleman,*''^  A  per- 
son who  is  baggage-checker  of  a  transfer  company  which  busi- 
ness requires  him  to  meet  and  board  incoming  trains  and  check 
baggage  to  other  railroad  lines  is  a  ** railroad  employe,"  within 
the  meaning  of  that  expression  in  an  accident  insurance  policy.*^' 
So  an  "iceman,  proprietor,"  is  engaged  in  his  occupation  while 
engaged  in  the  delivery  of  ice,  although  proprietor  of  the  busi- 
ness, in  spite  of  the  fact  that  the  rules  of  the  company  provide 
that  one  delivering  ice  cannot  receive  so  large  a  weekly  sum 
as  a  proprietor.^''^  So  the  occupation  of  **  livery  stable  proprietor 
(not  working),"  is  correctly  stated  although  he  sometimes  hitched 
up  a  horse  and  drove  persons  out.^''*  A  classification  on  the 
back  of  a  policy  will  not  control  the  express  stipulation  in  the 
poUcy**^^    Unless  so  stipulated  in  the  policy  a  change  in  the  risk,

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"whether  increasing  the  hazard  ,or  not,  will  not  avoid  the  con- 
tract.**® Where  a  policy  contained  a  provision  that  it  should  not 
cover  injuries  received  in  ''adventures  into  wild  and  uninhabited, 
or  uncivilized  regions''  the  company  was  held  liable  where  the 
insured  had  started  on  a  journey  into  the  interior  of  Alaska  but 
was  drowned  while  navigating  a  well-known  bay  on  the  sea  coast 
before  he  had  entered  upon  the  inland  joumey.^*^ 

§  524.  The  Same  Subject — Later  Cases. — ^From  the  authorities 
cited  in  the  preceding  section  it  appears  that  the  general  rule  is 
that  casual  or  incidental  acts  pertaining  to  another  employment 
do  not  constitute  a  change  of  employment  within  the  meaning 
of  an  accident  policy  providing  for  forfeiture,  or  reduced  com- 
pensation, when  the  insured  changes  his  occupation.  The  word 
"occupation"  in  an  insurance  policy  has  reference  to  a  voca- 
tion, trade,  or  calling,  and  not  to  a  performance  of  acts  of 
exercise,  diversion,  or  recreation.  The  term  applies  simply  to  that 
which  at  the  time  of  the  accident  constitutes  the  principal  busi- 
ness, or  pursuit,  of  the  assured.**^  A  change  of  occupation  such 
as  will  defeat  the  policy  must  be  a  permanent  change,  or  a  tem- 
porary change  which,  in  all  substantial  respects  for  the  time  being 
is  a  change  of  occupation.  The  policy  is  not  defeated  by  the  per- 
formance of  some  individual  act,  or  indulging,  or  engaging,  in 
some  particular  exposure  which  is  of  a  more  hazardous  nature 
than  that  attending  the  fixed  occupation  given  by  the  insured 
upon  which  the  insurance  was  effected.  So  where  a  brakeman 
was  injured  while  making  an  ascension  in  a  balloon,  it  was  held 
that  there  was  no  change  of  occupation,**'  or  where  the  pro- 
prietor of  a  trucking  concern  met  his  death  while  operating  an 
elevator  on  one  occasion,***  or  where  a  manufacturer  of  infusorial 
earth,  whose  duties  were  described  to  be  office  and  traveling- 
duties,  was  injured  while  assisting  in  experiments  conducted  by

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one  of  his  chemists.*®*  In  the  case  cited  the  Court  said :  ' '  Occu- 
pation is  a  term  of  broad  significance  and  includes  the  trade, 
calling,  profession,  office,  employment,  or  business,  by  which  one 
usually  gets  his  living.  It  is  not  incidental,  recreatory,  or  even 
necessary  suspension  of  the  performance  of  regular  duty  which 
constitutes  a  change  of  occupation.  Vacation  expedients  diflfer 
almost  as  widely  as  the  temperaments  of  men.  The  occasional 
recurrence  for  diversion,  or  recuperation,  to  tilling  the  soil  does 
not  convert  the  business,  or  profesional,  man  into  a  farmer.  The 
statesman  felling  trees  for  exercise  could  not  thereby  be  classified 
properly  as  wood-chopper  by  occupation.  Where  the  nature  of 
the  employment  is  narrow  and  classification  is  strict  and  closely 
subdivided,  change  from  one  class  of  compensated  work  to  an- 
other may  effect  a  change  as  was  held  in  Aldrich  v.  Mercantile 
Mut.  Accident  Ass'n."***  Thus  occasional  waiting  on  customers 
in  a  saloon  does  not  establish  a  breach  of  warranty  as  to  occu- 
pation.^^^  So  a  change  of  occupation  did  not  result  from  a 
traveling  man  going  to  his  father's  ranch  while  he  was  waiting 
for  another  position,^*^  or  one  insured  as  a  draftsman  when  in- 
jured while  operating  a  press  drill  for  recreation,***  or  a  contrac- 
tor, whose  duties  were  described  as  traveling  and  supervising, 
killed  by  an  explosion  while  attempting  to  adjust  a  tank  of  a 
heating  plant.**®  The  word  ** supervision"  used  in  an  applica- 
tion does  not  necessarily  exclude  all  manual  labor.**^  A  classi- 
fication of  laborers  engaged  about  oil  mills  as  extra  hazardous 
does  not  include  labor  in  handling  gasoline.***  A  condition  as 
to  change  of  occupation  does  not  forbid  acts  necessarily  implied 
from  the  vocation,  but  applies  to  a  regular  occupation  in  a  class

other  than  that  named  in  the  policy.**'  A  somewhat  stricter  rule 
regarding  what  constitutes  a  change  of  occupation  has  often  been 
applied,  thus  where  a  man  insured  as  a  druggist  deemed  to  be  a 
select  risk,  moved  upon  a  tract  of  land  and  engaged  in  its  culti- 
vation, the  occupation  of  a  farmer,  or  supervising  farmer,  being 
a  more  hazardous  risk,  it  was  said:*®*  **The  term  'occupation' 
as  employed  in  the  policy,  implies  simply  that  which  at  the  time 
of  the  accident  giving  the  cause  of  action  constituted  the  as- 
sured's  principal  business  or  pursuit;  that  which  engaged  his 
attention  and  time,  as  distinguished  from  that  which  is  inci- 
dentally connected  with  the  life  of  men  in  any  or  all  occupa- 
tions. Was  the  assured  engaged  in  the  business  of  a  druggist 
at  the  time  of  the  accident,  when  he  had  not  conducted  a  drug 
store  or  had  anything  to  do  with  one  for  eight  months?  Was 
he  still  a  druggist  because  now  and  then  he  sought  to  collect 
some  outstanding  accounts  connected  with  the  former  business? 
Was  he  engaged  in  the  occupation  of  a  druggist  because  he 
harbored  in  his  mind  a  desire  or  purpose  at  some  time  in  the 
future  to  resume  such  business,  dependent  upon  several  condi- 
tions, which  would  enable  him  to  engage  therein  at  some  in- 
definite time  and  at  some  unascertained  placet  The  very  ques- 
tions suggest  answers  in  the  negative."  So  it  has  been  held 
that  an  injury  received  while  a  person  insured  as  a  farmer  was 
accidentally  killed  while  on  a  hunting  trip,  there  was  a  change 
of  occupation.  The  court  said:  *'If  following  wild  deer  with 
guns  with  the  expressed  intention  of  killing  them  is  not  an  act 
pertaining  to  the  occupation  of  hunting,  there  can  be  no  such 
act.  A  man  might  carry  a  gun  without  performing  an  act  per- 
taining to  hunting,  but,  when  he  is  on  a  hunting  expedition  and 
is  engaged  in  the  very  act  of  attempting  to  kill  a  deer  when 
he  is  shot  by  his  companion,  it  is  clear  that  his  acts  were  those 
pertaining  to  the  occupation  of  hunting.  To  hold  otherwise 
would  be  to  say  that  no  one  could  perform  acts  pertaining  to  the

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occupation  of  a  hunter  unless  he  was  a  professional  hunter.  We 
think  such  a  position  untenable.''  '^^  To  make  a  manual  of  acci- 
dent insurance  classifying  insurance  risks  a  part  of  the  contract, 
it  must  be  plainly  referred  to  therein.^^* 

§  525.  Voluntary  Exposure  to  Unneoessary  Danger:  Obvious 
Bisk— Due  Diligence  to  Avoid  Danger. — ^Accident  policies  usually 
provide  that  the  insurance  shall  not  cover  **  where  the  death  or 
injury  may  have  happened  in  consequence  of  voluntary  exposure 
to  unnecessary  danger,  hazardous  or- perilous  adventure;"  or 
where  the  injury  or  death  has  occurred 'where  the  risk  was  "ob- 
vious." The  party  insured  is  also  required  "to  use  all  due  dili- 
gence for  personal  safety  and  protection."  These  conditions 
may  be  appropriately  discussed  at  the  same  time.  The  United 
States  Court  of  Appeals,**''  has  approved  an  instruction  as  fol- 
lows: "An  exposure,  in  order  to  have  been  a  contributing  cause, 
and  so  defeat  the  plaintiff's  right  to  recover,  must  be  something 
beyond  the  ordinary,  or  a  wanton,  a  piece  of  gross  carelessness, 
as  we  would  term  such  in  our  designation,  of  a  person's. conduct 
ill  the  usual  walks  of  life."  It  is  where  a  man  "acts  so  recklessly 
and  carelessly  that  he  shows  an  utter  disregard  of  a  known  dan- 
ger." *•*  Not  however  mere  carelessness.***  The  Supreme  Court 
of  Pennsylvania,'^^  has  said:  "To  make  him  (assured)  guilty  of 
a  voluntary  exposure  to  danger  he  must  intentionally  have  done 
some  act  which  reasonable  and  ordinary  prudence  would  pro- 
nounce dangerous."  So,  in  that  case,  it  was  held  that  the  assured 
was  not  guilty  of  a  voluntary  exposure  to  danger  although  he 
stepped  off  a  railway  train,  stopped  at  a  drawbridge  at  night,  and 
fell  through  a  concealed  hole  in  the  bridge  and  was  killed.  It 
was  shown  that  other  passengers  alighted  and  the  lantern  of  the 
brakeman  cast  its  shadow  over  the  hole,  making  it  impossible

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for  the  assured  to  see  it.  The  court  continues:  "It  is  true,  that 
he  voluntarily  left  the  car,  but  a  clear  distinction  exists  between 
a  voluntary  act  and  a  voluntary  exposure  to  danger.  Hidden 
danger  may  exist,  yet  the  exposure  thereto  without  any  knowl- 
edge of  the  danger  does  not  constitute  a  voluntary  exposure  to 
it.  The  approach  to  an  unknown  and  unexpected  danger  does  not 
make  the  "act  a  voluntary  exposure  thereto.  The  result  of  the 
act  does  not  necessarily  determine  the  motive  which  prompted 
the  action.  The  act  may  be  voluntary  yet  the  exposure  involun- 
tary. The  danger  being  jxnknown  the  injury  is  accidental.*'  The 
insured  must  be  aware  of  the  danger  and  voluntarily  assume 
it.*®^  The  term  means  *'a  conscious  intentional  exposure,  some- 
thing which  one  is  willing  to  take  the  risk  of."  '®*  The  question 
is  usually  one  of  fact  and  for  the  jury.*®*  There  can  be  no 
voluntary  exposure  if  the  insured  was  ignorant  of  the  danger,'** 
and  cases  as  to  contributory  negligence  do  not  apply.*®^  Al- 
though under  the  peculiar  wording  of  the  contract  the  principles 
of  the  law  of  negligence  may  govern.*®®  In  a  case  in  New  Tork,*®^ 
the  assured  was  crossing  a  railroad  track  and,  when  part  the  way 
over,  had  his  view  obstructed.  As  he  was  approaching  he  was 
called  to,  to  look  out,  but,  hastening  forward,  was  killed  by  the 
train.  It  was  held  that  whether  he  had  used  due  diligence,  was 
for  the  jury  to  determine.  In  defining  the  word  ''voluntary*'  the 
court  said:  *'The  word,  of  course,  in  same  way  refers  to  the 
action  of  the  will,  used  as  it  is  in  the  policy  by  an  insurance 
company,  to  be  understood  by  men  of  ordinary  information  and 
intelligence.  It  does  not  involve  the  opposing  view  of  philoso- 
phers as  to  free  will  or  determinism;  but  by  all  it  is  considered

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that  the  will  acta  from  motives  springing  from  things  external 
to  the  will  and  that  such  motives  have  an  influence  more  or  less 
controlling  upon  the  will  apd  tending  to  induce  it  to  act  in  a 
certain  way.  In  common  apprehension  in  respect  to  the  ordinaiy 
transactions  of  life,  if  the  external  circumstances  would  have  such 
a  controlling  influence  upon  a  man  of  ordinary  prudence  and  in- 
telligence that  he  would  take  a  certain  course,  that  course  would 
not  be  considered  voluntary  on  his  part,  his  course  would  not 
be  freely  taken.  It  would  be  controlled  by  external  circum- 
stances." The  following  occurrences  have  been  held  not  to  come 
within  the  exception  so  as  to  relieve  the  company:  Where  a 
traveler  by  railroad,  while  asleep  and  unconscious,  involuntarily 
arose  and  walked  to  the  car  platform  and  fell  therefrom  and 
was  killed.***  Where  the  engineer  on  a  locomotive,  while  going 
into  the  tender  to  put  on  a  brake,  which  was  properly  the  fire- 
man's business,  slipped,  fell  and  was  killed,  it  was  held  he  was 
not  needlessly  exposing  himself.'**  Where  the  person  injured 
stood  upon  the  joist  of  the  second  floor  of  a  building  which  was 
being  erected  for  him  and  it  broke,  caused  him  to  fall  and  be 
killed,  it  was  held  that  he  was  using  due  diligence  at  the  time.*^* 
So  an  attempt  to  get  upon  the  cars  while  they  are  in  motion  is 
not  always  a  willful  and  wanton  exposure  to  unnecessary  dan- 
ger.*" So  where  a  passenger,  after  the  train  had  reached  his 
station,  got  off  and  after  the  train  had  begun  to  move,  attempted 
to  get  on  while  the  train  was  in  motion  and  was  killed,  the  court 
held  that  it  was  natural  and  prudent  for  a  man  who  wanted  to  go 
on  in  the  train  to  get  on  while  it  was  moving.***  And  passing 
from  one  car  to  another  while  in  motion,  in  a  way  that  was  con- 
templated and  was  possible,  is  not  exposure  to  unnecesary  dan- 
ger unless  done  at  night.***    So  the  cleaning  of  a  gun  not  known

defect,  is  not  a  voluntary  exposure  to  unnecessary  danger.'^*  In 
the  case  last  cited  the  court  says :  *' We  do  not  think  these  words 
the  entire  equivalent  of  ordinary  negligence.  A  degree  of  con- 
sciousness of  danger  is  necessary  before  there  could  be  that 
voluntary  exposure  to  unnecessary  danger  required  to  prevent 
indemnity. ' '  One  does  not  voli;intarily  expose  himself  to  unneces- 
sary danger  by  attempting  to  scale  a  bank  with  a  loaded  gun.*** 
Nor  by  attempting  to  ford  a  swollen  stream,  although  it  was 
known  that  such  an  attempt  would  be  attended  with  danger.*" 
Nor  by  using  a  rope  sling  in  an  attempt  to  get  pigeons  out  of 
the  loft  of  a  bam.**^  Nor  by  seining  in  a  river  in  which  there 
were  sink  holes.***  Nor  by  traveling  during  a  storm  and  being 
frozen  to  death.*^*  Nor  does  an  unarmed  man  voluntarily  ex- 
pose himself  to  unnecessary  danger  by  advancing  with  offensive 
words,  upon  one  with  whom  he  had  previously  Had  trouble  but 
whom  he  did  not  know  was  armed,  and  who  killed  him.***  Nor 
one  who,  passing  out  on  the  street  about  midnight,  from  a  house 
of  ill-fame,  was  killed  in  a  controversy  arising  about  the  payment 
for  a  hack.**^  Where  the  insured,  while  asleep  on  the  top  of  the 
boilers  of  a  steamboat,  was  injured  by  steam  escaping  from  the 
safety  valve,  it  was  held  that  he  did  not  voluntarily  expose  him- 
self to  unnecesary  danger,  unless  he  was  conscious  of  the  danger, 
it  not  being  sufficient  to  preclude  him  f ron\  recovery,  that  he  had 
been  warned  of  the  danger  of  being  on  the  top  of  the  boilers.***

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And  so  where  injuries  are  received  while  attempting  to  rescue 
persons  from  supposed  danger,  the  company  is  still  liable.^'' 
Nor  can  it  be  said  that  where  the  passenger  on  a  railroad  train 
goes  out  on  the  platform  while  the  train  is  in  motion  because  he 
is  overcome  by  heat  of  the  car,  or  suffering  from  nausea,  h\s 
voluntarily  exposes  himself  to  unnecessary  danger.***  So  where 
the  insured  was  found  on  the  railroad  tracks  in  a  situation  which 
showed  that  he  had  been  killed  by  a  certain  train,  but  the  evi- 
dence did  not  show  the  other  circumstances  attending  the  manner 
he  had  come  to  his  death,  the  court  on  appeal  refused  to  disturb 
the  verdict  for  the  plaintiff.**^  And  where  the  accident  occurs 
and  injuries  result  because  of  exposure  to  a  danger  contemplated 
by  the  parties,  the  company  is  liable,  as  where  a  man,  insured  as 
a  brick  mason,  was  injured  while  engaged  in  doing  something 
pertaining  to  his  occupation.'**  Or  where  a  brakeman  was  killed 
by  an  accident  while  engaged  in  the  discharge  of  his  duties,**^  or 
where  a  baggage  checker  for  a  transfer  company  was  killed  while 
boarding  a  moving  train.'*^  So  where  an  employe  of  a  railroad 
company  was  killed  while  on  the  track  by  a  train,  having  been 
sent  there  to  shovel  snow  from  the  crossing.  It  was  held,'**  that 
the  question  whether  he  was  voluntarily  exposing  himself  to 
unnecessary  danger  or  failed  to  use  due  vigilance  was  for  the 
jury.  And  where  the  policy  excepts  injuries  occasioned  by  lifting 
or  overf-exertion  by  the  insured,  the  lifting  and  over-exertion 
must  be  voluntary  and  unnecessary  and  reckless  and  intentional, 
and  not  used  in  an  emergency  of  danger.'*^    It  has  been  held,**^

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that  it  a  voluntary  exposure  to  unnecessary  danger  during  a  dark 
and  rainy  night  for  a  person,  with  two  packages  in  his  hands, 
to  attempt,  by  choice,  to  pass  over  a  trestle  which  he  knows  to 
be  dangerous,  other  ways  of  travel  being  open  to  him,  and  this, 
too^  although  it  was  his  usual  way  of  travel  to  his  home  and  he 
had  been  going  that  way  for  ten  years  and  many  others  went  the 
same  way.  And  so  where  the  assured,  in  order  to  avoid  arrest, 
attempted  to  escape  from  a  second  story  window  of  a  house 
by  means  of  a  strip  of  ticking  selvage  six  inches  wide,  it  was 
held  that  it  was  a  plain  case  of  voluntary  exposure  to  unnneces- 
sary  danger.*^*  Walking  on  a  railroad  track  a  dark  and  rainy 
night  at  a  time  when  deceased  knew  trains  were  frequently  pass- 
ing both  ways  is  an  ** obvious"  risk.*'*  It  is  voluntary  exposure 
to  unnecessary  danger  for  a  person  to  drive  into  a  railroad  yard 
and  across  the  tracks  after  having  been  warned  of  danger."*  So 
to  run  on  a  railroad  track  in  front  of  a  moving  train,  in  order 
to  get  on  a  train  approaching  in  another  direction."^  Or  to  cross 
between  the  cars  of  a  freight  train.***  Or  going  on  the  platform 
of  a  car  before  arriving  at  a  station.**^  Although  it  has  been 
held  that  it  is  a  question  for  the  jury.***  Jumping  from  a  moving 
train  is  within  the  exception,***  and  so  is  sitting  on  the  end  of 
the  ties  near  the  rails  of  a  railroad  track.***  Or  unnecessarily 
crossing  the  track  in  a  yard  to  have  a  walk  to  the  station.**^ 
It  has  been  held  that  it  is  not  as  a  matter  of  law  a  voluntary 
exposure  to  unnecessary  danger  to  attempt  to  board  a  moving

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train***  nor  a  moving  street  car.***  And  so  where  a  passenger 
was  injured  by  putting  his  arm  out  a  car  window.***  Where  the 
assured  undertook  in  the  day-time  to  cross  railroad  tracks  near 
a  station  at  a  place  where  they  were  commonly  crossed  by  people 
with  permission  of  the  company,  and  he  was  struck  and  killed 
by  a  detached  freight  car  which  had  been  '' kicked  along  the 
track,*'  the  sight  of  whicfi  was  cut  off  by  an  umbrella  which  he 
carried  to  protect  himself  from  the  rain,  it  was  held,***  that  the 
question  whether  the  insured  was  violating  a  condition  of  the 
policy  against  voluntary  ^cposure  to  unnecessary  danger  and 
requiring  the  insured  to  use  due  diligence  for  personal  safety 
was  for  the  jury.  In  this  case,***  the  court  said:  "Clearly,  a 
contract  of  indemnity  against  accidents  should  be  construed  with 
more  liberality  to  the  assured  than  the  rules  of  common  law  if 
the  same  person  seeks  under  them  to  put  the  responsibility  for 
his  accident  upon  another.  Looking,  then,  at  the  policy  with 
reference  to  the  subject  of  the  contract  of  insurance,  the  first 
provision  relied  on  in  defense  is^against  'any  voluntary  exposure 
to  unnecessary  danger,  hazard,  or  perilous  adventure.'  A  volun- 
tary exposure  to  necessary  danger  is  not  forbidden,  nor  an  in- 
voluntary exposure  to  unnecessary  danger.  The  policy  recognizes 
that  there  are  some  dangers  which  it  is  necessary  to  encounter ; 
as,  for  example,  where  there  is  a  chance  to  rescue  persons  in 
deadly  peril.**'  There  are  other  dangers  which  one  usually  need 
not  encounter  if  he  knows  of  their  existence  long  enough  before- 
hand,— ^as,  for  example,  the  danger  from  a  runaway  horse  or  a 
coming  car;  and  a  merely  inadvertent  and  unintentional  exposure

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to  a  danger  of  this  kind  is  not  voluntary,  but  involuntary.  A 
voluntairy  exposure  to  unnecessary  danger  implies  a  conscious,  in- 
tentional exposure, — something  which  one  is  consciously  willing 
to  take  the  risk  of.  By  taking  a  policy  of  insurance  against  acci- 
dents, one  naturally  understands  that  he  is  to  be  indemnified 
against  accidents  resulting  in  whole  or  in  part  from  his  own 
inadvertence.  Great  negligence  will  not  necessarily  defeat  a 
fire  policy.'**  And  in  the  present  policy  against  accidents,  upon 
the  evidence,  although  the  jury  might  well  find  a  voluntary  ex- 
posure to  danger,  we  cannot  say  that  it  would  be  bound  as  a 
matter  of  law  to  do  so.  It  did  not  appear  that  the  deceased  was 
a  trespasser.  The  testimony  tended  to  show  that  it  was  a  common 
thing  for  persons  to  cross  the  railroad  tracks  aU  along  there 
where  the  deceased  was  crossing.  Notices  were  indeed  posted  by 
the  railroad  company  to  prohibit  it,  but  no  other  attempt  was 
made  to  stop  the  practice.  Two  witnesses  testified  that  from 
1,000  to  2,000  persons  a  day  crossed  there,  and  this  habit  of  so 
crossing  had  continued  for  years.  This  would  go  to  show  that  the 
deceased  was  not  a  trespasser.  The  deceased  was  not  attempting 
to  walk  upon  the  track,  or  to  remain  upon  it ;  but  he  was  simply 
crossing  at  a  quick  pace.  He  was  hit,  not  by  an  'engine,  with  its 
noise,  but  by  a  detached  car  which  had  been  kicked  along  there, 
the  sight  of  which  was  cut  off  by  his  umbrella.  Construing  the 
clause  in  the  policy  against  *  voluntary  exposure  to  unnecessary 
danger'  with  reference  to  the  subject  of  the  contract,  and  also 
in  connection  with  the  other  provisions  against  intentional  acts 
which  are  found  in  the  same  sentence,  the  act  of  the  deceased, 
as  described  by  the  witnesses,  was  not  necessarily  to  be  deemed 
a  violation  of  it.  The  next  provision  is:  'The  certificate  holder 
is  required  to  use  all  due  diligence  for  personal  safety  and  pro- 
tection.' This  phrase  is  very  general,  and  certainly  it  does  not 
mean  that  the  assured  must  guaranty  himself  against  accidents; 
nor  do  we  think  it  means  that  he  shall  not  recover  for  any  acci- 
dent to  which  some  want  of  care  on  his  part  may  have  contrib- 
uted. He  is  not  required  to  use  all  possible  diligence,  but  only 
due  diligence.  Due  diligence  or  care  is  sometimes  said  to  be 
reasonable  diligence  or  care  and  reasonable  care  is  some- 
times said  to  be  the  ordinary  care  of  prudent  persons.     It  is

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not  a  preeise  term,  but  a  relative  one.  In  an  accident  policy  it 
would  not  be  reasonable  to  hold  that  this  clause  requires  of 
the  assured  a  higher  degree  of  diligence  than  prudent  persons 
are  accustomed  habitually  to  use.  Under  such  a  construction, 
few  persons  would  care  to  have  an  accident  policy.  The  due 
diligence  required  is  not  inconsistent  with  inadvertence,  nor  with 
running  such  risks  as  prudent  and  cautious  persons  habitually 
run*;  and,  upon  the  evidence,  the  act  of  the  deceased  was  not 
necessarily  to  be  deemed  a  violation  of  this  provision.  This  con- 
elusion  is  made  the  more  clear  by  a  reference  to  the  latter  pro- 
vision which  allows  a  reduced  recovery  for  injuries  recived  while 
walking  or  being  on  the  roadbed  or  bridge  of  a  railway.  If 
walking  on  the  roadbed  of  a  railway  will  not  defeat  a  claim  under 
the  policy,  it  is  not  to  be  supposed  that  the  contract  means  that 
merely  crossing  a  railroad  track  should  necessarily  have  that  ef- 
fect. Whether  merely  crossing  the  railroad  should  in  the  present 
case  reduce  the  plaintiff's  claim  to  the  lower  classification  we  do 
not  determine,  as  this  question  was  not  presented  by  the  ruling 
at  the  trial,  and  has  not  been  argued  by  the  defendant.^**  The 
defendant  has  strongly  relied  on  Tuttle  v.  Insurance  Co.^^*  In 
that  case  the  deceased  was,  on  a  dark  evening,  running  along  on 
a  railroad  track,  and  was  killed  by  a  train  which  came  up  from 
behind.  He  made  the  railroad  track  his  path  for  travel,  and 
did  it  unnecessarily.  A  reference  to  the  original  papers  in  the  case 
shows  that  it  appeared  in  evidence  that  the  railroad  station  to 
which  he  was  going  was  on  the  same  side  of  the  tracks  as  the 
hotel  from  which  he  started,  and  that  it  could  be  reached  from 
the  hotel  by  public  ways,  without  crossing  any  tracks.  A  plan 
was  also  referred  to  which  (speaking  from  present  memory) 
showed  that  the  convenient  and  natural  mode  of  going  from  the 
hotel  to  the  station,  especialy  in  the  evening,  was  by  the  public 
ways.  Under  these  circumstances  it  was  held  that  the  act  of 
the  deceased  in  going  upon  and  along  the  railroad  track  on  a 
dark  evening,  when  trains  were  coming  and  going  over  it,  was 
an  exposure  to  an  obvious  and  unnecessary  danger,  and  was  not 
using  all  due  diligence  for  personal  safety  and  protection.  That 
ease  in  its  facts  and  circumstances  was  quite  different  from  the

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present."    "Due  diligence"  means  reasonable  diligence,  and  the 
question  whether  it  has  been  used  is  for  the  jury.'^^ 

§  526.  The  Same  Subject  Continued— Later  Cases. — ^Voluntary 
or  unnecessary  exposure  to  danger  means  the  reckless,  deliberate 
encountering  of  a  known  injury,  or  dangers,  so  obvious  that  a 
reasonably  prudent  person  would  have  observed  and  avoided 
them.'^*  The  insured  must  know  of  the  danger  before  he  incurs 
it.  It  must  appear  that  he  consciously  and  intentionally  exposed 
himself  to  the  danger,  or  that  he  presumed,  or  dared,  to  run  the 
risk  of  the  peril,  knowing  of  its  existence.'^'  Voluntary  exposure 
to  unnecessary  danger  must  be  willful,  such  as  jumping  on  cars 
while  in  motion  by  traveling  men.'^*  The  voluntary  exposure 
must  have  been  with  respect  to  a  danger  so  obvious  that  no  ordi- 
narily prudent  person  would  have  incurred  it,  so  where  the  in- 
sured had  been  ejected  from  a  passenger  train  about  a  quarter 
.  of  a  mile  from  a  station  and  while  walking  on  the  track  and  at  a 
point  opposite  the  first  street  connected  with  the  track,  by  which 
he  could  get  out  of  the  railroad  track,  was  struck  by  another  train 
and  killed,  it  was  held  that  it  was  a  question  for  the  jury  whether 
the  insured  met  his  death  by  voluntary,  or  unnecessary,  exposure 
to  danger.f^^  The  rule  as  to  contributory  negligence  in  escaping 
from  sudden  peril  does  not  apply  to  an  accident  policy.'^*  What- 
ever a  person  in  the  exercise  of  reasonable  care  might  do  is  due 
diligence  under  the  conditions  of  an  accident  policy.'^^  A  volun- 
tary exposure  to  unnecessary  danger  implies  that  insured  must 
have  apprehended  the  danger  and  entered  the  position  of  peril

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with  the  intention  of  exposing  himself.'^*  Unnecessary  exposure 
to  danger  includes  exposure  attributable  to  the  negligence  of  the 
msured,'**  It  is  not  voluntary  exposure  to  unnecessary  danger 
where  a  brakeman  sent  back  to  flag  a  train  sits  down  on  the 
track,  goes  .to  sleep  voluntarily  and  in  that  condition  is  struck  by 
a  train.**®  For  a  man  sixty-six  years  old  with  an  umbrella  under 
his  arm  to  attempt  to  get  on  a  train  running  six  miles  an  hour,  is 
voluntary  exposure  to  unnecessary  danger.***  And  so  where  the 
insured  ventured  on  a  lake  in  a  canoe  after  being  warned  of  the 
danger.'*^  So  where  insured  was  crossing  a  railroad  track  where 
there  was  no  public  crossing,'**  and  so  is  climbing  over  a  slowly 
moving  freight  train,***  so  with  steeplechase  riding.**^  Handling 
of  powder  by  a  clerk  in  order  to  deliver  it  to  a  customer  is  not 
voluntary  exposure  to  unnecessary  danger,***  nor  for  insured  to 
endeavor  to  save  the  life  of  a  person  exposed  to  injury,  or  where 
insured,  a  miner,  went  to  the  rescue  of  fellow  workmen  and  was 
overcome  bygas.**^  So  generally  a  voluntary  exposure,  or  un- 
necessary exposure,  to  obvious  risks  means  a  conscious,  or  inten? 
tional,  exposure  to  a  known  risk,  but  does  not  extend  to  every 
act  of  negligence,***  nor  to  an  involuntary  exposure  to  danger.**^

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In  holding  that  the  words  voluntary  exposure  to  unnecessary 
danger  are  properly  interpreted  to  refer  only  to  danger  of  a  real 
substantial  character,  which  the  insured  recognized  but  to  which 
he  nevertheless  purposely  and  consciously  exposed  himself,  in- 
tending at  the  time  to  assume  all  the  risks  of  the  situation,  the 
Georgia  Court  of  Appeals  said:  '^^  ''Sitting  or  lying  on  a  bench 
near  the  top  of  an  unguarded  wall  is  not  voluntary  exposure  to 
unnecessary  danger  within  the  meaning  of  those  terms  in  a  policy 
of  accident  insurance,  even  if  it  were  shown  that  the  insured 
knew  of  the  wall  and  the  lack  of  railing  on  it.  Prudent  men  do 
such  things.  There  is  no  danger  while  one's  faculties  are  present. 
Sudden  loss  of  those  faculties  would  be  merely  accidental,  unex- 
pected. It  is  not  shown  that  insured  was  asleep  on  the  bench,  or 
that  he  intended  to  sleep  there.  He  may  have  never  intended  to 
sleep  on  it,  yet  he  may  have  accidentally  gone  to  sleep.  And  it 
may  have  been  that  while  in  that  state  he  rose  from  the  bench 
and  fell  over  the  wall.  In  Scheiderer  v.  Travelers'  Ins.  Co.,*'^ 
injury  under  similar  circumstances  is  held  not  to  be  the  result  of 
voluntary  exposure  to  unnecessary  danger." 

The  word,  obvious,  as  used  in  an  accident  policy  does  not  mean 
an  unnecessary  risk,  but  means  something  easily  discovered,  seen, 
or  understood.*''^ 

§  527.  Intentional  Injuries:  Assault,  Fighting.— It  has  been 
held,  where  a  man  was  way-laid  and  killed, by  robbers,  that  this 
was  a  death  by  accident  witliin  the  meaning  of  an  accident  insur- 
ance policy.  The  court  says:  **It  was  to  him  a  casualty;  and, 
in  the  more  popular  and  common  expectation,  if  not  in  its  precise 
meaning,  accident  includes  any  event  which  takes  place  without 
the  foresight  or  expectation  of  the  person  acted  upon  or  aflPected 
by  the  event.  "*''*    And  where  the  assured  died  from  the  effects

of  a  blowy  struck  by  a  person  after  an  attempt  to  blackmail,  such 
a  death  is  the  result  of  accidental  means.'^^  If,  however,  the  pol- 
ic7  stipulates  that  it  is  not  to  extend  to  death  or  injuries  which 
are  the  result  of  design,  either  on  the  part  of  the  assured  or  of 
any  other  person,  or  where  intentional  injuries  are  inflicted  by 
the  assured  or  any  other  person,  the  company  will  not  be  liable 
where  the  assured  is  murdered.'"'  In  the  case  cited,*''*  the  court 
says:  ''The  clause  of  the  proviso  that  excludes  appellee's  liabil* 
ity,  in  case  death  or  injury  is  intentionally  inflicted  by  any  other 
person,  applies  to  this  case.  We  think,  however,  that  said  clause 
was  intended  to  apply  to  such  injuries  by  other  persons  as  are 
intentionaUy  directed  against  the  insured  and  not  to  such  injuries 
as  the  insured  may  receive  at  the  hands  of  third  persons  who  are 
attempting  to  do  mischief  generally  or  who  are  attempting  to  in- 
jure any  particular  individual  other  than  the  insured,  or  class  of 
individuals,  or  any  kind  of  property ;  for  in  such  cases  it  cannot 
be  said  that  the  injury  was  intentionally  aimed  directly  and  in- 
dividually at  the  insured."  Accordingly  no  recovery  can  be  had 
under  such  a  policy  where  the  insured  is  killed  by  a  third  person 
without  provocation  and  while  peaceably  and  lawfully  engaged 
in  his  lawful  business,*''''  and  the  company  need  not  show  that 
such  injuries  were  inflicted  at  the  instance  of  the  assured.*''*  But 
if  the  death  of  the  insured  is  caused  by  a  blow  dealt  him,  that  will

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not  prevent  recovery  if  the  person  inflicting  the  blow  did  not 
mean  to  kill  the  insured.*^*  Where  the  policy  provided  for  a  re- 
duction of  the  amount  payable  if  the  '^  accidental  injuries"  resulted 
from  an  intentional  act  the  word,  injury,  includes  fatal  injuries.'** 
It  has  also  been  held  that  the  vrord  "injuries''  in  such  a  clause 
refers  to  non-fatal  injuries  only.*^^  The  question  whether  the 
killing  was  intentional  or  accidental  is  one  for  the  jury.  Where 
the  evidence  is  uncertain  the  burden  of  proof,  the  affirmative 
defense  of  intentional  injuries  being  pleaded,  is  on  the  defend- 
ant.*^^ If  the  policy  does  not  provide  that  the  company  shall  not 
be  liable  where  the  injuries  are  intentionally  inflicted  by  the  as- 
sured or  any  other  person,  an  injury,  not  anticipated  nor  naturally 
to  be  expected  by  the  assured,  though  intentionally  inflicted  by 
another,  is  an  accident.'^'  The  stipulation  is  valid  although  the 
insured  was  a  policeman  and  paid  a  higher  rate  in  consequence."* 
But  where  the  insured  was  killed  by  a  shot  fired  by  an  insane 
person,  such  death  was  held  not  to  be  within  the  exception,  be- 
cause an  insane  person  is  incapable  of  forming  an  intent.'**  The 
same  is  true  where  one  was  killed  by  a  person  too  drunk  to  know 
what  he  was  doing,  and  therefore  incapable  of  forming  an  in- 
tent."^ Where  the  proviso  is  that  the  protection  shall  not  be  ex- 
tended to  injuries  caused  by  fighting,  the  company  is  not  liable 
where  both  parties  engage  willingly  in  a  personal  encounter,  and 
it  makes  no  difference  in  such  cases  whether  the  slayer  was  sane

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or  insane.'^^  In  the  case  cited  the  court  says:  "In  so  far  as  the 
constituents  of  a  fight  are  concerned,  the  consent  of  both  parties 
makes  the  consequent  violence  of  either  chargeable  to  both.  *  We 
think  the  judge  was  in  error  in  saying  there  must  be  mutual 
blows  to  constitute  a  mutual  combat.  There  must  be  a  mutual 
combat.  There  must  be  a  mutual  intent  to  fight.  But  we  think 
if  this  exists  and  but  one  blow  be  stricken,  that  the  mutual  com- 
bat exists  even  though  the  first  blow  kills  or  disables  one  of  the 
parties. '  ***  To  the  like  effect  is  a  dictum  by  Chief  Justice  Pear- 
son of  North  Carolina,  who  says:  'Is  it  necessary  that  both  par- 
ties should  give  and  take  blows  or  is  it  sufficient  that  both  parties 
should  voluntarily  put  their  bodies  in  a  position  to  give  and  take 
blows,  and  with  that  intent.  To  illustrate :  Suppose  Bippy  had 
not  been  killed.  Upon  an  indictment  for  an  affray,  would  he  not 
have  been  convicted  ?  Two  men  go  out  to  fight.  One  is  knocked 
down  on  the  'first  pass'  and  that  is  the  end  of  it.  Are  they  not 
both  guilty  of  an  affray?  That  is,  'a  fight  by  mutual  consent. ' '" 
We  are  not  less  certain  that  the  fight  was  a  mutual  combat  in  the 
legal  sense  than  if  it  had  been  so  found  by  the  verdict  of  a  jury 
under  a  full  and  proper  charge  from  the  presiding  judge ;  and  the 
palpable  truth  that  fighting  caused  the  shooting,  and  therefore 
the  injury  needs  confirmation  by  verdict  just  as  little.  The  evi- 
dence is  all  one  way ;  but  one  rational  inference  is  possible.  The 
shooting  is  accounted  for  easily  and  naturally  by  ascribing  it  to 
the  fight.  This  is  the  proper  explanation  for  it.  Whether  it  be 
regarded  as  a  part  of  the  fight  proper  or  as  a  sequel  to  it.  It  was 
certainly  embraced  within  the  res  gestae  of  the  combat.  It  took 
place  upon  the  same  stage  and  within  the  atmosphere  of  the 
antecedent  performance.  The  homicide  could  well  be  treated  as 
the  culmination  of  the  final  scene,  the  catastrophe  of  the  drama. 
At  the  very  least  it  was  a  bloody  epilogue,  and  not  an  independent 
after-piece.  Nor  is  it  material  that  it  was  not  down  on  the  bill 
but  was  wholly  unexpected  by  one  or  both  of  the  actors.  Rarely, 
if  ever,  can  the  incidents  or  the  result  of  a  personal  encounter  be 
foreseen.    A  deadly  weapon  may  make  its  appearance  at  the  last

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moment  and  a  homicide  be  the  result  although  the  fight  intended 
and  begun  was  one  of  the  **fist*'  and  **scull"  only.  To  fight  at 
aU  is  dangerous.  When  the  combative  passions  are  aroused  and 
get  a  taste  of  gratification,  what  momentum  they  will  acquire,  and 
to  what  extremes  it  will  carry  them  in  their  lust  for  more,  is  al- 
ways  uncertain.  Even  friendly  wrestling  is  a  door  by  which 
anger  and  a  mortal  wound  may  come  in.  Ejiowing  the  hazards 
attendant  on  physical  competition  and  contention,  this  insurance 
company  declined  to  assume  the  risk  of  accidental  injury  or  death 
caused  by  fighting  or  wrestling.  The  insured  might  fight  if  he 
pleased  but  he  was  not  allowed  to  indulge  his  combative  propensi- 
ties at  the  expense  of  the  company ;  that  kind  of  indulgence  was 
to  be  at  his  own  risk.  Not  that  the  company  might  not  have 
borne  the  risk  for  him  if  it  had  chosen  to  do  so.  In  the  language 
of  Judge  Scott  in  Harper  v.  Insurance  Co. :  ^'^  *  Unless  it  is  other- 
wise stipulated,  the  insurer  takes  the  subject  insured  with  his 
flesh  and  blood  passions.  The  dangers  to  which  the  lives  of  men 
are  exposed  from  sudden  ebullitions  of  feeling  are  a  lawful  matter 
of  insurance. '  But  in  the  policy  before  us  the  company  has  other- 
wise stipulated.  By  so  doing  it  has  narrowed  the  range  of  the 
policy  over  the  emotions  so  as  to  shut  out  all  those  of  a  pug- 
nacious character.  If  both  combatants  contributed  to  bring  on 
the  fight  the  relative  blame  or  guilt  has  nothing  to  do  with  the 
relation  of  cause  and  effect  between  it  and  the  homicide.  Nor 
is  it  of  any  moment  to  consider  whether  the  offense  committed  in 
the  end  was  murder  or  manslaughter.  With  or  without  malice 
in  the  technical  sense  of  criminal  law,  the  homicide  was  caused 
by  the  fight,  as  causation  is  understood  and  regarded  in  the  law 
of  contracts.  The  fight  occasioned  it,  for  the  fight  produced  the 
shooting  as  a  direct  and  immediate  consequence.  Who  can  doubt 
that  the  shooting  grew  out  of  the  fight — sprang  from  it  directly 
and  immediately?  Had  there  been  no  fight  there  would  have 
been  no  shooting  and  no  killing.  It  was  the  fight  that  excited 
the  homicidal  impulse,  generated  the  desire,  and  the  purpose  to 
kill.  There  was  nothing  else  to  do  it.  Even  if  the  slayer  was 
insane  or  subject  to  homicidal  mania,  the  mania  alone  was  harm- 
less ;  it  required  the  superadded  excitement  of  the  fight  to  render 
it  destructive.  Had  the  insured  abstained  from  provoking  the 
800  19  Mo.  509. 
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fight  or  accepting  a  challenge,  had  he  contributed  nothing  toward 
bringing  on  a  useless  combat,  there  is  no  probability  whatever 
that  he  would  have  been  slain.  And  he  could  no  more  provoke 
a  crazy  man,  or  accept  his  challenge,  at  the  expense  of  the  insur- 
ance company,  than  he  could  so  deal  with  a  sane  man  at  the  com* 
pany's  expense.  Indeed,  it  would  be  more  hazardous  to  engage 
in  an  affray  with  a  madman  than  with  a  rational  being ;  and  any 
reason  for  protecting  the  company  against  the  consequences  of 
the  less  dangerous  fighting  will  apply  with  increased  force  to  the 
more  dangerous.  Injuries  caused  by  rash  or  needless  fighting 
with  any  description  of  combatant  are  excluded  from  the  scope 
of  the  policy."  This  condition  is  to  have  a  reasonable  construc- 
tion. As  the  Supreme  Court  of  Tennessee  says:"^  *'It  cannot 
be  held  to  mean  that  every  frivolous  controversy,  which  might 
in  some  sense  be  termed  a  quarrel,  although  it  was  not  a  dispute, 
or  quarrel  from  which  the  insured  might  reasonably  have  ex- 
pected anger  to  be  provoked  or  injury  to  result,  is  within  the* 
meaning  of  the  term  used  in  the  policy. ' '  The  instruction  to  the 
jury  in  this  case,  which  was  approved,  was :  "If  you  believe  de- 
ceased provoked  such  a  serious  quarrel  with  her  as  that  he  might 
reasonably  have  expeeted  bodily  injury,  then  plaintiff  cannot  re- 
cover; but  you  are  not  to  refuse  to  find  in  favor  of  plaintiff 
merely  because  the  woman  may  have  provoked  a  quarrel  with  the 
insured  and  then  killed  him,  or  he  provoked  a  frivolous,  or  seem- 
ingly safe  dispute  with  her, — a  quarrel  of  a  nature  in  which  he 
could  not  reasonably  have  expected  anger  to  be  provoked  and  in- 
jury therefrom,  and  was  killed  by  her,  having  no  reason  to  an- 
ticipate violence."  And  where  the  policy  does  not  cover  in- 
juries caused  by  fighting  the  insured  cannot  recover  although 
he  was  not  the  aggressor.'®^.  Where  a  bartender  was  injured 
while  ejecting  a  noisy  individual  from  the  premises  it  was  held 
that  such  facts  did  not  as  a  matter  of  law  release  the  company, 
the  policy  providing  that  it  should  not  cover  "injuries  resulting 
directly  or  indirectly  from  fighting,  wrestling,  scuffling,  alterca- 
'tion,  quarrel  or  assault." '•*

In  such  case  the  exemption  has  been  con- 
strued to  be  only  from  injuries  intentionally  inflicted  by  the  in- 
sured upon  himself.'®*  In  the  Button  case'***  the  Supreme  Court  of 
Wisconsin  said:  **We  think  it  must  be  held  that  the  word  in- 
tentional as  here  used  'refers  to  the  insured  alone.  The  words  in- 
tentional injuries  are  in  close  connection  with  a  long  list  of  in- 
juries, all  of  which  import  more  or  less  by  intent,  consent,  or  par- 
ticipation by  the  insured  and  are  evidently  excluded  because  of 
such  intent,  consent  or  participation,  the  idea  evidently  being 
that  the  risk  should  be  one  which  the  insured  cannot  by  intent, 
or  consent,  or  of  his  own  act,  produce  or  hasten."  Later  policies 
provide  for  an  exemption  from  liability  where  the  death  of  the 
insured  was  caused  by  intentional  injury  inflicted  by  the  in- 
sured, or  any  other  person.  In  such  case  no  recovery  can  be  had 
in  case  the  injuries,  or  death,  result  from  intentional  acts  of 
either  the  insured  or  any  other  person.**^  So  no  recovery  can  be 
had  where  plaintiff  was  injured  by  a  brick  being  thrown  at  him.*** 
Nor  can  there  be  any  recovery  where  an  eye  was  lost  from  a  blow 
struck  by  another  with  intent  to  injure.*  *''  In  the  case  of  Jar- 
nagin  v.  Travelers  Protective  Ass'n,***  it  was  held  that  an  injury 
received  by  the  insured  by  making  an  intentional  assault  on  an- 
other by  striking  him  in  the  face  with  his  fist,  a  wound  being  in- 
flicted by  coming  in  contact  with  the  teeth  of  the  person  who  was 
struck,  is  not  an  accident  because,  as  the  court  said :  "The  break- 
ing and  bruising  of  the  skin  of  his  hand  was  not  an  unusual  effect 
of  a  known  cause  and  therefore  unexpected,  for  nothing  is  more

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usual  in  such  encounters  than  for  assailants  to  have  their  knuckles 
and  fingers  sprained,  bruised  and  sometimes  broken.  "'••  And 
80  where  an  aggressor  was  shot  by  a  man  whom  he  approached 
in  a  threatening  manner.*^^  Nor  can  there  be  any  recovery 
where  the  injury  resulted  from  a  voluntary  fight  with  another.*<>* 
Nor  where  the  assured  was  killed  by  a  third  person  acting  in  self 
defense,  because  the  death  was  not  by  accidental  means.*®^  Where 
a  police  officer  was  shot  by  one  fleeing  from  arrest,  his  act  in 
shooting  was  intentional*®'  The  Appellate  Court  of  Georgia 
however,***  has  held  that  "where  one  person  injures  another  and 
the  injury  is  not  the  result  of  misconduct,  or  participation,  of  the 
insured  party,  but  is  unforeseen  by  him,  it  is  as  to  him  accidental, 
although  it  may  be  intentionally  inflicted  by  the  other  party.'' 
It  has  been  held  that  death  by  homicide  is  not  included  in  the 
classes  exempting  insured  for  death  from  injuries  intentionally 
inflicted,***  "Where  insured  was  shot  and  killed  by  another 
before  he  committed  any  act  other  than  to  curse  his  assailant, 
he  was  not  killed  in  an  affray.*®*  The  condition  as  to  intentional 
injuries  inflicted  upon  the  insured  by  any  other  person  does  not 
prevent  recovery  where  the  injuries  were  inflicted  by  one  who 
mistook  the  insured  for  his  enemy.**^  Where  the  insured  met  his 
death  in  an  affray  with  a  burglar,  such  death  is  accidental.*** 
Under  the  particular  terms  of  a  policy  an  insurer  may  be  liable 
where  the  insured  was  killed  by  the  gun  of  another  whether  the 
injury  was  accidental  or  not.***    Whether  the  insured  was  the

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oflEending  party  in  a  difficulty  in  which  he  was  killed,  depends 
on  whether  he  brought  on  the  difficulty  unless  he  acted  under 
such  circumstances  as  amount  to  self-defense."*  Where  the  in- 
sured was  intentionally  struck  in  the  face  by  another  person  who 
did  not  intend  to  kill  him,  and  the  insured  fell  backward,  striking 
his  head  on  the  pavement,  fatally  fracturing  his  skull,  the  injury 
to  his  face  by  the  initial  blow  not  being  serious,  it  was  held  that 
under  the  condition  of  the  policy  that  if  the  injury  causing  the 
loss  results  wholly,  or  in  part,  from  the  intentional  act  of  the 
insured,  or  of  any  other  person,  the  insurer's  liability  shall  be 
one-fifth  of  the  amount  otherwise  payable,  plaintiff's  recovery  is 
limited  to  such  smaller  amount.*^^  Referring  to  the  facts  in 
the  case  cited  the  court  said :  **A!s  already  stated  Thompson  said 
*I  can  lick  you,'  and  struck  insured  in  the  face,  the  latter  falling 
backward  and  fatally  fracturing  his  skull  on  the  pavement.  The 
intention  to  strike  is  shown  without  contradiction.  How  can  it  be 
said  that  the  injury  causing  the  death  of  assured  did  not  result 
in  part  from  the  intentional  act  of  Thompson  in  striking  himt 
Except  for  the  blow  in  the  face  he  would  not  have  fallen  and  the 
injury  causing  his  death  would  not  have  occurred.  For  the  in- 
jury resulting  in  the  loss  in  this  case  the  policy,  under  the  un- 
contradicted evidence,  made  provision  for  the  payment  of  one- 
fifth  of  the  amount  otherwise  payable.  Under  almost  similar 
facts,  the  Supreme  Court  of  Oklahoma,"*  reached  a  different 
conclusion.  It  said:  ''As  we  have  seen,  the  insured's  death  was 
accidental.  The  injury  which  resulted  fatally  was  not  intentionally 
inflicted  by  Keys.  The  case  differs  materially  fronj  the  great 
majority  of  the  reported  cases.  Had  Keys  had  on  hand  a  deadly 
weapon,  the  use  of  which  was  reasonably  calculated  to  produce 
death,  and  in  fact  did  so,  a  different  question  would  be  presented. 
No  motive  for  killing  the  latter  is  shown  to  have  existed,  and  the 
means  used  indicates  only  an  intention  to  strike  the  insured.  The 
result  was  unforeseen  and  unusual,  and  not  such  as  would  ordi- 
narily follow  a  blow  with  the  fist.    It  was  not  the  logical  result

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of  a  deliberate  act,  and  could  not  reasonably  have  been  antici- 
pated by  Keys,  and  he  cannot  be  charged  with  a  design  of  produc- 
ing it.  It  was  the  result  of  fortuitous  circumstances.  In  Richards 
V.  Travelers'  Ins.  Co./^*  the  policy  exempted  against  liability 
where  death  was  the  result  of  design  on  the  part  of  the  insured 
or  any  other  person.  The  court  instructed  the  jury  that  *if  the 
death  of  Phillip  Richards  was  caused  by  a  blow  dealt  him  by 
H.  J.  Dassonville,  or  some  other  person,  that  would  not  prevent 
plaintiffs  from  recovering  in  this  action,  if  you  believe  from  the 
evidence  that,  when  Dassonville  or  some  other  person  inflicted 
such  blow,  he  did  not  mean  to  kill  said  Phillip  Richards.'  The 
giving  of  the  instruction  was  sustained.  It  was  said  by  the  court 
that  there  were  circumstances  in  evidence  tending  to  show  that, 
if  Dassonville  did  give  the  blow  which  resulted  afterwards  in  the 
death  of  the  deceased  (by  a  fall  from  an  elevated  sidewalk)  he 
did  not  intend  such  result,  and  it  would  not  be  a  correct  construc- 
tion of  the  clause  of  the  policy  under  review  to  say  that  it  in- 
cludes every  case  where  a  blow,  not  intended  to  kill,  unfortunate 
and  undesignedly  produces  death.  In  Travelers  Protective  Ass  'n 
V.  Weil,*^^  the  action  was  to  recover  for  the  loss  of  an  eye.  It 
was  complained  by  the  appellant  that  the  trial  court  erred  in 
charging,  in  effect,  that,  if  the  assailant  did  not  intend  the  par- 
ticular injury,  plaintiff  was  entitled  to  recover,  and  it  was  insisted 
that  a  verdict  should  have  been  directed  for  the  defendant.  Sus- 
taining the  contention,  it  was  said  by  the  court:  'We  do  not  un- 
dertake to  say  that  consequences  might  not  follow  such  a  blow, 
of  a  character  so  unusual  and  so  apparently  unrelated  to  the  act, 
as  to  exclude  the  idea  that  they  were  included  within  the  general 
intention  to  inflict  injury.'  The  court  then  proceeds  to  distin- 
guish between  the  facts  there  presented  and  those  in  Richards  v. 
Travelers'  Ins.  Co.,  supra,  and  further  says:  *But  under  the 
facts  in  this  case  we  are  of  opinion  there  is  no  room  for  contro- 
versy. We  have  a  blow  of  the  fist,  struck  by  an  adult  man  ac- 
tuated by  the  anger  and  passion  naturally  resulting  from  his 
supposed  provocation;  a  blow  struck  in  the  eye,  according  to 
plaintiff's  own  statement.  The  force  was  sufficient  to  knock  him 
down,  and  the  injury  to  the  eye  was  due  to  the  blow  and  not  to

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the  fall.  We  think  the  injury  to  the  eye  falls  clearly  within  the 
general  purpose  to  injure,  and  that  it  did  not  devolve  on  the  de- 
fendant to  show  that  Innes  had  a  specific  intention  to  inflict  the 
particular  character  of  injury  which  might  flow  from  the  as- 
sault. '  In  Utter  v.  Travelers'  Ins.  Co.,*^^  a  provision  of  the  policy 
exempted  from  recovery  for  death  or  personal  injury,  the  result 
of  design,  either  on  the  part  of  the  insured  or  any  other  person. 
The  insured  was  shot  by  an  officer ;  but  there  was  some  evidence 
tending  to  show  that  the  officer  did  not  know  it  was  the  insured  at 
whom  he  shot,  and  that  he  did  not  intend  to  kill  the  insured.  It 
is  said  in  the  opinion:  'It  seems  to  me  that  the  design  intended 
by  the  terms  of  this  policy  must  be  the  design  that  intended  the 
actual  result  accomplished,  and  not  the  design  of  the  act  itself, 
which  act  resulted  in  the  killing  of  one  contrary  to  the  design 
of  the  act.  If,  when  Berry  fired  this  shot,  he  did  not  know  the 
man  he  fired  at  was  Utter,  and  did  not  intend  to  kill  Utter,  it 
cannot  be  said  that  Utter  lost  his  life  by  the  design  of  Berry.'  In 
Orr  V.  Travelers'  Ins,  Co.,*^*  after  quoting  from  the  opinion  in 
Utter  V.  Travelers'  Ins.  Co.,  the  court  announced  the  principle 
stated  to  be  correct.  In  Travelers  Protective  Ass  'n  v.  Fawcett,*" 
the  insurer  defended  under  a  paragraph  in  the  policy  denying  a 
recovery  where  the  insured  came  to  his  death  as  the  result  of  an 
injury  intentionally  inflicted  by  another.  In  that  case  the  uncon- 
troverted  evidence  showed  that  the  assailant,  a  bank  robber,  dis- 
charged several  shots  from  revolvers  into  a  group  of  four  men 
huddled  together  in  front  of  a  vault  in  the  bank.  The  company 
relied  upon  the  presumption  that  a  person  intends  the  usual  and 
ordinary  consequences  of  his  act;  that,  relying  upon  this  pre- 
sumption, the  usual  and  ordinary  consequences  of  such  an  act 
would  be  to  kill  or  injure  some  one  or  more  of  them;  and  that, 
as  there  was  no  evidence  tending  to  overcome  the  presumption,  it 
must  prevail  and  be  sufficient  to  establish  the  fact  that  the  robber 
intentionally  killed  the  insured.  The  judgment,  however,  of  the 
trial  court  was  affirmed,  and  in  the  course  of  the  opinion  the  fol- 
lowing language  was  used :  '  The  question  arises  under  a  contract 
by  which  it  was  stipulated  that  the  association  should  not  be

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liable  on  account  of  injuries  intentionally  inflicted  on  the  assured 
by  any  other  person,  *  Intentional  injuries'  inflicted  on  the  as- 
sured by  some  other  person,  within  the  meaning  of  this  contract, 
refers  to  injuries  which  the  other  person  actually  directed  against 
the  insured  and  intended  to  inflict  upon  him.  The  parties  con- 
tracted with  reference  to  the  actual  intention  of  the  person  in- 
flicting the  injury,  rather  than  such  an  intention  as  the  law  pre- 
sumes as  against  a  wrongdoer.  ...  In  such  a  case,  if  an  act 
is  shown  which  would  naturally  and  reasonably  result  in  injury 
to  some  one  of  several  persons,  it  may  be  presumed  that  the 
author  of  the  act  intended  to  injure  some  one ;  but  it  cannot  be 
presumed,  as  against  any  one  except  the  author  of  the  act,  that 
he  intended  the  injury  for  the  particular  person  who  received  it. 
The  court  then  cites  Utter  v.  Travelers  Ins.  Co.,  and  approves  the 
principal  announced  therein,  through  expressing  a  doubt  as  to  the 
application  to  the  state  of  facts  shown  to  exist  in  the  Utter  case. 
Di^ussing  the  question  of  accidents  and  risks  excepted  in 
accident  insurance,  it  is  said  in  1  Cyc,  257,  that  intentional  in- 
juries afflicted  on  the  person  of  insured  are  usually  considered 
'accidental,'  and  as  coming  within  the  proviso  that  the  insurance 
shall  extend  to  injuries  sustained  through  'external,  violent  and 
accidental  means, '  but  that,  where  the  policy  provides  that  it  shall 
not  extend  to  injuries  or  death  resulting  from  'intentional  in- 
juries inflicted  by  the  insured  or  any  other  person, '  such  provision 
is  valid  and  binding,  and  no  recovery  can  be  had  for  injuries  or 
death  so  inflicted.  It  is  further  said,  in  discussing  the  question  of 
intent,  that  the  existence  of  an  intent,  on  the  part  of  the  person 
inflicting  the  injury  is  necessary,  and  this  intent  must  be  to  in- 
flict the  injury  actually  inflicted.*^®  The  death  of  the  insured 
*  not  having  been  intended  by  Keys,  and  being  an  unforeseen  and 
unusual  result  of  the  blow  struck,  the  insurer  is  not  relieved  of 
liability  on  account  of  the  fact  that  the  blow  itself  was  inten- 
tionally inflicted.  The  words  ^tentionally  inflicted'  in  this 
case  should  be  construed  to  refer  to  the  fatal  injuries  resulting 
from  the  fall,  and  not  to  the  blow.'' 

§  529.  Intozicants. — One  of  the  usual  stipulations  in  accident 
insurance  policies  is  that  the  company  shall  not  be  liable  in  case

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of  death  or  injury  happening  to  the  inisured  while  he  is  "under 
the  influence  of  intoxicating  drinks"  or  if  such  death  or  injury  is 
"the  result  of  his  intoxicated  condition."    This  condition  is  rea- 
sonable.*^'   We  have  already  considered  the  effect  of  the  stipula- 
tion providing  that  the  policy  shall  be  void  if  death  be  caused 
by  the  use  of  intoxicating  drinks  or  opium."**    It  is  not  necessary, 
therefore,  to  do  more  than  refer  to  a  few  additional  cases  where 
this  question  arose  in  actions  on  accidental  insurance  policies.   It 
has  been  held,**®  that  evidence,  in  a  case  where  a  man  was  found 
drowned,  that  when  last  seen,  late  at  night,  the  insured  was  more 
or  less  drunk  and  then  some  way  from  his  house,  near  which  was 
a  bridge  with  low  rails  and  lowlands  covered  by  the  river,  was 
not  so  conclusive  that  he  met  his  death  while  drunk  as  to  warrant 
a  nonsuit,.   The  burden  of  proof  is  on  the  company  to  show 
what  the  condition  of  the  insured  was  when  he  received  the  in- 
jury.   And  it  is  competent,  in  order  to  do  this,  to  ask  the  witnera 
whether  insured  impressed  them  as  if  intoxicated  and  whether  he 
was  drunk  or  sober,  and  whether,  in  their  judgment,  he  was  as 
capable  of  taking  care  of  himself  as  though  he  were  sober .**^  The 
question  of  intoxication  being  one  of  fact,  the  court  will  not  dis- 
turb the  finding  of  the  jury  when  it  appears  to  be  supported  by 
substantial  evidence ;  as  where  the  testimony  of  several  witnesses 
was  that  the  deceased  had  only  taken  a  few  glasses  of  beer  dur- 
ing the  evening  and  was  not  to  any  appreciable  extent  under  the 
influence  of  intoxicating  drink.***    It  has  been  held  **^  that  a  pro- 
vision in  an  accident  policy,  exempting  the  insurer  from  liability 
for  any  injury  which  might  happen  to  the  insured  while  intoxi- 
cated, or  in  consequence  of  his  having  been  under  the  influence  of 
intoxicating  liquor,  is  sufficient  to  exclude  liability  for  all  in-

juries  suffered  while  insured  was  intoxicated,  whether  the  intoxi- 
cation contributed  to  the  injury  or  not.  In  this  case  *^*  the  court 
said:  "We  entertain  no  doubt  but  that  it  was  competent  for  the 
parties,  by  appropriate  stipulations,  to  take  out  of  the  field  of 
inquiry  and  controversy,  in  the  event  a  claim  should  be  advanced 
for  an  injury  alleged  to  be  within  the  policy,  the  question  whether 
the  intoxication  of  the  insured  did  in  fact  contribute  to  the  injury, 
and  to  provide  that  the  policy  should  not  cover  any  injury  sus- 
tained while  the  insured  was  in  that  condition,  irrespective  of  any 
agency  the  fact  of  intoxication  may  or  may  not  have  had  in  the 
production  of  the  result  complained  of.  There  can  be  no^  doubt, 
either,  that  this  policy  contained  such  a  provision.  It  stipulates, 
as  we  have  seen,  that  it  shall  not  cover  any  accidental  injury 
which  may  happen  to  the  insured  while  (not  in  consequence  of 
being)  intoxicated ;  and  serving  to  emphasize  the  purpose  to  ex- 
clude injuries  suffered  while  the  insured  was  under  the  influence 
of  drink,  whether  that  fact  contributed  to  the  result  or  not,  it  is 
provided  further  in  the  same  sentence  that,  the  exclusion  shall 
apply  also  to  injuries  suffered  in  consequence  of  the  insured  hav- 
ing previously  been  under  the  influence  of  liquor,  though  not  so 
at  the  time  of  the  accident — a  casual  connection  between  the  con- 
dition of  the  insured  and  the  catastrophe  being  necessary  in  the 
latter  case,  and  not  essential  in  the  former,  to  bring  the  injury 
within  this  exception  to  the  insurer's  liability.*^^  The  charges 
referred  to  above  were  not,  therefore,  open  to  the  objection  made 
to  them,  on  the  theory  that  the  intoxication  which  would  bring 
the  case  within  the  exception  must  have  contributed  to  the  in- 
jtqjy.***  In  order  to  relieve  the  company  the  injuries  must  have 
been  sustained  in  consequence  of  the  insured  being  under  the  in- 
fluence of  drink,  or  effected  by  or  resulting  directly  or  indirectly 
from  intoxication.**^  Death  while  uader  treatment  for  delirium 
tremens  relieves  the  company.*^^ 

Under  the  influence  of  an  intoxicant  in  a  casualty  policy  means 
such  degree  of  influence  as  will  materially  impair  the  ability  of

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insured  to  care  for  and  guard  against  casualties.  The  proviso  is 
equivalent  to  ordinary  intoxication.***  A  provision  in  an  accident 
policy  that  the  insurer  is  not  liable  unless  the  accident  results  in 
death  directly,  independently  and  exclusively  of  all  other  causes, 
does  not  relieve  the  company  from  liability  for  a  death  because 
of  the  use  of  intoxicating  liquors  by  insured,  rendering  him  less 
able  to  withstand  disease,  unless  the  proof  warrants  a  conclusion 
that  the  abnormal  condition  contributed  to  the  disease.  Such 
clause  is  inapplicable  where  the  accident  is  the  direct,  natural  and 
proximate  cause  of  the  death.*'®  And  where  the  policy  provided 
that  the  company  should  not  be  liable  for  a  disability  arising 
from  an  accidental  injury  reoeived  while  the  insured  was  under 
the  influence  of  any  intoxicant,  the  company  is  not  liable  for  a 
disability  incurred  while  the  insured  was  intoxicated,  whether 
the  intoxication  caused  the  accident  or  not.*'^  The  words,  "in- 
temperate habit,"  used  in  an  application  for  an  accident  insurance 
policy  when  applied  to  intoxicants  means  the  use  of  intoxicants 
to  excess,  that  is,  with  considerable  frequency  and  to  an  apparent 
degree,  so  that  their  use  was  the  customary  rather  than  the  ex- 
ceptional course  of  conduct  and  does  not  imply  any  idea  of  the 
regularity  of  the  intervals  between  indulgence,  so  that  an  in- 
struction is  erroneous  that  ''habit  is  something  which  implies 
repetition  with  regularity."*'*  In  order  to  avoid  liability  for 
injury  sustained  while  intoxicated,  the  evidence  must  show  that 
insured  was  actually  intoxicated  at  the  time  of  the  accident.*** 
Wood  alcohol  is  a  narcotic  poison  and  not  intoxicating  liquor,  so 
that  a  person  dying  from  taking  wood  alcohol  by  mistake  does  not 
die  directly,  or  indirectly,  from  the  use  of  intoxicating  liquo*.*** 
Although  when  last  seen  the  insured  was  intoxicated  and  some 
four  months  later  his  body  was  found  in  the  river,  having  appar- 
ently met  his  death  by  drowning,  these  facts  are  insufficient  to 
show  that  insured  met  his  death  while  intoxicated.

§  530.  Snidde :  Self -Inflicted  Injuries. — ^Like  life  insurance  poli- 
cies, those  indemnifying  against  death  or  injury  from  accident 
generally  contain  a  stipulation  exempting  the  company  from  lia- 
bility in  case  the  death  be  caused  by  suicide.  We  have  already  * 
considered  the  cases  bearing  on  the  subject  of  suicide  in  its  dif-

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f erent  phases  and  it  is  not  necessary  to  again  refer  to  them.  Where 
the  language  used  is  simply  that  the  company  shall  not  be  liable 
in  case  of  suicide,  the  company  is  liable  if  the  death  occur 
from  an  act  of  the  insured  while  insane.*  Death  under  such  cir- 
cumstances is  by  external,  violent  and  accidental  m^eans.  Acci- 
dental self-destruction  is  not  suicide  and  where  the  insured  by 
reason  of  an  insane  impulse  does  an  act  causing  his  death  the 
company  is  liable.  A  leading  ^sase  on  this  subject  is  Accident  Ins. 
Co.  V.  Crandal,'  in  which  the  court  says:  "The  decisions  upon 
the  effect  of  a  policy  of  life  insurance  which  provides  that  it  shall 
be  void  if  the  assured  *  shall  die  by  suicide,'  or  'shall  die  by  his 
own  hand,'  go  far  towards  determining  this  question.  This  court, 
on  full  consideration  of  the  conflicting  authorities  upon  that 
subject,  has  repeatedly  and  uniformly  held  that  such  a  provision, 
not  containing  the  words  'sane  or  insane,'  does  not  include  a  self- 
killing  by  an  insane  person,  whether  his  unsoundness  of  mind  is 
such  as  to  prevent  him  from  understanding  its  moral  nature  and 
aspect.*  In  the  last*  case,  which  was  one  in  which  the  assured 
hanged  himself  while  insane,  the  court,  repeating  the  words  used 
by  Mr.  Justice  Nelson,  when  chief  justice  of  New  York,  said  that 
'self-destruction  by  a  fellow-being  bereft  of  reason  can  with  no 
more  propriety  be  ascribed  to  the  act  of  his  own  hand  than  to  the 
deadly  instrument  that  may  have  been  used  by  him  for  the  pur- 
pose,' and  was  no  more  his  act,  in  the  sense  of  the  law,  than  if  he 
had  been  impelled  by  irresistible  physical  force. "  In  a  like  case, 
Vice-Chancellor  Wood  (since  Lord  Chancellor  Hatherley)  ob- 
served that  the  deceased  was  'subject  to  that  which  is  really  just 
as  much  an  accident  as  if  he  had  fallen  from  the  top  of  a  hous^. '  *

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And  in  another  case  Chief  Justice  Appleton  said  that  'the  insane 
suicide  no  more  dies  hj  his  own  hand  than  the  suicide  by  mistake 
or  accident/  and  that  under  such  a  policy,  'death  by  the  hands 
of  the  insured,  whether *by  accident,  mistake  or  in  a  fit  of  insan- 
ity, is  to  be  governed-  by  one  and  the  same  rule. '  ^    Many  of  the 
cases  cited  for  the  plaintiff  in  error  are  inconsistent  with  the  set- 
tled law  of  this  court,  as  shown  by  the  decisions  above  mentioned. 
In  this  state  of  the  law  there  can  be  no  doubt  that  the  assured  did 
not' die  'by  suicide,'  within  the  meaning  of  fhis  policy;  and  the 
same  reasons  are  conclusive  against  holding  that  he  died  by  'self- 
inflicted  injuries.'    In  self -killing  'suicide,'  'dying  by  his  own 
hand,'  cannot  be  predicated  of  an  insane  person,  no  more  can 
'self-inflicted  injuries';  for  in  either  case  it  is  not  his  act.    Nor 
does  the  ease  come  within  the  clause  which  provides  that  the  in- 
surance shall  not  eztend  to  'death  or  disability  which  may  have 
been  caused  wholly  or  in  part  by  bodily  infirmities  or  disease.'    If 
insanity  could  be  considered  as  coming  within  this  clause,  it 
would  be  doubtful,  to  say  the  least,  whether,  under  the  rule  of 
the  law  of  insurance  which  attributes  an  injury  or  loss  to  its 
proximate  cause  only,  and  in  view  of  the  decisions  in  similar 
cases,  the  insanity  of  the  asured  or  anything  but  the  act  of  hang- 
ing himself,  could  be  held  to  be  the  cause  of  death.*    But  the 
words  'bodily  infirmities  or  disease'  do  include  insanity.     Al- 
though, as  suggested  by  Mr.  Justice  Hunt,  in  Life  Ins.  Co.  v. 
Terry,*  insanity  or  unsoundness  of  mind  often,  if  not  always,  is 
accompanied  by  or  results  from  disease  of  the  body,  still,  in  the 
common  speech  of  mankind,  mental  are  distinguished  from  bodily 
diseases.    In  the  phrase  'bodily  infirmities  or  disease,'  the  word 
'bodily'  grammatically  applies  to  'disease'  as  well  as  'infirmities'; 
and  it  cannot  be  so  applied  without  disregarding  the  fundamental 
rule  of  interpretation  that  policies^of  insurance  are  to  be  con- 
strued most  strongly  against  the  insurers  who  frame  them.    The

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prefix  of  'bodily'  hardly  affects  the  meaning  of  'infirmities,'  and 
it  is  difficult  to  conjecture  any  purpose  in  inserting  it  in  this  pro- 
viso other  than  to  exclude  mental  disease  from  the  enumeration 
of  the  causes  of  death  or  disability  to  which  the  insurance  does 
not  extend.   In  the  argument  for  the  plaintiff  in  error,  some  stress 
was  laid  on  the  fact  that  the  concluding  paragraph  of  the  appli- 
cation differs  in  form  of  expression  so  as  to  include  mental  as 
well  as  bodily  diseases.    It  is  by  no  means  clear  that  this  is  £o ; 
but  if  it  were,  it  would  not  affect  the  case.    The  whole  application 
is  not  made  B  part  of  the  contract  and  the  only  mention  of  it  in 
the  policy  is  in  the  opening  words,  'in  consideration  of  the  war- 
ranties made  in  the  application  for  this  insurance.'    This  does 
not  include  all  the  statements  in  the  application,  but  only  those 
which  are  warranties.    Some  of  them  may  be;  others  clearly  are 
not.    The  statements  as  to  the  age,  occupation,  previous  state  of 
health,  and  present  habits  of  the  insured,  and  as  to  his  other  in- 
surance, may  be  warranties  on  his  part.    Those  as  to  the  Bmount, 
terms,  and  payee  of  the  policy  applied  for,  certainly  are  not.  The 
statements  expressing  his  understanding  of  what  will  be  the  effect 
of  the  insurance  are  statements  not  of  fact,  but  of  law  and  cannot 
control  the  legal  construction  of  the  policy  afterwards  issued  and 
accepted.    The  death  of  the  assured  not  having  been  the  effect  of 
any  cause  specified  in  the  proviso  of  the  policy  and  not  coming 
within  any  warranty  in  the  application,  the  question  recurs 
whether  it  is  within  the  general  words  of  the  leading  sentence 
of  the  policy,  by  which  he  is  declared  to  be  insured  'against  bodily 
injuries  effected  through  external,  accidental  and  violent  means. 
This  sentence  does  not,  like  the  proviso,  speak  of  what  the  injury 
is  'caused  by,'  but  it  looks  only  to  the  'means'  by  which  it  is 
effected.    No  one  doubts  that  hanging  is  a  violent  means  of  death. 
As  it  affects  the  body  from  without,  it  is  external,  just  as  suffoca- 
tion by  drowning  was  held  to  be  in  the  cases  of  Trew,  Reynolds 
and  Winspear  above  cited.    And  according  to  the  decisions  as  to 
suicide  under  policies  of  life  insurance,  before  referred  to,  it  can- 
not, when  done  by  an  insane  person,  be  held  to  be  other  than  acci- 
dental. ' '    And  the  same  court  has  held,^®  that  where  the  insured 
was  found  dead  with  a  pistol-shot  through  his  heart  that  the

§  531.  The  Same  Subject— The  Blackstone  Case.— The  Su- 
preme Court  of  Michigan  has  exhaustively  reviewed  the  law  on 
the  subject  of  suicide,  considered  in  relation  to  the  language 
used  in  the  policy,  and  says :  ^^  **  Every  person  is  presumed  sane, 
and  the  burden  is  upon  the  jplaintiff  in  the  case  to  show  the  in- 
sured insane  at  the  time  of  the  taking  of  his  life.  The  jury  must 
determine  this  question  from  the  acts  and  conduct  of  the  de- 
ceased, and  this  can  only  be  gathered  from  witnesses  who  are 
cognizant  of  the  facts.  The  learned  counsel  for  the  defendant, 
however,  argues  that,  even  if  there  was  evidence  to  go  to  the 
jury  on  the  question  of  insanity,  and  though  the  jury  have  found 
that  the  insured  came  to  his  death  while  insane,  yet,  it  appearing 
that  he  came  to  his  death  by  his  own  hand,  it  is  not  a  bodily  in- 
jury, effected  through  external,  violent,  and  accidental  means, 
within  the  meaning  of  the  policy.  Practically,  all  the  cases  agree 
in  holding  in  the  language  of  the  Supreme  Court  of  Massachu- 
setts in  Cooper  v.  Insurance  Co.,^*  that  there  is  no  substantial 
difference  of  signification _between  the  phrases,  'shall  die  by  his 
own  hand,'  'shall  commit  suicide'  and  'shall  die  by  suicide.'  The 
rule  of  construction,  though  not  always  recognized  by  the  cases, 
is  that  this  condition,  being  in  the  nature  of  a  penalty  or  forfeit- 
ure, must  be  strictly  construed.  In  Insurance  Co.  v.  Moore,^^  Mr. 
Justice  Campbell,  speaking  for  the  court,  said:  'The  condition 
which  makes  the  policy  void  in  case  of  such  a  death  is  in  the 
nature  of  a  penalty  or  forfeiture.  .  .  .  The  forfeiture  in  this 
case  was  to  arise  if  the  insured  died  by  his  own  hand.  Some 
stress  is  laid  on  the  term  'suicide,'  as  if  it  means  a  wrongful  act, 
or  self-murder.  It  has  no  such  restricted  meaning.  It  means 
self-killing,  just  as  'homicide'  means  killing  anyone  else.  But 
there  may  be  excusable  homicide  as  well  as  felonious ;  and  suicide 
was  only  cognizable  at  law  when  the  person  was  felo  de  se  or

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guilty  of  a  felonious  act.     If  non  compos  mentis,  the  actor  in 
homicide  or  suicide  commits  no  crime.    In  one  sense  the  man  dies 
by  his  own  hands  who  kills  himself,  whether  sound  or  frenzied. 
But  the  condition  in  this  policy  cannot  be  construed  to  cause  a 
forfeiture  for  acts  involving  no  evil  will.'    Upon  the  question  of 
voluntary  suicide,  intentionally  committed  by  a  sane  man  in  the 
possession  of  his  faculties,  knowing  how  to  adopt  means  to  ends, 
and  conscious  of  the  immorality  of  the  act,  there  is  no  difference 
of  opinion ;  and  all  authorities  agree  that  self-destruction  is  within 
the  exemption;  and  all  authorities  likewise  agree  that  an  acci- 
dental death, — as  by  taking  poison  by  mistake,  or  shooting  one's 
self  with  a  pistol,  supposing  it  not  to  be  loaded,  or  falling  from 
a  building,  or  death  happening  in  any  way  by  the  unintended  act 
of  the  party  dying, — is  not  within  the  exemption.    But  whether 
suicide  by  an  insane  man  is  also  within  the  exemption  has  been 
the  question  in  dispute,  and  upon  this  two  prominent  and  different 
doctrines  have  been  maintained.    On  the  one  hand  it  is  maintained 
that  if  the  act  be  voluntarily  done  in  pursuance  of  an  intelligent 
purpose,  and  intentionally  and  intelligently  carried  out  by  the 
proper  adoption  of  means  to  ends,  it  is  suicide  on  the  part  of  the 
insured,  or  death  by  his  own  hands,  although  insanity  exists  to 
such  an  extent  that  he  may  not  be  able  to  appreciate  the  moral 
qualities  of  the  act.    On  the  other  hand  it  is  maintained  that, 
however  intelligently  the  act  may  be  done,  if  at  the  time  the  will 
be  overpowered  by  an  uncontrollable  impulse,  or  the  party  be 
unable  to  appreciate  the  moral  character  of  the  act,  it  is  not 
within  the  meaning  of  the  provision.    The  rule  in  England  was 
laid  down  in  1843,  in  Borradaile  v.  Hunter,^*  and  has  since  been 
adhered  to.    In  this  case  the  words  of  the  condition  were  that 
the  policy  should  be  void  if  the  assured  should  'die  by  his  own 
hand. '    He  threw  himself  from  Vauxh^U  bridge  into  the  Thames 
and  was  drowned.     The  jury  found  that  he  voluntarily  threw 
himself  into  the  river,  knowing  at  the  time  that  he  should  thereby 
destroy  his  life,  and  intending  thereby  to  do  so ;  but  at  the  time 
of  committing  the  act  he  was  not  capable  of  judging  between 
right  and  wrong.    It  was  held  that  the  policy  was  void,  the  rule 
being  laid  down,  in  effect,  that  the  moral  condition  of  the  mind 
was  immaterial ;  and  if,  when  the  act  was  done,  the  insured  knew

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that  life  would  be  thereby  destroyed,  and  intended  it  to  be  so, 
the  policy  is  violated  under  the  condition,  although  the  insured 
was  insane  at  the  time.  In  Dean  v.  Insurance  Co.,^^  the  Supreme 
Court  of  Massachusetts  held  substantially  the  doctrine  as  laid 
down  in  Borradaile  v.  Hunter,  supra.  In  insurance  Co.  v. 
Graves,"  the  Supreme  Court  of  Kentucky  were  divided  upon  the 
question  of  the  soundness  of  Borradaile  v.  Hunter,  but  unani- 
mously agreed  that  where  the  suicide  was  committed  during  an 
uncontrollable  passion,  caused  by  intoxication,  the  condition  was 
broken,  and  the  policy  avoided.  In  a  mbre  recent  case  in  Massa- 
chusetts ^^  the  question  came  again  before  the  court,  and  the  rul- 
ing in  Dean  v.  Insurance  Co.,  supra,  was  adhered  to.  The  proviso 
in  the  policy  is  that  it  shall  be  void  if  the  assured  shall  die  by 
suicide.  The  plaintiff  offered  to  prove  that  the  assured  at  the 
time  of  committing  the  act  of  self-destruction  was  insane.  The 
court  said :  'In  the  present  case  there  was  no  offer  to  prove  mad- 
ness of  delirium,  or  that  the  act  of  self-destruction  was  not  the 
result  of  the  will  and  intention  of  the  party  adapting  the  means 
to  the  end,  and  contemplating  the  physical  nature  and  effects  of 
the  act.'  The  earliest  case  in  New  Tork  is  that  of  Breasted  v. 
Trust  Co.^*  The-  policy  was  to  become  void  if  the  assured  died 
by  his  own  hand.  The  insured  came  to  his  death  by  suicide  by 
drowning  himself  in  the  Hudson  river.  Chief  Justice  Nelson,  de- 
livering the  opinion  of  the  court,  said,  speaking  legally:  'Self- 
destruction  by  a  fellow-being  bereft  of  reason  can  with  no  more 
propriety  be  ascribed  to  the  act  of  his  own  hand,  than  to  the 
deadly  instrument  that  may  have  been  used  for  the  purpose. 
The  drownitig  of  Comfort  was  no  more  his  act,  in  the  sense  of 
the  law,  than  if  h-e  had  been  impelled  by  irresistible  physical 
power;  nor  is  there  any  greater  reason  for  exempting  the  com- 
pany from  the  risk  assumed  in  the  policy  than  if  his  death  had 
been  occasioned  by  such  means.  Suicide  involves  the  deliberate 
termination  of  one's  existence  while  in  the  possession  and  enjoy- 
ment of  his  mental  faculties.  Self-slaughter  by  an  insane  man 
or  a  lunatic  is  not  an  act  of  suicide,  within  the  meaning  of  the

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law. '  *•  This  case  was  modified,  if  not  overruled,  by  Van  Zandt 
V.  Insurance  Co.,*®  where  it  was  held  that,  under  a  condition  as 
above,  the  only  exception  to  the  condition  is  where  the  act  is 
accidental  or  involuntary ;  that  to  take  a  case  out  of  the  proviso 
the  assured  must  have  been  so  mentally  disordered  as  not  to 
understand  that  the  act  he  committed  would  cause  his  death,  or 
he  must  have  committed  it  under  the  influence  of  some  insane 
impulse,  which  he  could  not  resist.  It  is  not  sufficient  that  his 
mind  was  so  impaired  that  he  was  not  conscious  of  the  moral  ob- 
liquity of  the  act.  In  the  later  case  in  New  York  it  is  held  that 
the  words,  'die  by  his  own  hand,'  have  reference  to  an  intelligent 
voluntary  act  and  not  to  a  suicide  committed  by  a  party  in  a 
state  of  mental  derangement  so  great  that  the  act  of  self-destruc- 
tion is  to  be  regarded  as  wholly  involuntary.*^  The  Supreme 
Court  of  Maine  in  Easterbrook  v.  Insurance  Co.,**  where  the 
condition  of  the  policy  was  that,  if  he  should  *die  by  his  own 
hand,'  and  the  jury  found  'that  the  self-destruction  was  the  re- 
sult of  a  blind  and  irresistible  impulse  over  which  the  will  had 
no  control,'  and  that  'the  self-destruction  was  not  an  act  of  voli- 
tion,' approved  Breasted  v.  Trust  Co.,  supra,  holding  that  suicide, 
to  avoid  a  policy  of  life  insurance,  must  be  a  criminal  act, — one 
done  with  an  evil  motive.  The  leading  case  upon  the  subject  is 
that  of  Insurance  Co.  v.  Terry,^  approving  what  had  been  known 
as  the  'New  York  doctrine.'  In  this  case  the  policy  was  to  be 
void  if  the  insured  should  die  by  his  own  hand.  Mr.  Justice 
Hunt,  after  a  full  review  of  the  cases,  laid  down  the  rule  thus: 
'If  the  assured,  being  in  the  possession  of  his  ordinary  reasoning 
faculties,  from  anger,  pride,  jealousy,  or  a  desire  to  escape  from 
the  ills  of  life,  intentionally  takes  his  own  life,  the  proviso  at- 
taches, and  there  can  be  no  recovery.  If  the  death  is  caused  by 
the  voluntary  act  of  the  assured,  he  knowing  and  intending  that 
his  death  shall  be  the  result  of  his  act  but  when  his  reasoning 
faculties  are  so  far  impaired  that  he  is  not  able  to  understand

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the  moral  character,  the  general  nature,  consequences,  and  effect 
of  the  act  he  is  about  to  commit,  or  when  he  is  impelled  thereto 
by  an  insane  impulse  which  he  has  not  the  power  to  resist^  such 
death  is  not  within  the  contemplation  of  the  parties  to  the  con- 
tract and  the  insurer  is  liable.'  This  rule  has  been  approved  by 
subsequent  cases  in  that  court.'^  The  rule  laid  down  in  Insurance 
Co.  V.  Terry,**  is  substantially  the  same  doctrine  as  stated  by  this 
court  in  Insurance  Co.  ▼.  Moore.  We  think  the  reasonable  rule 
is  as  stated  by  Mr.  Justice  Hunt  in  Insurance  Co.  v.  Terry:  *If 
the  assured,  being  in  possession  of  his  ordinary  reasoning  facul- 
ties, from  anger,  pride,  jealousy  or  a  desire  to  escape  from  the  ills 
of  life,  intentionally  takes  his  own  life,  the  proviso  attaches  and 
there  can  be  no  recovery.  If  the  death  is  caused  by  the  voluntary 
act  of  the  assured,  he  knowing  and  intending  that  his  death  shall 
be  the  result  of  his  act,  but  when  his  reasoning  faculties  are  so 
far  impaired  that  he  is  not  able  to  understand  the  moral  character, 
the  general  nature,  consequences,  and  effect  of  the  act  he  is  about 
to  commit,  or  when  he  is  impelled  thereto  by  an  insane  impulse, 
wMch  he  has  not  the  power  to  resist,  such  death  is  not  within  the 
contemplation  of  the  parties  to  the  contract,  and  the  insurer  is 
Uable.'  This  doctrine  is  approved  and  followed  in  express  terms 
or  in  substance,  in  other  cases.^  The  same  doctrine  in  substance 
is  laid  down  in  Easterbrook  v.  Insurance  Co.,*^  approving  the 
principal  cases.  The  effect  of  this  doctrine  is  that,  in  order  to 
work  a  forfeiture  under  such  a  policy  on  the  ground  of  self-de- 
struction, the  assured  must  have  had  sufficient  mental  capacity 
not  only  to  understand  that  the  act  will  destroy  his  life,  but  also 
distinguish  its  moral  quality  and  consequences, — ^the  right  and 
wrong  of  it;  and  must  perform  the  act,  not  under  any  uncon-

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trolled  impulse  resulting  from  insanity,  but  voluntarily,  with  the 
intent  to  end  his  life.  In  other  words,  that  it  must  be  an  act 
done  with  an  evil  motive.  We  think  that  this  doctrine  is  sup- 
ported by  the  great  preponderance  of  authority  in  this  country, 
and  must  be  conceded  to  be  the  prevailing  American  doctrine; 
and  it  seems  to  us  to  be  the  safer  and  more  reasonable  and  more 
consistent  doctrine.  It  agrees  with  the  general  rule  as  to  the  ex- 
cusatory feature  of  insanity  in  civil  as  well  as  in  criminal  cases. 
It  also  operates  to  prevent  forfeiture,  which  is  -a  favorite  principle 
of  an  enlightened  jurisprudence.  Nor  can  it  have  any  injurious 
effect,  since  insurers  may  always  frame  such  contracts  to  suit 
themselves,  and  may,  if  they  choose,  insert  an  express  stipulation  to 
the  effect  that  insanity  shall  not  in  any  case  prevent  an  avoid- 
ance by  the  suicide  of  the  assured.  As  is  stated  in  a  note  to 
Breasted  v.  Trust  Co. :  **  *If  they  prefer,  for  the  purpose  of  get- 
ting custom,  to  omit  such  stipulations,  and  to  leave  the  matter  in 
doubt,  the  doubt  ought  to  be  resolved  against  them.  If  the  as- 
sured is  to  take  the  sole  risk  of  his  becoming  insane,  and  destroy- 
ing his  life,  let  him  have  notice  of  the  fact  by  having  it  clearly 
'nominated  in  the  bond.'  As  has  been  well  said  in  some  of  the 
cases  referred  to,  insanity  is  as  much  a  disease  as  fever  or  con- 
sumption; and  upon  principle  there  is  no  more  reason  why  an 
insurance  of  one's  life  should  not  be  an  insurance  against  death 
from  the  former  disease  than  against  death  from  the  latter,  if 
there  is  nothing  to  the  contrary  in  the  policy.*  Policies  issued  by 
some  life  insurance  companies  contain  a  condition  or  proviso  that 
it  shall  be  void  if  the  assured  shall  die  by  suicide,  felonious  or 
otherwise,  sane  or  insane ;  others  provide,  if  the  assured  shall  die 
by  suicide,  sane  or  insane ;  others  provide  for  an  avoidance,  if  the 
assured  die  by  his  own  hand,  sane  or  insane ;  while  others  provide 
for  an  avoidance  if  he  shall  die  by  his  own  act  and  intention, 
sane  or  insane.  Such  a  condition,  expressed  in  any  of  these  forms, 
covers  any  case  of  voluntary  self-destruction,  and  no  kind  or 
degree  of  insanity  will  prevent  an  avoidance ;  and  the  courts,  not 
only  in  England,  but  in  this  country,  have  almost  universally  held 
that  with  such  provisions  in  policies  of  life  insurance  the  policies 
are  void  if  the  insured  comes  to  his  death  by  his  own  hand.  Some 
of  those  cases  are  cited  by  the  learned  counsel  for  the  defendant 
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in  his  brief  as  having  some  bearing  upon  the  question  now  in 
issue.    We  think  they  have  no  bearing  upon  the  case  where  no 
sueh  proviso  is  found  in  the  policy.    Defendant's  counsel  seem 
to  rely  to  some  extent  upon  the  ruling  of  this  court  in  Streeter  v. 
Society,**  as  bearing  upon  the  question  whether  the  insured  came 
to  his  death  in  this  case  by  accidental  injuries.    The  policy  in  this 
ease  contained  a  condition,  if  the  assured  shall  within  three  years 
from  the  date  of  this  policy  die  by  his  own  hand,  sane  or  insane, 
this  policy  shall  become  and  be  null  and  void.    Within  the  three 
years  from  the  date  of  the  policy  the  insured  died  from  the  effects 
of  a  pistol-shot  wound  inflicted  upon  himself.    The  court  followed 
the  opinion  of  Mr.  Justice  Davis  in  Bigelow  v.  Insurance  Co.** 
holding  that  no  recovery  could  be  had  upon  the  policy,  by  reason 
of  the  limitation  contained  in  the  proviso,  sane  or  insane.    After 
quoting  from  the  opinion  of  Mr.  Justice  Davis,  it  was  said:    'If 
a  person  does  an  act  in  a  state  of  unconsciousness,  or  involuntarily, 
whether  he  be  sane  or  insane,  such  an  act  is  nothing  more  nor  less 
than  accidental,  and  would  not  operate  to  forfeit  the  policy. 
The  record  in  this  case  does  not  disclose  sueh  a  state  of  facts. 
There  wias  no  evidence  that  the  act  was  involuntary,  or  that 
Mower  was  unconscious  when  he  inflicted  upon  himself  the  fatal 
wound.    The  policy  covers  all  conscious  acts  of  the  insured  by 
which  death  by  his  own  hand  is  compassed,  whether  he  was  at  the 
time  sane  or  insane.    If  the  act  was  done  for  the  purpose  of  self- 
destruction,  it  matters  not  that  the  insured  had  no  conception 
of  the  wrong  involved  in  its  commission.'    Counsel  for  the  de- 
fendant now  insists  that  if  the  insured  was  insane  his  insanity 
caused  his  death,  and  that  insanity  is  a  disease,  and  that  the 
question  remaining,  and  upon  which  the  court  must  pass  is,  is 
tiie  death  caused  by  the  disease  'insanity'  an  accidental  death? 
The  policy  provides  'that  the  insurance  shall  not  extend  to  any 
bodily  injury  of  which  there  shall  be  no  external  or  visible  sign, 
nor  to  any  bodily  injury  happening  directly  or  indirectly  in  con- 
sequence  of  bodily  infirmities  or  disease,  nor  to  any  one  except 
when  the  injury  is  the  proximate  and  sole  cause  of  the  disability 
or  death. '    Is  insanity  a  disease  ?    The  learned  Dr.  Buckham,  in 
his  work  on  Insanity  in  its  Medico-Legal  Relations,  published  in 
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1883,  at  section  23  says:  'We  think  sufficient  evidence  has  already 
been  deduced  to  show  that  insanity  is  a  physical,  and  not  a  mental 
disease.  And  yet  the  proof  par  excellence  remains  to  be  oflfered. 
We  have  taken -considerable  trouble  to  acquaint  ourselves  with 
the  facts,  and  we  believe  that  there  is  no  alienist  in  the  United 
States  who  believes  that  insanity  is  a  disease  of  the  mind.'  And 
the  learned  doctor  offers  the  following  as  a  definition  of  insanity: 
*A  diseased  or  disordered  condition  or  malformation  of  the  phys- 
ical organs,  through  which  the  mind  receives  impressions,  or 
manifests  its  operations,  by  which  the  will  and  judgment  are  im- 
paired, and  conduct  rendered  irrational.'  And  he  says:  *As  a 
corollary  we  offer :  Insanity  being  the  result  of  physical  disease, 
it  is  a  matter  of  fact  to  be  determiped  by  medical  exx)erts,  and  not 
a  matter  of  law  to  be  decided  by  legal  decisions  and  maxims/ 
Agreeing,  as  we  do,  with  the  learned  doctor,  that  insanity  is  a 
physical  disease,  and  a  question  of  fact  for  determination  in  the 
case,  let  us  see  what  has  been  determined  by  the  jury,  before 
considering  the  proposition  made  by  the  counsel  for  defendant 
The  jury  found — ^First,  that  the  insured  killed  himself;  second, 
that  he  did  not  know  at  the  time  that  he  was  committing  a^  act 
which  must  result  in  death ;  third,  that  he  was  not  conscious  of 
what  he  was  doing;  fourth,  that  he  did  not  intend  to  cut  his 
throat,  and  thereby  kill  himself;  and,  fifth,  that  at  the  time  he 
did  cut  his  throat  he  was  insane.  Admitting  that  there  was  some 
evidence  to  go  to  the  jury  upon  those  questions,  and  that  those 
questions  have  been  properly  submitted  to  them  by  the  court 
upon  the  trial,  then  we  are  asked  to  say  that  insanity  being  a  dis- 
ease, that  disease  was  the  proximate  cause  of  the  death  of  the  in- 
sured, and  that  he  did  not  come  to  his  death  by  an  external  acci- 
dental injury,  within  the  meaning  of  the  terms  of  the  policy.  In 
Insurance  Co.  v.  Crandal,*^  a  policy  similar  in  form  and  conditions 
was  issued,  based  upon  an  application  in  substance  the  same  as 
the  one  in  issue  here.  Mr.  Justice  Gray,  delivering  the  opinion  of 
the  court  in  that  case,  said:  *The  single  question  to  be  decided, 
therefore,  is  whether  a  policy  of  insurance  against  bodily  in- 
juries effected  through  external,  accidental,  and  violent  means 
and  occasioning  death,  or  complete  disability  to  do  business,  and 
providing  that  this  insurance  shall  nqt  extend  to  death  or  dis-

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ability  which  may  have  been  caused  wholly  or  in  part  by  bodily 
infirmities  or  disease,  or  by  suicide  or  self-infiicted  injuries,  cov- 
ers a  death  by  hanging  one's  self  while  insane.  The  decisions 
upon  the  effect  of  a  policy  of  life  insurance  which  provides  that 
it  shall  be  void  if  the  assured  shall  die  by  suicide,  or  shall  die  by 
his  own  hand,  go  far  towards  determining  this  question.  This 
court  on  full  consideration  of  the  conflicting  authorities  upon  that 
subject,  has  repeatedly  and  uniformly  held  that  such  ia  provision, 
not  containing  the  words  'sane  or  insane,'  does  not  include  a 
self'killing  by  an  insane  person,  whether  his  unsoundness  of  mind 
is  such  as  to  prevent  him  from  understanding  the  physical  nature 
and  consequences  of  his  act  or  only  such  as  to  prevent  him, 
while  foreseeing  and  premeditating  its  physical  consequences, 
from  understanding  its  moral  nature  and  aspect.'^  In  this  state 
of  the  law  there  can  be  no  doubt,  says  Justice  Gray,  that  the  as- 
sured did  not  die  'by  suicide,'  within  the  meaning  of  this  policy; 
and  the  same  reasons  are  conclusive  against  holding  that  he  died 
by  'self-inflicted  injuries.'  If  'self-killing,'  'suicide,'  'dying  by 
his  own  hand,'  cannot  be  predicated  of  an  insane  person,  no  more 
can  'self-inflicted  injuries,'  for  in  either  case  it  is  not  his  act. 
Nor  does  the' case  come  within  the  clause  which  provides  that  the 
insurance  shall  not  extend  to  death  or  disability  which  may  have 
been  caused  wholly  or  in  part  by  bodily  infirmities  or  disease.  If 
insanity  could  be  considered  as  coming  within  this  clause  it 
would  be  doubtful,  to  say  the  least,  whether  under  the  rule  of  the 
law  of  insurance  which  attributes  ,an  injury  or  loss  to  its  proxi- 
mate cause  only,  and  in  view  of  the  decisions  in  similar  cases,  the 
insanity  of  the  assured,  or-  anything  but  the  act  of  hanging  him- 
self, could  be  held  to  be  the  cause  of  his  death.  .  .  .  The  death 
o£  the  assured  not  having  been  the  effect  of  any  cause  specified 
in  the  proviso  of  the  policy,  and  not  coming  within  any  warranty 
in  the  application,  the  question  recurs  whether  it  is  within  the 
general  words  of  the  leading  sentence  of  the  policy  by  which  he  is 
declared  to  be  insured  'against  bodily  injuries  effected  through 
external,  accidental,  and  violent  means. '  This  sentence  does  not, 
like  the  proviso,  speak  of  what  the  injury  is  'caused  by,'  but  it 
looks  only  to  the  'means'  by  which  it  is  effected.    No  one  doubts 

smelting  Insurance  Go.  v.  Terry,  15  Wall.  580,  and  other  cases  in  that 
court  since  that  time. 
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that  hanging  is  a  violent  means  of  death,  as  it  affects  the  body 
fc'om.  without.  It  is  external,  just  as  suffocation  by  drowning  was 
held  to  ]>e  in  the  cases  of  Trew,  Reynolds,  and  Winspear,'*  above 
cited.  And  according  to  the  decisions  as  to  suicide  under  policies 
of  life  insurance  before  referred  to,  it  cannot  when  done  by  an 
msane  person  be  held  to  be  other  than  accidental.  Counsel  for 
defendant,  considering  this  case  of  Insurance  Co.  v.  Crandal,  says, 
*that  while  the  court  held  that  insane  self-destruction  was  an  ac- 
cidental death,  and  seemed  to  be  of  the  opinion  that  insanity  was 
a  disease,  there  was  no  discussion  by  the  court  of  the  question 
whether  insanity,  being  a  disease,  would  not  preclude  insane  self- 
destruction  being  an  accidental  death ;  that  the  court  avoided  the 
discussion  of  this  question  by  suggesting  that  though  they  did 
not  decide  that,  in  accordance  with  the  authorities  already  dis- 
cussed, insanity  was  not  the  proximate  cause  of  the  death,  and 
decided  that  the  policy  did  not  exempt  the  insurer  from  liability 
for  a  death  of  that  character;  that  this  was  an  evasion  of  the 
question  squarely  presented  to  the  court  for  their  consideration; 
that  regardless  of  the  exceptions  in  the  policyj  the  company  was 
clearly  not  liable,  unless  the  death  was  accidental ;  and  in  deciding 
the  case  the  court  was  bound  to  say  either  that  d'eath  w^as  not 
caused  by  the  disease  insanity,  or  that  death  so  caused  is  acci- 
dental* death. '  We  think  that  the  court  in  that  case  held  that, 
while  insanity  was  a  disease,  yet  the  insured,  having  come  to  his 
death  by  hanging,  though  by  his  own  hands,  met  with  an  acci- 
dental death  within  the  terms,  of  the  policy.  Counsel  for  defend- 
ant asks,  what  does^* external'  mean?  Can  it  be  given  any  con- 
struction that  will  make  it  apply  to  violence  done  by  the  insured 
himself?  Does  it  refer  merely  to  the  instrument  of  death?  And 
says:  'I  submit  that  external  violence  is  that  coming  from 
sources  outside  of  the  insured.    Bluckstone's  death  came  about 

• 

through  internal  means ;  that  it  was  cfiused  by  his  own  hand  in  a 
literal,  if  not  in  a  legal  sense;  that  bis  hand  moved  in  obedience 
to  his  will,  however  darkened  his  will  may  be;  that  it  was  not 
voluntary;  that  he  was  not  trying  to  do  something  else;  there- 
fore the  injury  was  not  external  or  accidental. '    We  do  not  agree

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with  counsel  in  this  proposition.  Wo  think  the  insured  came  to 
his  death  by  violent,  external,  accidental  injuries  within  the  mean- 
ing of  this  policy.  Without  going  oVer  the  reasons  brought  to 
bear  upon  the  question,  it  is  evident  that  the  words  'died  by  - 
suicide,'  'death  by  his  own  hand,'  and  other  words  of  similar  im- 
port, are  held  to  be  made 'applicable  only  fo  that  class  of  cases 
where  the  insured  comes  to  the  death  by  his  own  voluntary  act. 
This  question  has  been  settled  by  the  jury;  that  the  deceased 
was  insane ;  that  he  took  his  own  life,  that  he  did  not  intend  in 
cutting  his  throat  to  kill  himself;  and  that  he  was  not  conscious 
that  his  death  would  be  occasioned  thereby.  Let  us  suppose,  as 
an  illustration,  that  A  and  B  take  a  policy  of  like  terms  and  con- 
ditions as  the  one  in  suit,  based  upon  similar  applications,  with  all 
the  conditions  and  provisions  contained  in  the  present  case,  and 
during  the  lifetime  of  each  of  those  policies  A  becomes  insane  and 
while  so  insane,  with  a  pistol,  shoots  and  kills  B  and  in  the 
same  moment  turns  the  pistol)  and  kills  himself.  No  one  would 
question  but  that  by  the  terms  and  conditions  of  B's  policy  he 
had  met  with  an  accidental,  external  and  violent  death  and  the 
company  would  be  held  liable,  that  the  case  came  within  the 
provisions  of  the  policy.  Yet  counsel  for  the  defendant  contends 
that,  conceding  that  B  case  to  his  death  by  accidental,  external 
and  violent  injuries,  because  inflicted  by  the  hand  of  another, 
yet  A  although  insane  and  wholly  unconscious  of  the  act  of  killing, 
not  by  force  of  his  own  will  but  because  he  was  bereft  of  reason, 
kiUs  himself,  it  is  not  an  external  injury  and  accidental  death 
within  the  meaning  of  the  policy.  We  think  in  a  case  of  that  kind 
A's  death  |ras  as  much  an  external,  violent,  accidental  death  as 
was'  the  death  of  B.  A  is  no  more  responsible  for  the  act  than 
was  B.  It  was  involuntary,  it  was  not  the  act  of  his  own  will ; 
it  was  not  his  death  by  his  own  hand,  in  legal  contemplation,  but 
he  came  to  his  death  at  the  hand  of  a  madman  though  that  mad- 
man was  himself.  We  think  that  the  defendant  under  the  finding 
of  the  jury  in  this  case  cannot  now  be  heard  to  say  that  this  was 
not  an  accidental  death,  and  an  external  injury  coming  within 
the  terms  of  the  policy.  We  find  cases  in  which  it  is  held  under 
like  policies,  where  one  becoming  insane  and  falling  down  upon  a 
railroad  track  is  thereby  killed  by  the  passing  of  a  train  that  such 
cases  come  within  the  provisions  of  the  policy  and  the  company 
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would  be  liable.  It  is  also  held,  where  one  being  insane,  and 
through  his  insanity  his  placed  himself  in  a  dangerous  position 
where  he  would  not  have  been  found  had  he  been  in  his  right 
mind,  and  had  met  with  an  accidental  death  by  reason  of  his  in- 
sanity, that  the  company  is  liable  and  recovery  can  be  had.  That 
where  one  in  a  fit  of  insanity  involunttoily  falls  oft  a  bridge  and 
is  killed,  or  falls  into  a  stream  and  is  drowned,  this  being  invol- 
untarily, the  company  is  liable.  Yet  counsel  say  that  this  class 
of  cases  are  external  injuries,  injuries  producing  death  of  the  in- 
sured from  outside  causes  and  for  that  reason  the  company  may 
be  held  liable.  We  think  where  one  is  so  far  beside  himself,  his 
intellect  so  darkened  and  obscured  that  he  may  be  neither  morally 
nor  legally  responsible  for  his  own  acts  and  conduct,  and  in  such 
condition  produces  his  own  death,  it  cannot  be  any  more  said  to 
be  his  act  than  though  the  act  had  been  committed  by  another, 
or  the  insured  had  placed  himself  upon  some  dangerous  height 
and  fallen  involuntarily  and  had  been  dashed  to  pieces." 

§  532.    The  Same  Subject— The  Missoiiri  Suicide  Statute.— A 

statute  of  Missouri  ^*  provides  that  "in  all  suits  upon  policies  of 
insurance  on  life  hereafter  issued  by  any  company  doing  business 
in  this  state,  to  a  citizen  of  this  state,  it  shall  be  no  defense  that 
the  insured  committed  suicide  unless  it  shall  be  shown  to  the 
satisfaction  of  the  court,  or  jury,  trying  the  case,  that  the  insured 
contemplated  suicide  at  the  time  he  made  his  application  for  the 
policy  and  any  stipulation  in  the  policy  to  the  contrary  shall  be 
void."  We  have  already  considered  tjie  authorities  holding  that 
an  accident  policy  is  one  of  insurance  on  life.**  T^je  Supreme 
C«urt  of  Missouri  has  held'*  that  "although  a  policy  covers  loss 
of  life  from  external,  violent  and  accidental  means  alone  it  is  in 
all  respects  a  policy  of  insurance  on  life  and  that  insurance  on  life 
includes  all  policies  of  insurance  in  which  the  payment  of  the 
insurance  money  is  contingent  upon  the  loss  of  life."  Previous 
to  this  decision  the  Federal  Court  had  held  that  this  statute  did 
not  apply  to  an  accident  policy.^^    So  far  as  accident  polieiea

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issued  in  Missouri,  therefore,  were  concerned,  suicide  under  any 
circumstances  was  an  accident  rendering  the  company  liable.  In 
order  to  avoid  the  effect  of  the  statute  the  companies  inserted  a 
provision  in  their  policies  reducing  the  amount  of  insurance,  in 
case  of  the  suicide  of  the  insured,  below  thut  otherwise  con- 
tracted for.  It  was  held  *®  that  this  condition  was  void,  being  an 
evasion  of  the  statute.  The  Federal  Circuit  Court  of  Appeals  in 
a  later  case  '•  held  that  such  provision  for  payment  of  a  smaller 
amount  in  case  of  suicide  was  not  in  violation  of  the  statute,  dis- 
approving the  previous  decision  of  the  St.  Louis  Court  of  Appeals. 
The  case  went  to  the  Supreme  Court  upon  a  writ  of  certiorari, 
where  the  judgment  of  the  Circuit  Court  of  Appeals  was  re- 
versed.*' The  statute  was  held  constitutional  and  the  court  cited 
with  approval  that  part  of  the  opinion  of  the  St.  Louis  Court  of 
Appeals,"  which  said:  ''The  plain  purpose  of  the  statute  was  to 
prevent  the  insertion  in  policies  of  life  insurance  of  exceptions  to 
liability  on  the  ground  of  the  suicide  of  the  insured,  unless  it 
could  be  proven  *that  the  insured  contemplated  suicide  at  the 
time  he  made  the  application  for  the  policy. '  This  was,  in  effect, 
a  legislative  declaration  of  the  public  policy  of  this  state.  That 
it  was  intended  to  limit  the  power  to  contract  for  la  lesser  liability 
in. cases  of  death  by  suicide,  not  within  the  limitation,  expressed 
in  the  statute,  is  also  apparent  from  its  terms,  to-wit:  'And  any 
stipulation  to  the  contrary  shall  be  void.*  ...  The  fact  that  the 
premium  warranted,  and  the  policy  guaranteed,  full  insurance 
in  case  of  the  death  of  the  insured  for  any  cause  not  specified  in 
the  clause  set  up  in  the  defendant's  answer,  demonstrates  that 
said  clause  was  designed  to  m^ify  the  liability  of  the  insurance 
company  if  the  insured  committed  suicide.  It  necessarily  fol- 
lows, if  this  stipulation  as  to  a  decreased  liability  in  the  event  of 
death  by  suicide  is  enforced,  that  it  is  some  defense  to  the  other- 
wise full  liability  agreed  upon  in  the  policy.  As  the  statute  in 
question  declares  that  suicide,  not  committed  as  therein  set  forth, 
is  *no  defense,'  we  cannot  hold  that  the  present  stipulation  can  be 
enforced  without  violating  the  plain  terms  of  a  mandatory  statute

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which  the  parties  have  no  power  to  alter  or  abrogate."  In  a 
later  case,"  where  the  policy  provided  that  in  the  event 
of  the  death  of  the  insured  caused  by  poison,  the  insurer 
would  pay  one-tenth  of  the  amount  otherwise  payable  and  the 
insured  committed  suicide  by  poison,  and  the  company  sought  to 
confine  its  liability  to  the  smaller  amount,  the  court  said,  after 
first  citing  from  the  opinion  of  the  Supreme  Court  of  the  United 
States  in  the  Whitfield  case,  that  "whatever  tends  to  diminish 
the  plaintiflE's  cause  of  action,  or  to  defeat  recovery  in  whole,  or 
in  any  part,  amounts  in  law  to  a  defense.''  *'It  is  immaterial 
that  the  defense  was  antitjipated  by  the  petition  and  that  the 
answer  does  not,  in  terms,  rely  on  suicide  as  a  defense.  The  pres- 
ent action  is  to  recover  the  whole  amount  specified  in  the  policy. 
Appellant  here,  defendant  below,  is  defending  against  that.  While 
it  is  true  that  it  does  not  in  terms  and  by  its  answer  set  up  suicide 
as  a  defense  to  the  policy,  it  is  beyond  question  that  it  is  de- 
fending against  a  recovery  for  the  whole  amount  of  the  policy  on 
the  ground  that  the  insured  died  from  taking  poison.  Whether 
he  took  that  poison  accidentally  or  of  purpose  is  not  material 
here.  If  the  fact  that  he  died  from  the  efifect  of  poison,  which  it 
is  admitted  he  took  with  suicidal  intent,  is  not  urged  by  the  appel- 
lant as  defense  against  the  action,  then  it  follows  that  it  is  before 
the  court  without  having  interposed  any  defense  whatever  in 
this  case.  It  seems  a  rather  narrow  argument  to  say  that  while 
the  answer  avers  the  insured  died  by  poison,  and  stops  there,  that 
therefore  the  defendant  has,  by  its  pleading,  cut  out  and  elimin- 
ated the  statute,  although  in  fact  it  appears  by  agreed  facts  that 
the  insured  took  the  poison  with  miicidal  intent.  This  is  hardly 
even  specious;  it  certainly  is  not  sound.  The  argument  is  also 
advanced  that  suicide  does  not  give  a  cause  of  action.  That  is 
true.  The  cause  of  action  arises  on  the  policy  as  interpreted  by 
the  statute  and  by  reason  of  the  death  of  the  insured."  The 
Springfield  Court  of  Appeals  in  the  same  state  differs  from  the 
conclusion  of  its  sister  court  in  the  case  just  cited,  and  says :  ** 
*'We  are  of  the  opinion  that  our  suicide  statute  was  intended  to 
merely  cut  oflE  one  weapon  of  defense  formerly  in  the  hands  of

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insorerSy  and  was  never  intended  to  create  a  cause  of  action  upon 
affirmatively  showing  suicide  as  a  cause  of  the  death.  It  seems 
to  us  there  is  a  viast  difference  between  holding  that  suicide,  under 
our  statute,  cannot  be  made  by  contract  a  partial  defense,  or  be 
used  to  reduce  the  recovery,  and  holding  that  it  is  competent  for 
au  insurance  company  to  provide  an  indemnity  of  $140  where 
death  results  from  poisOn  howsoever  taken.  To  illustrhte :  Sup- 
pose a  policy  provided  an  indemnity  of  $5,000  in  the  event  of 
death  resulting  from  a  gunshot  wound  and  $500  in  case  death  re- 
sults from  poison  and  contained  a  clause  against  suicide,  and  the 
policy  only  provided  for  these  two  classes.  Now,  although  suicide 
hj  shooting  could  not  be  shown  to  defeat  or  decrease  the  first 
amount,  could  it  be  contended  that  because  suicide  was  com- 
mitted by  taking  poison  the  beneficiary  could  recover  $5,000  by 
reason  of  the  statute?  This. would  be  a  very  different  case  from 
one  in  which  the  policy  contained  a  provision  to  pay  $5,000  if 
death  resulted  from  a  gunshot  wound,  but  only  $500  if  the  wound 
was  inflicted  for  the  purpose  of  committing  suicide.  The  mere 
fact  of  suicide  would  not,  in  and  of  itself,  create  a  greater  lia- 
bility than  if  death  resulted  unintentionally  from  the  same  cir- 
cumstances and  from  the  same  cause.*'  In  a  still  later  case,** 
the  St.  Louis  Court  of  Appeals,  adhering  to  its  conclusions  in  the 
Apptegate  case,  said  through  Reynolds,  P.  J.,  in  a  concurring 
opinion :  "It  is  clear  to  me  that  if  the  view  taken  by  the  Spring- 
fied  Court  of  Appeals  in  the  Scales  case  is  correct,  its  effect  is  not 
only  to  overturn  those  decisions  but  to  evade  and  nullify  our 
suicide  statute.*^  It  is  not  pretended  in  this  case  that  at  the  time 
the  insured  made  his  application  for  the  policy  he  contemplated 
suicide.  It  is  also  clear  that  at  the  time  of  taking  out  the  policy 
he  was  a  citizen  of  this  state.  So  that  this  section,  6945,  as  it 
seems  to  me,  is  directly  applicable  here.  That  must  be  so  unless 
it  is  held  that  this  section  does  not  apply  to  accident  policies. 
As  a  matter  of  fact  suicide  is  never  an  accident  but  is  always,  in 
the  case  of  a  sane  man,  premeditated,  and  unless  we  hold  con- 
trary to  the  former  decisions  of  our  court  in  the  Keller  and 
Applegate  cases  and  of  our  Supreme  Court  in  the  Logan  case,**

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and  of  the  Supreme  Court  of  the  United  States  in  the  Whitfield 
ease,*^  every  one  of  which  were  cases  of  suicide,  it  must  follow 
that  the  result  arrived  at  by  the  Springfield  Court  of  Appeals  in 
the  Scales  case  is  erroneous.  It  is  not  to  be  overlooked,  more- 
over, that  the  decision  of  the  Cupreme  Court  of  the  United  States 
in  the  Whitfield  case  was  directly  in  line  with  what  the  court  had 
held  in  Knights  Templars'  and  Masons ''Life  Indemnity  Co.  v. 
Jarman.**  The  opinion  in  the  last  mentioned  case  was  written 
by  Mr.  Justice  Brown  and  concurred  in  by  all  the  Justices  of  the 
Supreme  Court  except  Mr.  Justice  Harlan,  who,  as  reported,  took 
no  part  in  its  decision.  But  afterwards  Mr.  Justice  Harlan  wrote 
the  opinion  of  the  court  in  the  Whitfield  case.  So  we  have  thd 
unanimous  holding  of  the  Justices  of  the  United  States  Supreme 
Court  sustaining  and  applying  our  suicide  law  to  accident  poli- 
cies. As  I  understand  the  decisions  of  our  own  court,  of  our  Su- 
preme Court  and  of  the  Supreme  Court  of  the  United  States,  the 
defense  ef  suicide,  whether  by  shooting,  hanging  or  taking  of 
poison,  is  no  defense  under  our  statute  against  the  payment  of 
the  principal  sum  to  the  beneficiary  of  an  accident  policy  and 
that  the  insurance  company  cannot  limit  its  liability  below  that 
amount  by  any  provision  either  denying  any  compensation  in  case 
of  suicide  or  diminishing  the  amount  to  be  paid  when  death  is 
the  result  of  suicide.  I  think  the  decision  of  the  Springfield  Court 
of  Appeals  in  the  Scales  case  is  not  only  contrary  to  what  we 
have  here  held,  but  what  our  own  court,  our  Supreme  Court,  and 
the  Supreme  Court  of  the  United  States  has  held  in  the  cases  I 
have  cited.'*  The  two  cases  last  referred  to,  namely,  the  Scales 
and  Brunswick  cases,  were  certified  to  the  Supreme  Court  for  the 
final  decision,  which  leaves  the  point  still  undetermined  by  a 
court  of  last  resort. 

§  533.  Evidence  in  Cases  of  Suicide. — Where  the  defense  of 
suicide  is  set  up  the  evidence  of  any  fact  which  bears  on  the  men- 
tal condition  of  the  assured,  or  showing  a  motive,  or  want  of 
motive,  for  the  act,  is  on  principle  admissible.  Evidence  of  the 
financial  troubles  of  the  deceased  is  relevant.  It  is  not  competent, 
where  the  question  is  whether  the  death  was  accidental  or  the

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result  of  suicide,  to  show  that  the  deceased  was  an  infidel  or  an 
atheist  for  the  purpose  of  arpiing  the  probability  of  suicide.*' 
Nor  is  it  a  relevant  fact  that  the  deceased  pointed  out  to  his  wife 
what  property  was  his  and  what  was  not  his  property,  such  acts 
having  no  necessary  connection  with  suicide.  ^®  Where  poison  is 
found  in  the  stomach,  in  order  to  show  suicide,  it  must  not  only 
appear  that  enough  was  taken  to  be  dangerous  but  also  that  it 
was  taken  willfully  and  intentionally.  It  is  not  competent  to 
offer  in  evidence  current  rumors  to  show  a  motive  unless  such 
rumors  were  communicated  to  the  assured  in  his  lifetime. '^^  And 
evidence  of  a  prior  accident,  which  is  alleged  to  have  produced 
insanity,  is  not  enough  to  be  considered  as  the  producing  cause 
of  suicide ;  ^*  nor  is  the  fact  of  suicide  alone  prima  facie  jevidence 
of  insanity.^*  It  has  been  held,**  that  a  photograph  may  be  evi* 
dence  of  the  physical  condition  of  the  assured,  but  this  is  in  con- 
flict  with  other  authority.**^  It  is  competent  for  ordinary  persons 
to  testify  as  to  the  conduct,  manner  and  appearance  of  the  in- 
sured, and  the  impressions  thereby  made  upon  them,  as  bearing 
upon  the  question  of  insanity.**  And  so  it  was  held,**^  that  the 
facts  that  the  assured  had,  early  in  the  morning,  without  any  ap- 
parent reason,  gone  out  of  his  bedroom,  and,  later  in  the  day, 
had  complained  of  giddiness  and  headache  and  soon  afterwards 
was  found  fallen  out  of  the  window,  his  wife,  who  was  present 
in  the  room,  not  being  able  to  explain  how  he  had  fallen,  were 
sufficient  to  justify  the  jury  in  finding  in  favor  of  suicide.  And 
it  is  comi>etent  to  show  that  the  deceased,  who  had  disappeared, 
had  been  laboring  under  a  disease  of  the  brain  of  a  fatal  char- 
acter, which  disease  would  probably  render  him  insane,  and  also 
to  offer  evidence  of  the  effect  on  the  feelings  of  such  a  diseased

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condition  of  mind.**  As  a  general  nalc  to  establish  the  defense  of 
suicide  the  circumstances  must  exclude  every  hypothesis  other 
than  that  of  accidental.^^  As  we  have  seen,*®  where  there  is  no 
evidence  as  to  how  a  death  was  caused,  the  presumption  is  that 
the  death  was  accidental  and  not  the  result  of  suicide.  If  in  any 
case  a  doubt  exists  whether  the  death  of  the  insured  was  the  re- 
sult of  accident  or  suicide  the  doubt  should  be  solved  in  favor 
of  the  theory  of  accident  and  a  condition  in  the  policy  that  it 
shall  be  void  if  the  insured  shall  die  of  suicide  whether  the  act 
be  voluntary  or  involuntary  does  not  apply  where  the  death  is 
the  result  of  accident.*^  The  mere  fact  of  death  in  an  unknown 
manner  creates  no  presumption  of  suicide  or  the  taking  of  one's 
life  by  his  own  hand,  and  where  the  defense  was  of  suicide  it  was 
held  that  the  court  rightfully  instructed  the  jury  that  the  pre- 
sumption was  that  the  death  was  not  voluntary  and  the  defendant, 
in  order  to  sustain  the  issue  of  suicide  on  his  part,  must  overcome 
this  presumption  and  satisfy  the  jury  that  the  death  was  volun- 
tary.*^ A  nice  question  sometimes  arises  as  to  whether  the  death 
is  the  result  of  suicide  or  voluntary  exposure  to  unnecessary  dan- 
ger. While,  generally,  the  court  will  allow  the  jury  to  decide 
the  fact  it  will  not  allow  a  verdict  to  stand  where  the  evidence 
was  manifestly  oije  way.*'  And  where  a  person  killed  himself 
while  insane  the  court  will  riot  consider  that  the  death  was  acci- 
dental because  the  insanity  was  produced  by  a  fall  received  in  an 
accident,  the  policy  providing  that  the  company  should  not  be  lia- 
ble in  case  of  a  person  dying  by  his  own  hand  sane  or  insane.**

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Nor  in  such  a  contract  will  the  court  measure  the  degrees  of  in- 
sanity.** 

§  534.  Injuries  Beceived  While  Traveling  or  While  a  Passen- 
ger by  a  Public  Conveyance. — Often  the  policy  contains  a  provi- 
sion that  it  shall  only  cover  injuries  received  while  actually  trav- 
eling in  a  public  conveyance.  In  a  recent  case  ••  the  question  in- 
volved was  whether  the  injury,  which  resulted  in  death,  was  re- 
ceived by  the  assured  while  traveling.  In  its  charge  to  the  jury 
the  court  discussed  the  principles  involved  at  length,  and  we 
give  the  following  extracts:  **Tooley,  on  the  afternoon  of  the 
25th  of  January,  took  the  Champaign  accommodation  train  at 
Chicago,  and  proceeded  to  Kankakee,  where  the  train  arrived 
shortly  after  seven  o'clock.  It  seems  the  practice  was  for  the 
train  to  stop  at  the  station,  and  then  pasfiT  on  to  the  coal  bin, 
provided  they  took  the  entire  train  beyond  Kankakee.  Accord- 
ingly, on  this  evening,  the  train  stopped  at  the  station,  and  sev- 
eral persons  left  the  cars,  Tooley  among  others.  The  train  re- 
mained at  the  station  several  minutes  and  took  in  water.  The 
bell  was  then  rung,  the  conductor  signaled  with  his  light  and 
the  train  went  on  to  take  in  coal.  There  was  a  platform  ex- 
tending from  the  station-house  alongside  of  the  railroad  track, 
toward  the  water  tank  and  coal  bin.  When  the  train  moved  on, 
Tooley,  who  was  standing  by  a  door  of  the  station-house,  started 
forward  on  this  platform  to  overtake  the  train.  When  he  reached 
the  train,  he  extended  his  hands  to  grasp  the  car  rails,  and  fell 
between  the  two  passenger  cars — ^the  train  consisting  of  an  en- 
gine, tender,  baggage  car  and  two  passenger  cars.  A  car  passed 
over  him  and  he  was  killed.  The  first  question  is,  what  was  the 
measure  of  responsibility  of  the  defendant  under  these  policies 
of  insurance  T  The  language  of  the  policies  is, '  Provided,  always, 
that  the  insurance  shall  only  extend  to  bodily  injuries,  fatal  or 
non-fatal,  as  aforesaid,  when  accidentally  received  by  the  in- 
sured while  actually  traveling  in  a  public  conveyBrice,  provided 
by  common  carriers  for  the  transporting  of  passengers  in  the 
United  States  or  the  Dominion  of  Canada,  and  in  compliance

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with  all  rules  and  regulations  of  such  carriers;  and  not  neglect- 
ing to  use  due  diligence  for  self-protection.    These  are  the  only 
conditions  material  to  be  considered  in  the  e^ramination  of  this 
case.    Tooley  must  have  been  actually  a  traveler  in  or  upon  the 
train ;  but  it  cannot  be  said  that  the  responsibility  ceased  when- 
ever he  stepped  out  of  the  car  to  alight  at  a  station,  and  that  it 
never  became  operative  again  until  his  foot  entered  the  car  to 
resume  his  journey.    That  would  be  giving  too  narrow  a  meas- 
uring to  the  clause  of  the  policy.    We  think  that  the  fair  con- 
struction of  the  liability  assumed  by  the  defendant  in  this  re- 
spect was,  that  it  included  injuries  received  by  Tooley  while 
necessarily  getting  on  or  oflf  the  train  as  a  traveler  upon  it.   Sec- 
ondly, and  it  is  a  question  of  fact  to  be  determined  by  the  jury, 
was  Tooley,  at  the  very  time  that  the  injury  was  received  by  him, 
a  traveler  on  the  train?    And  this  will  depend  upon  the  fact 
whether  his  journey  terminated  at  Kankakee.    It  is  claimed  on 
the  part  of  the  defense  that  that  was  the  termination  of  his  jour- 
ney; and,  if  so,  then  he  was  not  a  traveler  on  this  train  at  the 
time  of  the  accident    I  will  call  your  attention  to  some  of  the 
facts  having  a  bearing  on  this  question.    The  conductor  states, 
i)i  his  evidence,  that  when  he  took  up  the  tickets  of  the  passen- 
gers, Tooley 's  ticket  was  only  for  Kankakee.     That  is  a  fact 
proper  to  be  considered   by   the   jury,   in    order  to  determine 
whether  or  not  his  journey  extended  beyond  Kankakee — ^not  con- 
clusive, of  course,  because  as  a  matter  of  experience,  we  know 
that  where  men  commence  B  journey,  they  do  not  always  buy 
their  ticket  to  the  termination  of  the  journey,  and  various  cir- 
cumstances may  happen  during  the  progress  of  a  journey  which 
change  the  purpose  of  the  traveler.    He  may  start  with  the  in- 
tention of  only  proceeding  to  a  certain  point.    During  the  jour- 
ney he  may  change  his  mind  and  proceed  further  on.    There  are 
many  reasons,  to  which  it  is  unnecessary  to  call  your  attention, 
which  indicate  that  this  is  only  one  incident  having  a  bearing 
upon  the  main  fact  of  this  part  of  the  case  whether  or  not  his 
journey  terminated  at  Kankakee.    Mr.  Merwin  states  in  his  evi- 
dence— ^the  truth  of  which  is  a  question  for  the  jury — ^that,  in  a 
conversation  he  hiad  with  Tooley,  he  said  that  he  intended  or  ex- 
pected to  go  to  Mattoon,  which  was  south  of  Champaign,  where 
the  train  stopped.    The  way  that  arose  was  this :    It  was  in  rda- 
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tion  to  the  seats ;  he  wanted  two  seats  as  he  said  so  that  he  could 
sleep,  as  he  thought,  or  expected,  to  go  to  Mattoon.  Now  as 
qimlif^g  this,  perhaps,  and  to  some  extent  inconsistent  with  the 
statement  of  Merwin,  is  that  of  the  conductor.  The  conductor 
says  that  twice,  just  before  they  arrived  at  Kankakee,  he  woke 
up  Tooley,  and  told  him  that  the  next  station  was  Kankakee ;  and 
there  was  no  remark  made  by  him  intimating  in  any  way  that  he 
intended  to  go  further  than  Kankakee,  and  therefore  it  was  not 
necessary  for  him  to  be  disturbed.  It  is  for  you  to  say  how 
much  bearing  this  may  have  upon  the  question  wheth^  his 
journey  terminated  at  Kankakee,  and  how  far  it  may  affect  the 
statement  of  Merwin.  There  is' this  other  fact,  that  when  the 
train  started  at  Kankakee,  Tooley  attempted  to  get  on  it.  This 
is  claimed  to  be  conclusive  evidence  of 'his  purpose  to  proceed 
further.  It  is  for  you  to  say  what  bearing  that  may  have  upon 
this  particular  question  that  we  are  now  considering.  Then, 
again,  in  relation  to  whether  or  not  he  had  any  baggage  with  him. 
It  is  said  there  was  a  satchel  or  valise  there,  and  that  it  was  not 
found  after  his  death.  How  far  this  may  have  any  bearing  upon 
the  question  is  a  matter  to  be  determined  by  the  jury.  The  only 
light  in  which  it  is  material  this  question  should  be  considered  is, 
how  far  it  nmy  affect  the  conduct  of  Tooley  on  the  general  ques- 
tion of  negligence.  If  his  journey  ceased  at  Kankakee  then  it 
cannot  be  claimed  under  the  undisputed  facts  of  this  case,  that 
the  defendant  would  be  liable,  because,  on  the  assumption  that 
he  was  going  no  further  than  Kankakee,  in  attempting  to  get  on 
the  train  as  he  did,  it  was  at  his  own  risk.  If  he  was  going  be- 
yond Kankakee  on  the  train  then  there  are  other  considerations 
which  may  affect  the  question  of  negligence.  According  to  the 
view  which  we  take  of  the  contract  between  the  parties,  if  he 
were  a  passenger  proceeding  beyond  Kankakee  on  the  train,  he 
had  a  right  to  leave  the  car  at  Kankakee  and  return  to  it ;  that 
is  to  say,  he  had  the  right  to  get  off  the  train,  he  was  not  bound 
in  other  words,  to  remain  inside  of  the  car  all  the  time.  There 
is,  perhaps,  one  circumstance  which  I  ought  to  refer  to  in  con- 
nection with  the  question  of  the  termination  of  the  journey  at 
Kankakee,  land  it  is  this:  that  he  did  not  purchase  a  ticket  at 
Kankakee,  and  it  is  in  evidence  that  the  train  stopped  there  sev- 
eral minutes ;  and  if  you  believe  the  testimony  on  this  point,  he 
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certainly  had  ample  time  to  purchase  a  ticket  before  the  train 
started  on  to  obtain  coal.    Still,  that,  if  course,  is  not  conclusive. 
He  had  the  right,  I  suppose,  under  the  practice  and  management 
of  the  train,  to  pay  his  fare  on  the  cars.    It  is  only  a  circum- 
stance to  be  taken  into  consideration  by  the  jury.    One  of  the 
conditions  of  thiese  policies  is,  as  has  been  stated,  that  Tooley 
should  comply  with  all  the  rules  and  regulations  of  common  car- 
riers.   We  are  not  prepared  to  say  that  it  was  incumbent  on  him, 
U{ider  the  circumstances  of  the  case,  to  make  himself  acquainted 
with  all  the  rules  which  might  be  contained  upon  the  time  card. 
We  must  giv^  this  clause  of  the  policy  a  reasonable  construction- 
A  policy  was  issued,  we  suppose,  to  any  applicant.    It  is  what  is 
called  an  accident  policy,  and  we  are  to  infer  that  the  meaning 
of  this  clause  was  that  the  traveler  should  only  make-  himself 
acquainted  with  those  general  rules,  as  to  the  management  of 
the  trains,  and  the  conduct  of  railroads,  which  are  presumed  to 
be  known  to  travelers  under  these  circumstances.    For  instance, 
Tooley,  as  far  as  we  know,  was  a  stranger  on  tjds  road.    We 
cannot  say  that  when  he  went  on  the  train  he  was  obliged,  be- 
cause of  the  clause  in  the  policy,  to  examine  the  time  card  and 
ascertain  all  the  minutiae  connected  with  the  management  of 
trains,  but  only  such  rules  as  a  general  traveler  might  be  pre- 
sumed to  know  and  ought  to  know.    Any  other  construction  than 
this  would  operate  as  a  snare  upon  travelers.    To  hold  that  the 
traveler  must  become  acquainted  with  every  minute  rule  which 
mhj  be  prescribed  on  the  back  of  a  time  card,  we  think  cannot 
be  said  to  be  the  true  meaning  of  this  clause  of  the  policy.    But 
perhaps  if  he  did  not  know  the  time  the  train  stopped  at  a  par- 
ticular place,  there  might  be  a  question  whether  it  was  not  His 
duty  to  make  some  inquiry  of  the  employes  of  the  train,  the 
conductor  or  others."    Where  the  injury  was  received  in  slip- 
ping off  the  step  of  a  railway  carriage  while  stepping  out  of  it 
upon  the  arrivel  of  the  train  at  the  destination  of  the  assured, 
the  company  is  liable.*^    In  another  case,**  the  assured,  on  land- 
ing at  the  steamboat  wharf,  started  to  walk  on  a  short  distance 
from  the  steamboat  to  the  railroad  for  the  purpose  of  further 
prosecuting  her  journey  and,  while  walking,  slipped  and  feU  on

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the  sidewalk,  receiving  injuries  from  which  she  died.  There  were 
carriages  to  transport  the  passengers,  but  she  chose  to  walk. 
The  defense  was  that  the  contract  only  covered  risks  *' while 
traveling  by  public  or  private  conveyances,"  and  it  was  con- 
tended that  a  person's  legs  were  not  to  be  held  to  be  within  the 
meaning  of  the  contract.  It  was  held,  however,  that  the  risk 
covered  the  whole  journey  and  that  a  person  walking  from  the 
steambout  landing  to  the  cars  on  a  through  trip  was  construc- 
tively traveling  by  public  conveyance  from  one  end  of  it  to  the 
other.  But  where  the  assured  reached  the  railway  station  late 
at  night  and  then  started  for  a  neighboring  town  on  foot,  but 
was  murdered  while  on  the  journey,  it  was  held  that  he  could 
not  recover.®®  And  so  where  the  assured  left  he  train  to  take 
another  one  later  and  went  forward  to  speak  to  the  locomotive  en- 
gineer about  a  matter  not  relating  to  the  journey,  and  was  in- 
ured crossing  the  platform  of  a  car.^®  Where  the  risk  is  lim- 
ited to  that  of  passengers  on  the  public  conveyances  of  common 
carriers,  the  company  is  not  liable  where  the  assured  fell  from 
the  hay-loft  of  a  livery  barn  on  a  journey  taking  horses  by  rail- 
way to  market,  although  the  agent  represented  that  it  would 
cover  all  accidents  happening  to  the  assured  during  the  journey 
as  well  as  while  on  the  cars.^^  It  has  been  held,  however,  that 
a  provision  in  an  accident  insurance  policy  issued  to  and  classi- 
fyij^g  insured  as  *'a  cattle  dealer  or  broker  visiting  yards,"  re- 
stricting the  insured  to  the  occupancy  of  cars  provided  for  pas- 
sengers, is  inoperative.^^  In  another  much  criticised  case,^®  the 
assured  was  a  locomotive  engineer  and  was  killed  while  oper- 
ating his  locomotive.  The  company  sold  two  classes  of  tickets, 
one  was  known  as  *' traveler's  risk"  and  the  other  was  *•  general 
accident"  and  was  held  at  a  higher  price.  The  contract  pro- 
vided  that  death  must  be  *' caused  by  an  accident  while  travel- 
"^g  by  public  or  private  conveyance  provided  for  the  transporta- 
tion of  passengers."     It  was  conn  tended  that  a  locomotive  was

clusively to  passengers,  but  also  to  travelers,  and,  upon  a  con- 
struction of  the  contract,  it  was  held  that  death  was  caused  witTm 
the  conditions  of  the  policy  so  that  the  company  was  liable.  A 
paymaster  going  from  station  to  station  in  a  special  car  is  not  a 
passenger,  nor  is  a  pay  car  a  vehicle  for  the  transportation  of 
passengers.''* 

§  534a.  The  Same  Subject — ^Double  Indemnity. —  It  is  common 
for  the  modern  accident  insurance  policies  to  provide  for  the 
payment  of  double  indemnity  if  death  results  from  bodily  in- 
juries received  while  riding  as  a  passenger  in  or  on  a  public  con- 
veyance propelled  by  steam,  or  in  a  passenger  elevator.  In  a 
case  where  the  insured  left  the  train  on  which  he  was  traveling, 
went  to  a  newsstand,  bought  a  paper,  stood  a  moment  on  the 
platform  and  the  train  started  on  time,  and  while  the  train  was 
moving  at  a  slow  i*ate  of  speed  ran  toward  it  across  the  platform, 
attempted  to  grasp  the  handrail  of  one  car  land  missed  it,  then 
grasped  the  handrail  of  the  front  platform  on  the  last  car,  but 
failing  to  retain  his  hold,  fell  on  the  station  platform,  lunged  for- 
ward and  was  killed  by  the  car  wheels,  it  was  held  that  he  was 
not  when  injured  riding  as  a  passenger  in  or  on  a  public  convey- 
ance. The  court  said:^^  *' There  is  no  reason  why  in  dealing 
with  this  contract  we  should  depart  from  the  ordinary  rule  of 
construction,  or  why  we  should  give  any  interpretation  to  its 
words  which  are  aside  from  their  plain  meaning.''  The  clause 
does  not  cover  an  injury  to  a  passenger  who  was  standing  upon 
the  platform  of  the  car  and  who  while  so  standing  was  thrown 
therefrom  and  killed.^*  In  another  case  the  assured  was  stand- 
ing  on  the  platform,  as  the  train  approached  a  stfttion,  with  his 
valise  in  one  hand  and  his  other  hand  in  his  overcoat  pocket.    A

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sudden  lurch  of  the  train  threw  a  fellow  passenger  against  him 
and  fie  was  precipitated  to  the  ground.    It  was  held  that  while 
riding  on  the  platform  the  assured  was  not  a  passenger  in  a  pas- 
senger conveyance  using  steam."    In  a  case  in  California,"  the 
poUcy  provided  for  double  indemnity  if  the  injury  should  be  re- 
ceived  while  the  person  insured  should  be  riding  as  a  passenger 
in  any  passenger  conveyance  using  steam.    He  was  killed  while 
riding  by  invitation  of  th«  superintendent  on  the  engine  of  a  pas- 
senger train.    It  was  contended  that  the  engine  was  not  a  con- 
veyance  provided  for  the  transportation  of  passengers,  but  the 
court  held  that  the  locomotive  was  part  of  the  conveyance  pro- 
vided for' the  transportation  of  passengers.    The  court  said :    '*If 
it  had  been  intended  to  restrict  the  insured  to  any  particular  part 
of  the  conveyance,  apt  words  to  express  such  intention  could 
have  been  reradily  found  and  used."    In  another  case  in  the  Fed- 
eral Court  the  assured  met  his  death  while  on  a  steamer  in  which 
he  and  his  companions  were  being  taken  up  an  Alaska  river. 
One  man  on  the  boat  was  a  passenger  who  had  paid  his  fare, 
others  of  the  party  were  n'avigating  the  steamer  and  all  except 
the  passenger  named  were  to  pay  for  their  food  and  transporta- 
tion with  one-half  of  their  earnings  during  the  first  two  years 
in  Alaska.    It  was  held  that  the  assured  was  a  passenger  on  a 
passenger  conveyance.    Judge  Lurton  said:^®    *'That  the  Jessie 
was  not  a  public  conveyance  in  the  usual  lines  of  travel  as  a  com- 
mon carrier  of  passengers  may  be  true.    If  the  insurance  com- 
pany intended  to  limit  the  benefits  of  its  contracts  to  passen- 
gers who  travel  in  conveyances  operated  in  the  usual  lines  of 
travel  ns  common  carriers,  it  should  have  so  stipulated.     This 
it  did  not  do."    A  man  is  traveling  by  public  conveyance  who 
attempts  to  board  a  moving  omnibus.*** 

Where  the  insured  was  injured  by  the  accidental  discharge 
of  a  shotgun  while  he  was  a  passenger  upon  a  regular  passenger

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train,  it  was  held,*^  that  he  wbs  entitled  to  double  indemnity 
under  the  provision  of  the  policy  which  provided  for  double  in- 
demnity in  case  the  injury  causing  the  disability  is  sustained 
while  the  insured  is  in  or  on  a  public  conveyance  provided  by  a 
common  carrier  for  the  regular  transportation  of  passengers.  The 
court  said:  ''There  is  no  limitation  therein  to  the  effect  that  the 
accident  for  which  the  double  indemnity  is  paid  shall  be  the 
result  of  the  operation  or  construction  of  any  of  the  conveyances 
mentioned  therein.  The  policy  by  its  terms  affords  the  double 
indemnity  for  bodily  injury  caused  solely  by  external,  violent, 
or  accidental  means,  while  the  insured  is  in  or  on  a  passenger 
elevator,  or  public  conveyance  provided  by  a  common  carrier 
for  the  regular  transportation  of  passengers.  There  can  be  no 
question  that  the  loss  of  the  hand  was  sustained  while  Echols 
wias  a  passenger  in  a  public  conveyance  provided  by  a  common 
carrier  for  the  regular  transportation  of  passengers.  The  lan- 
guage of  the  policy  leaves  no  room  for  construction.  **•*  In  the 
case  last  cited  ^'  it  was  held  that  a  rig  let  by  a  transfer  com- 
pany by  the  day  to  the  public,  generally  for  picnic  parties,  to 
be  controlled  by  its  own  employes  and  carrying  only  those  in- 
vited by  the  hirer,  is  not,  although  a  company  is  as  to  other  parts 
of  its  business  a  common  carrier,  a  public  conveyance  provided 
by  a  common  carrier  for  passenger  service  within  the  meaning  of 
a  policy  insuring  against  injury  to  persons  while  passengers  in 
such  conveyance," 

The  Supreme  Court  of  California,  in  holding  that  under  an  ac- 
cident insurance  policy  of  this  kind,  providing  for  double  in- 
demnity sustained  by  the  insured  from  bodily  injury  while  in 
a  passenger  'elevator,  the  term  passenger  elevator  did  not  refer 
to  a  definite  type  of  elevator,  but  included  any  elevator  ordi- 
narily or  customarily  used  for  conveying  passengers,  though  also 
used  for  conveying  freight,'*  referred  with  approval  to  the  case

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of  Depufi  V.  Travelers  Ins.  Co.,"  in  which  it  was  said:  *'The 
disposition  of  the  courts  to  construe  accident  policies  against  the 
companies  remaina^  even  where  the  clause  under  consideration 
provides  for  double  indemnity.  But  in  that  event  it  is  ordi- 
narily presumed  that  the  parties  had  a  special  risk  in  view,  and 
the  construction  will  endeavor  to  carry  out  their  intention.  If 
the  language,  however,  is  fairly  capable  of  a  construction  favor- 
able to  the  insured,  this  will  be  given,  although  the  clause  pro- 
vides for  double  indemnity.  Thus,  in  Preferred  Acci.  Ins.  Co.  v. 
Muir,**  a  case  decided  in  this  circuit,  the  insured  was  fatally 
injured  by  being  thrown  from  the  platform  of  a  rapidly  moving 
car,  but  it  was  held  by  the  Court  of  Appeals  that  double  indem- 
nity could  be  recovered  under  a  clause  providing  therefor  if  the 
insured  should  be  injured  while  riding  as  a  passenger  in  'or  on' 
a  public  conveyance,  the  ground  for  the  decision  being  that  the 
court  was  not  at  liberty  to  say  that  when  the  stipulation  reads 
'in'  or  'on'  a  public  conveyance,  this  means  inside  a  railroad 
car.  On  the  whole,  therefore,  it  seems  to  me  that,  since  the 
question  of  double  indemnity  is  not  presented  by  the  present 
controversy,  I  am  at  liberty  to  adopt  what  appears  to  be  a  rea- 
sonable construction  of  the  language  used  by  the  policy  in  suit, 
and  to  hold  that  a  flexible  and  not  a  rigid  meaning  should  be 
attached  to  the  words  'while  in  a  passenger  elevator.'  "  Where 
the  insured  while  riding  after  business  hours  in  an  elevator  used 
for  passenger  service  during  such  business  hours  and  after- 
wards by  the  janitors  of  the  building  for  their  purposes,  was  in- 
jured, it  was  held  thatJie  was  entitled  to  double  indemnity  only 
in  case  he  had  an  arrangement  for  the  use  of  the  elevator  for 
passenger  service  after  business  hours.  The  general  method  of 
construction  of  an  elevator  determines  its  character  as  a  freight 
or  passenger  elevator.^'' 

A  caboose  is  not  used  for  passenger  service  where  the  insured 
was  on  a  train  in  charge  of  cattle.**    An  accident  policy  was

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issued  naming  the  mother  of  the  insured  as  beneficiary,  insuring 
against  death  resulting  from  injuries  sustained  ''while  a  pas- 
senger in  or  on  a  public  conveyance  provided  by  a  common  car- 
rier for  passenger  service  (including  the  platform,  steps,  or  run- 
ning-board of  railway  or  street  railway  cars)/*  Attached  thereto 
was  a  supplementAry  policy  covering  the  life  of  the  mother,  nam- 
ing the  insured  in  the  original  policy  as  beneficiary  and  insuring 
against  accidents  ''while  riding  as  a  passenger  in  a  railway  pas- 
senger car,  or  vessel.'*  The  mother  while  riding  on  a  train,  the 
cars  of  which  had  unenclosed  platforms  connected  by  sheet  iron 
folding  bridge,  fell,  or  was  thrown,  from  the  platform  while 
passing  from  one  car  to  another,  the  train  being  in  motion.  It 
was  held  by  the  Missouri  Court  of  Appeals  under  these  circum- 
stances that  while  the  original  policy  granted  permission  to  ride 
on  a  platform  it  did  not  cover  an  injury  to  the  mother  except 
while  in  the  passenger  car  and  she  was  not  injured  while  inside 
a  passenger  car.**  One  injured  while  on  the  steps  of  her  house 
by  a  shot  fired  from  a  passing  street  railroad  car,  cannot  recover 
for  injuries  sustained  as  a  passenger.*^  A  railway  mail  clerk 
killed  while  riding  in  a  mail  car  in  the  performance  of  his  duties 
is  not  a  passenger.*^  Death  in  a  steamboat  accident  is  a  result 
of  injuries  sustained  by  riding  as  a  passenger  in  a  public  con- 
veyance.**  Although  the  policy  does  not  cover  death  sustained 
while  riding  on  a  locomotive  if  it  did  cover  the  insured  as  a  con- 
tractor, whose  duty  it  was  at  times  in  the  performance  of  his 
duties  to  ride  upon  a  locomotive  and  if  he  was  injured  while 
riding  on  a  locomotive  in  the  ordinary  conduct  of  his  business, 
the  company  is  liable.*'  A  passenger  elevator  is  one  used  for  pas- 
sengers although  also  for  freight,  and  the  insured  is  liable  for 
double  indemnity  for  an  injury  sustained  on  a  moving  elevator 
under  the  conditions  of  the  policy,**  and  the  insured  was  injured 
in  an  elevator  although  his  body  WBS  not  wholly  within  the  ele-

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vator  at  the  time,*'^  A  person  who  starts  to  enter  a  street  car, 
which  was  standing  still  with  its  doors  open  for  the  admission 
of  passengers,  with  the  intent  to  ride  thereon  was  a  passenger, 
giving  the  word  passenger  in  a  policy  the  -ordinary  accepted 
meaning  notwithstanding  those  in  churge  of  the  car  closed  the 
door  before  he  had  fully  entered  the  car.  In  such  a  case  the  Su- 
preme Court  of  Missouri  has  said:  *•  **If,  as  a  fact,  the  car  was 
standing  still,  with  its  door  open  for  the  admission  of  passen- 
gers, and  whilst  it  was  so  standing  the  deceased  started  to  enter 
the  same,  with  the  intent  to  ride  thereon  as  a  passenger,  he  was 
a  passenger  within  the  eyes  of  the  law,  although  the  employe  of 
the  railway  closed  the  door  upon  him  before  he  had  fully  entered 
such  car.  The  stopping  of  the  car  and  the  opening  of  the  door 
was  an  invitation  by  the  company  to  deceased  to  become  a  pas- 
senger, and  when  he  (if  he  did)  attempted  to  board  such  car 
whilst  it  was  yet  standing  with  door  ajar,  for  the  purpose  of  rid- 
ing thereon,  he  at  that  moment  became  a  passenger. ' ' 

Where  the  insured  was  a  passenger  on  a  street  car,  and  when 
he  went  to  get  off  the  car,  an  automobile  was  coming,  so  he 
stepped  back  on  the  car  again  and  reached  to  get  hold  of  the 
handrail  when  the  car  threw  him  right  around  the  other  way  and 
he  was  injured,  the  policy  provided  for  double  indemnity  if  in- 
juries were  sustained  while  a  passenger  upon  a  public  convey- 
ance. It  was  held  that  insured  was  entitled  to  double  indemnity, 
as  he  had  not  safely  alighted  from  the  car  when  he  was  injured." 

§  535.  Injuries  Received  While  Entering  or  Leaving  a  Mov- 
ing Conveyance. — The  contract  often  provides  that  the  indem- 
nity shall  not  upply  when  the  injured  is  received  in  entering  or 
leaving  a  moving  conveyance  or  jumping  off  the  cars.  In  con- 
struing a  contract  of  this  kind  it  has  been  held,"  that  the  jump- 
ing on  the  cars  is  excused  if  the  means  of  injury  was  not  the  re-

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suit  of  design.    It  was  held  that  the  contract  only  made  jump- 
ing on  the  cars  a  prohibited  act  when  it  was  intended  thereby 
to  incur  injury.    Where  the  insured  was  injured  while  attempt- 
ing to  jump  on  a  caboose  the  company  under  a  condition  of  this 
kind  was  held  not  liable.**    So  when  the  assured  was  injured  by 
a  sudden  start  just  before  he  stepped  on  the  step  of  the  car.^** 
If  the  evidence  is  not  clear  as  to  how  the  injury  occurred  the 
question  is  for  the  jury.^*^    If,  however,  the  insured  is  injured 
while  entering  the  car  when  not  moving,  by  a  sudden  and  un- 
expected moving  of  the  train,  the  company  is  liable  although  the 
insured  did  not  at  once  relax  his  hold  on  the  railing,  but  was 
carried  for  about  two  blocks  before  he  fell.^**   A  baggage  checker 
is  a  railroad  employe  within  the  meaning  of  an  exception  which 
forbids  the  assured  entering  or  leaving  a  moving  conveyance,  rail- 
road employes  excepted.^®*    In  a  contract  where  the  condition  j 
was  that  the  insurance  should  not  cover  when  accident,  death  or            \ 
injury  resulted  for  **  entering  or  trying  to  enter  or  leaving  a 
moving  steam  vehicle  (this  clause  does  not  affect  railway  em- 
ployes)," the  insured,  a  banker,  was  killed  while  attempting  to 
get  on  a  moving  railway  train:  the  court  held,^**  that  the  com- 
pany was  not  liable  and  said:    '^The  assured  was  not  a  railway 
conductor  or  employe,  with  the  skill,  judgment,  and  experience           ; 
which  one  in  that  occupation  may  be  presumed  to  have  acquired 
and  which  might  enable  him  to  get  upon  a  moving  train  with           ; 
safety,  when  one  unaccustomed  to  such  things  might  incur  great           ♦ 
danger  in  doing  so.    The  construction  which  the  appellants  would           j 
have  us  put  upon  this  provision  would  render  of  no  effect  the  ; 
more  plain  condition  of  this  contract,  that  'this  insurance  does           j 
not  cover  accident,  nor  death  or  injury  resulting    .    .    .    from  |

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•  .  .  entering,  or  trying  to  enter,  or  leaving  a  moving  steam 
vehicle.'  Only  as  to  'railway  employes'  is  this  condition  inap- 
plicable. The  effect  of  this  condition  is  to  wholly  exclude  from 
the  contract  of  insurance  risks  of  that  kind,  e:^cept  as  to  rail- 
road employes.  That  risk  the  assured  voluntarily  subjected  him- 
self to,  being  still  a  banker,  and  attempting  to  get  upon  the  train 
as  a  passenger.  He  was  not  a  railway  employe.  Under  this  con- 
dition and  upon  the  facts  shown,  there  could  be  no  recovery." 
In  a  somewhat  similar  case,^^^  the  assured,  a  shop  hand  of  a  rail- 
way company,  while  being  carried  homeward  from  the  shop  at 
the  close  of  the  day's  work  upon  one  of  the  company's  trains, 
went  out  upon  the  platform,  intending  to  get  off,  when  the  train 
should  stop,  for  the  purpose  of  crossing  over  by  a  switch  to  an- 
other track,  and  was  thrown  off  and  killed.  In  holding  the  com- 
pany not  liable  the  court  said:  "The  case  upon  its  face,  con- 
clusively shows  that  the  conduct  of  the  assured,  to  which  the 
accident  must  be  directly  attributed,  was  such  as,  by  the  express 
and  unambiguous  terms  of  the  contract,  exempted  the  defendant 
from  liability.  The  case  is  not  controlled  by  the  general  prin- 
ciples of  the  law  of  negligence,  but  by  the  clear,  express  terms 
of  the  contract  upon  which  the  action  is  brought.  The  conduct 
of  the  deceased  was  within  the  agreement  that,  'standing,  being 
or  riding  upon  the  platform  of  moving  railway  coaches^  ...  or 
entering,  or  attempting  to  enter  or  leave  any. public  conveyance 
using  steam  as  a  motive  power  while  the  same  is  in  motion  .  .  . 
are  hazards  not  contemplated  or  covered  by  this  certificate  and 
no  sum  shall  be  paid,'  etc.  Whether  the  deceased  went  upon 
the  platform  with  the  intention  of  getting  off  at  once,  before  the 
train  should  stop,  or  of  remaining  upon  the  platform  until  the 
train  should  stop,  the  case  was  unquestionably  within  the  pre- 
scribed conditions  which  exempted  the  insurer  from  responsi- 
bility. It  was  a  voluntary  act  not  prompted  by  sudden  emer- 
gency or  necessity.  It  may  be  that  the  stop  at  the  switch  wias  to 
be  for  so  short  a  time  that  the  assured  could  not,  while  the  train 
remained  motionless,  go  out  upon  the  platform  and  get  off. 
However  that  may  have  been  the  contract  did  not  allow  him  to 
do  as  he  did  at  the  risk  of  the  insurer ;  and  he  should,  if  neces- 
sary, have  remained  on  the  train,  until  it  came  to  the  depot.    The

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distinct  terms  of  the  contract  cannot  be  made  to  yield,  or  cease 
to  be  operative,  from  considerations  of  mere  convenience  to  the 
assured."  But  this  opinion  is  somewhat  in  conflict  with  that  of 
the  principles  l^iid  down  by  the  Supreme  Court  of  Appeals  of 
West  Virginia,*®*^  where  an  employe,  after  he  had  quit  work  for 
the  day,  was  killed  on  his  way  home  in  crossing  the  railway 
tracks.  The  court  held  that  he  was  in  the  discharge  of  duty  in 
the  service  of  the  railway  company  at  the  time  although  he  had 
finished  work  for  the  day  and  was  returning  to  his  home,  and 
said:  'He  is  killed  while  performing  the  indispensable  act  of  go- 
ing from  his  work  at  the  day's  close  to  his  home  before  yet  he 
had  gotten  for  the  railroad  tracks  and  from  among  -the  cars 
and  out  of  the  field  of  the  transaction  of  the  company's  business. 
Was  he  not,  while  passing  over  the  railroad  tracks  in  going  to 
and  returning  from  his  home  in  the  course  of  his  labors,  as  much 
in  discharge  of  his  duties  and  in  the  service  of  the  company  as 
when  he  had  the  tools  with  which  he  worked  in  his  hands,  for 
the  purpose  of  the  question  in  hand?" 

The  insured  cannot  recover  if  injured  while  attempting  to 
board  a  moving  car.^^^  Where  the  policy  provided  for  a  double 
indemnity  against  accidents  to  the  insured  while  riding  as  a  pas- 
senger, but  a  single  indemnity  only  while  *' getting  on  or  off," 
and  the  insured  while  riding  on  a  trolley  car  in  danger  of  a  col- 
lision jumped  off  and  was  injured,  it  was  held  that  the  company 
was  only  liable  for  a  single  indemnity.^®*  Where  the  insured  left 
a  train  to  buy  a  newspaper  and  when  the  train  started  ran  toward 
it,  missed  the  handrail,  fell  and  was  killed,  it  was  held  that  he 
was  not  riding  as  a  passenger  in  or  on  a  public  conveyance  at 
the  time  of  the  injury.^^*  Stepping  from  a  moving  train,  how- 
ever, irrespective  of  the  speed  at  which  it  is  moving,  is  not  as  a 
matter  of  law  an  obvious  danger.^^®

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§  536.  Injuries  Seceived  While  Violating  a  Bnle  of  the  Com- 
pany.— ^In  a  recent  case/^^  the  court  discussed  the  meaning  of  a 
provision  in  the  contract,  that  the  company  would  not  be  liable 
if  the  injury  was  received  while  violating  *'a  rule  of  a  corpora- 
tion," and  said:  "As  to  the  condition  exempting  defendant  from 
liabilty  in  case  of  death  from  violating  a  rule  of  a  corporation  it 
is  said  that  deceased  was  forbidden  to  ride  on  the  platform  by  a 
rule  of  the  railroad  company,  which  was  inscribed  on  a  metal 
plate  on  the  door  of  the  car.  Whether  this  can  be  taken  to  be  a 
rule  of  a  corporation,  or  what  shall  be  a  rule  of  a  railroad  cor- 
poration within  the  meaning  of  the  condition,  is  not  very  clear. 
By  another  condition  some  limitations  are  imposed  upon  policy- 
holders traveling  by  rail  as  follows :    *  Entering  or  trying  to  enter 

.  or  leave  a  moving  conveyance  using  steam  as  a  motive  power ; 
walking  or  being  on  a  railway  bridge  or  roadbed. '  Having  thus 
defined  the  acts  which  must  be  avoided  by  policyholders  in 
traveling  on  cars,  I  doubt  very  much  whether  another  can  be 
added  imder  the  general  designation  of  a  *rule  of  a  corporation.' 
If,  however,  it  shall  be  conceded  that  the  railroad  company  had 
at  some  time  prior  to  the  death  of  Marx  adopted  a  rule  forbid- 
ding passengers  to  ride  on  the  platform  of  a  car,  and  that  such 
rule  was  within  the  general  condition  of  the  policy  referring  to 
rules  of  a  corporation,  it'  was  not  then  of  force.    The  testimony 

'  of  the  trainmen  was  to  the  effect  that  it  was  not  at  all  observed. 
All  passengers  on  the  road  who  were  so  inclined,  and  often  by  the 
invitation  of  the  trainmen,  rode  on  the  platform  of  the  cars  as 
freely  and  as  commonly  as  elsewhere.  Under  such  circumstances 
it  cannot  be  said  that  there  was  any  rule  of  the  railroad  com- 
pany as  to  riding  on  the  platform.  The  cases  cited  to  show  that 
the  consent  of  a  conductor  of  a  train  or  others  in  authority  shall 
not  be  effectual  to  set  aside  such  a  rule,  in  so  far  as  it  may  affect 
the  liability  of  the  railroad  company  for  any  injuries  received 
while  in  that  position,  are  not  controlling.  An  insurance  com- 
pany offering  in<femnity  for  injury  or  death  in  case  of  accident, 
as  to  its  policy-holders,  is  not  at  all  in  the  position  of  a  carrier 
for  hire  to  its  passengers.  The  latter  is  engaged  in  a  special 
service  of  peculiar  danger,  as  to  which  some  rules  of  conduct  on 
the  part  of  its  patrons  are  highly  necessary.     The  former  as-

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sumes  a  guardmnship  of  its  patrons  in  respect  to  the  casualties 
of  life  which  beset  men  everywhere,  and  as  to  which  it  is  not 
practicable  to  impose  limitations  which  shall  be  constantly  borne 
in  mind  by  the  assured.    Will  any  one  say  that  on  sea  and  land, 
at  home  and  abroad,  a  policy-holder  must  constantly  consider 
whether  he  is  within  all  the  rules  of  all  the  corporations,  public 
and  private,  which  he  may  in  any  way  encounter?    Whatever 
the  answer  may  be  to  any  such  question,  it  is  plain  enough  that 
a  rule  of  a  corporation,  within  the  meaning  of  this  policy,  must 
be  one  which  is  known  to  the  policy-holder,  and  of  force  at  the 
time  of  the  alleged  violation."    As  a  general  rule  injuries  re- 
ceived whiel  riding  on  the  platform  of  a  railway  car  are  not 
covered  by  the  policy.^^^    The  exception  does  not  extend  to  a 
mere  temporary  occupation  of  the  platform  as  where  a  passen- . 
ger  suddenly  taken  ill  going  out  on  the  platform  to  vomit,  after 
he  had  tried  the  closet  door  and  found  it  locked.^^'    Nor  to  a 
temporary  being  on  the  plaftorm  of  a  vestibuled  car.***    A  dis- 
tinction is  made  in  regard  to  a  construction  of  the  proviso,  that 
the  injury  shall  not  be  received  while  violating  a  rule  of  the  com- 
pany, between  employes  and  passengers.    Where  the  insured  was 
a  railway  switchman  and  was  killed  while  getting  off  of  a  mov- 
ing engine,  the  court  held,*"  that  the  company  was  not  liable, 
because  the  insured  was  not  in  the  exercise  of  due  care  and  dili- 
gence, because  violating  a  rule  of  the  company.    After  referring 
to  the  doctrine  of  the  courts  of  that  State,  that  in  actions  by 
employes  against  railroad  companies  sounding  in  damages  for 
personal  injuries,  the  plaintiff  is  not  chargeable  with  negligence 
upon  the.  mere  fact  that  his  conduct  at  the  time  of  the  infliction 
of  the  injury  and  contributing  to  it  was  violative  of  a  rule  of 
the  employer,  unless  knowledge  of  the  rule  is  brought  home  to 
him,  the  court  said:    '*This  rule  does  not  obtain  between  pas- 
sengers and  common  carriers,  because,  in  a  measure,  of  the  ab-

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sence  of  this  element  of  duty,  and  probably  also  of  the  imprac- 
ticability of  instructing  each  passenger  as  to  the  roles  made  for 
his  observance  while  the  relation  exists ;  and  the  passenger  i^ust 
therefore  acquaint  himself  with  these  rules  and  comply  with 
them,  or  fail  therein  at  his  own  peril.  This  principle,  in  our 
opinion,  obtains  between  the  insurer  and  the  insured  in  a  case 
like  this,  where  the  insurance  is  effected  with  reference  to  a  par- 
ticular employment,  and  the  policy  contains  a  stipulation  that  it 
shall  not  cover  any  injury  resulting  from  the  violation  of  the 
rules  of  the  employer.  The  insurer  can  not  know  the  rules  which 
the  employer  has  adopted  for  the  government  of  the  employe — ^it 
may  be,  indeed,  that  the  insurer  does  not  know  who  the  employer 
is — and  there  can  be  no  duty  resting  on  the  insurance  company 
to  instruct  the  insured  as  to  the  rules  of  the  service  in  which 
he  is  engaged.  On  the  other  hand,  it  is  not  only  entirely  prac- 
ticable for  the  employe  to  inform  himself  in  this  respect,  but  it 
is  certainly,  as  between  him  and  the  insurer,  his  duty  to  do  so. 
He  undertakes  to  conform  to  rules  made  for  his  protection,  the 
terms  of  which  the  insurer  is  not  and  cannot  be  advised  of,  but 
which  he  can  and  should  acquaint  himself  with,  as  a  condition 
to  availing  himself  of  the  benefits  of  the  policy,  and  he  must  be 
held  to  have  discharged  this  duty,  and  to  have  informed  himself 
of  their  existence  and  terms,  so  that  when  he  is  injured,  in  con- 
sequence of  conduct  violative  of  an  existing  rule  applicable  to 
him  and  the  service  he  is  rendering,  it  is  wholly  immaterial 
whether,  in  point  of  fact,  he  knew  of  the  rule  or  not.''  If  the 
alleged  yiolation  of  rules  is  crossing  the  tracks,  it  may  be  shown 
that  there  was  a  custom  of  crossing  the  tracks  at  the  place  where 
the  injury  occurred  in  order  to  reach  the  station.^** 

(  537.    Injuries  Seceived  While  WaUdng  or  Being  on  a  Bail- 


way  Track  or  Boadbed. — ^Where  the  policy  excepts  the  hazard 
"of  standing  or  walking  on  the  roadbed  or  bridge  of  any  rail- 
way,'* this  does  not  include  t^e  mere  crossing  of  tracks.  To 
stand  or  to  walk  on  a  railroad  implies  some  sensible  duration 
of  the  act  and  does  not  describe  the  mere  crossing  made  for 
justifiable  purposes,  such  as  reaching  the  station.    Common  lan-

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guage  distinguishes  between  standing,  wtilking  and  crossing,*" 
Nor  to  being  on  the  track  at  a  public  crossing.^^*  Nor,  going  on 
the  track  to  board  a  train.^^^  But  the  insured  is  not  exempted 
because  his  duties  as  coal  salesman  require  him  to  go  on  railway 
tracks.^ 2<^  The  word,  "roadbed,"  does  not  include  the  ends  of 
ties  of  unusual  length ;  ^^^  nor  a  space  of  ten  feet  between  the 
tracks.^^^  The  condition  is  valid  and  it  is  immaterial  that  the 
place  had  been  used  as  a  pathway  without  objection  from  the 
railway  company.^*'  Walking  between  the  tracks  is  being  on 
the  roadbed  of  a  railway.^^*  So  also  where  it  was  provided  by 
the  contract  that  no  claim  should  be  made  under  the  policy  if 
the  injury  was  received  while  *' standing,  riding  or  being  upon 
the  platform  of  moving  railway  coaches"  and  the  insured  met 
his  death  by  falling  from  the  platform  of  one  of  the  cars  of  a 
railroad  company  while  riding  on  the  platform  or  while  passing 
from  one  car  to  another,  it  was  held  that  the  clause  of  the  policy 
included  death  while  riding  on  the  platform  but  not  while  pass- 
ing from  one  car  to  another,  and  that  passing  from  one  car  to 
another  was  exposure  to  linnecessary  danger  avoiding  the  insrur- 
ance.^^^  And  where  one,  running  rapidly  toward  an  approach- 
ing train  for  the  purpose  of  getting  {he  mail  bags,  stumbled  Bs 
he  neared  the  track  and  fell  against  the  engine,  it  was  held,*** 
that  the  injury  cannot  be  construed  as  the  result  of  *' walking  or 
being  on  a  railway  track."  So  where  the  insured  was  traveling 
by  rail  and  the  train  stopped  on  the  bride  across  the  Ohio  river 
by  reason  of  the  draw  part  of  the  bridge  being  open  and  he  went

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to  the  front  platform  of  the  coach  in  which  he  was  riding  and 
stepped  off  and  through  a  hole  in  the  floor  of  the  bridge,  caus- 
ing his  death.  This  hole  was  about  three  feet  wide  and  four 
feet  long,  caused  by  the  removal  of  some  planks  during  the  mak- 
ing of  repairs.  It  was  held  that  this  was  not  **  walking  or  being 
on  the  roadbed  or  bridge  of  a  railway, "^^"^  the  court  said:  *'He 
certainly  was  not  walking  on  the  roadbed  or  bridge ;  and,  strictly 
speaking,  it  is  doubtful  whether  he  was  being  on  either.  The 
evidence  indicates  that,  without  touching  either,  he  probably 
passed  directly  from  the  steps  of  the  car  through  the  hole  in  the 
bridge.  We  will  not,  however,  put  the  case  on  the  narrow 
ground  that  he  did  not  come  in  contact  with  either  roadbed  or 
bridge.  The  language  of  the  exception  clearly  implies  two 
thoughts:  one,  that  the  insured  must  not  be  on  the  roadbed  or 
bridge  for  any  length  of  time ;  the  other,  that  the  prohibition  is 
not  to  guard  against  injury  resulting  from  a  defective  roadbed  or 
defective  railway  bridge,  but' against  the  danger  of  injury  from 
trains  passing  thereon.  If  the  design  was  to  ap{)ly  the  language 
to  bridges  defectively  constructed  or  out  of  repair,  it  would  not 
have  been  restricted  to  railway  bridges.  It  would  have  included 
all  bridges,  both  foot  and  wagon.  The  purpose  is  not  to  avoid 
liability  for  injuries  resulting  from  being  on  bridges  unsafe  in 
themselves.  The  manifest  intent  is  -to  exempt  from  responsi- 
bility for  damages  caused  by  collision  with  trains  moving  thereon. 
The  present  is  not  like  a  case  between  a  passenger  and  a  railway 
company,  in  which  the  company  may  be  exempt  from  liability  for 
damages  arising  from  negligence  of  the  passenger  not  voluntary." 

§  538.  The  Same  Subject  Continued.— The  provision  in  acci- 
dent insurance  policies  exempting  the  company  from  liability  in 
case  of  injury  of  the  insured  while  standing,  or  walking,  on  the 
roadb^dy  or  bridge,  or  right  of  way,  of  any  railway,  must  have 
a  reasonable  construction.  It  was  held  that  such  condition  does 
not  exempt  the  insurer  from  liability  where  the  insured  is  neces- 
sarily on  the  roadbed  in  attempting  to  enter  a  train.^^^  The 
words  ''right  of  way"  in  such  a  policy  mean  the  way,  or  track, 
upon  which  the  trains  travel  and  not  the  entire  width  of  the

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ground  of  the  railroad  companies.^^*  So  where  a  traveling  sales- 
man for  a  coal  company  was  injured  by  being  struck  while  on 
the  roadbed  by  a  train  approaching  a  station.  He  was,  when 
struck,  on  his  way  to  take  the  train,  and  was  between  the  rails 
and  the  statipn  yard  where  passengers  generally  stand  to  take 
the  train  at  that  station.  The  court  held  that  he  was  not  with- 
out the  exception  merely  because  the  duties  of  his  occupation 
made  it  necessary  that  he  should  go  upon  the  beds  of  railroads, 
and  that  the  insurance  was  suspended  during  the  time  that  the 
insured  was  upon  the  tracks.^'*  A  switchman  killed  while  going 
back  to  close  a  switch  is  injured  in  the  line  of  his  duty  and  the 
exception  does  not  apply.^'^  So  where  a  contractor  with  travel- 
ing duties,  whose  duty  it  was  to  be  on  the  railroad  track  )at 
times.^'^  The  space  between  the  tracks  of  a  double  track  rail- 
road which  are  so  close  together  that  the  distance  between  the 
trains  passing  thereon  would  be  only  four  feet,  is  a  roadbed 
within  the  meaning  of  that  term  inr  an  accident  policy.^**  On  B 
subsequent  appeal  of  the  same  case  it  was  held  that  the  excep- 
tion of  liabiitly  when  assured  is  on  a  railroad  track  only  in- 
cludes that  part  of  the  roadbed  which  is  not  also  a  p'art  of  the 
highway.^'*  A  platform  at  a  railway  depot  used  by  the  public 
for  the  purpose  of  going  to  and  from  trains,  and  without  ob- 
jection for  the  purpose  of  .traveling  from  one  street  to  another, 
is  a  public  highway  within  the  meaning  of  an  accident  policy 
covering  injuries  received  while  wialking  on  a  public  highway."* 

§  539.  Unlawful  Act— Violation  of  Law.— We  have  already 
considered  ^"  the  condition,  contained  in  life  insurance  policies,

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that  the  company  shall  not  be  liable  in  case  of  death  of  the  in- 
sured caused  by  an  unlawful  act,  or  if  he  shall  die  while  engaged 
in  violation  of  law.  The  same  principles  are  applicable  to  acci- 
dent insurance  policies  which  are  conditioned  not  to  cover  death 
or  injuries  received  because  of  violation  of  law,  or  while  engaged 
in  an  unlawful  act.  Where  the  policy  contained  a  condition  that 
the  company  would  not  be  liable  for  a  death  by  accident  caused 
by  violation  of  law  it  was  held  by  the  Supreme  Court  of  the 
United  States,^*^  that  a  recovery  cannot  be  had,  in  a  State  where 
horse-racing  is  a  misdemeanor,  for  a  death  by  accident  which 
occurred  to  the  insured  while  engaged  in  a  horse  race.  In  this 
case  the  plaintiff  ^^s  husband  was  killed  suddenly  immedititely 
after  jumping  from  a  sulky  in  which  he  w^as  driving  in  a  match 
race  on  the  event  of  which  a  considerable  sum  of  money  was 
wagered.  The  court  says:  '*The  company  in  protecting  them- 
selves against  accident  of  death  caused  by  u  violation  of  law, 
acted  upon  a  wise  and  prudent  estimate  of  the  dangers  to  the 
person  generally  connected  with  such  violations.-  And  in  the 
class  of  cases  under  consideration  we  have  no  question  that  the 
sum  of  money  often  at  stake  stimulates  to  further  acts  of  care- 
lessness in  the  way  of  violence,  fraud  and  a  disregard  of  the 
rules  of  fair  racing,  which  increase  largely  the  dangers  always 
attendant  on  that  sport.  The  class  of  men  who  collect  on  such 
occasions,  Ttnd  who  often  become  the  leading  parties  in  the  con- 
duct' of  the  affair  when  large  sums  of  money  are  wagered,  have 
led  to  its  denunciation  by  many  wise  and  thoughtful  people,  and 
very  surely  adds  to  the  risk  of  personal  injury  to  the  rider  or 
driver.  It  was  against  this  general  species  of  danger  attending 
nearly  all  infractions  of  the  law,  that  the  company  sought  to 
protect  itself  by  the  clause  of  the  policy  in  question,  and  of  this 
class  "w^s  the  reckless  driving  of  Gilmore.  If  his  intentions  were 
as  bad  as  the  instructions  imply,  they  did  not  take  the  case  out 
of  the  protection  of  the  clause.  If  Seaver  had  died  the  moment 
he  was  tbrown  from  the  sulky  his  death  would  have  been  caused 
by  a  violation  of  the  law,  though  Gilmore  moj  have  disregarded 
the  rules  of  the  courts,  and  may  have  intentionally  sought  to  run 
Seaver  off  the  track."    Where  the  statutes  of  the  State  forbade

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hunting  oh  Sunday  except  from  necessity  or  charity,  and  the  in- 
sured was  walking  from  one  town  to  another  on  that  day  for 
the  purpose  of  hunting,  it  was  held,^**  th'at  no  recovery  could  be 
had  for  an  injury  occasioned  by  the  insured  slipping  on  frozen 
ground  while  returning  home  from  hunting,  the  i)olicy  providing 
that  it  should  not  apply  where  a  violation  of  law  was  the  act, 
cause  or  condition  producing  the  injury  either  wholly  or  in  part. 
In  this  case  the  court  says:  '*In  going  from  Burlington  to  Col- 
chester and  back,  a  distance  of  twelve  or  fourteen  miles,  to  virit 
Coates  for  pleasure,  or  to  hunt,  the  plaintiff  was  clearly  vio- 
lating the  provisions  of  R.  L.  Sec.  4315,  prohibiting  travel  on 
Sunday.  Every  step  he  took  in  making  that  trip  was  in  and  of 
itself  a  violation  of  law.  In  taking  one  of  those  steps  he  slipped 
and  was  injured.  We  think  it  would  savor  too  strongly  of  hair- 
splitting refinement  to  h^ld  that  the  injury  was  not  directly 
caused  by  the  violation  of  the  law  in  traveling.  But,  in  this 
view  of  the  case,  the  exception  in  the  policy  exempts  the  defend- 
ant from  liability  whether  the  traveling  is  held  to  be  the  cause, 
or  only  a  condition,  producing  injury,  or  influencing  it  directly 
or  indirectly.  The  liability  to  accident  must  be  greatly  enhanced 
in  the  case  of  a  person  who,  like  the  plaintiff,  engages  in  hunt- 
ing or  traveling  about  the  country  on  Sunday,  in  open  violation 
of  law,  as  compared  with  one  who  observes  the  law.  The  defend- 
ant had  a  right  to  say  that  it  would  not  assume  such  increased 
risk. ' '  But  the  condition  does  not  apply  where  the  insured,  after 
hunting  on  Sunday  and  while  at  a  friend's  house,  was  injured 
in  slipping  on  the  ice.^^'  It  doei^^  apply  where  the  insured,  after 
riding  on  a  bicycle  to  a  funeral  on  Sunday,  took  a  circuitous 
route  home  for  pleasure  and  was  injured.^**  But  one  who  has 
started  to  hunt  prairie  chickens  during  the  closed  season  has  not 
thereby  violated  the  law.^*^  Nor  one  who  is  injured  after  leav- 
ing a  bawdy  house  though  carrying  a  concealed  weapon.***    The

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condition  does  not  apply  if  the  act  did  not  increase  the  risk.^" 
In  another  case,^**  the  policy  stipulated  that  the  insurance  should 
not  extend  to  injuries  received  while  engaged  in  or  in  conse- 
quence of  any  unlawful  act,  and  it  was  held  that  the  fact  that  the 
assured  was  killed  while  living  in  a  state  of  fornication  with  his 
mistress  does  not  prevent  a  recovery,  where  it  does  not  appear 
that  the  infliction  of  injury  is  a  natural  and  necessary  conse- 
quence of  the  unlawful  association,  as  its  probable  and  to  be 
anticipated  result.  The  court  s^id:  ''If  it  were  true  that  such 
association  per  se  was  an  unlawful  act,  it  would  not  follow  that 
plaintiff  could  not  recover.  In  order  to  defeat  a  recovery,  be- 
cause of  such  provision,  there  must  appear  a  connecting  link  be- 
tween the  unlawful  act  and  the  death.  It  is  not  sufficient  that 
there  was  an  unlawful  act  committed  by  the  assured,  and  that 
death  occurred  during  the  time  he  was  engaged  in  its  commis- 
sion. There  must  be  some  causative  connection  between  the  act 
which  constituted  a  violation  of  the  law  and  the  death  of  the  in- 
sured.^ *^  Illustrating,  it  is  aptly  said  in  the  same  case :  'Suppose 
a  man  violates  the  law  against  profanity  and  is  shot  while  so 
doing,  should  that  absolve  the  company  from  liability?' ^**  Nu- 
merous illustration  of  similar  character  might  be  presented  in 
which  the  act,  however  unlawful,  has  no  relation  to  the  death 
as  its  cause  or  contributory  element,  but  they  need  not  be  multi- 
plied. There  is  no  pretense  that  the  death  was  caused  directly 
by  any  such  unlawful  act  of  deceased,  or  resulted  as  a  natural 
consequence  thereof.  Nor  does  it  appear  from  the  evidence  that 
he  was  engaged  in  any  act  from  v^^ch  danger,  much  less  death, 
might  have  been  expected.  The  provision  of  the  policy  exclud- 
ing liability  for  injury  received  by  the  insured  while  committing 
an  unlawful  act  refers  to  such  injuries  as  may  happen  as  the 
necessary  or  natural  consequences  of  the  act — ^as  its  probable

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and  to  be  anticipated  consequences ;  and  the  reference  to  injuries 
received  in  consequence  of  any  unlawful  act  is  to  those  injuries 
which  arise  out  of,  or  flow  naturally  from  the  act  committed,  as 
its  effect  or  resulting  consequence.    Attempts  to  murder  a  par- 
ticular indiyidual,  in  which  lawful  resistance  or  consequent  pun- 
ishment may  cause  or  occasion  death ;  attempts  to  murder  or  in- 
jure or  rob  the  wife  or  child  or  parent  of  another,  in  which  in- 
jury might  be  expected  from  defense  of  that  other;  submitting 
to  an  operation  for  abortion;  engaging  in  a  horse-race  where 
horse-racing  is  unlawful,  and  where  the  injury  results  during  the 
race  or  in  the  effort  to  stop  one  of  the  horses  in  its  progress; 
and  the  like  are  acts  falling  within  terms  of  the  policy,  and  illus- 
trate what  is  meant  by  'injuries  received  while  insured  was  en- 
gaged in  or  in  consequence  of  an  unlawful  act.***^    The  law  we 
hold  is  properly  and  well  settled  that  such  provision  does  not  ex- 
tend to  exempt  the  insurer  from  liability  because  of  the  infraction 
by  the  insured  of  law  when  the  act  has  no  connection  with  the 
injury,  or  when  the  act  is  in  violation  of  some  obligation  of 
morality  or  rule  of  policy,  not  recognized  or  adopted  as  law.    It 
has  been  held,  too,  that  the  unlawful  act  committed  must  be 
criminal  and  not  a  mere  violation  of  a  civil  right  or  infraction 
of  a  law  not  criminal.^**    The  contrary  has  been  held,  so  far  as 
it  relates  to  the  violation  of  a  positive  rule  of  civil  law  which 
proximately  leads  to  the  injury,  when  it  is  such  an  act  as  in- 
creased the  risk  and  naturally  led  to  the  death.**'    But  how  this 
is  we  need  not  decide.    It  is  sufficient  to  say  the  act  alleged 
does  not  fall  within  the  terms  of  the  policy,  for  reasons  stated."

received  while  retreating  from  a  personal  difficulty  (and  not  re- 
treating for  the  purpose  of  gaining  a  vantage  ground  to  renew 
it),  where  the  encounter  is  beguQ  by  an  assault  by  the  deceased 
upon  his  slayer  with  a  weapon  capable  of  inflicting  great  bodily 
harm  or  death,  according  to  its  use,  a  death  within  the  meaning 
of  an  insurance  clause  exempting  against  liability  for  a  death 
'in  violation  or  attempted  violation  of  any  criminal  law.'t  In- 
struction niunbered  four  said  it  was  not,  and  the  appellant  asked 
instruction  numbered  five  that  it  be  declared  within  the  exemp- 
tion. The  eases  on  this  exact  question  are  not  numerous,  but 
they  are  well  considered,  and  come  from  courts  of  high  stand- 
ing. The  following  authorities  sustain  the*  instructions  given 
by  the  Circuit  Court :  *^^  It  is  insisted  that,  if  there  is  a  causa- 
tive connection  between  the  assault  and  the  death,  then  the  death 
is  the  proximate  result  of  the  assault.  Such  reasoning  contains 
the  fallacy  th'at  an  assault  will  be  repelled  with  more  than  lawful 
force.  Such  is  often,  perhaps  usually,  the  rule  where  blood  is 
hot,  and  the  strength  sufficient,  or  the  weapon  handy  enough. 
But  such  is  not  the  result  naturally  to  be  expected  under  the  law. 
An  assault  calls  for  a  repulsion  of  it  by  just  such  force  as  neces- 
sary to  overcome  it,  and  more  than  that  is  unlawful,  and  unlawful 
consequences  are  not  to  be  preseumed  to  follow  the  act.  When 
Bradley  attacked  Morscheimer  with  a  piece  of  iron,  then  Mor- 
scheimer  was  justified  in  overcoming  that  attack,  and,  if  neces- 
sary to  overcome  it,  in  taking  Bradley's  life,  land  a  death  re- 
sulting while  so  lawfully  resisting  the  attack  would  be  natural 
result  expected  to  fiow  from  such  attack,  and  there  would  be  a 
causative  connection  between  the  assault  and  the  death ;  in  other 
words,  the  attack  woidd  then  be  the  proximate  cause  of  death. 
Cases  applying  the  doctrine  of  causative  connection  between  an 
unlawful  act  and  the  death,  the  latter  being  held  to  be  within 
the  consequences  flowing  from  the  unlawful  act,  are  cited.^"  The 
doctrine  of  the  cases  referred  to  as  sustaining  this  instruction

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does  not  impinge  upon  the  established  principles  announced  in 
those  relied  upon  by  appellant.  For  instance,  take  the  case  of  a 
husband  killing  the  paramour  of  his  wife ;  if  caught  in  the  act 
of  adultery,  the  paramour  dies  *in  violation  of  law*;  if  killed 
subsequently,  he  dies  as  the  natural  result  of  his  unlawful  act, 
in  consequence  of  it,  and  as  a  consequence  naturally  to  be  ex- 
pected, and  this  is  true  whether  killed  an  hour  or  a  year  after 
the  adultery,  and  yet  it  is  held,  and  properly  so,  that  the  para- 
mour is  not  killed  'in  violation  of  law'  within  the  meaning  of  an 
insurance  contract.^"  There  must  be  a  line  drawn  somewhere 
between  consequences  proximately,  and  those  remotely,  flowing 
from  an  unlawful  assault ;  and  the  safe  place  to  draw  that  line  is 
where  the  law  draws  the  line  of  lawful  resistance  to  the  unlaw- 
ful assault.  In  a  similar  case  to  this  one  the  Court  of  Appeals  of 
New  York,  through  Mr.  Justice  Bapallo,  said :  *  So  long  as  the 
evidence  falls  short  of  establishing  that  the  homicide  was  le- 
gally justifiable,  I  can  se^  no  safe  rule  by  which  the  court  could 
be  guided  in  deciding  th^t  the  provocation  proved  was  the  cause 
of  the  killing,  and  in  withdrawing  that  question  from  the  con- 
sideration of  the  juryr'^^*  In  this  case  Bradley  fled  from  the 
conflict,  and  received  his  death  wound  in  the  back  while  escap- 
ing. Clearly  Morscheimer  was  not  legally  justified  in  taking 
Bradley's  life  then,  and  his  act  in  so  doing  was  unlawful  There- 
fore, the  first  violation  of  the  few  by  Bradley  was  not  the  proxi- 
mate cause  of  his  death,  but  the  subsequent  unlawful  act  of 
Morscheimer  in  shooting  his  retreating  assailant  was  the  proxi- 
mate cause.  Therefore  the  instruction  was  correct,  and  the  judg- 
ment is  affirmed."  It  has  also  been  said:^^^  that  to  defeat  a 
recovery  on  a  life  insurance  policy  on  the  ground  that  at  the 
time  of  his  death  the  insured  was  carrying  a  concealed  weapon 
in  violation  of  law,  it  must  be  shown  not  only  that  the  offense 
wafe  being  committed,  but  further  that  it  brought  about  the  death 
of  the  insured.  One  killed  while  crossing  a  railroad  at  a  point 
where  the  public  was  permitted  to  cross,  did  not  meet  his  death

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whUe  violating  a  law.*^«  Nor  did  the  death  of  the  insured  result 
while  violating  an  ordinance  prohibiting  persons  to  swing  upon, 
or  catch  hold  of,  the  cars  of  a  railroad  company  while  the  car  is 
in  motion,  where  death  occurred  from  insured  attempting  to 
swing  herself  from  a  car  while  in  motion.*^''  And  where  an  in- 
sane person  resisting  arrest  was  killed  by  the  sheriff,  his  death 
was  not  while  violating  any  criminal  law,  but  where  the  insured 
assaulted  %  person  and  is  killed  by  the  police  ofBcer  assaulted 
the  death  was  while  breaking  the  law.***  It  has  been  held :  **• 
that  the  fact  that  the  deceased  shot  himself,  or  was  accidentally 
shot,  while  carrying  a  pistol  on  a  highway,  did  not  show  that  he 
died  in  consequence  of  violation  of  law.  Although  cock-fighting 
was  unlawful  and  the  injury  was  incurred  while  the  plaintiff 
was  so  engaged,  the  insurer  is  liable  unless  the  unlawful  act  was 
the  agency  which  brought  about  the  injury.***^ 

In  the  case  of  Baker  v.  Supreme  Lodge  K  of  P.**\  the  insured 
was  approached  by  a  man  who  threatened  to  kill  him.  The  de- 
ceased told  him  he  was  unarmed,  but  if  he  would  permit  him  to 
get  to  his  cash  drawer  he  would  "shoot  it  out  with  him."  The 
insured  then  went  toward  the  cash  drawer,  but  before  reaching 
it  drew  a  pistol  from  his  bosom  and  turned  toward  the  man,  who 
shot  and  killed  him.  It  was  held  that  such  a  transaction  was  not 
a  duel  within  the  terms  of  a  policy  limitating  insurer's  liability 
in  case  the  insured  died  as  the  result  of  a  duel.  The  term  duel 
as  so  used  meaning  a  fighting  together  by  two  persons  in  accord- 
ance with  a  previous  agreement  with  deadly  weapons  to  settle 
some  antecedent  quarrel  and  not  as  the  result  of  sudden  heat  and 
passion.  Nor  could  it  be  said  that  the  death  of  the  insured  was 
caused  by  his  violation  of  a  criminal  law,  to-wit:  the  carrying 
of  a  concealed  weapon  within  the  meaning  of  a  clause  of  the  pol- 
icy limiting  the  insurer's  liability  in  case  of  the  death  of  the  in- 
sured in  violatiing  any  criminal  law,  unless  it  appeared  that  the

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act  of  the  deceased  bore  such  relation  to  his  death  that  the  latter 
would  not  have  occurred  at  the  time  and  place  it  did  if  the  in- 
sured was  not  engaged  in  violating  the  law.  The  definition  of 
duel  is  supported  by  other  authority.^** 

§  541.  Disability:  Amount  of  Becovery. — ^We  propose  in  a 
subsequent  chapter  to  further  consider  the  questions  of  total  or 
permanent  disability,"'  but  we  may  here  refer  to  these  questions 
to  some  extent.  What  is  a  total  disability  depends  upon  the  lan- 
guage used  in  the  contract,  which  is  far  from  uniform,  and  the 
questions  arising  are  largely  those  of  construction.  In  a  New 
York  case,^®*  it  was  held  that  a  switchman  on  a  railroad  is  dis- 
abled within  the  meaning  of  the  contract,  providing  that  he  shall 
be  entitled  to  certain  benefits  when  he  "becomes  unable  to  direct 
or  perform  the  kind  of  business  or  labor  which  he  has  alwayi 
followed  and  by  which  alone  he  can  thereafter  earn  a  livelihood," 
when  he  suffers  the  loss  of  the  fingers  of  one  hand.  In  this  case 
the  court,  in  deciding  that  the  plaintiff  would  not  have  been  en- 
titled to  recover  under  the  provisions  of  the  original  contract, 
briefly  refers  to  the  subject  of  total  disability  and  says:  "A 
total  disability  is  ordinarily  one  of  fact  and  is  for  the  jury.  It, 
must  be  determined  from  the  facts  and-  circumstances  disclosed 
in  each  case.  That  which  would  be  a  total  disability  in  one  case 
might  not  be  in  another.  The  loss  of  a  hand  by  a  lawyer  might 
interfere  but  slightly  in  the  transaction  of  his  business,  or  in  the 
performance  of  his  work,  while  to  a  man  who  had  learned  a  par- 
ticular trade,  by  which  he  had  always  earned  his  living,  and  was 
entirely  ignorant  of  bII  other  trades  or  business,  it  might  prove 
to  be  a  much  more  serious  disability.  Ordinarily  the  loss  of  the 
fingers  of  the  hand  does  not  constitute  total  disability  from  the 
performance  of  'any  kind  of  labor  or  business.*  "^*^    In  a  case

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iu  Calif omia,^**  the  assured  was  described  as  a  ''capitalist  by 
occupation'*  and  the  policy  provided  for  a  certain  payment  in 
case  of  total  ''disablement  from  transacting  every  kind  of  busi- 
ness pertaining  to  his  occupation."    In  holding  th»t  this  means 
a  disablement  from  transacting  any  business  the  court  said:  "The 
evidence  upon  this  subject  was  all  for  the  plaintiff,  and  proved, 
without  conflict,  that  plaintiff  was  totally  disabled  from  trans- 
acting any  business.    The  whole  must  include  the  parts;  there- 
fore plaintiff  was  disabled  from  transacting  any  business  as  a 
capitalist.    And  upon  this  proposition  it  does  not  appear  that  at 
the  trial  there  was  any  controversy.    However  instructed,  there- 
fore, the  jury  could  not  conclude  otherwise  than  they  did,  ♦and 
appellant  is  not  injured.    One  of  the  grounds  upon  which  the 
defendant  moved  for  a  new  trial  was  that  there  was  no  evidence 
as  to  the  value  of  plaintiff's  time  as  a  capitalist;  and  the  state- 
ment shows  thut  there  was  none,  except  upon  the  theory  adopted 
by  the  court  that  the  business  of  taking  care  of  his  orchard,  buy- 
ing and  selling  land,  locating  and  surveying  land,  and*  superin- 
tending the  development  of  water,  being  such  occupations  as  a 
capitalist  might  reasonably  be  expected  to  follow,  were  occupa- 
tions as  a  capitalist.    There  were  other  instructions  which  are 
duly  excepted  to  by  appellant,  in  which  this  idea  is  explained 
and  insisted  upon.     The  only  objection  to  the  testimony  upon 
this  subject  was  that  it  did  not  tend  to  find  the  value  of  plain- 
tiff's services  in  the  occupation  of  a  capitalist.    To  the  same  ef- 
fect is  the  specification  of  the  insufiiciency  of  the  evidence.    Was 
it  essential  in  respect  to  this  question,  for  the  plaintiff  to  prove 
the  "value  of  his  time  in  the  occupation  named?    I  do  not  find  it 
so  nominated  in  the  bond.    On  the  other  hand,  I  find  that  he  may 
recover  $50  per  week,  provided  he  shall  recover  no  more  than 
the  money  value  of  his  time;  not  what  his  time  was  worth  in 
the  occupation  named ;  nor  do  I  think  tiny  such  qualification  was 
intended    It  was  merely  that  he  could  not  make  money  by  being 
hurt.     Such  a  condition  affords  some  security  to  the  company 
against  fraudulent  claims,  as  much  under  the  construction  I  have 
given  it  as  the  other.    To  simulate  injury  and  refrain  from  work,

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cannot  be  made  profitable.  It  could  not  have  been  supposed  that 
the  insured  might  not  transact  any  business  not  included  in  his 
general  occupation.  That  he  might  be  injured  while  transacting 
other  business  is  provided  for  in  the  policy ;  and  he  is  not  pre- 
cluded from  recovery  thereby,  but  his  insurance  is  calculated  at 
a  dijBEerent  rate.  Any  one  rendered  unable  to  transact  business 
mBy  suiBEer  loss,  and  his  time  may  be  of  value  outside  of  his  regu- 
lar employment.  As  the  insurance  was  meant  to  indemnify  the 
insured  for  the  loss  of  his  time  in  consequence  of  his  injury, 
there  is  no  reason  why  it  should  not  include  this.  Such  con- 
struction seems  to  effectuate  the  presumed  intent  of  both  parties, 
and»is  in  consohance  with  the  language  of  the  policy.*'  "Where 
the  assured  stated  his  occupation  to  be  that  of  a  ** retired,"  the 
term,  ''gentleman,"  being  evidently  omitted  by  clerical  error, 
and  he  was  injured  while  operating  a  buzz  saw  at  certain  wagon 
shops  in  which  he  was  interested,  it  was  held,^**^  that  the  injury 
was  not  covered  by  the  policy,  as  plaintiff  was  not  totally  dis- 
abled arfd  prevented  from  any  and  all  kind  of  business  pertain- 
ing to  his  occupation.  In  the  contract  in  this  case  total  disability 
was  defined  as  follows:  ** Bodily  injuries  which  shall,  independ- 
ently of  all  other  causes,  immediately  and  wholly  disable  and 
prevent  him  from  the  prosecution  of  any  and  every  kind  of  busi- 
ness pertaining  to  the  occupation  under  which  he  receives  mem- 
bership." The  court  said:  *'Can  it  be  said  that  a  man  with  his 
hand  in  a  sling,  and  suffering  a  degree  of  discomfort  from  a 
painful  wound  in  that  member,  is  wholly  disabled  and  prevented 
from  the  prosecution  of  every  kind  of  business  pertaining  to  the 
condition  of  a  retired  gentleman?  The  question  is  one  which  does 
not  seem  to  admit  of  much  discussion,  but  it  would  be  easy  to 
suggest  many  duties,  and  even  pleasures  pertaining  to  the  domes- 
tic, social  and  business  relations  of  a  retired  gentleman  from 
which  he  would  not  be  wholly  debarred  by  a  disabled  hand.  He 
might  still,  it  would  seem,  keep  an  eye  on  his  investments;  col- 
lect and  disburse  or  reinvest  his  income ;  attend  the  meetings  of 
the  boards  of  directors  of  which  he  was  a  member ;  superintend 
repairs  and  improvements  to  his  property,  and  generally  devote 
considerable  attention  to  the  care  of  himself,  his  fitmily  and  his

estate.  That  the  plaintiff  was  totally  disabled  and  prevented 
from  any  and  every  kind  of  business  pertaining  to  the  situation 
in  life  which  he  ascribes  to  himself  seems  not  to  be  established 
by  the  evidence  before  us."  And  where  the  policy  described 
plaintiff  as  by  occupation  * '  a  leather  cutter  an^  merchant,  * '  and 
it  was  provided  that  the  disability  to  be  covered  by  the  policy 
must  totally  disable  and  prevent  him  from  the  prosecution  of 
any  and  every  kind  of  business  pertaining  to  the  occupation  un- 
der which  he  is  insured,  it  was  held  that,  in  order  to  recover, 
plaintiff's  disability  must  have  been  total  not  only  to  his  busi- 
ness as  leather  cutter,  but  also  as  to  that  of  merchant."*  So 
where  the  assured  was  a  billiard  saloon  keeper  and  it  was  con- 
tended that  he  must  have  been  disabled  from  doing  any  and 
every  kind  of  act  necessary  to  be  done  in  the  transaction  of  his 
business,  it  was  held,^**  that  the  disablement  must  be  one  as  to 
prevent  the  assured  from  doing  any  land  every  kind  of  business, 
not  act,  pertaining  to  his  occupation.  So  where  an  attorney  was 
so  disabled  that  he  could  not  use  one  of  his  hands  but  yet  could 
attend  to  his  business,  it  was  held  that  he  could  not  recover.^'^ 
In  New  York  it  was  held,^'*  that  where  the  assured  was  an  ice 
man  he  could  recover  for  total  disability,  although  he  was  able  to 
give  general  directions  as  to  his  business,  but  unable  to  deliver 
ice.  And  so,  where  the  assured  was  a  physician,  he  is  entitled 
to  pay  as  for  total  disability  for  a  time  when  he  was  confined  to 
hisjbed  by  an  accident,  though  during  that  time  he  occasionally 
examined  and  prescribed  for  patients  who  came  to  his  bedside, 
and  reached  for  medicines  for  them  without  leaving  his  bed.^^* 
In  this  case  the  court  says:  *' Total  disability  must  of  necessity 
to  the  case  be  a  relative  matter  and  must  depend  largely  upon 
the  occupation  and  employment  in  which  the  party  insured  is 
engaged.  One  can  readily  understand  how  a  person  who  labors 
with  hiB  hands  would  be  totally  disabled  only  when  he  cannot

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Ubor  at  all,  but  the  same  rule  would  not  Bpply  to  the  case  of  a 
professional  man  whose  duties  require  the  activity  of  the  brain 
and  which  is  not  necessarily  impaired  by  serious  physical  in- 
jury. If  a  persgn  engaged  in  the  general  practice  of  medicine 
and  surgery  is  unable  to  go  'about  his  business,  enter  his  office 

• 

and  make  calls  upon  any  of  his  patients  but  is  confined  to  his 
"bed,  as  in  this  instance,  and  enabled  only  to  exercise  his  mind 
on  occasional  applications  to  him  for  advice  he  may  be  said  to  be 
totally  disabled  within  the  meaning  of  the  provisions  of  this 
policy.'*  Generally  speaking  the  total  disability  exists  although 
the  insured  is  able  to  do  a  few  occasional  acts  but  not  any  work 
connected  with  his  occupation.  As  where  a  man  visited  his  office 
without  doing  any  work.^^^  Or  where  he  walked  out  for  exer- 
cise and  to  visit  the  physician's  ofBce.^"^*  "Or  a  barber  occasionally 
working  but  suffering  constant  pain.^*^^  Or  a  merchant  per- 
forming a  trivial  act  connected  with  his  business.^'*  But  mere 
indisposition  is  not  total  disability.^''  The  company,  however,  is 
not  liable  when  it  is  shown  that  thirty  days  elapsed  from  the 
time  of  the  injury  before  the  insured  was  disabled  so  that  he 
could  not  attend  to  his  business.  The  word,  ** immediate,"  used 
in  a  policy,  is  a  word  of  time  and  not  of  cause  and  effect,  and 
the  time  which  it  indicates  is  not  the  same  as  that  which  would 
be  indicated  by  the  phrase  ''reasonable  time."^'*  The  court 
says:  "Where  a  man  has  received  a  blow  on  the  head,  which  at 
the  time  of  its  infliction  does  not  appear  to  be  serious,  and  for  a

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month  goes  on  Regularly,  though  with  some  inconvenience,  at^ 
tending  to  his  business  and  then  becomes  unable  for  a  long  time 
to  transact  business  at  all,  it  is  certainly  not  improbable,  to  say 
the  least,  that  something  else  besides  the  original  injury  may 
either  have  caused  or  largely  contributed  to  his  condition.'* 
Where  the  contract  provides  for  relief  in  case  of  accident  result- 
ing in  total  permanent  or  partial  permanent  disablement,  and 
there  is  no  provision  for  the  payment  of  any  benefits  for  an  in- 
jury resulting  in  p>artial  disablement  unless  it  was  also  of  a  per- 
manent character,  the  liability  of  a  company  is  not  enlarged  so 
as  to  embrace  cases  of  merely  partial  disablement  of  permanei\t 
character,  by  indorsement  on  the  certificate  to  the  effect  that  if  a 
member  shall  sustain  bodily  injuries  whether  partial  or  totally 
disabling  'by  means  as  provided  for  in  this  certificate,'  the  pay- 
ment of  the  weekly  relief  shall  exonerate  the  company  from  all 
further  liability,  followed  by  a  schedule  designating  different 
kinds  of  injuries  with  a  specified  period  of  relief  for  each  and  a 
statement  that  the  injuries  not  included  in  the  schedule  will  be 
adjusted  on  their  merits.^'*  Where  the  plaintiff  was  insured  as 
a  local  fireman,  the  reference  in  the  contract  *'to  the  loss  of  busi- 
ness time"  has  plain  reference  to  the  occupation  of  the  insured, 
and  the  loss  of  time  in  such  business  means  the  loss  of  time  in 
the  business  of  a  fireman,  it  has  no  reference  to  the  whole  range 
of  business  pursuits.^'®  Where  the  contract  provided  that  the 
company  should  not  be  liable  to  an  amount  in  excess  of  £250  in 
''respect  of  any  one  accident"  and  was  effected  by  a  tramway 
compfany,  and  one  of  its  cars  was  overturned  injuring  forty  per-

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"accident/*  in  the  policy  meant  injury  in  respect  of  which  a 
person  claimed  compensation  from  the  plaintiff  and  consequently 
the  liability  of  the  defendant  was  not  limited  to  £250,  but  plain- 
tiff was  entitled  to  recover  the  full  amount.  Where  the  contract 
merely  indemnified  against  loss  of  time  in  a  certain  sum  per 
week  during  the  period  of  disability  the  administrator  of  the 
assured  cannot  recover  anything  in  case  of  accident  causing  the 
accidental  death  of  the  assured.^^'  In  another  case  the  pro- 
vision of  the  policy  was  that  "if  the  insured  should  sustain  any 
bodily  injury  .  .  .  which  shall  occasion  permanent  partial 
disability  (as  defined  on  the  back  hereof)  then  the  company 
shall  be  liable  to  pay  the^um  of  £200.'*  On  the  back  of  the  policy 
was  the  following:  "permanent  partial  disablement  implies  loss 
of  one  hand,  loss  of  one  foot  or  complete  or  irrevocable  loss  of 
sight.'*  The  court  held,^^*  that  the  notice  was  ambiguous  and 
must  be  read  in  the  most  favorable  way  for  the  insured  and  con- 
sequently he  was  entitled  to  recover  the  £200  for  permanent  par- 
tial disablement  caused  by  hernia. 

■ 

§  542.  The  Same  Subject  Continued— Later  Cases.— Total  dis- 
ability depends  upon  the  circumstances  of  each  case.  While  the 
language  of  the  policy  is  to  be  considered,  the  occupation  of  the 
insured  and  facts  in  each  case  are  also  to  be  considered.  Total 
disability  does  not  mean  absolute  physical  disability  and  may 
exist  though  insured  can  perform  occasional  acts,  if  he  is  unable 
to  do  any  substantial  portion  of  the  work  connected  with  his 
occupation.  The  Supreme  Court  of  Arkansas  has  said :  ^**  in  a 
case  where  paralysis  of  the  hand  of  a  railroad  fireman  compelled 
him  to  retire  from  railroad  service.  "It  incapacitated  him,  not 
only  from  some  of  the  duties  incident  to  his  service  in  some  lines 
of  railroad  employment,  but  from  the  performance  of  all  the 
duties  of  every  kind  in  that  service — ^the  only  one  to  which  he 
was  trained  and  accustomed,  Bnd  in  which  he  was  employed  at 
the  time  of  taking  membership  in  this  Brotherhood,  whose  pur-

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pose  was  to  protect  Um  while  engaged  in  such  service.    It  was 
evidently  the  intention  of  the  parties  to  protect  the  ben-eficiary 
and  permit  him  to  recover  the  full  amount  of  his  certificate  upon 
the  occurrence  of  any  one  of  the  causes  specified  when  it  perma- 
nently and  entirely  incapacitated  him  from  all  service  of  any 
kind  whatever  in  the  railroad  employment.    Section  69  of  the 
constitution  of  this  order  lends  weight  to  the  correctness  of  this 
view  and  construction,  since  it  allows  a  beneficiary  member  sus- 
taining the  loss  of  a  hand  or  a  foot  by  actual  separation  to  re- 
ceive the  fuU  amount  of  his  beneficiiary  claim ;  and  we  can  see  no 
difference  between  the  total  incapacity  of  the  member  by  the 
loss  of  a  hand  by  actual  separation  and  its  absolute  loss  of  use- 
fulness by  paralysis  thereof;  and  hold  that  it  was  such  a  per- 
nmnent  and  total  disability  as  was  in  the  contemplation  of  the 
parties  in  the  making  of  this  contract."    It  cannot  be  said  that 
the  insiA'ed  is  not  confined  constantly  to  the  house  during  an  ill- 
ness characterized  by  recurring  periods  of  severity,  although  at 
intervals  he  may  occasionally  step  into  his  yard,  or  make  visits 
to  his  physician,'  or  other  short  and.  unusual  trips,  the  assured 
at  all  times  being  unable  to  assume  the  ordinary  duties  or  pleas- 
ures of  life.^^^    And  taking  exercise  and  exposing  one's  self  to 
outside  air  will  not  prevent  a  recovery  on  a  policy  insuring 
against  sickness,  if  insured  is  entirely  incapacitated  for  work,  or 
business,  because  of  illness,  although  th-e  policy  provides  that  a 
disability  to  constitute  a  claim  shall  be  continuous,  complete  and 
total,   requiring    absolute    and    necessary   confinement   to    the 
house.***    In  the  case  cited  the  court  said:    *'The  evident  pur- 
pose of  the  policy,  construed  as  a  whole,  was  to  indemnify  the 
insured  from  loss  occasioned  through  illness,  by  providing  for 
the  payment  to  him  of  certain  benefits  while  incapacitated  for 
performing  labor.    "When  so  incapacitated,  he  was  disabled  within 
the  meaning  and  intent  of  the  policy.    It  was. not  necessary  that 
he  be  helpless,  or  that  he  remain  in  bed,  or  in  the  house,  during 
such  illness,  when  it  might  advance  his  recovery  and  correspond-

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ingly  relieve  the  company  from  its  obligations  to  him,  if  he 
should  take  some  exercise  and  expose  himself  to  the  healing  in- 
fluences of  sunshine  and  fresh  air,  provided  he  is  entirely  in- 
capacitatd  for  work  or  business  on  account  of  his  illness.^*'  The 
policy  further  provided  that  'no  disability  shall  constitute  a 
claim  for  indemnity  on  account  of  any  sickness  the  nature  of 
which  is  unknown  or  incapable  of  direct  and  positive  proof. 
.  .  J  Plaintiff  testified  he  thought  that  his  illness  was  caused 
by  a  cold,  and,  to  use  his  own  language :  'Then,  I  suppose  I  took 
another  cold  on  top  of  that.'  He  further  states,  in  effect,  that 
neither  he  nor  his  physician  could  name  it  definitely.  His  phy- 
sician stated  that  he  had  contracted  a  cold,  which  had  settled  on 
the  vocal  cords  and  brought  about  a  condition  of  chronic  laryn- 
gitis, but,  on  account  of  the  fact  that  he  had  lost  his  strength 
and  was  unable  to  take  even  moderate  exercise,  he  thought  there 
was  something  else  ailing  him.  That  plaintiff  was  ill,  and  totally 
incapacitated  for  performing  labor,  was  established  without  dis- 
pute by  the  testimony,  although  it  does  not  appear  with  certainty 
what  disease  he  was  suffering  from.  In  construing  a  contract, 
the  first  point  to  ascertain  is  what  the  parties  thereto  meant, 
intended,  and  understood  as  determined  by  the  words  employed, 
and,  as  an  aid  in  this  respect,  the  object  of  the  parties  in  making 
it  may  be  taken  into  consideration.^^^  The  object  of  the  insured 
was  to  provide  for  an  indemnity  in  case  of  illness  which  incapaci- 
tated him  for  labor.  The  purpose  of  the  provision  in  the  policy 
under  consideration  was  to  protect  the  company  against  fraud  by 
preventing  the  insured  simulating  illness.  It  does  not  impose 
upon  the  insured  the  burden  of  definitely  naming  the  illness  on 
account  of  which  a  claim  is  made,  or  its  origin,  or  cause,  but  that 
he  must  furnish  evidence  of  a  physical  condition  ^s  the  result 
of  illness  which  incapacitates  him  for  labor.  When  he  does  this 
he  satisfied  its  purpose — i.  e.,  that  he  is  not  simulating  illness — 
and  at  the  ame  time  establishes  a  fact  necessary  to  entitle  him 
to  indemnity.  Plaintiff  had  lost  his  strength  and  was  unable 
even  to  take  a  moderate  degree  of  exercise.  Extreme  weakness 
was  his  physical  condition,  and  precisely  what  particular  disease

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may  have  caused  it  is  not  material,  when  it  was  established  be- 
yond question  that  physical  weakness,  resulting  from  illness,  in- 
capacitated him  from  work  or  business."  Other  cases  support 
this  doctrine.^*^  The  insured  is  not  wholly  incapacitated  from 
transacting  any  and  every  kind  of  work,  or  business,  pertaining 
to  his  occupation  and  as  a  result  thereof  be  confined  to  the  houl^e, 
or  bed,  when  he  goes  to  his  store  and  sits  around  for  a  couple 
of  hours  superintending  his  business.^'*  The  insurer  is  not  liable 
where  the  insured  made  several  changes  of  abode  during  his  sick- 
ness,^*^  and  under  the  terms  of  the  policy  it  was  held  that  there 
must  be  confinement  to  the  house  for  a  week,  although  there  was 
disability.^'*  Injuries  causing  loss  of  life  must  be  taken  as  wholly 
disabling  the  insured.**'  Death  is  not  within  the  provision  of  a 
policy  stipulating  for  payment  of  a  specified  sum,  on  death  fol- 
lowing total  disability  when  the  insured  continued  working  for 
several  days  after  the  injury  and  died  after  an  operation  for 
appendicitis.*'*  Where  insured  worked  two  months  after  receiv- 
ing the  injury  it  was  held  there  was  no  continuous  disability.*'^ 
An  interruption  of  eight  days  during  which  insured  made  an  ef- 
fort to  work  on  the  advice  of  his  physician  does  not  destroy  the 
continuity  of  his  disability.*'*  And  an  accident  policy  which  pro- 
vides for  indemnity  on  total  disability  by  reason  of  injury  which 
shall  immediately  disable  insured,  does  not  cover  such  disability 
which  did  not  wholly  disable  insured  for  twenty-two  days  after

ue  Clark  v.  Pacific  Mut  L.  Ins.  Co.,  185  HI,  App,  680, 
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the  accident.^*^  Where  'a,  man  is  bitten  by  a  dog  and  death  re- 
sulted two  weeks  later,  it  was  held  that  he  was  immediately  dis- 
abled under  the  terms  of  an  accident  policy.^**  Where  the  insured 
was  shot  by  a  burglar,  under  the  terms  of  the  policy  one-half  the 
liability  was  payable  and  not  the  whole  amount,"*  and  under  the 
policy  where  the  insured  was  intentionally  struck  a  slight  blow 
without  intent  to  kill,  and  fell  striking  his  head  on  the  pavement, 
fatally  fracturing  his  skull,  recovery  is  limited  to  one-fifth.*** 
Limitation  of  liability  for  hernia  after  the  policy  has  been  in 
force  sixty  days  does  not  apply  to  hernia  occurring  before  the 
policy  had  been  in  force  sixty  days.^*^  Stipulated  indemnity  for 
seventy-eight  weeks  is  not  defeated  by  a  provision  limiting  lia- 
bility to  four  weeks  indemnity  in  case  of  accident  or  illness  caused 
by  Bright 's  disease,  when  it  did  not  appear  that  insured  had 
Bright 's  disease  for  more  than  four  weeks  before  his  death.*** 
Death  caused  by  a  strain  does  not  under  the  terms  of  an  accident 
policy,  providing  for  a  monthly  indemnity  for  disability  by  a 
strain,  limit  recovery  to  such  amount  but  the  beneficiary  is  en- 
titled to  recover  the  full  amount  of  the  policy  provided  to  be  paid 
in  case  of  death  from  accident,  although  the  accident  was  caused 
by  a  strain.*^^  After  the  insured  was  injured  by  contact  with 
poison  ivy,  but  before  he  died  as  the  result  thereof  the  amount 
of  the  benefits  payable  in  case  of  death  was  increased  and  it  was 
held  that  the  beneficiary  in  an  action  on  the  policy  for  the  death 
benefit  was  entitled  to  recover  the  increased  amount.***  A  pro- 
vision in  a  life  policy  paying  the  full  amount  in  case  of  accident, 
but  less  if  death  occurred  within  a  specified  time,  is  not  invalid 
under  the  statute  requiring  accident  insurance  to  be  written  in 
a  separate  policy;**^    Where  the  policy  provided  that  no  recovery

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could  be  had  unless  the  injury  did  not  totally  disable  the  insured 
from  the  date  of  the  accident,  it  was  held  where  the  insured 
suffered  from  a  felon  which  appeared  within  less  than  twenty- 
four  hours  from  the  time  of  the  accident,  a  total  disability  re- 
sulted from  the  time  of  its  appearance  and  the  company  was 
liable.  The  court  said:*^*  *'A  construction  making  the  words 
*from  the  date  of  the  accident'  mean  from  the  calendar  day  on 
which  the  accident  occured,  would  be  so  unreasonable  in  some 
eases  as  to  render  it  almost  certain  that  such  a  construction  was 
not  contemplated  by  the  parties  to  the  contract.  For  instance, 
the  insured  might  meet  with  ^accidental  injuries  between  eleven 
and  twelve  o'clock  at  night,  it  being  within  the  last  hour  of  the 
calendar  day,  and  yet  if  that  is  the  date  contemplated  by  the 
policy  the  total  disability  of  the  insured  must  begin  within  the 
same  hour,  and  perhaps  instantly,  in  order  to  entitle  him  to  the 
benefits  provided.  Assuming  that  this  provision  was  inserted  in 
the  contract  by  the  insurer  with  intentions  reasonable  and  just 
toward  the  insured,  we  think  the  words  'date  of  the  accident'  as' 
used  in  that  clause  were  intended  to  mean  total  disability  from 
the  day  of  the  accident,  reckoned  from  the  time  of  the  accident, 
that  is  within  twenty-four  hours  thereafter."  The  Supreme 
Court  of  Alabama^®^  has  held,  where  an  accident  policy  only  in- 
sures against  bodily  injuries  caused  through  external,  violent, 
and  purely  accidental  means,  causing  "at  once,"  and  continu- 
ously after  the  accident,  total  inability  to  engage  in  any  and  every 
labor  or  occupation,  etc.,  the  term  ''at  once"  should  be  construed 
as  an  adverb  of  time  and  not  causation,  and  is  not  intended  to 
mean  "reasonable  time,"  but  rather  "presently,"  or  without  any 
substantial  interval  between  the  accident  and  the  disability.*^*

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Roose,*^'  it  was  held  that  while  the  courts  are  practically  a  unit 
in  declaring  that  stipulations  in  reference  to  total  disability,  ir- 
respective of  the  technical  variance  in  the  language  employed, 
should  be  given  a  rational  and  practical  construction;  that  the 
term  "total  disability*'  is  a  relative  term  depending  in  a  measure 
upon  the  character  of  the  employment  and  capabilities  of  the  per- 
son insured,  as  well  as  of  the  circumstances  of  each  particular 
case,  and  is  usually  a  question  of  fact  to  be  determined  by  the 
court  or  jury  trying  the  case,  yet  full  effect  must  be  given  to  the 
language  employed  in  each  particular  case.  Accordingly,  where 
the  accident  policy  indemnified  against  injury  **  which  shall 
wholly  disable  and  prevent  insured  from  performing  every  duty 
pertaining  to  any  and  every  kind  of  business,  or  occupation,'' 
and  providing  for  payment  for  partial  disability  if  his  injuries 
shall  prevent  him  from  performing  one  or  more  important  duties, 
or  in  the  event  of  like  disability  immediately  following  total  loss 
of  time,  the  words  'Hotal  loss  of  time"  being  read  in  connection 
with  the  stipulation  with  reference  to  total  disability,  it  is  clear 
that  the  insured  would  not  be  entitled  to  recover  for  total  dis- 
ability except  in  the  event  of  a  total  loss  of  time.*^* 

§  543.  The  Same  Sub ject :   Loss  of  Eyes  or  Limbs.— Where  the 

contract  provides  that  the  principal  sum  shall  be  paid  if  the 
assured  shall,  from  the  effects  of  injury  caused  by  violent  and 
accidental  means  which  shall  be  ''externally  visible,"  "suffer  the 
loss  of  the  entire  sight  of  both  eyes  or  the  loss  of  two  entire  hands, 
or  two  entire  feet,  or  one  entire  hand  and  one  entire  foot,"  it 
was  held  that  the  insured  could  recover  where  he  had  been  acci- 
dentally shot  in  the  back,  producing  total  paralysis  of  the  lower 
part  of  the  body  and  entirely  destroying  the  use  of  both  feet*"

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In  the  case  cited  the  court  says :  *'It  is  almost  superfluous  to  say 
that  the  construction  o£  a  policy  of  life  or  accident  insurance  is 
governed  by  the  same  rules  as  those  which  are  applicable  to  the 
construction'  of  other  written  contracts ;  that  is,  they  should  be 
construed  according  to  the  sense  and  meaning  of  the  language 
used  in  order  to  carry  out  the  intention  of  the  parties  to  the 
contract  when  ascertained.  And  it  is  doubtless  true  that,  in 
arriving  at  the  intention  of  the  parties,  the  language  is  to  be 
understood  in  its  ordinary  and  popular  sense,  unless  it  appears 
that  it  was  used  in  some  special  or  peculiar  sense.  There  can  be 
no  di8agre(Hiient  as  to  the  application  of  these  cardinal  and 
familiar  rules  in  the  construction  of  such  contracts  as  the  one 
before  us.  Now,  in  view  in  these  rules,  what  conclusion  must  be 
reached  upon  the  facts  stated  in  the  complaint  t  It  appears  that 
the  plaintiff  was  shot  in  the  back,  during  the  life  of  the  policy, 
while  he  was  attempting  to  escape  from  a  saloon  quarrel,  com- 
menced by  other  parties ;  and  the  ball  penetrated  his  spine,  and 
produced  an  immediate  and  total  paralysis  of  the  lower  part  of 
Lis  body,  and  entirely  destroying  the  use  of  both  feet.  The  quar- 
rel in  the  saloon  arose  suddenly  and  was  carried  on  without  any 
participation  therein  by  the  plaintiff,  and  without  his  fault.  He 
happened  to  be  in  the  saloon  when  it  occurred,  and  seems  to 
have  used  due  caution  for  his  personal  safety  and  protection; 
but  he  was  shot  in  the  back,  probably  accidentally,  by  one  of  the 
parties  engaged  in  the  quarrel.  The  question  is,  does  the  policy 
cover  such  an  injury?  The  policy  covers  both  death  and  indem- 
nity; the  company  agreeing  to  pay  the  principal  sum  if  the  in- 
sured, from  a  violent  and  accidental  injury,  which  should  be  ex- 
ternally visible,  should  **  suffer  the  loss  of  the  entire  sight  of 
both  eyes,  or  the  loss  of  two  entire  hands  or  two  entire  feet,  or 
one  entire  hand  and  one  entire  foot."  This  is  the  language  of 
the  policy,  and  the  question  is,  what  does  it  mean,  or  what  must 
be  understood  by  itt  Is  its  meaning  that  the  insured  is  not 
entitled  to  recover  the  insurance  money  unless  his  legs  and  feet 
have  been  amputated  or  severed  from  his  body,  or  does  it  mean 
that  the  injury  must  have  destroyed  the  entire  use  of  his  legs 
and  feet  so  that  they  will  perform  no  function  whatever?  The 
contention  of  the  learned  counsel  for  the  defendant  is  that  the 
clause  is  to  be  understood  in  the  former  sense,  and  implies  an 
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amputation,  or  physical  severance  of  the  foot  from  the  body, 
and  does  not  include  an  injury  such  as  paralysis,  though  such 
injury  actually  deprives  the  insured  of  all  use  of  his  feet  and 
legs.  We  cannot  adopt  such  a  construction  of  the  contract.  To 
our  minds  the  loss  of  the  hands  and  feet  embraced  in  the  policy 
is  an  actual  and  entire  loss  of  their  use  as  members  of  the  body ; 
and  if  their  use  is  actually  destroyed,  so  that  they  will  perform 
no  function  whatever,  then  they  are  lost  as  hands  and  feet.  In 
ordinary  and  popular  parlance,  when  a  person  is  deprived  of  the 
use  of  a  limb,  we  say  he  has  lost  it.  This  is  the  ordinary  sense 
attached  to  the  word  'loss,'  when  used  in  such  connection-  Now 
if  the  feet  and  hands  cannot  be  used  for  the  purpose  of  moving 
about  or  walking  or  for  holding  or  handling  things,  they  are  in 
fact  lost,  as  much  as  though  actually  severed  from  the  body.  The 
expression  Uoss  of  feet'  would  generally  be  understood  to  mean 
a  loss  of  these  members ;  and,  if  the  lower  portions  of  the  plain- 
tiflE's  body  and  his  feet  are  completely  paralyzed  and  he  is  per- 
manently and  forever  deprived  of  their  use  he  has  suffered  *a 
loss  of  two  entire  feet'  within  the  meaning  of  the  policy.  This 
is  the  proper  construction  of  the  words  of  the  contract.  It  is  a 
forced  and  unnatural  construction  of  the  language,  as  here  used, 
to  hold  that  it  means  an  actu'al  amputation  of  these  limbs,  and 
does  not  embrace  and  include  an  entire  deprivation  of  their  use 
as  members  of  the  body.  It  is  not  necessary  to  go  into  any 
recondite  or  elaborate  discussion  of  the  language  of  the  policy, 
but  only  to  give  its  ordinary  and  popular  sense. ' '  But  in  a  some- 
what similar  case  the  Supreme  Court  of  Pennsylvania  arrived  at 
a  different  conclusion,  holding,*^*  that  one  could  not  recover  for 
the  loss  of  a  foot,  where  by  reason  of  an  injury  to  his  back,  he  is 
deprived  of  the  use  of  his  leg,  except  when  wearing  an  artificial 
support  for  his  body,  the  court  saying:  "It  will  be  perceived, 
therefore,  that  the  policy  in  suit  insured  only  against  involuntary, 
external,  violent  and  accidental  injuries  Bnd  not  against  disease 
of  any  kind,  nor  against  disabilities  which  are  the  result  wholly 
or  in  part,  of  a  disease  or  bodily  infirmities ;  and  for  the  purposes 
of  the  present  case,  the  only  injury  for  which  there  can  be  any

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recovery,  within  the  terms  of  the  policy,  is  the  loss  ot  one  foot. 
Now,  in  point  of  fact,  as  has  been  already  stated,  the  plaintiff 
has  not  lost  a  foot.    So  far  as  the  evidence  goes,  both  his  feet  are 
in  perfect  natural  condition.    His  left  foot  is  the  only  one  in 
question,  and  in  reality  it  has  received  no  injury  of  any  kind, 
external  or  internal.    So  far  as  all  its  physical  functions  are  con- 
cerned, as  a  member  of  his  body,  it  is  entirely  capable  of  use,  if 
the  other  parts  of  his  body  which  can  or  may  affect  its  use  are 
in  proper  condition.    It  is  not  proved,  or  even  alleged,  that  any 
of  the  muscles,  tendons  or  nerves  of  the  foot  are  injured  in  any 
manner.     The  source  of  the  difficulty  does  not  lie  in  the  foot 
nor  in  the  leg.    It  is  in  lanother  part  of  the  body,  to-wit,  the 
back.   Just  what  the  actual  physical  injury  or  difficulty  was  is  not 
precisely  stated  in  the  medical  testimony.    It  is  uncertain.    It  is 
supposed  to  be  some  injury  to  a  muscle  or  ligament,  or  nerve, 
or  nerve  center,  or  to  be  the  vertebrae  of  the  spinal  column.  The 
physicians  have  different  theories  regarding  this  subject  and  none 
of  them  claims  to  know  with  certainty.     The  disability  of  the 
plaintiff  did  not  result  immediately  after  the  injury.    He  went 
to  Philadelphia  the  day  after;  and  remained  several  days;  was 
examined  and  treated  by  physicians,  returned  home  and  on  Mon- 
day following  the  previous  Tuesday  on  which  the  accident  hap- 
pened,   he   became   disabled    while   returned   from   his   stable. 
Whether  the  disability  thus  arising  was  due  solely  to  the  injury 
received  at  the  time  of  the  accident  or  partly  to  a  diseased  con- 
dition of  the  muscles,  tendons,  nerves,  or  spinal  vertebrae  might 
be  an  interesting  and  possibly  a  controlling  question,  but  in  the 
view  we  take  of  the  case  it  is  not  necessary  to  determine  that 
question.    In  point  of  fact  the  plaintiff  was  so  much  benefited  by 
the  treatment  he  received  that  he  was  able  in  December  fol- 
lowing and  from  thence  until  the  trial,  to  use  both  his  feet,  to 
walk  about  and  attend  to  his  business,  to  ride  in  wagons  and  on 
cars  and  generally  to  go  around  his  house  and  the  town  as  he 
was  accustomed  to  do  before  he  was  injured.    It  is  only  when 
he  removes  the  mechanical  appliance  called  a  'plaster  jacket' 
that  he  becomes  disabled.    In  such  circumstances  we  do  not  see 
how  he  can  be  considered  to  have  suffered  the  loss  of  a  foot. 
He  has  neither  lost  a  foot  nor  the  use  of  it.    He  has  it,  and  he 
constantly  uses  it,  and  therefore  it  cannot  be  said  that  because 
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be  is  deprived  of  its  use  he  is  entitled  to  be  considered  as  having 
lost  the  foot  itself.    If  he  had  suffered  an  attack  of  permanent 
paralysis  in  the  leg,  and  been  thus  deprived  of  the  use  of  his 
foot,  he  could  not  have  recovered,  as  the  cause  of  his  disability 
'would  have  been  disease.     If,  when  he  removes  the  jacket,  a 
paralytic  condition  ensues,  is  it  not  due  to  a  diseased  condition 
of  the  nerves  of  the  back,  and  does  that  help  his  legal  standing 
under  the  fifth  clause  of  the  conditions  of  the  policy !    We  think 
not ;  but  aside  from  that,  he  has  received  surgical  treatment  for 
his  injury  which  has  been  succesful  and  has  enabled  him  to  pre- 
serve the  use  of  his  foot  and  the  position  is  not  tenable  that  he 
has  lost  his  foot,  within  the  meaning  of  the  policy,  because  he  has 
lost  its  use.    Of  course  if  the  foot  had  been  cut  off  by  the  acci- 
dent or  by  amputation  and  he  had  been  provided  with  an  artificial 
substitute,  which  he  could  use,  he  could  recover ;  but  that  would 
be  because  he  had  literally  brought  himself  within  the  terms  of 
the  policy  by  actually  losing  his  foot.    But  where,  as  here,  he 
has  not  lost  his  foot,  and  it  has  not  even  been  injured  and  he  is 
enabled  to  use  it  constantly  by  means  of  an  appliance  which  pre- 
vents an  injury  in  another  part  of  his  body  from  affecting  the 
use  of  the  foot,  we  are  quite  clear  that  there  can  be  no  recovery 
under  the  contract  of  the  parties  as  for  the  loss  of  a  foot."   The 
amputation  of  about  one-fourth  of  the  foot  is  not  the  loss  of 
one  f  oot.^^'    Nor  part  of  a  hand  a  complete  severance,  though  the 
remaining  portion  is  useless.*^*    A  member  of  an  association  may 
recover  for  the  loss  of  a  hand  if  it  is  injured  so  as  to  be  useless 
to  him.*"    It  has  also  been  held  that  the  loss  of  the  hand  above 
the  knuckles  is  the  loss  of  *'one  entire  hand.''*^*    The  question 
has  also  been  held  one  for  the  jury.**''    The  loss  of  an  arm  above

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the  elbow  is  the  loss  of  an  arm.*"  Where  at  the  time  of  the  injury, 
the  insured  signed  a  receipt  for  the  weekly  indemnity  and  exe- 
cuted a  release  to  the  defendant  from  furthr  liability  the  assured 
was  allowed  to  recover  as  for  total  disability,  considering  the 
physical  condition  and  mental  state  of  the  assured  at  the  time 
the  release  was  executed,  but  the  amount  received  on  account  of 
weekly  indemnity  was  credited  on  the  larger  sum.*^^  An  interest- 
ing case  was  decided  by  the  Supreme  Court  of  Pennsylvania 
where  the  whole  of  the  principal  sum  named  in  the  contract  was 
payable  in  the  event  of  "the  total  and  permanent  loss  of  the  sight 
of  both  eyes."  Before  the  time  of  making  the  contract  the  in- 
sured had  lost  the  sight  of  one  eye  which  was  known  to  the  gen- 
eral agent  of  the  company,  subsequently  he  sustained  the  loss  of 
the  jremaining  eye.  In  holding  the  company  liable  for  the  entire 
amount,  the  Court  said:**®  *'It  is  evident  the  plaintiff  was 
seeking  insurance  against  the  total  and  permanent  loss  of  his 
sight.  The  company  insured  him  against  that,  or  it  did  not  in- 
sure him  at  all,  which  is  not  to  be  considered.  There  appears 
to  have  been  no  fraud  or  concealment  practiced  by  the  plaintiff 
upon  the  company,  and  we  are  not  willing  to  believe  that  the 
latter  took  his  premium  without  giving  any  insurance  as  regards 
his  eyesight.  The  loss  of  one  eye  to  him  was  precisely  the  same 
as  the  loss  of  both  eyes  by  an  ordinary  man.  It  is  total  blindness 
in  either  case.  There  is  no  provision  in  the  policy  for  the  loss 
of  one  eye,  as  there  is  for  the  loss  of  one  arm,  or  one  leg.  The 
reason  is  plain.  The  loss  of  one  eye  does  not  produce  a  'total  and 
permanent  loss  of  sight. '  For  all  practical  purposes  a  man  with 
one  eye  can  still  follow  his  occupation  and  gain  his  living,  while 
the  loss  of  an  arm  or  leg  is  a  disability  which  seriously  interferes 
with  his  ability  to  earn  his  bread;  hence  it  was  that  the  policy 
provided  or  rather  defined,  the  'loss  of  sight'  as  the  'loss  of  both 
eyes.'    It  was  the  loss  of  sight  which  was  insured  against,  and

And  a  precisely  similar  case  is  Bawden  t.  London,  etc.,  Assur.  Co.,  2  Q.  B. 
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this  was  just  as  complete  in  tha  plaintiff's  case  as  though  both 
eyes  had  been  lost  during  the  life  of  the  policy.  Assuming  that 
the  company  intended  to  insure  the  plaintiff  against  something, 
and  that  that  something  was  the  loss  of  his  sight,  the  most  that 
can  be  said  is  that  having  but  one  eye  the  risk  was  increased; 
bu  the  risk  was  not  increased  after  the  policy  was  issued.  The 
general  agent  knew  precisely  what  the  risk  was  when  he  took 
it,  and  neither  he  nor  the  company  can  be  now  heard  to  aver 
that  the  risk  was  greater  in  the  case  of  a  man  with  one  eye  than 
of  one  with  two.**^  There  can  be  no  reasonable  doubt  that  the 
plaintiff  paid  his  premium  and  accepted  the  policy,  under  the 
belief  that  the  words  *  total  and  permanent  loss  of  the  sight  of 
both  eyes'  were  equivalent  to  the  loss  of  eye-sight.  He  had  a 
right  to  assume  this  in  view  of  the  fact  that  the  policy  wa3  is- 
sued to  him  with  knowledge  on  the  part  of  the  general  agent 
that  he  had  but  one  eye.  A  contract  of  insurance  must  have  a 
reasonable  interpretation,  such  as  probably  was  in  the  contem- 
plation of  the  parties  when  it  was  made.^*  Is  it  reasonable  that 
the  parties  did  not  intend  the  policy  to  cover  the  matter  of  eye- 
sight at  all?  Yet  this  is  the  conclusion  we  must  come  to,  if  we 
sustain  the  defendant's  contention.  "Where  the  terms  of  a  policy 
are  susceptible,  without  violence,  of  two  interpretations,  that 
construction  which  is  most  favorable  to  the  insured,  in  order  to 
indemnify  him  against  loss  sustained,  should  be  adopted."  And 
the  loss  of  one  eye  may  amount  to  a  total  disability**'  under  the 
terms  of  the  contract. 

§  544.  The  Same  Subject :  Later  Cases. — Construing  the  con- 
ditions of  a  policy  providing  for  an  indemnity  to  be  paid  in  case 
of  the  loss  of  limb,  or  eyes,  by  accident,  the  court  will  endeavor 
to  give  effect  to  the  language  of  the  policy  and  yet  construe  the 
same  liberally  so  as  to  secure  for  the  insured  the  protection  he 
believed  he  was  obtaining.  Thus  loss  of  a  foot  does  not  mean 
amputation,  but  the  permanent  loss  of  the  use  of  the  foot.***    But

fingers  of  the  hand  above  the  third  joint  and  of  an  injury  to  the 
other  finger,  which  impaired  its  usefulness  to  the  extent  of  fifty 
per  cent  but  did  not  result  in  a  physical  separation  of  any  part 
of  such  finger,  does  not  entitle  the  insured  to  recover  for  a  total 
disability.**^  Nor  can  there  be  any  liability  for  the  loss  of  one 
eye  where  the  policy  provides  for  an  amount  to  be  paid  in  case 
of  loss  of  both  eyes.***  So  where  the  loss  of  sight  was  caused  by 
an  injury  to  the  eye  by  accidentally  falling  from  a  train,  such 
accident  merely  hastening  the  loss  of  sight,  it  was  held  there 
could  be  no  recovery.**^  So  where  the  policy  stipulated  that  loss 
of  a  hand  must  be  by  severance  at  or  above  the  wrist  joint,  in- 
sured cannot  recover  for  the  loss  of  all  the  hand  except  the  little 
finger  which  was  paralyzed. ^^®  It  has  been  held,^**  that  where 
the  policy  provided  for  an  indemnity  to  be  paid  for  the  loss  of 
one  arm  by  severance  at  or  above  the  wrist,  the  insured  could  not 
recover  showing  an  injury  totally  paralyzing  one  arm.  The  Su- 
preme Court  of  Oregon,  however,  has  held  **®  that  where  the  in- 
sured was  accidentally  shot  in  the  hand  necessitating  amputation 
of  the  hand,  except  a  part  apparently  worthless,  the  amputation 
beginning  at  the  wrist,  the  insured  could  recover,  the  policy  pro- 
viding for  the  payment  of  a  specified  sum  in  case  of  accidental 
injuries  resulting  in  the  loss  of  a  hand.  The  court,  ^fter  referring 
to  the  maxim  of  Lord  Bacon  quoted  in  the  case  of  Hoffman  v. 
Aetna  Insurance  Co.**^  said:  "Now,  in  view  of  these  salutary 
maxims  of  the  jurists;  let  us  consider  the  relations  of  the  parties 
and  the  object  which  plaintiff  had  in  view  when  he  took  out  this

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policy.  He  had  a  good  hand  against  losing  the  use  of  which  he 
desired  to  insure.  If  he  had  been  told  the  intent  and  meaning  of 
the  policy  was  such  that  if  in  case  of  a  necessary  amputation  the 
surgeon  should  leave  some  useless  shred  of  his  hand  to  be  source 
of  annoyance  and  inconvenience,  and  thereby  his  policy  would  be 
practically  worthless,  does  any  sane  person  believe  for  a  moment 
he  would  have  taken  out  the  policy  f  The  substance  of  what  he 
sought  was  insurance  against  the  possible  loss  of  his  hand  as  a 
useful  member  of  bis  bpdy.  Substantially  he  has  lost  his  hand 
by  removal  at  the  wrist.  In  view  of  all  the  decisions,  it  is  appar- 
ent that  the  words  *  by  removal  at  or  above  the  wrist '  were  intro- 
duced as  a  safeguard  against  possible  fraud  and  to  prevent  a 
recovery  in  cases  where  there  had  been  no  substantial  removal 
of  the  injured  member;  but  here  the  hand,  as  a  hand,  is  gone. 
Practically  the  plaintiff  has  no  hand.  What  occasioned  this  prac- 
tical loss  of  his  handf  The  answer  must  be  the  gunshot  wound, 
and  the  consequent  removal  ^t  the  wrist  of  all  that  made  the 
member  useful.  An  insurer  should  not  be  allowed  by  the  use  of 
obscure  phrases  and  exceptions  to  defeat  the  very  purpose  for 
which  the  policy  was  procured.  This  rule  finds  support  in  Sneck 
V.  Travelers  Insurance  Co.,*'*  which  is  in  many  respects  similar 
to  the  case  at  bar.  The  plaintiff  was  insured  against  'loss  by 
severance  of  one  entire  hand.'  It  appeared  from  the  testimony 
that  13  of  the  27  bones  of  the  hand  were  gone ;  that  nearly  one- 
half  of  the  hand  anatomically  speaking  remained,  but  was  U8^ 
less.  The  court  held  that  he  was  entitled  to  recover,  and  used 
this  language:  'To  require  the  insured  to  submit  to  a  strictly 
literal  interpretation  of  the  contract  prepared  for  him  by  the 
insurer,  without  regard  to  the  purpose  of  the  contract  or  the 
understanding  thereof  by  the  parties,  would  be  to  hold  that  only 
in  case  of  the  severance  of  the  entire  hand  in  a  most  accurately 
anatomical  or  technical  sense  could  the  insured  recover  under 
this  clause  of  the  policy.  We  do  not  believe  that  such  a  condition 
is  required  in  the  present  case.  The  term  'entire  hund'  is  to  be 
taken  in  its  general  acceptance  and  ordinary  meaning.  In  con- 
struing this  contract  the  law  does  not  require  an  injury  which 
comes  within  a  strictly  accurate  and  technical  definition  of  the

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words  employed,  but  one  which  reasonably,  fairly,  and  practi- 
cally comes  within  the  meaning  of  the  terms  employed  in  their 
general  and  usual  meaning  and  acceptation.  In  a  contract  of  in- 
surance providing  for  indemnity  for  the  loss  of  a  limb,  the 
compensation  to  be  paid  is  not  merely  for  the  physical  pain  of 
its  amputation,  but  principally  for  the  deprivation  of  its  use  as 
a  member  of  the  body.  It  would  seem  to  be  an  extremely  narrow 
and  technical  construction  of  this  contract  to  say  that  only  a 
physical  removal  of  every  particle  of  thttt  portion  of  the  human 
anatomy  known  as  the  hand  would  entitle  the  insured  to  recover 
under  the  clause  of  the  policy  now  under  consideration.  Is  it  not 
more  reasonable  and  logical  to  conclude  that,  in  the  use  of  the 
language  above  referred  to,  the  'entire  hand'  as  a  part  of  the 
human  structure  is  considered  in  connection  with  the  use  to 
which  it  is  adapted,  and  the  injury  which  the  loss  of  such  use 
would  entail  f  Is  it  not  also  fair  to  assume  that  this  was  regarded 
by  the  parties  as  the  sense  in  which  the  contract  was  to  be  under- 
stood, and  was  one  of  the  considerations,  which  influenced  the 
insured*  to  enter  into  the  contracts  This  case  was  afterward 
affirmed  by  the  Court  of  Appeals  in  a  memorandum  opinion  which 
does  not  further  discuss  the  legal  points  involved.  A  further 
case  having  some  features  in  common  with  the  case  at  bar  is 
Garcelon  v.  Commercial  Travelers,  etc..  Association.^'^  Plaintiff 
was  insured  against  the  loss  of  an  arm  and  suffered  an  accident 
necessitating  the  amputation  of  his  arm  below  the  elbow.  There, 
as  here,  the  defendant  contended  that  the  loss  of  a  portion  of 
an  arm  was  not  the  *'loss  of  an  arm'*  within  the  meaning  of  the 
policy;  but  the  court  overruled  its  contention.  In  Fuller  v. 
Locomotive  Engineers,  etc.,  Associaticm.,*'*  the  court,  after  citing 
authorities,  remarks:  "These  cases  establish  the  proposition  that 
where  an  insurance  policy  insures  against  the  loss  of  a  member, 
or  a  loss  of  an  entire  member,  the  word  'loss*  should  be  construed 
to  mean  the  destruction  of  the  usefulness  of  the  member,  or  the 
entire  member,  for  the  purposes  to  which,  in  its  normal  condition, 
it  was  susceptible  of  application.  In  all  of  these  policies  the  word 
'loss'  is  used,  and  it  is  the  loss  of  the  member  that  is  in  terms 
insured  against.     As  indicated  in  the  last  authority  cited,  the

attempts  of  the  insurance  companies  to  avoid  this  construction  by 
80  changing  the  policy  that  it  reads  'loss  by  severance  of  feet  or 
hands'  has  failed;  the  courts  holding,  as  before,  that  it  is  the 
loss  of  the  use  of  the  member  which  was  the  object  of  the  con- 
tract." Where  the  policy  provided  for  a  weekly  indemnity  for 
total  disability  and  one  also  for  the  loss  of  the  left  hand,  re- 
covery can  be  had  for  both  disabilities,  where  the  left  hand  was 
lost  and  total  disability  resulted,  although  the  loss  of  the  hand 
was  one  of  the  injuries  contributing  to  total  disability .'^'^  A 
policy  insuring  against  breaking  of  a  leg,  or  arm,  covers  frac- 
tures, including  a  fracture  of  the  heel  bone.***  Where  the  policy 
provided  for  the  payment  of  an  indemnity  in  case  of  permanent 
disability  for  performing  manual  labor  on  account  of  permanent 
paralysis  of  either  extremities,  the  insured  can  recover  where  one 
hand  is  paralyzed,  so  that  it  compels  him  to  abandon  his  calling.**'' 
Where  the  accident  did  not  destroy  the  eye  but  negligent  treat- 
ment did  and  incapacity  did  not  result  until  after  the  treatment, 
the  company  is  not  liable.*** 

§  545.  Commencement  and  Duration  of  Bisk— Under  Accident 
Policy. — ^We  have  heretofore  considered  the  subject  of  commence- 
ment and  duration  of  risk  and  need  not  refer  to  it  again  except 
as  to  peculiar  features  of  the  accident  policy.**'  Accident  policies 
resemble  those  of  fire  insurance  in  that  they  are  for  a  term, 
generally  one  year,  and  are  renewable  at  the  end  of  the  term  by 
payment  of  the  premium.  The  insurance  may  be  only  from 
month  to  month  or  quarter  to  quarter.  Where  the  policy  pro- 
vides that  no  insurance  shall  be  effected  until  the  premium  be 
paid,  the  company  is  not  l^pble  for  an  accident  that  occurs  before 
the  policy  has  been  issued,  or  the  premium  paid,  although  the 
contract  provides  that  it  shall  be  in  force  from  the  day  on  which 
the  accident  occurred,  such  accident  occurring  in  fact  prior  to 
the  issue  of  the  iwlicy  and  payment  therefor,  though  on  the  day

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of  the  date  of  the  policy.**^    A  provision  in  a  policy  that  the 
company  shall  not  be  liable  in  case  of  death  from  accident  unless 
such  death  occur  within  tt  specified  time  from  the  accident  will 
be  sustained.**^    It  often  occurs  that  a  receipt  is  given  for  the 
amount  receiYed  in  payment  for  indemnity  for  an  accident  and 
the   question  arises   afterwards,   when   a   second   accident   has 
occurred,  whether  the  policy  was  in  force  at  the  time  of  such 
second  accident  f    Where  the  amount  due  upon  the  happening  of 
an  accident  was  paid,  and  a  receipt  was  given  for  the  amount 
containing  the  words:    "Under  my  policy  No.  12,157  which  is 
hereby  surrendered,*'  it  was  held  that  there  was  no  consideration 
for  the  words:  ** hereby  surrendered,"  and  as  an  agreement  they 
were  inoperative  and  void,  being  without  consideration  and,  it 
appearing  from  the  evidence  that  the  inference  was  warranted 
that  the  amount  was  paid  only  in  satisfaction  of  the  first  injury, 
the  policy  itself  not  being  surrendered,  the  company  was  held 
liable  for  the  amount  of  the  policy,  the  death  of  the  assured 
occurring  from  the  effects  of  the  second  accident,  a  few  days 
later.***    In  another  case  it  was  held,  under  somewhat  similar 
circumstances,  that  the  payment  for  the  first  accident  was  made 
by  mistake,  the  assured  really  not  having  been  entitled  to  it 
because  of  non-payment  of  premium,  and  the  assured  losing  his 
life  by  a  second  accident  a  short  time  afterward  the  company  was 
exonerated.***    A  failure  to  cancel  a  policy  and  return  the  order 
given  on  a  railroad  company  by  the  insured  for  the  payment  of 
the  premium  will  not  amount  to  a  waiver  of  the  defendant's  right 
to  insist  upon  the  forfeiture  of  the  policy,  and,  the  assured  having 
directed  the  cancellation  of  the  policy  and  drawn  the  wages  in- 
tended to  be  applied  for  the  payment  of  the  premium,  the  com- 
pany in  such  a  case  was  held  not  liable.***    A  policy  purporting

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to  insure  against  accidents  for  a  period  of  twelve  months  froin 
November  24th,  covers  an  accident  occurring  on  that  day.*"  A 
provision  of  an  accident  policy  that  it  should  not  take  effect 
unless  the  premium  be  paid  before  the  accident  will  not  defeat 
recovery  where  the  accident  occurs  within  the  period  for  which 
credit  is  given.***  Under  an  accident  policy  taken  out  June  4th 
providing  for  monthly  payments  on  the  first  day  of  each  month 
in  advance,  a  premium  paid  August  1st  covered  the  accidental 
death  of  insured  on  September  4th,  although  no  payment  was 
made  September  Ist.**^  A  company  is  estopped  from  canceling 
a  health  policy  because  of  the  bad  health  of  the  insured  where  it 
has  paid  benefits  to  the  insured  knowing  of  his  bad  health  and  the 
insured  is  afflicted  with  a  fatal  disease  although  the  policy  pro- 
vides for  cancellation  at  option  of  the  company.*** 

§  545a.  Cancellation  of  Accident  Policy. — It  is  common  for  ac- 
cident insurance  contracts  like  those  of  fire  insurance  to  contain  a 
provision  for  cancellation  by  the  insurer  upon  compliance  with 
specified  conditions.  The  usual  provision  is  that  the  policy  may 
be  cancelled  by  the  company  upon  mailing  a  notice  thereof,  to- 
gether with  a  check  for  the  unearned  premium,  to  the  insured  at 
his  last  known  address.  It  would  seem,  therefore,  that  the  opin- 
ions of  the  courts,  in  cases  involving  the  cancellation  of  fire  in- 
surance policies,  are  to  be  considered  as  stating  the  principles 
which  should  govern  the  construction  of  the  provisions  for  can- 
cellation contained  in  accident  insurance  contracts.  We  have 
already  considered  the  questions  of  rescission***  and  abandon- 
ment.*^<>  But  the  feature  of  cancellation  of  accident  insurance 
policies  deserves  special  consideration  Parties  are  free  to  con- 
tract as  they  please  as  to  cancellation  by  the  insurer,*^*  and  such 
a  stipulation  in  that  regard"  is  valid.    If,  however,  the  policy  does

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not  contain  a  provision  fop  cancellation  it  cannot  be  cancelled  at 
the  instance  of  the  insurer  although  the  doctrine  of  rescission  may 
apply.*"  The  right  to  terminate  by  cancellation  a  contract  of 
insurance  once  entered  into  and  in  effect,  can  be  made  only  by 
strict  compliance  with  the  provisions  of  the  policy  relating  there- 
to. If  notice  is  required  in  order  to  be  effectual,  it  must  be 
according  to  the  provisions  of  the  policy  and  must  be  peremptory, 
explicit  and  unconditional.*^'  No  attempted  cancellation  by  the 
insurer  will  be  effective  until  brought  to  the  notice  of  the  in- 
sured.*" A  letter  requesting  return  of  the  policy,  or  return  of 
the  premium,  is  not  suflScient  notice  of  cancellation.*^^  Many 
authorities  hold  that  a  notice  of  cancellation  is  ineffectual  unless 
received  by  the  insured.*^*  In  determining  to  whom  notice  must 
be  given  the  general  rule  is  that  notice  must  be  given  to  the 
person  upon  whom  rests  the  obligation  to  pay  the  premium.*^^ 
The  repayment  of  the  unearned  proportion  of  the  premium  is 
essential  to  a  valid  cancellation,  and  notice  without  such  repay- 
ment or  a  tender  of  the  amount,  is  ineffectual.*^^  Under  the  gen- 
eral rules  governing  the  constructioi;  of  insurance  contracts, 
namely,  that  in  case  of  any  ambiguity  the  construction  is  to  be  in 
favor  of  the  insured  und  against  the  insurer,  the  principle  may 
be  regarded  as  established  that  the  parties  having  stipulated 
under  what  terms  and  conditions  the  policy  may  be  cancelled,  a 
compliance  with  such  conditions  is  sufficient  to  relieve  the  insurer, 
hut  all  these  conditions  must  be  strictly  complied  with.*^^  Where

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the  constitution  of  a  beneficial  association  authorized  the  direc- 
tors to  cancel  any  membership  deemed  advisable  by  them,  and 
there  were  other  provisions  authorizing  the  expulsion  of  the 
member  for  crime,  etc.,  it  was  held  that.the  discretionary  power 
was  not  in  conflict  with  the  narrower  provisions  and  that  the 
directors  had  power  to  cancel  a  membership  owing  to  insured 
having  lost  an  eye.**®    Authority  of  the  association  to  cancel  for 
fraud,  or  addiction  to  vice,  does  not  authorize  a  crancellation  for 
such  causes  without  notice  to  the  members,  and  tender  or  return 
of  the  amount  paid  by  the  insured  is  necessary  to  a  cancella- 
tion.**^    A  renewal  of  an  insurance  policy  may  be  cancelled  with- 
out return  of  any  premium,  none  having  been  paid  for  the  re- 
newial,  the  policy  providing  for  return  on  cancellation  of  the 
unearned  portion  of  the  premium.***    The  provision  of  a  policy 
of  health  insurance  that  the  insurer  may  cancel  by  mailing  notice 
of  cancellation  with  a  check  for  any  unearned  part  of  the 
premium,  does  not  bUow  cancellation  during  disability  from  sick- 
ness.***   It  has  also  been  held  that  notwithstanding  the  provision 
of  an  accident  policy  that  it  might  be  cancelled  at  the  option  of 
the  insurer,  such  insurer  is  estopped  from  cancelling  the  policy 
after  injury  to  the  insured,  on  the  ground  that  he  had  become  an 
extra  hazardous  risk  where  the  injury  itself  rendered  the  risk 
more  hazardous.***     So  also  is  the  insurer  estopped  from  can- 
celling the  policy  merely  because  of  the  bad  health  of  the  insured 
when  on  account  of  such  bad  health  he  will  be  unable  to  obtain 
other  insurance.**^    Tender  of  a  bill  of  exchange  for  the  amount 
of  premiums  received  is  insufficient  as  a  return  of  such  premiums, 
or  as  an  offer  to  return  them,  on  which  to  base  b  valid  rescission 
of  the  contract  of  insurance.***

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§  546.  Payment  of  Accident  Premium. — ^The  general  rules  ap- 
plicable to  the  payment  of  premium  in  general  also  govern  in 
accident  insurance  contracts  and  they  having  been  already  con- 
sidered it  is  unnecessary  to  refer  to  them  again.**''  It  cannot  be 
said  as  a  mtitter  of  law  that  the  time  of  payment  of  premium  on 
an  accident  policy  is  of  the  essence  of  the  contract,  it  depends 
upon  the  wording  of  the  policy.*'^  The  payment  of  the  annual 
premium  is  not  a  new  contract  but  merely  an  extension  of  the 
original  contract.***  Where  insured  has  been  given  an  extension 
of  time  in  which  to  pay  a  renewal  premium  his  right  is  not  de- 
stroyed in  case  of  injury  before  payment.*''^  It  is  the  general 
custom  of  companies  insuring  railroad  employes  to  take  an  order 
on  the  company  to  pay  the  premium  on  such  insurance  and  de- 
duct it  from  the  wages  due  such  employe.  As  a  general  rule, 
the  assured  is  entitled  to  notice  of  non-payment  of  any  order 
given  to  pay  such  premium  before  forfeiture  can  be  declared.*'* 
As  for  example  where  ^n  ignorant  negro  employed  on  a  railroad 
gave  an  order  for  the  premium  due  upon  the  accident  insurance 
policy,  and  the  order  was  sent  to  the  railroad  company,  buj  a 
short  time  afterwards  was  returned  unpaid  with  the  information 
that  the  assured  had  left  the  service  and  nothing  was  due  him, 
but  no  notice  of  non-payment  was  ever  given  such  assured  or 
further  effort  made  to  collect  the  premium,  it  was  held,*''*  that 
the  assured  was  entitled  to  notice  of  non-payment  of  the  order 
and  that  the  company  was  liable  for  an  accident  occurring  to 
the  lassured  thirteen  days  after  the  order  had  beci*  returned  by 
the  railroad  company  unpaid.  But  where  the  assured,  who  had 
given  an  order  on  his  employer  for  the  payment  of  the  premium, 
left  the  service  of  the  company  and  directed  the  concellation  of 
the  policy  and  drew  the  wages  intended  to  be  applied  in  pay- 
ment of  the  premium  and  knew  that  the  order  was  unpaid,  notice 
to  him  of  the  failure  of  the  company  to  pay  was  held  to  be  not

of  the  non-payment  of  the  premium.*^^  Where  the  company 
failed  to  present  an  order  for  the  payment  of  the  premium,  given 
by  the  assured  on  the  company,  until  after  his  death  although 
several  months  had  intervened,  it  will  be  estopped  from  setting 
up  the  defense  of  non-payment  of  premium.*^*  The  company  may 
be  estopped  because  of  the  language  of  the  policy,  to  deny  that 
the  premium  has  been  paid.  As  where  the  policy  contained  a 
clause  making  it  incontestable  "except  for  fraud  or  misrepre- 
sentation in  the  application,**  etc.,  and  was  delivered  to  the  bene- 
ficiary. The  premium  was  paid  by  an  order  of  the  insured  on 
his  employer,  which  he  afterwards  ordered  not  to  be  paid.  He 
was  soon  afterwards  killed,  the  court  in  passing  on  this  clause 
in  the  contract  said:*''^  *'The  language  of  the  application  and 
of  the  policy,  declaring  that  the  policy  shall  be  incontestable  ex- 
cept for  fraud,  is  unusually  strong  and  clear.  It  is  declared  that 
if  a  binding  receipt  is  issued  and  its  number  inserted  in  the 
policy,  the  policy  *  shall  be  incontestable.'  It  seems  clear  that^ 
haying  made  this  express  and  strong  statement,  the  association 
cannot  be  allowed  to  affirm  as  against  the  beneficiary,  however 
it  may  be  as  to  the  assured  that  the  conditions  precedent  to  the 
validity  of  the  policy  were  not  performed.  The  case  of  Wood  v. 
Dwarris,*^*  is  a  much  stronger  one  in  favor  of  the  insurer  than 
the  present.  In  that  case  the  policy  itself  contained  an  express 
stipulation  that  if  any  untrue  statements  were  made,  it  should  be 
void ;  but  in  a  prospectus  issued  by  the  company  it  was  provided 
that  all  policies  should  be  indisputable,  except  in  case  of  fraud, 
and  it  was  held  that  notwithstanding  the  iprovision  in  the  policy, 
the  insurer  could  only  avoid  the  policy  for  fraud.  In  the  course 
of  the  opinion  delivered  in  that  case.  Baron  Alderson  said :  *  When 
the  plaintiff  went  to  their  office  the  defendants  professed  to  grant 
him  an  tissurance  on  those  terms.  Therefore  they  cannot  now 
set  up  as  a  defense  that  the  statement  in  the  proposal  was  untrue, 
unless  they  add  that  it  was  fraudulently  untrue  for  they  have  in

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fact  said  that  they  will  never  make  any  other  defense.  *  This  case 
was  approved  in  Wright  v.  Mutual  Ben.,  etc.,  Co."^  In  Wheelton 
V.  Hardisty,*^*  it  was  said  by  Lord  Campbell:  'According  to  the 
case  of  Wood  v.  Dwarris,*''*  the  equitable  replication  would  be 
sufficient  without  the  special  fraud  thus  imputable  to  the  fourth 
plea  and  we  ought  to  be  bound  by  that  decision,  even  if  we 
doubted  the  propriety  of  it,  but  I  must  say  th^at  I  heartily  concur 
in  it'  There  are  other  cases  which  recognize  the  general  prin- 
ciple which  applies  here.^^*  Whether  the  assured  could  have 
availed  himself  of  the  benefit  of  that  part  of  the  policy  which 
stipulates  for  the  payment  to  him  of  weekly  benefits  in  case  of 
an  accidental  injury,  we  need  not  decide;  for  here  the  claim 
is  made  by  the  beneficiary  to  whom  the  association  agreed  to  pay 
$1,000  in  the  event  of  the  death  of  the  assured.  The  beneficiary 
took  an  immediate  interest  in  the  policy  and  her  rights  could  not 
be  impaired  by  any  act  of  the  assured  performed  subsequent  to 
the  execution  of  the  policy ;  for  the  contract  is  that  of  an  ordinary 
insurance  company  and  not  that  of  a  benjevolent  organization.**^ 
The  act  of  Kline  in  securing  a  refusal  to  pay  the  ordters  might 
perhaps  have  precluded  him  from  recovering  under  the  policy, 
but  it  cannot  prejudice  the  rights  of  the  appellant.  The  case, 
therefore,  is  not  aflfected  by  the  wrongful  act  of  the  assured,  in 
securing  the  refusal  to  pay  his  orders  but  it  is  to  be  determined 
upon  the  legal  effect  of  the  original  contract  between  the  insurer 
and  the  assured.  There  is  a  valid  reason  for  making  a  distinction 
between  the  rights  of  the  assured  and  the  beneficiary  in  such  a 
case  as  the  present.  Here  the  application  indorsed  on  the  policy 
provides  that  the  'binding  receipt'  when  its  number  is  inserted 
in  the  policy  'shall  be  conclusive  evidence  that  the  above  amount 
has  been  paid'  and  the  policy  itself  declares  that  it  shall  be  in- 
contestable except  for  fraud;  and  when  these  instruments  are 
placed  in  the  hands  of  the  beneficiary,  as  in  this  case,  the  insurer

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ought,  on  plain  principles  of  justice,  be  estopped  to  assert  thiat 
the  premium  due  under  the  provisions  of  the  policy  had  not  been 
paid.  It  is  difficult  to  perceive  how  stronger  representations 
could  be  made ;  and  to  permit  the  insurer  to  avoid  them  would, 
in  many  cases,  be  unjust  for  it  might  well  be  that  the  beneficiary, 
if  not  misled,  would  pay  the  premium.  Some  of  the  authorities 
go  so  far  as  to  hold  that  upon  grounds  of  public  policy  an  insur- 
ance company  will  be  held  estopped  to  deny  bs  against  its 
acknowledgement,  that  the  consideration  for  the  policy  has  been 
paid."^^^  If,  however,  under  the  contract  no  notice  of  the  non- 
payment of  the  order  need  be  given,  such  a  stipulation  will  be 
enforced  and'  the  mere  giving  of  an  order  will  not  amount  to  pay- 
ment unless  such  order  is  in  fact  paid  and  no  notice  of  non- 
payment is  required.^^'  If  the  insured  leaves  the  money  to  pay 
the  order  in  the  hands  of  the  paymaster  the  insurance  company 
is  not  relieved  because  the  paymaster  fails  to  turn  the  money 
over.2**  And  ^here  the  company  retains  an  assessment  out  of 
the  pay  of  a  member  who  had  made  no  formal  application  as 
required  by  the  laws  it  was  held  that  the  application  was 
waived.*^^  Where  the  insured  has  not  used  dtie  diligence  in  an 
effort  to  pay  the  premium,  having  requested  the  solicitor  of  the 
company  to  pay  for  him  instead  of  paying  himself  to  the  solicitor, 
the  policy  will  be  held  void  because  of  the  non-payment  of  the 
premium,  although  under  other  circumstances  it  would  have  been 
held  in  force  although  the  time  for  the  payment  of  the  premium 
had  expired,  credit  having  been  given  for  the  premium  by  the 
general  agent.*"  Where  the  insurance  against  accident  is  on 
the  assessment  plan,  the  general  rules  applicable  to  the  levy  of

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assessments,  notices  thereof,  and  the  time  within  .which  they  must 
be  paid,  are  the  same  as  in  other  cases.**^  Thus,  where  the  certifi- 
«ate  provided  that  one  month  should  be  allowed  for  paying  as- 
sessments after  notice  thereof,  and  on  the  envelope  containing  the 
certificate  was  indorsed  **  first  assessment  payable  February 
1st,"  it  was  held,2**  that  the  failure  to  pay  before  February  1st, 
an  assessment  made  January  1st,  of  which  the  assured  had  re- 
ceived no  notice,  did  not  forfeit  the  certificate.  A  notice  requir- 
ing payment  of  an  assessment  in  twenty-eight  days,  the  by-laws 
requiring  thirty,  is  void.^^^  And  where  the  application  stated 
that  the  assured  woul<U)e  entitled  to  no  benefits  ''until  after  the 
receipt  and  acceptance  of  the  application  and  membership  fee 
and  amount  of  one  assessment  by  the  secretary  or  treasurer  in 
New  York,"  and  the  policy  provided  that  $5  should  be  paid  on 
delivery  thereof,  land  the  further  sum  of  $2  assessment  should  be 
paid  too  without  specifying  when,  it  was  held  ^•^  that  the  policy 
took  effect  when  it  was  delivered,  and  the  $5  fee  paid.  Under 
the  statute  of  a  State  defining  insurance  agents  the  company  may 
become  liable,  because  of  the  delivery  of  the  policy  by  a  general 
agent,  in  spite  of  a  stipulation  in  the  application  that  the  con- 
tract shall  not  take  effect  until  the  receipt  and  acceptance  of  the 
application  at  the  company's  general  office,***  and  where  the 
person  who  delivered  the  policy  did  so  with  the  apparent  author- 
ity of  a  general  agent  the  company  is  bound  by  his  waiver  of  the 
condition  as  to  payment  of  premium.*'*  Where  the  policy  pro- 
vided' that  the  amount  should  be  paid  if  the  death  of  the  insured 
should  occur  within  ninety  days  after  any  accident  from  the 
effects  thereof,  the  company  is  liable  when  the  death  occurs 
within  the  time  limited  though  the  assessments  due  within  such 
period  of  ninety  days  have  not  been  paid.***  In  the  case  cited 
the  court  says:    '*By  failure  to  honor  the  assessment,  he  indeed

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ceased  to  be  a  member  of  the  association,  and  could  no  longer 
look  to  the^  company  for  indemnity  for  accidental  injury  there- 
after occurring ;  but  by  no  term  of  the  contract  and  by  no  pro- 
vision of  the  by-laws  does  such  cessation  of  membership  work 
forfeiture  of  rights  accrued,  or  release  the  company  from  legal 
liability  incurred  under  the  policy  during  the  continuance  of 
membership.  The  membership  ceases;  the  legal  liability  for  pre- 
vious accidental  injury  remains.  By  one  condition  of  the  policy, 
it  was  competent  for  the  association  to  cancel  the  certificate  of 
membership  at  any  time  upon  refunding  paid  unexpired  assess- 
ments, or  at  the  expiration  of  time  covjp^ed  by  any  one  paid 
assessment.  Can  it  be  claimed  that  the  association  undef  this 
provision  could,  upon  complying  with  its  condition,  absolve  itself 
from  liability  for  an  accident  occurring  previous  to  such  cancella- 
tion? We  think  not.  Cessation  of  membership,  whether  volun- 
tary or  involutary,  operates  prospectively,  not  in  derogation  of 
acquired  rights  or  in  release  of  antecedent  liability.  This  view  is 
impliedly  sustained  by  that  provision  of  the  eighth  by-law  of  the 
association  above  quoted,  to  the  effect  that  a  re-instated  member 
shall  not  be  entitled  to  indemnity  for  injuries  occurring  in  the 
interval  of  time  between  default  and  re-instatement.  It  recog- 
nizes the  liability  of  the  association  to  respond  for  accidental 
injury  sustained  during  the  membership,  notwithstanding  subse- 
quent severance  of  interruption  of  membership  relation." 

There  can  be  no  recovery  where  insured  change  employment 
without  the  premium  being  paid.*^*  Where  the  insured  after 
giving  an  order  on  the  employer  to  deduct  the  premium  from  his 
wages,  drew  the  full  amount  of  the  wages  before  any  deduction 
had  been  made  and  left  the  service,  such  default  bars  recovery.*** 
So  the  failure  of  insured  to  pay  the  renewal  premium  before  an 
injury,  forfeits  the  accident  policy  which  provided  that  it  should 
not  take  effect  unless  the  premium  was  paid  previous  to  the 
injury.*^*    Where  an  order  on  the  employer  is  given  in  payment

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of  an  installment  of  the  preminm  on  an  accident  policy,  there  is 
no  default  until  the  arrival  of  pay  day.**'  Where  a  premium  on 
an  accident  policy  was  to  be  paid  out  of  wages  due  from  a  rail- 
road company,  the  policy  was  held  in  force  though  the  railroad 
company  refused  to  pay,  because  the  refusal  to  pay  was  wrong- 
ful.***  A  policy  is  renewed  though  a  receipt  be  not  delivered,  if 
the  course  of  dealing  justifies  the  inference  that  credit  was  in- 
tended."* 

§  547.  Maturity  of  Contract— Notice  and  Proot  of  Loss.— The 
same  rules  govern  accident  insurance  contracts,  so  far  as  notice 
and  proofs  of  loss  are  concerned,  as  in  the  case  of  other  contracts 
of  insurance.  The  requirements  of  the  contract  as  to  notice  and 
proofs  of  loss  are  conditions  precedent  to  liability  unless  waived. 
The  subject  will  be  considered  in  the  following  chapter,'**  but 
we  will  here  refer  to  many  matters  peculiar  to  contracts  of  acci- 
dent insurance,  especially  the  subject  of  notice.  The  policies  pro- 
vide for  immediate  notice,  or  notice  within  a  specified  time,  of 
the  accident  and  such  requirements  must  be  complied  with.'*^ 
The  condition  as  to  notice  is  binding  upon  the  beneficiary 
although  she  has  not  contracted  to  be  so  bound.***  The 
defense  of  lack  of  due  notice  must  be  expressly  averred  in 
the  answer  if  the  fact  of  due  notice  is  not  alleged  in  the  peti- 
tion.'** What  is  notice,  under  the  terms  of  the  policy,  depends 
largely  upon  the  terms  of  the  contract.  Generally  where  the 
policy  requires  notice  to  be  given  within  a  specified  time,  such  a 
notice  is  a  condition  precedent  to  the  recovery  and  must  be  given 
unless  performance  is  impossible.***  It  has  been  held,***  that 
where  it  is  impossible  to  given  notice  of  an  accident  within  the

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time  specified  in  the  policy,  notice  within  a  reasonable  time  there- 
after is  sufficient.  It  has  been  held  that  a  non-compliance  there- 
with was  not  excused  by  the  intervention  of  death  so  sudden  that 
the  condition  could  not  be  complied  with.**^*  But  this  is  regarded 
as  too  strict  an  interpretation  of  the  rule.  In  a  case  decided  by 
the  Superior  Court  of  New  Tork,^^^  a  large  building,  in  which 
was  placed  the  business  of  the  assured,  fell,  and  it  was  three  days 
before  it  was  learned  by  the  recovery  of  his  body  that  he  had 
perished  in  the  accident.  It  was  held  that  a  notice  of  death 
served  eight  days  later,  but  eleven  days  after  the  accident,  was 
sufficient  although  the  contract  provided  that  notice  with  full 
particulars  of  the  accident  and  injury  must  be  given  ten  days 
after  the  injury  or  death.  In  this  case  the  court  said:  **It  is  no 
doubt  settled  law  that  when  the  time  within  which  notice  of 
injury  or  death  must  be  given  is  specified  definitely  it  must  be 
complied  with,  or  no  recovery  can  be  had.  Striking  examples  of 
this  rule  will  be  found  in  Gamble  v.  Accident  Co.,*®^  and  Patton  v. 
Corporation,^^®  wherein  it  was  held  that  the  omission  to  give  the 
notice  within  the  prescribed  time,  even  when  death  was  instantan- 
eously caused  by  lan  accident,  was  a  complete  answer  to  any  claim 
made  on  the  policy.  Those  were  cases  of  accidental  drowning, 
and  are  distinguishable  from  the  present  by  the  important  fea- 
ture that  the  fact  of  death  was  known  immediately  following  the 
accident.  Here  it  was  absolutely  unknown  to  any  one  until  the 
finding  of  the  body  on  August  25, 1891.  No  one  could  knowingly 
say  that  the  death  was  instantaneous  or  exactly  when  or  how  it 
was  occasioned  except  as  one  of  the  sequences  of  the  accident. 
The  facts  respecting  the  accident  ayid  death  being  undisputed,  the 
question  of  what  construction  could  be  given  to  the  condition  was 
one  purely  of  law  for  the  court.  It  would  have  been  idle  to  have 
submitted  to  the  jury  for  determination  the  question  as  to  when 
the  intestate  died.  No  one  knew  how  long  he  lived  "after  the 
accident  or  when  death  ensued  and  to  attempt  to  fix  the  period 
with  precision  would  be  nothing  better  than  a  guess  or  conun-

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drum,  which,  as  yet,  is  an  insufficient  foundation  for  a  finding  of 
fact.  If  there  was  any  reasonable  doubt  as  to  the  proper  con- 
struction to  be  placed  upon  the  condition,  we  would  adopt  a 
reasonable  one  consistent  with  justice,*®*  and  if  necessary  apply 
the  rule  applicable  to  a  deed  poll,  that  the  words  shall  be  taken  in 
their  strict  sense  against  the  grantor,  and  liberally  in  favor  of 
the  other  party.'*®  The  court  must  give  practical  and  reasonable 
effect  to  all  parts  of  the  contract;  not  only  those  effecting  one 
party,  but  all  parties.  As  the  limitation  of  ten  days  tends  to  a 
forfeiture,  which  is  not  favored  in  law,  it  must  not  be  shortened 
by  construction  to  deprive  the  beneficiary  of  any  of  the  time 
allowed  by  the  contract  for  the  protection  of  her  rights.  The 
policy  of  law  is  to  maintain  contracts  and  enforce  rights  there- 
under when  this  can  be  done  without  offending  the  ascertained 
intention  of  the  contracting  parties  or  some  legal  principle." 
And  where  the  accident  resulted  in  concussion  of  the  brain  caus- 
ing mental  derangement  it  was  held  that  during  th«  time  of  such 
derangement  notice  was  excused.***  And  where  th^  insured  died 
from  the  effects  of  the  accident  it  was  held  that  no  claimant 
existed  until  an  administrator  was  appointed.***  And  where  the 
contract  only  provided  for  notice  in  case  of  disability  it  was 
held  ***  that  notice  was  not  required  where  the  accident  did  not 
prevent  the  assured  from  his  usual  labor  but  afterwards  resulted 
in  death.  Where  performance  of  the  condition  is  impossible,  as 
where  notice  was  required  to  be  given  within  ten  days  after  the 
accident  and  death  did  not  occur  until  after  the  expiration  of  the 
ten  days,  it  has  been  held***  that  the  condition  is  invalid  and

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compliance  therewith  is  excused.  Slight  circumstances,  however, 
will  amount  to  a  waiver  of  this  requirement.  Thus,  where,  al- 
though the  policy  provided  that  failure  to  give  the  company 
notice  of  any  injury  within  ten  days  should  forfeit  all  claimB 
under  the  policy,  a  month  after  the  injury  the  plaintiff  addressed 
a  notice  to  the  company,  who  received  and  kept  it  and  after- 
wards a  statement  was  made  that  the  notice  was  sufficient,  it 
was  held  that  further  notice  was  waived.*^^  Where  the  contract 
provides  that  ''immediate"  notice  must  be  given,  reasonable 
notice  is  meant  and  this  requirement  will  have  a  reasonable  con- 
struction. It  will  generally  be  left  to  the  jury  to  say  whether 
under  all  the  facts  and  circumstances,  such  notice  was  given  with- 
in a  reasonable  time.'^*  In  a  case  in  Pennsylvania,*^'  the  policy 
provided  that  immediate  written  notice  should  be  given  of  the 
accident ;  it  was  held  that  a  notice  mailed  to  the  company  Octo- 
ber 1st,  on  a  claim  for  the  loss  of  an  eye,  resulting  from  an  acci- 
dent which  occurred  September  1st,  was  in  time,  it  appearing  that 
at  the  time  qi  the  accident  the  injury  was  not  regarded  as  dan- 
gerous and  plaintiff  did  not  become  convinced  that  he  would  lose 
his  eye-sight  until  some  time  after  sending  such  notice.  In  de- 
ciding the  case  the  court  said :  "It  is  our  duty  to  give  the  policy 
in  question  a  fair,  businessJike,  common-sense  interpretation.  It 
is  in  such  sense  that  the  parties  to  the  contract  probably  under- 
stood it.  The  plaintiff  was  not  claiming  for  weekly  benefits.  Had 
he  done  so  there  would  have  been  more  force  in  the  defendant's 
position  that  he  should  have  given  notice  of  the  accident  immedi-

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ately-Tifter  its  occurrence  on  September  4th.  His  olaim^  how- 
ever, was  for  the  loss  of  his  eye,  and  it  is  difficult  to  see  how 
he  could  with  any  propriety  make  such  a  claim  until  he  had 
aetoally  lost  it  or  it  had  become  clear  that  he  would  lose  it. 
How  could  he  have  truthfully  made  such  a  claim  on  the  5th  of 
September?  And  had  he  done  so  and  his  eye-sight  be  restored, 
the  probability  is  the  defendant  company  would  have  criticised 
his  claim  even  more  closely  than  it  has  done  now.  In  the  case 
of  Lyon  v.  Assurance  Co.,'^*  the  insured  was  injured  while  trav- 
eling on  a  railroad  train.  He  brought  suit  to  recover  a  weekly 
allowance.  By  the  terms  of  the  policy  he  was  required  to  give 
immediate  notice  to  the  company  at  Hartford,  Connecticut.*  The 
injury  was  received  on  the  27th  of  September,  and  the  notice 
was  sent  to  the  company  at  Hartford,  on  the  28th  of  October  fol- 
lowing, thirty-one  days  afterwards.  During  this  time  he  was 
under  medical  treatment  for  eight  or  nine  days  at  one  place,  when 
he  returned  to  his  home  and  came  under  treatment  of  the  other 
physicians.  The  court  held!  tjiat  under  all  the  circumstances  it 
was  not  error  in  the  court  below  to  refuse  to  instruct  as  a  matter 
of  law  that  the  notice  was  not  given  in  proper  time.  The  question 
was  left  to  be  determined  by  the  jury  as  one  of  fact.  It  is  true 
the  delay  in  such  cases  may  be  so  great  as  to  justify  the  court 
in  ruling  it  as  a  question  of  law.  There  was  no  such  delay  in  the 
case  Bt  hand,  however.  The  word  'immediate*  in  the  contract 
must  be  construed  to  mean  within  it  reasonable  time  thereafter, 
under  all  the  facts  and  circumstances  of  the  case ;  and  what  is  a 
reasonable  time  must  be  decided  by  the  jury,  unless,  as  before 
observed,  the  delay  has  been  so  great  that  the  court  may  rule 
it  as  a  question  of  law.  A  person  might  be  so  injured  as  to  be 
physically  unable  to  give  the  notice  for  weeks.  Hence,  it  is  that 
such  questions  are  referred  to  the  jury,  to  say  whether  under  all 
the  circumstances,  there  has  been  an  unreasonable  delay  in  giving 
notice.  In  the  present  case  we  are  not  required  to  go  so  far  as 
the  court  did  in  the  Iowa  case.  I  see  no  reason  which  requires 
notice  to  be  given  of  the  loss  of  an  eye  until  the  eye  is  destroyed, 
any  more  than  that  in  the  life  policy  a  man  should  give  notice 
of  his  death  before  he  dies.'*  The  authorities  all  agree  that  the 
condition  as  to  notice  is  a  reasonable  one,  but  should  have  a  rea-

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sonable  construction.  Where  the  policy  provided  that  notice  of 
the  accident  should  be  given  as  soon  as  reasonably  possible  but 
contained  no  provision  that  failure  to  give  noti<!e  should  result 
in  forfeiture,  it  will  be  left  to  the  jury  to  say  whether  a  notice 
given  eighteen  days  after  the  injury  is  in  time,  the  reasons  las- 
signed  being  the  sickness  and  nervous  condition  of  the  beneficiary 
after  the  accid'ent.'^'  The  requirement  of  notice  must  be  sub- 
stantially complied  with.**®  A  company  cannot  demand  require- 
ments additional  to  those  in  the  policy  ;**^  and  the  claimant  is  not 
bound  to  give  notice  until  he  has  knowledge.'**  A  new  injury 
requires  new  notice.***  The  notice  must  give  the  cause  of  the 
accident  ;***  but  need  not  state  every  detail  ;**^  and  assigning  one 
cause  for  disability  does  not  preclude  the  insured  from  showing 
other  causes.***  Th^e  insured  is  bound  by  the  statment,  however, 
that  he  did  not  know  the  cause  of  the  accident  **'  After  proofs 
are  made  claiming  disability  for  a  certain  length  of  time  no  claim 
can  afterwards  be  made  for  a  greater  period;***  nor  for  injury 
occurring  subsequently  to  the  time  of  making  proofs.***  A  by-law 
limiting  the  time  for  notice  does  not  apply  to  policies  previously 
issued.**®    Like  other  conditions  those  as  to  notice  may  be  waived

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When  no  notice  has  been  given  as  required  by  the  policy  a  denial 
of  liability  is  no  waiver.***  Furnishing  blank  forms  for  proofs, 
however,  is  a  waiver  of  notice.**^  The  same  principles  apply  in 
regard  to  waiver  of  notice  as  in  other  cases;  and  whether  there 
has  been  a  waiver  or  not  depends  upon  the  circumstances  of  each 
particular  case.*'*  If  the  policy  provides  that  written  notice 
must  be  given  to  the  company  within  a  specified  time,  but  such 
notice,  though  mailed,  fails  to  reach  the  home  office  within  the 
time  required,  this  failure  is  fatal  to  plaintiff's  right  of  action.**^ 

§  548.  The  Same  Subject  Continued. — ^Where  the  policy  pro- 
vides for  a  payment  to  the  insured  for  disability,  and  also  a  pay- 
ment in  cas^  of  death  to  the  beneficiary,  it  is  not  altogether  clear 
whether  in  order  for  the  beneficiary  to  recover  notice  must  have 
been  given  by  the  insured.  In  the  case  of  Travelers  Ins,  Co.  v. 
Nax,***  it  was  held  that  failure  of  the  insured  to  give  the  notice 
prevented  recovery  by  the  beneficiary.  The  court  says:  "The 
rights  involved  in  this  litigation  are  contractual,  and  arise  from 
the  agreement  made  between  Leonard  Nax  in  his  lifetime  and  the 
plaintiff  in  error.  The  policy  issued  to  him,  Bnd  which  embodies 
this  agreement,  sets  forth  the  whole  contract,  and  its  clear, 
express  and  unambiguous  stipulations  are  binding  upon  the  par- 
ties thereto.  The  request  made  by  the  defendant  to  the  court 
below  was,  that  the  plain  and  unequivocal  requirement  of  the 
contract,  that  'immediate  written  notice,  wi!h  full  particulars 
and  full  name  and  address  of  assured  is  to  be  given  said  com- 
pany, at  Hartford,  Connecticut,  of  any  accident  and  injury  for

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which  claim  is  made/  should  be  enforced  in  its  favor  by  the 
court  as  a  matter  of  law,  inasmuch  as  it  was  undisputed  that  no 
such  notice  was  given  by  or  on  behalf  of  the  insured  for  72  days, 
and  no  sufficient  explanation  offered  as  to  the  cause  of  such 
failure  to  give  notice.  During  that  period,  the  insured  was  alive, 
in  full  possession  of  his  faculties,  and  capable  of  attending  to  bnsi- 
ness  of  that  kind.  He  hud  voluntarily  become  a  party  to  the  con- 
tract, and  thereby  made  himself  subject  to  its  conditions.  His 
stipulation  in  regard  to  immediate  notice,  was  a  condition  with 
which  he  must  comply,  in  order  to  bring  the  insurers  under  their 
obligation.  The  wife's  rights,  as  beneficiary,  flowed  from  his 
contract,  and  she  has  no  independent  contract  with  the  company. 
A  failure  to  comply  with  the  condition  as  to  notice,  was  ti  failure 
to  complete  the  contract  in  favor  of  his  wife.  The  obligation  of 
the  plaintiff  in  error,  to  pay  $5,000  to  the  wife  of  the  insured, 
was  only  upon  the  contingency  of  the  death  of  the  insured,  as  a 
direct  result  of  an  accident,  of  which  immediate  notice  was  to  be 
given  to  the  plaintiff  in  error,  bs  stipulated  for  in  the  policy.  It 
is  of  course  admitted  that  the  words  immediate  notice'  must 
have  a  common  sense  interpretation,  and  cannot  be  held  to  re- 
quire of  the  insured  anything  that  is  impossible  or  unreasonable. 
Whether  the  stipulation  for  immediate  notice  has  been  complied 
with,  must  depend  upon  the  facts  and  circumstances  of  the  con- 
crete case  and  it  is  therefore  not  necessary  here  to  discuss  the 
hypothetical  case  of  the  insured's  dying  before  a  reasonable  time 
has  elapsed  after  the  accident,  in  which  notice  could  be  given, 
or  where  the  accident  resulted  in  instant  death.  We  confine  our 
decision  to  the  case  presented  in  this  record,  where  the  insured, 
with  whom  the  contract  was  made,  lived  for  72  days  after  the 
accident,  in  full  possession  of  his  faculties,  attended  by  his  wife 
and  grown  son,  who  was  in  business  with  him  and  who  was  aware 
of  the  fact  that  he  held  the  accident  policy  in  question,  and  where 
no  sufficient  explanation  of  the  failure  to  give  the  required  notice 
appears  in  the  record."  The  Supreme  Court  of  Iowa  said:*** 
''Strictly  speaking  there  can  be  no  such  thing  as  fin  accident 
causing  death  so  long  as  the  insured  person  lives  and  in  the 
nature  of  things  notice  of  the  accident  causing  the  death  is  not

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possible  until  death  has  supervened,  and  provisions  of  the  by- 
laws with  reference  to  notice  has  been  held  to  contemplate  a  dis- 
tinction between  injuries  to  the  member  from  disability  and 
claims  made  by  a  beneficiary  in  case  of  the  death  of  the  member, 
so  that  the  beneficiary  was  not  required  to  give  notice  until  thirty 
days  after  the  death  of  the  insured."*'^  The  Missouri  Court  of 
Appeals  has  held,'**  that  "the  beneficiary  in  an  accident  insurance 
policy  is  not  required  to  give  any  notice  to  the  company  of  an 
injury  to  the  insured  until  the  claim  matures  by  the  death  of 
the  latter.  It  would  be  unreasonable  and  absurd  to  require  the 
wife  of  the  insured,  who  is  the  beneficiary  of  the  death  indemnity 
in  an  accident  insurance  policy,  to  notify  the  company  of  a  pos- 
sible future  death  claim  every  time  her  husband  receives  an  in- 
jury." The  provisions  in  the  contract  for  the  giving  of  notice  are 
to  be  strictly  construed  against  the  insurer.'**  So  a  provision  in 
an  accident  policy  requiring  notice  within  a  specified  time  must 
be  complied  with  except  where  the  giving  of  notice  is  not  made 
a  condition  precedent,  or  it  is  impossible  of  performance.  Notice 
must  be  given  by  the  insured  if  possible,  but  in  case  of  his  death 
the  beneficiary  was  held  only  required  to  give  notice  within  ten 
days  after  she  learned  of  the  existence  of  the  policy.**^  It  has 
been  held  that  where  a  person  becomes  unconscious  from  the  ef- 
fects of  an  accident  and  his  mind  is  so  affected  that  he  cannot 
give*the  notice,  he  is  excused.'"  Insanity  excuses  the  giving  of 
notice.*^*  Still  it  has  been  held  that  delirium  does  not  excuse  the 
giving  of  notice  required  in  the  policy,  since  notice  might  be

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given  by  someone  else.'"  The  fact  that  the  physician  who  was 
attending  the  person  accidentally  injured,  attributed  his  condi- 
tion to  disease  and  not  to  accident,  does  not  excuse  failure  to  give 
the  company  notice,  and  a  delay  of  ten  months  before  giving  such 
notice  is  unreasonable.***  It  has  been  held  thtit  where  no  bodily 
injury  is  apparent  at  the  time  of  the  accident,  notice  is  not  re- 
quired until  sufficient  facts  suggest  that  liability  might  arise.*" 
So  where  the  notice  of  loss  of  sight  due  to  an  infection  was  given 
by  a  physician  within  five  months  after  the  injury,  but  as  soon  as 
it  was  discovered  that  sight  was  destroyed,  it  was  held  to  be 
sufficient.**^  And  while  notice  of  loss  is  necessary  to  be  given 
within  the  ten  days  specified  in  the  policyj  the  stipulation  does 
not  compel  insured  to  determine  at  his  peril  when  the  disability 
commenced.**^  Under  the  conditon  requiring  notice  of  the  acci- 
dent, notice  may  be  given  by  one  other  than  insured,  such  as  a 
relative,  or  friend,  or  physician.***  Notice  by  the  beneficiary  is 
sufficient.***  "While  the  courts  are  liberal  in  construing  the  re- 
quirement as  to  the  notice,  yet  where  the  giving  of  the  notice  is 
a  condition  precedent  to  liability,  there  is  no  liability  unless  the 
notice  is  given,  or  waived,  or  excused  by  act  of  God.*^®  The  con- 
ditions must  only  be  substantially  complied  with.  Where  the 
policy  required  notice  to  be  delivered  at  the  home  office  within 
two  weeks,  it  must  be  received  by  the  company  within  that 
time.*^*  It  has  been  held,  however,  that  notice  is  in  time  if  m&ed 
before  the  ten  days  expire  although  it  does  not  reach  the  insurer

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within  the  time.'^*  A  stipulation  that  notice  of  an  accident  must 
be  given  within  ten  days  is  not  unreasonable.*^'  Where  the 
policy  required  proof  of  claims  to  be  on  blanks  furnished  by  the 
company,  failure  to  furnish  an  employers  affidavit  as  required  by 
one  blank,  because  of  his  refusal  to  make  it,  does  not  defeat 
recovery.**^  Under  the  provisions  of  an  accident  policy  requiring 
particulars  of  the  accident  to  be  given,  the  beneficiary  cannot  be 
required  to  give  the  names  of  witnesses.'*^*  A  notice  is  sufficient, 
stating  the  injury  to  be  a  broken  hip  bone  while  there  are  internal 
injuries,  not  then  known,  resulting  in  death.*^*  The  time  for  giv- 
ing notice  does  not  begin  to  run  in  case  of  death  until  the  death 
of  the  insured.'^^  Under  the  Mississippi  statute  a  provision  limit- 
ing liability  unless  notice  is  given  within  ten  days,  is  not  en- 
forcible.'^*  Setting  up  the  defense  of  suicide  is  no  waiver  of  the 
right  to  rely  upon  want  of  notice.'^'  The  later  cases  all  agree 
that  the  word  ''immediate"  in  an  accident  policy  as  applied  to 
notice,  means  that  notice  must  be  given  as  soon  as  practicable 
under  the  circumstances.'**  "Where  the  contract  required  ten 
days  notice,  a  notice  given  fifty  days  after  the  ^accident  is  too 
late.**^  An  insurer  cannot  make  unreasonable  requirements  for 
proofs,***  and  the  decision  of  the  directors  that  proofs  are  unsat- 
isfactory, is  not  conclusive.***

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§  549.  Examination  of  Person  or  Body. — ^Accident  policies 
usually  contain  a  provision  that  no  claim  shall  be  payable  unless 
any  medical  adviser  of  the  company  shall  be  allowed  to  examine 
the  person  of  the  member  in  respect  to  any  alleged  injury,  or 
cause  of  death,  when,  and  so  often  as  may  be  necessary  or  reason- 
ably required,  on  behalf  of  the  company.  Concerning  such  a  con- 
dition it  has  been  said :  '•*  *'The  design  of  this  clause  in  the  policy 
was  to  enable  the  company  to  learn  the  exact  cause  of  the  death 
of  the  insured,  as  that  cause  might  be  shown  by  a  post-mortem 
examination,  if  one  should  be  held.  What  such  an  examination 
might  show  the  defendant  was  entitled  to  an  opportunity  to  know. 
It  is  a  reasonable  requirement,  under  reasonable  interpretation; 
and  a  violation  of  its  terms  under  circumstances,  showing  disad- 
vantage to  the  company,  would  work  a  forfeiture  of  the  policy." 
But  the  demand  for  such  an  examination  must  be  made  within  a 
reasonable  time,  and  it  will  not  do  to  wait  until  long  after  the 
body  has  been  buried.'*^  Under  the  terms  of  th^  policy  the  in- 
sured may  be  required  to  submit  to  an  examination  by  insurer's 
physician  and  furnish  an  X-ray  photograph  with  the  proof  of 
loss.***  It  has  been  held  that  the  privilege  of  examining  the  body 
of  the  insured  does  not  permit  a  dissection  or  an  autopsy.'*'  In 
this  case  the  court  said:  "Can  it  reasonably  be  supposed  that  it 
was  the  contemplation  of  both  of  the  parties  to  these  contracts 
at  the  time  they  were  made  that  the  meaning  of  the  word  'exam- 
ine' in  its  context  was  to  be  so  expanded  as  to  include  either  the 
idea  of  an  autopsy  or  the  idea  of  a  dissection  ?  While  an  autopsy, 
speaking  generally,  always  includes  an  examination,  can  it  be  said 
that  an  examination  always  includes  an  autopsy;  or  can  it  be 
fairly  held  that  the  simple  word  'examine,'  as  used  in  the  policies 
sued  on,  would  be  accurately  defined  in  the  same  words  as  those 
used  to  define  either  'autopsy'  or  'dissection,*  when  endeavoring

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to  arrive  ^t  the  mutual  agreement  of  the  parties  at  the  time  they 
were  contracting?  It  seems  to  me  not;  particularly  when  con- 
Btruing  policies  for  insurance  against  death  from  external  causes 
only,  and  which  ordinarily  would  only  involve  or  require  external 
inspection.  If  the  company  desired  or  expected  the  insured  to 
agree  to  a  condition  such  as  either  of  these  words  would  have 
clearly  indicated,  there  is  no  obvious  reason  why  it  should  not 
have  been  expressed  in  plain  terms.  If  there  is  a  fair  doubt  as 
to  the  meaning  of  the  words  used  in  a  policy,  it  should  be  solved 
in  favor  of  the  insured,  because  there  appears  to  have  been  no 
reason  why  the  plainest  words  could  not  have  been  employed  by 
the  company  In  framing  the  condition.  It  may  be  that  the  right 
to  dissect  a  body,  even  after  burial,  is  or  would  be  an  important  . 
right  to  the  cpmpany ;  but  that  would  make  it  all  the  more  neces- 
sary for  it  to  express  it  in  language  in  no  way  ambiguous  or 
doubtful,  or  which,  in  order  to  effect  the  company's  purpoM*, 
would  have  to  be  extended  beyond  its  ordinary  import." 

An  Ticcident  policy  provided  that  the  insurer  should  have  the 
right  to  examine  the  person  of  the  insured  and  to  make  an  au- 
topsy; after  insured's  death  his  vital  organs  were  removed  from 
the  body,  which  was  buried,  it  was  held  that  the  heirs  and  next 
of  kin  of  the  insured  could  not  deny  the  company  the  right  to 
examine  the  vitals  which  the  contract  of  insurance  accorded.^'* 
Where  the  contract  does  not  give  the  company  the  exclusive  right 
to  perform  an  autopsy  on  the  insured  in  ease  of  death,  nor  require 
the  beneficiary  to  notify  the  company  of  an  intention  to  ha^e 
one  performed,  the  holding  of  such  autopsy  without  notice  to  the 
company  will  not  forfeit  the  policy.*^*.  "Where  an  accident  policy 
provided  that  any  medical  examiner  of  the  company  should  be 
allowed  to  examine  the  body  of  insured,  the  company  knew  of 
the  death  on  the  day  following  its  occurrence  and  did  not  apply 
for  an  autopsy  until  the  day  after  the  burial,  it  was  held  that  the 
delay  in  making  the  application  was  unreasonable.*'^®  A  demand 
for  an  autopsy  made  less  than  three  hours  before  the  time  set  for 
the  funeral  is  not  made  at  a  reasonable  time,  or  on  the  proper

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occasion,  and  refusal  und'er  those  circumstances  is  justified  The 
demand  is  proper  if , made  to  the  widow  who  is  beneficiary.*" 
The  Texas  Court  of  Civil  Appeals  has  said: »"  "If  the  right  of 
an  autopsy  carried  with  it  the  right  of  exhumation  of  a  body,  it 
must  certainly  be  asked  for  promptly,  and  then  not  to  satisfy  an 
idle  curiosity  or  to  form  the  basis  for  a  forfeiture,  but  it  must 
appear  that  the  desecration  of  the  graves  of  the  dead  and  the 
pain  inflicted  on  those  left  behind  will  reveal  something  that  will 
show  fraud  or  mistake  and  that  will  inure  to  the  absolute  benefit 
of  the  insurer.'' 

§  549a.    Waiver  and  Estoppel  in  Accident  Insurance. — ^In  the 

following  chapter  we  will  consider  the  law  of  waiver  and  estoppel 
as  applied  to  life  and  accident  insurance  whether  the  contracts 
are  those  of  the  regular,  or  old  line,  companies,  or  of  the  fraternal 
beneficiary  societies.  It  is  not  necessary  therefore  to  specially 
consider  accident  insurance  in  this  connection,  but  defer  the  dis- 
cussion for  the  present.  Generally  speaking,  the  principles  of 
waiver  and  estoppel  apply  to  all  contracts,  whether  relating  to 
insurance  or  not.    . 

§  550.  Pleading,  Evidence,  Etc. — ^We  propose  in  a  subsequent 
chapter'''*  to*consider  questions  of  pleading,  practice  and  evi- 
dence in  actions  on  insurance  policies,  but  we  will  here  refer  to 
some  matters  peculiar  to  accident  policies  and  the  cases  in  sup- 
port thereof.'^*  The  word,  *'fall,"  implies  an  accident.'"  An 
averment  that  insured  was  run  over  by  a  locomotive  shows  that 
the  injury  was  caused  by  external,  violent  and  accidental  means 
and  that  there  were  visible  marks  on  the  body  by  reason  of

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such  injury.'^*  A  requirement  in  the  policy  that  evidence  of  the 
injury  causing  the  death  shall  be  ''direct  and  affirmative"  cannot 
change  the  rules  of  evidence.*''^  It  has  been  held,*^'  that  under 
a  similar  clause  in  a  contract  it  does  UDt  require  a  claimant  to 
show  the  fact  of  the  injury  and  its  attendant  circumstances  by 
eye-witnessesy  the  court  saying:  ''It  must  be  admitted  that  there 
was  no  evidence  by  any  witnesses  who  saw  the  dsecedent  when 
he  was  injured  as  to  the  particular  manner  in  which  his  injury 
was  caused.  But  the  requirement  of  this  certificate  as  to  direct 
and  positive  proof  did  not  make  it  necessary  that  the  plaintiff 
should  establish  the  fact  and  attendant  circumstances  of  the 
decedent's  injury  by  persons  who  were  actually  present  when  the 
injury  occurred.  The  fact  that  the  injury  was  caused  by  ex- 
ternal violence  was  directly  and  positively  established  by  the 
proof  given  of  the  nature  and  character  of  his  injury. ' '  Wher- 
ever a  canoe  is  overturned  and  persons  in  the  canoe  were 
drowned  and  the  occurrence  was  witnessed  by  spectators  the  acci- 
dent was  established  by  eye-witnesses.*^*  So  it  was  held  that  a 
person  injured  by  the  accidental  discharge  of  a  gun  was  a  suffi- 
cient eye-witness  to  his  own  injury.'*® 

The  Supreme  Court  of  Iowa  has  held,*"  that  a  provision  in  a 
certificate  of  a  mutual  assessment  association  that  the  association 
«hould  not  be  liable  for  an  injury,  or  death,  caused  by  the  dis- 
charge of  a  firearm  unless  the  accidental  character  thereof  was 
established  by  the  testimony  of  one  eye-witness  other  than  the 
member,  is  not  contrary  to  public  policy  in  that  it  attempts  to 
modify  and  control  the  procedure  of  courts  of  justice.  The  pur- 
pose of  such  a  provision  was  to  remove  the  presumption  of  acci- 
dent and  though  not  necessarily  requiring  that  the  witness  should 
have  seen  the  exact  manner  of  the  discharge,  it  did  require  his

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presence  at  or  near  the  scene  and  his  direct  observation  of  such 
facts  and  circumstances  connected  with  the  immediate  transac- 
tion as  of  themselves  would  indicate  that  the  shooting  was  acci- 
dental.   The  Court  said:    ''We  see  nothing  in  the  by-law  con- 
trary to  public  policy.    Contracts  relating  to  procedure  have  fre- 
quently been  sustained.    The  parties  may  by  contract  fix  their 
own  statute  of  limitations.    They  may  also  specify  the  terms  and 
conditions  of  liability,  even  though  without  the  contract  recov- 
ery might  be  had.    A  contract  may  be  made  waiving  a  jury  trial. 
A  contract  providing  a  rule  of  evidence  was  also  upheld  by  this 
court  in  Russ  v.  War  Eagle.'**    And  th^  injury  may  be  proved 
by  circumstantial  evidence  alone.*'*    It  is  not  error  to  charge  the 
jury  that  it  should  not  presume  from  the  mere  fact  of  death  that

suance of  the  certificate  tire  admissible  against  the  beneficiary 
in  an  action  on  such  certificate.**^    The  burden  of  proof  of  an 
accidental  death,  or  injury,  is  on  the  plaintiff ;  but,  after  such 
accident  is  shown,  the  burden  is  on  the  defendant  to  show  that 
the  injury  was  within  one  or  more  of  the  exceptions  of  the  pol-

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icy."*  And  plaintiff  must  prove  the  accident,  although  suicide 
is  pleaded  by  the  defendant.*'^  We  give  in  ia  note  reference  to  a 
number  of  cases  involving  questions  of  evidence,  not  attempting 
at  this  time  to  discuss  the  subject  further.*^*  The  Texas  law 
giving  damages  for  refusal  to  pay  on  insurance  policy  does  not

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ployes.  It  is  a  recent  form  of  accident  insurance  and  is  the  out- 
growth of  a  demand  for  indemnity  to  employers  against  the  lia- 
bility of  their  employes  for  injuries  occurring  to  them  in  per- 
forming the  duties  of  their  employment.*^*  These  policies  differ 
in  the  respect  that  they  may  be  contracts  insuring  directly  against 
liability,  or  those  that  insure  against  loss,  or  damage,  by  reason 
of  liability.  Under  contracts  of  the  first  description  the  amount 
of  the  policy  up  to  the  extent  of  the  liability  incurred  by  an 
employer  on  account  of  an  accident  to  an  employe,  becomes  im- 
mediately upon  the  happening  of  the  event  on  which  the  liability 
depends,  and  the  giving  of  such  notice  as  the  policy  providles  for, 
an  asset  of  the  assured  which,  in  the  absence  of  any  provisions  to 
the  contrary  in  the  policy,  may  be  assigned  by  him,  or  taken  for 
his  debt,  subject,  of  course,  to  the  making  of  such  proofs  to  per- 
fect the  demand  as  the  policy  may  provide  for.  Under  the  poli- 
cies of  the  second  kind  the  amount  of  the  insurance  does  not  b^ 
come  available  until  the  assured  has  paid  the  loss  and  is  not 
even  then  available  unless  proper  notice  has  been  given  as  pro- 
vided in  the  policy.*^*  The  point  has  been  made  that  contracts 
to  indemnify  an  employer  against  his  own  negligence  are  against 
public  policy  and  therefore  void.  In  the  case  of  Breeden  v. 
Frankfort,  etc.,  Ins.  Co.,***  the  majority  of  the  court  held  that 
such  contracts  are  not  null  and  void  as  against  public  policy, 
even  though  they  may  tend  to  encourage  negligence  on  the  mas- 
ter's part.  The  court  further  held  that  a  distinction  between  fire, 
life  and  marine  insurance,  as  being  valid  and  as  not  affecting 
the  rights  of  third  parties,  and  indemnity  insurance  against  losses 
arising  from  the  insured's  negligence  to  third  parties,  is  without 
substance.  If  one  is  valid,  so  is  the  other.  To  overthrow  indem- 
nity insurance  against  losses  arising  from  the  employer's  negli- 
gence to  an  employe  or  the  carrier's  negligence  to  a  passenger 
would  be  ta  overthrow  the  foundations  upon  which  all  insurance 
is  built  whether  indemnity,  life,  accident  or  fire.  Negligence  is 
bound  up  with  or  collaterally  related  to  every  form  of  insurance,

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and  the  interest  of  'third  persons'  are  involved  in  it  b11.  Partial 
indemnity  will  produce  neglect  in  one  form  as  much  as  in  an- 
other; and  the  encouragement  to  negligence  on  the  part  of  the 
insured,  because  of  that  indemnity,  does  not  invalidate  any  form 
of  insurance.  A  minority  of  the  judges  held  that  to  authorize 
the  master  to  indemnify  himself  against  his  own  negligence  and 
consequent  loss  and  liability  flowing  from  that  negligence,  would 
be  to  encourage  him  to  be  negligent  and  permit  him  to  do  indi- 
rectly what  the  law  will  not  permit  him  to  do  directly,  namely, 
to  relieve  himself  against  the  penalty  which  the  law  imposes  to 
compel  him  to  be  careful  for  the  employe's  safety  by  casting  that 
burden  on  a  third  party,  and  hence  all  such  indemnifying  con- 
tracts are  contrary  to  public  policy  and  void. 

The  opinions  in  this  case  are  elaborate  and  the  writers  exten- 
sively reviewed  all  the  authorities  bearing  on  the  subject.  The 
same  general  principles  applicable  to  other  forms  of  insurance 
apply  to  this  class  of  contracts,  namely,  the  rules  regarding  au- 
thority of  agents,  application,  warranty,  representation  and  con- 
cealment, the  time  at  which  the  contract  becomes  effective,  and 
those  governing  the  payment  of  premium,  giving  of  notice,  making 
ol  proofs  and  construction  of  the  policy.  As  in  other  cases,  the  in- 
tent of  the  parties  will  be  sought  and  the  construction  will  be 
liberal  in  favor  of  the  insured.  The  general  principles  of  waiver 
and  estoppel  also  apply  as  in  other  insurance  cases.  If  the  con- 
tract is  one  insuring  against  loss,  or  damage,  for  injury  to,  or 
death  of,  persons,  the  liability  of  the  insurer  becomes  fixed  when 
a  final  judgment  is  rendered  against  the  assured  and  it  is  obit- 
gated  to  pay  the  amount  of  the  indebtedness  although  the  judg- 
ment has  not  been  paid.'^^  But  if  the  policy  provides  that  in  or- 
der to  recover  against  the  insurer  a  judgment  against  the  assured 
must  be  paid,  this  condition  must  be  complied  with.  This  class 
of  insurance  has  many  individual  characteristics,  but  it  is  not 
within  the  scope  of  this  work  to  consider  these  characteristics  in 
detail.    We  may,  however,  briefly  refer  to  a  few  authorities. 

It  is  a  question  of  construction  in  each  particular  case  what 
class  of  accidents  or  injuries  are  covered  and  no  general  rules

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can  be  laid  down  Where  the  contract  provided  for  insurance 
against  injuries  to  any  employe  in  the  service  of  the  insured 
while  employed  in  any  of  the  occupations,  or  any  of  the  places, 
mentioned  in  the  schedule  attached,  which  schedule  gave  such 
occupations  as  *'all  operations  connected  with  the  business  of  ice 
dealers,*'  it  was  held"*  that  the  company  was  not  liable  for 
losses  paid  the  employes  for  injuries  received  while  erecting  a 
new  ice  house  at  the  place  stated  in  the  application,  although  it 
was  customary  for  ice  dealers  to  erect  their  own  ice  houses.  The 
court  in  this  case  held  that  evidence  of  the  alleged  custom  was 
irrelevant  and  says:  *'The  case  depends  upon  the  construction 
of  the  contract  and  the  cufetdin  if  proved  would  not  enlarge  the 
defendant's  liability/'  A  case  of  the  same  kind  was  decided  by 
the  Supreme  Court  of  Pennsylvania  where  the  policy  indemnified 
a  horse  car  company  for  damages  on  account  of  injuries  to  per- 
sons, not  employes,  resulting  from  accident  to,  or  caused  by, 
horse  cars,  plants,  works,  machinery  or  appliances  used  in  the 
business  of  the  assured  and  described  in  the  application.  It  was 
held'^'^  that  such  a  contract  does  not  insure  against  injuries 
caused  by  omnibus  sleighs  not  described  in  the  application,  though 
customary  in  the  neighborhood  when  the  tracks  are  obstructed 
by  snow  and  ice.  In  the  case  cited  the  court  says:  **The  policy, 
by  its  terms,  was  based  upon  statements  made  in  the  application, 
which  were  to  be  considered  as  warranties ;  and  it  was  restricted 
to  injuries  caused  by  or  to  certain  enumerated  ways,  means,  and 
appliances  used  in  the  business,  and  described  in  the  application. 
The  defendants  would  not  have  been  liable,  under  the  terms  of  the 
policy,  if  the  motive  power  had  been  changed  by  the  use  of  steam 
or  electricity,  instead  of  horses ;  and  we  are  not  able  to  see  that 
the  result  is  different  when  one  kind  of  vehicle  is  substituted  for 
another.  This  is  not  the  case  of  the  temporary  use  of  another 
means  of  transportation  upon  a  part  of  the  line,  made  necessary 
by  reason  of  the  accidental  destruction  of  cars,  tracks  or  bridges, 
nor  of  the  use  of  plows  or  sweepers  to  clear  the  track ;  but  it  was 
an  entire  abandonment,  during  portions  of  the  winter  season,  of

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the  nse  of  the  road  as  a  horse  railroad,  and  the  substitution  of  a 
distinct  and  different  mode  of  transportation.  Whether  the  risk 
would  be  increased  or  diminished  would  depend  upon  the  circum- 
stances of  the  particular  case,  but  it  is  evident  that  the  risk  in  the 
use  of  sleighs  differs  from  the  risk  in  the  use  of  cars.  It  includes 
the  danger  of  upsetting,  the  chances  of  collision  with  other  vehi- 
cles, the  Irability  to  loss  of  control  of  the  horses, — risks  which  are 
minimized  in  the  use  of  street  cars.  The  conditions  from  which 
accidents  would  probably  result  in  the  use  of  sleighs  differ  from- 
those  from  which  they  are  likely  to  happen  in  the  use  of  cars; 
and,  whether  the  difference  is  great  or  small,  it  is  for  the  insurer 
to  decide  whether  he  will  accept  the  risk.''  Kidney  disease  con- 
tracted while  assorting  infected  rags  is  an  accident  within  such 
a  policy.***  In  a  case  in  England,'**  the  insurance  was  effected  by 
a  tramway  company  and  the  contract  provided  that  the  insurer 
should  not  be  liable  for  an  amount  in  excess  of  £250  in  respect  of 
any  one  accident.  One  of  the  ^cars  of  the  assured  was  overturned 
and  forty  persons  injured  and  plaintiff  became  liable  to  pay 
claims  to  the  amount  of  £883,  the  court  held  that  the  liability  was 
not  limited  to  £250,  but  plaintiff  was  entitled  to  recover  the  full 
amount  because  the  word  accident  meant  injury  in  respect  of 
which  a  person  claimed  compensation  from  the  plaintiff.

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of  benefit  societies,  the  money  becomes  owing  from  the  insurer 
whenever  the  contingency  insured  against  happens,  although, 
generally,  by  the  terms  of  the  contract,  it  is  not  due  or  payable 
until  a  certain  number  of  days  thereafter.  Life  insurance  com- 
panies agree  to  pay  the  amount  of  the  insurance  either  upon  the 
death  of  the  insured,  or  when  he  shall  arrive  at  a  certain  age ; 
benefit  societies  undertake  to  pay  either  upon  the  death  of  the 
member,  or  when  he  shall  become  permanently  disabled.  Cer- 
tain benefits  may  mature  when  the  member  is  sick,  but  of  these 
we  have  already  spoken.^  With  life  insurance  companies  and 
benefit  societies  alike,  death,  therefore,  is  generally  the  event 
which  is  to  determine  the  contract  and  mature  the  liability.* 
Unlike  fire  insurance  contracts,  where  the  insurer  may  never  be 
called  upon  to  pay,  because  the  property  may  never  burn,  the 
undertaking  of  the  life  insurance  corporations  is  to  meet  a  lia- 
bility, which  is  certain,  for  death  is  inevitable,  and,  if  the 
premiums  be  paid  by  the  insured  according  to  agreement,  the 
company  must  prepare  to,  at  some  time,  fulfill  its  obligation.  The 
sum.  to  be  paid  is  certain,  for  it  is  set  forth,  in  the  policy,  which 
is,  as  we  have  seen,  a  valued  policy,  because  the  full  amount 
named  therein  is  to  be  paid  without  deduction  or  allowances,* 
for  the  loss  is  total.  The  contract,  however,  may  provide  for  the 
deduction  of  certain  premiums  or  indebtedness  and  such  pro- 
visions will  be  enforced.*    No  limit  has  ever  been  fixed  upon  the

amount  for  which  one  can  insure  his  life,  for  human  life  is 
something  which,  in  one  sense,  is  priceless,  and  for  which  no 
compensation  can  be  made,  consequently  a  man's  inclination  or 
ability  to  pay  the  premiums  can  alone  establish  bounds  to  the 
insurance  he  may  carry  on  his  life;  and  when  his  life  is  ended, 
the  amount  to  be  recovered  is  that  named  in  the  contract  and  it 
cannot  be  questioned.  When  a  creditor  insures  the  life  of  a 
debtor  different  principles  apply,  for  public  policy  neither  per- 
mits a  person  to  effect  an  insurance  upon  a  life  in  which  he  has 
no  insurable  interest,  nor  does  it  allow  the  creditor  to  make  the 
amount  of  his  insurance  upon  his  debtor's  life  disproportionate 
to  the  debt.^  Under  the  contract  the  amount  to  be  paid  may  be 
payable  only  out  of  a  particular  fund,  or  be  limited  by  the  sum 
collected  from  the  members.  As  the  courts  take  notice  of  these 
limitations  they  will  limit  the  recovery  as  provided  for  in  the 
agreement  of  the  parties.*  If  a  settlement  with  a  beneficiary  has 
been  obtained  by  an  association  by  fraudulent  representations  he 
can  sue  for  damages  and  is  not  bound  to  first  return  the  sum 
received  since  he  may  affirm  the  settlement  and  still  claim  dam- 
ages for  the  fraud.*^ 

If  the  fund  provided  for  the  payment  of  endowment  claims 
at  a  certain  time  be  insufficient  to  pay  all  in  full,  a  member  as- 
serting his  claim  can  only  recover  his  pro  rata  share  of  such 
fund  and  the  society  being  a  trustee  can  assert  the  rights  of 
the  other  claimants  in  opposition  to  the  suing  creditor.'  "Where 
a  policy  contained  a  provision  that  it  should  be  void  if  the  in- 
sured should  become  insured  in  any  other  company,  and  the  total 
amount  of  insurance  should  exceed  the  amount  endorsed  on  the

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policy,  it  was  held  that  the  condition  was  not  one  providing  for 
a  diminished  payment  if  there  should  be  additional  insurance,  but 
for  an  avoidance  of  the  policy  in  such  case.'  Where  a  policy 
provided  that  the  insured  should  belong  to  a  certain  division  of 
policyholders  and  the  promise  is  to  pay  an  amount  not  exceeding 
a  named  sum,  or  the  full  amount  raised  by  one  mortuary  assess- 
ment upon  all  members  in  good  standing  in  such  division,  it  is 
held  that  prima  facie  the  beneficiary  is  entitled  to  recover  the 
amount  stipulated  in  the  policy  but  the  company  may  show  in 
defense  that  it  has  made  an  assessment  upon  all  the  members 
in  good  standing  in  the  division  involved,  and  has  not  raised  the 
amount  stated  and  thus  diminished  the  recovery  to  the  amount 
actually  realized.  The  burden  of  proof  is  on  the  insurance  com- 
pany to  sustain  its  defense.^®  If  the  assessment  would  provide 
the  maximum  amount  sufficient  to  pay  the  policy  the  beneficiary 
is  entitled  to  the  full  amount.^^  Where  the  contract  provided 
that  on  the*death  of  the  member  the  amount  due  on  his  certificate 
should  be  ascertained  by  deducting  from  its  face  value  the  month- 
ly assessments  from  the  death  of  the  member  to  the  expiration 
of  his  life  expectancy,  with  interest,  and  the  by-laws  forming  a 
part  of  the  contract  were  afterwards  changed  increasing  the 
monthly  assessments,  but  that  such  increased  assessments  should 
be  collected  only  from  members  thereafter  joining,  the  old  mem- 
bers continuing  to  pay  at  the  old  rate  and  on  their  death  the 
increase  over  the  old  rate  be  deducted  from  the  certificate,  it 
was  held  that  the  society  had  the  right  in  settling  with  the 
beneficiaries  of  deceased  member  to  deduct  such  differences,  com- 
puted, however,  from  the  time  when  the  new  rate  went  into 
effect  up  to  the  date  of  the  death  of  the  member,  but  not  the 
balance  of  the  life  expectancy  of  such  member.^^  An  unpaid 
premium  note  should  be  deducted  from  the  face  of  the  policy.'*^ 
A  beneficiary  can  recover  the  full  amount  of  the  policy  where

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she  had  a  vested  interest  although  the  insured  had  obtained  the 
loan.**  Under  the  laws  of  Texas  a  provision  that  if  the  insured 
should  die  from  heart  disease  within  one  year  from  the  date  of 
the  policy  liability  would  be  limited  to  one-fourth  of  the  principal 
sum  is  no  defense  and  the  full  amount  can  be  recovered.*^ 

Many  modern  policies  are  payable  in  installments  and  it  is  a 
question  when  liability  is  denied  what  judgment  should  be  rend- 
ered. The  Supreme  Court  of  Texas  has  held:*^  that  where  a 
policy  called  for  the  payment  of  the  amount  in  ten  apnual  in- 
stallments commencing  with  the  death  of  the  insured,  judgment 
could  not  be  rendered  against  the  company  for  the  whole  amount 
with  execution  to  issue  for  the  various  installments  as  they  fell 
due,  although  recovery  could  be  had  on  the  first  installment 
and  the  liability  of  the  company  would  be  determined  thereby. 
It  would  seem  on  principle  that  €ui  action  could  be  brought 
in  equity  for  a  specific  performance  and  in  that  case  judgment 
would  be  rendered  for  the  payment  of  the  installments  that  were 
due  and  providing  that  if  any  subsequent  installment  remained 
unpaid  for  a  certain  time  execution  should  issue  upon  proper 
showing. 

§  553.  Penalty,  Damages  and  Attorney  Fees  for  Vezatiras  Re- 
fusal to  Pay;  Interest. — ^In  some  States  a  provision  of  law  is 
found  that  a  company  failing  to  pay  a  loss  within  the  time 
specified  in  the  policy  or  vexatiously  refusing  to  pay  shall  be 
liable  to  payment  in  addition  of  a  specified  percentage  and  attor- 
ney fees.    Such  a  statute  is  constitutional  and  will  be  enforced,***

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This  statute  imposing  a  penalty  for  vexatious  delay  does  not  re- 
late to  the  remedy.  It  is  a  matter  connected  with  the  perform- 
ance of  a  contract  and  hence  it  has  been  held/^  that  the  Missouri 
statute  only  applies  to  contracts  that  are  to  be  performed  in 
Missouri  and  has  no  application  to  a  contract  which  was  made 
in  another  state  where  the  property  insured  was  located,  where 
it  was  destroyed  and  where  the  cause  of  action  accrued  and  be- 
came complete.  In  the  case  of  Martin  v.  Mutual  Life  Ins.  Co.^* 
it  was  said  that  a  contract  of  life  insurance  providing  for  the 
payment  of  an  amount  on  the  event  of  the  death  of  the  insured 
is  transitory  in  character  without  regard  to  the  place  of  its 
original  execution,  and  that  it  follows  the  person  of  the  insured 
80  as  to  enable  the  enforcement  of  performance  where  the  death 
occurs.  The  performance  contemplated  in  such  a  contract  is  the 
payment  of  the  amount  agreed  when  the  death  occurs  and  the 
cause  of  action  accrues  where  that  event  takes  place.^^  In  the 
case  of  Patterson  v.  American  Ins.  Co.,^'^  it  is  said:  "It  is  true 
the  whole,  question  of  vexatious  delay  is  a  question  for  the  jury 
but  it  is  only  so  when  from  a  general  survey  of  all  the  facts  and 
circumstances  in  the  case  an  inference  can  be  drawn  that  the 
refusal  was  unjustifiable  and  vexatious.  And  while  affirmative 
proof  is  not  required  to  show  vexatious  refusal,  yet  the  penalty 
should  not  be  inflicted  unless  the  evidence  and  circumstances 
show  that  such  refusal  was  willful  and  without  reasonable  cause, 
as  the  facts  appear  to  a  reasonable  and  prudent  man  before  the 
trial ;  and  merely  because  the  judgment  after  trial  is  adverse  to 
defendant's  contention  is  no  reason  for  infliction  of  the  penalty.** 
The  provision  of  the  Texas  statute  for  twelve  per  cent  damages  if 
an  insurance  company  liable  for  a  claim  fails  to  pay  it  within 
the  time  specified  in  the  policy,  after  demand,  is  not  a  penalty 
but  damages  and  forms  part  of  the  contract.''*^     And  where

Under  the  issue  of  vexatious  refusal  to  pay  the  damages  may  be 
proved  by  any  competent  evidence,  whether  such  evidence  tends 
to  establish  the  main  issue,  the  right  to -recover  the  amount  of 
the  policy,  or  not.  The  Supreme  Court  of  Missouri  has  said :  ** 
''It  stands  to  reason  that  under  this  statute  plaintiff  must  have 
in  the  petition  allegations  showing  that  he  is  entitled  to  these 
damages,  and  these  damages  become  a  triable  issue  in  the  case. 
As  it  is  a  triable  issue,  any  evidence  which  tends  to  prove  thin 
particular  issue  is  competent,  whether  such  evidence  tends  to 
prove  the  main  issue  in  the  case  or  not.  By  main  issue  we  mean 
the  plaintiff's  right  to  recover  under  the  policy.  Of  course,  if 
this  issue  as  to  these  statutory  damages  is  not  made  out  by  proof, 
it  is  the  duty  of  the  court,  as  in  other  cases,  to  take  such  issue 
from  the  jury  by  appropriate  instruction.  But,  if  there  is  evi- 
dence by  proof  direct  of  vexatious  refusal  to  pay,  or  if  from  all 
the  evidence,  facts  and  circumstances  in  the  case  the  jury  has  the 
right  to  infer  a  vexatious  refusal  to  pay,  then  the  issue  should 
be  submitted  to  the  jury.  The  statute  leaves  the  jury  as  the 
arbiter,  if  there  are  facts  sufficient  to  carry  the  issue  of  vexatious 
delay  to  the  jury.  Nor  could  the  plaintiff  be  precluded  from 
introducing  any  competent  evidence  tending  to  show  a  vexatious 
delay  in  payment.  Such  plaintiff  is  not  confined  upon  this  issue 
merely  to  matters  and  things  which  would  tend  to  show  defend- 
ant's liability  for  the  principal  sum  of  the  policy,  but  he  may  offer 
any  competent  evidence  upon  this  one  issue,  whether  such  evi- 
dence supports  the  main  issue  of  liability  on  the  policy  or  not 
Certainly  there  can  be  no  recovery  upon  the  issue  of  vexatious 
delay,  if  there  is  no  recovery  under  the  policy,  but,  if  there  is 
recovery  on  the  policy,  then  there  may  be  a  recovery  of  these 
statutory  damages,  if  the  jury  so  find,  under  evidence  sufficient  to

support  their  verdiet  upon  that  issue.  This  particular  question 
— i,  e.,  whether  extrinsic  evidence  is  admissible  to  sustain  the 
allegation  of  vexatious  delay — is  one  of  first  impression  in  this 
state.  The  statute  has  been  frequently  under  review,  but  not 
from  this  angle.  ...  In  the  case  at  bar  we  rule  that  the 
allegation  of  vexatious  delay  in  payment  of  the  policy  may  be 
shown  by  any  competent  evidemv-,  whether  such  evidence  tends 
to  establish  the  right  to  recover  the  policy  amount  or  not.'*  The 
damages  allowed  for  vexatious  refusal  to  pay  are  punitive  dam- 
ages and  not  a  penalty  and  the  amount  must  be  stated  separately 
in  the  petition.*^  The  Tennessee  statute  provides  for  a  penalty 
for  a  refusal  to  pay  a  policy  which  is  '*not  in  good  faith/'  These 
words  imply  a  lack  of  good,  or  moral,  intent  as  the  motive  for 
refusal  to  pay  the  loss.**  A  formal  demand  must  be  made  for 
the  payment  of  the  amount  due  after  the  maturity  of  the  policy 
is  fixed.^^  In  the  latest  case  on  this  subject,**  the  court  says: 
"As  we  see  this  case,  there  is  neither  direct  nor  circumstantial 
evidence  that  the  company  in  refusing  to  pay  was  not  acting  in 
good  faith.  It  is  urged  that  it  attempted  to  compromise  and  settle 
the  question  of  liability  both  before  and  after  the  death  of  Mr. 
Silliman,  but  we  fail  to  see  in  this  act  any  lack  of  good  faith. 
Indeed,  the  law  encourages  honest  efforts  to  compromise  differ- 
ences. But  it  is  said  the  efforts  were  not  honest.  We  have  been 
unable  to  find  the  evidence  which  sustains  this  insistence.  It  is 
urged  that  the  company  and  its  counsel  should  have  known  the 
law  which  fixed  liability.  It  is,  however,  conceded  that  they 
might  be  excusable  for  failure  to  know  a  determinative  fact. 
Our  cases  do  not  recognize  such  a  distinction,  and  a  consideration 
of  the  many  legal  questions  on  which  the  courts  are  in  hopeless 
conflict  suggest  the  thought  that  jurisprudence  is  not  one  of  the 
exact  sciences,  and  that  one  who  holds  out  to  have  a  practical 
knowledge  of  its  principles  may  have  quite  an  honest  but  most 
erroneous  view  of  a  concrete  legal  question."  Demand  must  be 
made  and  proofs  furnished  and  suit  is  not  such  a  demand  as  is

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required  by  the  statute.**^  The  jury  is  to  judge  from  the  facts  and 
circumstances  whether  the  delay  was  vexatious  and  affirmative 
proof  to  that  effect  is  not  required.*^  Such  a  provision  has  no 
retroactive  operation.**  There  is  no  reason  why  the  general  rule 
in  regard  to  interest  should  not  be  applied  in  actions  on  insurance 
policies  as  in  other  cases.*'  If  interest  is  recovered  it  is  to  be 
computed  from  the  time  of  receipt  of  proofs  or  demand.** 

§  554.  Disability. — ^In  some  benefit  societies  the  benefit,  or 
part  of  it,  is  payable  to  the  member  himself  if  he  shall  become 
permanently  disabled.  What  is  permanent,  or  total,  disability, 
within  the  meaning  of  such  provisions  depends  upon  the  language 
used  in  the  contract  defining  it,  and  a  member  is  bound  by  the 
by-laws  relating  to  disability,*^  A  disability  policy  does  not  cover 
death.**  Where  the  constitution  of  a  benefit  society  provided 
that  a  member  "permanently  disabled  from  following  his  or  her 
usual  or  other  occupation"  was  entitled  to  a  benefit;  and  in  an- 
other section  defined  such  disability  as  one  which  should  "perma- 
nently prevent  the  member  from  following  any  occupation  where- 
by he  or  she  can  obtain  a  livelihood;"  it  was  held,*^  that  the 
words,  "or  other  occupation,"  in  the  first  mentioned  section, 
could  not  be  held  to  mean  "or  other  of  the  same  kind;"  and  the

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was  to  be  paid  *'if  the  assured  shall  sustain  bodily  injuries  *by 
means  aforesaid,  which  shall,  independently  of  all  other  causes, 
immediately  and  wholly  disable  and  prevent  him  from  the  prose- 
cution of  any  and  every  kind  of  business  pertaining  to  the  occu- 
pation under  which  he  is  insured. ' '  In  construing  this  the  court 
said:  *'The  object  to  be* accomplished  by  this  contract  was  in- 
demnity to  the  plaintiff  for  loss  of  time  from  being  wholly  dis- 
abled from  prosecuting  his  business  by  an  injury  received  as 
specified  in  the  policy.  He  was  not  able  to  prosecute  his  busi- 
ness unless  he  was  able  to  do  all  the  substantial  acts  necessary  to 
be  done  in  its  prosecution.  If  the  prosecution  of  the  business 
required  him  to  do  several  acts  and  perform  several  kinds  of 
labor,  and  he  was  able  to  do  and  perform  only  one,  he  was  as 
effectually  disabled  from  performing  his  business  as  if  he  could 
do  nothing  required  to  be  done,  and  while  remaining  in  that 
condition  he  would  suffer  loss  of  time  in  the  business  of  his 
occupation.  ...  To  entitle  the  plaintiff  to  recover,  he  was 
not  required  to  prove  that  his  injury  disabled  him  to  such  an 
extent  that  he  had  no  physical  ability  to  do  what  was  necessary 
to  be  done  in  the  prosecution  of  his  business  but  it  was  sufficient 
if  he  satisfied  them  (the  jury)  that  his  injury  was  of  silch  a 
character  and  to  such  an  extent  that  common  care  and  prudence 
required  him  to  desist  from  his  labors  and  rest  as  long  as  it  was 
reasonably  necessary  to  effectuate  a  speedy  cure, — so  that  a  com- 
petent and  specified  physician  called  to  treat  him  would  direct 
him  so  to  do."  In  determining  what  is  inability  to  follow  any 
occupation  the  physical  and  mental  attainments  of  the  assured 
must  both  be  considered.^^  Loss  of  hand  may  amount  to  total 
disability.^^  Loss  of  one  eye  is  not  total  disability.*'  The  words 
"total  disability,"  used  without  limitation  will  include  disability 
arising  from  old  age,*''  but  the  term  "sick,  disabled  or  blind,  or 
being  otherwise  disabled  from  work,"  will  not  include  an  in- 
capacity to  work  caused  by  old  age.*^    Under  a  provision  in  the

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laws  of  a  society  providing  for  payment  to  certificate  holders  who 
have  become  disabled  by  accident,  the  word,  accident,  will  be 
given  its  primary  and  usual  signification,  as  being  an  event  that 
takes  place  without  one's  foresight  or  expectation,  and  it  may 
include  an  injury  received  by  one  in  a  common-law  affray,  where 
no  fault  on  his  part  is  shown."  A j)rovision  that  no  benefit  shall 
be  due  until  disability  ceases  does  not  apply  to  permanent  total 
disability.^®  Merely  that  a  disease  insured  against  was  compli- 
cated by  other  diseases  does  not  preclude  recovery  on  a  health 
policy.^^  A  health  policy  providing  for  indemnity  for  disability 
imposes  a  liability  for  each  disability  from  illness  though  pro- 
duced by  the  same  cause.**  A  provision  for  a  monthly  report 
during  sickness  is  reasonable.*'  A  cystic  tumor  is  a  disease  com- 
mon to  both  sexes,  though  in  the  case  at  bar  it  was  in  the 
ovaries  of  the  insured,  a  woman.** 

§  555.  The  Same  Subject  Oontiniied.— The  words,  totally  dis- 
abled, permanent  disability.  Wholly  disabled,  are  to  have  a  rea- 
sonable construction.  The  Supreme  Court  of  Oklahoma**  cites 
with  approval  the  following  definition:  ** Total  disability  does 
not  mean  absolute  physical  disability  on  the  part  of  the  insured 
to  transact  any  kind  of  business  pertaining  to  his  occupation. 
Total  disability  exists,  although  the  insured  is  able  to  perform 
a  few  occasional  acts;  if  he  is  not  able  to  do  any  substantial 
portion  of  the  work  connected  with  his  occupation.  It  is  suf- 
ficient to  prove  that  the  injury  wholly  disabled  him  from  the 
doing  of  all  substantial  and  material  acts  necessary  to  be  done 
in  the  prosecution  of  his  business,  or  that  his  injuries  were  of 
such  a  character  and  degree  that  common  care  and  prudence 
required  him  to  desist  from  his  labors  so  long  as  was  reasonably

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necessary  to  effect  a  speedy  cure. ' '  The  Missouri  Court  of  Ap- 
peals has  said:  ^^  ''But  stress  is  laid  by  defendant's  able  coun- 
sel upon  a  part  of  the  clause  above  set  out  which,  itself,  as- 
sumes to  define  what  is  meant  by  wholly  disabled,  wherein  it  is 
said  that  the  assured  must  be  totally  unable  to  perform  any  part 
of  his  duties.  We  do  not  consider  that  such  provision  has  any 
material  control  over  the  other  portion  of  the  clause.  When 
parties  enter  into  a  contract  it  must  be  assumed  that  they  in- 
tended that  which  in  certain  events  or  contingencies  would  mean 
something  and  have  some  effective  force.  And  so  it  has  been 
held  that  if  a  promissory  note  reads  that,  A  promises  not  to  pay 
B  one  hundred  dollars,  the  word  **not"  will  be  disregarded,  since 
the  parties  must  have  meant  something  by  the  execution  of  the 
note.  The  occupation  of  a  merchant  calls  for  both  mental  and 
physical  exertion.  If  ''wholly  disabled"  means  that  he  shall, 
literally,  be  totally  unable  to  perform  any  part  of  his  business, 
then  mental  capacity  exercised  in  merely  directly,  in  a  single 
instance  a  matter  the  most  trivial,  as,  for  instance,  to  sweep  the 
floor,  or  the  physical  effort  of  doing  it  himself,  would  bar  a 
recovery  on  the  policy.  Total  mental  disability  means  that  one 
must  have  his  mental  faculties  entirely  suspended;  and  total 
physical  disability  means  the  loss  of  power  to  move.  It  cannot 
be  that  the  parties  intended  that,  before  an  assured  could  re- 
cover on  the  policy  he  should  lie  the  full  period  of  his  injury  in 
a  state  of  coma.  To  interpret  the  clause  in  its  contractual  sense 
as  defendant  seeks  to  have  U5i  do,  would  render  the  contract  utter- 
ly useless  to  an  assured  and  would  be  nothing  short,  practically 
speaking,  of  collecting  a  premium  without  rendering  a  considera- 
tion.. We  therefore  find  ourselves  driven  back  to  the  position 
taken  by  the  authorities  on  the  construction  of  the  first  part  of 
the  clause,  viz. :  that  the  disability  meaixt,  is  a  disability  as  to  the 
performance  of  any  substantial  part  of  the  business.*'  These 
views  have  met  with  general  approval.*^    The  Words  total  disa-

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bility  applies  to  any  disability  from  whatever  cause.^^    Loss  of 
an  eye  by  a  switchman  was  held  to  amount  to  total  disability/* 
so  has  insanity .••    Some  policies  provide  that  in  order  to  recover 
for  sickness  or  disability  the  insured  must  be  confined  to  the 
house.    Construing  these  words  the  Supreme  Court  of  Nebraska 
has  said:^^    ''The  rules  and  regulations  of  the  defendant  asso- 
ciation constitute  the  agreement  between  the  parties,  and,  in 
construing  it,  it  is  necessary  to  give  force  to  the  meaning  which 
the  parties  evidently  intended  the  words  used  should  have.    We 
are  convinced  that  the  only  interpretation  which  may  be  given 
to  this  contract  is  that  the  defendant  intended  to  pay  to  its 
members  a  weekly  benefit  during  sickness,  provided  the  sickness 
was  such  as  would  disable  the  member  from  departing  from  the 
house  for  the  purpose  of  attending  to  the  ordinary  affairs  of  life. 
That  a  person  'must  remain  constantly  in  the  house'  does  not 
necessarily  mean  that  one  must  remain  perpetually  within  the 
four  walls  of  a  house.    Within  the  meaning  of  the  by-law  quoted, 
one  is  confined  to  the  house  by  sickness  if  his  condition  is  such 
that  he  is  unable  to  attend  to  the  ordinary  affairs  of  life  and 
is  required  to  remain  in  the  house,  except  when  making  necessary 
visits  to  his  physician.    It  cannot  be  said  that  a  patient  is  not 
confined  to  his  house  constantly  during  an  illness,  Which  is  char- 
acterized by  recurring  periods  of  severity,  although  at  intervals 
he  may  occasionally  step  into  his  yard,  or  make  visits  to  his 
physician,  or  other  short  and  unusual  trips ;  he  at  all  times  being 
unable  to  resume  the  ordinary  duties  or  pleasures  of  life. ' '    Upon 
the  same  subject  the  Supreme  Court  of  North  Carolina  has  said :  ^^ 
"The  second  proposition  involved  is  whether  the  plaintiff  has 
brought  his  case,  upon  the  evidence,  within  the  conditions  which 
entitle  him  to  recover  because  'confined  within  a  house  or  within 
a  hospital.'    The  court  instructed  the  jury  that  the  words  'con- 
fined in  his  home'  do  not  mean  that  he  must  be  actually  confined 
within  the  four  walls  of  his  house,  but  it  means  that  he  was

If  during  such  illness  he  was  able  to  visit  friends 
or  his  place  of  business,  he  would  not  have  been  'confined.'   But 
if  acting  under  the  direction  of  the  physician  he  called  at  his 
doctor's  office,  or  the  mere  fact  that  he  walked  out  under  his 
directions  as  a  part  of  the  treatment  the  physician  was  giving 
him,  this  would  not  require  the  jury  to  find  that  he  was  not 
confined  to  his  home.    The  court  also  instructed  the  jury  that 
within  the  meaning  of  this  policy  a  man  would  be  'confined 
within  a  hospital'  during  such  time  as  he  was  therein  and  subject 
to  its  rules  and  regulations,  although  at  times  walking  or  ^riving 
in  the  grounds  of  the  hospital,  or  even  outside  the  grounds,  pro- 
vided such  walking  or  driving  was  taken  under  the  rules  and 
regulations  of  the  hospital  physician  as  a  part  of  the  treatment, 
but  if  during  that  time  the  plaintiff  was  able  to  leave  the  hospital, 
or  left  it  for  social  purpose,  or  for  business  reasons,  then  he 
would  not  have  been  'confined'  within  the  meaning  of  the 
policy."    In  Hoffman  v.  Michigan  Home  Hospital  Association,*' 
it  was  held  that  a  similar  contract  is  not  defeated  by  the  fact 
that  the  insured  went  out  by  direction  of  his  physician  for  an 
occasional  and  necessary  airing,  if  by  reason  of  the  illness  he 
was  continuously  confined  to  the  house  the  larger  portion  of 
the  time.    To  the  same  effect  are  other  authorities.**    A  man  able 
to  walk  a  quarter  of  a  mile  is  not  entitled  to  claim  for  continuous 
confinement  in  the  house,**  arid  one  injured  is  not  continuously 
disabled  it  appearing  that  he  discharged  the  duties  of  his  pro-

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fcssion  for  some  months  after  partial  recovery.^*  An  osteopathic 
physician  is  a  qualified  physician  within  a  sick  benefit  policy 
requiring  the  attendance  of  a  physician.*' 

§  556.  Who  Entitled  to  Receive  Amoimt  of  Inrarance.— The 
payee  or  beneficiary,  is  usually  named  both  in  the  policies  of  life 
insurance  companies  and  the  certificates  of  benefit  societies  and 
is  the  person  entitled  to  demand  and  receive  the  sum  stipulated 
to  be  paid  upon  the  happening  of  the  agreed  contingency,  ^he 
assured,  or  person  to  whom  the  insurance  is  payable  under  a 
policy  of  a  life  insurance  company  proper,  generally  has  a  vested 
interest  in  the  contract ;  so,  if  the  policy  on  the  life  of  one  per- 
son is  payable  to  another  and  the  latter  die  before  the  termination 
of  the  life  insured,  then,  when  the  policy  matures,  the  personal 
representatives  of  the  assured  are  the  proper  parties  to  collect 
the  amount  of  the  insurance.  While  this  is  true  as  a  general 
proposition  the  subject  of  reversionary  interests  in  life  insurance 
policies  is  one  where  complicated  questions  of  conflicting  rights 
ojften  arise.  A  fund  may  be  given  direct  to  heirs  of  a  deceased 
beneficiary  instead  of  to  his  administrator.**  Although  the  con- 
trary is  usually  the  case.**  And  where  the  insured  and  bene- 
ficiary die  at  the  same  time  the  proceeds  of  a  policy  on  his  life 
payable  to  the  wife  as  beneficiary  may  be  given  to  his  estate  and 
not  to  hers.^*  So  of  a  policy  payable  to  wife  and  children  if  all 
die  in  the  lifetime  of  the  insured,  on  the  ground  that  while  there 
might  have  been  a  vested  interest,  it  was  an  interest  not  in  pos- 
session but  in  expectancy,  liable  to  be  divested  by  the  death  of 
the  beneficiary  before  the  death  of  the  insured.^^  And  sometimes 
the  survivors  of  the  children,  when  these  are  beneficiaries,  will

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take.'^^  A  policy  payable  to  the  assured  can  be  disposed  of  by 
willj^  but  an  administrator  cannot  sue  on  a  policy  payable  to 
the  legal  heirs.*^^  Where  he  has  collected  and  distributed  the 
fund  rights  of  a  claimant  may  be  lost.'^  The  laws  of  benefit 
societies  generally  provide  who  shall  take  in  default  of  a  valid 
designation  of  beneficiaryi  or  in  case  the  beneficiary  dies  in  the 
lifetime  of  the  member.  If  there  is  no  exercise  of  the  power  of 
designation,  or  if  the  member  survive  the  beneficiary,  there  may 
be  a  lapse  of  the  power  so  that  the  benefit  is  payable  to  no  one.^* 
It  has  been  held  that  if  the  original  designation  of  a  beneficiary 
is  void,  or  if  the  member  survives  the  beneficiary,  the  benefit  is 
for  the  legal  heirs  of  the  member  and  the  action  is  to  be  prose- 
cuted in  the  name  of  his  administrator,  who  is  the  proper  party 
to  receive  the  money.^^  But  the  question  as  to  who  is  the  party 
entitled  to  receive  is  one  generally  determined  by  the  constitu- 
tion and  laws  of  the  society  and  has  already  been  considered.^' 
It  has  been  held  that  a  policy  of  life  insurance  issued  to  one  hav- 
ing no  insurable  interest  of  life  insurance  is  void  and  there  can  be 
no  recovery  thereon  because  it  is  a  wager  and  against  public

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policy/'  and  the  assignee  is  in  no  better  eondition.^^  But  the 
more  modem  and  better  doctrine  is  that  the  contract  is  not  void, 
but  the  payee  is  a  trustee  for  the  personal  representatives  of  the 
insured.^^  The  payee  of  a  policy  who  has  no  insurable  interest 
may*  maintain  an  action  on  it,  but  this  does  not  preclude  the 
claim  of  the  legal  representatives  of  the  assured.^'  The  personal 
representatives  of  the  insured  on  a  life  insurance  policy,  taken 
out  by  one  who  has  no  insurable  interest  in  the  life  insured,  have 
no  right  of  action  on  such  a  policy  against  the  insurer,  for  there 
ife  no  privity  of  contract  between*  them,  and  the  insurer  is  not 
affected  by  a  notice  from  such  personal  representatives  not  to 
pay  over  the  money  upon  such  a  policy ;  ^^  nor  has  the  administra- 
tor of  a  beneficiary  any  rights  which  could  be  violated  by  dece- 
dent in  his  lifetime,  hence  he  cannot  avoid  a  contract  because 
of  the  alleged  fraud  of  the  intestate ;  ^^  nor  have  the  heirs  of  a 
beneficiary  any  claim  to  money  paid  over  on  a  void  contract.** 
But  the  personal  representatives  of  the  insured  under  such  a 
policy  may  recover  its  proceeds,  if  the  money  thereon  has  been 
paid  to  one  not  having  an  insurable  interest,  less  the  premiums 
paid,*^  unless  the  administrator  of  such  person  has  in  good  faith 
distributed  the  amount  so  collected.*^    A  payee  though  trustee

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can  recover  the  full  amount  of  the  policy,®®  and  so  can  an  assignee 
who  holds  the  policy  as  collateral.**  The  executor  of  the  insured 
cannot  recover  on  a  policy  payable  to  the  executor  of  insured  as 
against  the  assignee  of  the  policy  under  a  valid  assignment.** 
A  policy  payable  to  the  legal  representatives  of  the  insured,  is- 
sued while  he  was  unmarried  but  who  afterwards  married,  is 
payable  to  the  executrix  and  not  to  the  next  of  kiiL*^  If  the 
application  names  a  beneficiary  but  the  policy  does  not  the  per- 
son named  in  the  application  is  the  beneficiary.*'  Where  a  policy 
is  payable  to  the  wife  and  children  or  to  their  executors,  etc., 
a  grandchild  inherits  the  interests  of  its  parent,  who  died  before 
the  insured  but  was  living  when  the  policy  was  issued.*'  The 
estate  of  a  wife,  who  died  before  the  insured  never  having  had 
a  child  but  who  left  a  will  is  entitled  to  the  proceeds  of  a  policy 
payable  to  her  or  in  event  of  her  prior  death  to  their  children,  she 
having  died  before  the  husband.*^  A  policy  payable  to  the  wife 
of  the  insured  if  living  and  if  not  living  to  the  children  or  if 
there  be  no  children  surviving  then  to  the  executors  or  assigns 
of  insured  vests  no  interest  in  the  wife  or  children  unless  living 
at  the  death  of  the  insured.*^  "Where  the  policy  was  payable  to 
the  wife  of  the  insured  if  living  and  if  not  living  to  their  children 
and  insured  paid  the  premiums  on  the  policy,  it  was  held,**  that 
where  the  wife  died  childless  before  the  death  of  her  husband 
she  had  no  interest  that  could  pass  by  her  will.  Where  policies 
were  paid  by  the  company  without  knowledge  of  a  want  of 
insurable  interest  in  the  beneficiaries,  the  company  cannot  be

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required  to  pay  the  loss  a  second  time  but  the  beneficiaries  hold 
the  fund  in  trust  for  the  administrator  or  the  persons  legally  en- 
titled thereto,  and  an  action  should  be  brought  against  such 
payees.*^  An  accident  policy  payable  to  the  estate  of  the  insured 
in  trust  for  the  heirs  is  not  subject  to  the  payment  of  debts  or 
to  disposition  by  will  but  vests  it  in  the  personal  representative 
of  the  deceased  in  trust  for  the  heirs,  who  are  the  real  bene- 
ficiaries.*'  Where  a  widow  with  one  child  married  a  widower 
with  six  children  and  afterwards  two  children  were  bom  to  them 
a  policy  taken  out  payable  to  the  wife  in  trust  for  herself  and 
their  children,  it  was  held  that  the  children  by  the  first  wife 
were  entitled  to  share  in  the  proceeds  of  the  policy.**  Under  a 
statute  which  provides  that'the  judgment  of  divorce  shall  contain 
an  order  restoring  to  each  party  the  property  which  either  has 
obtained  from  the  other  by  reason  of  the  marriage,  a  divorced 
wife  is  not  entitled  to  the  proceeds  of  a  life  insurance  policy  in 
which  she  was  named  beneficiary  and  which  was  paid  up  to  the 
time  of  the  divorce,  the  dividends  thereafter  being  collected  by 
the  husband,  even  though  the  wife  was  allowed  to  retain  pos- 
session of  the  policy  itself,  since  the  proceeds  of  such  a  policy 
were  property  at  the  time  the  divorce  was  granted,  and  where 
such  a  paid-up  policy  was  payable  to  the  wife  conditional  that  if 
she  should  die  before  the  insured  it  should  be  paid  to  her  chil- 
dren, and  the  parties  are  subsequently  divorced  so  that  the  wife 
loses  her  right  to  the  policy,  the  children  do  not  thereby  become 
entitled  to  the  proceeds  since  the  condition  upon  which  they  are 
to  become  beneficiaries  is  not  fulfilled,  but  the  amount  must  be 
paid  to  the  administrator  of  the  estate  of  the  insurcd.^*^  The 
conclusion  of  the  court  in  this  case  is  evidently  opposed  to  the 
numerous  cases  holding  that  a  policy  of  insurance  valid  in  its 
inception  i:0mains  so  and  if  no  right  to  change  the  beneficiary  is 
reserved  the  rights  of  the  wife  as  beneficiary  are  not  affected  by 
a  subsequent  divorce.^*^

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§  557.    The  Same  Sabject:    Examples  of  Ooiistnietion.— The 

determination  of  the  rights  of  the  payees  in  life  insurance  con- 
tracts often  depends  upon  a  construction  of  the  particular  con- 
tract, as  modified  by  other  well-established  principles,  such  as  the 
law  of  insurable  interest  and  survivorship,  and  the  equitable 
claims  of  personal  representatives,  and  interested  parties.  These 
principles  have  already  been  discussed  under  appropriate  di- 
visions of  the  subject.  We  gather,  however,  in  a  note  to  this 
section,  a  number  of  cases  adjudicating  the  rights  of  various 
classes  of  claimants,  believing  that  they  can  be  given  here  with 
advantage,  although  many  sustain  principles  heretofore  discussed 
and  are  also  cited  in  previous  portions  of  this  work.^.®*

And  a  policy  is  admissible  in  evidence  although  it  does 
not  name  any  beneficiary,  if  evidence  follows  showing,  by  the  application, 
the  beneficiary  intended.  Norristown  Title,  etc,  Co.  v.  Jno.  Hancock  Mnt 
L.  Ins.  Co.,  132  Pa.  St  385;  19  Atl.  270.  A  policy  payable  to  the  order 
of  the  assured  is  assets  of  his  estate,  as  is  one  payable  to  the  assured. 
(Boyden  v.  Mass.  L.  Ins.  Co.,  153  Mass.  544;  27  N.  E.  669;  In  re  Enoedler, 
68  Hun,  150;  22  N.  T.  Supp.  608.)  Where  a  policy  was  made  payable  ta 
a  trustee  for  the  benefit  of  the  mother  of  the  assured,  it  has  been  held 
(Bancroft  v.  Russell,  157  Mass.  47;  31  N.  E.  710)  that  upon  her  death  in 
the  lifetime  of  the  assured  a  resulting  trust  followed  in  favor  of  such 
assured;  and  it  has  also  been  held  (Shields  v.  Sharp,  35  Mo.  App.  178) 
that  where  a  father  insures  his  own  life  for  the  benefit  of  his  children 
who  were  named  in  the  certificate,  and  some  died  during  his  lifetime,  he 
can,  with  the  consent  of  the  company,  substitute  other  beneflciariefl  for 
those  deceased,  but,  if  he  does  not,  he  will  take  an  inheritable  share  In 
the  interest  of  the  deceased  beneficiaries  and  such  share  at  his  death  will 
go  to  his  personal  representatives.  See  also  Wolf  v.  Pearce,  20  Ky.  L. 
296;  45  S.  W.  865.  Where  an  endowment  policy  was  payable  to  hte 
assured  at  the  end  of  15  years,  or,  in  case  of  his  death,  to  his  wife,  her 
right  depends  upon  his  death  during  the  period.

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§  558.  Rights  of  Xireditors  When  Payees  in  Policies— As- 
signees.— ^Policies  of  life  insurance  are  frequently  made  payable, 
or  assigned,  to  creditors  of  the  insured.  In  such  cases  questions 
have  often  arisen  as  to  who  was  entitled  to  recover  and  as  to 
the  amount  of  the  recovery.  It  seems  settled  that*  if  there  is  only 
a  reasonable  margin  between  the  amount  of  the  debt  and  that 

tbe  wife  and  children  of  the  assured  is  payable  to  the  wife  and  the  chil- 
dren then  in  being  to  the  exclusion  of  after-bom  children.  Connecticut 
Mnt  L.  Ins.  Co.  v.  Baldwin,  15  R.  I.  106;  23  Atl.  105.  Otherwise  in  case 
of  a  benefit  certificate.  (See  ante,  §  341.)  Where  the  administrator  got 
possession  of  the  policy  and  collected  the  same,  an  administrator  in  an- 
other State  cannot  recovef  on  the  same  policy.

In  a 
recent  case  a  member  of  a  society  procured  a  benefit  certificate  naming 
his  wife  as  beneficiary;  she  died  before  her  husband,  leaving  a  will  de- 
vising aU  her  property  to  her  husband  during  his  life  and  after  his  death 
to  her  daughter,  and  the  husband  also  made  a  will  giving  the  proceeds 
of  the  certificate  to  his  daughter;  it  was  held.  Brew  v.  Clement,  48  Kan. 
386;  29  Pac  704,  that  the  proceeds  of  the  certificate  became  the  property 
of  the  daughter.  If  the  beneficiary  named  in  the  certificate  has  received 
the  same  upon  an  agreemient  to  hold  the  proceeds  in  trust  for  the  former 
beneficiaries,  such  person  cannot,  after  receiving  the  proceeds,  refuse  to 
pay  them  over  in  accordance  with  the  agreement,  on  the  ground  that  the 
first  beneficiaries  had  no  insurable  interest  in  the  life  of  the  deceased. 
Hard  v.  Doty,  86  Wis.  1;  56  N.  W.  371,  citing  numerous  cases  to  the  effect 
that  if  A  received  money  from  B  for  the  purpose  of  paying  it  to  C  upon 
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of  the  insurance  the  creditor  can  recover  and  retain  the  entire 
proceeds.*^*  But  where  the  excess  of  the  policy  over  the  debt 
is  so  large  as  to  indicate  a  wagering  transaction,  the  creditor,  if 
he  collects  the  entire  amount,  can  hMd  only  the  amount  of  his 
debt  and  the  premiums  paid  by  him,  if  any,  with  interest,  and 
must  account  to  the  personal  representatives  of  the  insured  for 
the  balance.***  The  Supreme  Court  of  Pennsylvania  on  two  oc- 
casions ***  has  said  that  the  amount  of  a  policy  taken  out  by  a 
creditor  on  the  life  of  his  debtor  ought  to  be  limited  to  the 
amount  of  the  debt  with  interest  thereon  during  the  expectancy 
of  the  life  insured,  according  to  the  Carlisle  tables,  and  the  prem- 
iums. If  a  policy  of  life  insurance  is  valid  when  issued  it  does 
not  cease  to  be  so  by  the  termination  of  the  interest  of  the  in- 
sured in  the  life  insured,  nor  is  it  affected  by  the  subsequent 
diminution  of  such  interest,  unless  it  is  so  stipulated  in  the  con-

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tract.^®*  If  the  policy  is  not  open  to  the  taint  of  being  a  gambling 
transaction  the  death  of  the  assured  within  a  brief  period  will 
not  defeat  the  right  of  the  payee  to  recover  and  retain  the  whole 
proceeds.*®^  If  the  policy  is  taken  out  by  the  creditor  on  the 
life  of  his  debtor,  who  payjs  the  premiums,  upon  the  payment  of 
the  debt  the  debtor  is  subrogated  to  the  rights  of  the  creditor. 
But  if  the  creditor  pays  the  premiums  then  his  right  to  recover 
is  not  affected  by  the  diminution,  or  payment,  of  the  debt,  or  a 
subsequent  cessation  of  insurable  interest,  nor  by  the  fact  that 
the  debt  is  barred  by  statute  of  limitations  or  a  discharge  in 
bankruptcy.  This  has  long  been  the  rule  in  England  where  even 
though  the  debtor  knows  that  his  creditor  intends  to  insure  his 
life  and  regulates  his  conduct  accordingly,  still  if  the  creditor 
pays  the  premiums  and  has  no  bargain  with  the  debtor  for  re- 
payment nor  charges  the  premiums  to  him,  neither  the  debtor  nor 
his  representatives  have  any  claim  to  the  money.^®*  And  that 
this  is  the  rule  also  in  America  can  hardly  be  doubted.  In  a 
case  in  the  Supreme  Court  of  New  York,  afterwards  affirmed 
by  the  Court  of  Appeals,^®*  the  fact  were  these :  The  creditor, 
acting  in  his  own  behalf,  and  not  under  an  agreement  with, 
or  as  an  agent  of  the  debtor,  procured  a  policy  of  insurance  to 
be  issued  upon  the  life  of  the  latter,  to  an  amount  not  exceeding 
the  then  existing  debt  of  the  latter  to  him,  and  himself  paid  the 
premiums  falling  due  thereon  up  to  the  time  of  the  debtor's 
death.  Prior  to  the  de^th  of  the  debtor,  the  debt  was  partially 
or  fully  paid  and  the  debtor  had  received  a  discharge  in  bank-

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ruptcy.  In  an  action  on  the  policy  the  defense  was  a  total  want 
of  insurable  interest  prior  to,  and  at,  and  after  the  issuing  of  the 
policy.  The  Supreme  Court  held  the  company  liable  and  in  the 
course  of  the  opinion  ^^^  said :  '  *  There  being  a  debt  at  the  time 
the  policy  is  issued  it  is  then  valid.  It  contains  no  condition  re- 
ferring to  the  continuance  of  the  indebtedness.  But  on  the  con- 
trary, the  policy  evidences  a  flat  and  positive  promise  to  pay  a 
given  sum  at  the  termination  of  the  life  named.  Death  removes 
the  last  condition  precedent  except,  perhaps,  the  delivery  of 
proofs  of  the  death.  Then  the  holder  becomes  entitled  to  demand 
the  sum  named  in  the  promise.  Of  course,  in  fire  policies,  the 
nature  of  the  promise  is  different.  That  is  a  contract  of  indem- 
nity against  loss.  The  nature  and  extent  of  the  loss  must  be 
shown,  and  only  to  the  making  good  of  the  loss  is  the  insurer 
bound  in  the  very  terms  of  his  contract.  No  statute  has  gone  so 
far  as  to  declare  that  a  life  policy,  valid  in  its  inception  because 
of  a  creditor's  interest  in  the  life  of  his  debtor,  shall  be  invalid 
the  moment  the  debt  is  paid.^^^  Besides,  from  the  nature  of  the 
contract,  which  is  paid  for  by  the  creditor,  he  needs  the  payment 
of  the  policy  to  do  complete  justice  to  him.  Suppose  he  has  re- 
ceived, subsequent  to  payment  of  premiums  for  years,  the  debt 
due  from  his  debtor,  he  has  thus  received  only  what  it  may  be 
assumed  he  has  advanced  or  loaned  to  his  debtor.  He  has  re- 
ceived nothing  for  the  series  of  premiums  he  has  delivered  over 
from  year  to  year  to  the  insurer  to  keep  alive  the  policy.  So,  too, 
in  the  case  at  hand,  if  we  were  to  hold  that  the  policy  was 
avoided  by  payment  or  discharge  in  bankruptcy  of  the  debt,  the 
creditor  would  surely  be  the  loser  of  the  premiums  paid  after 
the  payment  of  his  debt  or  the  discharge  in  bankruptcy,  and  the 
insurance  company  would  be  the  gainer.  It  would  keep  in  its 
coffers  moneys  which  it  received  as  a  consideration  for  its^  prom- 
ise, which  it  had  not  kept.  It  would  be  the  gainer  by  the  inci- 
dental circumstance  that  the  debtor  had  paid  only  what  he  justly 
owed  his  creditor  or  what  he  had  escaped  paying  by  obtaining 
a  discharge  in  bankruptcy.  Surely  no  such  contingency  was 
taken  into  mind  or  measured  in  fixing  the  amount  of  premiums 
demanded  for  the  policy.    That  amount  was  ascertained  by  the

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standard  tables  relating  to  the  probabilities  of  human  life  upon 
whieh'life  insurance  companies  anchor  when  they  fix  and  deter- 
mine  the  schedule  of  premiums  to  be  exacted  in  the  conduct  of 
their  business.  We  are,  upon  principle,  prepared  to  agree  with 
the  English  court  in  its  conclusion  in  Dalby  v.  India  &  London 
L.  Ins.  Co.^^*  Indeed,  we  think  the  doctrine  of  that  case  has  been 
accepted  in  this  State,  and  that  both  upon  principle  and  authority 
we  should  say  that  the  insurer  is  bound  to  fulfill  its  contract, 
valid  in  its  inception,  notwithstanding  the  debtor  upon  whose  life 
it  runs  may  have  paid  his  creditor  or  obtained  a  discharge  in 
bankruptcy  therefrom/'^**  If  a  policy  is  effected  by  the  cred- 
itor, either  directly  or  indirectly,  on  the  life  of  his  debtor,  and 
at  the  expense  of  the  latter,  under  circumstances  which  show  that 
the  insurance  was  intended  as  a  security  or  indemnity  to  the 
creditor,  he  is  bound  on  payment  of  the  debt  to  deliver  up  the 
policy.^^*  And  generally  the  right  of  the  creditor  is  limited  by 
the  amount  of  the  debt.^^^  And  so  where  the  policy  is  payable 
to  the  creditor  upon  the  death  of  the  debtor  the  legal  repre- 
sentatives of  the  latter  are  entitled  to  the  proceeds  of  the  policy 
after  payment  of  the  debt  and  premiums,  provided  the  premiums

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on  such  policy  have  been  either  paid  by  the  debtor,  or  with  his 
express  or  implied  assent  charged  to  him  by  the  creditor.^^*  The 
payee  in  a  policy  may  be  held  to  be  a  trustee.^^^  The  tendency 
of  later  decisions  is  to  look  upon  policies  of  life  insurance  as 
property  susceptible  of  pledge  or  sale  and  while  speculative,  or 
gambling,  contracts  of  life  insurance  are  still  under  the  ban 
bona  fide  dealings  are  upheld.**^*. 

§  559.  The  Same  Subject  Oontinaed.— It  is  a  question  of  fact 
whether  the  policy  was  intended  for  the  person  named  as  payee, 
absolutely,  or  only  as  a  security,  or  collateral  for  a  debt.^*'  "Where 
a  policy  is  assigned  as  collateral  for  advances  the  legal  title  passes 
and  the  assignee  cannot  be  made  to  giv^e  up  the  policy  unless 
such  advances  are  paid.^**  A  proviso  in  a  policy,  payable  to  a 
person,  or  his  assignee,  that  a  claim  by  the  assignee  shall  be 
subject  to  proof  of  interest,  does  not  apply  to  one  who  holds  it  as 
collateral  for  a  debt,  since  the  assignee  is  a  mere  trustee  for 
the  debtor  and  must  account  for  any  surplus  after  payment  of 
the  debt.*^^  Where  a  policy  was  pledged  for  a  debt  and  the 
creditor,  on  tender  of  the  debt,  refused  to  deliver  the  policy,  but 
surrendered  it  to  the  company,  it- was  held  that  the  company  was 
liable  to  the  executor  of  the  assured.^^^*  And  where  the  executor 
paid  off  the  creditor  and  took  an  assignment  of  the  policy  to  him- 
self it  was  held  upon  well-settled  principles,  that  he  was  only 
entitled  to  the  amount  paid  by  him  to  such  creditor.***  The 
statute  of  limitations  does  not  forbid  a  creditor  in  an  accounting 
at  the  maturity  of  a  policy  from  recovering  premiums  for  a

A  purchaser  of  a  policy  at 
judicial  sale  acquires  only  a  lien  for  purchase  price  and  interest 
and  such  premiums  as  he  may  pay  with  interest.^**  Under  the 
bankrupt  law  and  the  rulings  of  the  Supreme  Court  in  Grigsby 
V.  Ru88ell,i25  j^nj  those  of  other  courts  it  is  doubtful  if  this  prin- 
ciple will  be  generally  approved.^*' 

§  560.  liens  on  Insurance  Money. — The  voluntary  payment  of 
premiums  on  a  life  insurance  policy  by  a  stranger  confers  upon 
the  payor  no  interest  in  the  policy.^^^  Otherwise  if  the  premiums 
or  assessments  are  paid  by  a  person  at  the  request  of  the  member, 
and  the  fact  that  the  certificate  is  payable  to  the  wife  of  the 
member  does  not  affect  the  right  of  such  person  to  reimburse- 
ment.^** Where  a  beneficiary  cannot  take  because  not  within  the 
charter  classes  he  will  have  a  lien  for  amount  of  assessments 
paid.^**  A  trustee  of  a  life  policy  cannot  retain  from  the  amount 
collected  the  premiums  paid  by  him  to  keep  the  policy  alive,  his 
claim,  if  any,  being  against  the  estate  of  the  assured.^*®    Where

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the  mortgagor  of  a  policy  of  life  insurance,  however,  became 
bankrupt,  but  continued  until  his  death  to  pay  the  premiums,  it 
was  held  that  his  legal  personal  representatives  were  entitled  to 
a  lien  on  the  policy  money  for  the  amount  of  the  premiums  so 
paid  with  interest.^'^^     In  England  it  is  more  common  than  in 
this  country  for  life  insurance  policies  to  be  mortgaged  for  debts, 
and  numerous  questions  have  there  arisen  as  to  liens  on  the  in- 
surance money.    In  Leslie  v.  French,^^^  it  was  held  that  neither 
a  stranger  nor  a  part  owner  who  pays  the  premiums  on  a  policy 
of  assurance,  is  entitled  to  any  lien  on  the  policy  for  those  pay- 
ments except  under  the  following  circumstances:    1.  By  a  con- 
tract with  the  beneficial  owner  of  the  policy.^''    2.  By  reason 
of  the  right  of  the  trustees  to  an  indemnity  out  of  the  trust  prop- 
erty for  money  expended  by  them  in  its  preservation.^'*    3.  By 
subrogation  to  these  rights  of  the  trustees  of  some  person  who 
may  have  advanced  money  at  their  request,  for  the  preservation 
of  the  property.^'^    4.  By  reason  of  the  right  vested  in  mort- 
gagees or  other  persons  having  a  charge  upon  the  policy,  to  add 
to  that  charge  any  moneys  which  have  been  paid  by  them  to 
preserve  the  property.     Priorities  of  mortgagees  and  creditors 
are  determined  in  cases  involving  the  disposition  of  proceeds  of 
life  insurance  policies  as  when  other  choses  in  action  are  in- 
volved.   A  verbal  notice  to  an  insurance  company  of  an  assign- 
ment ^f  policy  is  sufficient  to  give  priority  over  subsequent  a«- 
signee."*    Where  several  incumbrances  or  liens  exist  on  several

§  561.    Same  Subject — Paymemt  of  Premiums  wifh  Stolen 
Hon^. — It  is  an  interesting  question  whether,  when  it  is  shown 
that  the  premiums  on  a  life  insurance  policy  have  been  paid 
with  the  money  of  another,  for  example  by  embezzled  funds,  the 
person  from  whom  the  money  was  embezzled  can  follow  the  fund 
and  recover  the  amount  of  the  insurance.    Such  a  question  was 
decided  by  the  Court  of  Appeals  of  New  York.*'*    In  this  case 
the  decedent  misappropriated  money  of  a  partnership  of  which 
he  was  a  member  and  applied  a  portion  thereof  to  the  payment 
of  premiums  of  life  insurance  procured  by  him  for  his  wife's 
benefit.   The  amount  misappropriated  exceeded  the  amount  of  the 
policies.    It  was  held  that  the  surviving  partner  could  recover 
such  proceeds,  the  wife's  insurable  interest  in  the  life  of  the 
decedent  not  being  property  in  the  sense  that  it  is  mingled  with 
the  money  converted  so  that  only  the  amount  of  premiums  could 
be  recovered.    The  case  of  Holmes  v.  Oilman,  supra,  is  evidently 
based  on  the  opinion  of  the  New  Jersey  Court  of  Appeals  in 
Shaler  v.  Trowbridge.**'    This  was  a  case  where  one  Trowbridge 
was  the  managing  partner,  of  a  firm  engaged  in  business  and 
he  converted  to  his  use  large  sums  of  money  from  the  partner- 
ship funds  through  checks  which  were  not  entered  on  the  books 
of  the  company  and  with  these  funds  so  wrongfully  taken  he  pur- 
chased certain  real  estate  and  took  out  forty  thousand  dollars  of 
life  insurance  originally  payable  to  himself,  but  afterwards  as- 
signed to  his  wife.    All  the  premiums  were  paid  with  the  funds 
of  the  firm  and  the  indebtedness  of  Trowbridge  to  the  firm  ex-

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ceeded  the  amount  of  the  policies  and  the  property  purehased. 
The  court  in  the  course  of  its  opinion  says:  *'It  is  urged  that  a 
life  policy  should  be  exempt  from  the  equitable  rule  which  applies 
to  other  transactions,  because  it  differs  in  its  character  from 
ordinary  investments,  and  is  a  beneficent  provision  for  the  family 
which  should  be  favored.  Public  policy  clearly  forbids  the  adop- 
tion of  this  suggestion;  it  would  invite  the  commission  of  the 
wrong  by  assuring  the  wrongdoer  that  there  is  one  mode  in  which 
he  could  surely  profit  by  his  turpitude  in  securing  a  provision  for 
his  family.  The  policy  is  the  one  thing  which  the  partnership 
money  purchased  and  it  stands  in  the  place  of  what  was  cor- 
ruptly abstracted.  Whether  .the  policy  would  be  productive, 
when  terminated  by  death,  for  more  or  less  than  the  ppemiums 
paid  upon  it,  would  depend  upon  the  length  of  the  life  insured. 
.  .  .  All  the  premiums  were  paid  with  the  partnership  funds, 
nothing  was  paid  by  the  wife.  The  transfer  to  her  caimot 
cliange  the  equities  or  divest  the  trust."  The  case  of  Thum  v. 
Wolstenholme,^^'  is  also  in  point.  In  that  case  one  Bunting, 
while  owner  and  manager  of  a  bank,  which  was  insolvent,  insured 
his  life  for  fifty  thousand  dollars  payable  to  his  heirs.  Bunting 
had  used  $5,110  of  the  bank's  money  to  pay  the  premiums.  It 
was  sought  to  hold  the  entire  proceeds  of  the  policy  but  the 
court  only  allowed  a  lien  to  the  extent  of  the  premiums  paid 
In  that  case  only  two  of  the  premiums  were  paid  with  the  bank's 
money.  In  that  case  one  judge.  Justice  Barton,  dissented  in  a 
very  strong  opinion.  We  cite  the  following :  * '  The  trust  arising 
under  such  circumstances  as  are  claimed  to  exist  in  this  case 
is  a  constructive  trust  in  invitum,  it  not  having  been  in  contem- 
plation of  the  parties  at  the  time  of  making  the  contract  Such 
a  trust  is  fastened  upon  the  conscience  of  the  offending  party 
by  mere  operation  of  law,  and  without  his  consent.  It  results 
from  an  abuse  of  fiduciary  relations,  misrepresentations,  conceal- 
ment, or  other  fraudulent  practices,  and  a  court  of  equity  will 
convert  him  who  has  acquired  property  by  any  such  method  into 
a  trustee,  to  execute  the  trust  in  such  manner  as  to  do  justice 
between  the  parties.  The  right  to  pursue  and  claim  property 
impressed  with  such  a  trust  fails  only  when  the  means  of  asceiv 
tainment  fail.    This  is  upon  the  ground  of  the  fraud  connected

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with  the  transaction,  creating,  in  foro  conscientuB,  a  trust  in 
favor  of  the  parties  defrauded.    *  A  constructive  trust  is  one  that 
arises  when  a  person  clothed  with  some  fiduciary  character,  by 
fraud  or  otherwise,  gains  some  advantage  to  himself.     Courts 
construe  this  to  be  an  advantage  for  the  cestui  que  trust,  or  a 
constructive  trust.' ^*®    The  same  author,^*^  says:    *If  a  person 
obtains  the  legal  title  to  property  by  such  arts  or  atcs  or  circum- 
stances of  circumvention,  imposition,  or  fraud,  or  if  he  obtains 
it  by  virtue  of  the  confidential  relation  and  influence  under  such 
circumstances  that  he  ought  not,  according  to  the  rules  of  equity 
and  good  conscience  as  administered  in  chancery,  to  hold  and 
enjoy  the  beneficial  interest  of  the  property,  courts  of  equity, 
in  order  to  administer  complete  justice  between  the  parties,  will 
raise  a  trust  by  construction  out  of  such  circumstances  or  rela- 
tions ;  and  this  trust  they  will  fasten  upon  the  conscience  of  ^he 
oflfending  party,  and  will  convert  him  into  a  trustee  of  the  legal 
title,  and  order  him  to  hold  it  or  execute  the  trust  in  such  man- 
ner as  to  protect  the  rights  of  the  defrauded  party  and  promote 
the  safety  and  interests  of  society.    Such  trusts  are  called  **  con- 
structive trusts."    So,^*^  it  is  said:    *'A  constructive  trust  arises 
whenever  another's  property  has  been  wrongfully  appropriated 
and  converted  into  a  different  form.    If  one  person,  having  money 
or  any  kind  of  propertv  belonging  to  another  in  his  hands,  wrong- 
fully uses  it  for  the  purchase  of  lands,  taking  the  title  in  his  own 
name;  or  if  a  trustee  or  other  fiduciary  person  wrongfully  con- 
verts the  trust  fund  into  another  species  of  property,  taking  to 
himself  the  title ;  or  if  an  agent  or  bailee  wrongfully  disposes  of 
his  principal's  securities,  and  with  the  proceeds  purchases  other 
securities  in  his  own  name — in  these  and  all  similar  cases  equity 
impresses  a  constructive  trust  upon  the  new  form  or  species  of 
property,  not  only  while  it  is  in  the  hands  of  the  original  wrong- 
doer, but  as  long  as  it  can  be  followed  and  identified  in  who- 
soever hands  it  may  come,  except  into  those  of  a  iona  fide  pur- 
chaser for  value  and  without  notice;  and  the  court  will  enforce 
the  constructive  trust  for  the  benefit  of  the  beneficial  owner  or 
original  cestui  que  trust  who  has  thus  been  defrauded.'  "     In

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Illinois  it  was  held,^**  that  where  a  premium  was  paid  with  em- 
bezzled money  the  person  from  whom  the  money  was  stolen  has 
a  lien  on  the  policy  for  the  sum  and  also  for  the  premium  paid 
by  him,  if  any.  In  actions  to  recover  premiums  paid  in  fraud 
of  creditors  the  same  rules  of  evidence  apply  as  in  actions  to  set 
aside  voluntary  conveyances.^^  ^  Where  a  cashier  of  a  bank  used 
its  money  for  premiums  on  life  insurance  policies  and  afterwards 
the  bank  took  his  notes  for  the  debt  the  proceeds  of  the  policy 
are  not  impressed  with  a  trust.^** 

§  562.  Creditors  as  Beneficiaries  of  Members  of  Benefit  So- 
cieties.— The  designation  by  a  member  of  a  benefit  society  of  a 
person  as  his  beneficiary,  who  is  not  of  the  class  named  in  the 
charter  or  statutes  authorizing  the  formation  of  such  associations, 
is  invalid,  for  the  society  has  no  power  to  provide  for  a  fund  for 
the  benefit  of  any  other  persons  than  those  mentioned  in  its 
charter  or  the  statutes  under  which  it  exists.^*^  And  a  creditor 
cannot  recover  from  the  society  the  amount  of  assessments  paid 
by  him  for  a  member  of  such  society,  the  designation  being  void, 
the  society  having  no  knowledge  of  who  paid  the  assessments.^" 
But  it  has  been  said,^*'  that  although  the  certificate  of  a  mutual 
beneficiary  association  contains  the  name  of  a  creditor  of  the 
.member  as  the  beneficiary,  contrary  to  the  charter,  yet  if  the 
certificate,  or  laws  of  the  society,  recognize  the  right  to  a  substi- 
tution or  change  of  beneficiary,  and  provide  that  if  the  manber 
survives  all  the  original  or  substituted  beneficiaries,  the  insurance 
shall  be  for  the  heirs  of  such  member,  the  whole  contract  is  not 
thereby  rendered  invalid,  but  the  administrator  of  the  deceased 
member  may  recover  the  benefit.    The  great  object  of  beneficiary

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associations  is  not  to  do  a  life  insurance  business  as  such  and  for 

■ 

profit,  but  incidentally,  and  for  the  purpose  of  protecting  the 
families  and  dependents  of  their  members.  The  benevolent  fea- 
ture predominates,  although  the  member  pays  a  consideration  for 
the  benefit  to  be  paid  to  his  widow  or  orphans  or  dependents. 
Consequently  these  societies  were  never  intended  to  protect  or 
benefit  creditors  of  the  members.  If  the  charter  or  statutes  of 
the  State  limit  the  beneficiaries  of  the  members  to  those  of  their 
families,  or  relatives,  or  dependents,  a  creditor  of  a  member  can 
never  have  any  right  of  action  against  the  society.^^®  Under  the 
statutes  of  many  States  the  fund  payable  by  a  fraternal  bene- 
ficiary society  is  exempt  from  liability  either  for  the  debts  of 
the  member  or  the  beneficiary.  Such  a  statute  is  constitutional.^^^ 
In  the  absence  of  such  a  statute  the  fund  after  death  ot  the 
member  is  subject  to  the  debts  of  a  beneficiary.*^*  If,  though 
contrary  to  the  laws  of  society,  a  certificate  has  been  assigned 
to  a  creditor  of  the  member  and  the  society  has  paid  over  the 
amount  to  such  creditor  on  the  death  of  the  member,  he  can  only 
retain  the  amount  of  his  debt,  for  security  of  which  the  assign- 
ment was  made,  together  with  the  assessments  paid  by  him  on  the 
certificate  and  interest,  and  jnust  account  to  the  personal  repre- 
sentative of  the  deceased  member  for  the  surplus.*^*  The  desig- 
nation as  beneficiary  of  a  person  to  receive  the  proceeds  in  trust 
for  the  member's  creditors  is  void;*^*  and  under  the  statyites

§  563.  Industrial  I^olicies — ^Facility  of  Payment  Olatise— Com- 
pliance with  Terms  of  Policy  as  to  Payment  Relieves  Insurer.— 

The  industrial  policies  which  are  usually  for  small  amounts  are 
generally  not  payable  to  any  person  by  name  but  contain  what 
is  known  as  the  facility  of  payment  clause  which  is  referred  to 
later.  This  clause  is  valid  but  courts  will  closely  scrutinize  pay- 
ments made  thereunder.  ^^^  These  policies  are  looked  upon  as 
highly  benevolent  and  will  not  be  construed  as  intending  to  pro- 
vide a  fund  for  the  benefit  of  creditors  unless  that  is  distinctly 
set  out  in  the  policies.^^^  Compliance  with  the  terms  of  the  con- 
tract>  in  regard  to  payment  of  the  insurance  money  will  relieye 
the  insurer  from  other  claims  upon  the  same  policy.  A  case  in 
point  was  decided  in'  New  Jersey.^^*  There  the  policy  contained 
the  facility  of  payment  clause  which  provided  that  the  sum  there- 
in named  was  to  be  paid  as  stated  in  condition  five  which  was  as 
follows:  ''The  production  by  the  company  of  this  policy,  and 
of  a  receipt  for  the  sum  assured,  signed  by  any  person  furnish- 
ing proof  satisfactory  to  the  company  that  he  or  she  is  the  bene- 
ficiary, or  an  executor  or  administrator,  husband  or  wife,  or  rela- 
tive by  blood,  or  connectibn  by  marriage  of  the  assured,  shall 
be  conclusive  evidence  that  such  sum  has  been  paid  to  and  re-

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ceived  by  the  person  or  persons  lawfully  entitled  to  the  same, 
and  that  all  claims  and  demands  upon  said  company  under  this 
policy  have  been  fully  satisfied. ' '  It  was  further  stipulated  that 
the  policy  and  receipt  book  must  be  surrendered  to  the  company 
before  any  payment  could  be  claimed.  In  the  application  the 
insurer  stated  that  he  wanted  the  benefit  paid  to  his  son.  A 
daughter  of  the  insured,  however,  produced  to  the  company  the 
policy  and  the  premium  receipt  book,  and  the  company  paid  her 
the  money.  In  a  suit  by  the  son  against  the  company  to  recover 
the  amount  the  court  held  that  the  payment  to  the  daughter 
relieved  the  company  because  there  was  no  contract  or  agree- 
men  to  pay  the  beneficiary  named  in  the  application,  but  to  pay 
the  person  or  persons  named  in  said  condition  five  of  the  policy 
and  in  the  manner  therein  specified.  The  company  having  paid  in 
strict  accordance  with  that  condition  was  thereby  discharged 
under  its  express  terms  from  further  liability.  The  discretion  of 
the  company  in  exercising  its  option  is  not  reviewable  even 
though  a  compromise  by  paying  less  than  the  face  of  the  policy 
was  made.^**  Suit  should  be  brought,  however,  on  a  policy  of 
this  kind  by  the  administrator  of  the  insured,  not  by  the  person 
paying  the  premiums.^*®  The  contrary  has  been  held  in  Kentucky 
where  any  one  of  the  classes  can  sue,  though  a  beneficiary  is 
named  in  the  application. ^•^  Where  the  policy  is  payable  to  one 
of  several  classes  at  the  option  of  the  company  no  one  has  any 
attachable  rights.^**  Where  the  company  has  not  exercised  its 
option  it  must  recognize  a  lawful  assignee.^'*  It  cannot  exercise 
option  after  suit  is  brought.^**  And  the  clause  is  not  applicable 
where  a  beneficiary  is  named.^'^    Under  this  facility  of  payment

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clause  payment  to  a  wife,  who  had  paid  the  premiums  was  suf- 
ficient, no  payee  being  named  in  the  policy,  although  in  the  appli- 
cation the  policy  was  made  payable  to  the  wife.^**  So  is  pay- 
ment properly  made  to  a  person,  who  paid  burial  expenses  and 
took  care  of  a  boy,  the  insured,  although  not  a  relative."^  And 
so  also  is  payment  to  a  man  not  the  husband  of  the  insured,  who 
paid  the  funeral  expenses.^**  The  amount  due  on  the  policy  may 
be  paid  to  either  the  beneficiary  or  to  the  executor  of  the  in- 
sured.^'*  Payment  of  a  funeral  benefit  to  the  holder  of  an  origi- 
nal certificate  in  lieu  of  which  a  duplicate  certificate  had  been 
issued  did  not  estop  the  association  from  afterwards  denying  the 
right  of  the  holder  of  such  original  certificate  to  recover  payment 
having  been  made  under  the  belief  that  it  was  claimed  under 
the  duplicate.^''®  Where  an  industrial  life  policy,  providing  for 
payment  either  to  the  executor,  administrator,  husband  or  wife, 
or  any  blood  relative  of  the  insured,  named  insured's  first  wife 
as  beneficiary  and  after  her  death  the  designation  was  not 
changed,  the  second  wife,  who  became  administratrix  and  re- 
ceived payment,  cannot  claim  the  proceeds  as  her  own.^^^

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rectors  and  payment  thereof  has  been  refused  by  it.^^*  In  the 
case  cited  upon  the  facts  as  stated,  the  court  said:  ''Waiving, 
therefore,  all  questions  as  to  whether  the  board  of  directors 
would  be  under  any  more  obligations  to  approve  this  claim  after 
a  judgment  had  been  rendered  in  favor  of  this  plaintiff  than  be- 
fore, it  is  sufficient  to  say  that  it  seems  clear  to  me  that  the  sole 
power  of  determining  whether  the  association  should  or  should 
not  pay  a  claim,  and  an  assessment  be  ordered  to  pay  it,  is 
vested  in  this  board  of  directors,  and  no  court  can  review  or  re- 
examine their  decision  in  that  regard.  The  constitution  says  the 
action  of  the  board  shall  be  final  and  the  courts  must  so  treat 
it."  In  a  case  in  Michigan ^^*  the  court  adhering  to  its  former 
opinions  in  support  of  this  rule  says:  **We  think  the  ruling  of 
the  circuit  judge  was  in  accordance  with  the  holdings  of  this 
court  in  Canfield  v.  Great  Camp  of  Knights  of  Maccabees,^''*  and 
Van  Poucke  v.  Society.^^^  An  attempt  has  been  made  to  dis- 
tinguish this  case,  but  we  do  not  discover  any  difference  in  prin- 
ciple between  the  Canfield  case  and  the  present.  That  was  a 
death  claim,  and  the  plaintiff  was  wholly  defeated.  It  was  sought 
to  try  by  the  suit  at  law  the  question  of  whether  his  policy  was 
binding  at  the  time  of  the  death.  The  only  possible  difference 
between  that  and  the  present  case  is  that  in  the  present  case  the 
determination  of  the  Great  Camp  was  that  the  policy  never  was 
of  binding  force.  But  this  is  not  sufficient  to  distinguish  the  cases 
in  principle.  The  plaintiff  contends  that  this  law  of  the  order 
is  invalid  as  against  public  policy,  for  the  reason  that  it  attempts 
to  oust  the  courts  of  jurisdiction.  The  same  point  was  made  in 
the  Canfield  case,  and  while  it  was  not  much  discussed,  this  court

The 
holding  of  the  courts  places  contracts  of  this  nature  by  which 
one  becomes  a  member  of  a  mutual  association,  and  entitled  to 
benefits  in  case  of  disability,  or  whose  heirs  are  entitled  to  bene- 
fits in  case  of  death,  as  upon  a  different  footing  than  ordinary 
contracts  between  individuals.    As  was  said  in  the  case  of  Rood 
V.  Benefit  Association :  ^'^^   'This  is  a  purely  voluntary  association. 
The  members  of  this  association  have,  by  their  own  organic  law, 
provided  a  tribunal  to  hear  and  determine  all  claims  against  it, 
and  I  do  not  think  any  court  can  be  invoked  to  review  the  action 
of  the  board  in  a  matter  so  completely  delegated  to  them.    To 
attempt  to  enforce  by  suit  any  claim  which  the  board  of  directors 
has  acted  upon,  or  refused  to  allow  or  approve,  is  equivalent  to 
prosecuting  an  appeal  from  this  board.    It  was  certainly  com- 
petent for  the  members  of  the  association  to  agree  among  them- 
selves that  the  action  of  their  board  of  directors  in  reference  to 
any  claim  presented  against  the  association  should  be  final,  and 
there  can  be  no  doubt  from  the  language  of  the  clause  from  the 
constitution  just  quoted  that  they  have  so  agreed.'  ^^^    The  effect 
of  this  agreement  would  not  be  to  oust  the  court  of  jurisdiction  in 
case  the  Great  Camp  should  determine  that  the  plaintiff  was  en- 
titled to  benefits  but  should  refuse  to  proceed  to  make  pay- 
ment.    But  such  is  not  the  case  here*    The  plaintiff  has  sub- 
mitted his  claim  to  the  jurisdiction  provided  by  the  laws  of  the 
order,  and  has  been  defeated  therein,  and  now  applies  to  the 
courts  for  redress.    We  think  it  was  competent,  under  the  de- 
cisions cited,  for  the  association  to  provide  a  law  of  its  order 
to  which  all  parties  should  assent,  and  which  should  make  a 
finding  of  liability  by.  the  duly  constituted  committees  of  the 
order  a  condition  precedent  to  a  right  to  receive  benefits.    The 
plaintiff  claims  that  the  decision  of  this  court  in  Risser  v.  Hoyt,^'* 
and  other  cases  in  which  it  has  been  held  that  the  legislature 
may  not  impair  the  right  of  trial  by  jury,  are  inconsistent  with

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the  validity  of  such  an  engagement  as  the  one  under  considera- 
tion.   We  fail  to  see  how  the  cases  have  any  application  to  the 
question  before  us.    This  is  not  a  case  of  an  attempted  exclusion 
of  remedy  by  the  legislature,  but  a  case  where  the  parties  have 
agreed  that  only  on  certain  terms  and  under  certain  conditions 
shall  a  member  be  entitled  to.  receive  any  benefits,  or  the  bene- 
ficiary named  be  entitled  to  receive  any  sum  in  case  of  the  death 
of  a  member.    But  it  is  claimed,  further,  that  the  company  is 
guilty  of  fraud,  which  takes  this  case  out  of  the  rule  laid  down 
in  Canfield  v.  Great  Camp  of  Knights  of  Maccabees.    The^  declara- 
tion alleges  that,  before  coming  into  court,  the  plaintiff  diligently 
prosecuted  his  claim  for  payment,  and  has  exhausted  his  reme- 
dies, before  the  tribunals  provided  by  the  order ;  and  the  plaintiff 
further  alleges  that  'the  defendant,  by  refusing  as  aforesaid,  to 
pay  said  sum  of  money  to  said  plaintiff,  is  acting  in  violation 
of  the  laws,  rules,  and  regulations  of  said  association,  and  is 
willfully  seeking  to  defraud  said  plaintiff.'     The  only  respect 
in  which  any  fraud  is  alleged  is  that,  at  the  time  Coderre  became 
a  member,  the  agent  of  the  company  assured  Coderre  that  the 
plaintiff  was  a  'dependent,'  within  the  meaning  of  the  policy. 
There  is  no  averment  of  any  facts  tending  to  show  fraud  on  the 
part  of  the  executive  committee  of  the  Great  Camp.    This  being 
80,  one  of  the  very  questions  which  they  had  to  determine  was 
the  effect  of  any  alleged  statements  which  the  plaintiff  was  able 
to  prove  had  been  made  by  the  agent  of  the  company.    Fraud 
cannot  be  predicated  upon  the  decision  of  the  tribunal,  consti- 
tuted by  the  parties  themselves,  either  as  to  the  equity  or  the  law 
of  the  case  .considered,  unless,  in  tact,  such  committee  acted  in 
bad  faith  and  oppressively.    No  such  allegations  are  contained  in 
the  declaration,  and  the  case  cannot,  therefore,  on  this  ground,  be 
distinguished  from  the  Canfield  case. "    It  has  been  held,  however, 
that  the  decision  of  the  tribunal  of  the  order  is  not  conclusive 
where  it  acted  upon  evidence  admitted  in  violation  of  the  statute 
forbidding  a  physician  to  testify  as  to  knowledge  acquired  while 
treating  a  patient.^'^*     Other  courts,  however,  have  declined  to 
follow  the  Michigan  doctrine.     The  Supreme  Court  of  Illinois, 
for  example,  says:^^^     "That  it  is  competent  for  members  of

The  judicial  mind  is  so  strongly  against  the 
propriety  of  allowing  one  of  the  parties,  or  its  especial  representa- 
tive, to  be  judge  or  arbitrator  in  its  own  case,  that  even  a  strained 
interpretation  will  be  resorted  to  if  necessary  to  avoid  that  re- 
sult. •  .  •  The  case  of  Bood  against  this  same  association,^*^ 
is  in  point,  and  in  that  case  a  different  result  was  reached.  While 
we  have  the  highest  respect  for  the  distinguished  judge  who 
rendered  that  decision,  we  are  unable  to  yield  our  assent  to  its 
conclusions.''  In  a  recent  case^**  the  Supreme  Court  of  Ne- 
braska, referring  to  this  point,  says:  '*A  section  of  the  rules  of 
the  department  provides  that  all  questions  or  controversies  of 
whatsoever  character  arising  in  any  manner  or  between  any 
parties  or  persons  in  connection  with  the  relief  department,  or 
operation  thereof,  whether  as  to  the  construction  of  language  or 
the  meaning  of  the  regulations  of  the  relief  department,  or  as  to 
any  right,  decision,  instruction  or  acts  in  connection  therewith, 
shall  be  submitted  to  the  determination  of  the  superintendent  of 
the  department,  whose  decision  shall  be  final  and  conclusive, 
subject  to  the  right  of  appeal  to  the  advisory  committee.  Based 
upon  this  rule,  the  defendant  requested  an  instruction  that  if  the 
jury  believed  that  the  superintendent  had  passed  upon  this  claim, 
and  rejected  the  same,  such  decision  was  conclusive,  unless  an 
appeal  had  been  taken  to  the  advisory  conmiittee.  This  instruc- 
tion was  properly  refused.    "We  have  no  doubt  of  the  power  of

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members  of  volantary  assoeiations  to  restrict  themselves,  at  least 
as  to  matters  incidental  to  the  operation  of  the  association,  to 
remedies  before  tribunals  created  by  the  association.  It  is  only 
to  this  extent  that  the  rule  seems  to  apply.  It  certainly  does  not 
apply  to  this  case.  In  the  first  place,  while  the  superintendent, 
immediately  after  notification  of  White's  death,  did  write  a  letter, 
denying  White's  membership,  there  was  no  hearing  before  him. 
In  so  doing  he  was  acting  as  the  executive  officer  of  the  associa- 
tion in  disclaiming  liability,  and  was  not  judicially  examining  and 
determining  a  controversy  between  the  association  and  one  of  its 
members.  In  the  next  place  we  fail  to  see  how  the  association, 
while  denying  White's  membership,  can  invoke  the  protection  of 
a  rule  necessarily  affecting  members  alone.  Finally  this  was  not 
a  controversy  arising  during  White 's  membership.  His  member- 
ship terminated  with  his  death.  Mrs.  White's  rights  were  then 
complete.  She  had  no  voice  in  the  management  of  the  associa- 
tion, and  her  interests  were  adverse  thereto.  She  was  not,  and 
could  not  be,  bound  by  the  decision  of  the  officers  of  the  associa- 
tion. This  was  the  view  taken  in  the  opinion  of  Judge  Gary  in 
Bailway  Passengeis  etc.,  Ass'n  v.  Loomis.^"  The  Supreme  Court 
of  Illinois  reversed  Judge  Gary's  judgment,  but  upon  an  entirely 
different  point.^**  In  a  recent  case  in  Utah,^"  the  court  said, 
concerning  a  provision  in  the  by-laws  of  an  order  such  as  the  one 
under  discussion:  *'It  is  further  contended  by  the  appellants 
that  the  plaintiff  cannot  recover,  becauise  he  failed  and  refused  to 
submit  his  case  to  the  board  of  arbitration,  as  provided  in  the 
constitution  and  laws  of  the  order,  after  demanding  a  hearing. 
The  constitution,  among  others,  contains  a  provision  relating  to 
the  board  of  arbitration,  as  follows :  In  this  board  is  vested  juris- 
diction to  hear  and  determine  all  controversies  as  to  the  liability 
of  this  grand  lodge  for  any  claim  made  against  it  by  those  claim- 
ing to  be  the  benefificiaries  of  deceased  members,  and  also  as  to 
who  are  entitled  as  beneficiaries  where  conflicting  claims  are  set 
up;  and  the  decision  of  a  majority  of  said  board  shall  be  final 
and  conclusive  unless  reversed  by  the  grand  lodge  or  supremo 
lodge,  it  being  the  purpose  and  intention  of  this  provision  that  all

these  rights  shall  thus  be  determined  without  recourse  to  courts 
of  law.    It  then  provides  how  appeals  may  be  taken.    It  is  evident 
that  this  provision  is  intended  to  cover  the  whole  subject  of  con- 
flicting or  disputed  claims  of  beneficiaries  and  the  intention  is 
that  claimants  shall  not  have  recourse  to  courts  of  law.    When  in- 
dividuals unite  to  form  a  voluntary  association,  and  adopt  a  con- 
stitution and  by-laws,  the  relation  which  exists  between  the  mem- 
bers is  one  of  contract,  and  the  constitution  and  by-laws  form  the 
terms  of  agreement.    Such  agreement  is  valid  and  binding  upon 
them,  so  long  as  it  is  not  in  contravention  of  the  law  of  the  land 
or  of  public  policy.    As  to  their  binding  effect,  there  is  no  dis- 
tinction between  the  constitution  and  the  by-laws,  except  that  it 
generally  requires  less  solemnity  and  formality  to  change  the  lat- 
ter than  the  former.    If  in  either  the  association  inserts  provisions 
attempting  to  create  a  tribunal  having  the  power  to  adjudicate 
upon  all  the  property  rights  of  members  or  beneficiaries  arising 
by  virtue  of  membership  in  the  order,  then  such  provisions  have 
no  more  effect  than  a  revocable  agreement  to  submit  to  an  award, 
because,  otherwise,  the  attempt  would  be  to  usurp  the  functions 
of  the  sovereign  power,  for  it  alone  can  create  judicial  tribunals. 
In  the  construction  of  all  such  provisions,  the  courts  will  apply 
the  most  cautious  rules  in  the  interest  of  justice  and  fair  dealing. 
If  the  constitution  or  agreement  provides  for  the  determination 
only  of  some  particular  fact  or  facts,  or  of  a  question  where  no 
obligation  to  pay  a  fixed  sma  is  expressed  in  the  contract,  or 
where  no  particular  thing  is  to  be  done,  but  only  such  sum  is  to 
be  paid,  or  such  thing  is  to  be  done,  as  may  be  determined  by  th6 
arbitrators,  then,  in  such  and  like  cases,  the  provision  or  agree- 
ment to  submit  is  binding,  in  the  absence  of  fraud.    The  case  at 
bar  must  be  distinguished  from  these  classes  of  cases,  however, 
for  here  the  sum  to  be  paid  is  definite ;  and  the  constitution,  which 
provides  in  general  terms  that  all  claims  and  rights  of  members 
and  beneficiaries  shall  be  submitted  to  the  board  of  arbitration 
of  its  own  creation,  and  that  its  decision  shall  be  final  and  con- 
clusive, is  legally  ineffectual  to  bar  this  action.    The  rule  of  law 
is  well  settled  that  in  such  a  case  an  agreement  to  arbitrate  does 
not  preclude  the  parties  to  it  from  resorting  to  their  legal  reme- 
dies.   Nor  is  a  submission  to  arbitration,  under  such  an  agreement, 
a  condition  precedent  to  the  bringing  of  an  action.   To  hold  other-

wise  wonld  be  an  attempt  to  clothe  such  voluntary  associations 
with  power  to  create  judicial  tribunals,  which  would  be  contrary 
to  the  law  of  the  land."^^^  It  seems  to  us  that  the  reasoning 
of  the  Supreme  Court  of  Illinois  is  most  logical  and  in  accordance 
with  the  principles  of  justice.  It  is  certainly  abhorrent  to  a  sense 
of  justice  that  a  corporation  should  be  judge  and  jury  when 
defendant,  and  shc^uld  decide  upon  the  validity  of  claims  against 
itself  to  the  exclusion  of  the  civil  courts  or  any  rights  on  the  part 
of  the  claimant  to  a  review  by  the  courts  of  such  judgment.  And 
in  another  case  ^'^  it  was  said  that  stipulations  as  to  exhausting 
remedies  within  the  order  before  resorting  to  a  court  of  law 
relate,  not  to  controversies  with  the  order  itself  but  to  controver- 
sies of  members  with  one  another  within  the  order."  It  would 
seem,  on  principle,  that  if  the  plaintiff  had  submitted  his  case  to 
tbe  board  and  after  hearing  it  had  been  rejected,  he  would  be 
bound  as  by  an  arbitration.  He  could,  however,  refuse  to  submit 
the  case  and  resort  to  the  courts  in  the  first  instance.*** 

§  565.  Wrongfully  Obtaining  Release  of  Policy.— It  sometimes 
happens  that  insurance  companies  make  compromises,  or  settle- 
ments, of  claims  on  policies,  and  afterwards  such  settlement  is 
attacked  by  the  beneficiary,  and  either  a  suit  is  brought  for  the 
balance,  giving  credit  for  the  amount  paid  in  settlement,  or  it  is 
attempted  by  proceedings  in  equity  to  set  the  release  aside.  It 
has  been  held"*  that  if  the  agent  of  the  company  who  induced 
the  beneficiary  to  sign  the  release,  took  advantage  of  her  igno- 
rance of  material  facts  upon  which  her  rights  depended,  as  well 
as  of  her  ignorance  of  matters  of  law,  so  that  she  was  misled  and 
induced  to  act  under  a  misconception  of  her  legal  rights,  a  court

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of  equity  will  afford  relief  on  the  ground  of  fraud.  In  such  ease 
the  release  is  held  to  be  without  consideration  and  does  not  pre- 
vent a  collection  of  the  balance  remaining  on  the  certificate.^'* 
The  mere  assertion  by  the  claim  agent  that  the  insured  had  com- 
mitted suicide  and  had  made  false  representations  in  his  appli- 
cation is  insuificient  to  show  a  real  controversy  as  to  the  liability 
of  the  company  so  as  to  afford  a  consideration  for  a  release.*" 
Otherwise  if  the  controversy  is  as  to  a  matter  about  which  rea- 
sonable men  may  differ.*'*  But,  if  the  agent  who  settles  s,  loss 
believes  in  good  faith  that  the  company  has  a  valid  defense  to 
the  policy  and  acts  in  good  faith  in  making  a  settlement,  such  set- 
tlement for  less  than  the  face  of  the  policy  is  supported  by  a  valid 
consideration.*'*  And  where  there  is  nothing  to  show  that  the 
company  acted  in  bad  faith  in  giving  or  concealing  information, 
or  that  it  misled  the  beneficiary,  the  compromise  will  be  upheld.*" 
It  has  been  held,*'^  that  "all  that  is  required  to  validate  a  com- 
promise on  a  life  policy  is  that  the  beneficiary  understand  the 
settlement  and  that  the  insurer  act  in  good  faith  in  disputing  the 
claim  and  the  ground  of  dispute  need  not  be  brought  home  to  the 
beneficfiiary.**  It  has  been  held,*'*  that  where  a  compromise  has 
been  made  under  a  mistaken  view  on  the  part  of  the  assured,  that 
it  was  the  whole  claim  there  need  be  no  tender  back  of  the  amoimt 
paid.  The  opposite  view,  however,  has  been  taken  by  other 
courts.*'^  If,  in  an  action  for  damages  for  the  fraud  and  deceit 
practiced  by  defendant  in  securing  a  settlement  the  complaint  al-

leges  a  rescission  of  the  settlement  the  action  cannot  be  main- 
tained.*** 

A  release  of  claims  under  a  policy  in  consideration  of  receiv- 
ing part  of  it,  is  a  discharge  only  of  so  much  of  the  debt  as  is 
equal  to  the  sum  received.***  Where  a  compromise  of  a  claim 
under  a  policy  was  obtained  by  fraud  in  an  action  to  recover  the 
balance,  the  amount  received  in  settlement  need  not  be  re- 
turned.**® Signing  of  a  receipt  endorsed  on  the  back  of  a  check 
is  not  an  acknowledgment  of  full  satisfaction  and  such  receipt 
is  subject  to  contradiction.***  A  surrender  by  an  insane  person 
of  a  policy  upon  his  life  is  ineffective  nor  can  the  beneficiary  in 
the  Ufe  time  of  the  insured  surrender  the  policy  where  the  right 
to  change  the  beneficiary  is  reserved.***  And  the  personal  repre- 
sentatives of  an  insured  may  bring  suit  to  set  aside  a  surrender 
of  policies  by  the  insured  and  attorney  fees  may  be  allowed  in 
such  suit.***  Where  a  claim  was  made  that  the  insured  was  dead 
because  of  unexplained  absence  without  tidings  and  a  compro- 
mise was  made  such  a  compromise  in  the  absence  of  fraud  was 
upheld,  although  the  insured  was  afterwards  found  to  be  alive.*** 
It  has  been  held,  however,  that  a  mutual  mistake  in  supposing  a 
person  whose  life  was  insured  to  be  still  alive  is  groimd  for  set- 
ting aside  a  contract  by  which  the  insurance  policy  was  surren- 
dered for  a  paid-up  policy,  in  order  to  avoid  further  payment  of 
burdensome  premiums.***   Whene  an  insurance  company  paid  cer-

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tain  installments  due  under  a  policy  to  an  assignee  of  an  assignee, 
the  latter  of  whom  had  obtained  the  same  as  a  result  of  fraud 
practiced  from  the  first  assignor,  it  was  held  that  the  payments 
having  been  made  with  knowledge  could  not  be  recovered  back 
from  the  second  assignee.*®* 

§  566.  Conditions  Precedent  to  Secovery  to  be  Performed 
After  Loss. — In  contracts  of  insurance  certain  things  are  usually 
to  be  done  by  the  assured  after  a  loss  before  he  can  recover,  such 
as  the  giving  of  notice  or  furnishing  prescribed  proofs  of  death. 
The  doing  of  these  acts  is  a  condition  precedent  to  recovery  of  the 
insurer.  It  is  not  necessary  that  these  conditions  precedent  con- 
sist of  things  to  be  done  by  the  ai^ured,  though  he  is  required  to 
procure  performance,  for  the  insurer  may  stipulate  that  before 
he  be  held  on  his  contract  certain  acts  be  done  by  third  parties. 
An  interesting  case  illustrative  of  this  last  statement,  is  that  of 
Fuller  V.  B.  &  0.  Employes'  Belief  Ass'n,  decided  by  the  Court 
of  Appeals  of  Maryland.*®^  The  defendant  was  a  corporation, 
estaMished  by  a  railroad  company,  whose  employes  were  required 
to  become  members  of  such  corporation  and  to  contribute  to  it 
certain  amounts  out  of  their  wages.  Members  who  might  be  in- 
jured in  the  service  of  the  company,  whether  through  the  negli- 
gence of  the  company  or  not,  were  entitled  to  a  certain  sum.  The 
constitution  of  the  association  provided  that  in  all  cases  where 
death  is  the  result  of  accident,  before  the  association  should  pay 
the  amount  due  to  the  beneficiary  of  the  member  killed,  the  per- 
son legally  entitled  to  rcover  damages  should  release  the  railroad 
company  from  all  claim  to  damages.  The  member  of  the  asso- 
ciation designated  his  mother  as  beneficiary  and  was  killed  by  an 
accident  on  the  road.  He  left  a  wife  and  child  who  were  legally 
entitled  to  recover  damages  from  the  railroad  company  if  the 
death  resulted  from  the  negligence  of  .the  latter.  Such  wife  and 
child  did  not  release  the  railroad  company,  but  sued  it  and  re- 
covered damages  by  compromise.  In  an  action  brought  by  the 
beneficiary  to  recover  the  benefit  promised  in  the  certificate,  the

reasonable  and  binding  upon  the  members  and  their  beneficiaries 
and  that  the  meaning  was  that  no  recovery  could  be  had  by  any 
person  against  the  association  if  the  person  legally  entitled  to 
damages  made  a  claim  for  damages  against  the  railroad  company. 
Where  a  member  of  an  association  of  railroad  employes,  whose  by- 
laws provided  that  members  should  only  be  entitled  to  relief  if 
injured  in  the  ** discharge  of  duty"  in  the  service  of  the  road, 
quit  work  for  the  day  and  a  few  minutes  later,  while  on  his  way 
home,  was  killed  by  the  cars,  it  was  held  that  he  was  entitled  to 
relief."'. 

The  Supreme  Court  of  Minnesota  has  said,  in  a  case  where 
the  contract  provided  that  ''no  action  can  or  shall  hh  maintained 
on  this  certificate  until  after  proofs  of  death  and  claimant's  rights 
to  benefits  as  provided  for  in  the  laws  of  the  order  have  been  filed 
with  the  National  Secretary  and  passed  upon  by  the  National 
Executive  Committee,  nor  unless  brought  within  one  year  from 
the  date  of  the  death  of  said  member,"  that  such  a  provision 
made  it  a  condition  precedent  to  right  of  action  that  the  bene- 
ficiaries named  in  the  certificate  present  the  defendant  the  proofs 
Bpecified.*^*  The  court  said:  ''Text-writers  on  fraternal  insur- 
ance societies  make  the  general  statement  that  proof  of  the  mem- 
ber's death  and  of  the  claimants'  right  to  benefits  is  considered  a 
condition  precedent  to  the  right  of  recovery.*^*  In  the  nature  of 
things,  when  the  event  has  occurred  which  under  an  insurance 
contract  is  to  obligate  the  insurer  to  pay  indemnity  to  the  insured 
or  to  the  designated  beneficiary,  it  should  be  the  duty  of  the  one 
who  is  to  receive  the  money  to  produce  proof  that  the  event  has 
occurred  which  calls  for  payment,  and  that  he  is  the  proper  per- 
son to  receive  it.  By  rights  the  insurer  should  not  be  held  in 
default,  or  to  have  breached  the  contract,  until  such  proof  is 
produced,  except  in  cases  where  there  has  been  a  waiver  of  proof. 
And  quite  generally  insurance  contracts  do  contain  language 
which,  in  some  form  or  other,  places  the  burden  upon  the  insured 
or  the  beneficiary  to  produce  proofs  of  loss.  We  think  the  first 
clause  of  the  provision  quoted  from  the  certificate,  received  in

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evidence,  clearly  placed  the  duty  upon  plaintiffs  herein  to  present 
'to  defendant  proofs  of  death  and  of  their  title  as  beneficiaries 
before  they  became  entitled  to  the  benfits  stipulated  in  the  certifi- 
cate. Construed  in  connection  with  the  limitation  clause  therein, 
this  court,  in  Stewart  v.  National  Council,*"  held  that  the  quoted 
provision  suspended  the  cause  of  action  until  proofs  of  loss  were 
furnished  and  passed  upon.  This  seems  equivalent  to  saying 
that  the  cause  of  action  did  not  accrue  until  proofs  were  fur- 
nished. The  cases  cited  by  the  trial  court  for  violations  of  con- 
tracts of  carriage  and  for  torts  do  not  control  here,  because  in 
those  cases  the  breach  of  contract  or  the  commission  of  the  tort  at 
once  give  rise  to  a  common-law  action,  and,  if  there  were  any 
contract  provision  or  any  statute  which  stayed  the  cause  of 
action,  defendant  had  to  plead  and  prove  it.  But  here  we  cannot 
hold  that  there  is  any  breach  of  this  insurance  contract  until 
plaintiffs  have  tendered  proofs  of  death  of  the  member  and  their 
identity  as  beneficiaries.  The  case  of  Kahnweiler  v.  Phenix  Ins. 
Co.,***  relied  on  by  the  court  below,  was  decided  upon  a  point 
of  pleading;  the  complaint — ^unlike  the  one  here — alleging  that 
the  plaintiff  had  performed  all  the  conditions  to  be  by  him  pe^ 
formed  and  the  answer  containing  only  a  general  denial." 

§  567.  No  laabiUty  CKvmter  at  Common  Law  for  the  I)est^l^ 
tion  of  Human  Life. — -At  common  law  a  party  is  not  liable  dvUiter 
for  the  destruction  of  human  life,  whatever  the  consequences 
may  be,  or  however  clearly  such  a  destruction  may  involve  pecu- 
niary damage.  And  although  one  may  have  contract  relations 
with  another  he  is  not  legally  injured  by  an  injury  to  such  person 
which  affects  disastrously  those  relations.  Where  an  insurer  has 
been  compelled  to  pay  the  insurance  on  the  life  of  a  person,  whose 
death  has  been  caused  by  the  unlawful  act  of  a  third  person,  and 
where  there  is  no  privity  of  contract  between  the  insurer  and  the 
wrong-doer,  and  no  direct  obligation  of  the  latter  to  the  former 
growing  out  of  the  relation  of  the  wrong-doer  to  the  insured,  by 
contract  or  otherwise ;  though  the  loss  of  the  insurer  is  due  to  the 
acts  of  the  wrong-doer,  yet  as  those  acts  affect  the  insurer  only 
through  his  artificial  relation  of  oontractor  with  the  insured,  the

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loss  is  a  remote  and  indirect  consequence  of  the  act  of  the  wrong- 
doer, and  no  action  therefor  can  be  maintained  against  him  by 
the  insurer.  It  follows  that  where  the  insured  is  killed  by  the 
negligence  of  a  railroad  company  **'  or  by  the  willful  act  of  an 
individual  ***  no  action  can  be  maintained  against  the  wrong-doer 
by  ah  insurance  company  which  has  paid  the  amount  of  a  policy 
upon  the  life  of  the  deceased. 

§  568.  Conditions  as  to  Notice  and  Proofs  of  Loss.— The  con- 
tract, whether  contained  in  the  policy  of  the  ordinary  lif«  insur- 
ance company,  or  in  the  certificate,  constitution  and  by-laws  of  a 
mutual  benefit  association,  generally  provides  what  shall  be  done 
by  the  assured  upon  the  happening  of  the  contingency  insured 
against.  It  is  competent  for  the  parties  to  stipulate  for  such  con- 
ditions as  they  please  in  regard  to  notice  and  proofs  of  loss  ^^^ 
although  it  has  been  held  that  a  condition  in  a  fire  policy  requir- 
ing a  certificate  or  afiidavit  from  the  nearest  magistrate,  or  a  fire 
marshal,  stating,  certain  facts,  is  unreasonable  and  therefore 
void,*^*  and  if  it  is  contracted  that  proofs  of  death  **  satisfactory 
to  the  directors"  be  furnished,  together  with  such  information  as 
they  '* shall  think  necessary  to  establish  the  claim"  the- directors 
cannot  capriciously  demand  unreasonable  proof.^^^  The  most 
usual  requirements  are  that  as  soon  as  possible  after  the  loss, 
notice  thereof  shall  be  given  to  the  company  and  that  proofs  of 
death  be  afterwards  furnished.  There  can  be  no  recovery  on  a 
life  policy  making  the  famishing  of  proofs  of  death  a  condition 
precedent  to  liability  unless  proofs  are  furnished.*^^  The  loss  is 
generally  made  payable  a  certain  period  after  receipt  of  these 
formal  proofs  of  loss.  Whatever  these  rquiremnets  are,  as  we 
shall  see,  they  must  be  complied  with  or  the  company  will  not  be 
liable.    Nothing  less  than'  an  act  of  God  will  excuse  perform-

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ance.*^*  Mental  derangement  is  disability  by  act  of  God."*  In  a 
fire  case  insanity  was  said  to  be  an  excuse,***  and  accident  or 
mistake  has  been  said  to  excuse,***  Where  the  policy  required 
notice  of  sickness  to  be  given  in  ten  days  from  its  commencement 
and  the  inisured  was  suddenly  stricken  with  disease  of  the  bram; 
rendering  him  unconscious,  notice  given  a  reasonable  time  after  it 
is  possible  to  give  notice  is  sufficient.***  But  generally  the  condi- 
tions must  be  complied  with,  unless  performance  has  been  waived 
or  the  insurer  is,  by  some  act  of  his  own,  estopped  from  setting 
up  the  condition.  As  for  example,' where  notice  was  required  to 
be  given  within  five  days,  it  was  held  that  failure  to  do  so  for- 
feited the  claimant's  rights.***  If  no  time  for  proof  is  specified 
they  are  sufficient  if  given  in  a  reasonable  time.**^  If  the  policy 
is  silent  as  to  the  effects  of  a  failure  to  furnish  proofs  as  required, 
while  for  violation  of  other  conditions  it  expressly  provides  that 
the  company  shall  be  absolved  from  liability,  such  failure  will  not 
deprive  insured  of  his  rights,**'  There  is  a  radical  difference 
between  the  preliminary  notice  and  the  more  formal  proofs  of 
loss.  Notice  will  not  be  taken  for  proof,  or  supply  its  place, 
although  the  proofs  of  death  may  be  deemed  notice.**^  In  some 
cases  notfce  of  death  is  not  a  condition  precedent.***

MATURITY  OP  CONTRACT — ^PROOFS  OP  LOSS.  §  570 

§  569.    Substantial  Compliance  With  Conditions  SnfScient.— A 

substantial  compliance  with,  the  terms  of  the  contract  in  regard 
to  notice  and  proofs  of  loss  is  all  that  is  necessary.  On  this  point 
the  Supreme  Court  of  North  Carolina  has  well  said:***  *' Insur- 
ance contracts  are  prepared  by  insurers  who  have  at  their  com- 
mand in  their  preparation  the  best  legal  talent  and  business  ca- 
pacity, and  every  precaution  is  taken  for  their  protection.  This 
is  made  necessary  to  prevent  the  frauds  of  bad  men.  But  on  the 
other  hand,  the  insured  are  generally  plain  men,  without  cojmsel, 
or  the  capacity  to  understand  the  involved  and  complicated  writ- 
Uigs  which  they  are  required  to  sign,  and  which  in  most  cases 
probably  they  never  read.  What  they  understand  is  that  they 
pay  the  insurers  so  much  money,  and  if  they  are  burnt  out  the 
insurers  pay  them  so  much.  Where,  therefore,  there  has  been 
good  faith  on  the  part  of  the  insured  and  a  substantial  compliance 
with  the  contract  on  their  part,  the  courts  will  require  nothing 
more."  Though  these  words  were  spoken  of  fire  insurance  con- 
tracts they  apply  to  life  insurance  cases  as  well,  and  the  cases 
cited  in  the  subsequent  sections  practically  sustain  this  view.**^ 

Proofs  of  death  under  one  policy  is  sufficient  compliance  with 
the  requirement  where  several  policies  were  issued  by  the  same 
insurer.**^ 


§  570.  Notice  of  Loss. — ^If  notice  of  loss  is  required  to  be 
given  "forthwith,"  or  ** immediately,"  or  **as  soon  as  possible," 
these  words  are  not  to  receive  a  literal  interpretation,  for  to  do 
so  would  often  be  rank  injustice.  It  is  enough  under  such  a  con- 
dition to  give  notice  within  a  reasonable  time.  What  is  a  reason- 
able time  depends  upon  the  circumstances  of  each  case  and  is 
usually  a  question  of  fact  for  the  jury,  or  a  mixed  question  of  law 
and  fact.    If  there  is  no  dispute  as  to  the  facts  the  question  is

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one  of  law  for  the  court.*'*  Thus,  notice  within  five  days  was 
held  to  be  in  time,*"  and  fifteen  days,*"  and,  under  peculiar  cir- 
cumstances, two  months  has  been  held  not  an  unreasonable  de- 
lay,*^^  nor  thirty  days,  nor  eleven  weeks,**^  nor  four  months,*" 
nor  twenty-four  days,***  nor  a  month.***  But  under  different 
circumstances  eleven  days  has  been  held  unreasonable  delay,*" 
and  eighteen  days,**^  and  a  month,*"  and  six  weeks,***  and  seven 
months,  notwithstanding  the  company,  from  other  sources,  had 
notice  of  the  loss.***  Six  days'  delay  was  held  unreasonable 
where  the  agent  lived  in  the  same  town  and  there  was  no  extenu- 
ating circumstances.**^  **It  is  evident,*'  says  the  Supreme  Court 
of  Connecticut,**^  **from  all  the  authorities,  that  the  words  *forth-

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with,'  and  'immediately'  are  not  to  receive  a  strict  literal  con- 
struction.  Some  time  must  necessarily  be  given.  Some  cases  re- 
quire more  time,  some  less.  To  undertake  to  say  as  matter  of  law 
what  shall  or  shall  not  be  regarded  as  reasonable  time  must  neces- 
sarily be  attended  with  great  difficulty.  Extreme  cases  either 
way  may  easily  be  determined.  Between  them  there  is  a  wide 
belt  of  debatable  grounds,  and  cases  falling  within  it  are  governed 
so  much  by  the  peculiar  circumstances  of.  each  case  that  it  is 
much  better  to  determine  the  matter  as  a  question  of  fact.  The 
court  in  the  jfresent  case  very  properly  submitted  it  to  the  jury 
and  we  cannot  say  that  the  verdict  was  wrong.  The  notice  called 
for  required  time  to  collect  the  facts  and  prepare  a  statement, 
and  required  time  for  investigation  both  by  the  insured  and  by 
the  magistrate.  Whether  the  time  taken  was  reasonable  or  un- 
reasonable  was  a  question  peculiarly  within  the  province  of  the 
jury  to  determine."  The  requirement  of  notice  is  more  common 
and  necessary  in  fire  policies  than  in  those  on  lives,  and  most  of 
the  cases  involving  questions  of  notice  are  upon  fire  contracts.  In 
life  policies  the  amount  is  usually  payable  within  a  certain  time 
after  "due  notice  and  proof  of  death''  of  the  party  insured,  and 
the  notice  is  not  as  essential  an  element.  The  custom  generally 
is  to  informally  notify  the  company  of  the  death  and  receive  from 
it  blank  forms  to  be  filled  up  to  serve  for  proof.  In  case  of  losses 
by  fire  there  is  greater  need  for  timely  notice,  so  that  investiga- 
tion may  be  made,  for  the  loss  may  be  partial  and  salvage  result, 
but  in  life  policies  the  death  of  the  insured  causes  a  total  loss, 
which  can  be  investigated  as  well  later.  Notice  of  loss  need  not 
be  in  writing  unless  the  contra'ct  so  requires,*^''  and  acting  on  an 
oral  notice  is  waiver  of  a  written  notice,^^^  and  where  two  officers 
of  the  company  went  to  the  place  where  the  loss  occurred  for  the 
purpose  of  examining  into  it,  it  was  held  that  notice  was  ex- 
cused.^*®. The  notice  must  substantially  conform  to  the  condi- 
tions of  the  contract  and  be  given  by  the  person,  to  the  officer

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and  at  the  place  and  within  the  time  required.*^®  It  may  refer 
to  affidavits  filed  with  the  company  by  the  holder  of  another 
policy  on  the  same  life  *^*  and  may  be  given  to  the  agent  for  the 
company,  unless  otherwise  required  by  the  policy.*^*.  Although 
the  notice  is  informal  and  contains  much  irrelevant  matter,  it  is 
sufficient  if  it  sets  forth  in  substance  the  facts  required  and  to 
this  end  it  will  be  liberally  construed.*^'.  If  the  giving  of  a  notice 
within  a  specified  tinie  is  a  condition  precedent  to  recovery,  it 
must  be  performed  or  the  company  is  not  liable.  Thus  it  was 
said*^*  that  the  provisions  of  a  policy  issued  by*  an  assurance 
company,  making  it  a  condition  precedent  to  the  right  to  recover 
that  a  notice,  specifying  the  particula;:^  of  the  accident,  should  be 
delivered  at  the  chief  office  of  the  company,  in  London,  within 
seven  days  after  its  occurrence,  applies  to  cases  where,  owing  to 
the  sudden  character  of  the  accident  and  its  resulting  in  instan- 
taneous death,  there  was  nobody  capable  of  giving  the  required 
notice,  and  the  provision  is  not  discharged  by  reason  of  the  fact 
that  owing  to  the  act  of  God,  the  accident  was  of  so  sudden  and 
fatal  a  character  that  it  was  impossible  to  have  given  the  required 
notice  within  the  specified  time.*^^  Where  notice  is  to  be  given 
within  a  certain  number  of  days,  the  time  runs  from  the  date  of 
the  death.*^*  A  notice  under  false  information  is  not  binding  on 
the  beneficiary.^^^ 

Failure  to  give  the  notice  of  the  claim  within  the  stipulated 
time  is  waived  where  insurer  denies  liability  on  other  grounds.***

Proofs  of  Loss,  by  Whom  Blade.— The  assured  is  the 
party  by  whom  notice  of  loss  must  be  given  and  proofs  fur- 
nished.*^*  But  a  notice  from  the  agent  of  the  company  upon  in- 
formation received  by  him  is  sufficient,  unless  the  policy  provides 
otherwise.**®  In  cases  of  fire  insurance  contracts  the  agent  of  the 
insured  has  been  allowed  to  furnish  the  proofs  of  loss  required,^*^ 
and  this  is  especially  so  where  the  company  has  previously,  in 
effecting  the  insurance,  recognized  the  agent  as  such.***  The  real 
party  in  interest  has  been  allowed  to  give  the  notice  and  make 
proofs  of  loss,***  as  the  assignee  of  life  policy.***  In  general,  it 
may  be  said  that  the  conditions  in  insurance  policies  are  to  be 
construed  liberally  in  favor  of  the  assured  and  with  greater  strict- 
ness to  the  insurer  because  the  contract  is  prepared  by  him.*** 
And  so,  although  the  policy  required  proofs  and  notice  to  be  given 
by  the  assured  and  he  was  to  give  in  a  particular  account  and  to 
submit  to  an  examination  by  the  company  before  the  loss  should 
be  payable,  an  attaching  creditor  was  allowed  to  furnish  the  pre- 
liminary evidence  by  depositions.***  In  this  case  the  court  said : 
"It  does  not  appear  that  the  claimant  is  bound  to  comply  with 
these  requirements  with  technical  strictness,  either  as  to  the  time 
or  manner  of  compliance."  Notice  and  proofs  of  loss  may  be  fur- 
nished by  a  testamentary  guardian  of  minor  beneficiaries,  al- 
though he  has  not  qualified  as  such  according  to  the  laws  of  the

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State  of  his  domicile,  but  payment  cannot  be  made  of  the  amount 
of  the  policy  to  such  guardian,  luiless  he  has  qualified  as  such 
according  to  law.^®''  In  benefit  societies  the  laws  generally  pro- 
vide for  the  furnishing  of  proofs  of  loss  by  the  beneficiary  and 
the  local  lodge  of  which  the  deceased  was  a  member,  in  which 
case  the  beneficiary  is  relieved  from  that  duty.**'  If  the  by-laws 
require  the  local  lodge  to  furnish  proofs  and  give  their  opinion 
of  the  validity  of  the  claim  such  officers  of  the  lodge  are  agents 
of  the  grand  lodge.'**  There  is  little  difference  between  the  re- 
quirements of  life  insurance  companies  and  benefit  societies  in 
respect  to  proofs,  and  the  same  principles  govern  in  both  classes 
of  contracts.'^®  Where  a  policy  requires  proofs  of  death  but 
fixes  no  time  within  which  they  are  to  be  furnished,  they  must 
be  furnished  within  a  reasonable  time.*'^ 

§  572.  Forms  and  Contents  of  Proofs. — ^It  is  not  usual  for  life 
insurance  policies,  nor  the  by-laws  of  benefit  societies,  to  prescribe 
either  the  form  or  contents  of  proofs  of  loss,  although  many  con- 
tracts do  contain  definite  requirements  upon  this  subject.  The 
condition  is  simply  that  the  money  be  payable  in  a  certain  time 
after  *'due  proofs  of  death,"  or  ** notice  and  proof  of  death." 
Upon  receipt  of  notice  of  death  insurance  companies,  and  gener- 
ally benefit  societies,  send  to  the  assured  blank  forms  for  execu- 
tion, consisting  of  certain  questions  to  be  answered  and  sworn  to 
by  the  assured,  the  physician  attending  the  decased  in  his  last  ill- 
ness, the  clergyman  and  undertaker  officiating  at  the  funeral,  and 
a  friend  of  the  deceased  In  benefit  societies  the  lodge  also 
usually  certifies  that  the  member  was  in  good  standing  at  the  time

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o£  his  decease,  that  a  certain  person  is  the  lawful  beneficiary  and 
that  the  claim  is  just.  Proofit  need  not  necessarily  be  on  blank 
forms  supplied  by  the  company.*^*  If  a  policy  of  life  insurance 
is  payable  in  a  certain  time  after  **due  notice  and  proof  of  the 
death,"  this  means  such  reasonable  proof  as  will  give  assurance 
that  the  event  has  happened  and  will  satisfy  the  rules  of  evi- 
dence, and  what  is  due  proof  cannot  be  determined  arbitrarily  by 
the  company,  as,  for  example,  that  a  physician's  certificate  *of  the 
death  be  deemed  an  essential  part  of  the  proof,  although  the  com- 
pany has  a  usage  to  that  effect.  Si;ch  usage  to  be  binding  on  the 
assured  must  be  made  known  to  him  before  issuance  of  the  pol- 
icy.*^' A  requirement  in  the  policy  that  the  compa^jy  shall  be 
furnished  with  satisfactory  proofs  of  the  death  of  the  assured 
does  not  entitle  the  company  to  demand  information  as  to  the 
cause  of  death.*^^  Nor  full  particulars  of  the  death.^^^  Under  the 
guise  of  requiring  proofs  of  death  the  company  may  not  com- 
pel a  claimant  to  produce  evidence.*'^*  A  provision  that  the 
proofs  must  show  the  justness  of  the  claim  does  not  require 
the  claimant  to  prove  that  death  was  not  from  suicide,  though 
he  requirement  of  itself  is  not  unreasonable.*^"^  But  if  docu- 
mentary evidence  is  required  by  the  contract  it  must  be  fur- 
nished.*^^ Or  a  medical  certificate.*^*  And  a  mere  affidavit  of  the 
undertaker  is  not  a  compliance  with  the  requirement  that  the 
claimant  shall  furnish  proofs.**®  Nor  can  the  company  require 
a  certificate  from  a  physician  who  has  not  attended  the  deceased 
for  many  years.***  The  condition  in  an  accident  policy  that  the 
insured  ''shall  furnish  to  the  company  due  proof  that  he  has

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become  physically  disabled  and  wholly,  continuously  and  perma- 
nently incapacitated  from  carrying  on,  any  gainful  occupation," 
does  not  contemplate  giving  notice  to  the  company  of  the  cause 
of  disability,  but  of  the  disability  itself.  Although  the  insured 
may  have  attributed  his  disability  to  particular  causes  at  the  time 
of  the  notice  yet  when  he  brought  his  suit  and  described  other 
causes,  he  could  properly  make  such  allegations  and  offer  proof 
to  sustain  them.***  The  requirements  of  the  policy  must,  how- 
ever, be  substantially  complied  with,  as,  for  example,  where  it 
was  agreed  in  the  policy  that  the  company  should  not  be  liable 
for  the  loss,  unless  its  surgeon-in-chief  should  be  of  the  opinion 
that  the  party  whose  life  was  insured  did  not  die  from  intemper- 
ance ;  it  was  held  that  this  opinion  of  the  surgeon-in-chief  was  a 
condition  precedent  to  recovery  and  the  assured  must  prove  the 
decision  of  the  surgeon  as  part  of  her  case,  or  account  for  its  ab- 
sence.**' And  so  as  to  other  certificates.***  The  information  is 
the  main  thing  to  be  regarded  in  proofs  of  loss,  the  form  is  not 
important.**^  Where  only  *'due  proof"  is  required  it  does  not 
derogate  from  the  sufficiency  of  the  proofs  that  they  disclose  facts 
of  which  the  insurer  can  avail  himself  as  a  defense  to  an  action 
on  the  policy,***  nor  are  such  facts  disclosed  a  bar  to  the  bringing 
of  a  suit.**^  Where  two  or  more  policies  are  issued  by  the  same 
company  upon  the  same  life  calling  for  the  same  kind  of  proofs, 
it  is  enough,  in  the  absence  of  a  requirement  to  the  contrary,  to 
furnish  proofs  under  one  policy  alone.***  Nor  is  it  necessary  that 
the  proofs  of  loss  disclose  the  interest  of  the  insured  unless  the 
policy  so  requires.**^  A  requirement  sometimes  found  in  life  in- 
surance policies  is  that  among  the  documents  and  certificates 
making  up  the  proofs  of  death  shall  be  the  affidavit  of  the  physi-

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dan  who  was  the  ** attending  physician,"  in  the  last  illness  of  the 
insured.  A  physician,  not  engaged  in  practice,  who  is  present  as 
a  friend  and  neighbor  when  a  wounded  man  is  brought  to  his  own 
house,  and  who  at  the  request  of  another  neighbor,  examines  the 
wouifds  and  administers  an  opiate  is  not  necessarily  such  an  at- 
tending physician.  At  most  it  is  a  question  for  the  jury.*^®  And 
so  with  the  question  as  to  which  one  of  several  was  the  attending 
physician  within  the  meaning  of  the  policy.**^  Where  a  physician 
unjustly  refuses  to  furnish  proofs  of  death  so  that  proof  cannot 
be  made  within  a  limited  time  the  company  cannot  take  advan- 
tage of  the  delay .*•* 

§  573.  To  Whom  and  at  What  Place  Proofs  Must  Be  Fur- 
nished.— ^If  the  policy  requires  that  proofs  of  loss  be  furnished  at 
a  certain  place,  or  to  a  designated  official,  this  condition  must  be 
complied  with.  An  allegation  that  the  proofs  were  delivered  to 
the  company,  satisfies  a  requirement  in  the  policy  that  they  be 
given  to  the  secretary .^^'  If  the  contract  provides  that  the  in- 
sured, in  case  of  loss,  shall  ''deliver  in"  a  particular  account,  etc., 
it  is  not  sufficient  to  mail  such  account  to  the  company,  it  must 
be  shown  that  such  account,  etc.,  was  received.**^  Delivery  to  an 
authorized  agent  is  sufficient.*'*  Where  a  custom  existed  that 
notice  should  be  given  to  a  broker  notice  given  to  him  is  suffi- 
cient.*'*  A  condition  that  *'any  person  other  than  the  assured, 
who  may  have  procured  this  insurance  to  be  taken  by  the  com- 
pany, shall  be  dleemed  to  be  the  agent  pi  the  assured  named  in 
this  policy,  and  not  of  this  company, ' '  is  void  as  applied  to  a  per- 
son, t.  e.,  a  local  agent,  upon  whose  counter-signature  the  validity 
of  the  policy,  by  its  terms,  is  made  to  depend.*'"'  It  is  doubtful 
whether  such  a  condition,  under  any  circumstances,  can  be  made

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available  as  a  defense  for  the  company  after  a  loss  has  hap- 
pened.*^^  An  adjuster,  sent  to  adjust  the  loss,  has  authority  to 
receive  proofs  of  loss,^^'  or  if  the  company  is  foreign,  proofs  may 
be  made  to  an  agent.'*®  If  the  policy  requires  delivery  at  the 
oflSce  of  the  company,  a  delivery  to  any  officer  in  charge  of  such 
office  is  sufficient,'*^  or  to  an  agent  of  the  insurer  at  the  place  of 
the  loss  by  request  of  such  agent.'*'  Where  the.  policy  was  con- 
ditioned that  in  case  of  loss,  'immediate  notice  shall  be  given  in 
writing  to  the  company  at  Hartford,  stating,  etc.,  with  ftill  par- 
ticulars of  the  accident  and  injury,  of  which  direct  a^d  affirma- 
tive proof  shall  be  furnished  within  seven  months  from  the  hap- 
pening of  the  accident,"  and  failure  to  comply  with  this  require- 
ment was  to  avoid  the  policy,  it  was  held  that  the  condition  re- 
quired proofs  to  be  sent  to  the  home  office  at  Hartford.'^*  In  a 
case  in  Illinois,'**  the  policy  required  that  notice  and  proofe 
should  be  delivered  to  the  company's  secretary  at  the  home  office. 
They  were  served  upon  an  agent  in  another  place.  The  agent  did 
not  object  to  the  service  on  the  ground  that  it  was  not  made  at  a 
proper  place,  but  refused  to  receive  the  proofs  on  the  ground  that 
the  policy  had  been  canceled.  The  court  held  that  this  refusal 
was  a  waiver  of  the  right  to  insist  upon  service  of  the  proofs  at 
the  home  office.  Proofs  which  were  sufficient  under  the  policy,  as 
written,  are  good'  after  it  has  been  reformed  so  as  to  express  the 
actual  intention  of  the  parties.'*^ 

§  574.    When  Company  Refuses  to  Furnish  Blank  Forms.— If 

the  company,  or  society  when  notified  of  the  death  and  requested 
to  furnish  blank  profs  of  loss  refuses  to  do  so  on  the  ground  that 
the  policy  is  void,  or  that  it  is  not  liable  for  the  loss,  such  conduct

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will  be  held  a  waiver  of  proofs  and  they  need  not  be  supplied.'®* 
Where  the  policy  requires  proofs  to  be  made  within  ninety  days 
after  death  the  obligation  to  furnish  blank  forms  is  not  absolutely 
discharged  by  mailing  the  blanks,  but  it  is  the  duty  of  the  in- 
surer to  place  the  blanks  in  the  hands  of  the  beneficiary  after 
proper  request  and  if  if  uses  the  mails  as  its  agency  it  does  so  at 
its  own  risk.'®^  And  where  a  by-law  of  the  society  provided  that 
''proof  of  death  shall  be  made  on  blanks  furnished  by  the  society, 
with  the  seal  of  the  lodge  to  which  the  member  belongs,  or  of  the 
nearest  lodge  to  the  deceased, ' '  it  was  held  that  upon  the  refusal 
of  the  society,  on  proper  application,  to  furnish  the  blanks  men- 
tioned proofs  of  death  might  be  made  without  such  blanks  and 
need  not  bear  the  lodge  seal.'®^  If  the  delay  in  furnishing  proofs 
of  loss,  or  giving  notice,  is  in  any  way  attributable  to  the  insurer, 
or  caused  by  him,  it  will  not  be  regarded.'®* 

§  575.  Effect  of  Failure  to  Fumifth  Proofs.— If  the  effect  of  a 
failure  to  furnish  proofs  of  loss  in  a  reasonable  time  is  not  de- 
clared in  the  contract,  they  are  in  time  if  furnished  before  suit  is 
brought.'^®  But  where  the  policy  provides  that  the  amount  shall  be 
payable  after  "due  notice  and  proof  thereof,''  no  action  can  be 
maintained  until  after  the  notice  is  given  and  the  required  proof 
furnished;  for  the  liability  of  the  insurer  does  not  become  abso- 
lute unless  the  preliminary  proof  as  required,  by  the  conditions  of

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the  policy,  is  obtained.  If  no  proof  is  furnished  the  liability  does 
not  attach.'^*  The  furnishing  of  proofs,  unless  waived,  is  a  con- 
dition precedent  to  liability.  This  rule  is  recognized  by  all  the 
authorities.^^^  An  insurance  company  cannot,  under  the  Maine 
statute,  be  charged  as  a  trustee  for  loss  or  damage  under  the 
policy  by  trustee  process  by  the  mortgagee  of  the  property  dam- 
aged until  the  preliminary  proofs  of  loss  required  by  the  policy 
have  been  furnished  or  waived.'^* 

§  576.  On  Receipt  of  Proofs  Insurer  Must  Point  Out  Defects, 
if  Any  Exist,  Within  a  Eeasonable  Time. — ^When  notice  and 
proofs  of  loss  are  furnished  to  the  insurer,  he  must  within  a  rea- 
sonable time  point  out  the  defects,  if  any,  which  they  contain. 
As  says  the  Supreme  Court  of  Michigan:'^*  **The  law  is  well 
settled  that  when  any  defects  are  found  in  the  proofis  of  loss, 
capable  of  being  remedied  if  intelligently  pointed  out,  a  failure 
by  the  underwriters  to  make  known  the  difficulty,  or  call  for  the 
information  omitted,  when  that  is  the  infirmity,  within  a  reason- 
able time,  is  deemed  to  be  a  waiver,  and  the  rule  is  believed  to  be 
without  exception,  that  the  insurer  must  object  seasonably,  if  at 
all.  He  must  act  in  good'  faith,  openly,  frankly  and  distinctly,  and 
make  his  objection  known  within  a  reasonable  time."'^^    What

is  a  reasonable  time  in  which  the  insurer  most  point  out  defects 
in  proofs  of  loss  is  a  question  of  fact  for  the  jury.    On  this  point 
the  Supreme  Court  of  Alabama  well  says:*^*    **What  is  a  rea- 
sonable time,  being  a  mixed  question  of  law  and  fact,  must  always 
be  submitted  to  the  jury,  under  appropriate  instructions.    It  must 
depend  largely  on  attendant  circumstances.    In  this  case  the  dis- 
tance from  the  chief  agency,  the  greater  distance  from  the  head 
office,  reasonable  time  to  learn  all  that  could  be  known  of  the  true 
facts,  and  to  formulate  an  opinion  upon  them — each  and  all  of 
these  must  be  taken  into  account  in  prosecuting  the  inquiry  of 
reasonable  time.    Like  other  rules  of  law,  it  rests  on  reason.    In- 
surance companies  must  not  lure  their  patrons  into  false  security, 
by  which  the  latter  may  lose  the  means  and  opportunity  of  rem- 
edying defects  in  their  preliminary  proof — ^must  not  lead  them 
astray  by  giving  notice  of  one  objection,  and  then  relying  upon 
another;  nor  by  a  general  refusal  to  pay,  retain  in  reserve,  for  a 
surprise  on  the  trial,  some  defect  in  the  proof,  which,  perchance, 
if  known  might  have  been  remedied.    The  law  expects  and  exacts 
candor  and  good  faith,  and  punishes  with  adverse  presumptions 
those  who  fail  to  observe  these  cardinal  virtues. '''^"^     Where 
proofs  of  death  are  returned  without  condition  except  to  make 
additional  demands  which  the  association  had  no  authority  to 
make  it  waives  objections  to  the  proofs.*^*    If  a  society  receipts 
for  papers  sent  as  proofs  of  death  and  does  not  call  for  further 
proofs  it  cannot  afterwards  defend  on  the  ground  of  insufficiency 
of  proofs.*^*    The  company  by  receiving  proofs  does  not  waive 
defenses  on  facts  unknown  to  it  at  the  time.**®    Objections  to  the 
proofs  are  top  late  if  not  made  until  the  trial.'** , 

are  some  only  of  the  cases  supporting  the  principle  which  is  so  universally 
admitted  that  citations  are  almost  tiseless.

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§  577.  Objections  to  Proofs  Must  Be  Spedflc:  Insurer  Host 
Not  Mislead  Assured. — Objections  by  the  insurer  to  the  proofs 
of  loss  must  be  specific.  It  is  too  general  to  say  that  they  are 
deficient  both  in  form  and  substance,*^*  or  that  they  do  not 
correspond  to  printed  instructions ;  '*'  nor  can  the  company  re- 
main silent  for  a  long  period  and  then  complain  in  general 
terms,^^^  nor  is  it  sufficient  to  merely  say  that  the  proofs  are 
**  irregular,  informal  and  insuflScient. "  '^^  Defects  not  specifically 
pointed  out  are  waived.*^®  Nor  must  the  company  mislead  the 
insured  by  propositions  of  compromise  on,  other  grounds  of  al- 
leged violation  of  conditions,**''  or  by  prolonging  negotiations  un- 
til the  time  to  furnish  proofs  has  expired.'*^  If  payment  is  with- 
held on  other  grounds  than  defects  in  the  proofs,  such  defects  will 
not  be  regarded  and  cannot  be  of  avail  to  the  insurer.'*'  In  re- 
ceiving proofs,  however,  the  insurer  may  place  his  disclaimer 
upon  any  ground  he  pleases  and  still,  by  express  declaration  to 
that  effect,  reserve  all  objections  to  a  recovery  in  any  form  and 
to  the  proofs  as  furnished.''^    And  if  no  word  or  act  has  been

said  or  done  by  the  insurer  to  mislead  insured  or  throw  him  off 
his  guard  mere  silence  is  not  enough  to  sustain  the  inference  of 
waiver ;  *'^  and  this  is  particularly  the  case  if  proofs  have  been 
received  at  a  later  time  than  is  provided,  for,  under  such  circum- 
stances, the  insurer  is  not  precluded  from  his  objections  by  re- 
taining the  proofs  and  keeping  silent.'"  But  a  demand  for  ad- 
ditional proofs  or  further  information  is  a  waiver  of  the  time  re- 
quirement.''' The  company  will  not  be  precluded  from  insisting 
upon  defects  in  the  proofs  if  at  the  time  of  reception  it  indicated 
to  insured  the  intention  to  hold  him  strictly  to  the  terms  of  the 
policy  in  this  respect."^ 

§  578.  Where  Proofs  Are  Unnecessary.— No  proofs  of  loss  are 
necessary  if  the  company  disclaims  all  liability  und^r  the  con- 
tract."^ Probably  no  rule  of  insurance  is  better  settled  than 
this,  and  the  reason  rests  on  the  old  maxims,  Lex  nm  praecipit 
inutUia  quia  inutili^  labor  stultiis,  and  Lex  neminem  cogit  ad 
vana  sen  inutUia  peragenda.  And  so,  when  the  insurer  declines 
to  pay  the  loss,  and  assigns  a  reason  other  than  want  of  proofis,

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as,  for  example,  the  non-payment  of  an  assessment,  then  proofs  of 
loss  are  excused.  This  rule  also  has  never  been  denied."*  When 
the  by-laws  of  a  benefit  society  require  the  subordinate  lodge  to 
furnish  prescribed  proofs  the  beneficiary  is  excused  as  there  is 
nothing  required!  of  him.*'^  Many  other  acts  and  circumstances 
will  be  construed  to  amount  to  a  waiver  of  proofs  of  loss  or  of 
any  defects  which  might,  under  other  conditions,  be  taken  ad- 
vantage of.    This  subject  will  be  further  treated  of  later.'*^ 


§  579.  Gk>od  Standing. — ^The  majority  of  certificates  issued  by 
benefit  societies  contain  the  condition  that  the  beneficiary  shall 
only  be  entitled  to  recover  if  the  deceased  at  the  time  of  his  death 
was  in  '*good  standing'*  in  the  order.  It  therefore  often  becomes 
a  question  of  importance  to  determine  what  is  meant  by  this  ex- 
pression. The  certificate  issued  to  the  member  is  evidence  of  his 
good  standing  and  in  the  absence  of  proof  to  the  contrary  this 
condition  will  be  presumed  to  continue.  If  by  reason  of  his  con- 
duct or  failure  to  comply  with  the  regulations  or  requirements  of 
the  society,  the  member  has  lost  his  good  standing,  the  society 
must  show  this  fact,  for  status  once  fixed  is  supposed  to  continue 
until  the  contrary  is  shown, — the  fact  is  one  of  defense  and  is 
one  peculiarly  within  its  knowledge.*'*    It  was  held  in  a  case  in

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Illinois,'*®  that  the  words,  good  standing,  are  to  be  construed  in 
reference  to  the  language  of  the  application  and  the  preceding 
language  of  the  certificate,  and  in  that  particular  instance  they 
meaVit  that  the  member  must  not  only  have  a  good  reputation  but 
be  of  good  conduct, — L  e.,  free  from  a  violation  of  his  pledge  of 
total  abstinence.  *'Good  standing  in  a  society,'*  says  the  court, 
*'not  only  implies  that  a  party  is  a  member  of  the  society,  but 
that  he  has  a  good  reputation  therein."  And  in  this  case  the 
court,  upon  construing  the  contract,  held  that  there  was  a  pledge 
upon  the  part  of  the  member  that  he  would  not  use  any  intoxi- 
cating liquor ;  that  the  violation  of  this  pledge  was  cause  for  ex- 
pulsion or  suspension  as  a  member,  and  it — ^not  the  expulsion  or 
supension  but  the  violation  of  the  pledge — ^was  also  a  cause  for 
forfeiture  of  rights  and  benefits  under  the  certificate.  Conse- 
quently, if  before  his  death  the  member  had  violated  his  pledge, 
although  he  had  not  been  tried  or  expelled  for  the  offense,  he 
was  not  in  good  standing.'**  But  if  the  constitution  provides  that 
upon  due  conviction  of  the  offense  or  of  certain  conduct,  the  mem- 
ber shall  be  expelled  he  is  in  good  standing  until  expulsion,'** 
and  generally  speaking,  moral  lapses  do  not  affect  good  standing, 
it  must  be  adjudicated  by  the  society  unless  the  laws  provide  for 
a  self-executing  forfeiture.'*'  Gteod  standing  as  to  death  benefits 
may  exist  though  not  as  to  sick  benefits.'**  A  member  of  an  order 
at  the  time  of  his  death  in  arrears  for  dues  and  assessments,  the 
time  for  the  collection  of  which  had  fully  expired,  is  by  reason 
of  these  facts  not  in  good  standing  within  the  meaning  of  a  benefit

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certificate  requiring  the  member  to  be  in  good  standing  in  the 
order  at  the  time  of  his  death  to  entitle  the  beneficiary  to  re- 
cover.**^ A  member  who  has  taken  his  withdrawal  card  is  not  in 
good  standing.^**  Where  dues  were  payable  in  advance  at  the 
first  meeting  of  the  lodge  in  the  quarter  it  was  held  that  the  mem- 
ber was  in  good  standing  and  not  in  arrears,  although  he  had 
not  paid  his  dues  for  the  quarter,  he  dying  August  12th,  and  the 
quarter  commencing  on  the  first  of  the  same  month,  if  no  inter- 
vening meeting  of  the  lodge  was  shown.'*^  If  the  laws  of  the 
ord^r  provide  that  members  in  arrears  shall  be  suspended  the 
standing  of  such  members  is  not  affected  until  such  suspension  is 
regularly  made.^**  In  a  case  in  the  Federal  court  of  Illinois, 
where  the  certificate  contained  a  condition  that  the  amount 
should  only  be  paid  if  the  member  at  the  time  of  his  death  was 
in  good  standing  in  his  lodge,  the  court  said:***  "I  think  this 
case  might  be  wholly  disposed  of  on  the  ground  that  this  being  a 
voluntary  society,  in  which  the  standing  of  its  members  and 
the  mode  of  suspending  and  reinstating  them  in  their  membership 
was  regulated  and  provided  for  by  the  laws  of  the  society,  if  the 
records  and  proceedings  of  the  body  show  that  a  member  is  not 
in  good  standing  he  must  be  bound  by  these  records  and  the  ac- 
tion of  his  society  in  that  regard,  especially  when  he  has  exercised 
his  right  of  appeal,  and  the  action  of  which  he  complains  has  been 
affirmed  by  the  appellate  tribunal.  The  society,  by  its  own  laws, 
being  made  the  judge  of  the  standing  of  its  members,  such  mem- 
bers are  bound  by  its  action  on  that  subject,  and  I  feel  very  clear 
that  the  courts  ought  not  to  entertain  revisionary  supervision 
over  the  action  of  such  bodies  when  dealing  with  their  members, 
except,  perhaps,  when  fraud  is  charged  and  proven.''    But  this

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declaration  must  be  taken  with  some  degree  of  allowance,  for  it 
is  to  be  modified  by  the  further  statement  that  these  proceedings 
of  the  subordinate  Ipdge  must  have  been  regular  and  the  lodge 
must  have  acquired  jurisdiction.  The  rule  is  more  correctly 
stated  by  Judge  Wheelec,  of  the  United  States  court  for  the 
Southern  District  of  New  York,  in  a  suit  against  the  same  order 
and  involving  to  a  great  extent  the  same  question.'^*  After  re- 
ferring to  certain  cases  cited  by  counseP^^  the  judge  says: 
''These  cases  show  clearly  that  the  decisions  of  such  associations, 
according  to  their  own  laws,  rules  and  regulations,  which  all  as- 
sent to  who  become  members,  are  conclusive  as  to  membership 
and  standing,  except  as  they  aire  reviewable  within  the  order 
under  the  laws  of  the  order.  But  none  of  the  cases  .go  so  far  as 
to  hold  that  a  mere  record  of  a  sentence  of  suspension,  without 
any  proceedings  whatever  to  found  it  upon  and  not  according  to 
the  lawfr  of  the  order  is  conclusive  anywhere.  Section  two  of 
article  twelve  of  the  laws  of  this  order  requires  that  charges  pre- 
ferred against  a  member  shall  be  read  in  open  lodge,  and  a  copy 
of  them  be  furnished  to  him  under  the  seal  of  the  lodge,  and  that 
he  be  cited  to  appear  to  answer  them.  In  Karcher  v.  Supreme 
Lodge,^^*  the  charge  was  non-payment  of  an  assessment,  and  the 
copy  furnished)  was  not  under  the  seal  of  the  lodge.  The  validity 
of  the  judgment  of  suspension  was  questioned  on  the  ground  that 
the  copy  was  not  sufficient,  but  the  court  held  that  such  irregu- 
larity would  not  invalidate  the  judgment,  but  intimated  that  it 
would  not  be  good  without  any  notice. ' '  **^* 

A  member  knowing  that  he  had  been  dropped  from  member- 
ship and  having  taken  no  steps  for  reinstatement  nor  tendered 
subsequent  dues  was  not,  when  killed  two  months  later,  a  mem- 
ber in  good  standing.'*^*    A  member  is  not  in  good  standing  en-

titled  to  death  benefits,  who  is  indebted  to  the  lodge  for  six 
months'  dues,  the  b7-laws  providing  that  one  is  not  in  good  stand- 
ing, who  owes  his  lodge  an  amount  equal  tp  six  month's  dues, 
although  in  calculating  the  indebtedness  a  dollar  for  lottery  tick- 
ets is  included.*"  A  society  of  Italians  was  formed  to  promote 
the  physical,  moral  and  intellectual  well-being  of  its  members 
and  secure  for  them  the  benefits  of  American  citizenship.  The 
constitution  required  the  wearing  of  the  uniform  by  all  members 
on  certain  occasions  and  that  failure  to  provide  a  uniform  within 
one  year  after  admission  should  forfeit  the  right  to  benefits.  A 
member  after  being  warned  refused  to  procure  a  uniform  within 
the  required  time.  It  was  held  that  the  penalty  imposed  for  fail- 
ure to  procure  a  uniform  was  not  too  severe  and  a  member  so 
failing  to  comply  with  the  law  was  not  entitled  to  benefitis,  al- 
though he  had  paid  all  dues.'^* 


§  580.  Oood  Standing  in  a  Benefit  Association  Contingent  on 
Good  Standing  in  Some  Other  Organization. — ^The  contract  often 
provides  that  the  payment  of  a  benefit  to  the  beneficiary  of  the 
member  shall  be  conditioned,  not  only  upon  his  good  standing  in 
that  organization,  but  also  in  some  other  society.  It  ha6  been 
held,*'^  that  where  a  by-law  of  a  society  provided  that  any  mem- 
ber expelled  from  a  Masonic  Lodge  to  which  he  belongs  shall  for- 
feit his  membership  in  the  society,  such  membership  is  forfeited 
by  his  being  debarred  against  his  will  of  the  privileges  of  his 
lodge  though  not  in  form  expelled  therefrom.  In  this  -case  the 
by-laws  of  a  benefit  association  provided  that  a  requisite  qualifica- 
tion for  membership  should  be  that  the  applicant  be  a  Mason  in 
good  standing.  The  Masonic  Qrand  Lodge  shortly  afterward 
passed  a  law  debarring  saloon-keepers  from  membership  and 
afterward  the  benefit  association,  desiring  to  comply  with  the 
spirit  and  intent  of 'the  order  of  the  Qrand  Lodge,  passed  a  by- 
law to  the  effect  that  if  any  of  its  members  should  become  a 
saloon-keeper  he  should  forfeit  his  membership  and  his  certificate 
thereby,  ipso  facto,  became  null  and  void.  Another  by-law  or 
section  of  a  by-law  of  the  benefit  association  provided  that  an

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"expulsion  from  his  lodge  (of  Masons)  shall  ipso  facto  work  a 
forfeiture  of  the  membership  in  this  association. ' '  The  court  in 
its  opinion  says:  "The  manifest  intention  of  this  action  of  the 
association  was  to  keep  in  line  with  the  lodges  of  the  State,  from 
which,  alone,  its  members  were  recruited.  After  passage  of  the 
edict  against  saloon-keepers  by  the  united  lodges  of  the  State,  no 
one  pursuing  the  occupation  of  a  saloon-keeper,  whether  techni- 
cally in,  or  formally  expelled  from,  his  lodge,  could  be  received 
by  the  association  as  eligible  to  membership.  It  is  argued  by 
counsel  for  appellant  that  the  respondent  was  not  within  the  pur- 
view of  the  by-law  recited  by  us,  for  the  reason  that  he  was  a 
saloon-keeper  before  and  at  the  time  it  was  passed,  and  therefore 
did  not  become  one  after  its  passage.  The  by-law  must  be  inter- 
preted so  as  to  meet  the^buse  or  thing  prohibited,  and  to  correct 
it  if  possible.  The  intention  is  manifest  to  prevent  any  of  its 
members  from  pursuing  the  occupation  of  saloon-keepers  or  bar- 
keepers. Of  course,  it  was  not  intended  to  affect  the  standing  of 
any  one  who  had  pursued  the  occupation  of  a  saloon-keeper,  but 
who,  upon  passage  of  the  law,  discontinued  that  occupation.  I 
think  it  was  intended  to  apply  to  only  such  as  should  be  or  be- 
come saloon-keepers  after  its  passage.  As  the  respondent  is  ad- 
mitted to  have  continued  to  be  a  saloon-keeper  after  its  passage, 
he  comes  within  the  operation  of  its  provisions,  and  according  to 
the  declared  effect  of  it,  lost  his  membership,  ipso  facto,  without 
any  formal  action  of  the  association.  But  irrespective  of  the 
by-law  against  saloon-keepers  passed  by  the  association,  it  would 
seem  that  the  respondent  lost  his  membership  in  it  by  virtue  of 
the  action  of  the  lodge  to  which  he  belonged  debarring  him  from 
membership  therein,  and  the  by-law  of  the  association  which  de- 
clared that  when  a  member  of  the  association  suffered  expulsion 
from  the  lodge  to  which  he  belonged,  he  thereby,  ipso  facto, 
ceased  to  be  a  member  of  the  association,  without  any  action  on 
its  part.  It  is  contended  by  counsel  for  appellant  that  the  re- 
spondent, although  ceasing  to  be  a  member  of  the  lodge  to  which 
he  had  belonged,  was  not  formally  expelled  therefrom,  and  there- 
fore did  not  strictly  fall  within  the  operation  of  the  by-law  which 
discontinued  him  as  a  member  of  the  association,  ipso  facto,  as 
soon  as  he  was  expelled  from  his  lodge.  The  termination  of  his 
membership  in  his  lodge  was  in  substance  and  effect  an  expulsion 
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although  not  such  in  form.  H6  was,  against  his  will,  debarred  of 
all  the  rights  and  privileges  of  membership  by  the  lodge,  on  ac- 
count of  his  being  and  continuing  a  saloon-keeper.  After  this,  it 
is  admitted  that  he  took  his  'demit.'  I  do  not  see  what  else  he 
could  have  done.  He  had  no  rights  in  the  lodlge,  and,  as  a  law- 
abiding  citizen,  it  was  his  duty  to  go  away."  In  another  case  of 
a  somewhat  similar  nature  it  was  held  that  a  restoration  in  good 
faith  by  a  local  lodge  of  Masons  in  conformity  with  the  decision 
of  the  district  deputy  grand  master,  when  made  in  good  faith,  will 
be  binding  upon  the  benefit  association  in  which  membership  was 
contingent  on  continued  membership  in  such  Masonic  lodge,  and 
is  immaterial  that  the  restoration  of  the  member's  name  was  not 
made  until  after  his  death.''*  In  this  case'*'  the  Court  said: 
' '  The  defendant  association  contracted  wifh  Connelly  on  the  basis 
that  he  was  a  Mason,  and  that  he  i^hould  remain  a  Mason  It 
would  have  been  easy  for  the  defendant  and  Connelly  to  have 
agreed  upon  some  method  by  which  the  question  of  his  being  or 
remaining  a  Mason  should  be  decided  so  as  to  be  binding  upon 
'  them  both.  In  the  absence  of  any  agreement  in  what  way  his 
membership  in  some  Masonic  lodge  was  to  be  proved,  or  how  his^ 
continuing  to  be  a  Mason  in  good  standing  was  to  be  shown,  we 
should  naturally  infer  that  these  questions  were  to  be  decided  by 
the  Masonic  tribunals.  There  is  no  other  authority  by  which 
these  questions  could  be  decided.  And  it  appears  that  this  is  just 
what  the  defendant  did.  When  Connelly  applied  to  become  a 
member  of  the  defendant  association,  they  asked  for  and  re- 
ceived a  certificate  signed  by  an  oflScer  of  Baltic  Lodge  that  he 
was  a  Mason.  They  accepted  that  as  conclusive,  and  admitted 
him  to  membership  in  the  association.  When  Connelly  died  they 
asked  for  a  certificate  to  be  signed  by  the  secretary  of  Baltic 
Lodge  that  he  continued  to  be  a  Mason.  The  forms,  of  which 
copies  are  set  forth  in  the  record,  indicate  that  they  are  such  as 
are  used  by  the  defendant  in  all  cases.    They  did  in  the  case  of

859  Connelly  v.  Masonic  ,  etc.,  supra. 
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Connelly  precisely  what  they  do  in  the  case  of  every  one  of  their 
members.  They  referred  the  question  of  being  or  not  being  a 
Mason  tc  the  Masonic  officers  themselves.  Such  a  usage  shows 
that  it  is  really  a  part  of  the  contract  made  by  the  defendant  with 
each  of  its  members  that  Masonic  questions  shall  be  ^decided  by 
Masonic  tribunals.  This  is  a  usage  by  which  we  think  the  de- 
fendant must  be  concluded.  In  the  light  of  this  usage  and  of  all 
the  evidence  we  think  the  contract  between  the  defndant  and 
Connelly  mu9t  be  construed  as  though  it  provided  in  terms  that 
the  question  of  his  being  or  continuing  to  be  a  Mason  in  good 
standing  should  be  decided  by  the  Masonic  officers.  The  decisions 
of  any  kind  of  a  voluntary  society  or  association,  in  admitting 
members,  and  in  disciplining,  suspending  or  expelling  them,  are 
of  a  quasi- judicial  character.  In  such  cases  the  courts  never  in- 
terfere, except  to  ascertain  whether  or  not  the  proceeding  was 
pursuant  to  the  rules  and  laws  of  the  society;  whether  or  not 
the  proceeding  was  in  good  faith ;  and  whether  or  not  there  was 
anything  in  the  proceeding  in  violation  of  the  laws  of  the  land. ' ' 
Good  standing  may  depend  upon  membership  in  the  Roman  Cath- 
olic church,  and  a  by-law  providing  that  the  ceasing  of  such 
church  membership  shall  ipso  facto  forfeit  the  rights  in  the  so- 
ciety, is  reasonable  and  self-executing  and  not  unreasonable.'^^ 
Where  good  standing  in  a  subordinate  lodge  of  the  Knights  of 
Pythias  was  required  as  essential  to  membership  in  the  endow- 
ment rank  of  the  same  order,  and  the  secretary  of  the  former 
failed  to  notify  the  endowment  rank  of  the  loss  of  good  standing 
of  a  member,  who  continued  to  pay  his  assessments  to  such  en- 
dowment rank,  it  was  held**^  that  good  standing  in  the  latter 
was  net  lost.  Where  a  benefit  promised  by  the  Odd  Fellows  Bene- 
fit Association  was  conditioned  that  the  member  should  be  "finan- 
cial" in  the  Household  of  Ruth,  the  former  is  not  liable  if  the 
member  has  forfeited  membership  in  the  latter  by  non-payment 
of  dues.'**.

§  581.  Definitions  of  Waiver  and  Estoppel— Waiver  has  been 
defined  to  be  ''the  relinquishment  of,  or  refusal  to  accept,  a 
right."  ^  Estoppel  is:  *'The  preclusion  of  a  person  from  assert- 
ing a  fact,  by  previous  conduct  inconsistent  therewith,  on  his  own 
part  or  the  part  of  those  under  whom  he  claims,  or  Jby  an 
adjudication  upon  his  rights  which  he  cannot  be  allowed  to  call 
in  question.*'*  "The  law  of  estoppel,"  says  Bigelow,*  "is  the 
law  of  rights  acquired  or  fixed  in  one  of  three  ways,  namely,  by 
record,  by  deed,  or  by  facts  in  pais."  In  insurance  cases,  if  an 
estoppel  exists  it  is  generally  by  matter  in  pais,  though  a  com- 
pany may  become  estopped  both  by  deed  and  by  record.  Techni- 
cally an  estoppel  in  pais  arises  from  the  acts,  admissions  or  con- 
duct of  a  person  by  which  he  designedly  induces  another  to  alter 
his  position  injuriously  to  himself.  The  approved  rule  laid  down 
by  the  authorities  ^  is  that  to  constitute  an  estoppel  by  conduct, 
or  equitable  estoppel,  the  following  elements  must  be  present: 
1.  There  must  have  been  a  false  representation  or  concealment 
of  material  facts.  2.  The  representation  must  have  been  made 
with  knowledge  of  the  facts.  3.  The  party  to  whom  it  was  made 
must  have  been  ignorant  of  the  truth  of  the  matter.  4.  It  must 
have  been  made  with  the  intention  that  the  other  party  would 
act  upon  it.  5.  The  other  party  must  have  been  induced  to  act 
upon  it.  Equitable  estoppel,  or  by  conduct,  is  said  to  have  its 
foundation  in  fraud,  considered  in  its  most  general  sense ;  because 
a  man  cannot  be  prevented  by  his  conduct  from  asserting  a 
previous  right,  unless  the  assertion  would  be  tantamount  to  a 
fraud  upon  the  person  who  had  subsequently  acquired  the  right.^ 
The  doctrine  originated  in  chancery,  but  is  now  adopted  in 
courts  of  law.*  After  treating  of  estoppels  arising  out  of  repre- 
sentations, including  therein  cases  of  silence  amounting  to  a  rep-

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resentation  by  way  of  ^admission  or  negation  of  rights,  Mr.  Bige- 
low,  in  his  treatise  on  estoppel,  says:'  ** There  are  other  estop- 
pels, so  called,  growing  out  of  conduct  of  the  same  nature  that 
camiot  be  considered  cases  of  representation  at  all  in  any  legiti- 
mate sense  of  that  term.  Such  are  cases  in  which,  by  the  course 
of  conduct  of  one  party  to  a  contract,  entitled  to  the  performance 
of  certain  terms  or  conditions  thereof,  the  other  party  has  been 
led  to^  believe,  as  a  man  of  average  intelligence,  that  such  per- 
formfi^ce  will  not  be  required,  until  it  has  become  too  late  to 
perform,  or  until  to  insist  upon  performance,  would  work  ma- 
terial injustice.  These  commonly  are  cases  of  waiver;  and  it 
appears  to  be  little,  if  anything,  Ti^ore  than  giving  them  another 
name  to  call  them  estoppels.  The  estoppel,  unlike  that  by  mis- 
representation, does  not  rest  upon  ignorance  of  the  fact  by  the 
party  entitled  to  the  benefit  of  it.  Frequent  illustrations  of  the 
estoppel  in  question  are  to  be  found  in  actions  upon  insurance 
policies,  where  the  conduct  of  the  underwriter  has  been  such  as 
reasonably  to  lead  the  insured  to  believe,  until  too  late,  that  a 
requirement  of  the  policy,  as,  e.  g,,  in  regard  to  the  proofs  of 
loss  or  the  prompt  payment  of  the  premium  or  of  a  premium 
note  will  not  be  required.  If  the  assured  as  a  sensible  man  has 
really  been  misled,  it  would  be  a  fraud  upon  him  to  insist  upon 
the  term  or  condition  forborne.'* 

§  582.  Difference  Between  Waiver  and  Estoppel— The  Sib 
preme  Court  of  Vermont  has  held,*  that  "while  the  terms  waiver 
and  estoppel  as  applied  to  the  law  of  insurance  are  usually  con- 
sidered the  same,  yet  there  are  essential  differences  between 
them.  Waiver  is  the  intentional  relinquishment  of  a  known  right 
and  does  not  necessarily  imply  that  one  has  been  misled  to  his 
prejudice,  while  an  estoppel  involves  the  act,  or  conduct,  of  both 
parties  and  may  arise  where  there  is  no  intent  to  mislead  and 
also  involves  the  misleading  of  one  party  to  his  prejudice.**  The 
Supreme  Court  of  Oklahoma  has  said :  •  ** A  distinction  is  drawn 
between  waiver  and.  estoppel  when  the  two  doctrines  are  dis- 
cussed in  their  purely  technical  aspefCt.    Waiver  involves  the

notion  of  an  intention  entertained  by  the  holder  of  some  right  to 
abandon  or  relinquish,  instead  of  insisting  on,  the  right.  An 
estoppel  arises  .when  *  the  purpose  or  natural  consequence  of  a 
person's  representations  or  conduct  is  such  as  to  induce  another 
person  to  do  or  to  omit  some  act,  the  doing  or  omission  of  which 
would  turn  out  to  his  detriment  and  to  the  inducing  party's 
benefit  if  the  latter  were  permitted  to  take  such  advantage  of  it, 
and  such  an  estoppel  more  often  carries  with  ft  the  implication 
of  fraud  than  waiver  does.*®  Waiver  is  the  voluntary  surrender 
of  a  right ;  estoppel  is  the  inhibition  to  assert  a  right  which  the 
law  places  on  one  as  a  consequence  of  his  own  conduct  which 
has  resulted  in  injury  or  detriment  to  another.**  *  Waiver  belongs 
to  the  family  of  estoppel  in  a  sense,  and  yet  an  estoppel  .  •  • 
has  connections  that  are  no  kin  to  waiver.  Waivei  depends  upon 
what  one  himself  intends  to  do;  estoppel  depends  rather  upon 
what  he  caused  his  adversary  to  do.  Estoppel  results  from  an  act 
which  may  operate  to  the  injury  of  the  other  party ;  waiver  may 
affect  the  opposition  party,  beneficially.*  '*  *' 

§  583.  In  Insurance  Law  Waiver  and  Estoppel  Much  the  Same 
Thing. — ^It  will  be  seen  from  an  examination  of  the  cases  cited 
in  this  chapter,  as  well  as  from  the  preceding  sections,  that  if 
the  words  waiver  and  estoppel,  as  used  in  insurance  cases,  are 
not  synonymous  terms,  the  line  of  separation  between  them  is  so 
shadowy  and  uncertain  that  it  cannot  always  be  distinguished. 
In  his  work  on  insurance  Mr.  May  says:**  **The  terms,  'estop- 
pel' and  'waiver,'  though  not  technically  identical,  are  so  nearly 
allied,  and,  as  applied  in  the  law  of  insurance,  so  like  in  the 
consequences  which  follow  their  successful  application,  that  they 
are  used  indiscriminately  by  the  courts."  The  Supreme  Court 
of  Pennsylvania  has  remarked**  that  a  waiver  or  a  breach  of 
conditions,  "never  occurs  unless  intended,  or  where  the  act  relied 
on  ought  in  equity  to  estop  the  party  from  denying  it."  And 
Bigelow  says:**    '* Another  kind  of  estoppel  by  conduct  may

arise,  to-wit|  by  a  party  to  a  contract  or  trttnsaction  inducing 
the  other  to  act  in  the  belief  that  the  former  will  waive  certain 
rights  he  might  otherwise  maintain  against  the  latter.  This 
estoppel  does  not  consist  in  misrepresentation  by  the  party  to 
be  estopped,  nor  does  it  require  that  the  opposite  party  should 
be  ignorant  of  the  facts.  Waiver  by  an  underwriter  of  the  terms 
of  an  insurance  contract  is  an  example.''  It  has  been  said ^*  that 
waiver  differs  from  estoppel  in  that  it  depends  solely  upon  the 
intention  of  the  party  against  whom  it  is  invoked.  We  shall  not, 
therefore,  in  the  succeeding  pages  attempt  to  distinguish  between 
'  cases  of  waiver  and  those  of  estoppel,  because  if  attempted  it 
could  not  always  be  done.  It  will  be  readily  seen  that  the  same 
facts  may  be  construed  both  to  amount  to  the  waiver  of  a  right, 
otherwise  enforceable,  and  to  estop  the  party  from  asserting 
such  right  as  a  defense.  What  name  to  give  to  the  legal  eiSfeet 
of  a  certain  condition  of  facts  often  depends  upon  the  point  of 
view  from  which  such  facts  are  regarded. 

§  584.  General  Rules  of  the  Law  of  Waiver  or  Estoppel  Apply 
to  Insurance  Contracts. — Questions  of  waiver  or  estoppel  in  cases 
relating  to  insurance  contracts  are  to  be  determined  by  the  appli- 
cation of  the  same  rules  as  in  suits  tfpon  other  contracts.  While 
we  shall  in  this  chapter  refer  to  many  cases  in  which  certain  acts 
and  circumstances  have  been  held  to  amount  to  either  a  waiver 
or  an  estoppel,  it  is  not  possible  to  specify  what  words  or  con- 
duct will  in  every  case  amount  to  waiver  of  the  requirements 
or  conditions  of  the  policy,  or  estop  the  company  from  insisting 
upon  them.  Each  case  rests  upon  its  own  facts  and  must  be 
determined  by  the  general  rules  applicable  to  all  kinds  of  con- 
tracts, for  what  might  under  some  circumstances  estop  the  com- 
pany would  not  in  another  case  where  the  facts  were  only  very 
slightly  different.  Whether  a  party  has  waived  a  condition  in 
a  contract  or  is  estopped  from  claiming  the  benefit  of  it  is  a 
mixed  question  of  law  and  fact,  but  when  the  facts  are  found, 
it  is  for  the  court  to  say  whether  or  not  the  condition  has  been 
waived  or  the  company  is  estopped  from  claiming  its  rights 
under  the  policy  by  reason  of  what  it  has  done  or  failed  to  do.*^

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§  585.  Waiver  May  be  Parol  Though  Required  hy  the  Contract 
to  be  in  Writing. — ^A  parol  waiver  of  condition  in  a  policy  ia 
good,  notwithstanding  a  provision  in  such  policy  that  nothing 
but  a  written  agreement  signed  by  an  officer  of  the  company 
shall  have  that  effect.  Such  a  requirement  may  be  waived  by 
parol,  or  acts  in  pais.^^  The  Supreme  Court  of  Illinois  has  con- 
sistently held  that  although  the  policy  contains  a  provision  that 
its  conditions  shall  not  be  waived  except  in  writing  attached 
to  the  policy,  such  a  provision  itself  may  be  waived.  In  a  recent 
decision  the  court  says:  ^*  *'The  question  whether  there  can  be 
a  waiver,  not  in  writing,  of  a  condition  contained  in  a  l>olicy 
providing  there  shall  be  no  waiver  unless  it  is  written  or  attached 
to  the  policy,  arises  on  the  demurrer  to  the  second  replication 
to  each  of  the  pleas.  This  question  was  decided  in  the  affirmative 
in  Phoenix  Ins.  Co.  v.  Johnston,**  Phoenix  Ins.  Co.  v.  Hart»" 
Dwelling  House  Ins.  Co.  v.  Dowdall,*'  Phoenix  Ins.  Co.  v.  Cald- 
well,** and  Orient  Ins.  Co.  v.  McKnight**  In  those  cases  it  was 
held  that  the  stipulation  in  the  policy  that  a  waiver  must  be  by 
an  indorsement  thereon  was  inserted  for  the  benefit  of  the  com- 
pany, and,  like  any  other  condition  of  the  policy  for  its  benefit, 
might  be  waived  by  it.  It  is  a  just  and  reasonable  rule  that  one 
who  is  authorized  to  waive  a  condition  or  provision  of  a  policy

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by  writing  may  also  waive  the  writing.  A  provision  that  nothing 
less  than  an  express  agreement^  to  be  indorsed  on  the  policy, 
shall  be  effeietual  as  a  waiver,  is  itself  a  condition,  and  is  as 
capable  of  being  waived  and  dispensed  with  as  any  other  condi- 
tion of  the  policy.  *  *  The  Supreme  Court  of  California  has  said :  ** 
^'We  d6  not  consider  at  all  material  in  this  connection  the  pres- 
ence of  the  printed  stipulation  to  the  effect  that  no  officer,  agent, 
or  representative  of  the  company  shall  have  the  power  to  waive, 
or  be  deemed  to  have  waived,  conditions  of  the  policy  unless  such 
waiver  jshall  be  written  or  attached  thereto.  Such  provisions 
existed  in  the  policies  in  some  of  the  cases  cited,  and  were  not 
considered  effectual  to  prevent  the  conduct  of  the  officers  of 
the  company  from  constituting  »  waiver  or  estoppel  on  the  com- 
pany. The  doctrine  is  that  the  company  has  knowledge  when 
its  proper  officer  has  the  knowledge ;  and  if,  with  such  knowledge, 
it  leads  the  insured  to  rely  upon  his  policy  as  a  valid  policy,  not- 
withstanding the  breach  of  condition  of  which  it  knows,  it  will 
not  be  heard  to  allege  such  breach  against  a  claim  for  a  subse- 
quent loss,  accruing  at  a  time  when,  from  the  conduct  of  the 
company,  the  insured  had  every  right  to  believe  that  his  property 
was  protected  by  the  policy.*'  Still  it  has  been  held,**  that  **the 
defendant  is  entitled  to  have  the  jury  instructed  that  any  waiver 
of  a  co'hdition  of  a  policy  required  by  its  terms  to  be  in  vmting 
must  be  in  writing."  And  it  has  also  been  held  that  ''where 
insured  accepted  a  policy  stipulating  that  the  provisions  thereof 
could  not  be  waived  by  an  agent,  waiver  by  an  agent  is  inef- 
fective."*^ In  the  syllabus  of  this  case  prepared  by  the  court, 
it  is  said:  ''The  Supreme  Court  of  this  State  (and  consequently 
this  court  also)  is  committed  to  the  doctrine  that  the  company 
can  limit  the  authority  of  the  agent  effectively  as  to  one  who 
has  notice  of  the  limitation  and  that  such  terms  in  the  policy 
charge  the  insured  with  notice."  It  would  seem  that  logically 
it  ought  to  be  said  that  instead  of  the  insurer  having  waived 
the  requirement  of  the  policy  that  any  waiver  of  the  conditions 
thereof  must  be  in  writing,  it  is  estopped  to  rely  upon  such  re-

§  586.  Waiver  Must  be  Intentioiuil  and  With  Knowledge.— 
A  waiver  of  a  stipulation  in  an  agreement  must,  to  be  efEectual, 
not  only  be  made  intentionally,  but  with  knowledge  of  the  cir- 
cumstances. This  is  the  rule  where  there  is  a  direct  and  precise 
agreement  to  waive  the  stipulation.  A  fortiori  is  this  the  rule 
when  there  is  no  agreement,  either  verbal  or  in  writing,  to  waive, 
the  stipulation,  but  where  it  is  sought  to  deduce  a  waiver  from 
the  conduct  of  the  party.  Thus,  where  a  written  agreement  exists 
and  one  of  the  parties  sets  up  an  agreement  of  a  differemt  nature, 
alleging  conduct  on  the  other  side  amounting  to  a  substitution 
of  this  arrangement  for  a  written  agreement,  he  must  clearly 
show,  not  only  in  his  own  understanding,  but  that  the  other  party 
had  the  same  understanding.*^  And  the  New  York  Court  of  ' 
Appeals  in  approving  this  rule  says :  *^  "  Ordinarily  a  party 
should  not  be  held  to  have  waived  a  forfeiture,  in  the  absence  of 
facts  constituting  an  estoppel,  unless  he  intended  to  waive  it, 
nor  can  he  be  held. to  have  waived  it  unless  he  knew  of  the  facts 
constituting  after  the  forfeiture. ' '  **  Consequently  acts  of  either 
party  done  after  the  time  the  other  party  claims  to  have  been 
misled,  are  no  ground  of  estoppel.'*  Intimations  of  legal  con- 
clusions, either  by  acts  or  words,  constitute  no  foundation  for 
an  estoppel.**  A  secret  intention  not  to  waive  cannot  overbalance 
positive  acts.**    A  waiver  may  be  inferred  from  acts  as  well  as

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words,'^  and  a  waiver  once  made  is  irrevocable,'*  and  no  consid- 
eration is  necessary  to  support  a  waiver  by  the  insurer.*' 

§  587.  No  Estoppel  When  Contract  Is  Dlegal,  nor  When  Par- 
ties  Uade  a  Mntual  Mistake,  nor  When  Party  Has  Not  Been 
Misled— Estoppel  When  Contract  Is  Execnted.— A  contract  of 
insurance  entered  into  in  violation  of  law  or  public  policy  is 
simply  void  and  neither  party  to  it  is  estopped  from  showing  the 
fact.  '*  Otherwise  the  public  law  and  policy  would  be  at  the 
mercy  of  individual  interest  and  caprice.****  A  policy  obtained 
by  fraud  is  absolutely  void  and  cannot  be  the  subject  of  waiver.'* 
The  insured  cannot  waive  the  Kentucky  statute  requiring  a  copy 
of  the  application  to  be  atttached  to  the  certificate.^^  Neither 
can  there  be  any  waiver  of  a  mandatory  statute  as  per  example 
the  non-forfeiture  law  or  suicide  statute.*^  There  is  no  estoK>el 
where  both  parties  with  equal  opportunities  or  knowledge  on  the 
subject,  made  a  mistake,^^'  nor  when  the  insured  has  not  acted 
upon  the  supposed  waiver j*^**  nor  when  the  insured  has  not  been 
prejudiced;"  for,  says  the  Supreme  Court  of  Michigan:"  "The 
waiver  that  is  spoken  of  in  these  cases  is  another  term  for  an 
estoppel.  It  can  never  arise  by  implication  alone,  except  from 
some  conduct  which  induces  action  in  reliance  upon  it,  to  an

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extent  that  renders  it  a  fraud  to  recede  from  what  the  party 
haa  been  induced  to  expect.  It  is  only  enforced  to  prevent 
fraud."  If  an  association  assumes  a  name  which  implies  a  cor- 
porate body,  exercises  corporate  powers,  performs  acts  and  con- 
tracts as  a  corporation,  it  will  be  estopped  to  deny  that  it  is  a 
corporation  and  liable  as  such.^^  In  an  action  on  a  certificate, 
purporting  to  be  signed  by  the  officers  of  the  corporation  and 
sealed  with  its  seal,  certifying  that  the  member  to  whom  the 
certificate  was  issued  ''is  a  member  of  this  order  in''  a  certain 
lodge,  the  corporation  is  estopped  by  its  own  deed  from  showing 
that  at  the  time  of  the  issue  of  the  certificate  the  lodge  was  not 
fully  organized.**  The  court  says:  ** Conceding  the  organization 
of  the  Rising  Star  Lodge  to  have  been  defective  as  claimed,  it 
would  have  afforded  no  answer  to  the  action.  It  had  received 
its  charter,  and,  as  a  body,  was  acting  under  it  with  the  knowl- 
edge and  sanction  of  the  defendant.  This  was  sufficient  to  bind 
the  latter.*' 

§  588.  Estoppel  From  Representations.— An  estoppel  from  the 
representations  of  a  party  can  seldom  arise,  except  where  the 
representation  relates  to  a  matter  of  fact, — to  a  present  or  past 
state  of  things.  If  the  representation  relate  to  some  thing  to 
be  afterwards  brought  into  existence,  it  will  amount  only  to  a 
declaration  of  intention  or  of  opinion,  liable  to  modification  or 
abandonment  upon  a  change  of  circumstances  of  which  neither 
party  can  have  any  certain  knowledge.  The  only  case  in  which 
a  representation  as  to  the  future  can  be  held  to  operate  as  an 
estoppel  is  where  it  relates  to  an  intended  abandonment  of  an 
existing  right,  and  is  made  to  influence  others,  and  by  which 
they  have  been  induced  to  act.  An  estoppel  cannot  arise  from 
a  promise  as  to  future  action  with  respect  to  a  right  to  be 
acquired  upon  an  agreement  not  yet  made  with  party  complain- 
ing. The  doctrine  of  estoppel  is  applied  with  respect  to  repre- 
sentations of  a  party,  to  prevent  their  operating  as  a  fraud  upon 
one  who  has  been  led  to  rely  upon  them.    They  would  have  that

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effect,  if  a  party  who,  by  his  statements  as  to  matters  of  fact, 
or  as  to  his  intended  abandonment  of  existing  rights,  had  de- 
signedly induced  another  to  change  his  conduct  or  alter  his  con- 
dition in  reliance  upon  them,  could  be  permitted  to  deny  the 
truth  of  his  statements,  or  enforce  his  rights  against  his  declared 
intcintion  of  abandonment.  But  the  doctrine  has  no  place  for 
application  when  the  statement  relates  to  rights  depending  upon 
contracts  yet  to  be  made,  to  which  the  person  complaining  is  to 
be  a  party*  He  has  it  in  his  power  in  such  cases  to  guard  in 
advance  against  any  consequences  of  a  subsequent  change  of 
intention  and  conduct  by  the  person  with  whom  he  .is  dealing. 
For  compliance  with  arrangements  respecting  future  transactions 
parties  must  provide  by  stipulation  in  their  agreements  when  re- 
duced to  writing.*' 

§  589.  Waiver  or  Estoppel  by  Acts  of  Officers  or  Agents.— 
A  party  always  has  the  option  to  waive  a  condition  or  stipulation 
made  in  his  own  favor.  Insurance  companies  therefore  have  this 
right,  but  as  they  are  corporations  they  must  act,  if  at  all, 
through  agents.  The  principal  managing  officers  in  charge  of 
the  business  of  a  company,  and  acting  within  the  apparent  scope 
of  their  employment,  may  waive  or  dispense  with  any  of  the 
conditions  of  a  policy  of  insurance,  except,  perhaps,  as  we  shall 
see,  in  the  case  of  a  mutual  company  the  powers  of  whose  officers 
are  said  to  be  more  limited.  The  knowledge  of  the  president  of 
a  company  is  that  of  the  company,*^  and  where  the  secretary  of 
an  insurance  company  fills  out  an  application,  the  company  is 
presumed  to  waive  any  statements  of  fact  that  are  not  inserted 
in  the  application  and  not  called*  for.*'  The  assistant  secretary 
has  been  held  to  have  authority  to  waive  forfeiture.*'  And  gen- 
erally the  acts  of  the  president  and  secretary  of  a  company,  per- 
formed in  its  office  and  relating  to  its  business,  whether  they  are

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written  or  verbal,  whether  they  make  a  contract,  waive  a  for- 
feiture or  give  consent,  bind  the  company,^*  otherwise  there 
would  be  no  safety  for  any  person  dealing  with  the  company,  for 
it  could  avoid  the  acts  of  its  ofSceirs  or  not  as  it  would  be  to  its 
advantage.  But  the  knowledge  of  the  treasurer  and  director  of  a 
mutual  company  will  not  amount  to  an  estoppel  in  the  absence 
of  authority  on  the  part  of  such  officers  to  waive  the  require- 
ments of  its  laws**^^  Where  waiver  is  claimed  to  be  by  the  act  of 
an  agent  the  authority  of  the  agent  must  be  shown  or  a  ratifica- 
tion by  the  principal.^^  The  company  can  also,  of  course,  waive 
any  conditions  through  its  duly  authorized  agent  or  a  general 
agent.  The  question  has  frequently  arisen  as  to  the  authority 
of  insurance  agents  to  waive  for,  or  estop,  their  principals.  If 
the  agent  is  one  with  limited  authority  and  not  authorized,  or 
expressly  forbidden,  to  waive  any  conditions  of  the  contract, 
and  these  instructions  and  limitations  are  communicated  to  the 
person  dealing  with  such  agent,  or  if  by  ordinary  prudence  he 
could  have  informed  himself  of  them,  the  company  will  not  be 
bound  by  the  agent's  acts.^*  A  mere  local  or  collecting  agent  has 
no  power  to  waive.^*    The  waiver  of  an  unauthorized  agent  may,

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however,  be  ratified  by  the  company.^^  If  the  agent  willfully 
attempts  a  fraud  upon  the  company,  aa  by  writing  down  false 
answers  in  the  application,  and  the  person  dealing  with  him  con- 
nives at  the  fraud  either  from  negligence  or  design,  the  company 
will  not  be  bound.^*  But  if  uo  limitation  upon  the  power  of  the 
agent  be  brought  to  the  notice  of  the  assured,  who  acts  in  good 
faith,  and  he  is  deceived  by  the  acts  of  the  agent  acting  within 
the  apparent  scope  of  his  employment,  the  company  must  respond, 
for  it  is  at  fault  in  holding  out  'such  agent  as  its  representative.^^ 
And  generally  it  may  be  said  that  the  fraud  or  mistake  of  a 
knavish  or  blundering  agent,  done  within  the  scope  of  his  powers, 
will  not  enable  the  company  to  avoid  a  policy  to  the  injury 
of  assured,  who  innocently  became  a  party  to  it,  though  a  stipula- 
tion in  the  policy  provides  that  such  agent  shall  be  deemed  the 
agent  of  the  insured,  and  the  statements  of  the  application,  signed  * 
by  the  latter,  are  made  warranties  by  the  policy.^^  The  stipula- 
tion of  a  policy,  limiting  the  power  of  agents  to  waive  its  con- 
ditions, are  not  always  conclusive  upon  either  the  assured  or 
the  company,  because  it  is  the  privilege  of  the  company  to  change 
or  dispense  with  the  conditions  made  for  its  benefit ;  it  may  en- 
large the  powers  of  its  agents  or  ratify  their  acts.  The  question 
has  been  said  to  be  not  what  power  the  agent  actually  had,  but 
what  power  did  the  company  hold  him  out  to  the  public  as 
possessing.^^    If  the  policy  contain  no  limitations  upon  the  power

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of  the  agent  to  waive  any  of  its  conditions,  the  company  will  be 
bound  by  his  acts  in  that  regard.^^  If  the  agent  mislead  an 
ignorant  person  as  to  material  matters  the  company  cannot  profit 
by  the  wrong,  but  will  be  estopped.*^  A  general  agent  has  power, 
unless  specially  restricted  by  limitations  and  instructions  com- 
municated to  parties  dealing  with  him,  to  waive  or  dispense  with 
any  of  the  conditions  of  the  policy.  And  the  company  is  liable 
for  all  acts  done  by  him  in  the  course  of  his  employment.  He 
may  waive  conditions  either  in  writing  or  verbally.*^  The  stipu- 
lation in  the  policy  that  no  agent  shall  have  power  to  waive  the 
provisions  of  the  policy,  does  not  embrace  a  general  agent.*'  A 
foreign  insurance  company  is  chargeable  with  the  knowlMge  of 
its  general  agent  concerning  the  customs  of  his  ofiice  and  those 
under  him.**  Members  of  mutual  companies  are  chargeable  with 
knowledge  of  their  laws  and  consequently  of  all  the  limitations 
and  restrictions  upon  the  powers  of  the  officers  and  agents  con- 
tained in  such  laws.  The  requirements  of  the  charter  of  a  mutual 
organization  cannot  be  waived.**    The  Supreme  Court  of  Indiana

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has  said:**  "Whenever  the  charter  of  an  insurance  company 
requires  that  any  act  shall  be  done,  and  prescribes  the  mode  in 
which  said  act  shall  be  done,  and  declares  that  if  the  act  be  done 
in  the  manner  prescribed,  the  contract,  or  policy  of  insurance, 
shall  be  void,  the  company  cannot  waive  the  performance  of  sudi 
act  in  the  prescribed  mode ;  for  performance  of  any  condition  of 
the  contract  fixed  by  law,  cannot  be  waived.  This  has  been  re- 
peatedly declared  to  be  the  law  in  cases  involving  the  question 
of  double  insurance.  Thus,  in  Couch  v.  CSty  Fire  Ins.  Co.,*^  where 
the  charter  of  the  insurance  company  provided  that  'if  there 
shall  be  any  other  insurance  upon  the  whole  or  any  part  of 
the  property  insured  by  any  policy  issued  by  said  company  dur- 
ing the  whole  or  any  part  of  the  time  specified  in  such  policy, 
then  every  such  policy  shall  be  void,  unless  such  double  insur- 
ance shall  exist  by  consent  of  said  company,  indorsed  upon  the 
policy  under  the  hand  of  the  secretary,*  it  was  held  by  the  Su- 
preme Court  of  Connecticut  that  the  insurance  company  could 
not  waive  the  performance  of  the  act  required  by  such  provision 
of  its  charter,  in  the  mode  prescribed,  and  that  its  consent  to 
double  insurance  could  only  be  proved  by  indorsement  thereof 
upon  the  policy  under  the  hand  of  the  secretary.  *'••  A  dis- 
tinction is,  however,  made  between  matters  touching  the  sub- 
stance or  essence  of  the  contract  and  those  which  relate  to  certain 
formalities  to  be  observed  after  a  loss,  such  as  the  preliminary 
proofs  to  be  furnished  by  the  insured.  As  was  said  by  the  Su- 
preme Court  of  Massachusetts ;  ••  **It  is  weU  settled  that,  al- 
though the  by-laws  of  a  mutual  fire  insurance  company  provide 
that  in  case  of  loss  the  assured  shall  furnish  certain  preliminaiy 
proofa  to  the  officers  to  entitle  him  to  recover  for  the  loss,  yet 
the  officers  may  in  any  particular  case  waive  the  stipulation ;  that 
such  waiver  may  be  either  express  or  by  implication;  and  that

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it  may  be  implied  from  the  fact  that  in  refusing  to  pay  the  loss 
they  neglect  to  state  their  objections  to  the  preliminary  proofs, 
and  place  their  refusal  on  other  grounds.^®  A  waiver  of  this 
sort  is  unlike  a  waiver  of  such  provisions  of  the  by-laws  as 
relate  to  the  substance  of  the  contract.  The  officers  have  no 
power  to  dispense  with  these.^^  In  the  second  case'^^  the  dis- 
tinction between  these  two  classes  of  by-laws  is  pointed  out.  It  is 
said  that  stipulations  as  to  the  preliminary  proofs  do  not  touch 
the  substance  or  essence  of  the  contract;  but  relate  only  to  the 
form  or  mode  in  which  the  liability  of  the  company  shall  be 
ascertained  and  proved.  Besides,  such  preliminary  proofs  must 
necessarily  be  submitted  to  the  officers  of  the  corporation  who 
must  pass  on  its  sufficiency,  and  it  therefore  comes  within  the 
scope  of  their  authority  to  say  whether  proof  of  the  loss  is  suf- 
ficient.'*'•  A  distinction  has  been  made  between  the  require- 
ments contained  in  the  charter  and  the  same  provisions  in  the 
by-laws  in  regard  to  the  authority  of  the  officers  of  the  company 
to  waive  compliance  therewith.  For  example,  if  membership  of 
an  association  was  by  its  charter  limited  to  persons  not  over  a 
certain  age,  such  a  provision  could  not  be  waived  by  the  officers 
of  the  association ;  but  where  the  charter  contained  no  restrictions 
as  to  the  age  of  the  members  but  the  by-laws  did,  then  the  officers 
could  waive  the  requirement.''*  It  has,  however,  been  held  that 
there  can  be  no  waiver  as  to  age.'^^  The  tendency  of  modem 
authority  is  to  make  no  distinction  between  mutual  and  stock 
insurance  companies  in  regard  to  their  liability  for  the  acts  of

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their  agents.^*  The  general  rule  to  be  deduced  from  the  preced- 
ing authorities  is  that,  except  when  the  company  is  mutual,  it 
may,  either  by  its  own  acts  or  those  of  its  duly  authorized  agents, 
waive  any  of  the  provisions  of  the  policy  insert'ed  therein  for  its 
benefit^  or  it  may  by  its  own  acts,  or  those  of  its  duly  authorized 
agents,  become  estopped  from  claiming  the  benefit  of  such  pro- 
visions. But  agents  can  only  waive  compliance  by  the  assured 
with  the  terms  of  the  contract  when  they  act  within  the  apparent 
scope  of  their  employment.  If  any  limitations,  or  restrictions, 
upon  the  authority  of  agents  are  communicated  to  the  persons 
dealing  with  them,  acts  of  such  agents  not  within  such  limitations 
will  not  bind  their  principals.^^ 

§  590.  The  Same  Subject-r-Oases  Dlturtrative  of  Oonflictiiig 
Views. — ^In  probably  no  other  branch  of  the  law  are  the  cases 
so  conflicting,  and  the  uncertaintly  as  to  the  application  of  cor- 
rect principles  greater,  than  in  those  where  the  authority  of  in- 
surance agents  to  bind  their  principals  by  waiver  or  estoppel  is 
considered.  In  the  preceding  section  we  have  referred  to  many 
authorities,  and  we  will  here  give  -brief  extracts  further  illustrat- 
ing the  attitude  of  the  courts.  In  the  leading  case  of  Northern 
Assur.  Co.  V.  Grand  View  Building  Ass'n,^*  the  court  said: 
''What,  then,  are  the  principles  sustained  by  the  authorities,  and 
applicable  to  the  case  in  hand  1  They  may  be  briefly  stated  thus : 
That  contracts  in  writing,  if  in  unambiguous  terms,  must  be 
permitted  to  speak  for  themselves,  and  cannot  by  the  courts,  at 
the  instance  of  one  of  the  parties,  be  altered  or  contradicted  by 
parol  evidence,  unless  in  case  of  fraud  or  mutual  mistake  of 
facts ;  that  this  principle  is  applicable  to  cases  of  insurance  con- 
tracts as  fully  as  to  contracts  on  other  subjects;  that  provisions 
contained  in  fire  insurance  policies,  that  such  a  policy  shall  be 
void  and  of  no  effect  if  other  insurance  is  placed  on  the  property 
in  other  companies,  without  the  knowledge  and  consent  of  the 
company,  are  usual  and  reasonable;  that  it  is  reasonable  and 
competent  for  the  parties  to  agree  that  such  knowledge  and  con- 
sent shall  be  manifest  in  writing,  either  by  indorsement  upon

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the  policy  or  by  other  writing;  that  it  is  competent  and  reason- 
able for  insurance  companies  to  make  it  a  matter  of  condition  in 
their  policies  that  their  agents  shall  not  be  deemed  to  have 
authority  to  alter  or  contradict  the  express  terms  of  the  policies 
as  executed  and  delivered ;  that  where  the  fire  insurai;ice  policies 
contain  provisions  whereby  agents  may,  by  writing  indorsed  upon 
the  policy  or  by  writing  attached  thereto,  express  the  company's 
assent  to  other  insurance,  such  limited  grant  of  authority  is  the 
measure  of  the  agent's  power  in  the  matter,  and  where  such 
limitation  is  expressed  in  the  policy,  executed  and  accepted,  the 
insured  is  presumed,  as  a  matter  of  law,  to  be  aware  of  such  limi- 
tation ;  that  insurance  companies  may  waive  forfeiture  caused  by 
non-observance  of  such  conditions;  that,  where  waiver  is  relied 
on,  the  plaintiff  must  show  that  the  company,  with  knowledge 
of  the  facts  that  occasioned  the  forfeiture,  dispensed  with  the 
observance  of  the  condition;  that  where  the  waiver  relied  on 
is  an  act  of  an  agent,  it  must  be  shown,  either  that  the  agent 
had  express  authority  from  the  company  to  make  the  waiver, 
or  that  the  company  subsequently,  with  knowledge  of  the  facts, 
ratified  the  action  of  the  agent. ' '  In  other  cases  a  different  posi- 
tion has  been  taken.  The  Supreme  Court  of  Missouri  has  said :  ^' 
''But  the  defendant  relies  upon  the  case  of  Northern  Assurance 
Co.  V.  Grand  View  Building  Association,  decided  by  the  Supreme 
Court  of  the  United  States,^®  and  upon  a  number  of  like  cases 
in  other  jurisdictions,  and  upon  the  authority  of  those  decisions 
contends  that  the  Missouri  rule  is  wrong,  because  every  principal 
— insurance  company  as  well  as  individual — ^has  a  right  to  limit 
the  power  and  authority  of  his  agent,  and  is  not  bound  by  any 
act  of  the  agent  in  excess  of  his  power.  With  every  possible 
respect  for  the  courts  whose  decisions  are  cited,  and,  also,  for 
the  learning  of  the  able  counsel  for  the  defendant  in  this  case, 
it  is  only  necessary  to  say  that  the  Missouri  rule  does  not  impair 
the  power  of  a  principal  to  limit  the  authority  of  his  agent,  nor 
does  it  bind  the  principal  for  the  acts  of  the  agent  done  in 
excess  of  the  power  conferred  on  the  agent.    On  the  contrary,

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it  holds  the  principal  liable  just  as  tar,  and  no  further,  as  he 
has  made  himself  responsible.  It  measures  the  responsibility  of 
the  principal  for  the  acts  of  the  agent,  not  alone  by  the  terms 
of  the  original  power  conferred  on  the  agent,  but  also  by  the 
subsequent  power,  written  or  parol,  expressly  conferred,  or  such 
as  is  necessarily  implied  from  the  conduct  of  the  principal,  and 
of  his  agent  with  his  knowledge,  and  from  their  course  of  busi- 
ness with  third  persons,  and  which  conduct  and  course  of  busi- 
ness estop  the  principal  from  denying  the  power  of  the  agent 
to  do  the  particular  act  relied  on,  albeit  the  power  to  do  that  act 
was  not  conferred,  but  on  the  contrary,  was  expressly  denied 
to  the  agent  by  the  original  contract.  In  other  words,  the  Mis- 
souri cases  give  full  effect  to  the  contractual  power  of  the  prin- 
cipal to  limit  the  authority  of  his  agent  in  the  original  appoint- 
ment or  at  any  other  time,  but  those  cases  also  give  like  effect 
to  all  subsequent  powers  conferred  by  the  principal  upon  his 
agent,  either  expressly,  or  by  implication,  or  by  estoppel,  not- 
withstanding such  powers  are  in  conflict  with,  in  derogation  of, 
or  in  enlargement  of,  the  powers  originally  conferred.  And  this 
rests  upon  the  doctrine  that  in  each  instance  the  principal  binds 
himself — ^not  that  the  agent  binds  the  principal  beyond  his  power 
to  bind  hiuL  The  act  of  the  principal  limiting  the  power  of  the 
agent  is  not  irrevocable  at  the  will  of  the  principal.  As  the 
principal  has  the  freedom  to  contract  to  impose  the  limitations 
upon  the  power  and  authority  of  the  agent  in  the  first  place,  so 
also  the  principal  has  the  freedom  to  contract  to  remove,  abolish, 
alter,  diminish  or  increase,  the  limitations  originally  imposed 
upon  the  power  of  the  agent,  and  this  the  principal  may  do  in  any 
manner  that  in  law  will  be  binding  upon  him,  but  in  every  case 
it  is  the  act  of  the  principal,  that  the  law  simply  enforces,  and  not 
the  unauthorized  act  of  an  agent  done  in  excess  of  the  authority 
conferred.  The  cases  relied  on  by  defendant  fail  to  compel  con- 
viction or  to  be  accepted  as  authority  in  other  jurisdictions,  be- 
cause they  lose  sight  of  these  fundamental  principles  of  law/' 
JEt  has  also  been  said:  *^  *'The  policy  delivered  to  plaintiff  had 
in  it  a  stipulation  that  'no  agent  has  power  to  waive  any  condi- 
tion of  this  policy.'  Even  if  the  evidence  offered  was  sufficient 
in  itself  to  show  a  waiver,  the  agent  had  no  authority  to  make

estoppel  by  acts  of  officers  or  agents  of  benefit  societies  will  be 
hereinafter  considered.** 

§  591.  The  Same  Subject.— As  further  illustrative  of  the  often 
conflicting  views  of  the  courts  in  applying  the  law  to  the  facts 
of  the  particular  case,  we  may  refer  briefly  to  a  number  of  com* 
paratively  recent  decisions.  Limitations  as  to  the  authority  of 
the  agent  contained  in  the  policy  apply  only  when  the  policy  has 
gone  into  effect  but  do  not  apply  to  previous  negotialibns.**  That 
the  general  agent  of  an  insurance  company  has  general  authority 
to  waive  forfeitures,  does  not  prevent  the  company  from  insert- 
ing^ in  the  policy  an  express  provision  that  such  agent  should 
have  no  such  authority.**  On  the  other  hand  the  general  rule 
remains  that  the  acts  of  a  general  agent  within  the  apparent 
scope  of  his  authority  bind  the  company,  so  where  the  general 
agent,  contrary  to  instructions  accepted  payment  of  an  overdue 
premium,  it  being  within  the  apparent  scope  of  his  authority,  the 
compfoiy  was  bound.**  The  insurer  is  bound  by  the  acts  of  its 
general  agent  in  waiving  the  failure  to  furnish  proof  of  the 
injury  within  the  time  fixed  by  the  policy,  though  the  policy 
provides  that  no  agent  has  authority  to  waive  any  conditions.*''^ 
And  it  has  been  held  that  the  condition  that  no  i)erson  other  than 
certain  officers  shall  have  power  to  alter,  or  waive,  the  condition

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of  the  contract  does  not  prevent  the  beneficiary  from  showing 
that  payment  of  a  premium  was  waived  by  a  local  agent'*  The 
superintendent  of  a  foreign  life  insurance  company  doing  busi- 
ness in  Missouri  can  waive  forfeiture  for  non-payment  of  the 
premium,^®  and  the  company  has  been  held  estopped  where  the 
assistant  superintendent  denied  liability  and  told  beneficiary  she 
could  only  recover  on  the  policy  an  insignificant  surrender 
value.^®  The  agent  of  a  company  in  charge  of  its  loan  depart- 
ment has  general  authority  to  waive  a  forfeiture  for  non-payment 
of  the  premium.*^  An  insurance  company's  superintendent  of 
agencies  with  power  to  adjust  and  settle  claims,  has  authority 
to  waive  a  forfeiture  for  non-payment  of  premiuifis,  although  the 
policy  provides  that  waivers  can  be  effected  only  in  writing 
signed  by  the  president,  vice-president  and  secretary.'*  The  a^ 
tion  of  an  agent  in  wrongfully  obtaining  possession  of  a  policy 
by  means  of  fraudulent  misrepresentations,  amounts  to  a  denial 
of  liability  and  a  waiver  of  proofs  of  loss,**  and  a  waiver  of  for- 
feiture exists  where  the  general  agent  furnished  forms  for  proofe 
and  had  plaintiff  submit  to  a  physical  examination.**  Under  the 
Maine  statute  the  stipulation  that  only  executive  officers  shall 
have  the  power  to  waive  forfeitures  is  void.*^ 

§  592.  Estoppel  in  Matters  Relating  to  the  Application.— Al- 
though the  answers  of  the  insured  in  the  application  for  insur- 
ance are  untrue,  or  incomplete,  and  this  fact  might,  under  the 
terms  of  the  contract,  avoid  it,  the  company  may  by  its  conduct, 
or  the  acts  of  its  duly  authorized  agents,  be  held  to  have  waived 
its  right,  or  be  estopped  from  setting  up  such  right,  to  have  the 
policy  declared  void  for  misrepresentation  or  breach  of  war-

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ranty.  The  insurance  company,  if  the  assured  was  not  in  fault, 
cannot  take  advantage  of  a  mistake  in  the  application  when 
committed  by  its  own  agent,  nor  on  the  other  hand  can  the  bene- 
ficiaries, suing  on  the  policy,  claim  that  a  false  statement  was 
made  by  the  assured  through  his  own  mistake,  inadvertence  6r 
ignorance,  when  such  statement  is  declared  by  the  policy  to  be 
a  warranty,^*  nor  if  the  application  is  made  part  of  the  contract 
can  one  who  is  able  to  read,  and  has  warranted  his  answers  to 
the  questions  in  such  application  to  be  true,  be  heard  in  the 
absence  of  fraud  to  say  that  he  was  ignorant  of  its  contents.*^ 
If  the  answer  to  a  question  in  the  application  assumes  knowledge 
of  the  fact,  the  assured  and  those  claiming  under  him  will  be 
precluded  from  alleging  want  of  knowledge  on  the  part  of  the 
assured  as  an  excuse  for  not  answering  correctly.*'  If  the  com- 
pany chooses  to  issue  a  policy  without  an  application,  or  with 
an  application  defective  but  true  as  far  as  it  goes,  it  will  be 
held  to  have  waived  the  want  of  the  application  or  its  defects.** 
After  a  loss  has  been  adjusted  the  company  is  estopped  to  set 
up  in  defense  to  the  claim,  breaches  of  warranties  or  stipulations 
in  the  original  policy.^®^  If  the  company  pay  the  amount  due 
on  a  wagering  policy  to  the  assignee  without  objecting  that  it 
was  deceived  by  false  answers  in  the  application  such  assignee 
cannot  raise  the  defense  in  an  action  against  him  by  the  admin- 
istrator of  the  assured.*®^  The  insurer  is  estopped  from  showing 
that  its  examining  physician  was  incompetent,  or  that  the  recitals

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of  his  certificate  are  false,  unless  the  physician  was  influenced  by 
fraudulent  representations  or  concealment  of  material  facts."' 
Or  that  the  recitals  of  the  policy  are  false.*^*  And  where  the 
company  is  responsible  for  a  misstatement  in  the  application  it  is 
precluded  from  setting  up  such  error  to  avoid  the  policy .^•^  For 
example,  an  applicant  gave  tn;ie  answer  to  a  question  by  the 
medical  examiner,  but  the  latter  wrote  a  different  and  untruthful 
answer  in  his  report,  but  the  applicant  did  not  see  the  answer 
as  written  in  the  report  and  was  ignorant  of  the  fact  that  it 
differed  from  that  given  by  him.  Under  these  circumstances 
it  was  held  that  the  company,  not  the  insured,  was  responsible 
for  the  falsehood.^^^  If  the  signature  to  an  application  be  forged 
the  company  cannot  defend  on  that  ground  if  it  does  not  offer 
to  return  the  premiums,*®*  or  if  when  it  issued  the  policy  it 
knew  the  facts  it  cannot  set  up  the  want  of  insurable  interest."' 
A  retention  of  the  application  for  sick  benefits  is  a  waiver  of 
verification  of  the  physician's  certificate.*®^  If,  upon  the  face  of 
the  application,  a  question  appears  to  be  not  answered  at  all,  or 
to  be  imperfectly  answered,  and  the  insurers  issue  a  policy  with- 
out further  inquiry,  they  waive  the  want  or  imperfection  in  the 
answer  and  render  the  omission  to  answer  more  fully  immate-

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rial.^**  And  if,  when  the  insurance  company  issues  the  policy, 
it  knows  that  certain  questions  in  the  application  are  falsely 
answered,  it  waives  the  right  to  object  by  such  issue.**®  But 
knowledge  of  one  false  statement  is  not  a  waiver  of  another  false 
statement  which  was  not  known  to  be  untrue.***  But  where  the 
manager  of  an  insurance  company,  having  doubts  as  to  the  pro- 
priety of  accepting  a  certain  risk  caused  the  local  agent  of  the 
company  to  make  other  .inquiries  concerning  applicant's  habits, 
and  receiving  satisfactory  reports  issued  the  policy,  it  was 
held***  that  the  company  was  not  estopped  from  relying  upon 
the  written  application  and  showing  that  it  contained  willfully 
false  statements,  the  effect  of  Which,  under  the  stipulations  of 
the  contract,  avoided  it.  To  what  extent  the  company  is  bound 
to  avail  itself  of  means  of  knowledge  of  the  falsity  of  answers 
in  a  former  application  is  a  somewhat  unsettled  question.  In  a 
Wisconsin  case***  the  Supreme  Court  of  that  State  held  that 
where  an  insurance  company  has  in  its  possession  abundant  evi- 
dence of  a  misrepresentation  in  an  application  for  insurance,  it 
is  its  duty  to  examine  such  evidence,  and  it  is  chargeable  with

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notice  of  the  misrepresentation.  And  if,  after  such  notice,  it 
fails  to  cancel  the  insurance  and  continues  to  make  assessments 
upon  the  assured,  it  waives  the  right  to  cancel.  But  the  Supreme 
Court  of  Michigan  has  held  ^^*  that  when  a  second  application  is 
presented  to  the  company  it  is  not  obliged  to  take  notice  of  the 
answers  to  the  same  questions  in  the  first  application,  which 
would  have  shown  that  the  answers  in  the  second  application 
were  untrue.  If  the  company,  or  society,  with  knowledge  that 
certain  answers  in  the  application  are  false,  receives  premiums 
or  assessments  upon  the  policy,  it  will  be  estopped  from  setting 
up  as  a  defense  in  an  action  on  the  policy,  or  certificate,  the 
falsity  of  such  answers.  All  of  what  we  have  said  in  this  section 
has  general  application  and  applies  to  benefit  societies  as  well  as 
insurance  companies,  as  far  as  the  facts  be  similar.^^^  The  rea- 
sons for  the  rule  are  so  obvious  as  to  not  need  recital;  to  hold 
any  other  way  would  be  to  connive  at  fraud  and  make  bad 
faith  immaterial.  After  being  informed  of  the  falsity  of  answers 
in  the  application  a  company  is  entitle  to  reasonable  time  for 
investigation  or  to  cancel  the  policy.^" 

§  593.  The  Same  Subject  Continued.— A^  the  first  act  in  com- 
pleting the  negotiations  between  an  insurance  company,  acting 
through  its  agents,  and  the  insured  is  the  preparation  of  the 
application,  and  as  many  of  the  differences  that  subsequently 
arise  as  to  the  liability  of  the  company  involve  the  truth  or

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falsity  of  .answers  to  questions  in  the  application,  it  is  plain  to 
see  that  many  important  questions  of  waiver  and  estoppel  arise 
in  considering  the  authority  of  the  agent,  or  medical  examiner, 
who  generally  writes  down  the  answers  to  questions  in  the  appli- 
cation. We  have  referred  to  this  subject  in  a  previous  chapter 
and  also  in  the  preceding  section,  but  nearly  every  case  where  the 
defense  is  misrepresentation  the  claim  is  made  that  either  truthful 
answers  were  given  by  the  applicant  and  untrue  answers  were 
written  down  by  either  the  soliciting  agent,  or  the  medical  ex- 
aminer, or  that  such  agent,  or  medical  examiner,  had  knowledge 
of  the  true  facts,  so  that  the  question  as  to  the  authority  of  such 
agent,  or  medical  examiner,  is  constantly  recurring.  We  may 
with  profit  briefly  refer  to  some  of  the  most  recent  cases.  The 
insurer  is  estopped  (o  rely  upon  misrepresentation  in  the  absence 
of  bad  faith  on  the  part  of  the  insured,  where  its  agent  with 
knowledge  writes  untrue  answers  in  the  application.^*^  This  is 
especially  true  in  the  absence  of  collusion.**^  And  knowledge 
gained  by  a  soliciting  agent  of  a  life  insurance  company,  while 
acting  within  the  scope  of  his  authority,  is  knowledge  of  the 
company.***  So  where  a  husband  stated  the  actual  condition  of 
the  wife  to  the  soliciting  agent  of  the  insurer,  it  is  estopped  from 
claiming  the  benefit  of  her  false  answer  as  to  heart  disease.*** 
And  the  society  may  be  estopped  because  of  the  knowledge  of  the 
soliciting  agent  and  medical  examiner  causing  applicant  to  falsely 
answer  questions  by  improperly  stating  their  scope.***    Still  it

It  has  been  held  that  knowledge  of  a  medical 
examiner  as  to  the  mental  condition  of  the  family  of  the  assured 
is  that  of  the  insurer,^'*  and  so  incorrect  answers  written  by  the 
medical  examiner. without  the  knowledge  of  the  applicant.^"  It 
has  been  held,  however,  that  where  false  and  material  statements 
were  made  in  an  application  for  life  insurance  the  knowledge  of 
the  medical  examiner  that  they  were  false  does  not  charge  the 
company  with  such  knowledge,  nor  prevent  it  from  avoiding  the 
policy  for  the  fraud.^**  If  the  insurer  issues  a  policy  on  an 
imperfect  answer  it  waives  the  want  of  perfection,^*''^  and  where 
an  incomplete  answer  is  made  to  a  question  in  the  application, 
the  answer  so  far  as  it  goes  not  being  false,  failure  to  make 
further  inquiry  estops  the  company.^**  The  company  is  estopped 
from  claiming  that  insured  was  engaged  in  extra  hazardous  em- 
ployment, the  answer  in  the  application  *' supervising  duties'* 
being  sufficient  to  put  the  insurer  on  inquiry  as  to  the  nature 
of  the  supervision. ^^^  Where  the  applicant  is  unable  to  read  or 
write  and  relies  upon  the  agent,  the  utmose  good  faith  is  required

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and  the  company  will  be  bound  by  the  acts  of  the  agent  in  taking 
advantage  of  the  illiteracy.*^®  Where  an  insurance  agent  delivers 
a  policy  with  knowledge  of  a  false  representation,  on  the  part  of 
the  applicant,  he  participates  in  a  fraud  which  avoids  the 
policy.**^ 

§  594.  The  Same  Snbjeet— Knowledge,  Mistakes  or  Fraud  of 
Agents. — ^It  has  frequently  been  a  question  to  what  extent  the 
knowledge,  misconduct  or  errors  of  agents  of  insurance  com- 
panies in  matters  of  applications  are  binding  upon  their  prin- 
cipals so  as  to  amount  to  a  waiver  or  estoppel  in  regard  to  cer- 
tain requirements.  The  subject  is  complicated  by  the  usual  stip- 
ulations in  the  policies  that  the  agents  receiving  the  applications 
are  to  be  regarded  as  representatives  of  the  insured  and  not  of 
the  company.  This  matter  has  already  been  considered  general- 
ly,*" and  it  may  now  again  be  said  that  whenever  knowledge  of 
the  agent's  limited  authority  is  brought  home  to  the  applicant 
he  must  act  accordingly,  or,  if  a  copy  of  the  application  is  an- 
nexed to  the  policy  and  contains  untrue  answers,  written  down 
so  by  the  agent,  although  answered  correctly  by  the  applicant, 
then  the  company  is  not  liable  for  such  misconduct,  and  there 
can  be  no  waiver  or  estoppel.***  Applicants  for  insurance  poli- 
cies are  bound  in  good  faith  and  must  communicate  fully  and 
without  reserve  all  information  called  for,  or  that  is  deemed 
material  by  the  company.  The  company  consummates  the  con- 
tract on  the  basis  of  the  responses  to  the  questions.  If  the  agent 
has  fuller  information,  not  written  in  the  answers,  it  would  be 
his  duty  to  communicate  it  to  his  principal.  The  applicant  must 
be  understood  as  making  his  overture  to  the  company  on  the 
faith  of  the  disclosure  in  his  application.  If  the  company  without 
fault  on  the  part  of  the  assured,  is  misled  by  the  agent,  who 
takes  the  preparation  of  the  paper  into  his  own  hand  and  makes

§  595.  Waiyer  or  Estoppel  of  Benefit  Society  in  Matters  Re-

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mistakes  or  omissions,  the  company  is  estoppred,  except  as  stated 
in  the  last  paragraph,  for  the  fault  is  not  with  the  insured ;  ^"  and 
the  company  has  accordingly  been  held  estopped  where  the  agent 
knew  of  physical  defects  and  failed  to  disclose  them,  the  appli- 
cant acting  in  fairness  and  candor,  and  this  in  spite  of  the  stipu- 
lations of  the  policy.^'^  The  New  York  Court  of  Appeals  broadly

fifty  years  of  age.^**  The  society  may  be  estopped  by  the  action, 
or  knowledge,  of  its  medical  examiner.^** 

§  596.  Estoppel  in  Matters  Relating  to  the  Policy  or  Certifi- 
cate.— If  the  application  does  not  attempt  to  set  forth  all  the 
provisions  which  the  policy  to  be  issued  must  contain,  and  the 
agent,  with  or  without  authority,  represents  that  the  policy  will 
contain  certain  stipulations,  which  are  not  unlawful,  then  the 
policy  must  contain  them  or  the  insured  is  not  bound  to  accept  it. 
But  in  such  case  it  is  the  duty  of  the  insured,  when  he  receives 
the  policy,  to  promptly  examine  it,  and  if  it  does  not  contain  the 
stipulations  agreed  upon  to  at  once  notify  the  company  of  such 
fact  and  of  his  refusal  to  accept,  the  policy,  or  he  will  be  deemed 
to  have  waived  his  right,^^®  and  so  a  party  seting  up  an  equitable 
estoppel  is  himself  bound  to  the  exercise  of  good  faith.  He  must 
also  act  promptly,  an  estoppel  must  be  mutual  or  reciprocal  and 
unless  the  party  relying  on  the  estoppel  shows  that  he  acted  on 
the  same  he  will  be  held  to  have  waived  it.*^*  If  a  person  apply- 
ing for  a  tien-year  paid-up  policy  receives  one  marked  in  plain 
terms  ''ordinary  life  policy''  and  pays  premiums  upon  it  for  ten 
years,  he  will  be  held  to  have  waived  his  rights  to  require  one 
conforming  to  his  application  and  equity  will  not  relieve  him 
from  the  consequences  of  his  want  of  diligence.^'*  Or  if,  for 
example,  a  policy  is  marked,  participating,  and  after  demand  for 
a  paid-up  policy,  the  agent,  instead  of  informing  the  assured  that 
his  policy  was  non-participating  and  hence  not,  under  the  rules 
of  the  company,  entitled  to  be  exchanged  for  a  paid-up  policy, 
or  that  demand  must  be  made  in  writing,  told  him  that  it  was 
all  right  and  he  would  attend  to  it,  the  company  may  be  estopped

been  so  held.^*^'  Issue  of  a  policy  with  knowledge  of  a  false 
answer  in  the  application  is  a  waiver.^^^  So  delivery  of  a  policy 
with  knowledge  of  a  breach  of  condition  ia  a  waiver.^^^  If  the 
company,  without  consent  of  the  wife,  substitutes  for  a  policy, 
payable  to  the  wife  of  insured,  one  payable  to  the  husband,  which 
policy  is  afterwards  with  the  consent  of  the  company  transferred 
to  a  third  person,  the  company  is  estopped  from  denying  the  legal, 
independent  existence  of  such  policy,  it  having  been  responsible 
for  its  issue  and  instrumental  in  inducing  innocent  third  parties 
to  give  value  for  it."*  In  the  case  first  cited  ^^'^  the  court  said : 
"This  policy  belonged  originally,  and  notwithstanding  the 
change,  continued  to  belong  to  Mrs.  Pilcher.  As  originally  exe- 
cuted, her  title  thereto  appeared  aflSrmatively  on  the  face  of 
the  instrument.  The  company,  by  unlawful  collusion  with 
Pilcher,  suppressed  this  original  instrument,  and  issued  a  new 
one  in  lieu  thereof,  in  which  it  falsely  declared  that  the  policy 
was  Pilcher 's  own,  and,  therefore,  assignable  by  him.  It  did 
this,  as  the  evidence  shows,  for  the  express  purpose  of  enabling 
him,  under  cover  of  this  apparent  title,  to  raise  money  on  the 
policy.  It  accepted  his  assignment  thereof  and  the  subsequent 
reassignment  by  his  first  assignees  to  a  perfectly  ignorant  and 
innocent  holder,  who  acted  upon  the  faith  of  title  as  represented 
by  the  company  itself  in  the  body  of  the  instrument  and  as  recog- 
nized by  the  company  in  all  its  acts.    It  collected  from  this  as-

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signee  the  premiums  down  to  the  death  of  the  insured.  We 
accuse  the  company  of  no  intentional  wrong;  but,  for  the  pur- 
poses of  this  case  it  occupies  the  same  position  as  if  it  were  a 
deliberate  and  intentional  wrong-doer.  It  was  a  party  to  unlaw- 
ful acts,  and,  as  every  one  is  presumed  to  know  the  law,  it  is 
presumed  to  know  that  they  were  unlawful.  By  its  affirmative 
declaration  in  the  body  of  the  instrument  that  the  policy  was 
Pilcher's  while,  as  is  presumed,  knowing  and  unlawfully  con- 
cealing the  fact  that  it  was  really  his  wife's;  by  its  acceptance 
and « recognition  of  Pilcher's  assignment  and  of  the  reassign- 
ment to  the  bank;  and  by  the  reception  from  the  latter  of  the 
premiums,  it  distinctly  authorized  and  induced  the  bank  to 
accept  and  act  upon,  as  true,  the  state  of  facts  thus  represented 
by  itself;  and  it  is  now  conclusively  estopped  from  denying  the 
trath  thereof,  and  from  escaping  the  performance  of  those  obli- 
gations which  result  in  law  therefrom.*^*  By  consenting  to  an 
assignment  of  a  policy,  the  company  having  knowledge  that  the 
assured  had  become  intemperate,  it  will  be  estopped  from  setting 
up  that  condition  to  defeat  a  recovery.^^^  If  the  company  has 
for  a  long  period  of  time,  as  for  example  eight  years,  recognized 
a  person  as  the  beneficiary  of  a  policy,  it  will  be  held  to  be 
estopped  to  deny  his  right  to  sue  in  his  own  name  as  such  bene- 
ficiary.^*^ And  so,  where  a  mutual  benefit  association  voluntarily 
enters  into  a  contract  of  insurance  upon  the  life  of  a  member  for 
the  benefit  of  one  not  expressly  authorized  or  prohibited  from 
becoming  a  beneficiary,  which  is  not  contrary  to  public  policy, 
and  receives  all  the  premiums  thereon,  it  will  not  be  allowed  to 
defeat  a  recovery  on  the  policy,  at  the  suit  of  the  beneficiary, 
by  claiming  that  the  contract,  on  the  part  of  the  association,  is 
vltra  vires.^^^  There  may  be  a  waiver  by  delay  in  rescinding  a 
policy.^**    By  the  issue  of  a  policy  the  company  is  estopped  from

ciation is  consolidated  with  another  a  member  of  the  old  organ- 
ization does  not  waive  her  rights  against  the  directors  for  re- 
fusing to  issue  a  certificate  in  the  new  association  by  making  ap- 
plication for  such  new  certificate  to  the  association.***  If  with 
knowledge  that  insured  is  not  in  sound  health  the  company  de- 
livers the  policy  and  receives  the  premium,  it  waives  its  ob- 
jection, although  it  is  provided  in  the  policy  that  no  condition 
shall  be  waived  except  in  writing  signed  by  the  president  or 
secretary.**^  If  the  company  has  knowledge  of  a  misstatement 
and  takes  no  action,  it  is  estopped  from  claiming  a  forfeiture  on 
account  of  such  misstatement.*** 


§  597.  Waiver  or  Estoppel  in  Matters  Relating  to  Assignment 
or  Change  of  Beneficiary. — ^Although  the  assignor  of  a  policy  al- 
leges in  a  statement  to  the  company  that  certain  assignments  of 
such  policy  were  obtained  from  him  by  fraud,  he  is  not  thereby 
estopped  from  showing  that  the  assignments  were  void  because 
of  his  incapacity,  by  reason  of  drunkenness,  to  make  the  same.**^ 
An  assignee  under  an  assignment;  of  life  policies,  such  assignment 
being  absolute  in  Jts  terms,  is  not  so  far  boUnd  to  disclose  the 
nature  of  his  claims  to  a  subsequent  assignee  of  the  assured,  the 
latter  assignment  being  made  subject  to  the  lien  of  the  first  as- 
signee for  moneys  advanced  by  him  on  said  policies    or  other-

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wise  on  the  account  of  the  assignor^  that  he  will  be  estopped, 
in  a  suit  for  the  distribution  of  the  proceeds  of  such  policies, 
from  showing  consideration  in  support  of  the  first  assignment 
to  the  full  amount  of  the  policies.^**  It  is  now  the  settled  rule  ^" 
that  a  benefit  society  can  waive  the  formalities  prescribed  by  its 
laws  for  the  change  of  beneficiary,  so  as  to  make  such  change 
valid.  For  example,  in  a  case  in  Kentucky  ^^®  the  laws  of  the 
society  required  the  member,  if  he  desired  to  change  the  bene- 
ficiary in  his  certificate,  to  surrender  such  certificate,  with  a  form 
on  the  back  of  it  filled  up  and  signed  by  him  and  attested  by  the 
recorder  of  the  lodge  under  its  seal,  and  pay  a  certain  fee.  The 
member  in  question  wrote  a  letter  to  the  recorder  of  the  lodge, 
in  whose  possession  the  certificate  was,  expressing  his  wish  for  a 
change  of  beneficiary,  but  paid  no  fee.  The  supreme  lodge, 
which  issued  the  old  certificate,  recognized  this  letter  and  can- 
celed the  old  and  issued  a  new  certificate  as  requested,  and  it 
was  held  that  the  old  beneficiary  in  the  first  certificate  could 
not  set  up  this  informal  change  as  against  the  society,  but  that 
the  waiver  of  the  informalities  was  effectual.  This  view  is  op- 
posedl  by  a  few  authorities  to  the  effect  that  a  benefit  society 
cannot  waive  the  formalities  prescribed  by  its  laws  for  chaAge 
of  beneficiary,  because  they  are  a  part  of  the  contract  and  further, 
because  they  are  not  waiving  their  own  rights  but  those  which 
are  secured  by  the  contract  to  the  first  beneficiary.^^^  Where,  by 
the  laws  of  a  benefit  society,  the  certificate  was  only  assignable 
by  and  with  the  consent  of  the  association  thereon  indorsed,  and 
the  member  had  assigned  the  certificate  without  such  consent  of 
the  association,  it  was  held  that  the  association  could  insist  upon 
this  provision  of  the  contract.  Further,  that  the  receipt  by  the 
association  from  the  assignee,  after  the  death  of  the  assignor,  of

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assessments  due  on  the  certificate  was  not  such  a  waiver  on  its 
part,  or  such  a  recognition  of  the  rights  of  the  assignee  as  would 
entitle  him  to  recover  on  the  certificate,  because  ''the  assessments 
due  the  association  might  be  paid  by  any  one,  and  the  fact  that 
they  were  received  from  a  volunteer,  or  any  one  else,  did  not 
affect  the  contract. "  ^^*  A  society  may  be  estopped  by  not  ob- 
jecting to  irregularities  in  the  change  of  beneficiary,*^*  or  as- 
signment,*"^* and  so  the  original  beneficiary  may  be  estopped 
from  questioning  the  validity  of  a  change  of  beneficiary  by  con- 
duct in  leading  the  new  beneficiary  to  believe  that  she  would 
acquiesce.*  ^^  A  society  is  estopped  from  questioning  the  validity 
of  a  change  of  beneficiary  which  it  has  accepted  as  being  in  com- 
pliance with  its  laws.*''*  A  company  is  estopped  to  deny  the 
validity  of  a  change  of  beneficiary  by  accepting  premiums  for 
seven  years  after  notice  of  an  assignment,*''''  and  a  society  is 
estopped  from  claiming  that  a  step-daughter  is  not  proper  bene- 
ficiary, by  collecting  assessments  for  five  years  with  knowledge.*^* 
So  acceptance  of  assessments  estops  the  society  from  claiming 
that  one  who  married  the  sister  of  the  wife  of  the  member  could 
not  be  a  beneficiary.^^'  And  so  knowledge  of  an  agent  of  a  bene- 
ficial insurance  society  that  the  beneficiary,  though  stated  to  be 
cousin  of  the  member,  was,  in  fact,  his  affianced  wife,  estops  the 
society  from  the  objection  that  the  relationship  was  not  correctly 
stated.*'*

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the  knowledge  of  the  breach  of  the  conditions  of  the  policy,  it 
will  ordinarily  be  held  to  have  waived  the  breach  and  be  estopped 
from  alleging  such  breach  as  a  ground  of  forfeiture.^*^  The  Su- 
preme Court  of  Illinois,  however,  has  said:^**  "The  mere  act, 
however,  of  receiving  or  collecting  the  premium  by  the  insurance 
company,  with  knowledge  of  an  existing  right  of  forfeiture,  has, 
so  far  as  we  know,  never  been  held  to  estop  the  company  from 
settling  up  such  forfeiture,  if  the  assured  had  no  reason  fairly  to 
conclude  from  the  acts  and  declarations  of  the  company,  or  its 
agents,  that  the  forfeiture  had  been  or  would  be  waived,  when 
he  made  the  payment  of  the  premium,  or  unless  the  payment  was 
made  in  reliance  upon  the  validity  of  his  policy,  induced  by  the 
acts,  declarations  or  silence  of  the  company.'*  But  it  seems 
that  good  faith  would  require  the  company,  when  it  becomes 
aware  of  a  right  of  forfeiture,  to  avail  itself  of  it  within  a  rea- 
sonable time,  and  if,  after  obtaining  such  knowledge,  it  collects 
a  premium,  it  should  be  held  to  have  waived  the  forfeiture. 
"Whether,  after  receiving  assessments  upon  a  benefit  certificate,  a 
benefit  society  in  an  action  thereof  after  a  loss  has  occurred,  can 
set  up  the  defense  of  ultra  vires,  or  whether  it  is  estopped,  is  a 
question  of  some  doubt.  It  has  been  held  that  under  such  cir- 
cumstances the  society  is  precluded  from  its  defense.^*'  Upon 
grounds  of  public  policy  other  authorities  hold  differently.^**  The 
receipt  of  an  assessment  with  one  overdue  waives  the  forfeiture 
for  non-payment ;  ^^^  and  if  the  association  has  been  in  the  habit

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previously  of  receiving  assesBments  after  they  were  due,  without 
question,  it  may  be  esto^tped  from  setting  up  the  defense  of 
forfeiture  for  non-payment  at  the  specified  time.^**  The  mere 
receipt  of  arrearages,  if  something  more  is  to  be  done,  vdll  not 
amount  to  waiver  of  conditions  of  reinstatement.^*^  There  will 
be  no  waiver  of  forfeiture  for  non-payment  of  an  assessment  by 
receipt  of  a  subsequent  one  if  such  receipt  is  by  mistake,^**  nor 
if  the  company  had  no  knowledge  of  the  breach  of  condition,*" 
nor,  if  the  custom  of  the  company  was  to  receive  overdue  prem- 
iums only  if  the  insured  was  in  good  health  and,  in  fact,  the 
insured  at  the  time  of  such  receipt  was  not  in  good  health,*'*^ 
There  may  be  a  conditional  waiver  in  receiving  premium  or  as- 
sessments, as  if  when  an  overdue  premium  is  paid,  it  be  stated 
that  it  is  received  on  condition  that  the  insured  is  in  health,  or 
if  such  had  been  the  custom  of  the  company .*•*  While  the  oc- 
casional receipt  of  premiums  after  they  were  due  is  evidence 
from  which  a  waiver  of  the  conditions  of  forfeiture  may  be 
found,  the  favor  granted  by  renewing  the  policy  after  one  failure 
to  pay  at  the  day  stipulated,  cannot  of  itself  bind  the  company

other failure.^*'  Especially  if  the  he&lth  of  the  insured  has  b^ 
come  impaired.^^'  To  make  out  a  case  where  receipt  of  overdue 
premiums  can  be  relied  upon  to  create  a  usage  that  will  estop 
the  company  from  claiming  a  forfeiture  for  non-payment  of  as- 
sessments, it  must  be  shown  not  only  that  premiums  were  habitu- 
ally received  after  they  were  due,  which  would  be  a  waiver  of 
those  several  forfeitures,  but  also  that  the  insurer  intended  to 
waive  the  future  prompt  payment  of  the  premiums  as  one  of  the 
conditions  of  the  contract,  or  that  the  assured,  as  a  reasonable 
man,  was  led  to  believe  by  its  actions  that  it  had  waived  this 
condition.^*^  Receipt  of  an  assessment  is  a  waiver  if  there  be 
no  other  conditions  of  reinstatement  than  payment  of  arrear- 
ages,**^  and  the  question  is  of  intent  and  for  the  jury,"*  and 
waiver  may  be  inferred  from  acts  indicating  the  intent.^''  As 
by  letter  demanding  payment  of  an  assessment.^**  Receipt  of 
assessments  in  ignorance  of  the  illness  of  a  member  will  not 
amount  to  waiver,  if  the  custom  was  to  receive  only  in  case  the

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pulsion.**^  Continued  receipt  of  assessments  with  knowledge  is 
waiver  of  right  to  object  to  irregular  reinstatement*®*  K  an 
agent,  without  authority  to  waive  a  forfeiture  for  non-payment  of 
a  premium  at  maturity,  has  received  the  upaid  part  of  a  premium 
on  a  forfeited  policy,  for  which  he  gave  an  antedated  receipt, 
which  premium  the  company  has  received,  in  ignorance  of  the 
true  circumstances  under  which  it  was  paid,  it  will  not  be  es- 
topped from  claiming  the  forfeiture  of  the  money  so  paid  be 
tendered  back  on  discovery  of  the  facts.*®'  Beceipt.  of  assess- 
ments after  the  death  of  the  member  is  no  waiver,*^*  nor  do  mere 
assurances  of  the  agent  not  followed  by  payment  of  premium, 
amount  to  waiver.*®*  The  company  will  be  estopped  from  con- 
testing the  validity  of  the  policy  if,  with  knowledge  of  the  facts, 
it  has  assured  the  holder  that  there  will  not  be  any  question  over 
it  and  thereby  led  him  to  pay  the  premium,*®*  or  if  it  recog- 
nizes, after  default,  the  continued  existence  of  the  policy  by 
notifying  the  assured  that  he  is  liable  to  suspension  unless  he 
at  once  pays  ;*®^  and  a  forfeiture  may  be  waived  by  failure  to  offer 
to  return  the  unpaid  premium  note,  as  required  by  the  contract, 
although  the  company  did  give  the  notice  of  forfeiture  under  the 
contract.*®*  It  is  not  practicable  to  examine  in  detail  the  large 
number  of  cases  where  the  courts  have  considered  whether  or 
not  certain  acts  on  the  part  of  the  company,  or  association,  or

premiums  does  not  constitute  a  waiver.*^^  If  receipt  of  premiums 
after  date  fixed  ;for  payment  has  continued  long  enough  to  create 
a  custom,  the  company  will  be  estopped.**^  Where  the  insurer 
has  indulged  insured  as  to  prompt  payment  of  the  premium,  so 
as  to  induce  a  reliance  upon  such  indulgence,  it  cannot  withdraw 
the  privilege  without  notice  to  the  insured.***  Acceptance  by  a 
company  of  a  note  for  overdue  premium  is  a  waiver.**^  Failure 
of  an  agent  to  call  for  premium  as  he  had  been  in  the  habit  of 
doing,  and  had  agreed  to  continue  to  do,  preserves  the  rights  of 
the  policyholder.***  So  is  sending  its  collector  to  collect  prem-

aminationy  waives  the  requirement  for  a  new  physical  examina- 
tion where  the  policies  were  not  delivered  within  sixty  days 
of  their  issue.**^  So  is  the  failure  of  insurer  to  recall  demand 
for  payment  of  installment  of  premium  out  of  the  wages  of  in- 
sured.*** Failure  to  return  the  premium  and  retaining  it  after 
lapse  of  time  to  apply  for  reinstatement,  no  excuse  being  offered, 
is  sufficient  to  show  waiver.***  Demand  for  payment  of  premium 
notes  after  their  maturity,  however,  is  not  a  waiver  of  the 
forfeiture.***  Acceptance  of  premium  after  due  is  not  a  waiver 
if  it  is  accepted  subject  to  a  condition.**^  The  insurer  cannot 
be  estopped  unless  it  had  knowledge  of  the  facts.***  So  a  pay- 
ment after  the  accident,  in  absence  of  knowledge,  is  not  binding 
on  the  association  where  the  by-laws  required  the  delivery  of  the 
certificate  to  be  while  the  applicant  was  in  good  health.**^  The 
receipt  of  premiums  with  knowledge  that  the  insured  was  insane 
is  a  waiver  of  condition  of  the  policy  as  to  sound  health.**^  When 
the  company  has  knowledge  of  a  forfeiture  it  may  be  estopped 
by  failure  to  cancel  the  policy.***    Acceptance  of  assessments  con-

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ditional  on  reinstatement  does  not  estop  the  society.*'®  Very 
slight  acts  will  often  be  held  to  amount  to  a  waiver.  The  Su- 
preme Court  of  North  Dakota  has  said?*'^  *'But  there  is  a 
marked  difference  between  the  doctrines  of  estoppel  and  of 
waiver.  *  Waiver'  is  defined  in  Smiley  v.  Barker,***  as  follows: 
*  Waiver  is  where  one  in  possession  of  any  right,  whether  con- 
ferred by  law  or  by  contract,  and  of  full  knowledge  of  the  ma- 
terial facts,  does  or  forbears  the  doing  of  something  inconsistent 
with  the  existence  of  the  right  or  of  his  intention  to  rely  upon 
it.'  Again  in  Appel  v.  People's  Surety  Co.,***  *To  constitute  a 
technical  waiver,  there  need  be  only  an  intention  to  waive, 
either  expressed  or  plainly  to  be  inferred  from  circumstances.' 
If  therefore  the  letter  of  July  Ist  amounted  simply  to  an  expres- 
sion of  willingness  to  reinstate  a  forfeited  policy  upon  compliance 
with  conditions,  then  it  did  not  amount  to  a  waiver  of  the  d^ 
fault  in  the  payment  of  premium.***  But,  on  the  other  hand,  if 
that  letter  indicated  an  intention  on  the  part  of  the  company  to 
treat  the  insurance  contract  as  being  in  force,  then  it  amounted 
to  a  waiver  of  the  default,  and  it  is  immaterial  that  facts  show- 
ing a  reliance  thereon  by  the  insured  were  not  alleged  in  the 
complaint."  And  so  the  court  held  that  expression  in-  the  letter 
written  by  the  company  inviting  payment  of  the  premium,  indi- 
cated that  the  company  considered  the  policy  still  in  force,  and 
in  a  subsequent  case,**^  the  court  placed  a  similar  interpretation 
upon  a  similar  letter  written  by  the  company  to  the  insured. 

§  600.  The  Same  Subject— Estoppel  by  Custom  or  Promise  of 
Agent — ^Payment  of  Premium  After  Deatii  of  Insured — ^In  many 
cases  the  company  has  been  held  estopped,  by  its  having  on

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to  receive  the  premium  after  it  became  due.^**  The  acts  relied 
on  are  usually  a  promise  of  an  agent  or  a  custom  of  such  agent, 
set  up  after  the  death  of  the  insured  as  an  excuse  for  the  non- 
payment of  a  premium.  While  the  tale  generally  may  be,  as 
laid  down  by  the  Supreme  Court  of  the  United  States,*"  that 
^'any  agreement,  declaration,  or  course  of  action  on  the  part 
of  an  insurance  company,  which  leads  a  party  honestly  to  believe 
that  by  conforming  thereto,  a  forfeiture  of  his  policy  will  not  be 
incurred,  followed  by  due  conformity  on  his  part,  will,  and  ought 
to,  estop  the  company  from  insisting  upon  the  forfeiture,  al- 
though it  might  be  claimed  under  the  express  letter  of  the  con- 
tract," each  case  depends  upon  its  own  peculiar  facts.  The 
question  suggests  itself  whether  there  ought  not  to  be  a  dis- 
tinction drawn  between  a  promise  to  receive  a  premium,  made 
before  the  premium  becomes  due  and  one  made  afterwards,  and 
whether  it  is  exactly  right  to  construe  a  course  of  dealing,  by 
receiving  an  overdue  premium  from  a  living  person,  to  mean  that 
an  overdue  premium  can  be  paid  after  the  death  of  the  in- 
sured, so  as  to  revive  the  contract,  when  possibly  the  insured 
never  contemplated  paying.  In  a  recent  case*'^  the  Supreme 
Court  of  Pennsylvania  discusses  this  subject  with  great  logical 
power,  and  the  opinion  is  so  important  that  it  is  here  given. 
The  court  says,  Paxson,  C.  J. :  *'In  order  to  establish  an  author- 
ity to  receive  an  overdue  premium  after  the  death  of  the  in- 
sured, one  of  two  things  must  be  shown,  viz.:  (a)  An  express 
authority  to  do  so,  conferred  upon  him  by  the  company ;  or  (b) 
such  a  course  of  dealing  on  the  part  of  the  company,  by  ratifying 
or  recognizing  such  acts  of  the  agent,  as  would  justify  persons 
dealing  with  said  company  in  assuming  that  he  possessed  such 
authority.  There  is  not  a  word  in  the  testimony  to  sustain  either 
of  these  propositions.  All  that  it  shows  was  the  receipt  of  over- 
due premiums  on  three  occasions.  But  the  insured  was  in  full 
life  and  health  at  the  time.  The  case  of  the  plaintiff,  if  sustained 
at  all,  must  rest  upon  the  promise  of  the  agent  to  receive  the

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premium  up  to  the  9th  day  of  March.  This  promise,  as  before 
observed^  the  jury  have  found  to  be  an  unconditional  one.  This 
I  understand  to  mean  that  the  money  would  be  received  as  late 
as  the  9th  of  March,  without  regard  to  the  health  of  the  insured, 
or  even  his  death  prior  to  that  time.  It  remains  to  consider  the 
legal  ej^ect  of  such  promise.  The  first  question  which  logically 
suggests  itself  is,  what  was  the  legal  effect  upon  the  status  of  the 
policy  by  the  default  or  failure  to  pay  the  premium  due  on  the 
19th  day  of  February  ?  Did  it  continue  to  bind  the  company  and 
protect  the  insured,  thereafter?  And,  if  so,  how  long  did  it 
remain  in  force?  Was  it  for  a  week,  a  month,  or  a  year?  I  know 
of  no  instance  in  which  a  policy  was  held  to  be  in  force  after 
such  a  default,  unless  in  pursuance  of  a  contract  made  between 
the  company  and  the  insured  contemporaneous  with  the  insur- 
ance, or  during  the  life  of  the  policy.  In  Helme  v.  Insurance 
Co.,^'^  the  plaintiff  offered  to  prove  that  it  is  the  custom  among 
insurance  companies  to  receive  premiums  if  tendered  at  any  time 
within  30  days  of  the  time  they  fall  due,  provided  the  insured 
is  in  usual  health,  and  that  this  is  the  custom  among  companies 
issuing  policies  stipulating  that  non-payment  of  premiums  at  the 
day  shall  be  a  forfeiture.  This  offer  was  rejected  by  the  court 
below,  and  the  rejection  was  held  to  be  error.  Chief  Justice 
Thompson  saying :  'It  might  have  been  a  difficult  thing  to  prove 
such  a  custom,  but  that  was  not  a  good  ground  on  which  to 
refuse  the  offer.'  The  grounds  of  this  decision  are  obvious. 
While  a  custom  which  has  grown  into  a  law  may  not  be  heard, 
as  a  general  rule,  to  affect  the  terms  of  a  statute  nor  a  contract 
to  the  extent  of  enlarging  or  abridging  the  force  of  it,  yet  it 
may  interpret  either.^*®  The  chief  justice  gives  a  number  of 
examples  of  the  application  of  this  principle ;  among  others,  the 
familiar  instance  of  the  days  of  grace  on  commercial  paper. 
By  the  custom  of  merchants,  so  universal  as  to  have  grown  into 
law,  such  paper  is  not  due  until  three  days  after  it  purports  to  be 
due ;  or  rather,  the  remedy  is  suspended  during  that  period.  It 
was  not  alleged  that  any  such  custom  exifited  in  this  case.  There 
was  not  even  an  offer  to  show  it,  much  less  proof  to  support  it 
Did  the  fact  that  the  company  upon  three  prior  occasions  ac-

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cepted  the  premium  from  the  insured  after  maturity,  the  insured 
being  in  good  health  at  the  time,  continue  the  policy  in  force 
after  the  default  on  the  19th  of  February  1  I  know  of  no  author- 
ity for  such  a  proposition,  and  none  has  been  called  to  our  atten- 
tion. It  was  at  most  a  mere  personal  indulgence,  a  matter  of 
grace  on  the  part  of  the  company,  and  all  that  can  be  claimed 
for  it  is  that  it  may  have  led  the  insured  to  believe  that,  if  he 
again  neglected  to  pay  on  the  day,  the  money  would  be  accepted 
if  paid  shortly  thereafter,  provided  no  change  had  occurred  in  his 
condition  of  health.  The  law  upon  this  subject  is  so  clearly 
stated  by  Mr.  Justice  Bradley  in  Thompson  v.  Insurance  Co.,**^ 
that  I  need  make  no  apology  for  quoting  it  at  length :  '  The  last 
replication  sets  up  and  declares  that  it  was  the  usage  and  custom 
of  the  defendants,  practived  by  them  before  and  after  the  making 
of  said  note,  not  to  demand  punctual  payment  thereof  at  the  ^ 
day,  but  to  give  days  of  grace,  40  wit,  for  thirty  days  thereafter ; 
and  they  had  repeatedly  so  done  with  Thompson  and  others, 
which  led  Thompson  to  rely  on  such  leniency  in  this  case.  This 
was  a  mere  matter  of  voluntary  indulgence  on  the  part  of  the 
company,  or,  as  the  plaintiff  himself  calls  it,  an  act  of  leniency. 
It  cannot  be  justly  construed  as  a  permanent  waiver  of  the  clause 
of  forfeiture,  or  as  implying  any  agreement  to  waive  it,  or  to 
continue  the  same  indulgence  for  the  time  to  come.  As  long  as 
the  assured  continued  in  good  health,  it  is  not  surprising,  and 
should  not  be  drawn  to  the  companys'  prejudice,  that  they  were 
willing  to  accept  the  premium  after  maturity,  and  waive  the  for- 
feiture which  they  might  have  insisted  upon.  This  was  for  the 
mutual  benefit  of  themselves  and  the  assured,  at  the  time ;  and 
in  each  instance  in  which  it  happened  it  had  respect  only  to  that 
particular  instance,  without  involving  any  waiver  of  the  terms  of 
the  contract  in  reference  to  their  future  conduct.  The  assured 
had  no  right,  without  some  agreement  to  that  effect,  to  rest  on 
such  voluntary  indulgence  shown  on  one  occasion,  or  on  a  num- 
ber of  occasions,  as  a  ground  for  claiming  it  on  all  occasions. 
If  it  were  otherwise  an  insurance  company  could  never  waive 
a  forfeiture  on  an  occasion  of  a  particular  lapse  without  endan- 
gering its  right  to  enforce  it  on  occa^fion  of  a  subsequent  lapse. 
Such  a  consequence  would  be  injurious  to  them  and  to  the  pub- 
Mi  104  U.  S.  262. 
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lie. '  The  consequence  of  a  default  in  the  payment  of  the  prem- 
ium is  defined  in  the  policy  itself.  It  declares  that,  if  not  paid 
on  the  days  named,  and  in  the  lif e^time  of  the  insured,  the  policy 
should  *  cease  and  determine.'  By  this  I  understand  that  it  is 
suspended,  it  ceases  to  bind  the  company  and  to  protect  the  as- 
sured, and  this  without  any  act  or  declaration  on  the  part  of  the 
former.  It  does  not  require  a  formal  forfeiture.  This  term  is 
often  used,  and,  I  think,  inaccurately,  in  such  cases;  nor  is  the 
policy  void  in  the  -general  sense  of  that  term.  It  is  voidable  at 
the  election  of  the  company,  and  that  election  can  be  exercised 
without  notice  to  the  assured,  for  the  reason  that  the  policy  itself 
is  notice  that  his  rights  cease  with  the.  non-payment  of  the  prem- 
ium. As  to  him  it  is  a  dead  policy.  It  is  true  it  may  be  restored 
to  life  by  the  subsequent  payment  of  the  premium,  and  its  ac- 
ceptance by  the  company.  This,  however,  is  a  new  contract  by 
which  the  company  agrees  in  consideration  of  the  premium  to 
continue  in  force  a  policy  which  had  previously  expired ;  in  other 
words,  it  is  a  new  assurance,  though  under  the  former  policy.*" 
I  do  not  understand  it  to  be  contended  that  had  the  assured  died 
between  the  19th  day  of  February  and  the  2d  of  March,  there 
could  have  been  a  recovery  on  this  policy.  It  seems  almost  a 
work  of  supererogation  to  cite  authorities  for  so  plain  a  propo- 
sition, and  I  will  refer  to  but  few,  out  of -an  abundance.  In 
Insurance  Co.  v.  Bosenberger,***  which  was  a  case  of  fire  insur- 
ance, our  Brother  Sterrett,  after  saying  that  the  default  sus- 
pended the  protection  of  the  policy,  continued:  'Upon  the  pay- 
ment of  the  assessment  the  policy  would  have  been  revived  in 
its  full  vigor ;  but  it  was  never  paid,  or  even  tendered,  until  after 
the  fire,  and  as  delinquent  policy-holders  they  had  no  right  to 
maintain  the  action  without  showing  that  the  default  was  either 
waived  or  excused  by  the  company.  There  is  no  evidence  of 
waiver,  nor  do  we  think  there  is  any  evidence  to  excuse  the 
default.  There  was  considerable  testimony  showing  that  great 
indulgence  was  extended  to  delinquent  members,  and  that  the 
company  was  accustomed  to  receive  assessments  long  after  they 
were  due ;  but  this  is  entirely  consistent  with  the  fact  that,  while 
the  default  continued,  the  protection  of  the  policy  was  sus-

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pended.'    In  Insurance  Co.  v.  Rough,***  it  was  said  by  Mr.  Jus- 
tice Mercur :  '  It  is  well  settled,  if  a  member  of  a  mutual  insurance 
company  is  in-  default  in  the  payment  of  an  assessment  upon  his 
policy,  after  due  notice  according  to  the  by-laws  and  rules  of 
the  company,  the  protecting  power  of  the  policy  is  suspended 
until  the  assessment  is  paid.    No  recovery  can  be  had  for  a  loss 
sustained  during  the  continuance  of  such  default. '  **^    It  is  true 
these  were  cases  of  fire  insurance  companies,  but  the  principle 
is  equally  applicable  to  a  case  of  life  insurance.    This  we  think 
sufficient  to  show  that  no  recovery  could  have  been  had  upon 
this  policy  had  the  assured  died  between  the  date  of  the  maturity 
of  the  premium  and  the  promise  of  the  agent  to  accept  the  prem- 
ium on  the  9th  of  March.    Regarding  that  as  a  promise  to  accept 
the  premium  even  in  the  case  of  the  previous  death  of  the  assured, 
we  are  led  to  inquire,  in  the  first  place,  what  authority  had  the 
agent  to  make  such  a  promise?    The  condition  of  the  policy  is 
explicit  that  the  premium  must  be  paid  'in  the  life-time  of  the 
insured.'    Had  the  agent  the  authority  to  waive  thfs  condition? 
The  policy  not  only  declared  t^at  no  person  except  the  president 
and  secretary,  acting  together,  are  authorized  to  make,  alter, 
or  discharge  contracts,  or  waive  forfeitures,  but  a  notice  to  the 
same  effect  was  printed  on  the  back  of  each  renewal  receipt 
given  to  Mr.  Lantz.    It  was  not  alleged  that  the  president  and 
secretary,  acting  together  or  singly,  had  ever  waived  this  con- 
dition in  the  policy,  or  that  they,  or  either  of  them,  had  given 
authority  to  the  agent  to  waive  it  in  this  or  any  other  instance. 
No  course  of  dealing  was  shown  on  the  part  of  the  company  by 
which  the  grant  of  such  authority  to  the  agent  could  be  implied. 
There  was  not  even  an  attempt  to  prove  that  the  company  or  its 
agent  had  ever  received  an  overdue  premium  after  the  death  of 
the  assured.     There  is  nothing  within  the  four  corners  of  this 
record  to  show  that  the  agent  had  authority,  express  or  implied, 
to  waive  this  condition.     What  right  had  the  assured  to  sup- 
pose, with  this  condition  in  the  very  front  of  his  policy,  that 
the  agent  would  receive  his  overdue  premium  after  his  death?

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We  are  not  without  authority  upon  this  point.  The  leading  ease 
is  Want  v.  Blunt.^*^  The  following  statement  of  the  facts  is  con- 
densed from  the  opinion  of  Lord  Ellenborough.  The  policy  pro- 
vided for  the  payment  of  quarterly  premiums  on  March  25th, 
June  24th,  September  29th,  and  20th  of  December  during  the  life 
of  the  said  W.  W.  Want,  or  within  such  time  after  those  days, 
respectively,  as  is  or  shall  be  allowed  for  that  purpose  by  the 
rules  of  the  said  society.  It  was  provided  by  the  rules  of  the 
society  that  if  any  member  neglected  to  pay  the  quarterly  prem- 
iums for  15  days  after  the  same  become  due,  the  policy  will  be 
void.  This  provision  was  attached  to  the  policy.  The  quarterly 
payments  were  all.  paid  at  maturity  until  the  one  that  came  due 
on  December  20th,  which  was  not  paid,  and  Want  died  on  Decem- 
ber 25th ;  and  on  December  27th,  2  days  after  his  death,  but  with- 
in the  15  days,  his  executors  tendered  the  payment  of  the  prem- 
ium, which  was  refused.  The  court  sustained  the  refusal,  Lord 
Ellenborough  saying,  inter  alia:  'This  is  a  contract  of  assurancCi 
and  must  be  construed  according  to  the  meaning  of  the  parties 
as  expressed  in  the  deed  or  policy.  ,  .  .  The  risk  insured 
against  is  his  death,  and  the  premium  is  a  quarterly  payment, 
to  be  made  by  him  to  the  society  during  his  life.  The  duration 
of  the  insurance  is  so  long  as  he  shall  continue  to  make  these 
quarterly  payments ;  but  the  insurance  is  not  to  be  void  if  he  pay 
the  quarterly  premium  within  such  time  after  the  quarter  day 
as  is  allowed  by  the  rules  of  the  society.  ....  The  covenant  on 
the  defendant  to  pay  the  wife's  annuity  after  Want's  death  is: 
'If  Want  shall  pay,  or  cause  to  be  paid,  the  quarterly  premium 
on  every  quarter  day  during  the  life  of  Want,  or  within  such 
time  after  as  shall  be  allowed  by  the  rules  of  the  society  for 
that  purpose;'  in  construing  which  sentence,  the  expression,  *  dur- 
ing the  life  of  Want,'  must  be  understood  as  applying  to  and 
carried  on  to  the  latter  part  of  the  sentence,  and  is  the  same  as  if 
the  words  'during  the  life'  had  been  repeated  after  the  words 
'within  such  time  after,'  i.  e.,  or  'within  such  time  after  during 
the  life.'  •  .  .  For  these  reasons  we  are  of  opinion  that  the 
death  of  W.  W.  Want,  which  happened  on  the  25th  of  December, 
was  during  a  period  of  time  not  covered  by  the  policy,  and  that 
on  the  true  construction  of  the  policy  and  rules  of  the  society, 
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the  insurance  could  not  be  continued  beyond  the  expiration  of 
the  quarter,  which  ended  on  the  20th  day  of  December,  by  a 
tender  of  the  premium  by  his  executors  after  his  death,  though 
within  fifteen  day's  after  the  quarter  day,  so  as  to  include  within 
the  policy  the  period  of  his  death.'  In  Simpson  v.  Insurance 
Co.,**^  the  words  of  the  policy  were:  'Provided  he,  the  said  in- 
sured, on  or  before  .  .  .  pay  or  cause  to  be  paid  to  the  de- 
fendant the  annual  premium;'  and  on  this  point  the  court  said: 
'The  policy  was  to  continue,  provided  he,  the  insured,  paid  the 
premium  within  the  twenty-one  days ;  and  this,  we  think,  did  not 
give  the  executors  the  right  to  pay  it  after  his  death.'  To  the 
same  point  is  Pritchard  v.  Society.*"  The  rule  laid  down  in  Want 
V.  Blunt,  supra,  appears  to  have  been  followed  in  all  subsequent 
cases  where  the  same  point  arose.  If  there  has  been  any  de- 
parture it  has  not  been  called  to  our  attention.  If,  however,  we 
are  wrong  in  this,  if  we  regard  the  condition  in  the  policy  that 
the  premium  must  be  paid  in  the  lifetime  of  the  insured,  as  of 
no  effect,  or,  if  effective,  that  it  has  been  waived,  there  is  another 
reason  why  the  company  was  not  bound  to  receive  the  premium 
after  the  death  of  the  assured.  I  have  endeavored  to  show  that 
by  the  failure  to  pay  the  premium  the  policy  lapsed,  or  was  sus- 
pended, on  the  19th  of  February.  With  the  policy  in  this  condi- 
tion, the  plaintiff  proved,  as  already  stated,  an  unconditional 
promise  on  the  part  of  the  agent  of  the  company  to  accept  the 
premium  up  to  the  9th  of  March.  In  the  ordinary  case  of  the 
payment  of  an  overdue  premium,  as  all  the  authorities  show, 
the  policy  does  not  bind  between  the  default  and  the  payment. 
The  plaintiff  claims  the  case  does  not  come  within  the  rule;  that 
the  promise  enlarged  the  time  of  payment,  precisely  as  if  March 
9th  had  been  the  period  stipulated  in  the  policy ;  and  that  from 
the  time  the  promise  was  made  until  the  time  it  was  to  be  fulfilled 
the  policy  was  in  fidl  force.  But  if,  as  I  have  at  least  endeavored 
to  show,  the  policy  did  not  bind  betw^n  the  default  and  the 
promise,  what  occurred  on  the  2d  day  of  March  to  change  the 
situation  of  the  parties  and  restore  this  dead  policy  to  life? 
Was  it  the  payment  of  the  premium?  The  premium  was  not  paid. 
What  it  a  promise  to  pay  it?   There  was  no  such  promise.    There 
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was  nothing  but  the  bare  promise  of  the  agent  to  accept  the 
premium  if  paid  by  the  9th  of  March.  Had  it  been  paid  by  the 
assured  prior  to  that  date,  and  accepted  by  the  company,  the 
policy  undoubtedly  would  have  been  restored  to  life.  This  would 
result,  not  by  virtue  of  the  promise  of  the  agent,  but  from  the 
acceptance  of  the  premium  as  a  consideration  for  the  renewal  It 
would  have  been  a  new  assurance  under  the  old  policy.  The 
mere  promise  of  the  agent,  made  after  the  default  had  occurred, 
to  receive  the  premium  up  to  March  9,  was  nudum  pactum.  It 
was  not  a  contract  because  there  were  no  contracting  parties. 
The  assured  gave  nothing,  promised  nothing.  A  lapsed  policy 
can  only  be  restored  to  life,  so  far  as  the  assured  is  concerned, 
by  the  actual  payment  and  acceptance  of  the  premium,  or  a  con- 
tract based  upon  a  sufficient  consideration.  What  consideration 
did  the  company  receive  for  carrying  the  risk  from  the  19th  of 
February  until  the  9th  of  March.  Had  the  insured  lived  until 
the  latter  date,  and  then  refused  or  neglected  to  pay  his  premium, 
he  would  have  had  the  benefit  of  an  insurance  on  his  life  during 
said  period  without  paying  a  dollar  of  consideration.  For,  as  be- 
fore stated,  he  did  not  give  anything,  nor  did  he  promise  any- 
thing. It  was  optional  with  him  to  pay.  The  company  could 
not  have  enforced  it  against  him  had  he  declined.  There  is  no 
provision  in  the  policy  which  covers  such  a  case.  If  the  insured 
does  not  pay,  the  policy  drops,  and  the  contract  relation  ceases. 
Marvin  v.  Insurance  Co.**®  is  so  exactly  like  the  case  in  hand  upon 
the  facts  that  a  reference  to  it  will  not  be  out  of  place.  In  that 
case  one  Milton  B.  Marvin  had  a  policy  of  $3,000  on  his  life,  pay- 
able to  his  wife  in  case  of  his  death.  The  premium  due  on  the 
13th  of  April  was  unpaid.  On  the  27th  of  April,  Hinkle,  the  agent 
of  the  company,  told  the  assured  that  if  he  paid  the  premium  the 
next  morning,  the  28th,  he,  the  agent,  would  receive  the  same. 
Hinkle  went  to  the  house  of  the  assured  the  next  day,  and  there 
found  him  lying  sick  ftpon  his  bed,  and  on  being  offered  the 
overdue  premium  by  the  assured,  declined  to  receive  at  that  time, 
because  the  assured  was  then  sick,  but  told  him  to  keep  the 
money,  and  when  he  got  well,  he,  Hinkle,  would  receive  it,  and 
keep  the  policy  alive.  The  assured  never  did  recover  from  his 
sickness,  the  premium  was  not  paid,  and  the  company  notified 
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the  assured  that  it  would  hold  itself  absolved  from  the  contract 
by  reason  thereof.  The  assured  died  in  the  following  September. 
Under  this  state  of  facts  it  was  held  there  could  be  no  recovery 
upon  the  policy,  the  court  below  saying :  *  We  think  the  plaintiff 
was  properly  nonsuited.  As  we  understand  the  law  as  laid  down 
by  the  court  of  last  resort  in  such  cases,  in  order  to  a  valid  ex- 
tension of  the  time  for  the  payment  of  a  premium  upon  a  life* 
policy  after  the  time  of  payment  has  gone  by,  there  must  b,e 
some  valid  consideration  for  the  extension  or  waiver  of  the 
condition  of  payment,  op  there  must  be  something  said  by  or  on 
behalf  of  the  insurance  company,  while  the  party  bound  to  make 
the  payment  has  still  time  and  opportunity  for  so  doing,  by  which 
the  insured  is  induced  to  believe  the  condition  is  waived,  or 
that  strict  compliance  will  not  be  insisted  on.  This  introduces 
an  element  of  estoppel  in  the  case.  In  such  a  case  it  would  be 
unjust  to  allow  the  insurance  company  to  re]^udiate  the  agree- 
ment, and  to  insist  that,  because  of  the  non-payment  of  the  prem- 
ium punctually,  which  omission  had  been  induced  or  counte- 
nanced by  its  own  act,  it  should  be  absolved  from  the  perform- 
ance of  its  part  of  the  contract.  *  The  case  was  affirmed  in  the 
court  of  errors  and  appeals  in  an  opinion  by  Finch,  J.,  prin- 
cipally upon  the  ground  that,  even  if  Hinkle  was  the  general 
agent  of  the  company,  he  had  no  authority  to  waive  the  condi- 
tion as  to  payment,  the  clause  in  the  policy  containing  a  condi- 
tion similar  in  this  respect  to  that  in  the  policy  in  this  case. 
For  this  reason  the  court  did  not  deem  it  necessary  to  express 
an  opinion  upon  the  ground  upon  which  the  court  below  rested 
the  case,  viz.:  the  want  of  consideration  for  the  promise,  but 
said  expressly :  ^It  must  not  be  inferred  that  we  deem  the  ground 
of  the  decision  below  incorrect.'  This  case  is  valuable  for  the 
further  reason  that  it  shows  very  clearly  the  ground  of  the  dis- 
tinction between  a  promise  to  extend  the  time  of  payment  made 
before  the  time  of  such  payment  and  one  made  after  the  default. 
In  the  former  instance  the  assured  may  have  relied  upon  the  prom- 
ise, and  allowed  the  time  to  slip  by,  whereas,  without  such  prom- 
ise, he  might  have  procured  the  money  and  paid  the  premium. 
Hence  the  cases  hold  that  the  company,  having  misled  the  assured 
to  his  harm,  are  estopped  from  alleging  a  default  because  of  non- 
payment on  the  day.    But  where  a  promise  is  made  after  the 
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default  the  assured  has  not  been  misled  or  injui'ed  in  any  man- 
ner.   He  has  allowed  his  policy  to  lapse  by  his  own  neglect.   It 
can  only  be  restored  by  the  consent  of  the  company  and  he  has 
no  reason  to  suppose  that  if  he  dies  before  the  matter  is  per- 
fected by  the  payment  and  acceptance  of  the  premium  the  com- 
pany will  pay  as  in  the  case  of  a  live  policy.    In  nearly  every 
case  cited  to  show  the  authority  of  an  agent  to  bind  the  com- 
pany, by  a  promise  made  after  a  default  to  pay  the  premium,  the 
decision  of  the  court  was  rested  upon  the  ground  of  estoppel,  a 
principle  which  I  do  not  think  has  any  application  to  the  case 
in  Kand.    In  Dean  v.  Insurance  Co.*'*^  the  agreement  to  extend 
the  time  was  not  only  made  before  the  premium  became  due, 
but  the  company  had  actually  received  the  notes  of  the  assured 
for  the  payment  of  three-fourths  of  the  premium.    This  not  only 
introduced  the  element  of  estoppel,  but  the  notes  received  con- 
stituted a  valid  consideration  for  the  waiver  of  punctual  pay- 
ment.   In  Homer  v.  Insurance  Co.,^^^  the  agreement  extending 
the  time  of  payment  was  also  made  before  the  premium  fell 
due,  and  thus  the  policyholder  was  prevented  from  paying  the 
premium  on  the  day  it  became  due  by  the  terms  of  the  policy. 
In  Tennant  v.  Insurance  Co.,*"  the  credit  was  extended  while  the 
policy  was  in  full  force.    In  Church  v.  Insurance  Co.*^*  the  deal- 
ings were  between  the  assured  and  the  home  office,  and  no  ques- 
tion was  involved  as  to  the  authority  of  the  agent.    The  court 
held  there  was  evidence  to  go  to  the  jury  that  a  credif  was  in- 
tended, inasmuch  as  it  showed  a  prior  dealing  with  the  assured 
for  many  years,  and  that  he  was  in  the  habit  of  getting  policies 
without  paying  for  them  at  the  time.    In  Insurance  Co.  v.  Nor- 
ton,*^* there  is  an  expression  by  Mr.  Justice  Bradley,  which  in- 
dicates that  he  did  not  see  any  difference  between  a  promise 
to  extend  the  time  of  the  payment  of  the  premium,  made  before 
the  default,  and  a  promise  made  after  such  default.    In  this  case, 
however,  there  was  not  only  a  promise  made  to  pay,  but  this 
was  followed  up  by  an  actual  tender  of  the  premium,  and  a

refusal  by  the  company  of  such  ten-der.  This  presents  an  entirely 
different  state  of  facts  from  the  case  I  am  discussing,  and  Mr. 
Justice  Bradley's  remarks  must  be  taken  in  connection  with  the 
particular  facts  to  which  he  was  referring.  In  Insurance  Co.  v. 
Eggleston,*^^  the  question  was  whether  the  assured  was  excused 
for  not  paying  his  premium  at  maturity.  This  clearly  appears 
from  the  concluding  portion  of  the  opinion  of  Mr.  Justice  Brad- 
ley. It  is  as  follows:  *The  insured,  residing  in.  the  State  of 
Mississippi,  had  always  dealt  with  the  agents  of  the  company 
locfited  either  in  his  own  State,  or  within  some  accessible  dis- 
tance. He  had  originally  taken  his  policy  from,  and  paid  his 
first  premium  to,  such  agent,  and  the  company  had  always,  until 
the  last  premium  became  due,  given  him  notice  what  agent  to 
pay.  This  was  necessary,  because  there  was  no  permanent  agent 
in  his  vicinity.  The  judge  rightly  held  that,  under  these  circum- 
stances, he  had  reasonable  cause  to  rely  on  having  such  notice. 
The  company  itself  did  not  expect  him  to  pay  at  the  home  office. 
It  had  sent  a  receipt  to  an  agent  located  within  thirty  miles  of 
his  residence;  but  he  had  no  knowledge  of  the  fact,  at  least 
such  was  the  finding  of  the  jury  from  the  evidence.'  Insurance 
Co.  V.  Doster  *^*  is  somewhat  similar  as  to  its  facts.  The  assured 
was  entitled  to  a  dividend  on  the  business  of  th^  company,  which 
was  set  apart  to  the  insured  in  part  discharge  of  his  premium. 
The  company  failed  to  notify  him  of  the  amount,  and  it  was  the 
cause  of  the  delay  in  the  payment.  In  Insurance  Co.  v.  Block  ^^^ 
the  premium  had  been  paid,  and  the  question  was  whether  it  had 
*  been  paid  to  the  proper  person.  In  Insurance  Co.  v.  Hoover,^^* 
which  was  the  case  of  a  payment  of  the  premium  on  a  fire  policy 
after  maturity,  there  was  a  course  of  dealiBg  by  which  the  agent 
gave  the  assured  a  credit  in  his  accounts  and  became  himself  the 
debtor  of  the  company  therefor.  This  clearly  appears  from  the 
following  extract  from  the  opinion  of  Mr.  Justice  Sterrett:  'On 
the  trial,  evidence  was  received  tending  to  show  that  Frederick, 
through  whom  the  insurance  was  placed,  was  the  recognized 
agent  of  the  company  for  the  purpose  of  securing  risks,  receiving 
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and  remitting  premiums,  etc. ;  that  in  his  dealings  with  the  com- 
pany he  was  made  its  personal  debtor  for  premiums  on  all  policies 
issued  through  him,  and  that  he  periodically  acounted  to  it  there- 
for, whether  the  money  was  received  by  him  from  the  persons 
to  whom  the  policies  were  issued  or  not ;  that  he  made  the  per- 
sons or  firms  to  whom  he  delivered  policies  his  personal  debtors, 
and  dealt  with  them  in  that  relation,  charging  them  with  the 
premiums  on  his  books,  sending  them  bills  in  his  own  name,  and 
making  himself  responsible  to  the  company  for  the  same;  and 
that  the  bills  for  premiums  were  generally  rendered  some  time 
during  the  month  after  the  insurance  was  effected.    I  have  not, 
of  course,  reviewed  all  the  authorities  cited;  I  have  considered 
the  most  important.    To  review  them  all  would  be  to  protract 
this  opinion  to  such  a  length  that  no  one  would  probably  read  it 
No  Pennsylvania  case  was  cited  which  is  in  serious  conflict  with 
the  views  above  expressed,  nor  have  I  been  able  to  find  one  after 
a  careful  examination  of  the  digests.    It  is  possible  I  may,  in  the 
press  of  business,  have  overlooked  some  such  case.    We  have  little 
leisure  to  search  for  cases  that  are  not  cited.    But  I  regard  the 
overwhelming  weight  of  authority,  both  in  this  State  and  else- 
where, to  be  in  accord  with  the  principles  above  stated;  more- 
over, I  believe  them  to  be  sustained  by  the  sounder  reason. 
Under  the  circumstances,  we  think  it  was  error  for  the  learned 
judge  below  to  charge  the  jury  as  follows:    'Therefore,  I  think 
the  question  arises,  and  it  is  for  you  to  say  in  this  case,  whether 
this  general  superintendent,  residing  here  in  Philadelphia,  with 
his  principal  in  Vermont,  and  in  a  constant  habit  of  doing  this  * 
very  thing,  because  we  find  a  number  of  receipts  where  he  did 
receive  the  money  subsequent  to  the  time  fixed,  and  it  is  testi- 
fied to  in  this  case  that  he  certainly  agreed  to  do  it,  and  had  done 
it  in  the  case  of  Mr.  Lantz,  his  brother,  so  that,  if  the  rule  was 
to  be  enforced  as  it  is  written,  he  would  have  no  right  to  do  this 
thing  which  he  had  been  in  the  habit  of  doing,  and  that,  there 
fore,  it  is  a  question  for  you  to  say  whether  he  had  any  authority; 
whether  the  company,  having  permitted  him  to  do  this  thing 
constantly,  had  not  authorized  him — ^the  secretary  and  president 
had  not  authorized  him — ^to  perform  the  acts  that  he  was  doing' 
See  first  assignment.     The  'thing'  which  the  agent  had  done, 
and  which  the  company  had  ratified,  was  the  acceptance  in  three 
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inatances  of  overdue  premiums  from  the  assured,  he  being  in  full 
life  at  the  time.  Authority  beyond  this  could  not  be  inferred 
from  any  act  of  the  company  or  its  agent.  It  was  not  denied — 
indeed  it  was  expressly  admitted — ^that  had  the  assured  tendered 
the  premium  during  his  lifetii&e,  it  would  have  been  accepted 
and  the  policy  reinstated.  No  inference  can  be  properly  drawn 
from  this,  however,  that  the  company  would  receive  the  premium, 
after  the  death  of  the  assured.  The  learned  judge  failed  to  note 
the  difference  between  the  renewal  of  a  lapsed  policy  by  the 
actual  payment  and  acceptance  of  the  premium  and  a  mere 
attempt  to  renew  it  without  any  consideration  moving  from  the 
assured  to  the  company.  The  one  is  a  completed  transaction, 
and  therefore  binding;  the  other  is  uncompleted,  and  does  not 
even  amount  to  a  contract.  The  same  error  runs  through  the 
charge.''  And  in  a  case  in  Canada  in  holding  that  receipt  of  one 
or  more  overdue  assessments  does  not  bind  the  association. to 
continue  the  custom,'^*  the  court,  through  Hagarty,  J.,  said:  **If 
we  are  to  uphold  plaintiff's  contention  our  decision  would  be  of 
a  very  far-reaching  character,  affecting  a  large  number  of  cases 
and  possibly  preventing  a  very  common  practice  of  accepting 
periodical  payments  after  the  appointed  period  of  payment.  It 
would  be  in  fact  to  sanction  the  idea  that  indulgence  in  one  or 
more  cases  must  bar  the  insistence  on  punctuality  of  future  pay- 
ment." A  waiver  will  result  where,  in  accordance  with  a  custom, 
certain  premiums  were  reported  as  in  arrears,  instead  of  the 
policies  being  reported  as  l^psed.^'®  And  often  the  promise  or 
acts  of  an  agent  has  been  held  to  estop  the  company*from  claim- 
ing a  forfeiture ;  **^  as  where  he  is  intrusted  with  a  premium  re- 
ceipt,*** or  by  a  false  statement  that  the  premium  had  been 
paid.'*'     Where  an  official  of  the  company  specially  informed

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insured  that  his  policy  had  lapsed  and  in  consequence  of  this  the 
insured  did  not  pay  the  premium  note  nor  tender  the  amount  of 
another  installment  of  premium,  it  was  held  that  the  company 
was  estopped.*** 

§  601.  The  Same  Subject— Notices  of  Premium  or  Asseo- 
ments. — The  mere  sending  of  assessment  notices  to  members  who 
have  been  suspended  for  non-payment  of  assessments,  the  same 
being  sent  for  the  purpose  of  inviting  reinstatement,  will  not  of 
itself  amount  to  a  waiver  of  the  forfeiture,'*^  although  the  con- 
trary has  b^en  held  because  an  intent  to  waive  appeared.***  Nor 
will  the  receipt  of  many  assessments  overdue,  if  the  member  was 
required  at  the  time  of  payment  of  such  assessments  to  furnish 
certificates  of  health  which  were  not  furnished  when  the  last 
overdue  assessment  was  received,  and  the  insurd  was  not  at  the 
time  in  health.**^  And,  if  the  payment  be  extended  as  an  act  of 
kindness  to  a  certain  time,  and  it  is  not  made  within  that  time, 
there  will  be  no  waiver.***  An  estoppel  cannot  be  claimed  unless 
the  insured  was  induced  by  the*  company  to  do  or  omit  to  do, 
an  act,  which  he  would  not  otherwise  have  done  or  omitted.*" 
So,  where  the  secretary  of  a  company,  in  which  the  husband  of 
the  plaintifif  held  a  life  policy,  wrote  him  Dec.  7th  that  certain

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assessments^  wliich  were  then  overdue  and  by  non-payinent  of 
which  the  policy  was  forfeited,  would  be  received  and  the  for- 
feiture waived  if  remitted  immediately.  Remittance  was  iiot  then 
made  but  on  the  25th  of  the  month  the  insured  was  taken  sick 
and  on  the  31st  died.  On  the  30th  of  that  month  at  the  request 
of  the  insured  the  remittance  was  made  and  printed  receipts  were 
returned  by  the  company,  each  containng  the  provision  that  it 
should  be  valid  only  on  the  condition  that  the  assured  was  alive 
and  in  good  health  on  the  day  of  its  date ;  but  on  the  margin  of 
each  receipt  the  secretary  had  written  the  words:  "no  default.*' 
After  the  company  was  informed  of  the  death  of  the  insured  it 
returned  the  money.  The  court  held  that  because  remittance 
was  not  made  immediately  upon  the  receipt  of  the  letter  of 
Dec.  7th,  the  offer  therein  contained  to  waive  the  default  was  at 
an  end.*^*  But  the  insurer  will  be  estopped  from  setting  up  non- 
payment of  premiums  as  a  cause  of  forfeiture  if  it  has  been  in  the^ 
habit  of  giving  notice  of  the  amount  of  the  premium  and  time  of  i 
payment  and  without  notice  ceases  to  do  so ;  ^'^^  or  if  its  general , 
agent  has  waived  the  prompt  payment  of  the  premium ;  *''*  or  if 
its  agent,  acting  within  the  apparent  scope  of  his  authority,  has 
received  a  part  of  the  premium  and  given  time  for  the  balance,*'*  1 
or  if  he,  with  knowledge  of  the  company,  has  received  the  entire , 
premitun  after  the  day.*'*  And  where  the  company  requested 
payment  of  an  assessment  without  stating  any  conditions  it  can- 
not afterwards  insist  upon  a  certificate  of  good  health  as  a  con- 
dition of  reinstatement.*'^  The  company  cannot  change  its  course

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to  pay  at  a  certain  bank  is  waiver  of  the  requirement  that  the 
premium  is  to  be  paid  at  the  office  of  the  company.'^^  There  are 
fine  distinctions  in  the  cases  in  regard  to  duty  of  the  company  to 
give  notice  of  the  falling  due  of  a  premium.  "Where  the  amount 
of  the  premium  and  the  place  of  its  payment  are  fixed  and  certain 
then  the  company  is  not  only  not  bound  to  give  notice,  but  in 
fact  also  will  not  be  bound  to  continue  to  give  notice,  even  if  it 
has  been  in  the  habit  of  giving  it,  unless  the  custom  has  continued 
so  long  as  to  justify  the  insured  in  relying  on  it,  and  he  must 
actually  have  relied  upon  such  custom  and  have  been  misled 
thereby.  But  if  the  amount  of  the  premium  is  uncertain,  because 
liable  to  be  reduced  by  dividends,  and  the  company  is  in  the 
habit  of  notifying  the  assured  of  the  amount  of  these  dividends 
and  of  the  cash  payment  to  be  made,  then,  if  it  does  not  give  the 
customary  notice,  it  will  be  estopped  from  claiming  forfeiture  for 
non-payment  of  the  premium.*'* 

§  602.  The  Same  Subject— Oeneral  Rule.— If  the  company  has 
by  its  course  of  conduct,  acts  or  declarations,  or  by  any  language 
in  the  policy,  misled  the  insured  in  any  way  in  regard  to  the  pay- 
ment of  premiums,  or  created  a  belief  on  the  part  of  the  insured 
that  strict  compliance  with  the  letter  of  the  contract  as  to  pay- 
ment of  the  premium  on  the  day  stipulated  would  not  be  exacted, 
and  the  insured  in  consequence  fails  to  pay  on  the  day  appointed, 
the  company  will  be  held  to  have  waived  the  requirement,  and 
will  be  estopped  from  setting  up  the  condition  as  cause  for  for- 
feiture.*'*   In  determining  whether  there  has  been  a  modification

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of  the  terms  of  the  policy  by  subsequent  a^eement,  or  a  waiver 
of  the  forfeiture  incurred  by  the  non-payment  of  the  premium  on 
the  day  specified,  the  test  is  whether  the  insurer,  by  his  course 
of  dealing  with  the  assured,  or  by  the  acts  and  declarations  of 
his  authorized  agents,  has  induced  in  the  mind  of  the  assured 
an  honest  belief  that  the  terms  and  conditions  of  the  policy, 
declaring  a  forfeiture  in  event  of  non-payment  on  the  day  and  in. 
the  manner  prescribed,  will  not  be  enforced,  but  that  payment 
will  be  accepted  on  a  subsequent  day,  or  in  a  different  manner ; 
and  when  such  belief  has  been  induced,  and  the  insured  has 
acted  on  it,  the  insurer  will  be  estopped  from  insisting  on  the 
forfeiture.**®  This  general  principle  has  become  well  settled  and 
all  the  cases  where  the  question  has  been  raised  support  it  so  that 
it  is  unnecessary  to  give  additional  authorities.  The  same  rule 
applies  to  mutual  as  to  other  companies.**^  The  issue  of  a  certifi- 
cate after  an  assessment  is  in  default  is  a  waiver  of  forfeiture  for 
its  non-payment-*** 

§  603.  Waiver  or  Estoppel  by  Acts  of  OflScers  of  Subordinate 
Lodge  of  Beneficiary  Society. — ^We  have  in  the  preceding  sec- 
tions*** considered  the  effect  of  receipt  of  premium  or  assess- 
ments after  breach  of  condition,  or  expiration  of  period  limited 
for  payment,  and  the  cases  cited  are  those  where  fraternal  benefit 
societies  as  well  as  life  insurance  companies  were  parties.  We 
propose  at  this  time  to  further  consider  the  powers  of  subordinate

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lodges  of  a  fraternal  benefit  society,  or  their  officers'  by  their 
acts  to  bind  the  society  by  way  of  waiver  or  estoppel.  The  cases 
are  conflicting  and  cannot  be  reconciled.  The  Supreme  Court  of 
Illinois  has  said:^^^  ''In  associations  of  this  character  the  rela- 
tion of  the  members  to  the  order  is  necessarily  through  the  sub- 
ordinate lodges,  and,  when  a  forfeiture  of  the  certificate  of 
insurance  is  insisted  upon,  it  is  proper  to  show  that  the  subordi- 
nate lodge,  with  full  knowledge  of  the  alleged  cause  of  forfeiture, 
continued  to  treat  the  insurance  as  in  full  force,  receiving  the 
member's  dues  and  paying  the  money  over  to  the  supreme  lodge. 
We  are  unable  to  see  how  such  societies  could  be  conducted  upon 
any  other  principle  without  great  injustice  to  the  members." 
There  are  other  cases  where,  because  either  of  custom  of  the  lodge 
or  the  knowledge  of  its  officers,  the  supreme  body  has  been  held 
to  be  estopped  from  claiming  forfeiture.^*^  And  the  knowledge 
of  a  deputy  supreme  officer  has  been  imputed  to  such  body.*" 
The  Supreme  Court  of  Wisconsin  has  apparently  held  *^^  that  a 
local  lodge  of  an  organization  for  mutual  aid  by  the  receipt  of 
assessments  after  the  death  of  a  member  can  bind  the  society. 
And  in  other  cases  the  courts  have  applied  the  doctrine  of  es- 
toppel to  benefit  societies."*    It  has,  however,  been  held,  and  the

trine of  waiver  has  no  application  to  the  acts  of  a  ministerial 
officer  of  a  subordinate  lodge,'^*  and  that  the  officers  of  a  mutual 
insurance  organization  cannot  waive  the  requirements  of  its 
laws.**®  In  a  case**^  where  it  was  sought  tQ  excuse  the  non- 
payment of  an  assessment  by  proof  of  a  custom  of  the  collecting 
officer  to  receive  payment  after  the  time  fixed  by  the  by-laws,  the 
court  said:  •  ''An  officer  of  such  organization  cannot  waive  the 
requirements  of  its  laws  which  are  essential  elements  of  the  con- 
tract because  he  is  a  special  agent  and  his  authority  is  known  to 
the  members  dealing  with  him.  The  rule  we  think  fairly  deduci- 
ble  from  all  the  authorities  is  that  he  has  no  authority  to  waive 
any  of  its  laws  which  relate  to  the  substance  of  a  contract  be- 
tween an  individual  member  and  his  associates  in  their  associated 
capacity.  Even  if  the  financier  of  the  subordinate  lodge  is  re- 
garded as  the  Agent  of  defendant  he  could  not  bind  it  beyond 
the  scope  of  his  authority ;  for,  if  he  could,  then  it  logically  re- 
sults that  he  has  the  power  to  suspend  or  abrogate  the  constitu- 
tion and  by-laws  of  the  defendant  at  his  mere  will  and  pleasure, 
which  in  the  very  nature  of  things  could  not  be  allowed.  Clearly 
he  is  invested  with  no  such  extraordinary  power.*'  And  in  an- 
other case,*'*  the  court  said:    "It  is  insisted  that  the  appellant  is

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estopped  from  denying  the  claim  of  plaintiff  by  the  acts  and  omis- 
sions of  the  subordinate  lodge  of  which  her  husband  was  a  mem- 
ber. Tq  this  proposition  we  cannot  give  our  assent.  The  failure 
of  the  lodge  to  hold  monthly  meetings  in  accordance  with  the 
laws  and  regulations  of  the  order  did  not  relieve  Keener  from 
his  contract  with  the  supreme  lodge  to  pay  his  monthly  assess- 
ments, and  being  by  his  own  negligence  suspended  from  the  order, 
he  cannot  avoid  the  penalty  of  suspension  by  pleading  the  dere- 
lictions of  his  lodge.  If  this  be  permitted,  then  a  subordinate 
lodge,  by  its  unauthorized  act,  or  by  its  culpable  omission  of  duty, 
may  override  and  render  nugatory  the  express  provisions  of  the 
supreme  law  of  the  order."  One  of  the  most  important  cases 
discussing  the  right  of  an  officer  of  the  subordinate  body  to  bind 
the  superior  organization  by  a  custom  is  Modern  Woodmen  of 
America  v.  Tevis,^*'  where,  after  referring  to  a  case  in  the  Su- 
preme Court,^**  the  court  said:  '' Tested  by  this  decision,  the 
clerk  of  the  local  camp  to  which  the  member,  Tevis,  belonged, 
was  the  agent  of  the  head  camp,  or  of  the  Modern  Woodmen 
of  America,  to  collect,  receive,  and  remit  the  benefit  assessments 
to  it.  But  he  was  its  agent  to  collect,  receive  and  remit  them 
at  the  time  and  in  the  manner  prescribed  for  their  payment  by 
the  by-laws  and  at  no  other  times  and  under  no  other  conditions. 
Those  by-law9  provided  that  delinquent  members  were  ipso  facto 
suspended;  that  their  certificates  were  void;  that  they  could  be. 
reinstated  by  the  clerk  by  the  receipt  of  arrearages  only  when 
they  were  in  good  health,  and  when  they  furnished  warranties  to 
that  effect ;  and  that  no  act  or  omission  of  the  clerk  of  the  local 
camp  could  have  the  effect  of  creating  any  liability  of  the  society, 
or  of  waiving  any  right  or  immunity  belonging  to  it.  These  limi- 
tations upon  the  power  of  this  agent  were  known  to  the  insured 
and  the  beneficiaries  named  in  this  certificate,  because  they  were 
a  part  of  their  contract;  and,  in  view  of  this  decision  of  *he 
Supreme  Court  to  which  we  had  adverted  at  such  length,  there 
is  no  escape  from  the  conclusion  that  these  limitations  were  bind- 
ing upon  all  parties  to  the  agreement,  and  that  the  acts  of  the 
clerk  of  the  local  camp  in  extending  the  times  of  payment  of 
the  assessments  upon  its  members  and  in  reinstating  delinquent

members  without  warranties  of  good  health  were  unauthorized 
by  the  society,  and,  in  the  absence  of  knowledge  of  and  acquies- 
ence  in  them  by  some  of  the  chief  ofScers  of  the  head  camp,  were 
ineffective  to  establish  any  estoppel  against  the  society,  or  any 
waiver  by  it  of  the  provisions '  of  the  agreement.  A  principal 
may  limit  the  authority  of  his  agent,  and  when  he  does  so  the 
agent  cannot  bind  his  principal  beyond  the  limits  of  his  authority 
by  contract,  estoppel,  or  waiver,  to  those  who  know  the  limita- 
tions of  his  power.  Insurance  companies  and  beneficial  associa- 
tions may  limit  the  authority  of  their  agents  in  this  way  by  stipu- 
lations in  their  contracts,  and,  when  so  limited,  such  agents  can- 
not by  contract,  waiver,  or  estoppel  bind  their  companies  to  the 
insured,  or  to  the  beneficiaries  of  the  agreements  beyond  the 
scope  of  their  authority  prescribed  therein,  because  the  insured 
and  the  beneficiaries  are  conclusively  presumed,  in  the  absence 
of  fraud  or  mistake,  to  know  the  terms  of  their  contracts.  The 
Modem  Woodmen  of  America  so  limited  the  power  of  the  local 
camp  by  the  terms  of  its  benefit  certificate  in  this  case  that  he 
was  without  authority  to  extend  the  time  of  payment  of  benefit 
assessments  to  waive  defaults  in  their  payment,  or  to  reinstate  a 
delinquent  member  who  was  not  in  good  health,  or  who  failed 
to  furnish  a  warranty  thereof.  The  beneficiaries  and  the  insured 
knew  these  limitations  upon  the  power  of  this  agent,  because 
they  were  a  part  of  their  contract  with  the  society ;  and  the  acts 
of  this  local  clerk  beyond  the  scope  of  his  prescribed  authority, 
in  the  absence  of  notice  or  knowledge  of  and  acquiescence  in  them 
by  some  of  the  principal  officers  of  the  society,  constituted  no 
waiver,  estoppel,  or  contract  of  the  association.  They  were  not 
the  acts  of  the  society,  and  the  insured  and  the  beneficiaries  were 
charged  with  knowledge  of  that  fact."  In  other  cases  this  rule 
is  approved,**^    It  has  also  been  held  that  knowledge  by  an  in-

at  the  time  of  an  application  for  membership,  of  false  answers 
in  such  application  will  not  charge  the  grand  lodge  with  such 
knowledge  nor  estop  it  from  setting  up  the  false  answers  as  a 
defense  to  the  certificate.*^*  Upon  principle  it  would  seem  that 
members  of  a  benefit  society  being  pre^med  to  know  its  laws, 
cannot  excuse  their  failure  to  comply  with  those  laws,  on  the 
ground  of  the  omissions  or  acts  of  other  members,  selected  for 
officers,  because,  as  all  know  the  limitations  of  authority  im- 
posed by  such  by-laws  on  the  officers,  the  members  cannot  be 
misled  or  claim  want  of  knowledge.  It  is  an  elemental  rule  that 
where  the  means  of  knowledge  are  equal  there  can  be  no  estop- 
pel, nor  can  estoppel  exist  without  some  act  of  the  party  estopped 
misleading  the  other  to  his  disadvantage.  Where  the  by-laws  pro- 
vide that  a  member  in  arrears  shall  not  become  entitled  to  bene- 
fits by  paying  up,  the  acceptance  of  arrearages  is  not  a  waiver 
of  the  by-laws.2"  It  has  been  held  *•*  that  the  action  of  th^  sub- 
ordinate lodge  in  paying  sick  benefits  to  the  member  and  assess- 
ments for  him  cannot  estop  the  grand  lodge  from  asserting  an 
irregular  or  fraudulent  reinstatement.  Nor  is  attending  in  a  body 
the  funeral  of  a  suspended  member  a  waiver.***  Nor  its  reception 
of  assessments  after  the  death  of  the  member.'^® 

§  604.  The  Same  Subject  Oontinued— Later  Cases— Statutory 
Provisions. — The  later  authorities  follow  the  general  lines  which 
we  have  considered  in  the  previous  section.  While  the  situation 
is  somewhat  cleared  by  the  provision  in  the  uniform  fraternal 
benficiary  law,  which  has  been  adopted  in  many  States,  as  for 
example  Sec.  21,  Laws  of  Missouri,  1911,'^^  that  "The  constitn-

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tion  and  laws  of  the  society  may  provide  that  no  subordinate 
body,  nor  any  of  its  subordinate  officers  of  members,  shall  have 
the  power  or  authority  to  waive  any  of  the  provisions  of  the 
laws  and  constitution  of  the  society  and  the  same  shall  be  binding 
on  the  society  and  each  and  every  member  thereof  and  on  all 
beneficiaries  of  members. ' '  *®^  Under  this  statute  it  is  necessary 
ID  order  to  support  an  estoppel  to  show  knowledge  on  the  part 
of  the  superior  body  of  the  acts  of  the  local  lodge.'^*  For  exam- 
ple, a  fraternal  benefit  society  which  had  knowledge  through  its 
supreme  treasurer  of  the  custom  of  a  local  council  of  not  forfeit- 
ing the  rights  of  members  for  non-payment  of  assessments  when 
due  pursuant  to  the  by-laws,  is  estopped  from  invoking  the  by- 
law to  forfeit  the  rights  of  a  member  without  first  giving  notice 
to  him  of  an  opportunity  to  pay  the  overdue  assessment  where 
the  local  lodge  has  been  in  the  habit  of  allowing  assessments  to 
be  paid  after  the  time  prescribed  by  the  by-laws.^®*  It  may  be 
well,  Jiowever,  to  refer  briefly  to  a  number  of  authorities  bearing 
generally  upon  the  subject.  Acceptance  of  dues  estops  the  so- 
ciety from  claiming  that  the  beneficiary  is  not  within  the  classes 
provided  by  the  by-laws  and  after  payment  of  the  money  into 
court  the  claimants  cannot  set  up  the  illegality  of  designation  of 
beneficiary.*®^  It  has  been  held,*®*  that  a  mutual  benefit  associa- 
tion may  waive  compliance  with  its  by-laws  and  provisions  there- 
in attempting  to  disable  the  organization  from  so  doing  are  void. 
The  society  is  estopped  by  knowledge  of  the  local  secretary  and 
medical  examiner  of  false  answers  in  the  application,  where  it

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continued  to  receive  assessments  for  over  two  years.*®^  Generally 
where  the  member  has  been  led  to  believe  that  a  forfeiture  would 
not  be  insisted  upon  if  assessments  were  not  paid  within  the  stipu- 
lated time,  the  society  will  be  estopped.*®*  Where  the  by-laws  of 
the  society  prohibited  members  from  belonging  to  another  society 
not  approved  by  the  Catholic  Church,  acceptance  of  dues  from  a 
member  with  knowledge  of  his  membership  in  a  society  not  so 
approved  creates  an  estoppel.'®*  It  has  been  said:*^*  ''Courts 
will  be  vigilant  and  quick  to  discover  and  give  effect  to  any  act, 
or  circumstance,  from  which  it  may  fairly  be  argued  that  the 
insurer  has  waived  the  right  to  strict  and  literal  performance.'* 
It  follows  that  knowledge  on  the  part  of  the  local  lodge  is  that 
of  the  supreme  body.  In  the  case  last  cited,*^^  it  is  said:  "It  is 
next  contended,  that,  under  the  by-laws  and  constitution  of  the 
order,  this  defendant  was  not  charged  with  knowledge  of  the 
facts  known  to  the  local  council,  and  that  the  waiver,  if  any,  on 
the  part  of  the  local  council  was  not  binding  upon  this  defendant. 
This  contention  cannot  be  sustained.  All  the  acts  which  consti- 
tute the  waiver  are,  by  this  record,  laid  at  the  door  of  the  presi- 
dent of  the  local  council  or  camp  and  its  financier.  This  conten- 
tion is  answered  by  what  is  said  in  Trotter  v.  Grand  Lodge,*"  in

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which  it  is  held  that,  notwithstanding  the  provisions  of  the  con- 
tract to  the  contrary,  the  local  council  and  its  officers  are  the 
agents  of  the  national  council  in  respect  to  the  matters  here  under 
consideration;  that  it  does  not  matter  what  you  call  one;  his 
character  must  be  determined  from  what  he  is.  The  relationship 
of  these  parties  to  the  national  council  created  the  agency  which 
binds  the  principal.  These  parties  were  the  agents  of  the  mother 
lodge.  Their  conduct  was  its  conduct.  What  they  knew  was  its 
knowledge.  It  received  the  application  for  membership,  received 
fees,  charges,  and  assessments,  kept  the  record,  and  made  report. 
The  knowledge  of  the  agent  is  the  knowledge  of  the  principal 
within  the  scope  of  his  employments^'  In  Davidson  v.  Temple  of 
Supreme  Tribe  of  Ben  Hur,'^*  it  is  said:  *  Whether  a  person  is 
an  agent  of  another  or  of  an  association  must  be  determined  by 
their  relations  one  to  another,  and,  if  one  is  actually  authorized 
to  act  for  another  in  certain  matters  as  agent,  the  mere  fact  that 
it  has  been  agreed  that  the  relationship  of  agency  shall  not  exist 
does  not  obviate  the  fact  of  such  agency.  .  •  .  Had  the  local 
scribe,  as  agent  of  the  defendant  to  collect  and  receive  the  dues 
of  the  supreme  tribe,  the  power  to  waive  the  consequences  of 
omission  to  make  payment  as  required?  The  constitution,  laws, 
and  regulations  do  not  deny  such  authority  save  as  this  may  be 
inferred  from  declaring  that  suspension  shall  follow  from  failure 
to  pay  when  due.  Notwithstanding  similar  conditions  courts 
have  repeatedly  held  that  the  acts  of  the  agents  may  be  such  as 
will  estop  the  company  or  association  from  taking  advantage  of 
a  forfeiture. '  '^^  As  especially  bearing  upon  this  point,  see  Rasi- 
cot  V.  Royal  Neighbors  of  America,^^*  and  cases  therein  cited.  In 
Supreme  Tribe  of  Ben  Hur  v.  Hall,'^^  the  court  used  this  lan- 
guage: 'It  is  true  that  the  by-laws  after  designating  the  officers 
of  the  subordinate  courts,  conclude:  *' These  officers,  when  duly

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not  what  he  may  be  called.  He  is  the  agent  of  the  supreme 
tribe  for  doing  what  its  by-laws  require  him  to  do  as  between 
the  members  of  the  order  and  the  supreme  tribe.'  In  Pringle  v. 
Modem  Woodmen,'^^  it  is  said:  'It  is  the  duty  of  an  agent 
to  communicate  to  his  principal  every  fact  affecting  the  trans- 
action intrusted  to  his  care  which  comes  to  his  knowledge  in  the 
court  of  or  during  its  performance,  and  this  duty,  in  an  action 
between  the  principal  and  the  adverse  part,  the  agent  is  .  .  .

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turned  the  assessment  paid  after  time  it  is  not  estopped.'^^  And 
it  has  been  said,^^^  that  the  failure  to  return  assessments  upon 
learning  that  the  death  of  the  member  was  due  to  a  prohibited 
occupation  does  not  operate  as  a  waiver  when  no  demand  was 
made  for  their  return,  and  the  order  is  not  estopped  from  rely- 
ing on  a  forfeiture  in  the  absence  of  a  showing  that  the  bene- 
ficiary was  led  to  do  or  not  to  do  some  act  to  her  prejudice.*^' 
The  society  may  be  estopped  by*  the  act  of  its  deputy  organizer 
where  to  hold  otherwise  would  be  a  violation  of  good  faith  and 
good  conscience.'**  It  has  been  held  that  a  by-law  to  the  effect 
that  the  local  camp  cannot  waive  provisions  of  the  by-laws  is 
binding.*.** 

§  605.  Waiver  by  Members. — ^If  the  insurer  as  one  party  to 
the  contract  has  the  right  to  waive  its  conditions  inserted  therein 
for  its  benefit,  or  become  estopped-  from  claiming  the  benefit  of 
sach  conditions,  there  is  no  reason  why  the  insured,  or  the  member 
of  a  society,  cannot  also  waive  conditions  in  the  contract  which 
are  for  his  benefit,  or  also  become  estopped.  A  member  may  be 
estopped  by  acquiescence  from  denying  the  legality  of  a  change 
in  the  classification  of  members.***  Acquiescence  may  waive  the 
required  formalities  prescribed  by  the  by-laws  for  notice  of  an 
assessment.**^  And  an  application  for  reinstatement  is  a  waiver 
of  defects  in  the  notice.***    He  can  waive  formalities  required  for

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suspension.'**  Where  a  member  acquiesces  in  a  wrongful  suspen- 
sion, the  beneficiary  is  bound  by  his  act.**®  Mere  talk  of  the 
member  about  quitting  will  not  amount  to  an  estoppel.**^  An 
insane  member,  however,  cannot  waive  any  provision  of  the  con- 
tract for  his  benefit,  nor  bind  himself  by  admissions.***  A  custom 
will  not  avail  a  member  unless  it  be  shown  that  he  knew  of  it.'" 
Payment  of  a  number  of  illegal  assessments  does  not  estop  the 
beneficiary  from  questioning  the  validity  of  later  assessments.''^ 
Payment  of  assessments  under  protest  is  no  waiver.**^  There 
can  be.  no  acquiescence  by  a  member  of  an  association  respecting 
his  rights  unless  he  acts  with  knowledge.***  Retention  of  a  policy 
having  attached  to  it  a  copy  of  the  application  containing  false 
statements  is  a  ratification  by  the  insured  of  the  insertion  by  the 
examining  physician  of  such  statements.**^  So  the  retention  of 
a  policy  by  the  insured  is  a  ratification  by  which  he  is  estopped 
from  pleading  fraud  in  inducing  him  to  take  out  the  policy  in  an 
action  for  the  premiums.***  A  stockholder  of  an  insurance  com- 
pany does  not  ratify  the  action  of  its  directors  in  increasing  his 
premium  rate  in  violation  of  his  policy  where  at  the  meeting  of 
the  stockholders  ratifying  all  acts  of  the  directors,  the  particular

act  in  question  was  not  called  to  the  stockholders'  attention,'^* 
and  a  member  does  not  lose  the  right  to  claim  the  invalidity  of  a 
by-law  and  recover  assessments  because  of  long  delay.'*^  By  re- 
turning his  old  certificate  for  cancellation  and  issue  of  a  new  one, 
the  member  is  estopped  from  claiming  the  invalidity  of  the  by* 
law  under  which  the  surrender  is  made.^*^  A  member  ratifies  an 
amendment  to  the  constitution  creating  a  lien  on  the  certificate  by 
paying  assessments  with  knowledge  of  the  amendment  and  with- 
out protest.***  The  member  may  be  estopped  from  claiming  an 
amendment  of  the  by-laws  to  be  invalid  by  continuing  to  pay 
assessments.'**  Where  the  policy-holder  accepted  the  reinsurance 
and  after  notice  of  a  by-law  excepting  certain  risks  paid  pre- 
miums without  objection,  he  is  estopped  to  deny  the  validity  of 
such  by-law.'**  Insured  cannot  waive  the  Kentucky  statute  re- 
quiring a  copy  of  the  application  to  be  attached  to  the  certifi- 
cate or  policy.**^  A  person  accepting  a  contract  of  insurance  is 
bound  although  he  could  not  read  English.'*®  So  where  the  in- 
sured  had  lived  in  this  country  for  nine  years,  but  applied  for 
the  policy  through  an  interpreter,  it  was  held  that  his  knpwledge 
of  the  effect  of  his  answers  to  questions  in  the  application  was 
sufficient.'*'' 

§  606.  When  Performance  of  Oondition  is  Impossible. — ^If,  at 
the  time  of  issuance  of  a  policy,  the  company  knew  that  the  per-

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f ormance  of  a  condition  subsequent  therein  contained  was  impos- 
sible^  or  that  such  condition  was  inconsistent  with  the  facts,  the 
company  will  be  deemed  to  have  waived  performance  of  such 
condition,  and  is  estopped  from  claiming  the  benefit  of  it,  if  the 
assured  has  been  guilty  of  no  fault.  As,  for  example,  if  payment 
oi  a  premium  be  required  to  be  made  at  a  time  when  it  cannot 
possibly  be  made.  The  following  case  is  an  illustration:  The 
assured  on  June  5th,  1867,  applied. to  the  agent  in  San  Francisco 
of  the  defendant,  a  New  York  life  insurance'  company,  for  a  pol- 
icy, on  his  life,  and  paid  the  first  quarterly  premium,  for  which 
payment  he  received  a  receipt  of  that  date  specifying  that  if  the 
application  should  be  accepted  the  policy  should  be  inr  effect  from 
that  day,  if  the  application  was  not  accepted  the  money  should 
be  returned.  The  company  issued  the  policy,  but  dated  it  April 
5th,  instead  of  June  6th,  and  made  the  quarterly  premiums  pay- 
able at  its  office  in  New  York  on  the  sixth  days  of  April,  July, 
October  and  January  in  each  year.  If  the  premiums  were  not 
paid  at  these  times  the  policy  was  to  be  void.  At  that  time  from 
twenty-three  to  thirty  days  were  required  for  the  passage  from 
New  York  to  San  Francisco.  The  policy  was  received  by  the 
ageiit  in  San  Francisco,  August  2,  1867,  who  notified  the  assured 
to  call  and  get  the  policy.  The  assured  was  mortally  wounded 
August  21, 1867,  and.  died  a  few  days  later,  never  having  paid  the 
quarterly  premium  due  July  6,  1867,  In  an  action  on  the  policy 
this  non-payment  was  set  up  by  the  company  as  a  defense.  It 
was  held  by  the  court  that,  as  the  company  must  have  known 
when  the  policy  was  issued  that  the  quarterly  premium  of  July 
6th  could  not,  by  the  very  nature  of  things,  be  paid  at  its  office, 
or  elsewhere,  according  to  the  condition  of  the  contract,  the  per- 
formance of  the  condition  was  waived.  The  furthei  reason  for 
holding  a  waiver  was  the  supposed  intention  of  the  company.'"

Co.  v.  SWp- 
man,  7  111.  189.    So  where  the  performance  of  a  condition,  to  be  performed 
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So  where  a  premium  receipt  was  sent  to  a  bank  for  collection  and 
the  insured  notified  of  the  fact.  Afterwards  the  receipt  was  with- 
drawn, 80  that  the  premium  could  not  be  paid  to  the  bank,  and 
the  company  thereafter  refused  to  receive  it.  It  was  held  that 
the  company  was  estopped  to  claim  a  f orfeiture.*** 

The  principle  is  more  frequently  applied  in  determining 
whether  notice  has  been  given  as  required  by  the  creditors  of  an 
accident  insurance  policy.  We  have  already  considered  that  sub- 
ject and  need  not  refer  to  it  further.**®* 

§  607.  Waiver  of  Condition  as  to  Proofs  of  Losfr— Calling  for 
Prools  of  Loss  Waives  Breach  of  Conditions.— If  the  company, 
after  being  notified  of  a  loss,  has  knowledge  of  false  answers  in 
the  application  or  of  a  breach  of  the  conditions  of  the  policy  and, 
notwithstanding  that  fact,  calls  for  proofs  of  loss;  or  if,  after 
receiving  proofs,  with  knowledge  of  such  false  answers,  it  asks 
for  additional  proofs,  it  thereby  waives  the  right  to  rely  upon 
the  breach  of  warranty  or  of  the  condition.^^®  The  reason  of  the 
rule  is  obviously  that  the  company  should  not  be  permitted  by  its 
conduct  to  cause  the  insured  to  go  to  the  expense  of  proofs  of 
loss,  when  it  knows  that  it  will  be  a  useless  act.    The  question 

after  loss,  is  impossible,  as  where  notice  was  to  be  given  within  ten  days 
after  the  accident  and  the  insured  died  after  that  time,  performance  is  ex- 
eased.

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has  arisen  more  frequently  in  cases  of  fire  than  in  those  of  life 
insurance,  but  there  is  no  reason  why  the  principle  should  not 
apply  to  both.  The  rule  is  to  be  applied  with  caution,  for  to  con- 
stitute a  waiver  or  estoppel  all  the  elements  essential  to  the  act 
must  have  been  present;  the  company  must  with  knowledge  of 
the  breach  have  encouraged  the  assured  to  make. proofs,  and 
this  encouragement  must  have  materially  influenced  the  perform- 
ance of  the  indicated  act.  The  Supreme  Court  of  Iowa  has  well 
stated  the  doctrine  in  passing  upon  certain  instructions.  It 
said:  *^^  *'The  general  doctrine  of  the  instructions  is  that  if  de- 
fendant, with  full  knowledge  of  the  facts  out  of  which  the  forfeit- 
ure of  the  policy  arose,  neglected  to  declare  its  intention  of  in- 
sisting on  the  forfeiture,  but,  by  its  acts,  recognized  and  treated 
the  policy  as  a  valid  and  subsisting  contract  between  it  and  plain- 
tiff, and  induced  him  to  act  in  that  belief,  it  is  precluded  now 
from  insisting  on  the  forfeiture.  This  doctrine  is  excepted  to  by 
defendant.  Its  position  is  that  to  constitute  a  waiver  of  the  provi- 
sions of  the  policy  providing  for  the  forfeiture,  the  acts  relied 
on  must  be  attended  with  such  equitable  circumstances  as  would 
create  an  estoppel ;  and,  as  plaintiff  was  not  induced  by  the  acts 
in  question  to  in  any  manner  change  his  position  with  reference 
to  the  subject  of  the  negotiation,  and  as  the  acts  were  done  after 
the  forfeiture  occurred,  they  do  not  create  an  estoppel.  We  think, 
however,  that  this  position  is  not  tenable.  The  principle  on  which 
the  waiver  of  a  forfeiture  has  been  maintained  in  such  eases  is 
undoubtedly  similar  to  that  of  estoppel.  It  was  so  held  by  this 
court  in  Viele  v.  Gtermania  Ins.  Co.*^^  But  we  think  it  is  not  true 
that  such  waiver  can  be  created  only  by  such  acts  or  conduct  as 
would  create  a  technical  estoppel.  Neither  forfeitures  nor  estop- 
pels are  favored  by  the  law,  and  it  follows  necessarily  from  this 
consideration  that  the  waiver  of  a  forfeiture  may  be  sustained  by 
circumstances  which  do  not  present  the  strong  equities  which 
would  be  required  to  create  an  estoppel.  When  plaintiff  asserted 
a  claim  under  the  policy  for  the  loss,  and  defendant  was  informed

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of  the  facts  out  of  which  the  forfeiture  grew,  it  had  the  right  at 
once  to  treat  the  contract  as  at  an  end.  If  it  had  elected  simply 
to  remain  silent,  perhaps  a  waiver  could  not  have  been  inferred 
from  its  silence.  But  if  with  knowledge  of  the  circumstances,  it 
continued  to  treat  the  contract  as  of  binding  force,  and  induced 
plaintiff  to  act  in  that  belief,  the  rule  holding  that  it  thereby 
waived  the  forfeiture  is  a  very  just  one.  We  think,  therefore, 
that  the  general  doctrine  of  the  instructions  is  correct,  and  it  is 
well  sustained  by  the  authorities.'*  '^*  There  can  be,  however,  no 
waiver  of  a  stipulation  in  an  agreement  unless  with  knowledge 
of  the  circumstances,^^^  consequently  false  representations  in  pro- 
curing the  policy  are  not  waived  by  demanding  additional  proofs 
of  loss,  the  fact  that  the  representations  were  false  not  being 
known  to  the  company  when  it  made  such  a  demand.^^*  Where 
the  policy  provided  for  a  payment  in  case  of  death  while  under 
the  influence  of  liquor,  that  the  company  should  only  be  liable  for 
one-tenth  of  the  amount  and  the  body  of  the  insured  was  found, 
after  which  notice  of  death  was  given,  and  the  company  tendered 
one-tenth  of  the  amount  of  the  insurance,  such  tender  was  a 
waiver  of  the  condition  requiring  notice  within  ten  days.^^' 

A  denial  of  all  liability  on  the  ground  that  the  policy  did  not 
cover  the  injury  was  not  a  waiver  of  the  provision  requiring  im- 
mediate notice,^^''  and  where  a  company  is  sued  for  an  alleged 
loss,  denies  the  same,  it  does  not  waive  proof  of  the  notice  of  the 
loss.*^*  A  provision  requiring  proof  of  loss  within  sixty  days 
is  waived  where  the  insurer  within  sixty  days  denies  liability  on

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grounds  other  than  failure  to  furnish  proofs.'^*  Where  a  bene- 
ficiary is  led  by  the  insurer  to  go  to  substantial  expense  in  fur- 
nishing proofs  the  insurer  is  estopped  from  claiming  that  the 
time  for  such  proofs  has  expired,  and  furnishing  blank  forms  for 
proofs  without  specific  reference  to  the  defense  the  company  re- 
lies on,  works  an  estoppel.'*®  The  provision  of  the  statute  of 
Missouri  providing  that  proofs  must  be  furnished  within  ninety 
days  in  order  to  obtain  the  benefit  of  extended  insurance  can  be 
waived.'*^  Where  the  contract  provided  that  no  action  should 
be  maintained  on  the  certificate  until  after  proofs  of  death  and 
claimant's  right  to  benefits  should  have  been  made  and  passed  on, 
the  Court  held,'*^  tnat  pleading  inconsistent  defenses  or  by  denial 
of  liability  in  the  answer  did  not  waive  such  proofs.  The  Court 
said:  *'The  court  below  was  also  of  the  opinion  that,  even  if  the 
contract  introduced  required  plaintiffs  to  furnish  proof  of  loss 
before  a  cause  of  action  accrued  therein,  defendant,  by  pleading 
inconsistent  defenses  and  by  denying  all  liability  in  the  answer 
waived  proof  of  loss.  We  are  unable  to  hold  the  defenses  incon- 
sistent. They  might  all  be  true.  Although  the  insurance  may 
have  been  procured  by  fraud,  there  may  also  have  been  default 
in  the  payment  of  assessments,  and  a  failure  to  furnish  proofs  of 
loss  as  well.**'  Nor  did  defendant  by  denial  of  liability  in  its 
answer  waive  proof  of  loss.  The  denial  of  liability,  to  be  effect- 
ive as  a  waiver,  must  precede  the  institution  of  suit.  There  is  no 
proof  of  such  denial,  and  whatever  averments  of  non-liability  the 
answer  contains  are  met  by  the  general  denial  in  the  reply.  *A 
party  cannot  be  allowed  to  rely  on  -allegations  found  in  his  adver- 
sary's  pleadings  to  make  out  his  cause  of  action  or  defense,  and 
at  the  same  time  put  these  allegations  in  issue  by  denials.''*^ 
Under  any  proper  view  of  the  pleadings  and  proof  we  believe  it

§  608.  The  Same  Subject  Continued— Waiver  Before  Loss.— - 
In  a  recent  case,*'*  the  Missouri  Court  of  Appeals  went  far  in 
holding  that  the  company  had  waived  the  requirement  of  the 
statute  of  that  state  that  proofs  must  be  furnished  within  a  cer- 
tain time.  In  that  case  the  annual  premium  on  the  policy  was 
paid  to  March,  1907,  when  default  was  made.  Prior  to  the  lapse 
of  the  policy  in  1906,  the  insured  and  beneficiary  had  obtained 
a  loan  from  the  company  on  the  pledge  of  the  policy.  The  loan 
agreement  provided  that  if  any  premium^  or  interest,  on  the  loan 
was  not  paid  on  the  date  when  due  the  pledge  should  be  fore* 
closed  by  the  application  of  the  reserve  on  the  policy.  The  in- 
sured failed  to  pay  the  premium  due  March,  1907,  as  well  as  the 
interest.  Thereupon  the  policy  by  its  terms  lapsed  and  the  de- 
fendant foreclosed  the  pledge  of  the  policy  by  deducting  the 
amount  of  the  loan  from  the  reserve.  Under  the  statute  of  Mis- 
souri  the  loan  could  not  be  satisfied  in  this  way,  but  the  insured 
was  entitled  to  extended  insurance  provided  notice  and  proofs  of 
death  were  furnished  within  ninety  days  from  the  death.  The 
insured  died  within  the  term  of  extended  insurance  but  no  de- 
mand was  made  of  the  company,  or  proofs  furnished,  until  sev- 
eral years  after  the  death.  In  its  opinion  the  court  said :  * '  The 
plaintiff  claims  a  waiver  of  this  provision  of  the  statute,  requir- 
ing proofs  of  loss  within  ninety  days,  on  the  ground  that  soon 
after  default  was  made  in  the  payment  of  premium,  but  before 
the  insured's  death,  the  defendant  took  the  action  specified  in  its 
letter  under  date  of  September  5,  1907,  and  gave  notice  thereof 
to  the  insured,  as  follows:.  'Dear  Sir:  By  a  loan  agreement 
executed  the  28th  day  of  March,  1906,  the  above  policy  on  the  life 
of  Henry  M.  Mun  was  pledged  to  and  deposited  with  the  New 
York  Life  Insurance  Company  as  collateral  security  for  a  cash 
loan  of  $270.  The  premium  and  interest  due  on  said  policy  on 
the  25th  day  of  March,  1907,  not  having  been  paid,  the  principal 
of  said  loan  became  due  and  has  been  settled  according  to  the 
terms  of  the  policy  and  the  policy  has  no  further  value. '    This  is

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a  clear  denial  of  defendant's  liability  on  this  policy,  and  there  is 
no  doubt  as  a  general  proposition  that  if  an  insurance  company 
denies  all  liability  on  a  policy  before  the  time  expires  for  furnish- 
ing proofs  of  loss,  then  it  thereby  waives  the  furnishing  of  such 
proofs.  The  company  cannot  require  proofs  of  loss  to  be  fur- 
nished when  it  is  saying  that  nothing  will  be  paid  even  if  such 
p;roofs  are  furnished.'**  In  Walker  v.  Knights  of  Maccabees,'" 
the  court  held:  *The  contention  that  there  should  be  proofs  of 
loss  in  the  face  of  such  action  and  such  plea  is  like  saying:  "We 
want  proofs  of  loss,  but  we  won't  pay  you  when  you  make  them." 
Whenever  it  appears  from  the  declarations  of  the  insurance  com- 
pany that  it  has  determined  not  to  pay  the  (insurance)  policy 
even  though  proofs  of  death  are  furnished,  then  such  proofs  are 
useless  and  unnecessary.'**  To  this  defendant  replies  that  its 
letter,  denying  liability,  cannot,  in  the  present  case,  be  held  to 
effect  a  waiver  for  that  this  letter  was  written  before  the  in- 
sured's death,  and  consequently  before  any  right  of  the  company 
to  receive,  or  obligation  of  the  beneficiary  to  furnish,  proofs  of 
loss  arose;  that  a  waiver  can  only  apply  to  an  existing  right."* 
This  principle  cannot  apply  to  the  facts  here.  This  letter,  con- 
taining a  denial  of  all  liability,  was  written  after  default  was 
made  in  the  payment  of  premium,  an^  after  the  Missouri  non- 
forfeiture statute  had,  whether  defendant  was  willing  or  not,  con- 
verted this  policy  into  temporary  insurance  for  the  full  amount 
thereof.  Plaintiff  as  beneficiary  then,  and  without  anything  fur- 
ther being  done  by  her  or  the  insured,  at  least  before  his  death, 
became  entitled  to  recover  on  this  policy  in  the  event  the  insured 
died  within  the  term  of  temporary  insurance.  This  was  a  valuable 
right,  which  defendant  denied,  and  had  in  effect  said  it  would 
never  pay  anything  on  this  policy,  even  if  the  insured  died  within 
such  time,  and  that  it  would  be  useless  for  plaintiff  to  make  claim

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therefor.  To  use  a  term  taken  from  the  law  of  dower,  the  plain- 
tiff had  an  'inchoate'  right  to  claim  and,  on  furnishing  proofs  of 
loss,  to  demand  the  amount  of  the  policy  when  her  right  became 
consummate  upon  the  death  of  her  husband  within  the  term  of 
the  temporary  insurance.  We  see  no  reason  why  defendant  by 
notifying  plaintiff  that  it  denied  her  right  to  receive,  and  that  it 
never  would  pay  anything  on  this  policy,  even  if  her  husband  died 
within  the  limited  period  of  temporary  insurance,  did  not  render 
her  furnishing  proofs  of  death  a  useless  act,  and  furnish  ev6ry 
element  of  waiver.  Whether  the  denial  of  all  liability  was  before 
or  after  her  claim  became  due  is  immaterial.  An  examination  of 
the  facts  in  Walker  v.  Knights  of  Maccabees,  supra,  will  dis- 
close that  the  only  proof  of  death  of  the  insured  arose  from  the 
presumption  of  seven  years'  absence  after  his  disappearance  in 
1902,  and  in  such  case  the  date  of  death,  so  far  as  furnishing 
proofs  of  loss  is  concerned,  is  presumed  to  be  the  end  of  such 
period,  or  1909.^^^  The  action  of  the  insurer  in  denying  liability 
was  in  1904,  and  long  before  the  claim  matured,  but  the  court 
had  no  difficulty  in  holding  that  the  denial  of  all  liability  before 
the  insured's  death  constituted  a  waiver  of  proof  of  loss  after 
his  death.  It  is  true  that  the  letter,  denying  liability  in  the  pres- 
ent case,  was  directed  to  the  insured,  rather  than  the  beneficiary, 
but  they  were  husband  and  wife,  living  together.  She  had  joined 
with  him  in  making  the  loan  which  defendant  claimed  had  con- 
sumed the  reserve  value  of  the  policy.  This  letter  was  left  in 
her  possession  at  his  death,  and  by  her  produced  at  the  trial.  If 
notice  directly  to  her  of  the  defendant's  denial  of  liability  is 
necessary  to  excuse  her  failure  to  furnish  proofs  of  loss,  which 
we  do  not  decide,  the  evidence  justified  such  a  finding." 

§  609.  Other  Acts  of  Insurer  in  Regard  to  Proofs  of  Loss 
amounting  to  Waiver  of  Particular  Requirements. — In  treating 
of  the  subject  of  proofs  of  loss,'''^  we  referred  to  a  few  of  the 
most  elementary  rules  of  waiver  and  estoppel  which  are  now  so 
well  established  as  to  be  axiomatic.  Some  have  indeed  never 
been  questioned.  The  first  of  these  is  that  when  proofs  are  made 
in  time,  the  company  must  point  out  specifically  its  objections

The  company  must  point  out  the  defects  in  the  proofs  of  loss 
within  a  reasonable  time.'*^'     Requiring  additional  proof  is  no 
waiver  of  defense  of  suicide,'^*  but  entering  the  policy  on  the 
books  as  forfeited  is  waiver  of  proofs  of  loss.*^*    Mere  silence 
cannot  often  be  construed  to  be  a  waiver,  but  generally  the  re- 
verse.'^^    Silence  is  not  a  waiver  if  the  proofs  are  received  after 
the  stipulated  time.*'''    Nor  are  defects  in  the  proofs  waived  by  a 
mere  rejection  of  the  claim  of  the  insured,  it  not  appearing  on 
what  ground  it  was  rejected ;  ''^  but  otherwise  if  the  cause  of  re- 
jection did  appear  and  such  cause  was  not  for  defects  in  the 
notice  or  statement  of  loss.*''*    The  disclaimer  of  alT  liability,  or 
the  placing  of  a  refusal,  to  pay  on  other  grounds  than  the  failure

to  famish  proofs,  is  a  waiver  of  such  proofs,  and  they  need  not, 
under  such  circumstances  be  furnished.'''^  An  adjustment  of 
the  loss  and  a  promise  to  pay  estops  the  company  from  denying 
its  liability.**®  Receipt  of  proofs  and  an  admission  of  liability 
will  not  estop  the  company  if  the  breach  of  condition  was  un- 
known at  the  time.**^  Nor  the  mere  furnishing  the  blank 
forms ;  ***  nor  negotiating  for  a  settlement.'**  But  an  unreason- 
able retention  of  the  proofs  without  objection  is  a  waiver  of  the 
limitation  of  time  for  suit.***  And  if  the  policy  provides  that 
notice  of  loss  shall  be  given  within  a  longer  time  than  that  re- 
quired under  a  statute,  the  statutory  requirement  is  waived.*** 
But  a  company  cannot  take  advantage  of  any  delays  or  failures 
on  the  part  of  the  insured  to  comply  with  the  requirements  of  the

Any  action  of  the  insurer  in  negotiating  for  a  settlement  or  any 
conduct  leading  the.  insured  to  believe  that  the  claims  will  be 
paid  without  suit,  estops  the  company  from  taking  advantage  of 
the  provision  in  the  policy  limiting  the  time  for  bringing  suit"* 

§  610.  When  Insurer  is  Precluded  From'Oertain  Defenses.— 
It  has  been  also  held  that  when  sued  upon  a  policy  the  company 
cannot  make  any  objections  to  paying  a  loss  that  are  different 
from  or  additional  to  those  which  is  stated  when  it  refused  to 
pay.'**  An  insurance  company,  however,  is  not  -deprived  of  tbe 
defense  of  breach  of  warranty  because,  when  a  claim  is  first  pre- 
sented, while  denying  its  liability,  it  omits  to  disclose  the  ground 
of  defense  or  states  another  ground  than  that  on  which  it  finally 
relies;  there  must  be  in  addition  evidence  justifying  a  finding 
that  with  full  knowledge  of  the  facts,  there  was  an  intention 
to  abandon  or  not  to  insist  upon  such  defense,  or  that  it  was  pur- 
posely concealed  under  circumstances  calculated  to,  and  which

party  to  a  litigation  cannot  be  confined  to  the  position  first  taken 
by  him  and  out  of  which  the  litigation  arose  if  he  took  such  posi- 
tion under  a  mistake  of  facts  that  was  due  to  the  want  of  infor- 
mation which  the  other  party  ought  to  have  given  him.*'^  An 
oflfer  to  compromise  can  never  estop  the  party  making  it  from 
setting  up  any  defense,  or  asserting  any  right  to  which  the  oflfer 
relates,*'^  but  by  paying  the  amount  due  on  a  policy  the  company 
waives  all  questions  as  to  the  validity  of  the  contract  which  it 
had  the  means  of  raising  when  it  paid,  except  fraud.'*'  Delivery 
of  a  check  estops  the  company  from  claiming  thai  the  payee  is 
not  the  right  party.'**

§  611.  Ooncerning  the  Subjects  of  this  Chapter.— We  shall  not 
attempt,  within  the  limits  of  this  single  chapter,  to  discuss  at 
length  all  the  matters,  or  examine  all  the  cases,  relating  to  reme- 
dies, practice,  pleading  and  evidence  in  suits  upon  insurance  con- 
tracts. Such  a  discussion  would  require  a  volume  for  nearly 
every  insurance  ease  decides  points  of  pleading,  evidence,  or  ini- 
stmctions  to  the  jury.  If  it  were  even  possible  to  do  this,  it 
would  not  be  desirable,  for  the  various  States  have  different 
methods  of  procedure,  and  remedies  and  practice  are  not  uniform ; 
many  of  the  decisions  involve  local  questions  only,  and  are  of  no 
general  value.  We  can  only  refer  to  certain  primary  rules  and 
cite  authorities  bearing  on  general  principles,  leaving  the  practi- 
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tioner  to  supplement  what  may  here  be  said  by  reference  to  local 
statutes  and  decisions.  There  is  no  reason  why  remedies,  or  plead- 
ings, or  evidence  in  suits  upon  insurance  contracts  should  be  ex- 
ceptions and  governed  by  special  irules.  In  fact,  the  same  funda- 
mental and  general  principles  apply  to  remedies  upon  insurance 
policies  as  to  those  upon  other  contracts.  The  cases  here  to  be 
referred  to  or  examined  are  simply  the  application  of  general 
principles  to  individual,  or  special,  conditions  of  facts.  We  have 
necessarily,  in  the  preceding  chapters,  often  spoken  incidentally, 
and  sometimes  directly,  of  many  matters  which,  perhaps,  might 
have  been  more  properly  reserved  until  now,  for  it  is  difficult  to 
omit  reference  to  questions  of  remedies,  procedure  or  evidence, 
when  they  have  been  discussed  in  connection  with  other  subjects. 
What  is  to  be  here  written,  therefore,  may  sometimes  be  supple- 
mentary to  what  has  gone  before  and  it  is  to  be  taken  in  connec- 
tion therewith.  The  various  matters  considered  in  this  chapter  are 
also,  to  a  great  extent,  inharmonious  and  disjunctive,  but  it 
seemed  best  to  here  collect  all  the  cases  of  general  value  bearing 
on  points  not  before  discussed,  as  well  as  those  relating  to  the  sub- 
jects mentioned  in  the  title. 


§  612.  Parties  and  Forms  of  Action  in  Suits  by  or  Against 
Voluntary  Associations. — ^In  what  way  suits  shall  be  brought  by 
or  against  voluntary,  unincorporated  associations,  and  whether 
all  the  members  of  such  society  shall  be  made  parties,  or  only 
its  president  or  treasurer,  is  sometimes  regulated  by  statute;* 
but  generally  the  question  of  parties  and  form  of  action  are  d^ 
termined  as  in  ordinary  cases.  Voluntary  associations  are  recog- 
nized by  the  common  law  and  the  right  of  members  to  sue  in  be- 
half of  themselves  and  others  in  matters  pertaining  to  or  affect-

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ing  their  common  interests  has  been  sustained/  A  voluntary  asso- 
ciation cannot  be  sued  by  name  as  such ;  '^  nor  sue ;  ^  nor  can  there 
be  a  judgment  against  a  voluntary  association  as  such  by  name.* 

No  judgment  in  an  action  at  law  can  be  rendered  against  the 
Trustees  of  a  voluntary  association.^  The  custodian  of  the  funds 
of  a  voluntary  association  is  not  liable  in  an  action  at  law  brought 
against  him  by  the  holder  of  an  order  drawn  by  such  association 
to  him,  although  the  funds  appropriate  for  the  purpose  of  the 
payment  of  the  order  were  in  the  hands  of  such  custodian.*  Suit 
may  be  brought  against  some  members  of  a  voluntary  association 
without  joining  the  others.*  While  a  lodge  acting  under  a  charter 
granted  by  a  supreme  lodge,  the  latter  being  incorporated,  may 
have  power  to  sue,  its  officers  having  the  legal  title  and  holding 
property  in  trust  for  it  may  sue  to  recover  such  property.* 

Assumpsit  will  not  lie  against  a  voluntary  association.  Suit  in 
equity  is  the  proper  procedure.^®  But  it  is  said  that  an  action 
can  be  maintained  in  the  name  of  a  voluntary  association  if  no

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plea  in  abatement  is  filed.^^  The  trustees  of  an  unincorporated 
society  may  also  sue  as  such  where  the  statute  authorizes  suits 
to  be  brought  by  trustees  of  an  express  trust.^^  And  the  president 
can  sue  if  authorized  by  a  resolution  of  the  association.^'  It  has 
been  held  ^^  that  the  trustees  of  a  voluntary  association  camiot 
maintain  an  action  against  an  ex-treasurer  for  the  funds  of  the 
association,  he  refusing"  to  turn  them  over  to  hiA  successor,  no 
warrant  being  drawn,  the  laws  of  the  association  not  providing 
for  such  an  emergency.^*^  Nor  by  the  treasurer.^*  But  the  mem- 
bers can  sue.^^  In  what  way  benefit  societies,  if  voluntary  asso- 
ciations merely,  are  to  be  sued  or  are  to  sue,  dei>ends  upon 
whether  the  controversy  is  internal,  as  where  a  member  sues,  or 
external,  as  where  an  outsider  sues  or  is  sued  by  the  society.  How 
actions  are  to  be  brought  also  depends  upon  the  way  in  which  the 
association  is  regarded,  whether  as  an  acting  corporation  or 
partnership.  The  fact  that  the  plaintiff  was  a  member  of  the 
voluntary  association  he  was  suing  at  law  has  been  held  to  be  no 
ba?  to  the  action,"  but  the  contrary  is  probably  the  better  doe- 
trine."  Of  tjiese  questions  we  have  already  spoken.*®  A  lodge 
is  not  liable  in  an  action  for  an  act  of  wrong,  outside  of  the  de- 
clared and  real  purpose  of  the  association,  for  such  wrongful  aet

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Stands  by  itself  to  be  answered  for  only  by  those  who  joined  in  its 
perpetration.*^  If  slanderous  words  are  spoken  by  a  lodge  or 
mutual  association,  of  a  member,  as  by  adopting  a  resolution  eon- 

• 

taining  the  objectionable  language,  an  action  will  not  lie  against 
the  association  as  a  partnership,  but  the  redress  is  against  the 
wrong-doers  in  their  individual  capacity.**  And  where  a  com- 
mittee, appointed  by  an  incorporated  lodge  of  a  mutual  aid  society 
to  investigate  certain  bills  incurred  for  expenses  in  sickness  and 
presented  by  a  member  for  payment,  but  not  specially  directed 
to  make  a  printed  report,  did  make  a  printed  report  which  con- 
tained libelous  matter  in  reference  to  such  member  and  placed 
copies  thereof  on  the  secretary's  desk  at  a  regular  meeting  of  the 
society ;  and  members  took  copies  of  the  same,  which  afterwards 
came  into  the  hands  of  persons  not  members;  and  the  society 
afterwards  adopted  the  report ;  it  was  held  **  that  there  was  no 
publication  by  the  society  of  such  libelous  report  to  render  it 
liable  therefor,  but  whatever  was  done  in  relation  to  its  being  cir- 
culated and  printed  was  the  individual  acts  of  the  committee  and 
of  certain  members.  Words  spoken  in  the  lodge  room,  reports 
of  committees,  or  resolutions  adopted  by  the  lodge,  that  are  slan- 
derous or  libelous,  are  as  a  rule  privileged,  although  by  a  mali- 
cious publication  certain  members  responsible  therefor  might  the 
personally  Uable.**  It  is  unnecessary,  however,  to  here  consider 
further  this  and  similar  questions.  Equity  takes  cognizance  of  the 
affairs  of  voluntary  associations,  and  grants  relief  by  treating 
them  as  partnerships,  or  otherwise,  or  by  looking  into  the  scheme 
and  compelling  conformity  to  it ;  or  reforming  it  and  enforcing  it ; 
or  if  the  plan  is  deemed  impracticable,-  decreeing  a  dissolution 
and  distributing  the  funds ;  and,  speaking  generally,  it  redresses, 
as  far  as  it  can,  the  grievances  of  the  members  of  these  societies 
who  complain  to  it  of  injustice  affecting  their  pecuniary  interests 
therein.  An  action  can  be  brought  in  equity  againist  the  presi- 
dent of  a  society  as  custodian  of  its  funds  to  subject  them  to  a

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debt  of  the  society,*^  and  the  trustees,  if  non-resident,  are  not 
necessary  parties.**  Service  on  the  president  and  secretary  is 
gpod.*^  The  general 'rules  of  equity  apply  and  benefit  societies 
in  the  eye  of  law,  are,  if  not  incorporated,  to  be  governed  and 
aided,  or  wound  u^  and  their  affairs  settled,  as  in  the  case  of 
other  voluntary  associations.**  If  a  bill  is  filed  to  distribute  the 
funds  of  a  voluntary  association  formed  for  social  and  charitable 
purposes  among  its  members,  a  decree  will  not  be  granted  unless 
it  clearly  appears  that  its  operations  have  ceased,  its  objects  en- 
tirely failed  and  its  purposes  abandoned.**  The  migratory  head- 
quarters of  an  association  cannot  control  jurisdiction,  the  domicile 
governs.*® 

§  613.  Remedies  of  Members  of  Benefit  Societies  Unlawfully 
Expelled:  Jurisdiction  of  Equity:  Uandamus:  Action  for 
Damages. — ^The  courts  have  frequently  been  called  upon  to  re- 
store members  of  benefit  societies  who  have  been  expelled  unlaw- 
fully, or  are  threatened  with  unlawful  expulsion.  In  another 
place  *^  we  have  consideerd  the  general  principles  governing  the 
expulsion,  or  discipline,  of  members  of  incorporated  and  unin- 
corporated societies,  and  it  is  not  necessary  to  again  refer  to  them. 
We  may,  however,  here  repeat  the  rule  that  if  the  lodge  or  ex- 
pelling tribunal,  has  jurisdiction,  if  the  by-laws  defining  the 
offense  and  punishment  are  valid,  and  the  proceedings  of  the

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lodge,  or  its  tribunal,  are  regular,  the  action  thus  taken  is  final. 
Neither  courts  of  law,  nor  those  of  equity  will  in  such  case  ex- 
amine into  the  merits  of  the  case.  The  only  questions-to  be  con- 
sidered are :  1.  Did  the  lodge,  or  its  tribunal,  have  jurisdiction 
and  proceed  regularly  f  2.  Was  the  by-law  establishing  the  offense 
and  prescribing  the  punishment  valid  f  If  these  questions  be  an- 
swered aflSrmatively  the  civil  courts  will  proceed  no  further.  If 
a  member  of  a  benefit  society  is  either  wrongfully  threatened  with 
expulsion,  or  has  been  unlawfully  expelled,  he  may  resort  to  a 
court  of  equity  and  enjoin  the  unlawful  proceedings  or  invoke 
assistance  in  being  restored."  The  court  will,  however,  only  look 
so  far  into  the  case  as  to  satisfy  itself  whether  there  has  been  an 
arbitrary  or  capricious  exercise  of  power,  or  whether  the  society 
had  jurisdiction,  or  the  by-law  under  which  it  acted  was  valid; 
if  it  finds  that  there  was  jurisdiction,  and  a  valid  by-law  and  no 
abuse  of  power,  it  will  not  interfere.**  In  a  case  in  England,'* 
where  the  question  was  as  to  the  good  faith  of  the  governing 
committee,  five  out  of  its  eighteen  members  were  allowed  to  tes- 
tify that  they  acted  bona  fide,  and  were  not  influenced  by  the 
other  party  to  the  controversy.  In  another  case  '^  the  court  de- 
clined to  take  the  plaintifi!'s  assertion  that  in  his  belief,  or  in  his 
suspicion,  the  committee  acted  capriciously  in  expelling  him,  in 
view  of  the  fact  that  the  committee,  when  called  upon,  swore  that 
they  had  not  exercised  their  power  capriciously,  unjustly,  mali- 
ciously or  corruptly,  and  gave  their  reasons.    The  most  appro-

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priate  remedy  for  a  member  of  a  society  wongfully  expelled  is 
by  a  proceeding  in  mandamus  to  compel  his  restoration.'*  There 
are  numerous  very  early  instances  of  a  resort  to  this  remedy  in 
the  United  States,'^  and  it  has  always  been  regarded  as  particu- 
larly effective  and  complete.'*  The  Supreme  Court  of  Rhode 
Island  holds  that  it  is  the  only  proper  remedy  as  an  action  for 
damages  is  based  on  an  acquiescence  which  would  be  a  waiver." 
If  the  association  is  one  having  no  property,  and  no  property  right 
is  effected,  and  no  personal  injury  is  inflicted,  it  is  doubtful 
whether  a  member  however  unjustly  or  summarily  expelled,  can 
be  restored  by  mandamus,*^  or  indeed  has  any  remedy  whatever." 
If  the  member  expelled  has,  under  the  by-laws,  the  right  of  ap- 
peal which  he  has  not  exercised,  the  court  will  not  award  a  man- 
damus,^' nor,  if  though  expelled  without  notice,  he  admits  his 
guilt.^'  The  rules  applying  to  ordinary  proceedings  in  mandamus 
and  the  practice  in  such  cases  are  to  be  followed  by  members  of 
societies  and  lodges  who  invoke  this  potent  and  summary  remedy 
The  petition,  alternate  writ  and  peremptory  writ  must  be  sufficient 
in  these  as  in  other  cases,  and  the  hearing  is  the  same.    The  gen-

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eral  rule,  already  referred  to,  governs  here  also  that  the  court 
upon  the  hearing  will  only  inquire  as  to  the  jurisdiction  of  the 
lodge,  or  expelling  tribunal,  not  into  the  merits  of  the  case.  This 
is  a  principle  well  established  and  adhered  to.**  In  order  to  en- 
able the  court  to  judge  whether  the  society  had  jurisdiction,  the 
return  to  an  alternate  writ  of  mandamus  must  set  forth  distinctly 
and  in  detail  all  the  facts  relating  to  conviction,  both  as  to  the 
accusation,  or  charge,  and  the  methods  and  mode  of  proceeding. 
It  is  not  enough  to  state  in  general  terms  that  the  member  ex- 
pelled was  guilty  of  a  violation  of  duty,  the  charges  must  be  spe- 
cific.*® The  return  must  be  exact  and  full  and  state  facts,  not 
legal  conclusions ;  *^  and  these  facts  must  not  be  set  forth  argu- 
mentatively,  inferenT;ially,  or  evasively,  but  with  certainty  to  a 
common  intent.*^  It  is  enough  in  pleading  a  by-law  to  set  out  its 
legal  effect  without  reciting  its  exact  language,  and  under  such 
a  pleading  the  by-law  itself  may  be  put  in  evidence.**  Notice  is 
not  sufficiently  proved  by  the  testimony  of  a  witness  that  he 
served  upon  the  accused  member  a  written  notice  to  appear  at  a 
particular  time,  where  he  also  testifies  that  he  cannot  say  what 
the  notice  was,  as  he  handed  it  to  the  accused  without  reading  it 
to  him,  and  it  was  written  by  an  officer  of  the  society  who  was 
not  examined.*'  The  Supreme  Court  of  Michigan  has  said :  ^® 
''The  only  ground  on  which  this  court  can  interfere  with  organ- 
ized bodies  by  mandamus  in  aid  of  a  member,  is  that  as  corpora- 
tions they  are  subject  to  our  judicial  oversight  to  prevent  their 
depriving  members  of  corporate  privileges  illegally.    Where  such

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bodies  are  not  corporations,  or  where  the  question  presented  does 
not  involve  tangible  and  valuable  corporate  privilieges,  we  cannot 
interfere  in  this  way.  A  person  who  is  wronged,  if  he  has  a  legal 
cause  of  action,  may  pursue  it  in  the  appropriate  action  for  dam- 
ages against  the  persons  who  wrong  him,  but  mandamus  cannot 
lie. ' '  It  seems  to  be  the  rule  that  while  mandamus  is  the  remedy 
in  case  of  expulsion  from  membership  in  a  corporation,  equity  is 
the  forum  where  the  society  is  unincorporated.^^  In  the  case 
cited  the  court  said:  '*We  find  on  examination,  that  nearly  all  the 
cases  of  expulsion  from  societies,  in  which  the  remedy  by  injunc- 
tion has  been  successful,  or  where  the  jurisdiction  of  equity  was 
conceded,  were  cases  where  the  society  was  not  incorporated.^* 
That  mandamus  is  the  regular  remedy  to  restore  a  member  of  a 
corporation  who  has  been  illegally  disfranchised,  has  certainly 
been  the  settled  law  since  the  decision  of  the  King's  Bench  in  the 
case  of  Bagg  in  the  year  1616.^'  In  the  Supreme  Court  of  New 
York  the  distinction  has  been  taken  that,  while  mandamus  is  the 
proper  remedy,  where  the  party  aggrieved  seeks  restoration  to  a 
membership  in  a  corporation  ^*  yet  this  principle  does  not  apply 
in  the  case. of  an  unincorporated  association,  but  that,  in  the  latter 
case,  if  the  party  has  any  remedy,  it  is  by  suit,  that  is,  by  an  ac- 
tion for  an  order  of  restoration.^^  Decisions  in  Pennsylvania, 
Wisconsin,  and  perhaps  in  other  states  which  accord  the  remedy 
in  equity  in  the  case  of  quarrels  among  the  members  of  religious 
societies,  corporate  or  unincorporated,  rest  on  somewhat  excep- 
tional grounds,  for  there,  as  has  been  pointed  out  in  Pennsylvania, 
a  resort  to  equity  may  be  necessary  in  order  to  prevent  a  multi- 
plicity of  actions.^^  The  jurisdiction  of  equity  over  charitable 
corporations  rests  on  another  ground.'*  Where  the  member  of  a 
beneficial  association  was  entitled  to  notice  before  expulsion,  but 
was  expelled  without  notice  and  in  his  absence,  it  was  held,  in

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Pennsylvania,  that  he  could  recover  damages  commensurate  with 
the  extent  of  the  injury  caused  by  the  expulsion.^^  And  if  one 
excludes  a  member  of  a  religious  society  from  the  proper  enjoy- 
ment of  the  property  for  religious  worship  and  instruction  he  can 
maintain  an  action  therefor,  and  in  fixing  his  damages  the  mjury 
to  his  feelings  may  be  considered.**  It  has  been  held,  however, 
that  if  the  proceedings  were  in  good  faith  no  damages  can  be  re- 
covered.*' The  right  of  a  member  of  an  incorporated  or  unincor- 
porated society  to  bring  his  action  at  law  for  damages  sustained 
because  of  unlawful  explusion  never  seems  to  have  been  ques- 
tioned and  it  is  only  incidentally  in  other  proceedings  that  this 
right  has  been  referred  to.*®  By  appearing  and  standing  trial 
and  afterwards  appealing  to  a  higher  judicatory  the  member 
waives  irregu^firities  and  acknowledges  jurisdiction.  When  ex- 
pelled he  cannot  afterward  sue  for  damages.**  If,  however,  a 
member  of  a  benevolent  society  brings  a  civil  action  to  recover 
damages  for  the  loss  of  his  rights  and  privileges  as  such  member, 
occasioned  by  the  expulsion,  the  bringing  of  such  action  is  a 
waiver  of  his  right  to  a  mandamus  to  restore  him  to  his  rights 
and  privileges  of  membership."  Ordinarily,  one  partner  cannot 
sue  his  copartners  at  law  but  in  the  case  above  stated,  of  a  mem- 
ber of  a  voluntary  association  suing  for  damages  for  unlawful 
expulsion,  the  suit  for  damages  is  an  election  to  remain  an  out-

§  614.  Idmitations  in  Policies  on  Time  ^nithin  Which  Action 
Must  Be  Brought  Thereon;  or  as  to  Place  of  Bringing  Suit^  or  as 
to  Issue  of  Execution. — ^The  contract  of  insurance  being  a  volun- 
tary one,  the  insurers  have' the  right  to  designate  the  terms  upon 
which  they  will  be  responsible  for  losses.  It  has  accordingly  been 
held  that  a  condition  in  a  policy  of  insurance  that  no  action 
against  the  insurers  on  the  policy  shall  be  sustained  xuiless  com- 
menced within  a  certain  time — as,  for  example,  twelve  months, 
after  the  loss  shall  have  occurred,  and  that  the  lapse  of  this 
period  shall  be  conclusive  evidence  against  the  validity  of  any 
claim  asserted,  if  an  action  for  its  enforcement  be  subsequently 
commenced,  is  valid  and  is  not  against  the  policy  o?  the  statute  of 
limitations.^*    In  some  states  laws  exist  specially  relating  to  the

time  within  which  actions  on  insurance  policies  shall  be  brought. 
In  sueh  case  the  statute  governs  as  to  all  policies  thereafter  is- 
sued.*^ The  action  mentioned  in  the  condition  (which  must  be 
commenced  within  the  twelve  months)  must  be  the  one  which  is 
prosecuted  to  judgment.  The  failure  of  a  previous  action  from 
any  cause  cannot  alter  the  case,  although  such  previous  actior 
was  commenced  within  the  period  prescribed.^'  The  time  taken 
in  attempting  to  sue  a  domestic  company  in  a  foreign  jurisdiction 
is  not  to  be  deducted  from  the  time  allowed  by  the  policy  in  suing 
on  ity'^  and  an  action  is  not  begun  within  the  limitation  unless 
the  court  in  which  proceedings  were  instituted  had  jurisdiction.'* 
The  limitation  concerning  the  time  within  which  suits  must  be 
brought  does  not  apply  to  actions  to  recover  money  paid  as  pre- 
miums, but  only  to  actions  on  the  policy,'*  nor  does  it  apply  to 
actions  against  the  stockholder  of  a  company,''®  nor  to  one  who 
holds  the  policy  as  collateral  security,  if  the  condition  is  in  the 
charter  of  a  mutual  company;^*  nor  to  proving  up  a  claim  be- 
fore a  master,^*  nor  to  an  ancillary  action  brought  to  reform  the 
policy;  ^*  nor  to  an  action  to  recover  where  the  company  induced

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a  settlement  by  false  representations;^^  nor  to  an  action  for 
rescission.''^  And  the  limitation  is  not  binding  when  it  depends 
upon  a  condition  which  either  party  to  it  may  defeat,^*  as  for  ex- 
ample, that  no  suit  shall  be  brought  until  the  case  has  been  sub- 
mitted  to  arbitration,  for  either  party  may  refuse  to  submit.  Nor 
does  the  condition  apply  when  suit  is  brought  on  the  adjustment 
of  the  loss,  for  the  action  is  on  the  independent  agreement,  though 
it  rests  in  parolJ'^  An  action  originally  brought  within  the  pre- 
scribed time  is  not  affected  by  an  amendment  changing  the  plain- 
tiff,'* or  the  defendant,  if  it  appeared,'*  for  in  such  case  the 
amendment  relates  back  to  the  institution  of  the  suit.  Where 
the  suit  is  dismissed  and  a  second  suit  is  brought  after  the  period 
limited  it  is  too  late,*^  and  so  where  the  first  suit  is  held  prema- 
ture on  appeal.*^  A  suit  is  commenced  when  the  precipe  is  filed 
and  the  summons  issued.*^  A  stipulation  in  a  policy  that  no  exe- 
cution shall  issue  on  a  judgment  obtained  against  the  company 
until  a  certain  period  after  the  rendition  thereof  is  valid.  Such 
a  provision  in  the  charter  of  a  mutual  company  was  sustained,  al- 
though the  judgment  upon  which  the  execution  was  sought  was 
founded  upon  a  foreign  judgment  obtained  a  long  time  before." 
A  stipulation  or  condition  in  a  policy  that  suit  shall  be  commenced 
in  a  certain  court  has  been  held  to  be  void  as  against  public  pol- 
icy.** And  a  condition  that  if  the  insured  is  not  satisfied  with 
the  adjustment,  he  may  bring,  or  must  bring,  his  suit  to  a  certain

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court  within  a  certain  time,  does  not  apply  where  the  loss  was  not 
adjusted.^^  The  cause  of  action  arises  where  the  insured  died.'* 
Where  the  policy  limited  the  time  of  suit  to  a  year  after  an 
award  should  be  obtained  under  its  terms,  the  court  intimated, 
in  an  action  to  reform  the  policy  and  for  a  recovery  thereon  as 
reformed,  that  it  wad  doubtful  whether  the  limitation  applied, 
except  where  an  award  had  fixed  the  amount  of  the  daim.*^  A 
delay  of  ten  years  in  bringing  ^  suit  upon  a  policy  amounts  to 
laches.^'  But  it  has  been  held  that  there  can  be  no  laches  short 
of  the  period  fixed  by  the  statute  of  limitations.'^  If  the  last  day 
of  the  year,  limited  for  filing  suit,  is  Sunday,  the  action  is  in  time 
if  begun  on  the  following  Monday.^®  Statutes  of  limitation  apply 
only  to  the  right  of  action  and  not  to  defences.'^ 

§  615.  The  Same  Subject  Continued.— Undoubtedly  as  appears 
from  the  authorities  cited  in  the  preceding  section,  an  agreement 
in  the  policy  limiting  time  for  bringing  action  to  a  period  less 
than  that  prescribed  by  the  statute  of  limitations  is  valid  in  most 
of  the  states."^    Such  a  stipulation  applies  to  an  infant  as  well

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as  to  an  adult.*'  This  stipulation  may  be  waived.**  "Where  the 
contract  provided  that  action  should  be  brought  within  one  year 
after  proofs  were  passed  on  and  defendant's  wrongful  act  dis- 
pensed with  such  proofs,  the  contract  provision  does  not  apply.'' 
A  denial  of  liability  waives  the  right  to  insist  upon  a  provision 
of  the  policy  that  no  action  shall  be  commenced  against  it  until 
three  months  after  receipt  of  proofs.'*  This  stipulation  if  it  forms 
part  of  the  contract  will  be  enforced  in  another  state,  although 
such  limitation  is  invalid  under  the  laws  of  such  other  state.'^ 
This 'Stipulation  limiting  the  time  for  bringing  suit  to  a  period 
less  than  that  fixed  by  the  statutes  of  limitation  has,  however, 
been  held  void  as  against  public  policy.  The  Court  of  Appeals  of 
Kentucky  has  said:"  ''The  gist  of  the  r^soning  advanced  in 
the  Riddlesbarger  case,"  and  in  the  text  books,  which  have 
adopted  it,  is  that  it  is  essential  to  the  insurer  to  have  the  claim 
promptly  presented  and  adjusted,  as  by  a  great  la^sc  of  time  the 
circumstances  of  the  transaction  are  apt  to  fade  from  the  memory 
of  disinterested  witnesses,  or  the  evidence  will  be  lost,  and  the 
insured  or  beneficiary,  being  on  the  ground,  would  have  an 
undue  advantage,  which  might  be  turned  into  the  fabrication  of 
evidence  and  the  like  to  support  unmeritorious  claims.  The  ar- 
gument, when  presented  to  the  legislature,  might  justify  that 
body's  enacting  a  general  law  of  limitation  for  this  class  of  con- 
tracts different  from  that  applied  to  ordinary  written  obligations. 
But  it  is  not  a  good  reason  why  the  statute  now  in  force  and

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applicable  to  such  contracts — the  statute  of  fifteen  years  ^^^  should 
not  be  applied  by  the  courts.  Beside,  the  condition  of  the  law  in 
this  state  does^not  warrant  the  application  of  the  reasoning.  For 
here  we  enforce  the  provision  of  the  contract  requiring  that  the 
insured  or  beneficiary  furnish  promptly  notice  and  proof  of  loss* 
as  a  condition  precedent  to  his  right  to  sue.  This  puts  before  the 
insurer  the  fact  that  it  is  claimed  to  be  liable  on  the  policy,  and 
the  circumstances  and  names  of  witnesses  by  w;hich  it  is  proposed 
to  establish  it.*®^  It  is  then  open  to  the  insurer  to  protect  itself, 
if  it  deems  the  claim  imfounded  in  merit,  in  two  ways :  (1)  To 
proceed  under  the  code  to  perpetuate  its  evidence,  so  that  when- 
ever the  action  may  be  brought  against  it,  it  has  lost  nothing  by 
deaths  and  removals  of  witnesses ;  (2)  or  it  may  sue  at  once  to  be 
relieved  of  the  liability  claimed,  on  the  ground  that  it  has  been 
discharged,  or  that  the  contract  has  terminated,  or  for  whatever 
reason,  and  it  may  thus  at  once  force  a  trial  of  the  matter,  getting 
such  advantages  as  accrue  from  that  fact.  While  recognizing  the 
great  ability  of  the  justices  of  the  Supreme  Court,  and  the  learn- 
ing and  wisdom  of  the  courts  of  final  resort  of  the  states  that  have 
adopted  a  different  policy,  yet  we  feel  constrained  to  declare  that 
the  public  policy  of  Kentucky  is  a  matter  peculiarly  for  her  own 
construction  and  application.  The  reasoifing  applied  to  uphold 
the  distinction  made  in  favor  of  insurance  contracts  to  us  is  un- 
satis^ng,  while  the  objections  to  the  principle  on  which  it  rests 
are  insuperable.**  The  limitation  has  also  been  held  invalid  in 
Nebra8ka.^<>* 

§  616.  When  the  Statute  of  Limitations  Applies.^If  no  limi- 
tation is  imposed  by  the  policy  the  ordinary  statutes  of  limitation 
apply.  In  a  case  where  no  certificate  was  issued  and  the  right  of 
the  beneficiary  of  a  benefit  society  was  defined  by  the  laws  of  the 
same  it  was  held  that  the  statute  of  limitations  upon  actions  upon

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parol  agreements  applied.^®*  In  Oeorgia,  however,  it  was  held  by 
the  Supreme  Court,  in  a  ease  where  the  defendant  was  incorpo- 
rated for  insuring  lives,  and  the  charter  provided  that  the  amount 
due  at  the  member's  death  should  be  paid  in  a  specified  way,  that 
the  statute  of  limitations  in  regard  to  enforcement  of  rights  ac- 
cruing to  individuals  under  statutes,  acts  of  incorporation,  or 
operation  of  law  applied,  because  the  liability  was  statutory,  rest- 
ing on  the  defendant's  charter.^^*  Where  the  existence  of  a  policy 
was  concealed  from  the  insured  by  the  agent  of  the  company  for 
over  six  years,  although  he  had  received  it  to  be  delivered  to  the 
insured,  it  was  held  that  the  force  of  the  statute  of  limitations 
could  not  be  avoided  by  pleading  the  fraud,  since  by  so  doing 
the  plaintiff  would  be  put  in  the  position  of  suing  on  a  contract 
consummated  by  concealed  delivery.*®^  If  a  policy  on  the  life 
of  the  debtor  be  assigned  to  the  creditor  on  condition  that  no 
steps  be  taken  to  collect  the  debt  during  the  life  of  such  debtor, 
the  statute  of  limitations  will  not  commence  to  run  against  the 
debt  until  the  death  of  the  debtor.^®*  A  company  doing  business 
in  a  State  is  considered  as  fully  domiciled  there  for  the  purpose 
cf  being  sued  and  may  rely  on  the  statute  of  limitations. ^^^ 
Where  evidence  aliun.de  is  necessary  to  show  who  is  beneficiary 
the  contract  is  not  one  in  writing  and  the  statute  of  limitations 
applicable  to  such  contracts  applies.^^*  Where  six  years'  pre- 
miums were  paid  under  a  twenty  pajonent  life  insurance  policy 
providing  that  after  three  premiums  had  been  paid  the  company 
would,  if  any  subsequent  premium  was  not  paid,  on  application 
therefor  before  default  or  within  six  months  thereafter  and  sur- 
render of  the  policy,  issue  a  paid-up  policy  for  as  many  twentieths 
of  the  face  amount  as  full  annual  premiums  had  been  paid,  and 
the  insured  was  notified  three  years  after  default  that  the  policy 
might  be  restored  on  complying  with  certain  conditions,  but  for 
eleven  years  thereafter  and  up  to  the  time  of  his  death  the  insured 
took  no  action  and  his  heir  took  no  action  for  three  years  f oUow-

§  617.  When  the  Limitatioits  Do  Not  Attach:  Waiver:  Ex- 
CQMs  for  Not  Bringing  Suit. — The  right  of  a  member  of  a  mutual 
company  is  not  affected  by  a  by-law  in  force  when  his  policy  was 
obtained,  unless  it  is  made  a  part  of  the  policy.""  And  if  the 
delay  to  bring  suit  within  the  designated  period  is  a  result  to " 
whioh  the  company  mainly  contributed  by  holding  out  hopes  of 
amicable  adjustment,  it  will  not  be  allowed  to  take  advantage 
thereof.  The  limitation  of  the  policy  will  also  be  disregarded  if 
insured  is  prevented  from  bringing  his  suit  by  fraud  or  the  in- 
surer's holding  out  reasonable  hopes  of  settlement;'"  or  by  the 
general  .counsel  of  the  company  writing  that  he  could  not  take  up 
the  case  immediately  but  did  not  thereafter  write;  '^'  or  the  agent 
of  the  company  mislead  the  assured,"*  and  the  limitation  may 
be  waived  after  the  action  is  legally  barred."*    Denial  of  all  lia-

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bility  is  a  waiver  if  the  limitation  runs  from  time  of  filing 
proof.^^^    If  wijhin  the  time  limited  for  suit  the  insurer  promise 
conditionally  to  pay  the  amount  at  a  future  date,  this  inter- 
vening time  is  excluded  in  calculating  the  period  of  limitation,^^* 
or  if  the  acts  and  omissions  of  the  company  delay  the  insured  in 
making  proofs,  for  say  five  months,  suit  on  the  policy  being  barred 
a  certain  time  after  loss,  this  period  of  five  months  is  to  be  ex- 
eluded  in  computing  the  time  within  which   action  must  be 
"brought,^^"^  and  where  the  agent  agreed  to  pay  as  soon  as  the 
money  was  received    the    limitations  were  suspended.^^^    Part 
payment    arrests    the    running    of   the    limitations.^^*     When, 
however,  all  negotiations  were  ended,  two  months  before  the  time 
limited  for  suit  had  elapsed,  it  was  held  that  no  excuse  existed 
justifying  the  court  in  sustaining  an  action  brought  six  months 
after  the  limit  expired ;  ^*®  and  mere  negotiations  are  not  sufficient 
to  show  a  waiver  of  the  condition  as  to  time  of  suit ;  **^  not  even 
a  promise  to  pay,  if  withdrawn  four  months  before  time  limited 
for  suit  elapsed.^^*    Ignorance  of  the  provision  as  to  limitation 
in  the  policy  of  the  time  of  bringing  suit  is  no  excuse,  although, 
the  policy  had  not  been  delivered;  ^^'  nor  is  a  mistake  in  the 
policy  as  to  the  time  the  risk  commenced;  ^**  nor  representations 
of  an  agent,  the  policy  negativing  his  authority ;  **^  nor  is  this

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condition  affected  by  a  waivier  of  other  conditions  in  the  pol- 
icy ;  ^**  nor  by  the  non-receipt  of  a  notice  of  the  disallowance  of 
the  cl^m  duly  mailed ;  ^^^  nor  by  the  fact  that  the  beneficiaries 
are  minors ;  ^**  nor  is.  the  limitation  waived  by  an  offer  of  com- 
promise ;  **•  nor  the  f ailinre  and  neglect  of  the  company  to  adjust 
the  loss ;  ^'^  nor  a  promise  of  the  insurer  to  write  and  inform  the 
insured  what  the  company  proposed  to  do.^*^  Whether  war  is  an 
excuse  for  not  bringing  suit  is  doubtful.  The  Supreme  Court  of 
the  United  States  has  held  in  the  affirmative  ^'*  but  there  is  au- 
thonty  to  the  contrary.^^*  And  so  in  regard  to  the  absence  of  the 
defendant  so  that  process  cannot  be  served  upon  him.  In  such  a 
case  the  Supreme  Court  of  Michigan  ^**  held  that  although  the 
first  summons  was  not  served  because  of  the  absence  of  the  de- 
fondant,  a  second  summons  issued  after  the  limit  of  time  had 
expired,  was  in  time,  irrespective  of  the  question  whether  it  was 
a  continuation  of  the  first  summons.^^^  The  appointment  of  a 
receiver  arrests  the  limitation.*'* 

§  618.  When  Time  of  Limitation  Begins  to  Btm.— A  question 
arising  more  frequently  in  cases  of  fire  than  of  life  insurance  is 
when  does  the  time  within  which  a  suit  must  be  brought  begin  to 
run.  The  preponderance  of  authority  is  to  the  effect  that  it  dates 
from  the  time  when  an  action  might  first  be  brought,  as,  when  the 
loss  is  payable  so  many  days  after  proof  of  loss,  from  the  lapse  of 
this  period  after  the  submission  of  proofs  or  the  adjustment.  And 
this,  although  by  the  terms  of  the  contract  suit  must  be  brought

§   619  LIFE  AND  ACCIDENT  INSURANCE. 

SO  many  months  after  the  loss  should  occur.^'*^  If  proofs  of  loss 
arc  waived,  the  time  of  limitation  dates  from  the  expiration  of 
the  same  stipulated  number  of  days  after  such  waiver  as  after 
proofs.^'^  Where  the  defendant  disclaimed  all  liability  suit  still 
cannot  be  brought  until  after  the  expiration  of  the  period  given 
the  company  to  pay  the  loss.^*^  Suit  is  in  time  if  the  summons 
is  issued  within  the  time  prescribed  though  not  served  so  that  an 
alias  writ  issued  later  is  necessary.^*® 

§  619.  The  Same  Subject  (Tontinned.— The  determination  as 
to  when  the  time  for  bringing  an  action  begins  to  run  depends  in 
most  cases  upon  the  wording  of  the  contract.  The  general  rule  M 
that  the  limitation  runs  from  the  time  when  the  loss  becomes  due 
and  payable  and  the  right  to  sue  acmes  and  not  from  the  time 
when  the  loss  occurs.^*^    It  has  been  said/**  that  where  a  life

insurance  policy  is  payable  after  proofs  of  loss  are  made  the  stat- 
ute of  limitations  runs  from  the  time  the  company  notifies  the 
claimant  that  his  claim  is  rejected.  In  a  case  in  Minnesota  ^"  suit 
was  brought  to  recover  on  a  benefit  certificate  where  the  assess- 
ments had  been  paid  until  July  17, 1901,  at  which  time  the  member 
left  home  and  was  never  heard  of  again;  the  wife  paid  the  assess- 
.  ments  until  July  28,  1902,  after  .which  none  were  paid  and  on 
July  20,  1908,  the  company  was  requested  to  furnish  forms  for 
proofs  when  it  disclaimed  all  liability,  an  action  was  brought  and 
the  defendant  pleaded  the  statute  of  limitations.  The  Court  said : 
**Much  may  be  said  on  both  sides  of  the  question;  but  a  major- 
ity of  the  court  are  of  opinion  that  respondent  was  not  restricted 
to  the  evidence  available  to  her  at  the  time  she  stopped  making 
payments  on  the  certificate,  July  28,  1902,  for  the  reason  that, 
while  such  evidence  seems  to  have  satisfied  her  that  her  husband 
was  dead,  yet  there  was  then  no  known  evidence  by  which  his 
death  could  have  been  legally  established.  An  attempted  proof 
of  his  death  before  the  expiration  of  the  seven  years  would  have 
been  necessarily  insuflEicient,  a  nullity.  A  party  is  not  bound  to 
do  a  useless  thing.  The  certificate  did  not  require  the  proofs  to 
be  filed  within  any  particular  time,  and  hence  a  reasonable  time, 
in  view  of  all  the  circumstances  of  the  case,  was  a  compliance 
with  the  contract.  In  an  ordinary  case  of  death,  where  the  proofs 
to  establish  it  are  available,  there  is  no  reason  for  the  application 
of  the  rule  of  evidence  growing  out  of  the  presumption  of  death 
after  seven  years'  disappearance,  and  in  such  case  the  beneficiary 
v/ould  be  bound  to  furnish  the  proofs  within  a  reasonable  time, 
which  might  be  a  few  days,  weeks,  or  months,  according  to^ 
the  circumstances;  but  in  a  case  where  there  is  no  positive  evi- 
dence, and  death  can  only  be  established  with  the  aid  of  the  pre- 
sumption after  the  period  of  seven  years  has  elapsed,  why  should 
the  beneficiary  be  required  to  make  out  a  case  from  proofs  which 
are  necessarily  incomplete?  Appellant  insists  that,  in  the  absence 
of  any  provision  in  the  contract  limiting  the  time  within  which 
the  proofs  must  be  filed,  reasonable  time  is  to  be  measured  by  the 
statute  of  limitation,  viz.,  six  years,  which  in  this  case  expired 
the  29th  day  of  July,  1908 ;  that  in  no  case  has  the  beneficiary 
more  than  six  years  from  the  date  of  death  to  file  the  proofs

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thereof ;  and  that  the  action  must  be  brought  within  a  reasonable 
time  thereafter.  According  to  this  construction,  all  certificates 
becomes  void  if  proofs  are  not  furnished  within  six  years  from 
the  date  of  death.  Is  that  the  meaning  of  this  contract!  Such 
associations  are  organized  for  the  express  purpose  of  providing  a 
beneficiary  fund  for  those  members  who  contribute  for  the  bene- 
fit of  the  beneficiaries  in  other  certificates,  and  unless  it  clearly 
appears  from  the  language  of  the  contract  that  it  was  intended  to 
cut  off,  without  relief,  those  cases  where  evidence  of  death  can- 
not be  secured  within  six  years,  such  construction  should  not  be 
adopted.  It  is  manifestly  just  that  beneficiaries  who  have  paid 
the  assessments  up  to  the  time  of  the  death  of  the  insured  should 
receive  the  reward  for  carrying  the  burden.  When,  from  the  cir- 
cumstances, the  presumption  arising  from  seven  years'  absence  is 
necessary  to  complete  sufficient  proof  of  death,  reasonable  tiine 
to  present  such  evidence  after  it  accrues  is  necessary,  in  order  to 
make  the  certificate  of  any  value  to  the  beneficiary.  We  believe 
the  proper  construction  of  this  class  of  contracts  to  be  that  a 
cause  of  action  does  not  arise  until  proofs  of  death  are  furnished; 
that  the  time  for  furnishing  the  same  is  not  limited  to  six  years 
from  the  time  of  death,  but  shall  be  made  within  a  reasonable 
time  after  death,  according  to  the  circumstances  of  each  particu- 
lar case ;  and  it  is  our  opinion  that  the  fair  and  reasonable  mean- 
ing of  the  contract  is  that  the  parties  intended  that  the  benefi- 
ciary should  have  the  benefit  of  the  evidence  of  death  arising 
from  the  disappearance  of  the  insured  for  a  period  of  seven  years, 
other  evidence  of  death  being  in  itself  insufficient ;  that  respond- 
ent did  not  waive  this  right  by  assuming  that  the  insured  was 
dead,  and  in  stopping  payments ;  but  that  she  tendered  the  proofc 
and  commenced  the  action  within  a  reasonable  time  after  the  evi- 
dence accrued."  It  has  been  held,^**  that  where  the  plaintiff  r^ 
lies  upon  the  presumption  of  death  from  unexplained  absence,  he 
was  entitled  to  await  the  termination  of  the  seven-year  period 
before  commencing  his  action,  and  the  statute  of  limitations 
would  not  begin  to  run  until  the  end  of  the  seven-year  period. 
Where  the  by-laws  required  action  to  be  commenced  within  six

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months  from  the  date  of  the  disallowance  of  the  claim  and  that 
the  amount  due  on  a  policy  should  be  paid  ninety  days  after 
proofs,  denial  of  all  liability  before  filing  proofs  does  not  start 
the  running  of  the  six  months  limitation,  but  the  beneficiary  has 
a  reasonable  time  for  fiUng  proofs  and  may  begin  his  action 
within  six  months  after  the  association  has  rejected  the  claim 
upon  the  proofs  presented.**^  The  question  has  sometimes  been 
made,  where  the  debt  is  payable  in  installments,  whether  the  stat- 
ute of  limitations  runs  upon  the  entire  debt  from  the  time  when 
the  first  installment  is  payable,  or  from  the  date  each  installment 
is  payable.  The  rule  seems  to  be  that  where  a  debt  is  payable  in 
installments  the  statute  begins  to  run  as  to  each  installment  from 
the  time  when  it  falls  due,  unless  by  the  terms  of  the  contract  the 
failure  to  pay  an  installment  matures  the  entire  debt,  in  which 
case  the  statute  of  limitations  runs  from  the  first  default.^^* 

§  620.    Oanidition  of  Limitation,  How  Taken  Advantage  Of  .— 

The  proper  practice  is  to  plead  the  contract  limitation,  and  not  to 
attempt  to  take  advantage  of  it  by  demurrer,^*^  and  if  the  suit  is 
not  commenced  within  the  stipulated  time,  the  fact  is  sufficiently 
pleaded  by  an  allegation  that  the  conditions  of  the  policy  have 
not  been  complied  with.^**  If  the  answer,  after  setting  forth  the 
conditions  of  the  policy,  avers  that  more  than  the  stipulated  num- 
ber of  months  have  elapsed  since  the  making  of  any  claim  for  loss, 
it  will  be  sufficient  to  enable  defendant  to  avail  itself  of  the  de- 
fense that  the  suit  was  not  brought  within  the  prescribed  time.*** 
The  objection  that  the  action  was  not  brought  in  time  cannot  be 
raised  by  plea  in  abatement ;  *^*  nor  can  it  be  set  up,  if,  having

§  621.  (Jondition  of  Limitation  on  Time  of  Bringing  Suit  Hot 
Usual  in  Life  Insurance  Policies :  Construction. — This  condition, 
limiting  the  time  within  which  an  action  is  to  be  brought  on  the 
policy,  is  not  as  usual  in  life  as  in  fire  insurance  contracts.  We 
have  referred  to  the  subject  briefly,  endeavoring  to  concisely  state 
general  principles  without  elaboration  or  argument,  because  the 
cases  relate  almost  entirely  to  fire  insurance  policies.  By  analogy 
the  reasoning  found  in  these  precedents  applies  to  life  insurance 
contracts.  The  cases  all  show  that  in  construing  the  language  of 
this  stipulation,  the  same  rules  are  observed  as  interpreting  other 
conditions  of  the  policy;  it  is  construed  liberally  in  favor  of  the 
assured  and  strongly  against  the  insurer.  If  by  a  strict  construc- 
tion the  rights  of  the  assured  can  be  preserved  the  courts  will 
adopt  this  course. 

§  622.  Conditions  Concerning  Arbitration  Seldom  Found  in 
Life  Insurance  Policies. — It  is  usual  in  policies  of  fire  insurance  to 
insert  conditions  and  provisions  in  regard  to  arbitration  if  any 
loss  arises.  It  has  often  been  a  disputed  question  whether  such 
provisions  were  valid  and  binding,  and  numerous  decisions  have 
been  made  construing  these  stipulations.  Such  clauses  in  life  poli- 
cies are  comparatively  infrequent,  although  they  are  found  in 
some  contracts.  With  benefit  societies  it  is  not  uncommon  for  the 
laws  of  the  society  to  provide  for  a  tribunal  of  its  own  to  settle 
differences  between  its  members  and  determine  its  liability  in 
regard  to  claims.^^^  It  will  not  be  necessary  for  us  to  enter  into 
an  examination  of  the  cases  that  have  been  decided  involving  the 
validity  of  arbitration  clauses  in  fire  policies  except  so  far  as 
they  relate  indirectly  to  the  rights  of  those  who  belong  to  benefit 
societies. 

§  623.  Agreements  to  Refer  to  Future  Arbitration,  When  and 
to  What  Extent  Valid. — It  is  a  settled  principle  of  law  that  par- 
ties cannot  by  contract  oust  the  courts  of  their  jurisdiction  and

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a^eements  to  refer  to  future  arbitration  will  not  be  enforced  in 
equity  and  will  not  be  sustained  as  a  bar  to  an  action  at  law  or  a 
suit  in  equity.  "The  reason  generally  given/'  says  the  Supreme 
Court  of  Massachusetts,^^*  *'is,  that  such  an  agreement  affects  the 
remedy,  and,  if  enforced,  would  oust  the  courts  of  their  juris- 
diction. Another  reason  is,  that  a  submission  to  arbitration  is  a 
power,  and  revocable  at  any  time  before  it  is  fully  executed  by 
an  award  made.  A  party  will  not  be  compelled  to  enter  into  a 
submission  which  he  can  forthwith  revoke;  and  the  bringing  of 
an  action  amounts  to  a  revocation.  Neither  of  these  reasons  seems 
to  apply  to  an  action  upon  a  promise  to  pay  an  award.  Such  a 
promise  is  conditional  upon  the  making  of  an  award,  and  the  arbi- 
tration is  a  condition  to  the  right  of  action. "  It  is  well  settled, 
that  an  agreement  in  a  policy  to  refer  all  matters  of  dispute  to 
arbitrators  is  void  and  ineffectual.^^^  But  it  is  also  a  well-settled 
principle  of  law  that,  although  parties  cannot  by  contract  oust 
the  courts  of  their  jurisdiction  any  person  may  covenant  that  no 
right  of  action  shall  accrue  until  a  third  person  has  decided  on 
any  difference  that  may  arise  between  himself  and  the  other  party 
to  the  contract."*  A  condition  in  any  contract  to  refer  any  ques- 
tion which  may  arise  out  of  it  to  arbitration,  will  be,  if  so  stated, 
a  condition  precedent  to  the  right  to  sue  on  the  contract,  but  un- 
less the  condition  expressly  stipulates  that,  until  arbitration  be 
had,  no  action  shall  be  brought,  its  performance  is  not  precedent 
to  the  right  to  sue  on  the  contract.^^^  The  correct  view  is  thus 
stated  by  Lord  Coleridge  in  Dawson  v.  Fitzgerald  ^^*  as  having 
been  laid  down  in  a  previous  case :  ^^*    *'If  two  persons,  whether

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in  the  same  or  in  a  different  deed  from  that  which  creates  the 
liability  agree  to  refer  the  matter  upon  which  the  liability  arises, 
to  arbitration,  that  agreement  does  not  take  away  the  right  of 
action.  But  if  the  original  agreement  is  not  simply  to  pay  a  sum 
of  money,  but  that  a  sum  of  money  shall  be  paid  if  something  else 
happens,  and  that  something  else  is  that  a  third  person  shall  set- 
tle the  amount,  then  no  cause  of  action  arises  until  the  third  per- 
son has  so  assessed  the  sum.  For  to  say  the  contrary  would  be 
to  give  the  party  a  different  measure  or  rate  of  compensation  from 
that  for  which  he  has  bargained. '  *  ^'^  In  insurance,  agreements 
to  submit  matters  in  controversy  to  arbitration  are  generally  in- 
valid when  they  go  to  the  root  of  the  controversy  and  involve 
questions  of  law  as  well  as  of  fact,^*^  or  when  they  determine 
the  liability  of  the  company.  But  if  the  matters  to  be  submitted 
are  incidental,  special,  or  collateral  to  the  main  question  or  lia- 
bility, as,  for  example,^  the  amount  of  the  loss  or  mamier  of  its 
payment,  then  the  agreement  to  refer  will  be  upheld.  The  right 
can  be  waived.^**  The  subject  is  not  without  difficulty  and  de- 
cisions are  not  always  in  harmony,  but  the  rule  is  practically  as 
stated.  As  said  before  the  question  arises  more  frequently  in  fire 
insurance  cases,  but  is  likely  to  occur  in  the  experience  of  life  in- 
surance companies  and  benefit  societies.  If  the  promise  to  pay  is 
on  condition  that  the  amount  be  ascertained  by  arbitrators,  then 
the  arbitration  is  a  condition  precedent  to  recovery,  and  perform- 
ance or  waiver  must  be  shown.  We  refer  below  to  the  principal 
cases  where  the  point  has  been  raised  and  the  language  of  vari- 
ous stipulations  construed.  In  some  a  condition  precedent  has 
been  held  to  exist  and  be  valid,  while  in  others  the  agreement  has 
been  considered  ineffectual.^*'    The  Supreme  Court  of  the  Dis-

Co.,^*^  considered  the  subject  fully  and  sustained  a  provision  in 
a  life  policy  that  the  company  should  not  be  liable,  if  in  the 
opinion  of  its  surgeon-general,  the  death  of  the  insured  was 
caused  by  intemperance ;  but  in  that  event  should  only  be  held  to 
refund  the  premiums  already  paid.  The  court  admitted  the  doc- 
,  trine  that  in  general  the  jurisdiction  of  the  courts  could  not  be 
ousted  by  an  agreement  of  the  parties  to  refer  future  differences 
to  arbitrators,  but  after  a  review  of  the  authorities  held  that  this 
was  only  the  reference  of  a  collateral  or  special  fact,  and  a  con- 
dition precedent  to  recovery.  And  it  is  competent  for  the  laws  of 
an  association  to  provide  that  should  total  disability  result  from 
other  than  certain  specified  causes  it  shall  not  create  a  legal  lia* 
bility  but  the  claimant  shall  be  allowed  an  amount  approved  by 
the  beneficiary^  board  as  a  part  of  the  systematic  benevolence  of 
the  society.^*^  The  provisions  in  laws  of  benefit  societies  creat- 
ing  a  tribunal  to  pass  upon  the  claims  of  their  members  have  in^ 
several  instances  been  enforced  as  conditions  precedent  to  recov-

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ery.  In  one  ^**  the  court  upheld  a  stipulation  in  the  laws  of  a 
society  that  all  claims  against  the  association  should  be  referred 
to  the  board  of  directors  and  that  a  majority  of  the  board  should 
decide  all  questions  of  dispute  and  doubt  and  that  their  decision 
should  be  final.  The  court  says :  '*It  was  certainly  competent  for 
the  members  of  this  association  to  agree  among  themselves  that 
the  action  of  their  board  of  directors  in  reference  to  any  claim  ^ 
presented  against  the  association  should  be  final.**  ^•'^  But  this 
case  has  been  severely  criticised  by  the  Supreme  Court  of  Uli- 
nois,^'^  and  the  weight 'of  authority  remains  that  the  parties  by 
agreement  cannot  oust  the  courts  of  their  jurisdiction.^*'  If  the 
claim  is  submitted  the  claimant  may  be  bound  as  by  an  award.^^' 

§  624.  Exhausting  Remedies  Within  the  Order. — We  have  al- 
ready referred  to  the  provisions  usually  found  in  the  laws  of  fra- 
ternal societies,  requiring  a  submission  of  disputes  to  a  tribunal 
created  for  the  purpose  of  determining  controversies  with  the  or- 
der and  providing  that  the  decision  of  such  tribunal  shall  be  final, 
subject  to  an  appeal  to  superior  bodies  of  the  same  organiza-

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tion.^^^  The  courts  have  often  been  called  upon  to  determine 
what  is  meant  by  the  requirement  that  a  member  must  exhaust 
his  remedies  in  the  order  before  resorting  to  the  civil  courts. 
We  have  seen  that,  while  some  authorities,  as  for  example  those 
of  Michigan,  have  held  to  be  valid  by-laws  providing  that  the  de- 
cision of  the  tribunal  of  the  order  shall  be  final,  the  weight  of 
authority  is  in  favor  of  the  proposition  that  a  society  cannot  by 
Us  contract  with  a  member,  oust  the  courts  of  their  jurisdiction. 
A  distinction  seems  to  be  made  between  controversies  between 
the  member  and  the  society,  or  internal  controversies,  and  claims 
of  the  beneficiaries  of  deceased  members  or  outsiders.  It  has  been 
held,^^^  that  such  requirements  in  the  by-laws  apply  to  controver- 
sies between  the  member  and  the  society.  Such  provisions  will 
be  construed  strictly,  and  the  right  of  resort  to  the  courts  will  not 
be  deemed  to  be  taken  away  by  mere  inference ;  and,  if  it  can  be 
done  at  all,  it  will  only  be  where  the  restriction  is  stated  in  the 
clearest  and  most  explicit  terms,  and  the  exhausting  of  the  reme- 
dies in  the  order  will  be  regarded  only  as  a  condition  precedent 
to  suit.*"^'  Where  the  obstacles  to  the  prosecution  of  an  appeal  irx 
a  benevolent  association  are  so  great  as  to  amount  almost  to  a 
denial  of  justice,  and  where,  if  prosecuted,  no  relief  would  result 
therefrom,  a  by-law  requiring  such  an  appeal  before  suit  is  no 
bar  to  an  action,*^*  It  has  been  held  alsx)/^^  that  such  a  by-law 
is  waived  where  the  society  denies  its  liability.  Ordinarily,  how- 
ever, recourse  cannot  be  had  to  the  courts  when  the  laws  of  the 
association  unequivocally  provide  a  remedy  which  the  parties 
have  agreed  for  the  grievance  complained  of,  and  which  has  not 
been  pursued  and  exhausted.*'^^    And  where  the  provision  for  an

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appeal  is  only  permissive,  the  member  need  not  pursue  the  rem- 
edy further.^'^^ 

§  625.  The  Same  Subject  Oontinued. — The  general  proposition 
that  before  seeking  the  help  of  the  courts  by  mandamus,  or 
equity,  the  member  must  exhaust  the  remedies  in  the  order,  is 
supported  by  a  strong  array  of  authority.  It  has  been  held  that 
the  executive  board  of  a  fraternal  association  acts  in  the  expul- 
sion of  members  as  a  judicial  body  and  its  decision  is  final  un- 
less reversed  on  appeal  as  provided  in  the  by-laws.^'*  But  where 
no  by-law  of  the  association  gives  the  member  the  right  of  appeal 
he  can  resort  to  the  courts  to  compel  a  reinstatement  for  unlawful 
expulsion.^^^  It  has  also  been  held  that  an  agreement  to  seek  a 
remedy  for  all  rights  in  the  tribunals  of  the  order  only  extends 
to  questions  of  administrative  character  and  does  not  preclude  a 
member  from  resort  to  the  courts  for  redress.*^*  But  where  an  un- 
just and  unreasonable  burden  is  put  on  the  member  by  the  by- 
laws of  the  association  the  courts  will  protect  the  rights  of  such 
member,  though  he  has  not  exhausted  the  remedies  in  the  order."^ 
So  a  by-law  requiring  appeal  to  a  higher  authority,  the  supreme 
lodge,  when  it  would  not  meet  for  two  years  and  then  in  Califor- 
nia,   is    ineffective,**^*    and    it    is    not    necessary    to    exhaust

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remedies  in  the  order  by  appeal  when  the  appellate  tri- 
bunal only  meets  once  in  two  years.^^'  Bat  where  a 
society  denies  all  liability  the  beneficiaries  are  not  required  to 
appeal  to  the  national  judiciary  of  the  order.^^'  A  beneficial  asso- 
ciation cannot  wholly  deprive  members  pf  the  right  to  invoke  the 
aid  of  the  courts.^^^  While  the  courts  show  a  disposition  to  nar- 
row the  application  of  the  rule  that  a  member  must  exhaust  the 
remedies  in  the  order  before  resorting  to  the  courts,  it  is  still  sus- 
tained by  many  authoriteis.^'^ 

§  626.  Parties  to  Actions  on  Insurance  Contracts. — ^Where  the 
policy  is  payable  to  the  assured,  ''his  executors,  administrators  or 
assigns,"  for  the  express  benefit  of  the  wife  of  the  assured  and 
their  children,  the  executrix  is  the  proper  person  to  sue.^**  A  hus- 
band who  has  insured  his  life  for  the  benefit  of  his  wife,  on  the 
failure  of  the  company,  may  maintain  an  action  in  his  own  name 
to  recover  the  premiums  he  has  paid.^*''  If  a  certificate  of  mem- 
bership issued  by  a  mutual  association  expressly  covenants  to  pay 
to  a  person  named  in  it,  such  person  not  being  a  member,  a  sum 
certain  in  event  of  the  death  of  the  member  to  whom  the  certifi- 
es Kane  ▼.

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cate  is  issued,  the  beneficiary  may  be  considered  the  covenantee, 
and  is  entitled  to  sue  the  company  in  covenant  for  the  amount 
specified  in  the  certificatei^^*  And  one  for  whose  benefit  a  prom- 
ise is  made  may  sue  upon  it,  though  he  is  not  privy  to  it.^"  In 
an  action  at  law  on  a  pplicy  by  an  administrator  one  claiming 
such  policy  under  an  assignment  is  an  indispensable  party.*^*  And 
a  party  having  possession  of  a  policy  on  the  life  of  his  intestate 
can  take  out  letters  of  administration  and  sue,  although  the  in- 
sured did  not  die  in  the  State  and  left  no  property  therein."^ 
The  widow  and  children  can  sue  on  a  policy  payable  to  the  hus- 
band and  father,  it  being  alleged  that  there  were  no  debts  and 
no  administration.^**  And  a  trustee  can  bring  suit.*"  In  Mas- 
sachusetts, prior  to  a  recent  statute,***  where  the  contract  of  the 
society  was  with  the  member  to  pay  to  a  third  party,  the  admin- 
istrator or  executor  of  the  member  was  the  proper  party  to  sue."* 
And  that  even  though  the  certificate  was  payable  to  one  not  com- 
petent to  be  a  beneficiary.***  If  a  policy  or  certificate  of  a  benefit 
society,  provide  for  the  payment  of  different  sums  to  different 
parties,  it  is  improper  for  the  beneficiaries  to  join  in  one  action 
to  recover  the  several  sums  due,  but  each  must  bring  a  separate 
action  for  his  share.**^    In  such  a  case  the  covenant  in  tenns  is

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joint,  but  if  the  interest  be  several  the  covenant  will  be  several, 
although  the  terms  of  it  be  ioint.  "The  rule  is  clearly  estab- 
lished, that  though  a  man  covenants  with  two  or  more  persons, 
using  words  which  prima  facie  import  a  joint  covenant,  yet,  if 
the  interest  and  cause  of  action  of  each  of  the  covenantees  ap- 
pears on  the  face  of  the  deed  to  be  several,  the  words  will  be 
taken  disjunctively,  and  the  covenant  will  be  construed  to  be  a 
several  covenant  with  each,  and  each  covenantee  may  bring  an 
account  for  his  particular  damage/'"^  But  if  the  amount  of 
the  insurance  be  payable  to  certain  persons  equally,  there  may 
be  a  different  rule.^®'  An  administrator  cannot  maintain  an  ac- 
tion on  a  contract  to  pay  to  the  heirs  of  his  intestate,^^^  nor  can 
a  wife,  neither  executor  or  assignee,  sue  on  a  policy  payable  to 
her  husband ;  ^•^  but  where  a  resulting  trust  follows  for  the  bene- 
fit of  the  heirs  at  law,  the  administrator  can  sue.^®^  The  assured 
and  not  the  insured  is  the  proper  plaintiff  to  recover  the  surplus 
arising  from  premium  payments  under  a  promise  contained  in  the 
policy.^*'  It  has  been  held  in  Vermont,*^*  that  an  action  in  a 
benefit  certificate  issued  to  a  member  payable  to  his  sons  must  be 
brought  by  his  legal  representatives  if  the  certificate  be  a  spe- 
cialty. 

§  627.  Service  of  Process  on  Foreign  Corporations. — ^The  stat- 
utes of  the  different  States  usually  provide  that,  as  a  condition 
precedent  to  doing  business  in  the  State,  foreign  corporations 
shall  file  with  the  proper  official  of  such  State,  a  consent  that 
service  t)f  process  in  all  actions  against  the  corporation  shall,  if 
made  upon  the  designated  official  or  person  named  for  the  pur- 
pose, be  deemed  personal  service.  As  a  corporation  has  no  abso- 
lute right  to  do  business  outside  the  State  of  its  domicile  without 
the  consent,  express  or  implied,  of  the  State  where  it  desires  to 
do  business,  the  latter  may  give  such  consent  upon  such  terms  as

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it  may  see  fit  to  impose.  Such  a  statute  is  valid.  As  a  general 
rule,  the  method  prescribed  for  service  must  be  strictly  pur- 
sued,*®^ although  it  has  been  held  that  this  method  of  service  does 
not  preclude  service  in  the  manner  generally  prescribed  for  serv- 
ice on  foreign  corporations.*^*  It  has  been  held  that  service  is 
good,  although  the  company  has  withdrawn  from  the  State  and 
attempted  to  revoke  its  power  of  attorney ;  ^^'^  and  the  cancella- 
tion by  the  insurance  commissioner  of  the  license  to  do  business 
in  the  State  does  not  render  service  on  such  officer  insuf&cient 
upon  a  cause  of  action  which  arose  out  of  transactions  between 
parties  while  the  insurance  company  was  carrying  on  business 
in  such  State  under  the  license.*^'  An  insurance  company  can- 
not revoke  its  consent  for  service  on  the  Insurance  Comnussioner 
so  long  as  it  has  liabilities  within  the  State.***  Service  is  good 
enough  even  though  a  different  officer  is  designated  for  service 
by  a  law  subsequently  passed,***  and  in  suits  on  contracts  made 
without  the  State.*"  It  has  also  been  held  that,  by  doing  busi- 
ness in  a  State,  although  not  authorized  to  do  so,  having  never 
complied  with  the  statutory  requirements,  the  company  consents 
that  service  under  the  statute  may  be  valid.***    Service,  how-

The  method  of  service  on  Insurance  Commissioner  is  not  lim- 
ited to  actions  on  insurance  contracts,  but  applies  to  all  cases 
where  the  action  is  transitory.^^^  An  assignee  is  entitled  to  the 
benefit  of  the  statute  providing  for  service  on  the  Insurance  Com- 
missioner.^^' The  Commissioner  may  accept  service  instead  of 
having  process  served.^^'    A  foreign  insurance  company  doing 

business  under  a  license  is  bound  by  all  reasonable  statutes  relat-

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ing  to  service  of  process.**'  Service  cannot  be  made  on  a  depnty 
superintendent  where  the  power  of  attorney  only  authorized  serv- 
ice on  the  superintendent.***  An  insurance  company  making  a 
contract  in  a  State  where  it  is  not  authorized  to  do  business  is 
estopped  from  denying  validity  of  service  on  the  Insurance  Com- 
missioner made  in  accordance  with  the  statute.***  A  non-resi- 
dent may  have  the  benefit  of  the  statute  authorizing  service  on 
the  Insurance  Commissioner.***  An  accident  company  which  has 
policies  outstanding  in  the  State  and  exercises  the  right  to  in- 
vestigate losses  thereunder  and  to  adjust  and  settle  losses  is  do- 
ing business  within  the  State  and  service  on  the  Insurance  Com- 
missioner is  valid  under  the  Missouri  statute.***  A  reinsuring 
company  assuming  liability  under  a  reinsurance  contract  of  the 
outstanding  policies  of  a  company  doing  business  in  the  State, 
is  estopped  to  set  up  failure  to  comply  with  the  statute  authorfx- 
ing  business  in  the  State  or  to  assert  that  the  service  of  policies 
upon  the  Insurance  Commissioner  was  insufficient,  the  assump- 
tion of  liability  in  the  form  of  reinsuring  existing  insurance  con- 
tracts and  the  collection  of  premiums  due  thereon  from  members 
residing  in  the  State,  and  to  thus  keep  and  maintain  the  con- 
tracts in  force,  constitutes  the  transaction  of  business.**'  Service 
on  a  foreign  insurance  company  not  doing  business  in  the  State 
cannot  be  made  upon  an  examing  physician  employed  only  in  iso- 
lated cases.*** 

§  628.  Pleading  in  Actions  on  Insurance  Contracts.— The  mod- 
ern codes  have  largely  stripped  pleading  of  its  technical  character

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and  even  in  States  where  common-law  forms  are  retained  they  are 
modified  by  statute.  It  is  not  within  the  scope  of  this  work  to 
lay  down  anything  more  than  general  rules  for  pleadings  in  suits 
on  life  policies  and  even  these  general  rules  must  not  always  be 
implicitly  relied  on,  for  local  statutes  may  change  or  even  abolish 
what  has  been  established  in  the  adjudications  of  the  courts.  The 
manner  of  declaring  on  policies  of  insurance  has  in  many  States 
been  prescribed  by  statute  with  a  view  of  simplifying  the  plead- 
ings and  taking  away  many  technical  requirements.  We  hav^  not 
considered  it  necessary  to  discuss  the  local  statutes,  but  leave  it 
to  the  practitioner  to  acquaint  himself  with  the  rules  which  pre- 
vail in  his  own  State. 

§  629.  Declaration  or  Petition.— The  Supreme  Court  of  Ala- 
bama thus  states  the  general  rule  in  regard  to  a  petition  or 
declaration  on  an  insurance  policy  :*^^  '*  Independent  of  stat- 
utory provisions,  the  rules  of  pleadings  are  the  same  in  their 
application  to  the  contract  of  insurance  as  to  other  contracts. 
The  contract  or  policy  of  insurance  must  be  declared  on,  in  haec 
verba,  or  according  to  its  legal  effect ;  the  plaintiff's  interest  in 
the  subject  of  insurance;  the  payment  of  the  premium;  the  in- 
ception of  the  risk ;  the  performance  of  any  precedent  condition 
or  warranty  contained  in  the  policy,  and  the  loss,  or  happening 
of  the  event,  on  which  within  the  terms  and  meaning  of  the  pol- 
icy the  liability  of  the  insurer  attaches,  must  be  alleged.^*^  The 
general  rule  applicable  to  all  executory  contracts  is  that  if  the 
defendant's  performance  depended  upon  a  condition  precedent, 
the  plaintiff  must  aver  the  fulfillment  of  such  condition,  whether 
it  is  affirmative  or  negative,  or  to  be  performed  or  observed  by 
him,  or  the  defendant,  or  a  mere  stranger  to  the  contract,  or 
must  show  an  excuse  for  non-performance.  If  non-performance  is 
excused,  the  matter  of  excuse  must  be  distinctly  averred.**"' 
These  rules  of  pleading  at  common  law  have  been  modified,  and  to 
some  extent  abrogated  by  the  statutory  provisions  to  which  we 
have  referred.  ...  A  mere  statement  of  the  contract  or  pol- 
icy, followed  by  the  general  averment  that  the  plaintiff  had  com-

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plied  with  all  its  provisions  on  his  part,  and  that  the  defendant 
had  not  in  a  specified  matter  performed  it,  is  suflScient."*"  A 
declaration  or  petition  is  insufficient  unless  it  alleges  that  the  no- 
tice and  proofs  of  loss  required  by  the  policy  have  been  given,  or 
compliance  with  this  condition  waived.  The  general  averment 
that  plaintiff  has  ''fulfilled  all  the  conditions*'  of  the  policy  is 
not  an  averment  that  proofs  of  loss  had  been  made  in  a  certain 
way  and  within  a  certain  time.^**  The  damages  allowed  for  vex- 
atious refusal  to  pay  are  punitive  damages  and  not  a  penalty  and 
the  amount  must  me  separately  stated  in  the  petition/** 
Matter  in  defeasance  of  the  plaintiff's  .  action  need  not  be 
stated  in  the  declaration,  and  whenever  there  is  a  circum- 
stance, the  omission  of  which  is  to  defeat  the  plaintiff's  right 
of  action,  prima  facie  well  founded,  whether  called  by  the  name 
of  a  proviso,  or  a  condition  subsequent,  it  must  in  its  nature  be  a 
matter  of  defense,  and  ought  to  be  shown  in  the  pleading,  by  the 
opposite  party.^*®*  It  is  sufficient  to  state  in  the  declaration  those 
parts  of  the  contract  whereof  a  breach  is  complained  of,  or,  in 
other  words,  to  show  so  much  of  the  terms  beneficial  to  the  plain- 
tiff in  a  contract  as  constitutes  the  point  for  the  failure  of  which.

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he  sues;  it  is  not  necessary  or  proper  to  set  out  in  the  declara- 
tion other  parts  not  qualifying  or  varying  in  any  respect  the  ma- 
terial parts  above  mentioned.  It  is  not  necessary  therefore  for  a 
declaration  to  negative  matters  of  defense.*^^  Nor  to  allege  mat- 
ters peculiarly  within  the  knowledge  of  defendant.*'^  In  a  suit 
on  a  policy  of  life  insurance,  procured  by  the  insured  for  the 
benefit  of  another,  it  is  not  necessary  that  th^  declaration  should 
aver  that  the  beneficiary  had  any  interest  in  the  life  of  the  in- 
sured, but  a  different  rule  prevails  where  one  procures  an  insur- 
ance on  the  life  of  another.  In  such  case  the  plaintiff  must  aver 
in  Jiis  declaration  on  the  policy  that  he  had  an  insurable  interest 
in  the  life  assured  and  prove  the  same  afBrmati^ely  as  a  part  of 
his  case.^^*  The  mere  statement  that  plaintiff  had  an  insurable 
interest  is  a  conclusion  of  law ;  facts  must  be  stated  from  which, 
as  a  matter  of  law,  the  court  can  infer  the  existence  of  such  an 
interest.*'*  And  so  in  an  action  against  a  benefit  society  to  re- 
cover benefits  it  is  not  sufficient  to  allege  that  there  was  a  "rule" 
whereby  plaintiff  was  entitled,  etc.  The  rule  or  its  substance 
must  be  stated.*'®  And  in  an  action  against  a  benefit  society  to 
recover  a  balance  alleged  to  be  due  during  the  plaintiff's  sickness

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at  the  rate  of  three  dollars  per  week,  the  mere  statement  that 
such  an  amount  is  ''the  sum  paid  to  the  sick  of  said  society'^  is 
insufficient  and  states  no  cause  of  action.  In  such  case  the  plain- 
tiff must  state  how  the  obligation  to  pay  this  money  arises,  what 
the  rules  and  iregulations  in  regard  to  beneficiaries  are,  and  that 
he  has  complied  with  such  rules.*'*  No  principle  is  better  set- 
tled, than  that  a  statement  of  demand  which  does  not  state  facts 
enough  to  establish  the  liability  of  the  party  sued,  without  the 
necessity  of  supplying  other  facts  by  proof,  is  radically  defective 
and  will  not  support  a  judgment.*'^  A  foreign  statute  must  be 
pleaded  specifically.*'^  Where  a  statute  saves  a  forfeiture  andis 
pleaded  facts  bringing  the  case  within  such  statute  must  be 
stated.*'*  It  is  not  necessary  for  the  plaintiff,  although  the  ap- 
plication, by  the  terms  of  the  policy,  is  made  a  part  of  the  con- 
tract and  the  truth  of  the  statements  made  therein  warranted, 
so  set  out  in  his  complaint  or  declaration  the  application,  nor  in 
the  first  instance  to  prove  performance  of  any  of  its  conditions, 
or  the  truth  of  the  statements  contained  therein,  because  the 
agreement  or  warranties  contained  in  such  application  are  not 

conditions  precedent,  but  qualifications  of  the  liability  of  the  in-

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surer  growing  out  of  independent  covenants  and  in  the  nature  of 
conditions  subsequent,  the  breaeh  of  which  are  matters  of  defense 
for  the  insurer  to  allege  and  prove.***  In  California  and  else- 
where it  has  been  held  to  the  contrary.**^  In  some  States  waiver 
can  be  shown  under  an  allegation  of  performance.***  An  admis- 
sion that  the  defendant  is  a  fraternal  beneficiary  order  admits 
that  it  has  a  representative  form  of  government  and  a  lodge  sys- 
tem.*** Where  plaintiff  sued  to  recover  on  a  policy  which  had 
lai)sed  she  cannot  recover  as  an  alternative  the  paid-up  value  of 
the  policy  which  was  not  asked  for  in  the  petition.***  A  count 
on  a  compromise  agreement  and  one  on  the  policy  may  under  the 
reformed  system  of  pleading  be  joined  in  one  petition.**^ 

§  630.  PleaSy  or  Answers,  Replications. — The  same  rules  apply 
to  pleas,  answers  and  replications  in  actions  on  insurance  policies 
as  in  those  on  other  written  instruments.  The  books  are  full  of 
instances  of  defective  pleadings  which  were  held  so  because  the 
fundamental  principles  of  pleading  were  disregarded.  It  is  not 
necessary  to  particularly  refer  to  these  cases,  for  to  do  so  would 
be  unprofitable.    We  shall  mention  but  a  few.    A  general  replica-

tion  of  waiver  is  bad  unless  it  avers  the  facts  which  constitate 
waiver  with  reasonable  certainty,^**  facts,  not  conclusions  of  law, 
must  be  averred.**^  If  an  answer  set  up  false  answers  to  ques- 
tions in  the  application  it  must  particularize  them.^^^  All  mat- 
ters which  show  the  transaction  to  be  void,  or  avoidable  in  point 
of  law,  on  the  ground  of  fraud  or  otherwise,  should  be  pleaded 
specially;  **^  such  as  that  the  policy  is  a  wager  policy;*^*  or,  in 
some  States,  the  breach  of  the  conditions  the  defense  relies  on.*" 
In  an  action  for  benefits  it  is  proper,  if  expulsion  be  pleaded  as  a 
defense,  to  make  the  issue  whether  the  expulsion  be  legal.'^' 

The  defendant  must  aver  and  prove  an  affirmative  defense 
such  as  breach  of  condition,  non-payment  of  premiums,  or  assess- 
ments.*"   This  principle  is  so  well  settled  that  no  further  cita-

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tion  of  authority  is  necessary.  The  rule  has  been  well  stated  as 
follows:*^*  **It  will  not  be  sufficient  for  the  answer  to  express 
only  a  general  denial.  The  defense  may  arise  from  default  in 
performance  of  some  one  or  more  conditions;  and  performance 
having  been  pleaded  denial  would  theoretically  bring  into  issue 
the  defense  relied  upon.  But  the  uniform  practice  of  the  courts 
requires  that  all  matters  of  defense  under  the  terms  of  the  con- 
tract shall  be  specially  pleaded."  So  an  answer  pleading  that  the 
by-laws  required  certain  payments  and  the  deceased  had  not 
made  such  payments  is  defective  because  such  answer  should  have 
set  out  the  by-laws  or  at  least  their  substance.*^^  Failure  of 
plaintiff  to  furnish  proof  of  death  is  not  available  to  defendant 
under  a  plea  of  the  general  issue,  but  must  be  specially  pleaded.^^* 
Want  of  insurable  interest  in  plaintiffs  must  be  specially  pleaded 
and  cannot  be  shown  under  the  general  denial.'^^        ^ 

§  631.  Actions  on  Benefit  Oertiflcates  and  Against  Benefit  So- 
cieties for  Benefits:    Measure  of  Damages  in  Actions  at  Law.^ — 

The  certificates  of  benefit  societies  differ  greatly  in  form  and  the 
styles  of  action  and  method  of  pleading  must  be  determined  by 
the  language  of  the  contract  in  each  case.  In  some  societies  the 
certificate  issued  by  the  supreme  authority,  almost  always  a  cor- 
poraiton,  is  to  pay  a  certain  amount  to  t}ie  designated  beneficiary 
upon  the  death  of  the  member.  Where  this  is  the  case  the  cer- 
tificate is  in  legal  effect  a  policy  of  life  insurance,  governed  by 
the  rules  of  pleading  applicable  to  ordinary  actions  on  policies.*^' 
The  certificates  issued  by  other  societies  provide  that  upon  the 
death  of  the  member,  the  company  shall  only  pay  over  the  pro- 
ceeds of  certain  assessments,  not  to  exceed  a  stipulated  amount. 
In  such  cases  it  is  not  entirely  agreed  what  remedy  is  most  proper, 
if  the  association,  denying  its  liability,  refuses  to  levy  the  prom- 
ised assessment,  for  the  authorities  are  not  in  harmony.  On 
principle  it  seems  clear  that  an  unincorporated  voluntary  asso-

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elation  cannot  be  sued  at  law  as  an  entirety  for  promised  bene- 
fits, but  the  proceedings  should  be  in  equity,^^*  and  in  this  sec- 
ti6n,  whenever  actions  at  law  against  benefit  societies  are  men- 
tioned, it  will  be  understood  that  such  societies  are  incorporated. 
11  the  contract  so  provide  the  society  can  only  be  sued  in  equity 
on  its  certificate.**®  It  has  been  questioned  whether,  if  a  benefit 
association  can  be  sued  at  law  for  failure  to  levy  an  assessment 
as  provided  in  its  certificates,  recovery  can  be  for  more  than 
nominal  damages.  And  in  Iowa  the  Supreme  Court  has  been 
positive  in  its  rulings  to  the  effect  that  where  the  certificate  re- 
quires payment  of  the  proceeds  of  an  assessment  the  remedy  is 
in  equity  and  if  suit  is  brought  at  law  only  nominal  damages 
can  be  recovered  in  such  action,*'*  holding  that  if  an  action  be 
brought  at  law  for  damages  for  refusal  to  levy  an  assessment,  the 
measure  of  damages  is  not  the  maximum  sum  called  for  in  the  cer- 
tificate, but  nominal  damages  only  can  be  recovered.***  In  the 
United  States  Circuit  Court  in  Missouri  a  different  rule  has  been 
laid  down  and  in  an  action  on  a  certificate  of  a  company  it  was 
held  that  recovery  should  be  for  the  full  amount,  unless  defend- 
ant proved  that  an  assessment  would  not  produce  the  fall  sum.*" 
If  the  petition  alleged  that  the  society  had  collected  the  assess- 
ment and  refused  to  pay  it  over,  then  recovery  would  certainly 
be  for  the  full  aiiiount.**'  It  has  been  maintained  that  the  most 
effectual  remedy  on  the  certificate  of  a  benefit  society  is  by  pro- 
ceedings in  equity,  and  in  a  case  of  this  kind  the  Supreme  Court

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of  Illinois  said:  '"^  ''As  the  corporation  is  not  organized  for  pe- 
cuniary profit,  has  no  surplus,  and  relies  entirely  upon  the  mor- 
tuary assessments  made  upon  each  death  for  the  payment  of 
benefits  to  the  beneficiaries  of  a  decedent^  it  woxdd  be  difiScult 
to  realize  anything  by  execution.  And  the  association  stands  as 
a  trustee  of  a  fund  in  the  hands  of  its  numerous  members,  but 
belonging  to  the  beneficiaries,  which  can  be  called  in  by  assess- 
ment for  their  use.  It  would  seem,  then,  that  a  court  of  equity 
might  properly  be  resorted  to  as  being  capable  of  affording  a 
more  adequate  remedy  by  directing  a  specific  performance  of  the 
contract  of  the  defendant  by  the  levying  of  the  proper  assess- 
ments.*'*** The  decided  preponderance  of  authority  is  in  favor 
of  the  view  that  an  action  at  law  can  be  maintained  against  the 
society  for  a  refusal  or  neglect  to  make  the  assessment.  It  is  its 
duty  to  make  the  asessment  and  for  the  breach  of  this  duty,  im- 
posed by  the  contract,  if  injury  has  resulted  to  the  beneficiary,  a 
court  of  law  is  the  most  appropriate  tribunal  to  afford  him  relief. 
The  declaration,  among  other  averments,  must  charge  a  failure 
or  refusal  to  make  the  assessment,  that  if  such  assessment  had 
been  duly  made  it  would  have  resulted  in  the  collection  of  the 
full  amount  called  for  by  the  certificate,  and  claim  that  sum  for 
damages  for  such  failure  or  refusal.  If  either  of  these  averments 
is  omitted  the  declaration  or  petition  is  fatally  defective.**'^  But

need  be  made  of  the  number  of  members,'^*  and  so  where  the 
statute  provides  that  the  policy  issued  by  an  assessment  com- 
pany shall  state  the  exact  amount  to  be  paid.^^*  The  Supreme 
Court  of  Iowa  has  said  that,  if  a  society  refuses  to  levy  an  assess- 
ment upon  its  members  to  pay  the  agreed  amount  to  the  benefi- 
ciary of  a  deceased  member,  the  proper  remedy  is  by  a  proceed- 
ing to  compel  the  association  to  make  the  assessment,'^®  but  this 
view  is  not  in  harmony  with  the  weight  of  authority.  Mandamru 
is  wholly  inapplicable  to  such  a  case.^^^  Even  after  judgment, 
execution  on  which  is  returned  unsatisfied,  it  is  questionable  if 
mandamus  to  compel  the  officers  of  the  defendant  society  to  levy 
an  assessment  on  its  members  to  pay  it  will  lie,  but  sequestration 
proceedings  is  the  proper  remedy.*'^*  After  a  general  judgment 
on  a  benefit  certificate  execution  cannot  be  limited  to  a  partici^ar 
fund,*^'  and  that  in  spite  of  a  stipulation  to  the  contrary.*'*  The

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assessments  paid  into  the  treasury  of  benefit  society  by  its  mem- 
bers become  the  property  of  the  society  and  the  members  have 
no  further  claim  or  right  to  it ;  *^^  and^a  member  of  the  associa- 
tion, having  no  interest  in  the  fund,  cannot  maintain  a  suit  to 
enjoin  its  payment.^^^  If  an  assessment  does  not  produce  the 
amount  of  the  certificate  mandamus  will  not  lie  to  compel  the 
society  to  make  up  the  deficit,^^^  but  if  it  be  shown  that  the  asso- 
ciation wrongfully  refused  to  levy  an  assessment  which  if  made 
at  the  proper  time  would  have  realized  enough  to  pay  the  claim 
in  full  it  is  proper  for  a  decree  to  provide  that  an  assessment 
shall  be  made  and  if  it  fails  to  produce  enough  to  meet  the  judg- 
ment the  society  shall  make  up  the  deficit.^'*  It  has  been  said,*''* 
that  a  claim  against  a  benefit  association  bears  interest  from  the 
time  of  the  demand,  and  interest  has  often  been  allowed,*^®  but 
this  is  not  the  invariable  rule.**^  Under  the  Texas  statute  a 
benefit  society  is  not  liable  to  damages  as  therein  provided  for 
non-payment  of  the  amount  of  the  certificate.*** 

§  632.  Evidence  in  Actions  on  Insnranoe  Contracts.— It  is  not 
within  the  scope  of  this  work  to  review,  in*  connection  with  the 
reported  decisions  of  the  courts,  the  law  of  evidence  in  actions 
upon  life  insurance  policies.  To  do  this  would  require  a  treatise 
of  itself.  In  general  it  may  be  stated  that  the  same  rules  of  evi- 
dence govern  in  actions  upon  policies  of  insurance  as  upon  other

The  fundamental  principles  which  lie  at 
the  foundation  of  the  law  of  evidence  apply  to  all  cases  alike  and 
the  subject-matter  of  action  is  no^  material.  In  insurance  cases 
these  principles  have  been  reaffirmed,  and  though  at  times  conrU 
have  been  accused  of  departure  from  them,  under  the  supposed 
pressure  of  the  equities  of  the  case  or  public  sentiment,  it  will 
be  found  that  if  this  has  been  seemingly  done  it  has  been  to  ^ve 
effect  to  great  principles  of  justice  without  too  strict  a  regard 
to  mere  technicalities.  We  shall  briefly  refer  to  some  of  the  lead- 
ing cases  bearing  upon  the  special  characteristics  of  insurance 
contracts  and  the  evidence  permissible  in  actions  for  their  en- 
forcement. We  append  in  a  note  a  reference  to  some  of  the  later 
cases  where  questions  of  evidence  are  considered.'^'.

had  it  known  of  an  attempt  at  suicide.^*'  If  the  certificate  is  not 
introduced  there  is  a  failure  of  proof,  the  answer  being  a  gen- 
eral denial.*'^ 

A  rate  book  of  the  company  showing  that  there  was  no  rate  on 
persons  over  seventy  years  of  age  is  admissible  in  evidence.**' 
A  report  of  the  physician  of  the  insurer  on  examination  of  the 
insured  is  competent  to  explain  the  statement  of  a  physician  that 
insured  died  of  consumption.***  The  reports  of  the  company  to 
the  insurance  department  are  admissible  in  evidence.**^  Affirma- 
tive proof  means  such  evidence  as  tends  to  establish  the  fact  re- 
gardless of  its  character.**^  An  application  not  referred  to  in 
the  policy  is  admissible  notwithstanding  the  statute  providing 
that  every  policy  referring  to  an  application  must  have  attached

§  633.  Presumptions. — ^'^  Presumptions  are  indulged  to  supply 
the  place  of  facts;  they  are  never  allowed  against  ascertained 
and  established  facts.  When  these  appear  presumptions  disap- 
pear.'**•*  The  following  presumptions,  among  others,  have  re- 
ceived judicial  sanction :  In  an  action  to  determine  the  legality 
of  the  proceedings  by  which  a  member  has  been  expelled  from  a 
benefit  society,  every  presumption  is  in  favor  of  the  fairness  of 
the  expulsion;*®*^  in  the  absence  of  proof  it  will  be  presumed 
that  the  person  who  signed  an  application  for  insurance  made 
the  representations  contained  therein,  and  knew  and  indorsed  its 
contents.*®*  And  that  the  applicant  correctly  stated  his  age."^ 
Nothing  appearing  to  the  contrary,  the  courts  of  one  State  will 
presume  that  the  common  law  is  in  force  in  another  State  ;*•• 
and  that  the  law  of  another  State  is  like  that  of  the  forum  ;***

and  that  acts  criminal  by  the  common  law,  and  the  laws  of-  all 
civilized  countries,  are  criminal  by  the  laws  of  the  States  of  this 
Union,*®®  and  that  the  company  has  knowledge  of  the  habit  of  a 
local  agent  as  to  collection  of  premiums;*®*  and  that  powers  of 
agents  are  co-extensive  with  the  business  intrusted  to  them,  and 
that  a  fact  connected  with  the  approval  of  an  assignment  of  a 
policy  has  been  communicated  to  the  company  in  the  due  course

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of  business.**^*  If  it  be  shown  that  a  person  whose  life  is  insured 
was  intemperate  after  the  insurance  was  effected  the  presump- 
tion is  that  he  became  so  thereafter,^^^  and  if  a  member  of  an 
order  be  shown  to  be  in  good  standing  that  he  continues  so;*®* 
and  that  every  man  is  sane,  a  presumption  not  changed  by  the 
fact  of  suicide.*®^  In  the  absence  of  direct  evidence  neither  mur- 
der nor  suicide  will  be  presumed.'^®  There  is  no  presumption  of 
death  from  accident  where  the  insured  is  found  dead  under  cir- 
cumstances showing  that  he  killed  himself,  such  presumption 
arising  only  where  the  circumstances  leave  the  cause  of  death  in 
doubt.*®^  The  presumption  against  suicide  has  the  force  of  affirm- 
ative evidence  and  to  establish  the  defense  of  suicide  the  facts 
and  circumstances  must  be  such  as  to  exclude  any  other  reason- 
able hypothesis.*®'  Where  the  insured  was  found  drowned  the 
presumption  is  of  accident  rather  than  of  suicide.*®® 

In  the  recent  case  of  Modern  Woodmen  of  America  v.  Kinche- 
loe,**®  the  appellate  court  of  Indiana  in  its  opinion  gives  a  long 
list  of  authorities  supporting  its  conclusion  stated  in  the  text. 
The  Court  held  that  while  there  is  a  presumption  of  law  against 
suicide,  such  presumption  is  not  evidence  and  cannot  be  treated

erroneous.  When  the  fact  of  death  appears  the  law  presumes 
that  it  must  have  resulted  from  causes  that  were  not  voluntarily 
brought  on  by  the  deceased  and  both  in  life  and  accident  insur- 
ance the  law  presumes  prima  facie  that  the  death  of  an  insured 
person  resulted  from  natural  causes,  or  accident,  rather  than 
from  suicide. 

Where  the  fraternal  society  refused  to  pay  a  death  claim  for 
more  than  a  year  it  will  be  presumed  that  the  board  of  directors 
have  passed  upon  it.'** 

The  presumption  that  a  sane  man  found  dead  has  not  commit- 
ted suicide  does  not  apply  when  an  insane  man  is  so  found  ;'^' 
and  that  one  who  violently  attacked  the  wife  of  another  knew 
that  her  husband  would  resist  the  assault  with  force.  That  the 
assailant  was  intoxicated  does  not  change  the  presumption.'^' 
There  is  no  presumption  that,  if  in  the  application  no  answer  ap- 
pears to  have  been  given  to  a  question  asked  by  the  insurer  it 
was  answered  in  the  negative.'^*  Where  the  members  of  a  family 
all  perished  in  a  flood  it  was  held  that  there  was  no  presumption 
of  survivorship.'*^ 

§  634.  AdmissibUity  of  Parol  Evidence  to  Explain  or  Modify 
Answers  of  Assured  in  the  Application, — One  of  the  most  impor- 
tant questions  in  insurance  law  is  the  extent  to  which  parol  testi- 
mony is  admissible  to  explain  or  modify  the  answers  of  the  as- 
sured in  the  application,  which  is  generally  referred  to  in  the 
policy  and  made  a  warranty.  The  stipulation  often  also  con- 
tained in  the  poUcy  that  the  agent  procuring  the  insurance  shaU 
be  taken  to  be  the  agent  of  the  assured  and  not  of  the  company 
has  added  a  new  complication.  By  the  carelessness  of  insurance 
agents  or  their  design,  caused  by  anxiety  to  effect  the  insurance, 
false  answers  were  often  written  in  the  application,  which  oper-

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ated  when  a  loss  occurred  to  defeat  the  claim  and  frequently  in  a 
miscarriage  of  justice.  The  courts  were  at  JBrst  disposed  to 
strictly  apply  the  rule  that  parol  evidence  is  never  admissible 
to  explain  or  modify  the  terms  of  a  written  contract.  The  hard- 
ships that  frequently  resulted  and  possibly  the  demands  of  pub- 
lic sentiment  caused  the  application  in  these  cases  of  the  doctrine 
of  equitable  estoppel,  or  that  the  assured  might  prove  by  parol 
a  state  of  facts  which  would  preclude  the  company  from  insisting 
upon  the  forfeiture  for  breach  of  warranty.  It  is  now  well  set- 
tled by  a  preponderance  of  authority  that  the  assured  may  show 
by  parol  that,  without  his  fault,  the  answers  to  questions  in  the 
application  were  not  written  by  him  or  by  his  authority,  and  that 
he  did  not  know  its  contents  when  he  signed  it ;  '^^  or  that  the 
false  statement  was  made  in  the  application  through  the  fault  of 
insurer's  agent ;'*^  as  where  true  answers  were  given  to  the 
medical  examiner  of  the  company,  who,  by  its  rules,  was  required 
to  write  down  the  answers  himself  and  he  wrote  them  incor- 
rectly.*" The  Supreme  Court  of  the  United  States  thus  states 
this  doctrine:  '^^    ''This  principle  does  not  admit  oral  testimony

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to  vary  or  contradict  that  which  is  in  writing,  but  it  goes  upon 
the  idea  that  the  writing  offered  in  evidence  was  not  the  instru- 
ment of  the  party  whose  name  is  signed  to  it;  that  it  was  pro- 
cured under  such  circumstances  by  the  other  side  as  estops  that 
side  from  using  it  or  relying  on  its  contents ;  not  that  it  may  be 
contradicted  by  ofal  testimony,  but  that  it  may  be  shown  by 
such  testimony  that  it  cannot  be  lawfully  used  against  the  party 
whose  name  is  signed  to  it."  ***^  This  doctrine  has,  however,  been 
received  in  some  quarters  with  decided  disapproval  and  con- 
demned as  being  an  innovation  upon  the  established  rules  of  the 
common  law.  The  Court  of  Errors  and  Appeals  of  New  Jersey 
has  perhaps  most  strongly  opposed  the  rule  and,  after  a  review 
of  the  authorities,'^^  says  that  the  decided  weight  of  authority  Is 
against  the  admission  of  parol  evidence  as  a  clear  violation  of 
the  salutary  rule  of  law,  that  all  prior  statements  are  merged  in 
the  concluded  contract,  and  that  a  contract  put  in  writing  can- 
not be  added  to  or  altered  by  parol  testimony.***  In  the  latest 
ruling  of  the  Supreme*  Court  of  the  United  States  ***  on  this  ques- 
tion it  was  disposed  to  lay  stress  upon  the  condition  that  before 
an  estoppel  can  be  held  the  assured  must  be  shown  to  have  not 
been  in  fault  or  to  have  neglected  plain  means  by  which  he

liminary negotiations  are  merged  in  the  written  application  and, 
if  unambiguous,  parol  evidence  of  explanations  of  the  agent  as 
to  the  meaning  of  certain  questions  is  inadmissible,'*^  and  so  is 
evidence  that  the  insured  did  not  read  the  application."^ 

§  635.  DeclarationB  of  Agent. — The  general  principle  applies 
in  insurance  as  in  other  cases  that  the  declarations  of  an  agent  to 
be  admissible  in  evidence  must  have  been  made  in  the  line  of  his 
agency  and  in  the  course  of  the  discharge  of  the  duty  he  owes 
to  his  principal.**'' 

.  §  636.  Dedaratioiui  of  Assiired. — ^Declarations  made  by  in- 
sured concerning  his  health  after  the  policy  has  been  issued  on 
his  life  payable  to  a  third  party,  as,  for  example,  to  his  wife, 
are  not  competent  in  an  action  brought  by  such  payee  on  the 
policy,  because  the  contract  is  made  with  the  beneficiary  and 
not  with  the  party  whose  life  is  insured.***  And  so,  in  an  action 
by  the  assignee  or  beneficiary  of  the  policy,  declarations  and  ad- 
missions of  the  assured  made  at  a  time  prior  to  and  remote  from

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to  his  health  after  the  policy  has  gone  into  effect  are  inadmis- 
sible.''* The  better  view,  and  that  logically  more  correct,  is  that 
the  contrary  is  true,  because  the  member  is  the  party  with  whom 
the  contract  is  made  and  remains  so  until  his  death,  consequently 
up  to  that  time  he  is  the  only  party  in  interest,  and  his  admis- 
sions or  declarations  are  clearly  admissible  against  the  benefi- 
ciary. As  was  said  by  the  Supreme  Court  of  Illinois:  ''^  "But 
it  is  insisted  that  the  court  erred  in  admitting  the  petition  (for 
reinstatement)  in  evidence,  as  against  the  plaintiff,  who  sues  as  a 
beneficiary  to  recover  the  amount  of  the  policy.  As  the  time  the 
petition  was  presented  the  plaintiff  had  no  vested  interest  in  the 
policy.  It  belonged  to  Hansen  and  was  under  his  exclusive  con- 
trol. Under  the  rules  and  regulations  of  the  lodge  he  had  the» 
right  to  change  the  beneficiary  at  pleasure.  Moreover,  his  rights 
as  a  beneficiary  depended  entirely  upon  Hansen's  membership  in 
the  lodge,  and  the  question  of  membership  was  one  resting  ex- 
clusively between  Hansen  and  the  lodge.  He  could  withdraw 
from  the  lodge  when  he  saw  proper;  he  could  keep  his  assess- 
ments paid  up  or  not,  as  he  chose;  he  could  ask  for  a  reinstate- 
ment or  could  exercise  the  right  of  appeal  from  an  order  of  the 
lodge,  if  he  desired.  Any  or  all  of  these  things  he  was  at  liberty 
to  do  without  consulting  his  beneficiary;  and  if,  therefore,  Han- 
sen could  withdraw  from  the  lodge  and  thus  defeat  all  rights  his 
wife  might  have  in  the  property,  or  refuse  to  pay  assessments, 
and  forfeit  his  membership,  which  would  result  the  same  way  to 
her,  it  is  plain  he  had  the  right  to  waive  an  infirmity  in  the  no- 
tice of  an  assessment."  Or  as  is  said  by  a  standard  author:''* 
"While  the  declarant  is  the  only  part  in  interest,  no  harm  can 
possibly  result  from  giving  full  effect  to  his  admissions.  He  may 
be  supposed  to  best  know  the  extent  of  his  own  rights  and  to  be 
least  of  all  disposed  to  concede  away  any  that  actually  belonged 
to  him."  "^    And  if  there  has  been  no  misrepresentation  as  to  the

health  of  assured,  evidence  as  to  what  it  was  after  the  contract 
was  consummated  and  of  the  disease  of  which  he  died,  is  imma- 
terial.*'^ Evidence  that  the  applicant  did  not  read  the  applica- 
tion is  inadmissible.*'* 

§  637.  Evidence  of  Physician  as  to  Knowledge  Acquired  in 
Course  of  His  Emplojrment. — ^In  most,  if  not  all  the  States,  sta^ 
utes  exist  providing  that  physicians  shall  not  be  competent  wit- 
nesses as  to  matters  communicated  to  them,  as  such,  by  patients, 
in  the  course  of  their  professional  business,  or  as  to  advice  given 
in  such  cases.  These  statutes  have  been  liberally  construed  by 
the  courts  and  it  has  been  generally,  and  without  known  excep- 
tion, held  by  them  that  in  an  action  upon  a  life  policy  a  physician 
may  not  testify  to  what  he  learned  of  the  ailments  of  the  insured, 
if  he  was  his  patient,  either  by  examination,  or  observation,  or 
oral  communication.**®  Information  obtained  which  was  not  nec- 
essary to  enable  the  physician  to  do  what  was  required,  or  before 
the  assured  became  his  patient,  is  not  privileged.**^  These  State 
statutes  are  binding  on  the  Federal  courts.**^  It  is  not  a  waiver 
of  the  privilege  for  the  assured  to  give  in  his  application  the 
name  and  residence  of  his  family  physician ;  ***  nor  is  it  a  waiver 
of  the  right  to  object  that  the  beneficiary  has  offered  in  evidence 
facts  learned  in  a  professional  capacity  by  another  physician;*** 
nor  does  it  alter  the  rule  that  the  physician  and  the  person  he

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examined  had  never  met  previous  to  the  examination  and  no  pre- 
scription or  advice  was  g^ven,  and  the  examination  was  made  at 
the  physician's  office  and  not  paid  for  by  the  person  examined,'^^ 
nor  that  the  physician  was  called  to  treat  the  patient  against  his 
will.***  The  privilege  extends  to  a  partner  of  the  physician  vis- 
ited,'*'' and  to  answers  in  the  proofs  of  loss,'**  but  not  to  the 
fact  of  visits  being  made  and  their  number.'**  The  question  of 
privilege  may  be  raised  by  an  assignee.'^*  But  it  has  been  held  **^ 
that  the  provisions  of  the  Missouri  statute  prohibiting  a  physi- 
cian from  testifying  to  any  information  he  may  have  acquired 
from  any  patient,  while  visiting  him  professionally,  may  be 
waived  by  the  patient,  and,  when  waived  by  a  clause  in  an  appli- 
cation for  life  insurance,  such  waiver  is  binding  on  the  benefi- 
ciary. The  Court  of  Appeals  of  New  York  strictly  construes  the 
statute  of  that  State  as  to  waiver  of  the  statutory  exemption.'** 

A  statement  of  fact,  or  opinion,  expressed  by  a  physician  to  a 
patient  in  the  course  of  a  professional  visit  based  upon  a  rela- 
tion of  facts  by  the  patient,  or  upon  a  physical  examination  by 
the  physician,  is  a  part  of  the  same  transaction  and  is  as  much 
privileged  as  .the  facts,  or  statements,  of  the  patient  on  which  it 
is  based.  A  waiver  of  the  privilege,  or  benefit,  of  the  statute  re- 
lating to  communications  between  physician  and  patient  is  a

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waiver  of  the  disqualification  of  the  physician  as  to  the  whole 
transaction  and  not  as  to  a  part  of  it  only.'*^^  A  statement  con- 
cerning the  case  by  one  physician  to  another,  who  has  been 
called  into  consultation,  made  in  the  presence  of  the  patient,  is  a 
privileged  communication.*^*  If,  however,  a  physician  is  called 
into  consultation  with  another  for  an  unlawful  purpose,  a  state- 
ment of  the  case  to  him  by  the  attending  physician  is  not  a  priv- 
ileged communication.'^^ 

§  638.  Opinion  Evidence. — Opinion  evidence  is  admissible  in 
actions  on  insurance  policies,  as  in  other  cases  and  under  the 
same  conditions  and  limitations.  Often,  therefore,  the  testimony 
of  persons  versed  in  the  business  of  insurance  is  allowed,  and 
these  experts  can  testify  as  to  matters  peculiarly  within  their 
knowledge,  as,  for  example,  that  the  business  of  a  farmer  is  con- 
sidered the  least  hazardous  occupation ;  '*•  but  it  does  not  follow 
that  because  one  is  an  insurance  agent  that  he  is  qualified  to  tes- 
tify as  an  expert.'^''  Sometimes  non-expertiiare  permitted  to  give 
opinions  as,  for  instance,  as  to  the  insanity  of  a  person  if  all  the 
facts  upon  which  it  is  based  are  stated ;  *^'  but  not  unless  the 
facts  on  which  the  opinion  is  based  are  stated ;  '^'  but  one  not  a 
physician  cannot  state  his  conclusion  as  to  the  cause  of  the  death 
of  a  person  from  knowledge  obtained  by  seeing  him  in  his  last 
illness,'*®  nor  can  a  witness  testify  as  to  the  age  of  a  person,  he 
judging  from  the  latter 's  appearance;  '^^  nor  is  the  opinion  of  a 
witness  admissible  as  to  the  effect  upon  a  person,  of  a  habit  of

witness  knowing  nothing  concerning  his  habits  in  the  mean- 
time.*** Physicians  and  surgeons  of  practice  and  experience  are 
experts,  and  their  opinions  upon  questions  embraced  in  their  pro- 
fession  and  practice  are  admissible,  though  they  have  not  made 
the  particular  disease  in  question  a  specialty.***  A  physician 
who  attended  the  insured  in  his  last  illness  may  give  his  opin- 
ion as  to  the  disease  which  caused  his  death ;  **^  or  that  death 
from  the  disease  of  which  assured  died  is  the  result  of  other  dis- 
eases of  long  standing  and  not  of  any  sudden  causes,**^  and  as 
to  the  effect  of  a  certain  disease  on  the  mind;***  but  such  an 
expert  cannot  give  his  opinion  on  the  testimony  in  a  case,**^  nor 
his  opinion  as  to  the  character  of  a  risk  on  a  man's  life,  if 
within  three  months  he  had  had  a  hemorrhage  of  the  stomach.*** 
Opinions  are  not  admissible  if  they  are  based  on  conjecture,  as 
where  a  medical  witness  testified  that  he  had  an  impression  suf- 
ficient to  satisfy  his  own  mind,  but  not  enough  on  which  to  base 
an  opinion ;  ***  nor  if  the  question  does  not  call  for  facts  and 
knowledge  peculiarly  within  the  knowledge  of  an  expert,  as 
whether,  if  the  insured  had  a  certain  disease  and  committed  sui- 
cide,  it  should  be  attributed  to  such  disease ;  *''®  nor  can  a  medi- 
cal witness  state  the  meaning  of  the  term,  "family  physician."  *''^ 
Opinions  of  officers  of  benefit  societies  as  to  the  interpretation  to 
be  given  to  its  laws  are  inadmissible,  and*''*  so  is  proof  of  the 
custom  and  usages  of  the  society  respecting  the  construction  of 
the  contract.*'^*  In  an  action  upon  a  certificate  in  a  mutual  asso- 
ciation, where  the  application  of  the  member  showed  that  he

drank  no  liquor  at  all,  and  the  validity  of  the  certificate  depended 
upon  the  truth  or  falsity  of  the  representations  in  the  applica- 
tion, the  medical  expert  of  the  association  issuing  the  certificate 
was  asked  several  questions,  to  which  objections  were  made  and 
sustained,  whether  the  application  for  membership  would  have 
been  favorably  passed  on,  if  it  had  been  stated  in  such  applica- 
tion that  the  applicant  drank  liquor.  The  court,  in  passing  upon 
these  objections,  said:'^*  "We  think  that  the  objections  to  these 
questions  were  properly  sustained.  The  real  issue  was,  whether 
the  statements,  made  in  the  application,  were  true  or  false.  What 
would  have  been  the  effect,  if  some  different  statement  from  that, 
therein  contained,  had  been  made  to  the  association,  was  of  no 
consequence.  The  witness  might  give  his  opinion  on  a  matter  of 
science,  connected  with  his  profession,  but  he  could  not  be  al- 
lowed to  state  his  views  of  the  manner  in  which  others  would 
probably  be  influenced,  if  certain  specified  facts  existed. ' '  Testi- 
mony, called  for  by  questions  of  a  similar  character,  has  been  gen- 
erally held  inadmissible.^^^  There  is,  however,  some  authority 
tending  to  the  contrary.*^*  A  medical  examiner  may  testify  as  to 
the  effect  on  his  mind  and  action  of  certain  answers  of  the  ap- 
plicant.''^^ 

§  639.   Off ering  Application  in  Evidence  as  Part  of  OontraeL— 

On  principle,  if  by  the  terms  of  the  policy  the  application  is 
made  a  part  thereof,  both  should!  be  offered  in  evidence  together, 
and  it  is  error  to  admit  the  policy  without  the  application  if  ob- 
jection is  made,*''^  but  the  error  is  cured  if  afterwards  th£  com-

§  640.  Evidence  of  Preliminary  N^otiations  or  Agreements. — 
The  law  will  not  allow  the  terms  of  a  written  contract  to  be 
varied  by  parol  evidence  of  what  was  said  at  the  time  it  was

day  designated  therein  was  payable  on  a  different  day;"*  or, 
if  the  language  of  the  policy  is  clear,  as  to  the  construction  the 
parties  have  placed  upon  it ;  **•  or  as  to  the  intention  of  the 
parties  that  another  than  the  one  named  in  the  policy  should  be 
the  beneficiary;**^  unless  there  is  a  latent  ambiguity  in  the

ly.*** Letters  of  the  company  subsequent  to  the  issue  of  a  policy 
cannot  modify  its  terms.*'^ 

§  641.  When  Parol  Evidence  Admissible.— Parol  evidence  is 
admissible  to  explain  receipts  given  for  premiums  ;^^^  and  to 
show  in  what  sense  special  words,  as  ''spitting  of  blood/'  were 
used  in  an  application  for  life  insurance ;  **^  and  to  show  fraudu- 
lent representations  as  to  a  local  board,***  or  that  because  of  the 
fraud  of  one  of  the  parties  to  the  contract  it  does  not  express  the 
actual  agreement,***  or  a  mistake.*®®  When  the  contract  is  to  pay 
as  many  dollars  as  there  are  members  of  the  association,  the  num- 
ber of  members  may  be  shown  by  parol  in  order  to  arrive  at  the 
measure  of  damages ;  *®^  or  it  may  be  shown  by  statements  con- 
tained in  an  assessment  notice ;  *®*  or  by  the  number  of  certifi- 
cates issued,*^*  or  under  a  peculiar  wording  of  the  certificate, 
where  it  was  agreed  to  pay  a  certain  sum  and  not  to  exceed  sev- 
enty-five per  cent  of  the  assessments  collected,  the  benficiary  may 
recover  without  proving  demand  on  the  company  to  make  assess- 
ments, or  show  that  assessments  have  been  made ;  or  if  made,  the 
amount  collected  thereon.*®*  Parol  evidence  is  admissibfe  to 
complete  the  record  of  a  meeting  of  a  society,  and  its  members

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are  competent  witnesses,*^^  and  to  contradict  the  records.***  (kn- 
orally  the  records  of  the  association  are  admissible  in  an  action 
hy  the  beneficiary  of  a  m-ember/*''  but  not  letters  written  by  offi- 
cers of  the  defendant  association  discussing  plaintiff's  claim.*" 
Evidence  that  insured  joined  other  organizations  at  the  same  time 
is  admissible  to  show  fraud.***

§  642.  Canvassiiig  Documents,  Prospectuses,  Rules,  Etc—Pub- 
lished dociiments  and  rules  of  an  insurance  company  in  respeet 
to  the  transaction  of  its  business  are  admissible  on  the  part  of  a 
policyholder  in  an  action  against  it,  although  it  is  not  shown 
that  he  was  aware  of  their  e^^stence  when  th^e  cause  of  action 
arose.*^*  And  it  has  been  held  that  a  prospectus  of  an  insurance 
company  may  be  given  in  evidence  to  modify  the  terms  of  the 
policy  regarding  payment  of  premium.*^*  Or  for  the  purpose  of 
showing  an  estoppel.*^^  Or  a  pamphlet  sent  out  by  agents  of  a 
company  making  representations  as  to  the  plans  upon  which  the 
policies  were  issued.  But  the  statements  of  the  prospectus  do  not 
imply  a  guaranty.*^*  But  unless  identified  as  issued  by  the  com- 
pany, circulars  and  prospectuses  are  clearly  inadmissible.*"

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§  643.  Evidence  of  Usage. — ^Under  some  circumstances  evi- 
dence of  usage  is  admissible,  as  for  example,  the  custom  of  re- 
ceiving premiums  after  they  were  due,*^*  but  usage  must  be 
proved  by  instances  not  opinions ;  ^^*  and  a  custom  is  not  proved' 
by  the  testimony  of  a  witness  that  in  certain  instances  known 
to  him  a  forfeiture  was  not  insisted  on.  It  must  be  shown  that 
the  custom  was  uniform.'*^^  A  usage  practiced  by  one  company 
cannot  be  inferred  to  exist  so  as  to  bind  another  company ;  '^^, 
nor,  if  the  rights  of  parties  depend  upon  the  construction  to  be 
given  a  contract,  can  evidence  of  the  custom  and  usage  of  the 
company  and  of  the  decisions  of  its  officers  respecting  the  con- 
struction be  given.*^* 

§  644.  Construction  of  Insurance  Policies. — We  have  already 
referred  to  the  general  rules  for  the  construction  of  insurance 
contracts.**®  The  first  is  that  they  are  to  be  construed  liberally 
in  favor  of  the  assured  and  strongly  against  the  insurer.  As  the 
Supreme  Court  of  Vermont  has  said:  ***  "It  is  a  fundamental 
rule  in  the  law  of  insurance,  that  the  policy  shall  be  construed 
most  strongly  against  the  insurer,  and  liberally  in  favor  of  the 
assured.  The  policy  is  written  by  the  insurers.  They  use  their 
own  language  and  surround  and  barricade  their  liability  under 
it  with  such  defenses  as  they  choose  to  adopt.  Oftentimes  their 
policies,  instead  of  being  simple,  intelligible  instruments  that  the

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average  holder  can  understand  and  construe,  are  burdened  with 
a  great  number  of  technical  stipulations  and  conditions,  buried 
under  ingenious  phraseology  that  reflects  great  credit  upon  the 
draughtsman,  but  leaves  'plain  people'  to  learn  its  true  import 
after  their  property  is  destroyed.  Then  they  are  informed  that 
the  policy  is  a  mere  technical  notice  of  special  matter  to  be  given 
in  'evidence  in  answer  to^  their  claim  for  damages.  There  is  ob- 
vious reason  for  the  rule  of  liberal  construction  in  favor  of  the 
man  whose  legal  rights  are  to  be  extracted  from  such  a  labyrinth 
of  mysticism. ' '  All  the  decisions  of  the  courts  in  insurance  cases, 
cited  in  the  preoeeding  pages,  illustrate  the  universal  applica- 
tion of  this  doctrine.  The  general  rules  for  the  construction 
of  written  contracts  of  course  also  apply.  The  courts  will  give 
the  contract  the  same  interpretation  that  the  parties  themselves 
have  placed  on  it.***  Contemporaneous  literature  may  be  looked 
to  for  explanation  of  terms  used  in  the  contract*** 

§  645.  Burden  of  Proof. — In  an  action  upon  a  life  insurance 
policy,  although  the  answers  in  the  application  are  warranties, 
the  burden  of  proof  is  on  the  defendant  to  show  the  falsity  of 
any  such  answers  in  accordance  with  the  general  rule  that  the 
law  does  not  require  a  party  to  prove  a  negative.  As  was  said 
by  the  Supreme  Court  of  the  United  States:***  "The  number 
of  questions  now  asked  of  the  assured  in  every  application  for 
a  policy,  and  the  variety  of  subjects,  and  length  of  time  which 
they  cover,  are  such,  that  it  may  be  safely  said  that  no  sane  man 
would  ever  take  a  policy  if  proof  to  the  satisfaction  of  a  jury  of 
the  truth  of  every  answer  were  made  known  to  him  to  be  an 
indispensable  prerequisite  to  payment  of  the  sum  secured,  that 
proof  to  be  made  only  after  he  wa^  dead  and  could  render  no 
assistance  in  furnishing  it.  On  the  other  hand,  it  is  no  hardship, 
that,  if  the  insurer  knows  or  believes  any  of  these  statements  to 
be  false,  he  shall  furnish  the  evidence  on  which  that  knowledge 
or  belief  rests.    He  can  thus  single  out  the  answer  whose  truth

founded."**^  The  burden  of  establishing  the  failure  to  pay  as- 
sessments is  upon  the  defendant,^^^  and  that  the  assessment  was 
duly  made**'  and  that  a  warranty  of  good  health  at  time  of 
reinstatment  was  false,**^  and  such  burden  does  not  shift  by  the 
introduction  of  evidence  which,  if  unexplained,  would  be  con- 
clusive.*** Where  insurable  interest  is  denied  the  burden  of 
proof  is  on  the  plaintiff  to  prove  it ;  **®  and  the  beneficiary  of  a 
member  of  a  benevelonet  society  has  the  burden  of  proof  to  show

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that  the  member  was  in  good  standing  at  the  time  of  his  death, 
the  allegation  of  the  x>etition  to  that  effect  being  denied  by  the 
answer/^^  The  parties  who  claim  under  the  assignment  of  a 
benefit  certificate,  in  its  inception  payable  to  a  party  designated 
by  name,  must  show  that  the  transfer  was  in  accordance  with  the 
laws  of  the  society  issuing  it,***  and  where  a  policy  is  payable  to 
a  number  of  persons,  the  burden  of  proving  that  any  one  of  them 
survived  the  others  is  upon  him  who  asserts  it.*'*  li  a  matter 
is  peculiarly  within  th-e  knowledge  of  defendant  the  burden  is 
on  him  to  prove  it/**  The  burden  of  proof  is  on  the  plaintiff  to 
show  delivery  of  the  policy.**^  Where  a  life  insurance  policy 
shows  a  relation  not  creating  an  insurable  interest,  the  burden 
is  on  the  beneficiary  to  show  that  he  had  such  interest."*  In  an 
action  on  an  accident  policy  the  burden  of  proof  is  on  the  plain- 
tiff to  show  that  the  death  was  caused  by  accident.**^  The  burden 
of  proviag  fraudulent  intent  of  the  insured  is  on  the  insurer,**' 
and  to  prove  a  forfeiture  for  non-payment  of  premium,*"  and 
any  other  violation  of  the  provisions  of  the  contract.**'  In  an 
action  on  a  life  policy,  it  being  admitted  that  the  insured  was  in 
good  standing  up  to  the  time  of  the  default,  the  burden  is  on 
defendant  to  show  the  existence  of  facts  on  which  it  predicated 
its  right  to  declare  a  forfeiture  and  to  prove  that  the  a^essment

§  646.  Evideaoe  of  Age. — The  Supreme  Court  of  Missouri  has 
said :  ***  '  *  Where  the  age  of  a  party  is  in  issue  the  court  may 
admit  an  expression  of  opinion  by  a  witness  as  to  age  based  on 
the  appearance  of  the  party  at  the  time,  accompanied  with  a 
description  of  the  appearance  from  which  such  opinion  was 
formed.  That  such  evidence  is  competent  we  do  not  doubt.'*  A 
statement  in  a  will  of  the  age,  or  of  a  person's  birth,  is  prima 
facte  evidence  of  his  age.^^^  It  is  said  that  evidence  of  reputation 
is  inadmissible  to  prove  a  person's  age.^^^  Family  discussion  as 
to  birthday  and  acts  done  on  the  reputed  day  are  evidence  for 
the  jury  as  to  the  age  of  an  infant.**^ .  And  testimony  of  relatives 
as  to  comparative  age.^**  The  Supreme  Court  of  ^Michigan  has 
said,**^  that  a  sworn  and  examined  extract  from  the  parish  rec- 
ord of  a  Catholic  Church,  showing  the  baptism  of  the  deceased 
party  and  reciting  names  of  her  parents  with  their  description 
and  a  statement  of  her  age,  supported  by  the  evidence  of  the 
priest  that  such  a  record  was  required  to  be  kept  by  the  rules  of 
the  church,  which  record  is  thirty  years  old,  is  admissible  as  evi- 
dence of  age.  And  so  as  to  a  leaf,  sworn  to  as  taken  after  his 
death  from  a  soldier's  private  record  book,  required  to  be  kept 
by  soldiers  in  the  British  service,  showing  names  of  his  father 
and  his  wife,  and  names,  ages  and  birthplaces  of  all  his  children. 
In  this  case^^^  the  si3ter  swore  to  the  age  of  the  deceased,  by 
reference  to  her  own  age,  as  several  years  older  than  the  deceased. 
The  court  says  that  the  rejection  of  such  proofs  would  be  dis- 
astrous; they  are  relied  upon  by  the  whole  community.  A  let- 
ter from  a  husband  was  admitted  as  evidence  of  age ;  **•  and  a

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leaf  from,  a  Bible;  *^*  and  an  entry  in  a  family  Bible  is  admissi- 
ble.*^^ Hearsay  is  clearly  admissible  as  to  facts  of  family  history, 
such  as  birth,  marriage^  relative  age,  relationship,  etc.*"  So  is  a 
record  of  naturalization.*^^  Church  registers  are  not  admissible 
in  evidence  except  by  statutory  provision,  unless  the  laws  of  the 
country  or  State  in  which  they  are  kept  recognizes  them  as  docu- 
ments of  an  authentic  and  public  nature.*^*  A  parish  register 
showing  the  date  of  a  child's  baptism  is  not  "evidence  of  the  date 
of  his  birth  or  of  his  identity.*^^  A  register  of  baptism  taken  by 
itself,  is  only  evidence  of  that  fact.  Mention  of  a  child's  age  in 
the  register  is  not  proof  of  the  date  of  his  birth.  In  all  these 
and  similar  cases  the  register  is  no  proof  of  the  identity  of  the 
parties.  But  the  fact  and  identity  must  be  established  by  other 
evidence.*^*  The  effect  of  a' baptismal  record  is  not  overcome  by 
parol  evidence.*^''  An  -entry  in  the  minute  book  of  a  lodge  of 
Odd  Fellows,  of  which  insured  was  a  member,  made  prior  to  the

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making  of  the  contract,  and  showing  his  age  as  recorded  by  the 
secretary  of  the  lodge  in  the  usual  manner  of  keeping  its  records, 
has  been  held  properly  excluded  as  being  hearsay .^^^  But  a  mere 
statement  of  the  insured  to  a  clerk  of  the  Probate  Court  is  not 
evidence ;  *^*  nor  is  a  cofiSn  plate  or  obituary  notice.***  And  so 
with  a  memorandum  purporting  to  record  the  date  of  birth  where 
no  evidence  was  offered  to  show  in  whose  handwriting  such  mem- 
orandum was.*^^  'Identity  of  name  is  prima  facie  evidence  of 
identity  of  person.**' 

§  647.  Evidence  of  Death.— In  an  action .  on  a  policy  of  life 
insurance  the  burden  is  on  the  plaintiff  to  prove  the  death  of 
the  i>er8on  whose  life  is  insured.***  The  general  rule  is  that 
letters  of  administration  are  prima  facie  evidence  of  the  death 
of  the  person  on  whose  estate  they  ai«e  granted,  but  the  presumi>- 
tion  of  death  raised  thereby  is  weak  and  inconclusive,  and  may 
be  rebutted  by  slight  evidence.***  But  the  Supreme  Court  of 
the  United  States,  in  accordance  with  the  English  doctrine,  dis- 
approves of  this  doctrine  and  has  held  to  the  contrary.***  Death, 
like  other  facts,  may  be  established  by  circumstantial  evidence, 
when  direct  evidence  is  not  attainable;  and  when  absence  with- 
out tidings  concurs  with  other  attendant  and  supporting  cir- 
cumstances to  produce  the  conviction  that  the  party  is  dead,  such

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proof  is  aU  that  can  be  required.***  It  may  be  proved  by  circum- 
stantial evidence  alone.**^  And  it  is  said  that  the  disappearance 
of  a  man  '*  under  circumstances  of  shipwreck,  or  earthquake, 
or  battle,  or  explosion,  or  like  perils,  might  well  produce  a  con- 
viction that  he  is  dead. ' '  ***  The  Supreme  Court  of  Michigan  also 
has  said  that :  * '  There  is  no  doctrine  which  in  civil  cases  requires 
death  to  be  proved  by  any  more  conclusive  evidence  or  peculiar 
evidence  than  any  other  fact  material  to  recovery  in  an  action. 
If  the  testimony  satisfies  the  court  or  jury  passing  on  the  facts, 
and  is  reasonably  sufficient,  and  compels  belief,  the  conclusion 
is  certainly  lawful.  ...  A  sudden  disappearance,  and  the 
failure  to  discover  any  traces  of  a  man  who,  if  living,  could  not 
easily  have  gone  unnoticed,  and  who  was  in  such  a  physical  and 
mental  condition,  as  to  excite  the  anxiety  of  his  friends  upon  this 
very  subject,  cannot  be  said  to  afford  no  evidence  tending  to 
prove  his  death. ' '  **•  The  cases  above  cited  show  that  a  pre- 
sumption of  the  death  of  a  person  may  arise  from  circumstances 
of  disappearance  and  being  brought  in  contact  with  specific  perils, 
although  seven  years  have  not  elapsed.  The  usual  presumption  of 
death  from  absence  of  seven  years  without  tidings  also  prevails 
in  life  insurance  cases,  but  slight  evidence  has  been  held  to  rebut 
the  presumption.*'^  Letters  written  by  the  assured  shortly  be- 
fore the  disappearance  are  admissible  to  show  the  intent.*^^  The 
Supreme  Court  of  Missouri  has  held  that  in  cases  where  death 
is  presumed  from  an  absence  of  seven  years  without  tidings,  there 
is  no  presumption  of  death  at  any  particular  time  during  these

seven  years ;  ^^'  but  It  also  been  said  in  the  same  State  that  no 
facts  appearing  except  that  of  the  absence  of  a  person  for 
seven  years  without  being  heard  from,  it  will'  be  presumed  that 
he  died  on  the  last  day  of  the  seven  years.^'^'  A  more  exact  state- 
ment of  the  rule  is  that  a  person  is  presumed  to  be  alive  for  seven 
years  from  the  time  he  was  last  heard  of  by  persons  who  would 
likely  have  heard  from  him  if  alive,  but,  after  that  time  has 
elapsed  the  presumption  of  life  ceases  and  that  of  death  arises. 
Where,  however,  the  exact  time  of  death  is  to  be  proved  the 
burden  of  proof  lies  on  the  person  who  claims  the  right  dependent 
upon  the  time  of  death,  which  is  to  be  proved  like  other  facts, 
as  there  is  no  presumption  that  death  occurred  at  any  time  dur- 
ing the  seven  years.  The  resumption  of  death  from  absence  is 
one  strengthed  or  diminished  by  facts  bearing  upon  the  disap- 
pearance and  is  not  an  absolute  one,  except  as  provided  by  stat- 
ute.*^* Certificate  of  attending  physician  as  to  the  cause  of  death 
filed  with  the  board  of  health,  is  not  admissible  to  show  cause 
of  death.*^^  .Nor  the  verdict  at  a  coroner's  inquest.*^*

§   648  LIFE  AND  ACCmENT  INSURANCE. 

§  648.  The  Same  Subject— Disappearanftes.— The  increasing 
number  of  eases  where  death  is  claimed  from  imexplained  ab- 
sence generally  support  the  rule  laid  down  in  the  preceding  sec- 
tion, but  to  a  great  extent  the  determination  depends  upon  the 
particular  facts  that  may  be  shown  in  each  case.  At  the  end 
of  a  disappearance  for  seven  years  without  tidings  the  presump- 
tion of  life  ceases  and  that  of  death  arises  and  the  inference  is 
that  the  person  died  at  the  end  of  the  seven  years  unless  the 
facts  and  circumstances  justify  the  inference  that  he  died  at  an 
earlier  date.*'^  In  order  to  establish  a  presumption  of  death  from 
absence  it  is  necessary  to  show  4;hat  the  absentee  left  his  home  for 
a  temporary  purpose  and  has  not  returned  and  that  those  most 
likely  to  hear  from  him  have  received  no  tidings.  The  presump- 
tion does  not  arise  where  the  man  has  established  a  residence 
abroad,  though  his  family' does  not  hear  from  him,  unless  inquiry 
has  been  made  at  the  place  of  his  residence.*^'  That  a  divorced 
husband  had  not  been  heard  from  for  seven  years  by  any  member 
of  his  immediate  family,  or  in  the  place  where  the  divorced  wife 
lived,  with  no  evidence  of  any  inquiry  concerning  him  at  the  place 
where  he  resided  after  the  divorce,  does  not  raise  a  presumption 
of  death.*^*  Inquiries  sufficient  to  raise  the  presumption  of  death 
from  absence  should  extend  to  all  those  places  where  information 
is  likely  to  be  obtained  and  all  those  persons  who  in  the  ordinary 
course  of  events  would  be  likely  to  hear  from  the  absent  person 
if  he  were  alive.*'®  While  there  is  a  presumption  that  a  person  is 
dead  from  whom  nothing  has  been  heard  for  seven  years,  there 
is  no  presumption  that  he  died  at  any  particular  time  during 
these  years  and  the  time  of  death  when  material  must  be 
proved.*^*    The  cases  we  have  just  cited  hold  that  to  show  death

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within  the  seven  years  it  is  not  necessary  to  show  that  the  party 
was  exposed  to  some  peril,  but  death  may  be  inferred  from  cir- 
cumstances.'*^' Absence  alone  raises  no  presumption  as  to  time 
of  death  but  it  must  be  proved  that  death  is  the  probable  reason' 
why  nothing  is  known  of  the  missing  person  and  that  he  left  home 
under  no  inducement  to  remain  hidden.  Search  and  inquiry  must 
be  diligent.*^'  After  seven  years  the  presumption  of  death,  taken 
in  connection  with  the  circumstances  attending  the  disappear- 
ance, may  lead  to  the  inference  of  death  about  the  time  of  dis- 
appearance.*** We  cite  in  thia,  connection  various  cases  sup- 
porting the  general  propositions  above  stated.***^  The  proofs  sub- 
mitted to  the  company  in  a  disappearance  case  must  be  suffici-

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ent.^^*  A  by-law  that  absence  or  disappearance  of  a  member 
should  not  be  evidence  of  his  death  is  void/*^  It  has  been,  how- 
ever, held  ***  that  a  by-law  of  a  fraternal  beneficiary  society  that 
a  member  shall  stand  suspended  after  disappearance  for  a  year 
is  not  unreasonable.  In  an  action  on  a  life  policy  where  death  is 
claimed  from  absence,  life  tables  are  admissible  to  show  the  ex- 
pectancy of  ife.*^* 

§  649.  Presumptions  and  Evidence  in  Oases  of  Death  in  Same 
Oalamity. — We  have  heretofore^^'*  considered  some  questions 
that  arise  where  the  beneficiaries  named  in  the  policies  perish 
at  the  same  time,  or  in  common  calamity.  It  may  be  well 
to  refer  to  questions  of  evidence  at  this  time.  The  rules  for  in- 
ferring death  from  conditions  of  age  and  health  which  prevailed 
under  the  civil  law,  are  no  longer  applicable.  The  authorities 
agree  that  where  two  persons  meet  death  in  a  common  disaster 
there  is  no  presumption  either  of  survivorship  or  simultaneous 
death.**^  The  rule  is  otherwise  if  the  statute  provides  as  to  pre- 
sumption in  such  case.*^^  The  presumption,  however,  only  ap- 
plies where  there  is  absence  of  other  evidence.*'*    Th%  Supreme

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Court  of  the  United  States  has  held,  *^'  approving  the  rule  laid 
down  in  the  case  of  Re  Wilbor,*'*  that  where  three  lost  their  lives

Supreme  Courf  of  Illinois  has  held  that  representatives  of  the 
beneficiary  must  show  thein  survivorship,  or  the  fund  will  go  to 
the  heirs  in  case  of  the  death  in  the  same-  disaster  of  a  member 
of  a  mutual  benefit  society,  the  laws  of  the  order  providing  that 
in  event  of  the  death  of  the  beneficiary  before  the  decease  of 
the  member  the  benefit  shall  be  paid  to  his  heirs.*'^  Other  cases 
bearing  on  the  sufficiency  of  evidence  as  to  survivorship  are 
given  in  a  note.***  In  a  case  in  Canada  the  court  applied  the  civil 
law,  presuming  that  where  husband,  wife  and  children  perished 
in  the  san;e  calamity,  in  the  absence  of  any  evidence  as  to  the 
physical  condition^  or  ages,  or  husband  or  wife,  that  the  husband 
and  father  survived  his  wife.**''

§  650.  Proofs  of  Loss  as  Evidence. — The  preponderance  of  au- 
thority is  in  favor  of  the  view  that  proofs  of  loss  are  admissible 
in  evidence  for  the  sole  purpose  of  showing  that  the  requirements 
of  the  policy  concerning  them  have  been  complied  with.***    But,

And  if  not  contradicted  require,  if  they  show  a  breach  of  war- 
ranty or  conditions  of  the  policy,  a  judgment  for  defendant. ^•^ 
These  last  mentioned  cases  and  others  hold  that  the  statements 
made  by  the  assured  in  the  proofs  of  loss  are  admissions,  and  may 
be  considered  by  the  jury  for  what  they  are  worth,^^^  and  the 
modem  rule  is  probably  that  the  proofs  of  loss  furnished  by  the 
assured  are  not  only  evidence  that  the  condition  of  the  policy 
requiring  them  ha§  been  complied  with,  but  are  also  to  be  re- 
garded as  admissions  and  prima  facie  evidence  of  the  facts  there- 
in stated.  But  the  party  furnishing  them  may  show  that  state- 
ments in  the  proofs  of  loss  were  erroneous  or  inadvertently  made, 
and  the  mistake  can  be  shown  by  parol.^®^    This  is  especially  true

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if  the  policy  provides  that  proofs  of  loss  shaD  he  evidence  for 
the  company.^^'  In  Massachusetts  it  is  held  that  if  the  insured 
wishes  to  contradict  the  proofs  of  loss  he  must  serve  amended 
proofs  on  the  insurer,^®^  but  this  doctrine  is  somewhat  c^ualified 
in  a  later  case.*^^  Proofs  of  loss  purporting  to  be  executed  by 
the  beneficiary  need  not  be  proved.^*^  Statements  made  by  the 
physician  attending  the  insured,  contained  in  the  proofs  of  death, 
are  privileged  and  inadmissible  to  show  that  false  answers  were 
made  in  the  application.  By  including  such  statements  in  the 
proofs  the  assured  did  not  consent  that  they  might  be  used 
against  her.^^'  Such  statements  are  wholly  inadmissible  if  based 
on  hearsay/^'  and  it  has  been  held  that  a  certificate  of  a  physi- 
cian included  in  the  proofs  of  loss  is  not  evidence  of  the  fact  it 
states,  but  is  a  suggestion  entitle  to  weight  in  considering  in- 
surer's conduct  in  resisting  payment.^^*  The  proceedings  had  on 
coroner's  inquest  are  inadmissible  except  to  show  that  an  inquest 
was  had  and  though  annexed  to  proofs  of  loss  is  not  an  admis-

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sion  of  cause  of  death.^^^  Under  the  stipulations  of  the  policy  the 
verdict  of  the  coroner's  jury  may  be  admissible  in  favor  of  the 
company.^^* 

§  651.  The  Same  Subject— Later  Oases.— From  the  authorities 
cited  in  the  preceding  section  and  later  authorities  proofs  of  loss 
are  admissible  to  prove  compliance  with  the  conditions  of  the 
policy/®'  They  are  also  admissible  in  favor  of  defendant  as  ad- 
missions and  the  recitals  in  the  proofs  of  death  furnished  by  a 
beneficiary  as  to  cause  of  death  are  conclusive  unless  the  bene- 
ficiary shows  that  the  statement  is  erroneous  or  made  by  mis- 
take.^®^  But  before  the  beneficiary  is  estopped  by  a  statement 
in  the  proofs  of  death  it  must  be  shown  that  she  was  identl&ed 
with  the  proofs  when  they  were  taken.^®^  It  has  been  held  that 
the  statement  of  a  physician  in  proofis  of  death  as  to  the  cause 
of  death  is  a  mere  opinion  not  binding  on  plaintiff.^^*  State- 
ments in  proofs  submitted  by  a  lodge  without  being  authorized 
to  do  so  by  the  beneficiary  as  her  agent,  are  not  binding  on  such 
beneficiary.^®^.

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gress  in  tbe  same  way  as  natural  persons.^^^  An  agreement  to 
abstain,  in  all  cases,  from  resorting  to  the  courts  of  the  United^ 
States  is  void  as  against  public  policy,  and  a  State  statute,  which 
requires  such  an  agreement  as  a  condition  foi  being  allowed  to 
do  business  in  such  State  is  in  conflict  with  the  constitution  of  the 
United  States,^^*  but  a  State  has  the  right  to  impose  conditions, 
not  in  conflict  with  the  constitution  or  laws  of  the  United  States, 
to  the  transaction  of  business  within  its  territory  by  an  insurance 
company,  chartered  by  another  State,  or  to  exclude  such  company 
altogether,  or,  having  given  a  license  to  revoke  it,  with  or  with- 
out cause.  If  a  company,  in  violation  of  its  agreement  not  to 
resort  to  the  United  States  courts,  does  remove  causes  there,  the 
State  may  revoke  its  license,  and  its  motives  or  means  of  enforc- 
ment  of  its  wishes  are  not  the  subject  ol  judicial  inquiry .^^* 

§  653.  Retaliatory  Legislation.— Many  States  have  in  their  in- 
surance laws,  prescribing  the  terms  upon  which  foreign  cor« 
porations  are  allowed  to  do  business  within  their  limits,  a  re- 
taliatory provision;  that  is,  they  declare  that  if  any  other  State 
shall  impose  other  or  greater  taxes,  fees,  licenses,  deposits,  etc., 
upon  insurance  companies  or  their  agents,  than  those  imposed  by 
the  laws  of  the  State  in  question,  then  such  taxes,  fees,  licenses, 
etc.,  shall  be  imposed  upon  the  insurance  companies  of  such  other 
State  or  the  agents  of  such  companies.  There  seems  to  be  some 
question  whether  such  retaliatory  features  are  not  unconstitu- 
tional, because  in  violation  of  the  principle  that  all  taxation  must 
be  unif orm,^**^  although  they  have  been  sustained  in  at  least  one 
case.^^^    Quo  warranto  proceedings  lie  to  oust  a  foreign  oorpora-

well  leave  the  discussion  of  this  question  to  the  works  on  taxation 
or  constitutional  law. 

§  654.  Insurance  Oompanies  JSubject  to  Insolvency  and  Bank- 
ruptcy Laws  Like  Other  Corporations. — Like  other  corporations, 
insurance  companies  are  subject  to  the  insolvency,  assignment 
and  bankruptcy  laws  of  the  State  of  their  domicile,  unless  spe- 
cially exempted  by  statute.  If  not  thus  excepted,  no  distinctions 
should,  on  principle,  be  made  between  insurance  organizations 
and  those  for  other  purposes ;  ^**  and  a  mutual  life  *  insurance 
company  has  been  held  to  be  a  "business  corporation*'  within 
the  meaning  of  the  bankrupt  act,^**  Accordingly,  a  life  insur- 
ance company  can  make  a  general  assignment  for  the  benefit  of 
creditors.^*^ 


§  655.  Winding  Up  by  Insurance  Oommissioner— Special  De- 
posit With  State — ^Insolvency  of  Mutual  Company— Effect  of 
Charter  Provisions.— In  most,  if  not  all,  States  of  the  Union  the 
business  of  insurance  is  regulated  by  statute,  and  is  under  the 
supervision  of  an  officer  generally  known  as  the  insurance  com- 
missioner. These  laws  in  nearly  all  cases  provide  for  certain 
proceedings  to  be  taken  upon  the  insolvency  of  the  companies 
and  the  manner  of  disposition  of  the  special  fund  deposited  with 
the  department  for  domestic  policy  holders.  These  insurance 
statutes  are  similar  in  many  respects  and,  in  New  York  especially, 
have  been  construed  in  whole  or  in  part  by  the  courts.  It  is  not 
thought  necessary  to  examine  these  statutes  or  to  refer  to  all  of 
the  decisions  respecting  them.^^*     The  Supreme  Court  of  the

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United  States  has  said:^*^  "No  State  need  allow  the  corpora- 
tions of  other  States  to  do  business  within  its  jurisdiction  unless 
it  chooses,  with  perhaps  the  exception  of  commercial  corpora- 
tions; but  if  it  does,  without  limitation,  express  or  implied,  the 
corporation  comes  in  as  it  has  been  created.  Every  corporation 
necessarily  carries  its  charter  wherever  it  goes,  for  that  is  the  law 
of  its  existence.  It  may  be  restricted  in  the  use  of  some  of  its 
powers  while  doing  business  away  from  its  corporate  home,  but 
every  person  who  deals  with-it  everywhere  is  bound  to  take 
notice  of  the  provisions  which  have  been  made  in  its  charter  for 
the  management  and  control  of  its  affairs  both  in  life  and  after 
dissolution.''  In  Ohio  it  has  been  said  by  the  Supreme  Court  of 
that  State  that  the  deposit  made  by  the  company  with  the  de- 
partment of  insurance  is  for  the  benefit  of  the  policy  holders 
only,  and  not  for  the  security  of  the  general  creditors  of  the  com- 
pany, and  should  be  applied  pro  rata  on  the  claims  of  such  policy 
holders,  and  that  general  creditors  have  nc^  claim  uj^on  it.  In 
event  of  insolvency,  after  the  policy  Tiolders  are  paid  in  full,  then 
the  remaining  securities  are  liable  to  the  rights  of  the  company 
generally.^**  In  Mississippi  it  has  been  held  that  the  fund  de- 
posited with  the  State  by  a  foreign  insurance  company  is  intended 
as  a  security  to  protect  policies  issued  to  citizens  of  that  State, 
\fj  agents  appointed  in  the  mode  prescribed  by  the  statute,  and 
doing  business  in  that  State.  And  if  a  citizen  of  that  State  take 
out  a  policy  in  such  company  from  an  agent  residing  and  doing 
business  out  of  the  State  he  has  no  claim  upon  the  deposit  in 
the  treasury  of  the  State,  but  is  to  be  regarded  as  having  elected 
to  look  rather  to  the  general  assets  of  the  company  than  to  such 
special  fund.*^*  A  judgment  creditor  acquires  no  priority  over 
others  as  against  the  deposit  with  the  insurance  commissioner.*'® 
All  policy  holders  of  a  mutual  life  insurance  company,  whether 
residents  of  the  company's  domicile  or  not,  are  presumed  to  know 
the  terms  of  its  charter,  and  the  laws  regulating  its  existence, 
and  are  bound  thereby,  and  in  the  absence  of  special  provisions 
in  the  laws  of  the  State,  other  than  such  doriicile,  where  it  may

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have  property^  attaching  policy  holders  can  claim  no  lien  on  such 
property,  though  residents  of  the  State  where  such  property  is 
situated ;  but,  if  the  laws  of  the  domicile  of  the  company  provide 
for  the  winding  up  of  the  company,  the  sequestration  of  its  prop- 
erty, the  allowance  of  the  claims  of  policy  holders  and  an  equita- 
ble distribution  of  the  fund,  such  attaching  creditors  must  be 
remitted  to  their  share  of  the  equitable  distribution  under  the 
proceedings  previously  commenced  in  the  State  of  the  domicile 
of  the  company.^'^  The  claims  for  death  losses  stand  on  no  dif- 
ferent basis  than  those  of  living  policy  holders,  the  same  prin- 
ciple governs  both.^'* 

§  656.   Attachments  of  Company's  Property  by  Policy  Holders. 

— ^The  general  property  of  a  life  insurance  company  in  States 
other  than  that  of  its  domicile  is  probably  liable  to  attachment 
by  policy  holders  of  the  State  where  such  property  is  situated, 
if  the  company  is  pot  a  mutual  one,  and  possibly  even  if  it  is 
mutual,  unless  the  cliarter  or  laws  of  the  domicile  of  the  corpora- 
tion provide  for  winding  it  up  if  insolvent.^'*  In  a  case  in  Vi^ 
ginia  where  certain  creditors,  policy  holders,  attached  the  prop- 
erty of  the  company,  and  brought  bills  to  enforce  their  liens, 
it  was  held,^'*  that  the  attachments  did  not  inure  to  the  benefit 
of  all  the  policy  holders,  whether  parties  to  the  suit  or  not,  but 
the  company  being  insolvent  at  the  time  of  attachment,  the  com-

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plainants  were  entitled  to  recover,  and  no  subsequent  condition 
in  the  affairs  of  the  company  effected  by  other  policy  holders 
could  defeat  their  recovery.  Further,  that  each  policy  holder 
was  entitled  to  a  sum  of  money,  which,  on  the  day  of  the  com- 
pany's insolvency,  would  purchase  from  a  solvent  company  a 
policy  of  .the  same  kind,  for  the  same  amount  and  the  same  rate 
of  premium.  This  sum  is  to  be  ascertained  by  treating  the  dif- 
ference between  the  premiums  paid  the  company  and  the  prem- 
iums to  be  paid  the  new  company  as  an  annuity  for  the  assured 's 
expectation  of  life  and  calculating  the  cash  value.^^^  Attach- 
ments have  also  been  sustained  in  other  States.^'* 

§  657.  SeceiverB  of  Insurance  Oompanies. — The  doctrine  is 
clearly  established  that  courts  of  equity  are  without  jurisdiction 
to  decree  the  dissolution  of  a  corporation  and  the  forfeiture  of 
its  franchise,  either  at  the  suit  of  an  individual  or.  the  State, 
unless  such  jurisdiction  is  conferred  by  statute.  But,  in  virtue 
of  its  general  jurisdiction  over  trusts,  and  to  give  relief  where 
legal  remedies  are  inadequate,  a  court  of  equity  may,  recognizing 
the  existence  of  a  corporation,  interpose  to  prevent  dissipation 
and  misapplication  of  its  property  and  assets  when  it  has  ceased 
to  do  business,  and  make  a  just  and  equitable  distribution  there- 
of to  whatever  creditors  and  shareholders  may  be  thereunto  en- 
titled.^*'' A  court  has  no  jurisdiction  to  order  an  accounting  of 
a  foreign  corporation's  business  to  determine  whether  it  has  been 
charging  excessive  rates.^'*  On  appointment  of  a  receiver  the 
court  has  jurisdiction  for  distribution  of  a  trust  fund  held  by  a 
trust  company.^*'  The  emergency  funds  is  only  a  trust  fund 
wh«en  a  beneficiary  has  established  his  right  ta  a  death  benefit.^*® 
The  court  on  appointing  a  receiver  assumes  control  of  the  affairs

of  the  company  and  exercises  the  functions  of  directors,^*^  and 
the  receiver  of  a  fraternal  lodge  can  bring  suit  against  its  officers 
to  recover  funds  lost  through  their  negligence.^**  Upon  the  in- 
solvency of  a  life  insurance  company  policy  holders  become  credi- 
tors and  can  maintain  a  suit  for  liquidation  of  its  affairs  without 
reducing  their  claims  to  judgment.^**  Policy  holders  are  not 
liable  to  the  creditors  in  case  of  insolvency  as  partners.^**  A 
judgment  obtained  after  the  dissolution  of  an  insurance  company 
is  valid.^*^  It  has  been  held  that  the  receiver  of  an  insolvent 
foreign  insurance  company  may  not  take  Iowa  assets  without 
satisfying  the  valid  claim  of  a  creditor  in  that  State.^**  In  de- 
termining the  financial  condition  of  an  insurance  company  on  the 
assessment  plan,  its  future  income  from  premiums  must  be  con- 
sidered."^ 

§  658.  The  Same  Subject  Continued. — When  a  company  has 
reinsured  all  its  risks,  so  that  it  has  no  income  except  a  nominal 
amount,  and  its  officers  continue  to  draw  large  salaries,  it  will 
be  treated  as  practically  out  of  business  and  a  receiver  will  be 
appointed.^"  Generally,  unless  there  are  special  provisions  in 
the  statutes  regulating  action  in  regard  to  insolvent  life  insurance 
companies,  the  same  principles  are  applied  as  in  the  case  of  other

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corporatitons  so  far  as  the  appointment  of  receivers  is  concerned. 
A  decree  of  a  court  of  competent  jurisdiction  dissolving  a  cor- 
poration and  appointing  a  receiver  vests  in  the  latter  all  the  prop- 
erty of  the  corporation,  and  such  appointment  cannot  be  ques- 
tioned collaterally.  The  receiver  represents  both  the  corpora- 
tion and  creditors  and  stockholders,  and  in  his  character  as  trus- 
tee he  may  maintain  an  action  to  set  aside  illegal  or  fraudulent 
transfers  of  the  property  made  by  its  oflRcers,'  and  to  recover 
the  assets  outstanding  or  misapplied.  His  possession  is  that  of 
the  court,  whose  ofBcer  he  is,  and  he  cannot  be  sued  at  law 
without  its  consent.^^^  He  has  no  power  to  waive  proofs  of  loss 
or  any  legal  defense.^^*  He  can  sue  in  a  foreign  jurisdiction  to 
recover  assets,^^*  but  has  no  other  or  ^greater  rights  as  against 
its  policy-holders,  than  the  eompany.^^^  Receivers  of  insurance 
companies  generally  are  governed  by  the  same  rules  which  apply 
in  the  case  of  those  of  other  corporations,  and  further  informa- 
tion concerning  them  must  be  sought  in  the  special  treatises  re- 
lating to  that  subject.  When  a  receiver  is  appointed  for  a  life 
insurance  company  and  its  business  arrested,  the  value  of  all 
claims  against  it  are  to  be  computed  from  the  time  of  the  halt

ment of  claims  has  expired,  his  claim  is  to  be  considered  as  ma- 
tured and  its  full  amount,  and  not  the  reserve,  is  the  basis  for 
allowance ;  ^^^  and  it  seems  that  if,  after  the  time  for  allowance 
of  demands  has  expired,  a  policy  holder  should  die,  it  is  dis- 
cretionary with  the  court  whether  or  not  the  whole  allowance

§  659.  Insolvent  Life  Insurance  Companies — Statos  of  Policy 
Holders. — When  a  life  insurance  company  becomes  insolvent  and 
is  placed  in  the  custody  of  a  receiver,  its  policy  holders  are  not 
to  be  considered  partners,  but  creditors,  to  whom  it  is  liable  for 
breach  of  the  contract  implied  in  its  policies  that  it  will  receive 
premiums  subsequently  accruing,  so  as  to  keep  the  policy  holder 
constantly  insured,  and  so  as  to  keep  on  hand  the  reserve  re- 
quired by  law  and  maintain  its  engagements.  The  damage  of  the 
policy  holder  is  the  value  of  the  policy  destroyed,  and  to  ascertain 
this,  resort  may  properly  be  had  to  tahlei  used  in  the  business 
of  life  insurance  showing  the  average  expectancy  of  life.  All 
policy  holders  are  to  be  treated  alike,  although  the  health  of 
some  may  have  become  so  impaired  that  no  reinsurance  can  be 
effected.  Unmatured  paid-up  policies  have  no  preference  and  an- 
nuities are  to  have  their  present  value  computed  according  to 
the  tables  in  ordinary  use.  Death  claims,  also,  are  not  preferred, 
but  if  a  policy  holder  die  after  the  insolvency  and  receivership, 
but  before  the  time  of  presentment  of  proofs,  the  damage  is  the 
full  amount  of  the  policy,  less  a  proper  deduction  for  interest. 
In  frtl  claims  the  premium  notes  are  to  be  deducted  from  the 
amount  of  damages. ^^^  In  mutual  companies,  however,  claims 
founded  on  policies  matured  before  the  receivership  are  to  be  pre- 
ferred to  claims  on  policies  not  matured,  for  the  maturity  of  the 
policy  changes  the  status  of  the  policy  holder.  He  stands  to  the 
company  in  the  same  place  that  a  creditor  stands  to  the  firm;

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he  is  to  be  preferred  to  members  of  the  firm.***  The  holder  of  a 
paid  up  endowment  policy  can  set  off  the  amount  of  same  though 
not  due  against  a  claim  of  the  insolvent  company  against  him  for 
borrowed  money.^*^ 

§  660.  The  Same  Subject  Continued.— The  judgment  of  a  dis- 
solution of  a  company  relates  back  to  the  time  of  the  commence- 
ment of  the  action  and  adjudicates  the  rights  of  all  parties  as 
of  that  day.  The  Court  of  Appeals  of  New  York  has  said :  "^ 
**The  judgment  relates  back  to  the  commencement  of  the  action 
and  became  effective  at  that  time  and  thereafter  the  company 
could  not  require  the  payment  of  premiums  or  insist  upon  for- 
feitures. It  is  the  day  of  which  the  court  practically  takes  pos- 
session of  the  assets  of  the  company  for  the  purpose  of  distribu- 
tion among  its  creditors,  and  consequently  is  the  date  on  which 
the  rights  of  creditors  should  be  ascertained  and  the  value  of 
their  claims  determined."  In  the  case  of  Gray  v.  Reynolds, *^*^  the 
court  said:  *'The  company  became  insolvent  August  23,  1894. 
The  order  appointing  a  receiver  adjudges  that  upon  that  day 
the  company  was  insolvent.  The  day  on  which  insolvency  oc- 
curred, as  adjudged  by  the  order  appointing  a  receiver,  fixes  the 
time  to  which  the  several  claims  of  creditors  must  be  referred  to 
adjustment."  In  the  case  of  In  re  Equitable  Reserve  Fund  Life 
Ass'n.,^**  the  court  said:  ''The  holders  of  death  claims  must 
also  have  their  status  defined  as  to  the  date  of  the  Commence- 
ment of  the  proceedings,  which  date  is  the  same,  I  believe,  as  the 
appointment  of  the  temporary  receiver.  Those  certificate  holders 
who  died  after  the  date  have  no  claims  upon  the  death  fund." 
This  rule  must  be  considered  settled.^'*

Insolireiit  Benefit  Societies. — ^When  a  corporation,  in 
the  nature  of  a  benefit  society,  ceases  to  do  business  because  of 
some  impediment,  as  for  example  being  refused  a  license  by  the 
State  in  which  it  was  incorporated,  it  cannot  organize  a  new 
company  and,  against  the  will  of  the  old  members,  use  the  en- 
dowment fund  to  obtain  reinsurance  of  the  old  members,  but 
on  application  of  such  old  members  or  parties  insured,  a  court 
of  equity  will  wind  up  the  affairs  of  the  old  company  and  compel 
the  distribution  of  such  fund  among  those  for  whose  benefit 
it  was  created.  In  such  a  case  in  Michigan,^**  the  Supreme  Court 
of  the  State  said:  '*My  opinion  is  that  no  assessments  could  le- 
gally be  made  by  the  board  of  trustees  for  the  purpose  of  paying 
losses  which  occurred  after  license  to  do  business  was  refused. 
The  inhibition  of  the  statute  extended  to  the  exercise  of  corporate 
functions  in  Michigan.  Its  proceedings  as  a  corporation  were  all 
rested,  and,  as  no  steps  were  taken  by  it  to  obtain  the  right  to  do 
business  any  longer,  but  on  the  contrary  it  abandoned  the  field, 
the  proceedings  to  close  up  its  affairs  should  date  from  that  time. 
The  members  were  entitled  to  their  distributive  share  of  the 
moneys  on  hand  .from  that  time.  If  losses  occurred  prior  to  that 
time,  the  beneficiaries  arc  entitled  to  precedence  and  payment 
of  their  policies  in  full  from  the  fund.  If  members  have  died 
since,  their  representatives  are  entitled  to  the  distributive  shares 
of  such  m^bers."^^^  On  a  bill  filed  to  wind  up  an  insolvent 
benefit  society  the  holder  of  a  death  claim  has  such  an  interest  in 
the  property  that  he  may  file  a  cross-bill  to  prevent  the  misappli- 
cation of  a  trust  fund.^*''  A  beneficial  society  that  uses  to  ita 
own  profits  funds  held  in  trust  to  await  the  results  of  litigation, 
such  funds  being  excess  dues  collected  from  members  is  a  trustee 
and  such  funds  are  trust  funds.^'*    As  the  obligation  to  pay

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sessments  to  a  benefit  society  is  not  absolute,  but  rests  only  upon 
upon  the  will  of  the  member,  there  generally  being  no  personal 
promise  to  pay,  when  the  organization  becomes  insolvent  the  col- 
lapse is  complete.  On  general  principles,  all  the  rules  applicable 
to  insolvent  corporations  a^ply  to  benefit  societies  and  regulate 
proceedings  against  them.^**  The  Uniform  Fraternal  Beneficiary 
Society  Act  has  a  provision ^^^  as  follows:  "No  application  for 
injunction  against,  or  proceedings  for  the  dissolution  of,  or  the 
appointment  of  a  receiver  for,  any  such  domestic  society  or 
branch  thereof  shall  be  entertained  by  any  court  in  this  State 
unless  the  same  is  made  by  the  attorney  general."  Under  this 
provision  proceedings  for  the  appointment  of  a  receiver  for  a 
beneficiary  society  must  originate  with  the  state. 

§  662.    The  Same  Subject— Receivers  of  Benefit  Societies.— 

The  same  principles  govern  in  proceedings  brought  for  the  ap- 
pointment of  receivers  for  benefit  societies  as  in  the  case  of  other 
corporations  or  associations.  It  has  been  said,°^^  that  equity 
will  restrain  a  benevolent  association  from  further  transacting 
its  business,  where  the  officers  of  the  association  have  been  guilty 
of  illegal  conduct  and  an  injunction  is  necessary  to  protect  the 
assets  from  further  illegal  management,  and  will  do  whatever  is 
necessary  to  protect  the  rights  of  the  parties.  In  another  case,^^* 
the  court  held  that  a  complaint,  alleging  that  the  association  was 
insolvent;  that  its  assets  amounted  to  $1,000,000;  that  its  officers 
had  converted  $750,000  to  their  own  use,  placing  that  sum  in  the 
bank  under  the  control  of  the  officers  without  security  save  the 
money  so  deposited;  that  the  money  due  the  corporation  from 
branches  in  various  States  was  only  secure'd  by  indemnity  of  such 
irresponsible  bank,  and  that  the  chief  officers,  who  had  misappro- 
priated the  funds  and  whose  duty  it  was  to  call  meetings  of  the 
board  of  managers,  had  failed  to  do  so,  and  refused  to  allow  the

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proceedings  to  be  published  as  required,  and  that  a  large  sum 
would  fall  due  upon  certificates  within  about  six  months  from  the 
filing  of  the  complaint,  states  ample  cause  for  the  appointment 
of  a  receiver.  In  other  cases,*^*^'  receivers  had  been  appointed  for 
insolvent  societies  and  the  court  discussed  various  questions  arifi- 
ing  on  the  claims  of  certificate  holders  under  the  by-laws ;  but  in 
Pennsylvania,  the  Supreme  Court  held  ^^*  that  a  receiver  should 
not  be  appointed  for  a  benevolent  society  and  an  injunction  is- 
sued on  allegations  that,  at  an  illegal  meeting  and  in  the  absence 
of  a  majority  of  the  members,  certain  members  were  illegally 
expelled  and  that  the  new  officers,  coerced  or  misled  by  another 
defendant,  were  conducting  the  order  prejudicially  to  the  inter- 
ests of  plaintiff  and  the  order  at  large,  when  every  substantial 
averment  of  the  bill  is  denied  by  the  answer  and  not  overcome 
by  further  proof;  and  the  court  said  that,  although  the  whole 
scheme  of  the  order  might  be  utterly  worthless,  impracticable  and 
certain  to  end  in  disaster,  these  facts  constituted  no  ground  for 
appointing  a  receiver  at  the  instance  of  a  member  who  was  as 
much  in  fault  as  the  defendants.  And  it  is  no  ground  for  the 
dissolution  of  a  mutual  benefit  association  that  its  members,  in 
violation  of  its  by-laws,  deposed  its  president  irregularly,  and  the 
dissolution  of  the  association  was  not  affected  by  a  vote  in  favor 
thereof  passed  at  a  special  meeting  called  by  the  deposed  presi- 
dent.^'^ Within  a  comparatively  recent  period  receivers  have 
been  appointed  for  a  certain  class  of  endowment  orders  and  the 
courts  have  been  called  upon  to  decide  as  to  the  rights  of  the 
members  to  the  funds  accumulated  by  the  society.  In  one  case,*^* 
it  was  held  that  the  members  were  entitled  to  share  in  the  funds 
in  proportion  to  the  amount  paid  in  by  them  although  the  cer- 
tificates matured  in  twenty-eight  years  and  bound  each  member 
to  continue  his  assessments  during  that  period;  and  providing

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that,  if  the  member  should  comply  With  all  the  requirements  of 
the  association,  he  should,  at  the  end  of  three  and  one-half  years 
from  the  date  of  the  certificate,  receive  a  sum  not  exceeding  one- 
eighth  of  the  sum  mentioned  therein,  and  a  like  sum  at  the  end 
of  each  succeeding  three  and  one-half  years;  and  this,  although 
the  first  period  of  three  and  one-half  years  in  the  case  of  some 
of  the  certificate  holders  had  elapsed.  Generally  there  can  be 
no  recovery  for  loss  after  insolvency  is  decreed, ^^^  and  death 
claims  have  no  priority  over  the  other  claims,  although  an  assess- 
ment has  been  called  to  pay  such  a  claim  when  the  latter  had 
not  been  actually  paid  before  insolvency.^^*  Where  the  constitu- 
tion provided  that  the  assessments  should  be  applied  to  the  crea- 
tion of  two  distinct  funds,  one  of  which  was  a  death  fund  and 
the  other  a  reserve  fund,  and  that  no  death  claim  should  be  paid 
from  the  reserve  fund,  except  upon  a  contingency  which  never 
happened,  and  the  company  was  dissolved  and  a  receiver  ap- 
pointed; it  was  held,^^*  that  although  the  death  fund  was  not 
sufficient  to  pay  the  death  claims  in  full,  such  claimants  were  not 
entitled  to  share  in  the  reserve  fund;  that  such  reserve  fund 
should  be  applied,  first,  to  repay  the  members  an  assessment  by 
order  of  the  court,  and  the  balance  should  be  distributed  among 
all  the  members  who  had  paid  all  assessments  up  to  the  com- 
mencement of  the  suit.  The  court  also  held  that  the  time,  at 
which  to  determine  the  rights  of  the  members  to  share  in  the 
fund,  was  the  date  of  the  commencement  of  the  suit,  and  not 
the  date  of  the  dissolution.  The  rights  of  the  various  members 
upon  a  dissolution  of  the  associatiton  depend  somewhat  upon  the 
contract  into  which  they  entered.  As  a  general  rule  the  fund  will 
be  distributed  pro  rata  among  those  who  contributed  in  propor- 
tion to  the  amounts  respectively  paid  in.^^^    Where  a  general

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receiver  has  been  appointed  for  an  insolvent  benefit  association, 
the  court  will  order  the  funds  held  by  an  auxiliary  receiver,  ap- 
pointed  for  branches  within  its  jurisdiction,  to  be  turned  over  to 
the  general  receiver,  and  that,  too,  although  the  rules  of  the  so- 
ciety provided  for  the  control  of  the  reserve  fund  by  such  local 
branches.^*^  Where  the  officers  and  directors  of  a  mutual  assess- 
ment association,  which  was  engaged  in  issuing  wagering  policies, 
appropriated  to  their  own  use  the 'funds  collected  from  assess- 
ments and  dues  instead  of  applying  them  to  the  payment  of  death 
losses,  it  was  held  that  the  receiver  could  recover  such  assess- 
ments so  appropriated  from  the  officers  and  directors  jointly."* 
And  the  directors  of  an  unincorporated  association  are  personally 
liable  for  any  deficiency  that  occurs  because  of  their  conversion 
of  funds  applicable,  according  to  the  by-laws,  for  the  payment  of 
a  certain  death  loss,  if  they  divert  the  same  to  the  payment  of 
other  claims.^^'  When  a  receiver  is  appointed  the  right  of  officers 
to  salary  ceases,"*  Where  the  papers,  books,  etc.,  of  a  fraternal 
society  are  brought  into  a  State,  the  courts  of  such  States  can 
appoint  a  receiver.^*^  It  has  been  said  that  a  fraternal  beneficiary 
association  is  in  the  nature  of  a  trust  and  a  court  of  equity  fin  the

case  of  insolvency,  or  where  the  business  is  impracticable,  may 
appoint  a  receiver.^^* 

§  663.  On  Dissolution  of  a  Mutual  Insurance  Company  Surplus 
Assets  After  Creditors  Are  Paid  Vests  in  State. — When  a  disso- 
lution of  a  mutual  insurance  company  has  been  decreed  by  a  court 
of  competent  jurisdiction,  its  assets  remaining  after  paying  all 
liabilities  against  the  company  vest  in  the  State,  as  such  corpora- 
tion has  no  stockholders,  and  its  original  corporators  cannot  be 
regarded  as  such.^^^  It  is  questionable  whether  this  is  right  on 
principle;  it  is  certainly  reasonable  to  say  that  the  persons  con- 
tributing the  funds,  or  who  at  the  time  of  dissolution  were  policy 
holders,  and  therefore  stockholders,  are  entitled  to  the  surplus 
remaining  after  debts  are  paid.^*^  Under  the  English^  Literary 
and  Scientific  Institution  Act  on  the  dissolution  of  a  literary  so- 
ciety its  property  will  be  given  to  some  kindred  institution  as 
prescribed  by  the  act.^**
